The meeting which resulted in the organization 
of this Society, was held in Sr. Any’s Cnurcn ror: 


Dear-Mures, New York, on Wednesday evening, 
Noy. 29,1871. The Bishop of the Diocese presided 
and made an address in favor of the object. After 
addresses by Dr. LL. Peer, Principal of the New 
York Institution for Deat-Mutes, the Rev. Dr. 
Monreomery, Mr. Jonn Carin and the Rey. Dr. 
GALLAUDET, setting forth the advantages of the pro- 
posed society, a Committee, consisting of Rev. Dr. 
Gattauper and Messrs. Murray, Srewart, Haieut, 
Comstock and Cariin, was authorize| to take the 
necessary steps to have it incorporated and organ- 
ized. 

At a meeting held in St. Ann’s Church, on Fri- 
day evening, Nov. 1, 1872, the Committee reported 
that they had accomplished the work entrusted to 
them. They presented the Act of Incorporation 
and the Constitution, which are printed in the Ap- 
pendix. The List of the Trustees and the Officers 
elected under the Constitution precedes this Report. 

At the very outset of its operations, the Society 
manifested its desire to supplement and make more 
effective the special work among adult deaf-mutes 


which had been undertaken by St. Ann’s Church. —

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This Society has founded. a Home for Aged and 
Infirm Deaf-Mutes, at No. 220 East Thirteenth St., 
New York. It is under the care of Miss Jane 
Mippieron. During the year it has had nine in- 
mates, four men and five women. One of the for- 
mer died of consumption, and two of. the latter left. 
The present number is six, two old men, one 
man with paralysis, and three young women with 
very imperfect sight. In the care of these inmates, 
the professional services of Drs. Bupp, Hown, and 
Sazrng, are gratefully acknowledged. Several have 
been kindly treated at the Eye and Ear Infirmary, 
corner 2d Ave. and 13th St. by Drs. Dersy and 
Noyes, to whom our sincere thanks are offered. 

For the suppert of this Home, donations are con- 
tinually needed. 

The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes has been in- 
strumental in providing employment for a large 
number of persons. It has also ministered to the 
sick and given the bodies of the dead, Christian 
burial. 

This brief sketch. of the objects of the Society, 
it is hoped will commend it tothe favor of all who 
desire to promote the temporal and spiritual wel- 
fare of our adult deaf-mute brethren.

of its means.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 


TO THE TRUSTEES 


OF THE 


CHURCH MISSION TO DEAF-MUTES,

GENTLEMEN : 


It seems proper that in presenting the First An- 
nual Report of my work as General Manager of the 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, I should give a brief 
history of the education of deaf-mutes, and the cir. 
cumstances which led to the formation of our society. 

The first American Institution for the education 
of deaf-mutes was founded at Hartford, Connecticut, 


f April 15, 1817, by my father, the late Rev. Thomas 


‘i. Gallaudet, LL.D. and Mr. Laurent Clere. Dr. 
Gallaudet had been providently led to devote him- 


self to this work by his interest in Alice Cogswell, 
the daughter of a distinguished physician of Hart- 
ford. He went abroad to learn the art of teaching 
deaf-mutes, and accomplished his object at the Paris 
Institution. There he acquired a knowledge of the 
system originated by the Abbe De L’Epee, and 
perfected by the Abbe Sicard. This system recog- 
nized the sign-language as an efficient instrument in 
conveying ideas to the minds of deaf-mutes, and in 
explaining the meaning of words and sentences. It 
also made use of the single-handed alphabet for 
spelling out the words and sentences, explained by 
signs, and committed to memory by diligent study. 
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Written language was also constantly used by both 
teachers anil pupils in the exercises of the school- 
room, The great object of the system was to lead 
deaf-mutes from the darkness and ignorance of their 
isolated position, to a knowledge of the language of 


books, and an understanding of the facts of man’s 
g 


existence in this world and in the world to come. 
While the system recognized the importance of 
teaching articulation and lip-reading, as an accom- 
plishment to those who had the capacity to respond 
to patient efforts on the part of the instructor, it 
clearly set forth the necessity of signs as a necessary 
means, analogous to sounds, for reaching the will 
and quickening into activity the faculties of the 
spiritual life which deaf-mutes have in common with 
their more favored brethren. 

Ou his return to his native land, Dr. Gallaudet 
had the great privilege of being accompariied by one 
of the Abbe Sicard’s favorite teachers, Mr. Laurent 
Clerc, himself deaf-mute and a master of the sign-lan- 
guage. The 20,000 deafinutes of this country 
should be devoutly grateful to their heavenly Father 
for the faithful and indefatigable labors of Gallaudet 
and Clere in founding, 56 years ago, the first Insti- 
tution for their inestimable benefit. ' 

From time to time, similar Institutions were es- 
tablished in different parts of our country, receiving 
a generous support from the Legislatures of the 
States in which they were situated. At the present 


time there are nearly forty of these Institutions, the ~ 


one in Washington, D. C., having a department 


called the National Deaf-Mute College, the President 


of which is Edward M. Gallaudet, LL. D., the 


youngest son of him whom the children of silence 
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affectionately regard as their apostle on this western 
continent. 

The system pursued in our American Institutions, 

has been mainly in accord with the one which was 
‘brought to this country from France, The sign- 
language, however, has been perfected, and various ~ 
appliances have been introduced for aiding deaf 
“mutes in overcoming the difficulties of correctly writ. 
ing the English language. It may not be amiss to 
‘stale in passing, that French and American deaf 
‘tutes have the sign-language in common, while they 
‘differ, as others do, in their knowledge of the lan- 
guage of books. 
_ At the opening of the Institution in Hartford, a 
practice, unknown to the European schools, was at 
once begun. The pupils were brought together in 
the chapel, twice every Sunday, for divine worship | 
‘and religious instruction, conducted in the sign. 
language. They also had morning and evening 
prayers, daily, during the week. This custom has 
been faithfully followed in all the Institutions of 
our country, and has proved a great blessing in culti- 
_ vating spiritual life and growth. 

These general remarks upon the education of 
deaf-mutes, would be incomplete without reference 
to the efforts which have been made to teachvartie- 
ulation and lip-reading. These efforts have been 
most successful among the semi-deaf and the semi- 
mute, though some very remarkable results have 
been accomplished among’ the congenital deaf-mutes. 
Some attention has always been given to this subject 
in the Institutions referred to above. At the present 
time, in several of the larger ones, there are special 
> departments in which those who show any aptitude 
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for instruction in this accomplishment are placed to 
receive the patient training which is essential to 
their progress. There are, morever, several Institu- 
tions, recently established, the one at Northampton, 
Massachusetts, being the most prominent, in which 
the education of the pupils is carried on by articu- 
lation and lip-reading, the use of signs and the 
manual-alphabet being discarded. In due time, prac- 
tical results will show which system is, on the whole, 
best adapted for the education of the greatest num- 
ber of deaf-mutes, in matters which pertain to their 
spiritual as well as their material interests. 

Out of the education of deaf-mutes at the various 
Institutions, there has gradually arisen the necessity 
for systematic efforts for their benefit, as they have 
gone out from the loving care of their instructors, 
and striven to support “themselves in the various 
avocations for which they were fitted. These efforts 
have led to the formation of our society, which now 
fairly takes its place among the benevolent organiza- 
tions of our country. 

I desire the privilege of placing upon record, with 
as much brevity as possible, the providential cireum- 
stances which have led to the results for which we 
are specially grateful on this, the first Anniversary 
of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes. 

In September, 1843, it was my privilege to become 
an instructor in the New York Institution for Deaf- 
Mutes under the late Harvey P. Peet, LL. D., whose 
reputation as an educator and author winced him 


for so many years to be regarded as the Nestor of 


our profession. The example of my father, the 
training of my deafmute mother and my Galy 
associations, all pre-disposed me to enter upon my

among thesick and poor. Several were baptized, con. 
firmed and received to the Holy Communion. We 
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duties with genuine enthusiasm. In process of time 
God gave me in holy marriage one, whom He had 
seen fit to deprive of hearing and speech, and thus 
the ties which seemed to bind me to my deaf-mute 
friends for a life-long work were strengthened. In 
June, 1850, at St. Stephen’s Church, N. Y., I was 
ordained a deacon in the Church of Christ. Soon 
after this there was heard a voice, surely it was the 
gentle voice of the brooding Spirit of God, calling on 
me to do something for the deaf mute men sed women 
residing in the city of New York and its vicinity. I 


tried to respond, though feeling it my duty to con- 


tinue teaching at the Institution. A bible class was 
begun in the vestry room of St. Stephen’s Church, by 
the kind permission of its Rector, the Rev. Dr. Price. 
It soon became so largely attended that we were

were laying foundations for a super-structure of which 
we then had no conception. After my ordination to 
the priesthood in the summer of 1851, more definite 
thoughts of future work were suggested to my mind, 

though I must adimit the light dawned very padi 
ally. A few months passed away, and I found myself 
a frequent visitor at the bed-side of Mary C. Lathrop, 
one of the most interesting and lovely of all my deaf 
mute friends. On several occasions I gave her the 
Holy Communion, and tried to the best of my 
ability, in various other ways, to smooth her pathway 
to the grave. Her end was peace. I look back upon 
my ministrations to this faithful follower of Him 
who had said “Ephphatha” to her trusting spirit, 

as having providentially led to the foundation of St. 
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Ann’s Church for deafmutes and their friends. The 
first services of this church were held on the first 
Sunday of October, 1852, in the smaller chapel of 
the New York University. In due time the parish 
was organized with its wardens and vestrymen, and 
I was chosen the Rector. At several public meet- 
ings of its friends, we received the hearty approba- 
tion of the Rt. Rev. Bishop Wainwright, and several 
of the clergy and laity of the city. Dr. Peet, Prin- 
cipal of the N. Y. Institution, and the Rev. Dr. 
Haight very kindly assisted as a committee in ssend- 
ing out the first circular, calling attention to the 
necessity of systematic work to improve the temporal 
and spiritual welfare of adult deafmutes, and the 
importance of having public worship for them in 
the sign-language. From year to year we seemed to 
have God’s blessing resting upon us. Quite a large 
number of our baptisms, confirmations, marriages 
and burials were among deaf-mutes and their familes, 
and for a while the large majority of our commu- 
nicants were deaf-mutes. In the Fall of 1857 we 
removed to the Historical Society Building, and there 
gained so much parish strength, that it soon seemed 
my duty to leave the Institution and give myself 
more fully to the work which had been thus provi- 
dentially marked out for me. With the cordial 
approval of the Rt. Rev. Bishop Potter, this result 
was reached in October, 1858. Soon the unseen hand 
was guiding us towards one of the most important 
events of our interesting parish history, and in 
August, 1859, we were providentially given possess- 
ion of the property in 18th Street, a little west of 
the 5th Avenue, with which the progress of St. Ann’s 
Church has since been identified. We bought from 
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_ the Baptists the building which had been originally 
-eonsecrated as Christ Church, assuming a very heavy 
mortyaged debt. Our sittings were continue as 
free to all who would occupy them. Our efforts 
at improving the condition of our deaf-mute parish- 
ioners were made with greater earnestness than ever. 
The Lord helped us and raised up for us many sincere 
friends. The debt steadily decreased, and the special 
work among deaf-mutes was so enlarged, that ser- 
' vices were occasionally held for those residing in 
‘other cities. I received from time to time the assist- 
ance of the Rev. Dr. Clere, the oldest son of my 
father’s associate, the Rev. Dr. Ewer, the Rev. Messrs. 
George C. Pennell, Eastburn Benjamin, Stephen F, 
Holmes, John Chamberlain and Thomas B. Berry, 
and Mr. Samuel A. Adams, a deaf-mute. . 

At length all the workers who had in different 
“parts of the field so kindly acknowledged the guid- 
ance of the Rector of St. Ann’s Church, began to 
‘speak of themselves as associated in the Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mutes, and to feel that a definite 
_ organization was needed to secure greater efficiency. 
The greater portion of the debt of St. Ann’s Church 
had been pail by the loving co-operation of members 
of other parishes, and the remainder had been pro- 
vided for by legacies. It had become a self-support- 
‘ing parish, doing all in its power for the deaf-mutes 
of New York and its suburbs. It was felt by. 
several appreciative friends of extended systematic: 
benevolence among adult deaf-mutes, that the time 
had come for supplementing and making more effect- 
ive the exertions of St. Ann’s Church. It was 
thought, moreover, that kind-hearted people of our 
city and country, who desiréd to promote the welfare 
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of the largest number of deaf-mute men and women 
would more understandingly and readily send their 
donations to a society expressly incorporated for 
this object, than to a church which had become self- 
supporting, and which was composed of hearing and 
speaking persons as well as deaf mutes. 

After several consultations among those holding 
these views, it was determined to have a meeting for 
the purpose of incorporating and organizing a society 
to be called “The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes.” 


The meeting was held in St. Ann’s Church, Nov. 29, _ 


1871. The Rt. Rev. Bishop Potter presided, and 
expressed himself warmly in favor of the proposed 
society. Addresses were made by Dr. I. L. Peet, 
Principal of the N. Y. Institution for Deaf-Mutes, 
Rev. Dr. Montgomery, Mr. John Carlin and myself. 
‘It was a pleasant thought to me that as Dr. Peet, 
the father, had encouraged me at the beginning of 
my parish work, so, Dr. Peet, the son was present 
to aid in organizing our much needed society. The 


meeting having approved of the organization, and — 


also of including within its operations the care and 
support of a Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, 
a committee was appointed to take the necessary 
steps fur carrying the object of the meeting into 
effect. 

As the result of the action of this committee, The 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes was. duly incorpo- 
rated under the general laws of the State of New 
York, in relation to Charitable Societies, in October, 
1872. At a meeting held in St. Ann’s Church, 
November, 1872, an organization was effected, the 
Constitution was adopted, and twenty-five trustees 
were chosen as the Board of Management.

- { have thus tried to put upon record some account 
of the providential circumstances which led to the 
formation of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, 
hoping that it will prove of intere-t and benefit, not 
only to those who are now striving to do good to 
their fellow men, but also to those who shall take up 
our work when we shall have been gathered to our 
fathers. , 

I trust that as this society advances in the course 
which its founders have marked ov% for it, God’s 
" blessing will ever rest upon it. 

I trust that it may have the means and the men 
to establish church services for deaf-mutes in all the 
larger cities of our country. I trust it may ever 
take a true interest in every thing which may pro- 
‘mote the temporal and spiritual welfare of our 
_deaf-mute brethern, encouraging them to make the 
best use of their education at the various Institu- 
_ tions, co-operating with them in their efforts to obtain 
_ proper employment, guiding and counselling them 
in all their difficulties, watching over them in times 
of sickness an! trouble, receiving them, when nec- 
essary, to a cheerfully appvinted and well admin- 
istered Home, and at last, in the touching rites of 
christian burial, consigning their bodies to the dust 
in hopes of a joyful resurection, when all human 
imperfections shall be done away forever. I trust 
that as the years move on, the practical results accom- 
plished by our recently founded society will, with 
God’s blessing, be so apparent, that it will have the 
active sympathy and co-operation, not only of all the 
deaf mutes of our country, but also of the Directors 
and Instructors of all the Institutions. All ave work- 
ing for one common object, the enlightening, the 
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comforting, the elevating of those children of the 


Heavenly Father whom He has in his wisdom de- 
prived of hearing and speech. 

At the meeting of the Trustees of the Church 
Mission to Deaf.Mutes, held December 11, 1872, I 
had the honor of being appointed General Manager. 
Since that time I have striven to mould the whole 
work into homogenous organic life, and in this 
attempt have had the hearty sympathy and co-ope- 
ration of my associates. I have had from time to 
. time reports from the different parts of the field our 
society has thus far providentially occupied, and I 
feel greatly encouraged to think, that with God’s 
blessing, we shall accomplish much more in the 
second year of our progress than we did in the first. 


Hoping that as time passes on, our society may 


become more and more electives in the important

Special meetings of the Board and of the Society 
may be called by the President or one of the Vice- 
Presidents, or on requisition of five of the Trustees ; 
but when special meetings are called, the time and 
place of meeting and the subject proposed to be 
considered shall be previously notified to the mem- 
bers, and no other subject shall be discussed or 
acted upon at such meetings. 


ARTICLE V. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held 
in St. Ann’s Church for Deaf:Mutes, in the city of 
New York, on the last Wednesday evening of Octo- 
ber. At this meeting the Society shall elect from 
its members, by ballot, twenty-five Trustees, who 
shall hold office for the ensuing year and: until their 
successors are appointed. 

At the first stated meeting of the Board after the 


annual meeting of the Suciety, the officers, specified 


in Article III, shall be chosen by ballot from among 
the members of said Board, and shall continue in 
office until their successors are appointed. 

The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its 
annual meeting, a report of their proceedings during 
the previous year, a full statement in relation to the 
funds and property of the Society, and information 
relative to the objects of the Society which may 
be of interest to its members.

THE SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 


A huech Allission to Peaf- Alutes. 


During the year just ended, the work undertaken 
by this Society has been steadily prosecuted in differ- 
ent parts of the country. 

The Trustees have held four quarterly meetings, at 
which reports have been presented from the General 
Manager and his Associates, and also from the 
Treasurer. These reports have indicated substantial 
progress in the growth of the Mission, and an in- 
creasing interest in the objects which it has provi- 
dentially undertaken. 

In December, 1873, a great loss was sustained in 
the death of Mr. Samuet Apams, the deaf-mute, who 
had conducted for nearly fifteen years the Sunday 
afternoon services for deaf-mutes in the chapel of 
Grace Church, Baltimore. Mr. Adams was a man 
of more than ordinary intelligence and culture. His 


heart was full of genuine love to his companions in 


silence. He labored faithfully for their improvement 
and had the satisfaction of seeing a goodly number 


of them confirmed and received to the Holy Com. 


munion. After a long and painful illness which he 


bore with resignation to the divine will, he passed’ 


peaceably to the rest of Paradise. : 
After the death of Mr. Adams, the services x 
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fmutes were conducted for several months by 
Joun C. CoveLt, a lay reader of the Diocese of 
aryland. To our great regret Mr. Covell has re- 
ly left, having accepted an invitation to become 
e Principal of the Institution for deaf-mutes in 
Romney, West Virginia. 

_ At the earnest request of Rev. Dr. Lreps, Rector 
of Grace Church, an effort will soon be made to 
esume the services, which have been the source of 
so much profit and comfort to the deaf-mutes of 
B Ba. timore. 

_ The monthly Sunday afternoon services for the 
deaf-mutes of Philadelphia have been continued 
vithout interruption in St. Stephen’s Church. By the 
the kindness of the Rector, Rev. Dr. RuppEr and 
he vestry, the Literary Association holds meetings 
nm Thursday evenings, in the chapel adjoining. the 
Church. 

Services on the afternoons of the third Sunday of 
sach month have been held in St. Paul’s Church, 
A bany, the Rev. Mr. Ressz, Rector, and also on the 
irst Thursday evenings of each month, at St. Paul’s 
Shapel, Troy, the Rev. Mr. Gwynne, pastor. In 
this important work at Albany and Troy, the Rev, 
Tuomas B. Berry, pastor of St. Paul’s Mission 
Chapel, Albany, is our representative. He is ably 
assisted by Miss Clapp, who has a Bible class for 
deaf-mutes in Troy. 

Services for deaf-mutes have been held in the 
Chapel of the Good Shepherd, the Rev. Mr. Krans, 
Rector, Boston, on the third Sunday of November, 
February, May and August. The congregations have 
Steadily increased. 


Fes 
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For a portion of the year, Sunday services have 
been held in Christ’s Church, Rochester, Rev. Mr. 
BaTTERSHALL, Rector; in St. Paul’s Church, Flint, 
Michigan, Rev. Mr. Lane, Rector, Church of the 
Mediator, Allentown, Rev. Mr. By.tiessy, Rector. 
There has also been a Bible class, for deaf-mutes 
in Bridgeport, Conn. Most of its members are con- 
nected with St. John’s Church, Rev. Mr. Maxcey, 
Rector. 

Occasional services have been held in St. Michael’s 
Church, Marblehead, Mass. All Saint’s Church, 
Worcester, St. Paul’s Church, Hartford, Conn. St. 
Mary’s Church, Brooklyn, Grace Church, Cherry 
Valley, the Church in Canajoharie, Trinity Church, 
Potsdam, Christ Church, Buffalo, St. Anne’s Church, 
Annapolis, Md., St. Mark’s Church, Washington, D. 
C., Grace Church, Mexico, Oswego Co., N. Y., St. 
Mark’s Church, Tarrytown, St. James’ Church, Syra- 
cuse, St. Paul’s Church, Jackson, Mich., St. Thomas’ 
Church, Belleville, Canada, and St. Paul’s Church, 
East Bridgeport, Conn. 

To the list of churches in which services for deaf- 
mutes had been held, appearing in the First Annual 
Report, there should have been added St. Paul’s 
Church, Paterson, N, J. 

The services for deaf-mutes conducted every Sun- 
day afternoon in St. Ann’s Church, New York, have 
brought together large congregations. Fora portion 
of the year there has been a Bible-class for deaf- 
mutes, in the Sunday School room of this church. 
It has been taught by Mr. Henry W. Syle. There 
have also been meetings of the Literary Association 
on Thursday evenings. 
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_ The associates in our Mission who have performed 
the extensive work referred to above, have been the 
Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, general manager, the Rev. John 
Chamberlain, assistant, the Rev. F. J. Clerc, D. D., 
Rector of Burlington College, New Jersey, the Rev. 
| Thomas B. Berry, Pastor of St. Paul’s Mission 
Chapel, Albany, N. Y., Mr. John C. Covell, Baltimore, 
Md, Mr. Austin W. Mann, Flint, Michigan, Mr. John 
'C. Acker, Rochester, N. Y, Mr. Beers, Bridgeport, 
‘Conn., Mr. Thomas Roberts, Allentown, Penn., and 
Mr. Henry W. Syle, New York. 
The Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-mutes, at 
No. 220 East Thirteent street, N. Y., had six inmates 
at the beginning of the year. One man became so 
mentally diseased that we were, with sadness, obliged 
to have him removed to one of the public institu- 
tions ; his place was taken by a man from Erie, Penn. 
We have at the present time three old men, and 
three young women with such defective eye-sight 
that they cannot support themselves. The Home 
Temains under the charge of Miss Jane Middleton. 
It is designed to be national in its character, and 
accessible to all who really need admission to its 
fostering care. 

The deaf-mute members of this Board have been 
appointed a committee to raise a building fund for 
the Home. It is desirable, that as soon as practica- 
ble the Home should be removed to some appro- 
Priate site in the country. 

During the year just ended, employment has been 
found for scores of deaf-mutes who would otherwise 
‘Most probably have been a burden to society. The 
Sick have been visited and cared for. The funeral

expenses for several have been paid. Occasional aid 
has been extended to those who were ready to faint 
by the way. Several have been baptized, confirmed 
and received to the communion. 

The Trustees express the hope that during the 
coming year, with more means and men, “The Church 
Mission to Deaf-mutes” may work more effectively 
than ever before to do good to those whom the 
Almighty has, in his providence, entrusted to its 
special watchfulness and charitable care.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER

Before entering upon the details of my work 
luring the year just ended, I wish to complete the 
torical sketch of our Mission by referring very 

efly to our associate missions in other places. 

7 In the year 1858-9, the first church services were 
conducted by me in Albany, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 

Washington and Boston. 

At Albany, the Rev. Dr. Rudder gave us a cordial 
welcome at St. Paul’s Church, in which the services 
for deaf-mutes have been held ever since, becoming 
More and more frequent until the present time. We 
now have a service there on the third Sunday of each 
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; 
month, at 2 p.m. The present Rector, the Rev. 1 


Livingston Reese, has always taken a warm interest 
in this Mission. There have been numerous bap- 
tisms, confirmations, weddings, and burials, among 
the deaf-mutes in Albany and vicinity, and quite a 
number have been received to the Holy Communion. 
For the last two years this portion of our work has 
been under the immediate direction of the Rey. 
Thomas .B. Berry, the pastor of St. Paul’s Mission 
Chapel. Mr. Berry’s desire to aid deaf-mutes has led 
him to have a service for them in St. Paul’s Chapel, 
Troy, on the first Thursday evening of every month. 
Mr. Berry, like myself, has a deaf-mute wife. He has 
had several years’ experience in teaching deaf-mutes 
in the New York and Maryland Institutions, and is 
well qualified to aid and enlarge the special mission 
which we have undertaken. Once a quarter I take 
Mr. Berry’s place, and he holds a service for deaf- 
mutes in some other city. On Sunday, October 18, 
Mr. Berry and [| exchanged, and I had the pleasure 
of conducting a service for nearly forty deaf-mutes, 
most of whom had come from adjoining places, For 
the year just ending, Mr. Berry reports having held 
thirty-one services for deaf-mutes, baptized four, pre- 
sented for confirmation ten, and married one couple: 
He was also instrumental in having Mr. John C. 
Acker licensed by the Rt. Rey. Bishop of Western 
New York to hold services for deaf-mutes in Ro- 
chester. 


The first service for deaf-mutes in Baltimore, was 
held in Grace Church, February, 1859. The Rt. 
Rev. Bishop Coxe was the Rector at that time. He 
and his assistant, the Rev Mr. Easton, took such a 
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deep interest in the work that regular services were 
soon established in the chapel every Sunday afternoon, 
They were conducted by Mr. Samuel A. Adams, a 
deaf-mute communicant, who had been licensed by 
the Bishop, to act as lay-reader. These services have 
been continued to the present time with but little 
i terruption. For two years Mr. Adams was con- 
nected with the Institution in Washington, D. C.,, as 
ateacher. During that time Mr. John P. Ijams offici- 
ated. In this Mission we have always had the 
cordial approbation and co-operation of the Rectors, 
the Rev. Dr. Hobart and the Rev. Dr. Leeds. At 
the death of Mr. Adams, in December, 1873, Mr. J. C. 
Covell responded to my request, and took the ser- 
vices till his removal to West Virginia. For several 
months there have been no services. We hope to 
resume them soon. I have frequently made visits to 
Baltimore to conduct the services, and see how the 
W ork was progressing ; I have always found kind and 
appreciating friends. 

The first service for deaf-mutes, in Philadelphia, 
was held jn St. Stephen’s Church, Feb. 1859. The 
Rector, Rev. Dr. Ducachet made an address, which L 
interpreted. From that time regular services have 
been maintained in Philadelphia. For a while they 
were in connection with St. Chrysostom’s Church, 
the Rev. Samuel Cox, D, D., Rector. When it was at 
length deemed expedient to give up this church ~ 
enterprise, its friends made over quite a fund for the 
benefit of the Deaf-mute Mission. This fund was 
‘subsequently used in repairing and decorating Cal- 
vary Church, to which the Mission had been trans- 
ferred. While the Rev. Francis J. Clerc, D. D., was

Rector of this church, he had a service every Sunday 
afternoon for deaf-mutes. In process of time he re- 
signed and accepted a call to be warden of the Burd 


Orphan Asylum, and the deaf-mutes were received © 


back to St. Stephen’s Church, where their services 
have been held ever since. The Rev. Dr. Clerc con- 
tinued to hold these services until he accepted the 
rectorship of Burlington College, New Jersey. For 
the last two years he has kindly officiated occasion- 
ally in the college vacations.’ At present we have 
only one service a month, conducted by the Rev. 
Mr. Chamberlain, Rev. Dr. Clerc or myself. The 
Deaf-mute Literary Association holds Thursday 
evening meetings in the Sunday School building of 
St. Stephen’s Church. At the death of the Rev. Dr. 
Duchachet, some years ago, the Rev. Dr. Rudder 
became Rector, and manifested the same interest in 
the deaf-mutes of Philadelphia as he had for their 
brethren in Albany. I trust that the day is not far 
distant when we can once more have services every 
Sunday afternoon at St. Stephen’s. 

During 1859 and 1860, it was my privilege to 
hold occasional services for deaf-mutes in different 
churches of Boston. This prepared the way for the 
venture of faith which was made by the Rev. East- 
burn Benjamin, in the winter of 1861-2. For several 
months regular services were held in Freeman Place 
Chapel, and at léngth an organization was effected, 
under the title of St. Peter’s Church. A service for 
Deaf-mutes was held every Sunday afternoon, and 
other services morning and evening for those having 
all their faculties. Providential circumstances made 
it necessary to give up this undertaking. Rev. Mr. 
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Benjamin, after a while, became an assistant of St. 
Ann’s Church, New York, where he was of great 
comfort and assistance to me in our efforts to care 
for deaf-mutes. 

‘For upwards of ten years I have held quarterly 
services for deaf-mutes, in different churches of Bos- 
on. For the last three or four years these services 
jave been held in the Chapel of the Good Shepherd. 
My work there brought me into very intimate rela- 
jons with the pastor, Rev. Edward H. Krans, and all 
his has resulted in his accepting a call to be my as- 
sociate at St. Ann’s where he will specially minister 
© the hearing and speaking portion of the parish, 
allow me to give still more of my time and atten- 
ion tothe Church Mission to Deaf-mutes. St. Ann’s 
Aust still have the credit of doing all in its power 
or the benefit of deaf-mutes, while it is thankful for 
he co-operation of our incorporated society. Ser- 
ices for deaf-mutes will be continued in the Chapel 
of the Good Shepherd, Boston, at 3 P.M. on the third 
Sundays of February, May, August, and November. 
Since 1859, I have had numerous services for 
deaf-mutes in different churches of Washington, D.C. 
Latterly these services have been held in St, Mark’s 

Church, the Rector of which, the Rev. Mr. Steele, 
las received several to the Holy Communion. 

_ Grace Church, Mexico, Oswego Co., N. Y., has been 
for about fifteen years a point of special interest in 
church work among deaf-mutes. Before the present 
Grace Church was built our services were frequently 
held in the Methodist House of Worship. The 
chancel window of Grace Church, is a beautiful me- 
Morial of Mr. J. W. Chandler, the first President of 
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the Empire State Deaf-mute Association. The win- 
dow represents our Saviour healing the deaf-mute 
man. With proper notice, we can assemble at this 
church, from the surrounding country, a congregation 
of thirty or forty deaf-mutes. Baptisms and confir- 
mations have been numerous among them, and 
several have been received to the Holy Communion. 

For several years some church work has been going 
on among the deaf-mutes of New Haven and Bridge- 
port. During the last year flourishing Missions have 
been established in Rochester, N. Y., and in Flint, 
Michigan. I cannot speak particularly of the occa- 
sional services which have been held in many other 
of the larger cities. 

I have thus tried, in a few words, to give some 
ideas of the progress of church work among deaf- 
mutes since St. Ann’s led the way. This progress 
has been characterized by the loving kindness of 
many friends of the clergy and laity in different 
parts of the country. Some have fallen asleep and 
passed on to the rest of paradise. Their memories 
are very precious to us. Others still extend to us 
the helping hand and speak the encouraging word. 
May God’s blessings richly descend upon them. 

Gentlemen of the Trustees, I have endeavored for 
another year to make more and more homogenous 
the operations of our Society. I have been instru- 
mental, I think, in guiding many deaf-mutes to suc- 
cess in their temporal matters as well as offering 
increased opportunities for spiritual enlightenment. 

I was especially pleased with the results of an ap- 
plication made in the month of October, 1874, to the 
Board of Education, of New York city, at the sugges- 
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tion of Mr. Henry W. Syle. The Board authorized 
the Trustees of the 18th Ward to open in school 
building No. 4o, 23rd St. near Third Ay. an Evening 
School for the deaf-mute young men of this city, to 
be held on Monday, Wednesday and F riday even- 
ings. Mr. H.W. Syle was appointed teacher, and 
has reason to feel thankful for the good he is doing 
to his deaf-mute brethren on behalf of the deaf-mutes 
of New York city. I warmly thank the Board of 
Education for their appreciation of the petition which 
‘was presented to them. 

_ lam glad that the Committee on the Building 
Fund for the Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-mutes 
has made a beginning. I trust that in due time we 
shall have a Home of our own, pleasantly situated in 
the neighborhood of this city. With a few acres of 
land about it, it could more effectively minister to 
those whom it proposes to aid and comfort. 

_ The great object which St. Ann’s Church and the 
Church Mission to Deaf-mutes have in view is, to 
lead these children of silence to be useful and hap- 

py here and hereafter. Ina gentle and loving way, 

hey try to persuade the deaf-mutes of our common 

country to be sincere christians. 

_ I trust that the great work which has thus been 

Providentially laid out will be sustained from year to 

year by an increasing number of generous, warm-_ 
hearted friends. 

_ That God may guide and bless us in the future as

THE FIRST REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN 


OF THE 


COMMITTEE ON THE BUILDING FUND 


The National Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes.

At a meeting of the Trustees of the Church Mission to 
Deaf-mutes, which was held at St. Ann’s Church, April 29, 
1874, Messrs. John Carlin, Chairman, Charles 8. Newell, Jr., 
Secretary, William O. Fitzgerald, Treasurer, Henry J. Haight, 
James Lewis, Franklin Campbell, Gustav Fersenheim, were 
appointed a Committee to raise a fund for building a Home 
for Aged and Infirm Deaf-mutes, with power to appoint agents 
and do all things needful for accomplishing the object of their 
exertions. 

At the first naan in the chairman’s house, May 9, 1874, 
with the view of ensuring the suceess of their new enterprise, 
the Committee unanimously adopted the following plan :— 
resident agents, one or mere in each State shall be appointed 
with power to authorize as many trustworthy sub-agents as 
they may deem proper. The resident and sub-agents shall 
solicit and collect donations from the benevolent, and regular 
contributions, five cents per week being the lowest possible 
coutribution from all Deaf-mutes residing in their allotted 
districts, and also from such hearing and speaking persons as 
may feel interested in the undertaking. The contributions 
may be collected weekly, monthly, quarterly semi-annually, 
or annually at the contributor’s option. Each agent is to give 
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to the Secretary a solemn promise to perform his duties faith- 
fully, honestly, and diligently ; to have a suitable receipt-book, 
and keep a portable ink-stand and pens always near him for 
use of the donors. Any of the agents, failing to fulfill his 
promise, stated above, shall be replaced by a more competent 
rson. All the agents will take pains to ascertain whether 
are are, in their districts, any Deat-mutes really and seriously 
ing the shelter of the home, and report such cases to the 
retary. At the subsequent meetings other plans were 

opted; among them was the following, with a certificate 
from the venerable President of the Church Mission, Bishop 
Horatio Potter :—

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


~The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society 
designed to promote the temporal and spiritual wel- 
fare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office shall be 
in the city of New York, 


ARTICLE I. 


Its members shall consist of those persons paying 
two dollars and upwards a year towards its support, 
who shall be elected at any regular meeting of the 
Trustees. Any person paying one hundred dollars 
at one time, shall be eligible to life-membership. 


ARTIOLE II. 


_ The affairs of the Society shall be under the direc- 
tion and management of a Board of twenty-five 
Trustees, to be elected annually as hereafter provi- 
ded. The officers of the Society shall be a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer and a Secretary, 


their own number, and shall also be officers of the 
Said Board. 

ARTICLE Iv. 

_ The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings 


at least once in three months, and may hold adjourned 
Meetings when necessary. Seven Trustees shall form 


who shall be selected annually by the said Board from: 
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a quorum for the transaction of business, except that 
no purchase, lease or sale of real estate shall be 
made, unless two-thirds of the whole number are 
present at the meeting at which it is ordered. The 
Board shall have power to make By-Laws for its own 
government and for the government of the officers, 
and to alter and amend the same, and may fill any va- 
cancy which may occur in the Board or among its 
officers. 


Special meeting of the Board and of the Society 
may be called by the President, or one of the Vice- 
Presidents, or on requisition of five of the Trustees ; 
but when special meetings are called, the time and 
place of meeting and the subject proposed to be con- 
sidered shall be previously notified to the members, 
and no other subject shall be discussed or acted upon 
at such meetings. 

ARTICLE V. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held 
in St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the city of 
New York, on the last Wednsday evening of Octo- 
ber. At this meeting the Society shall elect from its 
members, by ballot, twenty-five Trustees, who shall 
hold office for the ensuing year and until their suc- 
cessors are appointed. 


At the first stated meeting of the Board after the 
annual meeting of the Society, the officers, specified 
in Article III, shall be chosen by ballot from among 
the members of said Board, and shall continue in 
office until their successors are appointed. 


The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its 
annual meeting, a report of their proceedings during 
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the previous year, a full statement in relation to the 
funds and property of the Society, and information 
relative to the object of the Society which may be of » 
interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VI. 

The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be 
at an annual meeting of the members of the Society, 
and two-thirds of the members then present consent- 


ing thereto, on previous recommendation of the 
Board of Trustees. 


BY-LAWS. 


1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presi- 
dents, Secretary and Tresurer, shall faithfully per- 
form the duties usually entrusted to such officers. 


2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by 
resolution from time to time, such special committees 
as may be necessary to accomplish. most effectively 
the objects of the Society. 


_ 3. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager 
whose duty it shall be to take the general oversight 
of the various departments of work, which shall be 
adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual wel- 
fare of adult deaf-mutes. They shall also have 
power to appoint assistants to the General Manager, 
and to fix the salaries which shall be paid to the 
General Manager and assistants. 


4. The General Manager shall be subject to such. 
regulations as the Trustees may adopt for his guid- 
ance, and shall present a written report of his work 
at every stated meeting of the Trustees. 


5. With the consent of “The Rector, Church 
Wardens and Vestrymen of St. Ann’s Chuch for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the city of New York,” the meetings 
of the Trustees shall be held in the said church.

In presenting to the Society and all who take an interest in 
its objects, the report of another year’s work, the Trustee 
express the hope that ‘The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes’ 
is gradually winning its way to recognition as a general insti- 
tution. Its influence is extending among the 20,000 deaf- 
mutes of our country, and in various ways it is striving to pro- 
mote the temporal and spiritual good of these children of 
silence. 

At the meetings of the Trustees reports have been presented 
from the General Manager and his Associates, from which the 
following summary is condensed. 

A very intimate relation exists between this Society and St. 
Ann’s Church for deaf-mutes, and for the time being the 
General Manager of the former, and the Rector of the latter 
is the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, who has been providentially instru 
mental in systematizing the special work which the Society 
and the Church have undertaken. 

The Trustees, therefore, appropriate a portion of the incomé

They desire more means and men, that there 
may be services for deaf-mutes in all the larger cities of our 
eee Rational Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes at 
No. 220 East Thirteenth street, New York, has been for 
another year under the faithful care of Miss J ane Middleton. 
It has had seven inmates. It is still in its Infancy, but it 
will, doubtless, by-and-by, grow to be an important Insti- 
tution, gathering its beneficiaries from all parts of our land. 
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The deaf-mute members of our Board haye acted as a Com. 
mittee on the Building Fund for the Home. They will 
present a special report. It is very desirable to have 
this Fund rapidly increased that we may have a permanent 
building and surrounding grounds.

‘our country. I showed how St. Ann’s Church was established 
in New York, October, 1852, having a special mission to the 
adult, educated dhakuroes of this city and vicinity. I traced the 
progress of this church work among the deaf-mutes of Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Albany, Boston, and other cities, and put 
upon record the circumstances which led to the incorporation 
of “The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes,” with the great 
“object of promoting the temporal and spiritual welfare of the 
20,000 deaf-mutes of the United States. In order to make 
‘ ihe historical sketches more complete, I call attention to the 
Mission in Buffalo which, from 1865 to 1868, was under the 
pastoral care of the Rev. George C. Pennell, 8. T. D. He 
held 58 services for deaf-mutes in and about Buffalo, 1 in 
Rochester, 1 in Syracuse, 1 in Palmyra, and 1 in Montreal. 
' Total, 62. He baptized 1 adult and 4 children. He sent to

They have 
en held in the Sunday School Building, adjoining the 
urch, a neat, chapel-like room, distinguished for the ses- 
ms of the House of Bishops in the General Convention of 
On Sunday, the 6th of December, 1874, I had the 
ure of presenting to our deaf-mute friends of Baltimore, 
. Lewis C. Tuck, as the conductor of their services. I 
tated that he had been duly appointed a lay-reader by 
Bishop Whittingham, and would enter upon his work with a 
sincere desire to do them good. Grace Church has appropri- 
ated $250 a year for the support of this Mission, a portion of 
the sum being made up by the offerings of the deaf-mutes. 
Mr. Tuck has proved himself a faithful Associate, and as the 
years roll on will see the gracious results which will provi- 
dentially follow his labors. The Rev. Dr. Leeds has been a 
kind friend to Mr. Tuck. 

Mr. Edward P. Hart writes me that for another year our 
work has gone steadily on among the deaf-mutes of Rochester. 
The services have been conducted weekly in the Sunday 
‘School Building of St. Luke’s Church by Mr. John C. Acker, 
a deaf-mute. Two were baptized and two confirmed; $85 97 
were raised for the Mission. At the confirmation referred to 
I was present. It was held by Bishop Coxe in St. Luke’s 
Church, on the forenoon of the first Sunday in May. I in- 
terpreted the service and the Bishop’s address. There was a 
large class of other persons besides the two deaf-mutes. It 


occasional services for deaf-mutes in Potsdam and Rouse’s 
Point. He is the Rector of Christ Church in the latter place. 
I trust that he will be instrumental of much good to the deaf. _ 
mutes of northern New York. 

Between four and five years ago Dr. Pennell was led to take 
an interest in preparing the Rev. Thomas B. Berry for the — 
ministry. In this he rendered a great service to church work 
among deaf-mutes. On All Saints’ Day in 1871 Mr. Berry 
was ordained a Deacon in Christ Church, Rouse’s Point, and 
has since that time been one of our active Associates. 

At present the Rev. Mr. Berry is the Rector of Trinity 
Church, Granville, Washington Co., N. Y., but is able to 
hold a monthly service for deaf-mutes at St. Paul’s Chapel, 
Troy, and occasional services in other places. Some months 
ago he was instrumental in forming the Troy Deaf-Mute 
Literary Club. He reports having baptized two deaf-mutes 
during the year, and also interpreting at the confirmation of 
six deaf-mutes in Trinity Church, Potsdam, the Rev. Mr. 
Howard, Rector. I trust that Providence may open the way 
for our Associate to minister to deaf-mutes in some large city. 

Since my last report our Associate Mission in St. Stephen’s 
Church, Philadelphia, has been very much strengthened by 
the earnest labors of Mr. Henry W. Syle, now a candidate for 
orders in the Diocese of Pennsylvania. He took charge of the 
work on Sunday, the 7th of February. Since then, with but 
few exceptions, he has held services at 2:30 P. M. every Sun-.} 
day, in St. Stephen’s Church. He has had monthly visits 
from the Rev. Dr. Clerc, the Rev. Mr. Chamberlain, and my- 
self. He reports two baptized, eight confirmed, and about 
thirty communicants. He considers that there has been a 
good attendance at the services, and speaks encouragingly for 
the future. The offerings at the services for deaf-mutes, after 
his connection with the mission, amounted to $48 52. For 
the three months previous they amounted to $4 99. Total, 
$53 51, all of which was expended. In connection with the 
Mission ‘“‘ The Literary Association” has met for most of the 
year in St. Stephen’s Sunday School Room, on Thursday 
evenings, having lectures, debates, &c. Mr. Syle, in his re- 
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was a deeply interesting occasion to all the deaf mutes of 
Rochester and vicinity. 

Last November and last June I made visits to Michigan. 
On the latter occasion I enjoyed the hospitality of the 
Michigan Institution, of which Mr. Bangs is principal, 
and acted as one of the examining committee. I 
had opportunities of aiding Mr. A. W. Mann in his 
efforts to extend church services to deaf-mutes in the 
principal cities of Michigan, and also in Chicago, Milwaukee, 
and Cleveland. I had frequent consultations with him, and 
also with the Rev. Marcus Lane, the Rector of St. Paul’s 
Church, Flint, who was instrumental in leading Mr. Mann 

to begin the work about two years ago. Mr. Mann has 
written me several very full and interesting letters in relation 
to the appointments which he has recently had in several 
places. The offerings had been small, amounting to only a 
little more than $20, which were aad i in traveling expenses. 
I trust that as the work becomes more effective there will be 
ample provision for Mr. Mann’s support and traveling 
expenses. Surely our deaf-mute friends, who are benefited by 
his ministrations, will do all in their power to encourage Mr. 
Mann in his self- tosh exertions for their good. Last June 
it was my privilege to baptize several adult deaf-mutes and 
several children of deaf-mute parents in St. Paul’s Church, 
Flint, the results of the labors of Mr. Mann. I hope to be 
able to report next year that in this important department of 
our work, ample provision has been made for the support of 
our Associate. 

The Convention of the Empire State Deaf-Mute Associa- 
tion, held in Watertown, N. Y., the last Wednesday, Thurs- 
day, and Friday of August, was full of interest to me as 
affording a very desirable opportunity for extending religious 
influences among them. On Wednesday evening an impres- 
sive service was held in Trinity Church. The Rev. Mr. 
Brewer, the Rector, was assisted in reading the service by the 
Rev. Mr. Hopkins, Rector of Grace Church, Watertown. In- 
terpretations were given by the Rev. Thomas B. Berry and 
myself.

In addition to the general oversight of our whole work, I 
lave tried to do all I could for our deaf-mute friends in New 
York and vicinity by personal ministrations among them when 
n trouble or sickness. I have attended a number of the 
Meetings of the Manhattan Deaf-Mute Literary Association, 
held Thursday evenings, in the Lecture Room of St. Ann’s 
Church, and I have.visited as often as possible the National

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‘Permit me to premise, that in framing the Constitution and By-Laws of 
the Church Mission, the framers, evidently not anticipating a very early erec. 
tion of the National Home, did not add thereunto any rules by which it wag 
to be governed; but since the formation of the Committee on the Building 
Fund, I have had occasional conversation with the General Manager of the 
Mission, Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, in which some measures relative tothe future 
management of the Home have been briefly considered, and I am happy to 
say that we agreed on all points, and decided to cause the By-Laws of the 
Mission to be revised on the earliest occasion. 


_ I shall now state a few of the propositions to be considered by the Trus- 
tees, in order to enable you to comprehend what you wish to know. 


We propose that the Home shall be located in a healthy rural place with 
a few acres of good land for a kitchen-garden, which will be in charge of 
inmates able enough to superintend its cultivation. But a gift or bequest of 
a place of residence in any city or town, eligible for the object in question, 
with an ample income for sustenance, will not be declined, in case the rural 
house is not already built. 


Although the Church Mission, an Episcopal corporation, may take charge 
of the domestic and religious departments of the Home, its fund—such as 
may be raised solely for its benefit—should be religiously kept separate from 
that of the Mission. The reason therefor is that this prudent provision will, 
in the event of their separation, render the sacredness of their respective 
missions intact and undis'urbed by litigation. 


The Home will always be open to applicants of all religions and nation- 
alities. Here I beg to make a remark in reply to one of your inquiries, 
that one of the inmates of Dr. Gallaudet’s present temporary Home is a 
paralytic Irish subject of Her Britannic Majesty, who—if I mistake not— 
has never been naturalized in this country, and also a feeble country woman 
of his. Another inmate, a German paralytic, was not long since removed 
from that friendly shelter to the Insane Hospital on Blackwell’s Island, just 
opposite this city, on account of his alarming symptoms of insanity. Hence 
an inference may be drawn that foreigners, who happen to reside in our 
midst, will be admitted to the National Home, and that paralytics and crip- 
ples of sound mind and even tolerably good health, will be allowed to live 
there in order to enjoy the social and intellectual intercourse of the deaf- 
mutes, and to attend religious services in the chapel. 


Dr. Gallaudet is strongly opposed to the admission of native and foreign 
paupers and persons of vicious proclivities into that asylum, and ‘so are all 
those engaged in the work of ameliorating the condition of the unfortun- 
ate deaf-mutes. 


‘And in reference to the terms of admission and other measures, those are 
a subject which demand careful and serious study while we are collecting 
funds for rearing in modest proportions one of the noblest institutions in 
the land,

CONSTITSTION. 


| ARTICLE I. : 

_ The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote 
jhe temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office 
sha!l be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 
Its members shall consist of those persons paying two dollars and up- 


wards a year toward its support, who shall be elected at any regular meet- 
¢ of the Trustees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at one time,

ARTICLE III. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and manage- 
m ent of a Board of Twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually as here- 
after provided. The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Treasurer and a Secretary, who shall be selected annually by 
the said Board from their own number, and shall also be officers of the 


Said Board. 


ARTICLE IV. 


_ The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least once in three 
months, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven Trus- 
tees shall form a quorum for the transaction of business, except that no 
“purchase, lease or sale of real estate shall be made, unless two-thirds of 
he whole number are present at the meeting at which it is ordered. The 
‘Board shall have power to make By-Laws for its own government and for 
‘the government of the officers, and to alter and amend the same, and may 
fill any vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 
| Special meeting of the Board and of the Society may be called by the 
President, or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the 
“Trustees ; but when special meetings are called, the time and place of — 
_ meeting and the subject proposed to be considered shall be previously no- 
tified to the members, and no other subject shall be discussed or acted 
upon at such meetings. 


ARTICLE V, 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church 
for Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Wednesday evening 
of October. At this meeting the Society shall elect from its members, by 
ballot, twenty-five Trustees, who shall hold office for the ensuing year and 
until their successors are appointed. l 

At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of 
the Society, the officers, specified in Article III., shall be chosen by ballot 
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from among the members of said Board, and shall continue in office untij 
their successors are appointed, : 

The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, a re. 
port of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in re_ 
lation to the funds and property of the Society, and information relative to 
the object of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting 
of the members of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present, 
consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees, 


BY-LAWS. 


1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary and 
Treasurer, shall faithfully perform the duties usually entrusted to such 
‘officers. 

2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution from time 
‘to time, such special committees as may be necessary to accomplish most 
effectively the objects of the Society. 

8. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager whose duty it shall 
be to take the general oversight of the various departments of work, which 
shall be adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult 
‘deaf-mutes. They shall also have power to appoint assistants to the Gen 
eral Manager, and to fix the salaries which shall be paid to the General 
Manager and assistants. 

4, The General Manager shall be subject to such regulations as the 
Trustees may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report of 
his work at every stated meeting of the Trustees. 

5. With the consent of ‘“‘The Rector, Church Wardens and Vestry- 
-men of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the city of New York,” the 
meetings of the Trustees shall be held in the said church. 

6. At the meetings of the Trustees, the following shall be the order of 
proceedings, viz: 

1. Devotions. 

2. Reading of the minutes. 

3. Communication from the officers. 
4, Report of the General Manager. 
5. Reports of Committees. 

6. Miscellaneous business, 

7. Adjournment. 

7. Alterations of these By-Laws, proposed at one meeting, can be 
adopted at the next, by a two-third vote of the Trustees present, but by 
unanimous consent at a regular meeting, without previous notice.

THE FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
A hureh Allission to Hlexf-Autes, 


This Society has continued for another year to co-operate 
with St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in efforts to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of the deaf-mute men and 
women residing in the city of New York and its vicinity. 

The Church and the Society unite in furnishing the means 
necessary for the support of the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet and his 
assistant, the Rev. Mr. Chamberlain, the former being both 
rector of the church and General Manager of the Society, and 
the latter being his assistant in both organizations. By this 
arrangement regular services, in the sign language for deaf- 
mutes, are held in the church, Eighteenth street near 5th 
avenue, every Sunday afternoon, and frequent services are 
offered to the deaf-mutes of various other cities. The re- 
port of the General Manager will show the extensive work 
which he has accomplished during the past year for the So- 
ciety, in addition to the duties which belong to his rectorship. 
It seems proper to state, in this connection, that St. Ann’s 
Church not only ministers to deaf-mutes, but also to a goodly 
number of persons who have all their faculties, for whom it 
provides morning and evening services on Sundays. For 
the last two years the increasing calls of our Society upon 
the time and labors of Rey. Dr. Gallaudet and Rey. Mr. 
Chamberlain, have made it necessary for St. Ann’s to have 
an associate rector, the Rev. Edward H. Krans, who devotes 
himself entirely to the hearing and speaking portion of the 
parish. We feel it, therefore, to be our duty to commend 
this church, with its free seats, its frequent services, its mis- 
sion chapel and its special care of deaf-mutes, to the thought- 
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ful consideration of those whom Providence has blessed with 
ample means, trusting that from time to time it may receive 
such donations and bequests as may be sufficient, in addi- 
tion to the offerings of its worshipping congregations, to sus- 
tain all the work which it has undertaken. 

On the third Sunday after Easter, in a class of 52,23 deaf- 
mutes were confirmed at St. Ann’s. 

In ministering to the deaf-mutes of this city and vicinity 
in times of sickness and trouble, and in seeking employment 
for those who need it, our General Manager and assistant 
have been greatly aided by our city missionary, Mr. James 
Lewis. In addition to other duties, he has, during several 
months of the year, held short Sunday night services at the 
residences of deaf-mutes in different parts of this city and 
Brooklyn. 

Without the constant daily care which our Society is ex- 
ercising over our deaf-mute friends, we fear that quite a num- 
ber might become a burden to this community. 

Much good was accomplished last winter by the night- 
school for deaf-mutes, established by the Board of Educa- 
tion. It was under the direction of Mr. James S. Wells. 

The Manhattan Deaf-Mute Literary Association has held 
Thursday evening meetings for most of the year in the Sun- 
day-school room of St. Ann’s Church. As its object is to 
improve the condition of those for whom we are laboring, 
we wish it a hearty God-speed. 

On the second Sunday of each month, at 4 P. M., services 
for deaf-mutes have been held by the General Manager, the 
assistant, or the city missionary in St. Mary’s Church, Brook- 
lyn, Rev. Dr. Johnson, Rector. In connection with these 
services there has been a Bible-class, taught by Miss Ella 
Clapp, of Brooklyn. 

St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, the Rev. Dr. Rudder, 
Rector, has continued its mission to deaf-mutes. Services 
have been held on Sunday afternoons by Mr. Henry W. Syle, 
the lay-reader in charge. On the third Sunday of each 
month he has had help from Rey. Dr. Clerc, Rev. Mr. Berry, 
Rev. Mr. Chamberlain, or Rey. Dr. Gallaudet. On several 
of these Sundays these clergymen celebrated the Holy Com- 
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munion, specially for the convenience of deaf-mutes, at 9 
A.M. On Wednesday evening, March 29th, Mr. Syle had 
the privilege of presenting for confirmation 18 deaf-mutes in 
a class of about 40. On Sunday forenoon, Oct. 8th, Mr. 
Syle was admitted to Deacons’ Orders by the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Stevens, of Pennsylvania. He was assisted by Bishops 
Hellmuth, of Huron; Bedell, of Ohio; Elliott, of Western 
Texas, and Perry, of Iowa; Revs. Drs. Rudder, Clere, and 
Gallaudet, and Rev. J. K. Lowis. It was a very touching 
and impressiveservice. A large number of deaf-mutes, many 
being from distant parts of the country, received the Holy 
Communion. Rey. Mr. Syle continues in charge of St. 
Stephen’s Mission to Deaf-Mutes. 


For most of the year the Deaf-Mute Literary Association 
held Thursday evening meetings in the Sunday-school room 
of St. Stephen’s Church. For the latter portion of the time 
these meetings were more largely attended than usual, on 
account of the visitors to the Centennial Exhibition. 


Grace Church, Baltimore, Rev. Dr. Leeds, Rector, has 
sustained its mission to deaf-mutes for the greater part of 
the year, Sunday afternoon services having been held by Mr. 
L. C. Tuck, as lay-reader. The latter part of June, this 
gentleman resigned his position. It is hoped that the ser- 
vices may soon be resumed. 

Services in St. Paul’s Church, Albany, the Rey. Dr. Reese, 
Rector, were held on the last Sundays of October, January, 
April and July, at 2.30 P. M., by our General Manager. 

In the course of the year, the services held in Troy, by 
Rey. Mr. Berry, Rector of Trinity Church, Granville, Wash- 
ington Co., N. Y., on the first Friday evening of each month, 
were transferred from St. Paul’s Chapel to St. Paul’s Church, 
the Rev. Dr. Harison being Rector of the latter. The Troy 
Deaf-Mute Literary Club has had numerous meetings through 
the year, and has had lectures and addresses from several 
of its friends. 

On the last Sunday of November, February, May and 
August, at 3 P. M., a service was held by the General Man- 
ager in the Chapel of the Good Shepherd, Boston, the Rev.

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George J. Prescott, Rector. One special service was held 
by the Assistant Manager. 

Several services have been held in Trinity Church, Pots- 
dam, the Rev. Mr. Howard, Rector, by the Rev. Dr. Pennell, 
Archdeacon of the Convocation of Ogdensburg. The Gen- 
eral Manager was with him on one occasion. 

In Grace Church, Allentown, Mr. Thomas Roberts has 
continued Sunday afternoon services. 

In connection with St. Luke’s Church, Rochester, Rev. 
Dr. Anstice, Rector, Mr. John C. Acker has continued to 
hold services. Mr. Edward P. Hart has interpreted some 
of the services in the Church, and manifested in various 
ways his deep interest in the work. 

In St. Paul’s Church, Bridgeport, Conn., Rey. Dr. Rich- 
ardson, Rector, Mr. R. D. Beers has persevered with a Bible 
class for deaf-mutes. The General Manager and Assistant 
have held several services there. 

On Sunday, May 21st, in St. Paul’s Church, New Haven, 
Rey. Mr. Lobdell, Rector, the General Manager addressed 
the morning congregation on our work, and in the afternoon 
spoke to the children ot the Sunday-school at their Mis- 
sionary meeting. At 2 P.M., in a private house, he met the 
Bible-class, which is under the care of Mr. Leek. 

Mr. A. W. Mann, the deaf-mute lay-reader referred to in 
the last report, has been transferred from Michigan to Ohio. 
He has been received as a candidate for Orders by the Rt. 


Rev. Bishop Bedell and the Standing Committee of the latter 


diocese. During the year he has held frequent services for 
deaf-mutes in Grace Church, Cleveland, Rev. Dr. Washburn, 
Rector ; St. John’s Church, Detroit, the Rey. Dr. Worthing- 
ton, Rector; St. Paul's Church, Flint, Rev. Mr. Lane, 
Rector; St. Paul’s Church, Jackson, Rey. Mr. Magrath, 
Rector; St. Mark’s Church, Grand Rapids, Rey. Mr. Earp, 
Rector ; St. James’ Church, Chicago, Rey. Dr. Harris, Rector ; 
All Saints’ Cathedral, Milwaukee, under the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Welles ; and St. John’s Church, Cincinnati, Rev. Mr. Morgan, 
Rector. A synopsis of his work, and an account of the 
money raised for his support, will be found on another page. 

In Grace Church, Cleveland, Mr. Mann presented a class 
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of 10 deaf-mutes for confirmation on the evening of the 
Sunday before Easter. Mr. Mann expects to be ordained a 
deacon in the course of a few months. He will then be able 
to labor more effectively in this important Associate-Mission. 

Occasional services for deaf-mutes, or in aid of our work, 
have been held by the General Manager or the Assistant, in 
St. Mary’s Church, Mott-Haven, Rev. Mr. Stephenson, 
Rector ; in Zion Church, Rome, Rev. Mr. Clark, Rector ; St.

Michael’s Church, Marblehead, Rev. J. H. Ward, Rector (in 
this church several deaf-mutes were confirmed) ; St. An- 
drew’s Church, Meriden, Rev. Dr. Deshon, Rector, (in this 
church two deaf-mutes were baptized and one confirmed 5) 
Grace Church, Elizabethport, Rev. Mr. Stoddard, Rector ; 
Trinity Church, Wilmington, Rev. Dr. Frost, Rector ; St. 
Anne’s Church, Annapolis, Rev. Mr. Southgate, Rector; St. 
Mark’s Church, Washington, D. C., Rev. Mr. Steele, Rector ; 
Grace Church, Mexico, N. Y., Rev. Mr. Hayden, Rector ; 
Trinity Church, Newark, Rev. Mr. Newton, Rector ; Trinity

Peter’s Church, Salem, Rev. Dr. Arey, Rector, (in this 
church a deaf-mute man was baptized ;) the Church of the 
Intercession, N. Y., Rev. Mr. Donald, Rector; St. Peter's 
Church, Portchester, Rev. Mr. Morgan, Rector; Trinity 
Church, Granville, Washington Co., New York, Rev. Mr. 
Berry, Rector; St. James’ Church, New London, Rev. Mr. 
Buckingham, Rector; Grace Church, Cherry Valley, Rev. 
Mr. DeMille, Rector, (in this parish the Holy Communion 
was administered to a sick deaf-mute lady, whose husband, 
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also deaf-mute, was baptized at a public service in the 
Church ;) and St. Paul’s Church, Kinderhook. 

Our Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, at No. 220 
East 13th Street, has continued under the charge of Miss Jane 
Middleton, whose labors of love for these afflicted people 
should be borne in grateful remembrance by all their friends. 
It hashad twelve inmates. Three have been removed and 
one has died, leaving the present number seven. 

On Wednesday, November 17th, a Reception and Sale 
were held at the Home, the net profits of which amounted 
to $188 15. It is hoped that this annual occasion will be 
remembered by all interested in this Home, and made to 
contribute more largely towards its support. We tender to 
all who aided in the first reception, our sincere thanks. The 
Committee on the Building Fund for the Home, Mr. John Car- 
lin, Chairman, will present aseparate report. It will be seen 
that, owing to the liberal donations of Mrs. H. D. Wyman 
and Mrs. A. T. Stewart, and special collections of pupils of 
the New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes, this fund has in- 
creased very much during the year. It now amounts to 
nearly $5,000. Special thanks are given to Dr. Mark H. 
Williams, for gratuitous service to inmates of the Home. 

In closing this Report, the Trustees ask that the great 
objects of this Society may be kept constantly in mind by 
all who desire that our deaf-mute friends may be made as 
happy and useful as may be consistent with their great de- 
privation.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 
TO THE TRUSTEES 


OF THE 


Ai hiurch Allission to Aleaf- dilutes, 


GENTLEMEN : 


In my efforts to discharge the duties you have entrusted 
to me for another year, I have been much encouraged by the 
increasing interest which has been taken in our Society. In 
the different departments of our work our income has been 
considerably enlarged. I have used all the means in my 
power to have “The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes” recog- 
nized as one of the general Institutions of the Church, to be 
remembered by donations from all parts of our country. I 
respectfully ask my brethren of the clergy and the laity to 
have it specially remembered every year, on the Twelfth 
Sunday after Trinity, as the Gospel for that day recites the 
miracle of our Lord’s healing the deaf and dumb man. 
With more means we shall be able to establish services for 
deaf-mutes in all the principal cities of the United States, to 
enlarge the capacity of our Home for the Aged and Infirm, 
and to do other things to promote the temporal and spiritual 
welfare of adult deaf-mutes. We need to increase the 
number of our associates, that we may reach with religious 
ministrations all the deaf-mutes of our country, and say to 
their spirits the gracious word, Ephphatha. 

I offer my hearty thanks to my present associates for the 
kind manner with which they have helped me in the different 
places referred to in your Report, and also to the Rectors of 
the Churches in which the services have been held. The 
names of the Associates are given in your Report, but for more 
conyenient reference I will repeat them here: The Rey. 
John Chamberlain, Assistant General Manager, New York; 
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the Rev. Francis J. Clerc, D. D., Burlington, New Jersey, 
giving occasional! aid to St. Stephen’s Mission to Deaf-Mutes, 
Philadelphia; the Rev. George C. Pennell, 8. T. D., Rouse’s 
Point, New York, Missionary to Deaf-Mutes in the Convo- 
cation of Ogdensburg, and holding stated services for them 
at Trinity Church, Potsdam; the Rev. Thomas B. Berry, 
Granville, N. Y., Missionary to Deaf-Mutes in the Convoca- 
tion of Troy, and holding monthly services for them in the 
Chapel of St. Paul’s Church, Troy; and the Rev. Henry, W. 
Syle, Deaf-Mute, in charge of St. Stephen’s Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes, Philadelphia. Mr. Syle has sent me such an inter- 
esting account of his work that I think it best to have it 
published with other documents. It will follow my report. 
My other Associates are deaf-mute lay-readers. Mr. Austin 
W. Mann, Cleveland, Ohio, a candidate for orders, holding 
services in Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago, Milwaukee, Jack- 
son, Grand Rapids, Flint, Detroit and other places; Mr. 
John C. Acker, holding a Sunday afternoon service in St. 
Luke’s Church, Rochester, N. Y.; Mr. Thomas Roberts, in 
Grace Church, Allentown, Penn.; Mr. R. D. Beers, in St. 
Paul’s Church, Bridgeport, Conn.; and Mr. James Lewis, 
City Missionary in New York and vicinity. 

During the year I have visited all these associates, with 
the exception of Mr. Roberts, and conferred with them in 
relation to their work. 

I have also visited the following Institutions for Deaf- 
Mutes : the National Deaf-Mute College, Washington, D. C., 
E. M. Gallaudet, LL. D., President ; the New York Inst., I. 
L. Peet, LL. D., Principal, and Wm. Porter, M. D., Super- 
intendent; the Pennsylvania Inst., in Philadelphia, Mr. 
Foster, Principal; the Central New York Inst., Rome, Mr. 
Nelson, Principal, and the Boston Day School, Miss Fuller, 
Principal. 

Last February, in Rochester, I attended a public meeting 
at the Mayor’s office, which resulted in the incorporation of 
the Western New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes, with Mr. 
Westervelt for its Principal. This connection with the Insti- 
tution life has been very pleasant to me, and has been of 
service to the special mission which we have undertaken. I 
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trust that all who are interested in the education of deaf- 
mutes in this country, will take one practical suggestion from 
me kindly, viz., that for the future, great care shall be taken 
to keep the number in one Institution within the limits of 
250, or at the most 300. The tendency in this country has 
been towards too large public Institutions of all kinds. 

On the 12th, 13th and 14th of July, I attended the Con- 
ference of Principals and Superintendents of the Institutions 
for Deaf-Mutes, in the United States and the British Provinces. 
It was held in the Pennsylvania Institution, at Philadelphia, 
where a generous hospitality was extended. The sessions 
were characterized by earnest deliberations in relation to 
practical matters connected with the education of deaf-mutes. 
Resolutions were adopted approving of our Home for the 
Aged and Infirm. 

On the 22d of February, I attended, in Salem, Mass., a 
Convention of the New England Gallaudet Deaf-Mute Asso- 
ciation: This body passed resolutions entrusting the $500 
legacy of Mrs. Morrison, deaf-mute, to a board of ten Trus- 
tees and their successors, to be used for the benefit of the 
deaf-mute men and women of New England. I was elected 
one of these Trustees, and have attended the quarterly meet- 
ings held in Marblehead. The Trustees have become incor- 
porated under the title of “The New England Industrial 
Home for Deaf-Mutes,” of which Mr. W. B. Swett, of Marble- 
head, is the General Agent. 

T have tried to the best of my ability to find employment 
for deaf-mutes needing situations. In some cases I have 
succeeded, but in others I have failed, owing to the dullness 
of the times. The general effect of our Mission is to encour- 
age deaf-mutes to be industrious and considerate in temporal 
matters, and thus to become more thrifty. But in spite of 
all our efforts, there are quite a number, in our larger cities 
especially, who need the fostering care of an Industrial 
Home. I trust that bye and bye we shall have one in the 
State of New York. 

I have attended some of the meetings of the Manhattan 
Deaf-Mute Literary Association, and went with them and 
their friends on their annual pic-nic excursion. 
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_ Ehave visited those who have been sick and in trouble, 
and striven to comfort them. We have had several burials 
among them and their families during the year. 

T have made frequent visits to our Home for the Aged and 
Infirm, consulting with the Matron and conversing with the 
inmates. I trust that all who are brought together there 
will find it a preparation for the eternal Home where no 
human imperfections will be found. An aged inmate, Mr. 
Edward Cook, departed in peace, last January. The Build- 
ing Fund of the Home now amounts to nearly $5,000, hav- 
ing received during the year large additions from Mrs. H. D. 
Wyman, Mrs. A. T. Stewart, and the collections of the pupils 
of N. Y. Inst. for Deaf-Mutes, through the exertions of the 
Principal, I. L. Peet, LL. D. ¢ I trust that Providence will 
in due time direct us to the possession of a permanent Home. 

One of the most touching and impressive events of the 
year, was the ordination of Mr. Henry W. Syle to the 
diaconate, in St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia. It was 
my privilege to interpret the sermon of the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Stevens, to a large number of deaf-mutes who formed a por- 
tion of the crowded congregation. I trust that the sermon, 
having been published, will be read by all the friends of 
deaf-mutes, for it gives a comprehensive account of their 
education, the progress of Church work among them, and 
the reasons for the ordination of one of their number to 
minister to them in holy things. I was moved with deep 
emotion as I thought of the blessed results of the Bible 
Class for Deaf-Mutes which I began in the vestry room of 
St. Stephen’s Church, N. Y., in September, 1850. You may 
be sure that after the service I most heartily congratulated 
the Rev. Mr. Syle, and wished him God-speed in the ministry 
of the Church. With gratitude for the past, let us try to do 
more for the future, believing that under the guidance of the 
Holy Spirit, we are gradually leading the deaf-mutes of our 
country to glorify God by becoming communicants of the 
Church of his well-beloved Son.

In this account there is 
a balance on hand of $3 69, as will be shown further on, making a total in 
my hands at the close of the year’s accounts, of $0.21 plus 3.69=$3.90,

The amount $30, entered as ‘‘ Subscriptions for General Objects,” was 
from a ‘‘Fund” raised by some ladies, of whom I may name Misses Keen, 
Lentz, and Ogden, who desired to make sure of there being sufficient on 
hand to pay you $10 every time you held service here or provided a clergy- 
man for the purpose. I had to call on them three times. They have $30 
or $40 on hand now, which, with the amount above, nearly $200, makes 
over $230 raised by deaf-mutes in Philadelphia during the year in support 
of the mission, or four times as much as ever before raised in that way and 

n the same period. 

A year ago there were 29 communicants on the list (of whom 10 had been 
added during the year) ; e¢ghicen (18) having been confirmed, there are now 
47, or, deducting myself, 46. The baptisms have been: adults 6, children 
and infants 7, total 13 ; bwrtals, adults 1, infants 1, total 2. 

As you can well understand, the number of persons already baptized, 
among those attending our services, has not been completely ascertained. 
Of those confirmed, only two or three had been baptized in our church, the 
others coming from various denominations. 

The attendance has varied, of course ; average say 50. On special occa- 
sions as many as 250 have been estimated to be present, including on one 
(my ordination) many from abroad, During the Centennial, there have 
been persons present at our services and Thursday evening meetings, from 
most parts of the United States, and not a few from Europe. 

Services in Church: Evening prayer, 44 times, there being only service 
on alternate Sundays during the intense heat of the summer. Holy Com- 
munion (especially for deaf-mutes) at 9 A. M., ten times, once in every 
month, except April and October; Haster falling in April, no clergyman 
could be had then. In October an opportunity was afforded at my ordina- 
tion, when about 60 (some from abroad) partook of the Sacrament. 

Mixed Services : At Confirmation (by Bishop Scarborough) March 29, and 
at my ordination, October 8th, at both of which you officiated. Also, at the 
Sunday-school anniversary, the Sunday after Easter, by Dr. Rudder’s per- 
mission, Mr. Crouter, of the Institute, interpreted his addresses, of which 
one was specially to the deaf-mute Bible class. 

Bible-Class: After evening Prayer ; attendance variable ; about 40 indi- 
viduals in all attended. Part of the time there was also a special class 
preparatory to Confirmation. After that event, the Bible class was diyided 
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(temporarily,) Miss Keen taking the female portion, and we used Pattison’s 
Leafets on the Collects. Before Confirmation, I went through the Daily 
Service and the Catechism. 

Besides the ladies’ subscriptions for the services, various subscriptions 

, were taken up at Thursday evening meetings, or by Committees appointed 
at them. Among these is to be noted that to enable the poorer among our 
number to visit’ the Centennial, an object adopted in lieu of a pic-nic, 
Messrs. A 8. Carlin, W. R. Cullingworth and W. E. Giess were particularly 
active in this, The Children’s Free Excursion Fund, through Theodore 
Kitchen, Esq., Treasurer, gave me 12 tickets for each of 3 exeursions, or 36 
in all, which were distributed to deaf-mute women and their children, dur- 
ing July and August. Muchenjoyment resulted and in some cases marked 
benefit to health. All spoke warmly of the kind treatment received from 
the managers of excursions, 

The Literary Association has held meetings as usual, and several 
special ones in addition, on account of the influx of Centennial visitors. 
It has amended its constitution, so as to make the missionary in charge in 
Philadelphia ex-officio Chaplain, and a member of the Executive Committee. 
In this capacity I have attended many meetings of the Association, the ex- 
ecutive Committee, and the Trustees. It has a fund of about $800. 

A meeting to consider the formation of a Guild, to promote the mission 

work, was held under your presidency, June 18th, and the Committee 
you appointed prepared a plan of organization, but it was not found possi- 
ble to call another meeting to receive it before October 8th. This has 
since been done, and the organization perfected, The plan of operations 
has not been fully decided upon ; consultation with yourself, the Bishop, 
and the rector and vestry of St. Stephen’s is desired. 
" Besides this, a great amount of personal work has been done in house to 
house visiting, especially the sick and distressed, and in interviews at my 
own residence, to which at least one evening in the week has been devoted, 
Many of the church members have been active in good works, visiting 
the sick, relieving the distressed, ete. There is a growing readiness in 
joining in the responses and other parts in our liturgy assigned to,the con- 
gregation, (which Mr. Marshall has led regularly and efficiently,) and I 
may say that it is now becoming general. The increased liberality of the 
offerings has been noted. 

A general public meeting, to tender the thanks of the deaf-mutes of 
Philadelphia to the various persons, yourself principally, who have kept 
up the mission, was projected some time ago, but could not be held within 
the period covered by this report. It has since taken place, and I hope 
you have received the resolutions adopted and transmitted to you. 

The Rector of St. Stephen’s Church, Dr. Rudder, has shown increasing in- 
terest in our work, and has in some cases (especially at confirmation) ex- 
erted himself and incurred considerable inconvenience for our sakes. His 
assistant, Rev. Mr. Lewis, celebrated the Communion for us once, when 
you could not come. Mr. Krumbhaar, Superintendent of the Sunday-school» 
and Mr, Clapp, Librarian, have extended the yse of the Sunday-school Lib 
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rary to the Bible class. The sextons, Mr. Schneck, and his successor, Mr. 
Jones, have been as courteous and obliging as usual. Of Mr. Crouter’s ser- 
vices in interpreting I have spoken; you are too well acquainted with 
the kindness shown by the Principal and Matron of the Institution to need 
comment thereon from me. 

The work during the past year has indeed been blessed, especially in the 
regular and frequent administration of the Sacraments. Your visits and 
those of your associates have always been most welcome. Invoking upon 
you, and upon the cause, the Divine blessing,

day-school Room of St. Stephen’s Church, on Thursday, October 19th, 1876, 
the following preamble and resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, it is proper that we, the deaf-mutes of Philadelphia, should pub- 
licly acknowledge our gratitude for the religious and benevolent efforts 
made in our behalf by the Philadelphia Protestant Episcopal Deaf-Mute 
Mission, and for the facilities afforded for the same at St. Stephen’s 
Church, and should express our respectful desire to have them con- 
tinued and extended, and our readiness to do our part in the good work ; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That our thanks are justly due, and are most heartily and re- 
spectfully tendered, to all who have aided, by their labors and liberality, in 
carrying on the Deaf-Mute Mission for seventeen years past, and 
especially, to the Rt. Rev. Wm. Bacon Stephens, D. D., LL.D., Bishop 
of Pennsylvania, for his official sanction and encouragement, and his warm 
interest repeatedly shown ; to the Rey. Thomas Gallaudet, D. D., for be- 
ginning the mission, and keeping it up ever since, amid many difficulties 
and discouragements, by his visits, supervision, and advice ; to the Rev. 
Francis J. Clerc, D. D., who lived among us for several years, at great 
self-sacrifice, as our beloved pastor; and to the other Bishops and clergy- 
men who haye visited us from time to time; also to Mr. Thomas S. 
Roberts and the Rev. Henry Winter Syle, and the other gentlemen and 
ladies among ourselves, who have, as lay-readers and otherwise, main- 
tained the services and mission work ; and also to the Rector, Rev. Wm. 
Rudder, D. D., and the Vestry of St. Stephen’s Church, for granting us 
freely the use of the Church and the parish building, both for religious 
services and for literary and social meetings; and their cordiality in ar- 
ranging for our accommodation in the church on special occasions ; and to 
the officers of the Pennsylvania Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, for their 
hospitality to visiting clergymen. 

Resolved, That we earnestly desire, and respectfully ask, for the contin- 
uance and extension of the opportunities we have enjoyed for Divine 
Worship and the administration of the Sacraments, religious instruction, 
and literary and social meetings; and also of the pastoral and benevolent 
exertions generously made for our good. 

Resolved, That we will, as heretofore, contribute according to our ability 
to the support of the mission, and will continue and increase our efforts to 
promote its good work, in all its branches ; and that we authorize and re- 
quest the joint Committees of the Ephphatha and Guild, and the Clerc 
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Literary Association, to act as the representatives of the deaf-mutes of 
Philadelphia, in all matters concerning the mission. 

Resolved, That we rejoice to have seen with our own eyes a deaf-mute 
ordained to the ministry, for the first time in the history of the Christian 
Church, in regular form, and expressly to labor among the Deaf and 
Dumb ; and are gratified that this honor was bestowed upon our friend and 
minister, Mr. Syle; and we respectfully request the Rt. Rey. Bishop 
Stevens to permit his learned, eloquent and convincing sermon, preached 
at the above-mentioned ordination, to be published. 

Resolved, That copies of these Resolutions be sent to the persons named, 
and to the Hpiscopal Register and the Deaf-Mutes’ Journal, for publication.

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The method by which our pupils made their collections will be suffi- 
ciently indicated by the enclosed circular, a copy of which I sent to each of 
our 500 pupils, but was responded to by only 106, whose collections aver- 
aged the sum of $8 18. 

The $1,277 22 is drawing interest at 7 per cent., and will be paid over 
to the Treasurer when circumstances require it. In the meantime I prefer 
to hold control over it, that the accumulations may go the credit of those 
connected with the Institution, and also may be used to defray little ex- 
penses in the shape of printing, postage, stationery, &. 

One of the interesting features of the direct contributions was the liber- 
ality of individuals, as shown, for example, in the payment, in a single sum, 
of $50 by one of the pupils who had interested his father in the matter, 
while the peculiarity of the collections was that they were generally raised 
in very small sums. For instance, one boy who brought $10 36 had col- 
lected that amount from 51 individuals, of whom one gave one dollar, an- 
other 50 cents, and the remainder from 25 cents down to 5 cents each. 

A girl who collected $22, having a richer field, procured that amount 
from 16 individuals. 

The perusal of the lists of subscribers is very instructive, in showing 


that sums, however small, may by their combination produce decidedly 
large amounts. 


I hope that the time is not far distant ‘when this fund will reach such . 


a figure, that we shall be justified in procuring a site for the Home and 
erecting a building thereon, and that, after that, it may be entirely sup- 
ported by the contributions of deaf-mutes,

They all, and those who have analy assisted them, have 
our thanks ; but Mr. Nelson has declined to receive com- 
iaiasiokitoos for his incessant labors, and therefore, in con- 
sideration of his zeal and industry in promoting the success 


of our undertaking, it is suggested that he be elected a Life 
Member of the Church Mission. 
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As the Building Fund now amounts to $4,864 25, with 
good prospects of a steady flow of contributions into it, and 
the approaching expiration of the lease of our temporary 
home, and its inadequacy of accommodations, it is judged ex- 
pedient to purchase some healthy, substantially-built farm- 
house, with a few acres for kitchen gardening, at a convenient 
distance from this city, this fall or early in the coming win- 
ter. For this purpose it will be necessary to appoint a Com- 
mittee on Selection and Purchase at once, and give them 
such powers as the Board may deem proper. Besides this, 
I move that another Committee be appointed to revise the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Church Mission, introduce 
new rules therein concerning the management of the Home, 
and determine the terms of admission for a certain class of 
elderly inmates, of both sexes, and in a condition above that 
of the indigent class of inmates, such as desire to change the 
insupportable solitude of their country places of residence 
for the society at the Home and the soul-refreshing atmos- 
phere of its chapel. 

The remaining question, which was left undecided at the 
quarterly meeting of the Trustees last January, is now to be 
brought up again for consideration : 

Shall the real estate, comprising said Home and its grounds, 
be deeded in the name of the National Home for Aged and 
Infirm Deaf-Mutes ? 

I beg to ‘say that, being in doubt as to the right of the 
Church Mission to claim the possession of an establishment 
under another distinctive name, 1 deemed it advisable to 
consult a legal friend of mine, Hon. William T. Graff, of New 
York city, at that time an Assemblyman : 

New York, April 20th, 1876. 
Hon. Wm. T. GRAFF : 

My Dear S1r : Will you be kind enough to answer the following ques- 
tions? Before propounding the questions, I shall state that a new chari- 
table Society, called the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, was duly incorpor- 
ated under the general laws of the State of New York in relation to 
Charitable Societies, in October, 1872. The certificate of its incorporation 
was as follows: ‘‘ In conformity with the provisions of the Act, &c.” 

In order to enable you to understand perfectly the whole ground, I 


shall herein copy its Constitutiqn and By-Laws. 
(The Constitution and By-Laws were repeated in full.) 
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In the Spring of 1874, the Trustees appointed a Committee, with my- 
self as Chairman, to raise a fund for building a home for deaf-mutes, in- 
capacitated by age or disease for earning their livelihood. The venerable 
President, Bishop Horatio Potter, formally called this Honie THE NATIONAL 
Home FoR AGED AND INFIRM DEAF-MUTES. 

The Chairman of the Building Committee published a letter in the Wew 
York Times in the Summer of 1876, soliciting the aid of the benevolent. 
To the following extract I beg to call your attention: ‘* Although the Church 
Mission, an Episcopal corporation, may take charge of the domestic and 
religious departments of the Home, the asylum will be open to applicants 
of all religions and nationalities. So it will be national and unsectarian in 
character and spirit. And its fund—such as may be raised solely for its 
benefit—should be religiously kept separate from that of the Church 
Mission. The reason therefor is that this prudent provision will, in the 
event of their separation, render the sacredness of their respective missions 
intact and undisturbed by litigation. By the way, it might not be amiss to 
respectfully suggest that bequests be distinctly made to ‘‘ THE NATIONAL 
HoME FOR AGED AND IyFrru DEear-MvTEs.” 

In the Chairman’s second annual report at the meeting of the Trustees 
last October (1875), he submitted to their consideration several questions. 
The below quotations are only two of them, 

«1, Shall the fund—such as may be raised solely for the benefit of 
the National Home—be perpetually kept separate from that of the Church 
Mission ?”’ 

*©2. Shall the real estate, comprising the said Home and its grounds, 
be deeded in the name of the National Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf- 
Mutes?” In case they both shall be so, it may be taken for granted that the 
General Manager of the Church Mission will superintend the whole estab- 
lishment at a separate salary to be fixed on a future occasion, he also re- 
ceiving another for his services in the Mission. 

The first proposition was unanimously adopted, but the second was 
left—to be decided upon at the next meeting. ; 

Mr. Graff: Believing that I have given you all the information neces- 
sary, I desire to know more definitely whether the laws of this State re- 
quire every association to make in its charter full and explicit specifications 
of any establishments which it may desire to found and control, and whe- 
ther, in case they do not, the association is allowed to build and name its 
establishments at any time after its incorporation. 

Hoping that you will cheerfully favor me with a speedy answer,

ALBANY, April 24, 1876. 
Joun CARLIN, Esq. : 
Dear Str: I have carefully examined your statement, and to your 
questions I would say that there can be no impropriety in making collec- 
tions for the specific purpose of the *‘ National Home for Aged and Infirm 


ee 
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Deaf-Mutes,” but should say that such sum should be kept separate and 
distinct from the other funds of your corporation, or you might hereafter 
find a difficulty in applying your funds to this purpose. 

It will be necessary to organize a new corporation, not so much because 
you might not be able under your present powers to organize a ‘‘ Home,” 
for I think the “‘ temporal welfare” would cover the object, but because 
you adopt a new name. Now, as you are incorporated, you can be known 
only as the ‘‘ Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes.” You can do nothing except 
by this name. You can take and hold property only by this name. You 
would lose all bequests except by this name. 

I think there is an act, passed in 1874 or 1875, under which you can or- 
ganize. You might include the object of the ‘present Society in it and 
permit the other to die out. 

Ishould be happy to give you any advice in my power.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office 
shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE I. 


Its members shall consist of those persons paying two dollars and up- 
wards a year toward its support, who shall be elected at any regular meet- 
ing of the Trustees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at one time, 
shall be eligible to life-membership. 


ARTICLE III. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and management 
of a Board of Twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually as hereafter 
provided, The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Treasurer and a Secretary, who shall be selected annually by the 
said Board from their own number, and shall also be officers of the said 
Board. 

ARTICLE IYV.. 


The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least once in three 
months, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven Trus- 
tees shall form a quorum for the transaction of business, except that no 
purchase, lease or sale of real estate shall be made, unless two-thirds of 
the whole number are present at the meeting at which it is ordered. The 
Board shall have power to make By-Laws for its own government and for 
the government of the officers, and to alter and amend the same, and may 
fill any vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 

Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called by the 
President, or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the 
Trustees ; but when special meetings are called, the time and place of 
meeting and the subject proposed to be considered shall be previously no- 
tified to the members, and no other subject shall be discussed or acted 
upon at such meetings. 

¢ ARTICLE V. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church 
for Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Wednesday evening 
of October. At this meeting the Society shall elect by ballot, twenty-five 
Trustees, who shall hold office for the ensuing year and until their succes- 
sors are appointed. 

At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of 
the Society, the officers, specified in Article IIT., shall be chosen by ballot

from among the members of said Board, and shall continue in office until 
their successors are appointed. 

The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, a re- 
port of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in re- 
lation to the funds and property of the Society, and information relative to 
the object of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VI. 
The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting 
of the members of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present 
consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees, 


BY-LAWS. 


1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary and 
Treasurer, shall faithfully perform the duties usually entrusted to such 
officers. 

2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution from time 

‘ to time, such special committees as may be necessary to accomplish gueet 
effectively the objects of the Society. 

3. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager whose duty it shall 
be to take the general oversight of the various departments of work, which 
shall be adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult 
deaf-mutes, They shall also have power to appoint assistants to the Gen- 
eral Manager, and to fix the salaries which shall be paid to the General 
Manager and assistants. 

4, The General Manager shall be subject to such regulations as the 
Trustees may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report of 
his work at every stated meeting of the Trustees. 

5. With the consent of ‘‘ The Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the city of New York,” the meet- 
ings of the Trustees shall be held in the said church. 

6. At the meetings of the Trustees, the following shall be the order 
of proceedings, viz. : 

1. Devotions. 

2. Reading of the minutes. 

3. Communication from the officers. 
4, Report of the General Manager. 
5. Reports of Committees. 

6. Miscellaneous business. 

7. Adjournment,

DELIVERED ON THURSDAY, SEPTEMBER 27, 1877. 


THE DEAF-MUTES. 


I have great pleasure in reporting that a very useful work 
among the class of deaf-mutes has been organized in this city, 
not confined to this neighborhood, but extending its operations 
through most of our chief cities, and largely throughout the 
whole country. You are well aware that a Church for Deaf- 
Mutes has been maintained in this city in much efficiency for 
upward of twenty years. A considerable debt was incurred 
in the purchase of the church edifice, now occupied by the 
parish, but it has been gradually reduced, and may now be said 
to be entirely paid off. In that church, there being, along 
with the deaf-mutes, a congregation of the ordinary character, 
I have confirmed annually, on an average, forty or fifty persons, 
showing the practical vigor and efficiency of the ministrations. 
Some mission work also, in a chapel, is done in connection 
with the parent church. 

But besides his strictly parochial work in this city, the ener- 
getic rector, calling around him a few friends, has organized a 
general Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, intended to reach those 
residing in other cities, or in the neighborhood of them. Havy- 
ing the aid of an assistant or two in his parish, he visits every 
few weeks some one of the distant cities, holding services for 
the deaf-mutes, communicating personally with those residing 


in the town visited, and those who, being in the vicinity, can 


Come in to be present, administering Baptism where needed, or 
the Holy Communion, solemnizing marriages, and doing some- 
thing toward preparing candidates for Confirmation. 
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The Society has established some twenty-five missions for 
adult deaf-mutes in different parts of the country, reaching di- 
rectly upward of one thousand persons. They are influen- 
cing the whole community of about 25,000 in the country in 
favor of the Church which uses the Book of Common Prayer, 
which they can read after their education. 

The Society also supports a Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf- 
Mutes at 220 East 13th Street. ,My dear friend, the Rector of 
St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, who is the prime mover of 
all this work, reminds me that on the Twelfth Sunday after 
Trinity, the Gospel for that day recites the miracle of our 
Lord healing the d@af and dumb man, and he suggests that it 
might be a great encouragement and help to them if I would. 
ask the Rectors to have their Society remembered on that 
Twelfth Sunday after Trinity. 

My dear brethren, you hear what has been said, and I will 
only add,ihat the Bishop will be very well pleased to hear that 
the clergy, on the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity, have found i 
in their hearts to tell the people what great things God is do- 

ing for the deaf and dumb man, and to ask their co-operation. 
What a beautiful thing it is; what an infinite blessing to thank 
God for, that the way has been opened to so many hapless soul 
to receive the sacraments and ordinances of Christ intelli 
gently, comfortably; that the Word of God is unlocked 
them; that they are put in possession of a Prayer Book, which, 
“ oniding them into all truth,” remains ever near them to com 
fort and help in time of sorrow and trial; in one word, that 
there is a minister of Christ to do for them what is so much 
like what the Divine Master did for them—‘ making both the 
deaf to hear and the dumb to speak.” 


THE FIFTH ANNIVERSARY

For another year we have tried to discharge the duties of 
the important trust committed to our care, remembering that 


our Society was incorporated “to promote the temporal and 


_ spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes.” 


St. Ann’s Church was founded on the first Sunday of Octo- 


ber, 1852, with a special mission to deaf-mutes. In the course 


of afew years, providential openings came to establish services. 
for this.glass of persons in other cities. The Rector and his’ 


assistant at St. Ann’s responded as often as they could, and 


for several years attended to the parish work at home, and 


made visits, from time to time, to the congregations which they 
had gathered in various other cities. At length it was found 
that this double work had reached its limit, and so in October, 
1872, St. Ann’s Church gave birth to our Society. The Church 
ministers to people having all their faculties as well as to 
deaf-mutes. The Society devotes its entire resources and 
energies for the benefit of deaf-mutes only. But, having one 


great object in common, they can very advantageously work — 
together. The Society holds its annual meeting at St. Ann’s, — 
and its Trustees their quarterly meétings. Our Society pro- 
vides a part of the support of the Rector and one of the assist- 
ants of St. Ann’s, and thus secures a large portion of their — 


time for special work among the deaf-mutes of this and other 
cities, as our General Manager and Assistant. In this way, 
also, St. Ann’s is able to have an Associate Rector, who gives 
his whole time to the hearing and speaking portion of the 


parish. As the years roll on, it is our conviction that the 
~ > 
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whole Church will indorse this co-operation between St. Ann’s 
and our Society, as conducing most effectively to the extension 
of Church work among the deaf-mutes of our country, and to 
the promotion of their best interests in a temporal point of — 
view. 

The following is a list of those who have labored in our spe- 
cial work during the past year: 

The Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, D. D., our General Manager 
and also the Rector of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, New 
York. 

The Rev. Francis J. Clerc, D. D., Rector of St. Paul’s 
Church, Phillipsburg, Pennsylvania, giving occasional assist- 
ance in Philadelphia, and for a while last spring conducting 
services for deaf-mutes in St. John’s Church, York, Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The Rev. George C. Pennell, S. T. D., Rector of Christ 
Church, Rouse’s Point, N. Y., holding quarterly services for 
deaf-mutes in Trinity Church, Potsdam. 

The Rev. Thomas B. Berry, for most of the year Rector of 
Trinity Church, Granville, N. Y., and holding a service for 
deaf-mutes in St. Paul’s Church, Troy, on the first Friday 
evening of each month; and extending us occasional aid 
elsewhere. 

The Rev. John Chamberlain, our Assistant Manager, and 
also Assistant Minister of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, 
New York. 

The Rev. Henry W. Syle, in charge of St. Stephen’s Mission 
to Deaf-Mutes, Philadelphia, and holding occasional services in 
Baltimore. 

The Rev. Austin W. Mann, residing in Cleveland, Ohio, but 
itinerating through an extensive region at the West, and hold- 
ing services in upward of fifteen places. On the 25th of 
January, 1877, the Conversion of St. Paul, Mr. Mann was or- 
dained a deacon by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Bedell, in Grace 
Church, Cleveland. 

Mr. Thomas S. Roberts, in charge of the work among deaf- 
mutes in Grace Church, Allentown, Pennsylvania. 

Mr. John C. Acker, in St. Luke’s Church, Rochester, N. Y., 
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having as an effective counsellor and co-laborer, Mr. Edward 
P. Hart,a Professor in the W. N. Y. Institution for Deaf. 
Mutes at Rochester. 

Mr. fi. D, Beers, in St. Paul’s Church, Bridgeport, Conn., 
holding occasional services in Boston. 

Mr. James Lewis, our City Missionary and Collector, fre- 
quently aiding the General Manager in some of the services 
for which he is responsible, and for a portion of the year hay- 
ing Sunday evening meetings for deaf-mutes at their homes in 
different parts of the city. 

Mr. James §. Wells, residing in New York, and occasionally 
assisting the General Manager, having recently, on two occa- 


sions, taken the monthly services for deaf-mutes in St. Mary’ 
Church, Mott Haven. coe 


Mr. Job Turner, associated with the General Manager in 
conducting monthly services in St. Paul’s Church, Boston, and 
itinerating throughout the New England States, with licenses 
from the Bishops to act as lay-reader. He was confirmed and 
became a communicant at the Chapel of the Good Shepherd, 
Boston, early in last May, and immediately began the exten- 
sive work in which he has become deeply interested. It is 
hoped that, in due time, he may be permitted to follow the ex- 
amples of his deaf-mute brethren, Rev. Messrs. Syle and 
Mann, and be received to deacon’s orders. 

All the laymen, with the exception of Prof. Hart, to whom 
allusion has been made, are deaf-mutes, intelligent, well-in- 
formed, and devout communicants of the Church, and are 
exercising a good influence over their companions in silence. 
We hope to have reports from all our workers, both clerical 
and lay, to whom we have referred as associated in the great 
mission providentially committed to our guidance. These 
reports will follow, in due order, that of the Trustees. We 
understand, of course, that these workers are under the eccle- 
siastical authorities of the dioceses and parishes with which 
they, are connected, but we feel that in various ways, especially 
by the encouraging visits of our General Manager, we can 
strengthen them. As our income increases, we can send them 
some pecuniary help, according to their needs; and by com- 
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yon consent we can, in our annual Reports, so present the 
whole work, that we shall gain a gracious momentum, and, at 
length, the confidence of the entire Church. It will be seen, 
from the reports of the different workers in the field, that in 
all the Churches referred to in our last Report, we have, with 
God’s blessing, been able to continue the regularly appointed 
services for deaf-mutes, with the exception of Grace Church, 
Baltimore. It is very important for that mission to have some 
one qualified to hold services every Sunday afternoon, and we 
pray that the right man may soon be found. The General 
Manager has provided for a few occasional services during the 
year, the expenses having been paid by our well-tried friend, 
the Rector, Rev. Dr. Leeds. It has recently been deemed ad- 
visable to make a change in Boston. The monthly services 
‘or deaf-mutes there are now held in St. Paul’s Church, instead 
of the Church of the Good Shepherd. The associations with 
the latter Church, under the rectorship of the Rev. Edward 
H. Krans, and afterward of the Rev. George J. Prescott, were 
of a very pleasant kind, and the change was made with great 
regret. The Rev. W. W. Newton, Rector of St. Paul’s, has 
given us a kind welcome there, and we trust that much good 
may be accomplished. In connection with the Boston services, 
the General Manager has interpreted, on several occasions, for 
deaf-mutes in St. Peter’s Church, Cambridgeport, at the cor- 
dial invitation of the Rector, Rev. Mr. Gushee. 

We are filled with gratitude to God that in summing up the 
results of another year of Church work among the deaf-mutes 
of our country, we find that quite a large number have been 
baptized, confirmed, and received to the Holy Communion. 
Let devout prayers ascend that for the future the Holy Spirit 
will so guide and bless all these ministrations as to increase 
the number of those who shall from year to year consecrate 
themselves to the service of Him who redeemed them from sin 
and death and opened unto them the gates of eternal life. 

One very important part of our work is the support of, our 
Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, under the care of Miss 
Jane Middleton, at No. 2206 East 13th Street. It has had, dur- 

ing the year, ten inmates. We have a Building Fund of up- 
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ward of $5,000. We trust this may speedily be increased, so — 
that in due time we may have permanent grounds and build- 
ings of our own. We hear of many touching cases of deaf- 
mute men and women in almshouses and poverty-stricken 
residences, who ought to have the care and consolations of a 
Christian Home, in which they could have the pleasure of — 
using their natural language of signs. Miss Middleton con- 
tinues to give her faithful services without compensation. We 
return our sincere thanks to her, to Dr. Mark H. Williams for 
his gratuitous attentions, and to all who have remembered this — 
place of rest for the afflicted. . 
We shall be very grateful to any kind-hearted persons for 
information as to situations for deaf-mute men or women out 
of work. The care of such brings great anxiety to the Gen- 
eral Manager and his assistants. We hope to be in possession — 
by and by of a tract of land large enough to accommodate our 
Home, and also to furnish employment for those deaf-mutes 
who do not succeed in trades or other kinds of business. As 
God gives us the means, we propose to grapple with all the 
difficulties which beset the pathway of so many deaf-mutes, and 
to try and clear them away. We earnestly desire to have all | 
our deaf-mute friends happy and useful in their earthly pil- 
grimage, and prepared, as sincere Christians, to enter upon the 
glories of the life which is to come. 
We have, during the year, found situations for quite a num- 
ber of deaf-mutes, and thus prevented them from becoming a _ 
burden to this community. We have cared for the sick and 
needy. We have carried Christian consolation to the homes: 
of deaf-mutes in their hours of bitter trial, when death has 
come to their families. We have for one year more endeay- 
ored to act as faithful stewards in our special mission, and we 
trust that during the year on which we are about to enter we 
shall be sustained by the prayers, sympathies, and offerings of _ 
warm-hearted friends.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 


TO- THE, TFRUSTEES 


OF THE 


loret Allission to Aleaf-Al|utes. 


GENTLEMEN : 


During the year closing on Wednesday, October 31, 1877, I 
conducted twenty-six Sunday afternoon services for deaf-mutes 
in St. Ann’s Church, New York. On the other twenty-six 
Sundays, I was engaged in other places, and the silent services. 
at St. Ann’s were held by the Rev. Mr. Chamberlain and 
others. At the services in St. Ann’s on Thanksgiving Day, 
Christmas, Ash-Wednesday, Good-Friday, and Ascension-Day, 
the deaf-mutes were present with their hearing and speaking 
brethren. At these servicesI interpreted in the sign-language 
for the deaf-mutes. On Ascension-Day it wasa great privilege 
for me to interpret for the Rev. Dr. Price who took the Holy 
Communion service. It was with his approval that I began 
the Bible-class for deaf-mutes in the vestry-room of old St. 
Stephen’s Church in September, 1850. This led the way to the 
founding of St. Ann’s Church in October, 1852, and the incor- 
poration of “ The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes ” in October, 
1872. On the Third Sunday after Easter, April 22d, at3.30 p.m. 
the Right Rev. Bishop Potter held a confirmation in St. Ann’ 
Church. It was my pleasure to present thirteen deaf-mutes in 
class of fifty-one. On Sunday morning, the 7th of October, I 
preached my twenty-fifth Anniversary sermon as Rector of St. 
Ann’s Church,and in the afternoon I interpreted the sermon for 
deaf-mutes. . 

In St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, Rev. Dr. Rudder, Ree 
tor, I assisted the Rey. Mr. Syle in the mission to deaf-mutes 


t 
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on three Sundays, and lectured to deaf-mutes on two Thursday 
evenings in the Sunday-school room. OnSunday morning, the 
13th of May, Mr. Syle’ was with me at St. Ann’s,N. Y. He 
signed his sermon to the deaf-mutes who were present, and I 
read his manuscript to the other members of the congregation. I 
trust that the way will soon open for our beloved brother to 
devote his whole time to ministrations among deaf-mutes, not 
only in Philadelphia, but other parts of Pennsylvania, and ad- 
joining States. In my visits to Philadelphia, I have enjoyed 
the hospitality of the Institution for Deaf-Mutes. 

I visited our deaf-mute friends in Baltimore ona Sunday in 
February, and conducted services in Grace Church. Other 
services were held by Rev. Messrs. Chamberlain and Syle. 
The Rector, Rev. Dr. Leeds, kindly provided for the travelling 
expenses. 


In St. Paul’s Church, Albany, Rev. Dr. Reese, Rector, I held 
five services and baptized several deaf-mutes. On Sunday 
evening, April 29th, the Right Rev. Bishop Doane confirmed 
three deaf-mutes. On Sunday, October 28th, I was present at 
the closing semi-centennial services of St. Paul’s, and in the 
evening had the privilege of making a short address in relation 
to its special mission to deaf-mutes for about eighteen years. 
In connection with these visits to Albany, on four Saturday 
evenings I addressed the Troy Deaf-Mute Literary Club. Its 
meetings are held in the chapel of St. Paul’s Church, Rey. 
Dr. Harison, Rector. In the Sunday-school of this Church 
there is a Bible-class of deaf-mutes, taught by Mrs. Gould. 
During most of the year, on the first Friday evening of the 
month, Rev. Mr. Berry interpreted at services for deaf-mutes, 
held in the chapel. Mr. Berry has recently gone to Fond-du- 


Lac. It is hoped he may find work among deaf-mutes in the 
West. 


During the year I made three journeys to the West. On the 
first I met Mr. A. W. Mann, then a lay-reader at Detroit, and 
on Tuesday evening, October 31st, in St. Mark’s Church, Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, we began a series of appointments, continu- 
ing for nearly a fortnight, in the interests of Church work 
among deaf-mutes. We had services in All Saints’ Cathedral, 
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Milwaukee; Christ Church, Delavan; the Chapel of Racin 

College; St. Paul’s Church, Racine; St. James’ Church, Chicago; 
St. Paul’s Church, Jackson; St. Paul’s Church, Flint; St. John’s 
Church, Detroit, and Grace Church, Cleveland; being in 
Chicago, Sunday, November 5th,. and Cleveland, Sunday. 
November 12th. Our work received the hearty approval of 
the Right Rev. Bishops McCoskry, Wells, McLaren, and Be- 
dell, and of the clergy of the churches which we visited. At the 
evening service in All Saints’ Cathedral, Milwaukee, on All 
Saints’ Day, I baptized the twin infants of a deaf-mute couple, 
and in St. Paul’s Church, Flint, I baptized a deaf-mute woman, 
Mr. Mann and I had, in connection with this journey, pleasant 
visits at the Institutions for deaf-mutes in Delavan, Wiscor 
sin, and Flint, Michigan. One object of this journey was te 
have Mr. Mann’s work better understood and more liberally} 
supported. 


On the morning of Wednesday, January 24th, I reachet 
Cleveland and assisted in the examination of Mr. A. W. Mam 
a candidate for deacon’s orders. Most of the questions wer 
asked through my interpretation. On Thursday, the Festiva 
of the Conversion of St. Paul, in Grace Church, Cleveland 
Mr. Mann was ordained a deacon, by the Right Rev. Bishe 
Bedell; the Rey. Mr. Brown, Rector of Trinity Church, preac 
ing the sermon. Quite a company of deaf-mutes were preset 
and I was busy interpreting the whole service and sermon. i 
missed our good friend, the Rev. Dr. Washburn, who had 
recently passed from us in the fearful disaster at Ashtabul 
His brother-in-law, the Rev. Mr. Carter, was very kind | 
making arrangements for the service. My heart was fill 
with joy in welcoming another deaf-mute friend and brother 
the ministry of the Church of Christ. 4 

On Sunday, the 10th of June, I met the Rey. Mr. Man 1 
Pittsburgh. We had a service for deaf-mutes in the chapel 
Trinity Church at 3 p. M., and a special service in Trif 
Church in the evening. I interpreted the service as rea@ 
Rey. Dr. Hitchcock, the Rector, and others, and also the 
dress of the Right Rev. Bishop Kerfoot. The next day 
Mann and I, with Mr. McClurg, visited the Western Pent 
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stitution for Deaf-Mutes, and then passed on westward. We 
had special services in the interests of our mission in St. Peter’s 
Church, Delaware; Trinity Church, Columbus; Christ Church, 
Dayton; St. Paui’s Church, Newport, Ky.; St. John’s Church, 
Cincinnati; Christ Church, Louisville; Christ Church, Indian- 
apolis; and Grace Church, Cleveland. We were in Cincinnati 
on Sunday, and had aservice for deaf-mutes in St. John’s Church 
at 3P.M. In the evening I interpreted as the service was read 
by the Rector, Rev. Mr. Morgan. We enjoyed the hospitality 
of the Institutions for Deaf-Mutes at Columbus and Indianapolis, 
and visited the Day-School for Deaf-Mutes in Cincinnati. The 
Right Rev. Bishops Jaggar and Talbot, and all the other clergy 
whom we met, expressed a cordial interest in our work. Mr. 
Mann’s itinerating mission in the larger cities of the West was 
better understood and he was much encouraged. 

After the confirmation service in St. Paul’s Church, Albany, 
referred to above, I visited the Central New York Institution 
for Deaf-Mutes at Rome, and attended a quarterly meeting of 
the Trustees on Tuesday, May Ist. The following day,I visit- 
ed the Western New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes at Roch- 
ester. At5p. M.,in St. Luke’s Church, I baptized a deaf-mute 
man and woman and a child of deaf-mutes, In the evening the 
Right Rev. Bishop Coxe confirmed four deaf-mutes. The Rev. 
A. W. Mann was with us at the service. The next day I at- 
tended a quarterly meeting of the Trustees of the Institution, 
and then in company with Mr. Mann visited Mexico and Pu- 
laski. At the latter place we had a service in St. James’ Church 
on Friday evening. On Saturday, in Zion Church, Rome, I 
baptized two deaf-mutes, and on Sunday morning, in a’ class of 
28, the Right Rev. Bishop Huntington confirmed seven deaf- 
mutes. At the Holy Communion twelve deaf-mutes received. 
The deaf-mute deacon, Rev. Mr. Mann, was with us at this 
touching service. After an interesting service in the evening 
at Zion Church, at which the work of our Society was present- 

ed to a large congregation, I passed on to Worcester, where 
On Monday evening we had a service for deaf-mutes and others 
m the chapel of All Saints’ Church. Mr. Job Turner, a deaf- 


‘Mute, was with us, and in a short address announced his inten- 
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tion of connecting hinself with the Church which uses the Book 
of Common Prayer. On Tuesday evening, in the Church of the 
Good Shepherd, Boston, the Right Rev. Bishop Paddock, in a 
class of about ten persons, confirmed Mr. Turner. The next 
morning the Bishop gave Mr. Turner a license to act as lay- 
reader in conducting services for deaf-mutes in Massachusetts, 
and thus our deaf-mute friend began a work which I trust will 
lead many of his companions in silence to the Christian life. 
Having married a couple of deaf-mutes in the vicinity of 
Brockton, I took a night train for New York and reached home 
in time for the services of Ascension Day. 

During the year, I held three services for deaf-mutes in the 
Church of the Good Shepherd, and one in St. Paul’s Church, 
Boston, baptizing one deaf-mute man and three children of 
deaf-mutes. In connection with these visits to Boston, I in- 
terpreted services four times in St. Peter’s Church, Cambridge- 
port, and several times in St. Michael’s Church, Marblehead, 
and St. Peter’s Church, Salem. In Marblehead, I attended 
four quarterly meetings of the Trustees of the New England 
Industrial Home for Deaf-Mutes. I also visited the Boston 
Day School for Deaf-Mutes, in which articulation and lip- 
reading are taught. 


In St. Mary’s Church, Brooklyn, we had a service for deaf- 
mutes on the afternoon of the second Sunday of each month. 
I officiated five times. 

In the Church of the Intercession, Washington Heights,,I in- 
terpreted the service for deaf-mutes on three Sunday evenings 
On the 3d of June, the Right Rev. Bishop Potter confirmed 
three deaf-mutes in a large class presented by the Rector, Rey. 
Mr. Donald. I am to have the privilege of annually present- 
ing our object to the congregation of this church on the even-- 
ing of Whitsun Day. This church being near the New York 
Institution for Deaf-Mutes, the Rector has under his pastoral 
care several of the teachers and pupils. I made several pleas- 
ant visits to the New York Institution, numbering nearly 500 
pupils, and addressed them in the chapel. It is my privilege 
to be a Director of this Institution. 

On two occasions I visited the Columbia Institution for 
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Deaf:Mutes, in Washington, D.C. Its most important depart- 
ment is now called The National Deaf-Mute College, which 
numbers about forty voung men from all parts of the country. 
I was present at the exercises of “ Presentation Day,” held in 
the chapel on the 11th of April, and was much gratified to see 
the President of the United States taking a personal interest 
in the college. 

During the year I had the privilege of special services in 
the interests of Church work among deaf-mutes in St. John’s 
Church, Cambridge, being the chapel of the Divinity School; 
St. Luke’s Church and the Church of the Redeemer, Brooklyn; 
St. Mary’s Church, Mott Haven; St. John’s Church, Elizabeth; 
Trinity Church, Granville, and St. Paul’s Church, Nantucket. 
I also held one service for deaf-mutes in the Park Congrega- 
tional Church, Norwich, Conn. 

On Wednesday and Thursday, the 29th and 30th of Angust, 
I was in attendance upon the Seventh Biennial Convention of 
‘The Empire State Deaf-Mute Association,” at Elmira, N. Y. 
The Rev. Dr. McKnight, of Trinity Church, and the Rev. Mr. 
Hoskins, of Grace Church, were present at the sessions, and 
made addresses through my interpretation. Wehada servicein 
Grace Church on Wednesday evening. Our co-workers Rev. 
A. W. Mann and Mr. Job Turner were present. The whole 
service was read and interpreted. I baptized a deaf-mute 
young lady. The large congregation must have received new 
impressions in relation to the education of deaf-mutes, and the 
progress of Church work among them. On Thursday morning, 
in Grace Church, we had a celebration of the Holy Commu- 
nion at 7 o’clock, as a special privilege for the deaf-mute com- 
municants at the convention. 

During the year I attended several meetings of the Manhat- 
tan Deaf-Mute Literary Association, held on Thursday even- 
ings in the Sunday-school room of St. Ann’s Church; was pres- 
ent at its social gathering in Lyric Hall, and accompanied its 
members and friends on their annual picnic. I called on deaf- 
mutes in times of sickness and trouble. I was with them at 
baptisms, marriages, and funerals. I procured situations for 
quite a number. I visited the home for Aged and Infirm Deaf- 
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Mutes as often as possible. I was several times in attendance - 
at Courts to aid deaf-mutes. I trust that this statement of my 


work during the year will prove satisfactory to all who have in 
any way taken an interest in“ The Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes.” 

Through the kindness of Dr. Paine, two deaf-mute men were 
received into the Roosevelt Hospital. 

At the very beginning of the year Mrs A. C. Fargis greatly 
encouraged me in my efforts to sustain our Home by sending 
me a check for $1,015, the proceeds of a fair, held at her resi- 
dence. 

Some months later, Mr. J. Scott Hutton, the Principal of 
the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb in Halifax, N. S., wrote 
me a kind and sympathizing letter, inclosing a draft of $40 for 
the Home. The money came from pupils in his institution 
deaf-mute residents of Halifax, and himself. 

Another year has taken from us several dear deaf-mutefriends. 

I can refer Specially only to two of them. I visited Miss Odell 
several times and gave her the Holy Communion. She passed 
with sweet composure to the rest of the future, and we held the 
touching funeral service at St. Ann’son Saturday, May 12th. 
Tae same night, my dear mother, as she was kneeling by her 
bedside in prayer, was stricken with apoplexy, and on Sunday 
morning was borne by the angels to Paradise. For nearly 
eighty years she was a silent pilgrim here. Whata change, to 
Join with all her faculties in the praises of the spirit land 
Praying that through the deaths of our loved ones, holy influ- 
ences May Come to us to encourage us in our work, so that we 
may never grow weary in well-doing, I am yours respectfully,

‘Sixteen adult, educated mutes resident in York, Penn., all, 
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save two or three, separate from all church organizations, sup- 
plied with the Sunday evening service and a Thursday evening 
social meeting for about three months in the spring with good 
results. The need of definite teaching as to the history and 
claims of the Church, and of personal action associating such in 
the Church’s membership, were very apparent. All well dis- 
posed, intelligent, moral, respected, industrious, and full of re- 
gard for the name, word, and law of God, and yet entirely neg- 
lectful of the needful connection with His Church. This con- 
dition of things general in the land, exemplified in a marked 
way among mutes, calls for a remedy.” 

The Rev. George C. Pennell, S. T. D., Rector of Christ 
Church, Rouse’s Point, and Archdeacon of the Convocation of 
Ogdensburgh, reports holding five services in Trinity Church, 
Potsdam, N. Y., with 18 to 20 in attendance, 14 being com- 
municants. He has baptized four deaf-mutes and married one 
couple. 

The Rev. Thomas B. Berry, Rector of Trinity Church, 
Granville, N. Y., reports one service for deaf-mutes in his 
church, a service in the chapel of St. Paul’s Church, Troy, on 
the first Friday evening of each month, and a service in St. 
Ann’s Church, New York. 

The Rev. John Chamberlain, Assistant Minister of St. Ann’s 
Church and Assistant Manager of this Society, made four quar- 
terly reports to the Board of Trustees, from which it appears 
that he conducted twenty services for deaf-mutes and interpret- 
ed at several morning services in St. Ann’s Church, N. Y., 
four services in St. Mary’s Church, Brooklyn, one in St. Mary’s 
Church, Mott Haven, two in St. Stephen’s Church, Philadel- 
phia, one in St. Paul’s Church, Bridgeport, three in Grave 
Church, Baltimore, two in the Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Boston, one in St. Mark’s Church, Washington, two in Grace 
Church, Allentown, and one in St. Barnabas’ Church, Reading. 
He also twice addressed the Boston Society of Deaf-Mutes, bap- 
tized several deaf-mutes, and officiated at the funeral of a child 
of deaf-mutes, married a deaf-mute couple, visited the deaf-mute 
residents of Harrisburgh, visited the Home for Aged and In- 

firm Deaf-Mutes, and attended the annual picnic of the Man- 
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haitan Deaf-Mute Literary Association. He was, moreover, 
extensively engaged in private ministrations among deaf-mutes. 
In one of his visits to Grace Church, Allentown, he interpret- 
ed at the Confirmation service at which the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Howe confirmed eight deaf-mutes. 


The following statement forms a part of the Parochial Re- 
port of St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, the Rev. William 
Rudder, D. D., Rector, sent to the Bishop of Pernsylvania in

Report of Rev. &. W. Mann, Missionary. 


The Rey. Tuomas Gatuauper, D. D., General Manager, Ch. M. to D.-M.: 


This report is designed to cover briefly the operations of the Mission in 
the West and Northwest during the year beginning July 1, 1876, and ending 
with the close of June, 1877. Many interesting details and incidents grow- 
ing out of this important work might well enough claim mention here, but 
for want of space they must be omitted. Only those facts shall then be pre- 
sented which are suitable for a condensed statement. 

Much of the work here reported was done under the authority of a lay 
reader’s license, at different points in the dioceses of Ohio, Southern Ohio, 
Michigan, Illinois, and Wisconsin. Not long after his reception into the 
ministry, the missionary made his first visits to Pittsburgh, St. Louis, Min- 
neapolis, and Newport, Kentucky. The labors of the past year have resulted 
in the awakening of much interest, and already a number have been received 
into the communion of the Church by baptism and confirmation. At most of 
the points where missions have been established, quite a number are regular 
attendants of the regular services, and also of the Holy Communion. They 
find friends ready to show them the places in the Prayer Book. 

Their hearing and speaking friends, many of them being of different de- 
nominational beliefs, have shared this interest, and cheerfully given words 
of encouragement to the missionary. It seems to strike them naturally that 
a liturgical form of worship is specially adapted to their needs, and they as- 
sist in bringing this fact to their attention. 

The number reached directly by the services during the past year, has in- 
creased to about two hundred and fifty, and indirectly to at least twice as 
many. These comprise the graduates of both American and European in- 
stitutions. With the close of each school year their number increases per- 
ceptibly in the larger cities. The Church, in view of this fact, bas certainly 
begun in good season her special efforts looking to their spiritual care in 
time tocome. Then, with the blessing of God, this timely enterprise of faith 
will have been placed on a stronger working basis, with better means for its 


. Maintenance. 


Besides the points already visited, there remain others to be included on 
the visiting list. The number of points, however, need not be increased to 
Such an extent as to reduce the frequency of the visits of the missionary, 
Working alone as he is at present in a territory much too large for one man. 
By adopting the plan of Sunday services for the larger points, and week-day 
Services for the smaller ones, the visitations can be reasonably frequent But 
the great need of the hour is more workers. ‘The harvest truly is plente- 
°us, but the laborers are few.” 

Besides holding services, the missionary has assisted the Rectors at certain 
Points in the administration of the Holy Communion to the deaf-mute com- 
Municants; and on special occasions has interpreted parts of the Confirmation 
Service in signs, at the instance of the Bishop. On occasions before and 
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after ordination he has similarly read the Baptismal service. He has also 
assisted at several of the special services of the General Manager at the West 
and East. 

In most.of the parishes it-has not been quite possible heretofore to hold 
more than one service on Sundays. But not long since, permission was ob- 
tained of the Rector of St. James’ Church, Chicago, for the use of the chapel 
for a morning and evening service. Similar consent was subsequently ob- 
tained of the Rectors of St. John’s, Detroit, and St. John’s, Cincinnati. 

This report would be very incomplete without any mention of the visits of 
the General Manager to the Western field during the year. In the month of 
November, in company with the missionary, he visited the following places, 
holding special services, much with the view of bringing to the notice of the 
Church people this new enterprise of faith: Grand Rapids, Detroit, J ‘ackson 
and Flint, Michigan; Milwaukee, Delavan, and Racine, Wisconsin; haseios 
Tilinois ; and Cleveland, Ohio. The next visit was made in the month of 
June, and the points taken in were Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania; Delaware, 
Dayton, Cincinnati, and Cleveland, Ohio; Newport and Louisville, Ken- 
tucky; and Indianapolis, Indiana.

The support of the missionary, as these figures will show, has been some- 
what small; but with the return of the business activity of former times, 
and the abundance of employment, may come an increase of ability, on the 
part of those directly benefited by this self-denying labor, to contribute more 
toward its maintenance. 
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Of the facilities for travel afforded the missionary by the managers of sev- 
eral of the Western railway lines, Bishop Bedell speaks as follows in his 
last Convention address: ‘‘I take great pleasure in recording that special 
facilities are afforded him by the railroad authorities in the districts which 
he eeryea. Indeed, were it not for this thoughtful generosity, it would hardly — 
be possible for him to pursue this labor of love.” In view of this fact, these 
favors possess a no mean value. 

In the death of Rey. A. H. Washburn, D. D., of Grace Church, Cleveland, 
the Mission lost a very warm friend. From the moment that it fell under 
his particular notice, he took a deep interest in its growth in his parish. He 
forwarded all the efforts of the missionary, and sought in all ways to strength- 
en his hands. His sudden calling away left a great void, but his memory 
Perineal cherished in the hearts of those for whose spiritual comfort 
P Mention must be made of Mr. R. P. McGregor’s assistance in mission work 
in. Cincinnati. For some time past he has conducted lay services, under per- 
mission from Bishop Taggar, in the lecture-room of St. John’s Church, Revs 
Mr. Morgan, Rector. It is pleasing to record, that the services have been 

well attended and appreciated. Mr. McGregor is in charge of the ci : 
day-school for deaf-mutes. j 
Mention should also be made of the gifts of the Bishop White Parish 
Library Association, of Philadelphia, and of the New York Bible and Com- 
rae ney aan Society—the former of a library of twenty-five volumes,

Trials have served to strengthen, instead of to wea 
the purpose of following up so auspicious a beginning to still farther resul 
With a strong faith in the future, encouraged by the results of the past, 
and relying on God’s guidance, the work of the third year is taken up.

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to ten deaf-mutes. I missed my service several times this year owing to poor 
health. 

I understood that we have one or two mutes waiting to be confirmed, who 
live out in the country near Allentown. The Rey. Mr. Stewart is our good 
pastor. : 

Remembering our Lord Jesus’ suffering, I, as his follower, mustsuffer many 
bitter things in this world for His sake. 

I only collected $11 47 from the congregation from Nov. 1 to Oct. 31. You 
perceive I collected small funds because some deaf-mutes were out of em- 
ployment for a long time. I sometimes helped to relieve their wants by 
writing notes for charity. Pray God to bless and prosper our work hereafter.

Dear Str, —Please pardon my delay in sending the report of our Roches- 
ter Mission work. I have been very much occupied with my school duties, 
and have been trying several days to find the time to write. 

Mr. Acker continues faithful in his work as lay reader, and I think has 
scarcely missed a Sunday service since the work was begun. His congregation 
continues about the same as to numbers. Occasionally some of the older 
girls and boys from the school attend the service, but not regularly. Iam 
much pleased with the kindly spirit which Mr. Westervelt.shows toward our 
Church work. 

We have, as you know, twelve communicants. Eleven of them are con- 
stant, and one, who lives some distance out of town, comes occasionally. We 
continue our custom of sitting in the gallery, and attempting an interpreta- 
tion of the Communion service on the first Sunday in the month, with the 
kind consent of the Rector, Rev. Dr. Anstice. 

I have credited on my books from Sunday collections, special collections, 
and donations from Noyv., 1876, to Nov., 1877, $71.97. All of this has been 
paid to Mr. Acker, with the exception of ten dollars, which is charged to 
yourself and Rev. Mr. Mann. 

The year previous (an account of which I neglected to send you last year), 
We collected $69.23. Making a total for the two years of $141.20.

Rey. anp Dzar Srr,—-At your request, I take pleasure in presenting you a 
report of my work as missionary to deaf-mutes in New England, under you 
direction, for six months from the 9th of May to the last day of October, 1877. 

Now that I have been engaged in the vineyard of the Lord for about six 
months, it seems proper that I should prepare you a brief statement, which 
will, I have no doubt, receive your approval. 

I was confirmed in the Chapel of the Good Shepherd, Boston, on the 8th 
of May last, and on the following day Bishop Paddock gave me a license a8 
a lay-reader, to hold special services for deaf-mutes. The Bishops of the 
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other New England States, except Vermont, have since then authorized me 
to conduct occasional services in their respective dioceses. 

Please allow me, my dear sir, to tell you that I conducted thirty-five ser- 
vices, besides several private ones during the six months, viz.: from May 9th 
to October 30, 1877.

OF THE

In conformity with the provisions of the Act entitled ‘An Act for the In- 
corporation of Benevolent, Charitable, Scientific, and Missionary Societies,” 
passed the twelfth day of April, 1848, and the several Acts amendatory there- 
of and supplementary thereto, the subscribers, of full age, citizens of the

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote the tem- 
poral and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office shall be in 
the city of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 


Its members shall consist of those persons paying two dollars and upward 
a year toward its support, who shall be elected at any regular meeting of the 
Trustees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at one time, shall be eligi- 
ble to life-membership. 


ARTICLE II. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and management of 
a Board of Twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually as hereafter pro- 
vided. The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents, 
a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who shall be selected annually by the said Board 
from their own number, and shall also be officers of the said Board. } 


ARTICLE IY. 


The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least once in three 
months, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven Trustees 
shall form a quorum for the transaction of business, except that no purchase, 
lease, or sale of real estate shall be made, unless two-thirds of the whole 
number are present at the meeting at which it is ordered. The Board shall 
have power tomake By-Laws for its own government and for the government 
of the officers, and to alter and amend the same, and may fill any vacancy 
which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 

Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called by the 
President, or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the 
Trustees; but when special meetings are called, the time and place of meet- 
ing and the subject proposed to be considered shall be previously notified to 
the members, and no other subject shall be discussed or acted upon at such 
Meetings. 

ARTICLE Y. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the city of New York, on the last Wednesday evening of Oc- 
tober. At this meeting the Society shall elect by ballot twenty-five Trus- 
tees, who shall hold office for the ensuing year and until their successors are 
appointed. 

At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of the 
Society, the officers specified in Article IL. shall be chosen by ballot from 
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among the members of said Board, and shall continue in office until their 
successors are appointed. 

The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, a report of — 
their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in relation to 
the funds and property of the Society, and information relative to the object 
of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting of 
the members of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present con- 
senting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 


BY-LAWS. 


1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary, and Treas 
urer, shall faithfully perform the duties usually intrusted to such officers. 


2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution from time to 
time, such Special Committees as may be necessary to accomplish most ef 
fectively the objects of the Society. ‘ 


8. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall bi 
to take the general oversight of the various departments of work, which sha 
be adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult dea 
mutes. They shall also have power to appoint assistants to the General 
ager, and to fix the salaries which shall be paid to the General Manager au 
assistants. 

4, The General Manager shall be subject to such regulations as the Tru 
tees may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report of hi 
work at every stated meeting of the Trustees. 


5. With the consent of ‘‘The Rector, Church-Wardens, and Vestrymen ¢ 
St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the city of New York,” the meetings 0 
the Trustees shall be held in the said church. 

6. At the meetings of the Trustees, the following shall be the order ¢ 
proceedings, viz. : 

1. Devotions. 

2. Reading of the minutes. 

3. Communication from the officers. 
4. Report of the General Manager. 
5. Reports of Committees. 

6. Miscellaneous business. 

7. Adjournment. 

7. Alterations of these By-Laws, proposed at one meeting, can be adopte 
at the next, by a two-third vote of the Trustees present, but by unanimou 
consent at a regular meeting, without previous notice.

THE SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
durch Allixsion to Bleaf- Allutes. 


In presenting our account of another year’s work among 
the adult deaf-mutes of our country, we can rejoice in its 
increase, while we regret the insufficiency of its pecuniary 
support. 

We have endeavored to keep our current expenses as 
moderate as possible, but our Society has not yet received 
that general appreciation by the benevolent which we ex- 
pect in the returning tide of business prosperity. We were 
hopeful of encouraging offerings for our Mission on the 
Twelfth Sunday after Trinity, but it proved to be the day 
on which collections were asked for the Yellow Fever suf- 
ferers, and so we were disappointed. While we are devoutly 
thankful for the generous aid extended to our afflicted 
brethren at the South, we must still earnestly present our 
claims for means to extend religious services among the 
deaf-mutes of our land, to relieve the sick and poor, to find 
employment for many, and to support the Home for the 
Aged and Infirm. 

Next year the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity will come on 
the 31st day of August. The Gospel will tell of our Lord’s 
gracious miracle in healing the deaf and dumb man. As 
the words are read by Christ’s ministers and heard by 
Christ’s people, we trust that our work may be so kindly 
and so extensively remembered that it may be made much 
more effective. By examining our list of acknowledgments 
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for September and October, and also those of the Rev. Mr, 
Mann, it will be seen that a few churches were able to send 
us something in response to our appeal for Twelfth Sunday 
after Trinity offerings. We thank them, and hope that they 
will annually continue their offerings. We understand that 
several churches in the Diocese of Pennsylvania remembered 
the deaf-mutes on this day, and sent their offerings to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese. 

Our relations with St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes are 
unchanged. Our meetings are held there, and we are sure 
that we have the sympathies of the whole parish in our 
Mission to the Deaf-Mutes. By mutual agreement, we fur- 
nish a portion of the support of the Rector and the Assistant 
Minister of St. Ann’s, and thus secure a large portion of 
their time for special work among the deaf-mutes of this 
and other cities as our General Manager and Assistant. In 
this way, St. Ann’s is able to have an Associate Rector, the 
Rev. Edward H. Krans, who gives his whole time to the 
hearing and speaking portion of the parish.

Reports from most of these laborers in the extensive field 
providentially opened to us show that we have cause to be 
d levoutly thankful for what has been accomplished during 
another year. 

Through the General Manager and his associates we have 
made more effective the church influences among deaf-mutes 
in New York city and vicinity. Besides the regular Sunday 
afternoon services in St. Ann’s Church, we have had one in 
St. Mary’s Church, Brooklyn, on the second Sunday of the 
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month, at 3 P. M., one in St. Andrew’s, Harlem, on the thirg 
Sunday, at 4 P. M., and one in Christ Church, Williamsburgh, 
on the fourth Sunday, at 3 P.M. It has been deemed ex- 
pedient to make a change as to the Brooklyn service. Here. 
after it will be held on the second Sunday of the month in 
the Chapel of St. Ann’s Church, Rev. Dr. Schenck, Rector. 
In leaving St. Mary’s, Brooklyn, we thank the Rector, Rey, 
Dr. Johnson, and his parishioners for all their kindness and 
help. In going to St. Ann’s Church, we heartily congratu- 
late the Rector and his congregation on their new departure, 
and trust that the great venture of faith which has been 
made for free churches will be abundantly blessed by the 
Good Shepherd, who gave his life for the sheep. 

We trust that the deaf-mute communicants of New York 
and vicinity will make special exertions to receive the Holy 
Communion at St. Ann’s Church on the first Sunday of the 
month at 7 or 10.30 A. M. Those who live at a distance will 
be in time for the second celebration, if they reach the 
church about 12 o’clock. Let all deaf-mutes also encourage 
our work by attending the afternoon services at St. Ann’s. 
It will be well, however, to bear in mind that there is a cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion at St. Ann’s Church every 
Sunday morning at 7 o’clock, to which deaf-mutes are cor- 
dially invited. 

Our Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes at No. 220 
East Thirteenth Street, New York, has had during the year 
ten inmates. It remains under the care of Miss Jane Mid- 
dleton, who gives her self-sacrificing services without com- 
pensation. Dr. Mark H. Williams has kindly ministered to 
several of the inmates during the year. We extend to these 
and all other friends of the Home our sincere thanks for 
their labors of love. We have a Building Fund for the 
Home, amounting to upwards of $5,500. We hope that, in 
God’s good time, we shall be in possession of permanent 
grounds and buildings, where we can provide for more of 
our afflicted brethren, whose sad condition is constantly 
brought to our attention. 

The laborers in the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes through- 
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t+ the country will always be grateful for information as 
employment cf various kinds. One of our great objects 
‘to see that deaf-mutes, after leaving the Thstitutions, have 
mations in which to earn their living. We should like to 
wn land enough, not only for our Home for the Aged and 
mfirm, but also for the employment of those who need en- 
ouragement and control in forming habits of industry. : 
Many of the graduates of the Institutions soon find satis- 
actory employment by their own exertions. We ask them 
specially to aid us in our attempts to improve the condition 
f their less fortunate brethren. 
“In connection with this subject, we desire to express our 
jpproval of the New England Industrial Home for Deaf- 
Mutes, whose Trustees hold their meetings in Marblehead, 
Massachusetts. It is hoped that they will soon be in pos- 
session of a farm where the Superintendent, Mr. William 
B Swett, himself a deaf-mute, can carry his long-cherished 
plans into execution. : Ne 
" We desire to be in cordial sympathy with all local socie- 
ties, religious and secular, which have been formed for the 
mprovement of deaf-mutes. We must, however, remind 
our friends in these societies, that the Church offers them 
‘strength and comfort which they cannot obtain elsewhere. 
We trust that the society idea will be kept more and more 
subservient to the Church idea, for then will deaf-mutes 
more generally become communicants of the Church of 
en very much encouraged by receiving through 
Messrs. J. & S. Ferguson, “In Memoriam,” One Thousand 
Dollars, with which to begin a Permanent Fund, the interest 
of which is to be used for the support of the Home. Can- 
_ not we expect other donations to this fund ? 
We mention with gratitude another encouraging gift. 
Last winter a Christian lady of this city, through a friend, 
placed $200 in the hands of the General Manager, to be 
used at his discretion for the benefit of deaf-mutes in sick- 
ness and trouble. It proved to be the source of comfort in 
quite a large number of cases of distress. 
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In the death of Mr. William Niblo we have lost a good 
friend. For many years he was a director in the New York 
Institution for Deaf-Mutes. He was also a generous bene- 
factor to St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, when it was 
reducing its large mortgaged debt. He was named as one 
of the original Trustees of our Society at its incorporation, 
and has been re-elected annually since, notwithstanding the 
infirmities of advancing age have prevented him from attend- 
ing our meetings. He has made frequent donations to our 
Treasury, and last year gave $100, which places it in our 
power to add his honored name to our list of life-members. 
‘He was a sincere follower of Christ. May his example be 
followed by many. 

In closing our Report, we desire once more to call atten- 
tion to the important Mission entrusted to us. We have 
some forty or fifty stations where sign-seryices are held with 
more or less regularity. We are reaching directly upwards 
of 2,000 deaf-mutes throughout our country, and we are 
influencing the whole deaf-mute community in favor of 
attending public worship, according to the system of the 
Book of Common Prayer. 

Christians of all the religious bodies see more and more 
clearly the advantage of encouraging their deaf-mute friends 
and relatives to form the habit of attending those services 
where a printed liturgy is used. With their Bibles and 
Prayer-Books in hand, and with the help of kind friends in 
finding the places, educated deaf-mutes will derive great 
pleasure and profit in going through the whole service. 
During the delivery of the sermon they can have some 
religious reading. 

Realizing the responsibility of our stewardship, we trust 
to be guided by heavenly wisdom in our efforts to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of the adult deaf-mutes 
of our country.

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Report of Rev. George C. Pennell, 8. TD. 


Rev. George C. Pennell, S. T. D., Rector of St. John’s Church, Newark, 
N. J., and Missionary to the Deaf-Mutes in the Dioceses of Northern New 
Jersey and New Jersey, reports since January Ist, 1878: 

He has held, ia Newark, sixteen services. One deaf-mute confirmed; two 
deaf-mute children sent to the Institution in New York City. 

Average attendance at the services, fourteen. St. John's Church is 
regarded by the deaf mutes as their Parish Church, and scarcely a Sunday 
passes, without from two or three being present at the Holy Communion. 

The deaf-mutes are constant visitors at the Rectory. 

Several indigent and afflicted deaf-mutes have been cared for. 

The General Manager has given his counsel and cheer to the work on two 
occasions. It is hoped, by God’s blessing, a large work will be carried on 
next year. Amount of offerings received, $20.66. 


The Quarterly Reports of the Rev. John 
Chamberlain, Axssistant-Manager. 


January 30th, i878.—Since your last meeting, beside the many usually of 
less public character, I haye held Church services with deaf-mutes as follows : 

November 18th and 25th, December 16th, and January 13th, 20th and 27th, 
at St. Ann’s Church, New York; November 4th, at Grace Church, Baltimore, 
Maryland ; November 11th, at St. Mary’s Church, Brooklyn, New York; and 
December 23d, at St. Paul’s Church, Boston, Massachusetts. On the evening 
of the last-mentioned day, I visited a congregation of deaf-mutes assembled 
for a prayer-meeting under the direction of a deaf-mute man in the city of 
Boston, and at his invitation addressed them. On the evening of November 
11th, I attended the Anniversary Service of your Society, at St. Ann’s 
Church, New York. On the 14th of the same month, I attended the Annual 
Reception at the Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes. I have, also, on 
various occasions, interpreted sermons and parts of the service to deaf-mutes 
who were present with the hearing congregation at St. Ann’s Church. 


April 24th, 1878.—Since your meeting in January, I have conducted the 
sign service in St. Ann’s Church, New York, on Sundays, as follows: 
February 10th and 17th, March 3d and 17th, and April 14th. I have, also, 
in the same Church, interpreted various services, sermons and addresses, 
both on Sundays and other days. On the afternoon of Good Friday, April 
19th, I also preached at the same place a sermon which was interpreted by 
the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, for a goodly number of deaf-mutes who were present 
with the hearing congregation. 
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On the Sundays, February 3d and April 7th, and on Easter Sunday, April

‘the afternoons of those days conducted a sign service and preached by signs 
in the Chapel of the same Church. Forty or more deaf-mutes usually 
attended our services at Baltimore. Thursday evening, April 11th, three 


deaf-mute women were confirmed at Grace Church, Baltimore, by the vener- 


‘able Bishop Whittingham. It was my privilege to be present and interpret 


the service and address of the Bishop into signs. Monday evening, April 
22d, I delivered, before the deaf-mutes at Baltimore, a lecture upon the life 
of the Right Rev. J. C. Patterson, first Bishop of the Melanesian Islands. 

On the Sundays, February 24th and March 24th, I conducted sign service 
in Christ Church, Williamsburg, Long Island. Sunday, March 10th, I offici- 
ated for a small congregation of deaf-mutes in St. Paul’s Church, Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

Besides these formal services I have been called to varied ministrations of 
an informal character. I hope these humble efforts may tend in some small 
degree to the glory of God and the good of His creatures. 


July 31st, 1878.—I have the honor to report that since your last quarterly 
meeting I have been occupied as is shown by the following memoranda : 
Thursday evening, April 25th, I delivered before the ‘*‘ Manhattan Literary 
Association,” a lecture on the life of John Coleridge Paterson, the first 
Bishop of Melanesia. Sunday, April 28th, and Sunday, May 6th, I officiated 
at the sign service in St. Ann’s Church, New York. Sunday, May 12th, I 
attended at the same Church a Confirmation service, when several deaf- 
mutes were confirmed. Saturday, May 18th, with the consent of the General 
Manager, I sailed for Europe. Whitsunday, June 9th, at three o'clock P. M., 
LT attended a combined service at St. Saviour’s Church for Deaf -Mutes, in 
the city of London, England, but sat in the congregation. Thursday, June 
18th, I visited the London Institution for the Instruction of the Deaf and 
Dumb. Friday, June 21st, I had the pleasure of visiting the Institution for 
the Instruction of Deaf-Mutes, in Paris, France. I also called on Mr. 
Berthier, a deaf and dumb French gentleman, who was for many years a 
teacher, and to whom I bore a letter of introduction from Mr. Loew, a deaf- 
mute of this city. I was much pleased to find that I could readily converse 
with the French deaf-mutes, although I did not understand the French 
language, nor they the English. Sunday, July 7th, I assisted at the Anni- 
versary services, morning and afternoon, in St. Saviour’s Church, London. I 
also assisted at the same place on the afternoon of Sunday, July 14th, 
Wednesday, July 17th, I sailed from Liverpool for home, where I arrived on 
the morning of July 29th. 


October 30th, 1878.—Since your last quarterly meeting I have, under the 
direction of your General Manager, performed the following official services: 
On the Sundays, August 4th, 1ith, 18th, and 20th, September 1st and 15th, 
and October 13th, 20th and 27th, I conducted services and preached in the sign 
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language at St. Ann's Church, New York City. Sunday, September 22d, I 
also conducted service at the same place, the Rev. Mr. Syle, of Philadelphia, 
preaching the sermon. I have also, at various times, in the same Church, in- 
terpreted parts of the Oral services to deaf-mutes who were present. Sunday‘ 
October 6th, at Grace Church, Baltimore, Maryland, I interpreted parts of the 
Morning service and the sermon to several deaf-mutes who were present with 
the ordinary hearing congregation. Three deaf-mute women received the 
Holy Communion. The same afternoon, in the Sunday School room of Grace 
Church, I conducted service and preached in the sign language, a goodly 
number of mutes having assembled. There is a good field for our work at 
Baltimore, and I hope a way may be opened, before very long, to give it 
more attention than we are able to give at present, 
Besides the official acts above enumerated, I have ministered to the deaf 
'and dumb in various ways, which it is unnecessary to specify here. One 
only I will mention. At the Court of General Sessions of the City of New 
York, Iinterpreted for a deaf-mute wno was complainant in a case which 
was on trial there. 


The Mission to Deaf-Mutes in Grace Church, 
Baltimore, Md. 


The Rector, Rey. Dr. Leeds, has continued to manifest deep interest in 
this Mission, though it has been impossible to give it a permanent pastor. 

' On the first Sunday of each month, one of the clergy connected with our 
work has assisted Dr. Leeds in the Holy Communion, and in the after- 
noon held a service for deaf-mutes in the Chapel adjoining the Church. 


There have been a few other services. Upwards of $150 were contributed 
towards sustaining this Mission.

Report of Rev. &. W. Mann, Missionary. 


The Rey. Tuomas GALLAUDET, D.D., General Manager, Ch. M. to D.-M.: 


In taking a retrospective survey of another twelvemonth just closed, it is 
impossible not to feel encouraged. ‘The results are of a nature to indicate a 
growth of the Mission in the direction of usefulness, and also of strength. 
That the labors have been blessed will be inferred from the increase in the 
number of baptisms, communicants and candidates for confirmation. Asan 
illustration of the growth, it is mentioned that the number of baptisms 
during the year previous was nine. This year, as shown in the tabulated 
statement presented below, the number is twenty-seven. 

Since the date of the last report the services have been still further 
extended. Then the number of places served was fifteen; now it is fully 
twenty-five. At every opportunity a further extension of the work will be 
made. Sufficient means and more laborers are required to enable us to meet 
the growing demand for the’services of the church. 

The services have been well attended upon the whole, and the number 
reached directly is much larger than before. In many instances distance 
and the expense of travel have failed to prevent attendance. = 

In the past, but one service each Sunday has been given to the principal 
places. In the future, it is hoped that the interest will be so as to make it 
necessary to increase the number to two. Week day services have: generally 
been given to the smaller places. The missionary has assisted in several 
places in the administration of the Holy Communion to deuf-mutes. At the 
baptism of deaf-mutes and their children by the priest he has read ths 
formula in signs; and, ‘‘in the absence of the priest,” he has baptized 
several infants and adults./ He has solemnized matrimony seven times. 

During the month of January the General Manager paid a visit to the 
Western field. Assisted by the Missionary-at-Large he held special services 
jn the interest of the ‘‘Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes,” at Detroit, Ann 
Arbor, Jackson and Niles, Michigan ; St. Louis, Missouri ; Jacksonville and 
Chicago, Illinois; and Cleveland, Ohio. The large attendance of those who 
cjuld hear enabled us to bring into more general notice this new work of the 
Church, and to demonstrate the need of its extension and maintenance. 

It is with pleasure that mention is made of the work of Mr. R. P. 
McGregor as lay-reader. He has held services every alternate Sunday 
during the year, at St. John’s Church, Cincinnatti, Ohio. The attendance, 
as he states, has been good. Mr. McGregor has charge of the Cincinnati 

Day School for Deaf-Mutes. 
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With the same pleasure mention is also made of the work of Mr. E. P. 
Holmes, at Chicago, Illinois. With a lay-reader’s license from Bishop 
MeLaren, he has held occasional services at St. James’ Church. In due time 
it is hoped these services will be more frequent. It is also hoped that some 
compensation can be made Mr. Holmes in the future. 

This report would be very incomplete without any mention of the work of 
Mrs. Bailey and her daughter, of St. Louis, Mo. For upwards of a quarter 
of a century Mrs. Bailey has worked in a quiet way in behalf of the mutes of 
that city. Through her efforts many of the uneducated and neglected 
among them have been admitted to the State Institution at Fulton, and 
made intelligent and useful citizens. In various ways Mrs. and Miss Bailey 
have helped to smooth the way of the missionary in his labors at this very 
important point. 

The work in Wisconsin has been given up to the Rey. Mr. Berry, who has 
lately removed to the Diocese of Fond du Lac, settling at Ripon. 

A statement of facts bearing on the needs of this work was prepared by 
the missionary and presented to the Committee on Domestic Missions. This 
statement had the endorsement of Bishop Bedell and the General Manager. 
The committee, in view of the facts presented, decided to allow him a 
stipend of two hundred dollars per annum, His other support comes from 
stipends allowed by Diocesan Missionary Boards (see financial statement 
given below). So far yet, the compensation has not reached that figure 
where it would be considered a sufficiency. 

Duty requires that the usual acknowledgments be made respecting the 
courtesies received during the year at the hands of the managers of certain 
railway lines. By means of these an amount of assistance has been rendered, 
which the missionary is in a position to appreciate to the utmost extent.

Report of Mr. Thomas S. Roberts,

Report of Mr. John C. Adker, 


CHAPEL OF THE St. Luke’s CuurcH, FirznuGH STREET, RocuEsrer, N.Y. 


Dr. THOMAS GALLAUDET : 

DEAR Str,—According to your request to have me record something of my 
work, I take pleasure in stating that I have continued my duties in our 
chapel ever since I was licensed as a Jay-reader, some four years. My work 
for the year was ended on October 31,1878. I have indeed met with some 
misfortunes and difficulties, but in mazy respects we have been blessed. 

The work of the four years includes the time from April 4th, 1874, to 
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“April 4th, 1878. We have good faith in the future, encouraged by the 
results of the past, with trust in God’s guidance. We have the use of the 
€ hapel of St. Luke’s Church, on Fitzhugh street. The Rey. Dr. Anstice, 
“our Rector, has recently given our place of meeting the name of the Chapel 
for the Deaf-Mutes. The chapel was never named before; now he considers 
‘it a special chapel for mutes. The chapel is beautifully and tastefully 
arranged for such assemblages. Services have been held on Sunday after- 
moons, at 3 o'clock, by the lay-reader in charge. I quote from Our Church 
Work, a weekly Church paper, printed in Rochester. It says: ‘‘ The deaf- 
mutes constitute a class in the community to whose spiritual needs the 
services of the Church are especially adapted to minister. The liturgy 
enables them to lift their hearts in prayer and praise to God together with 
the congregation. The Church-Mission to Deaf-Mutes, of which the head- 
quarters are at St. Ann’s Church, New York, was formed to minister to 
these unfortunates in different parts of the land, and the people of this city 
will have an opportunity of hearing something of what is being accomplished 
by it from the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, in St. Luke’s Church, on Sunday evening, 
October 20th. He will interpret the service in the sign language for the 
mutes who are present, and deliver an address to the hearing part of the 
congregation, 

“Tt may not be known to all our readers that for more than a year past a 
service for deaf-mutes has been maintained every Sunday afternoon in the 
Chapel of St. Luke’s, by Mr. Joun C. AcKER, a licensed lay-reader, and the 
importance of this work is the more evident from the fact of the existence in 
our midst of the State Institution for Deaf-Mutes, which has been recently 
moyed from its former location on South St. Paul street, to the large and com- 


There are in this Institution 104 scholars and seyen teachers. The 
vork of the church among the people is one which ought to command the 
Sympathy of those who love to promote the salvation of aiJ men.” 

_ At the Communion services on the first Sunday of the month we have had 
‘the help of Mr. FE. P. Harv" to interpret the service and sermon in the sign 
language for eleven. or twelve mute communicants, who attend very regu- 
larly and have seats in the gallery of St. Luke’s Church. 

_ Thave a regular assemblage, numbering from five to fifteea mutes. I have 
not missed my services once this year. I understand that we have one or two 
mutes considering the subject of religion, who live out in the country. We 
hope that some time they may be led to join with us. 

I enjoy my church work for mutes in this city, and the work of laying the 
foundation for the future church, but many difficulties have been met with, 
Some of them of a nature thoroughly perplexing. But the trials have only 
Served to strengthen the purpose of following up a beginning so auspicious 
‘to still further results. 

Rey. Dr. Anstice kindly gave an address to the deaf-mutes in attendance 

at an afternoon service, interpreted by Mr. Hart. Rev. Dr. Anstice is a 
Sympathizing pastor. We are indebted to Mr. Hart for his kindness on 

Many occasions, although he is very busy with school work. The collections 

for the year have amounted to $50.41. 
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Teport of Mi. James Lewis. 


Mr. James Lewis, City Missionary and Collector, has presented quarterly 
reports to the Trustees, from which the following statement is gathered. 
During the year he has collected about $1,500, and been instrumental in 
leading quite a number of persons to send their contributions to our General 
Manager or Treasurer. He has also persuaded others to send supplies to the 
Home for the Aged and Infirm. He has conducted services in St. Ann’s 
Church, New York; St. Andrew’s, Harlem; St. Mary’s, Brooklyn, Christ 
Church, Williamsburg. Fora portion of the year he has held short Sunday 
evening services at the residences of deaf-mutes in New York City and 
vienity. He has visited the sick and poor, and aided the General Manager 
in finding situations for deaf-mutes. He has attended the meetings of the 


Manhattan Literary Association, He has labored faithfully in the inter- 
ests of our Society.

Rey. THOMAS GALLAUDET, D. D.: 

Rey. AND Dear Srr,—I beg leave very respectfully to submit a report of 
my labors since the 1st of November, 1877, the date of my last report as 
missionary among the deaf and dumb. 

. Please pardon me for my long delay in sending you this report. I have 
been so much occupied with my mission duties, that I could not find the 
time to write until to-day. 

I must avail myself of my pleasant visit to my friend, Dr. Palmer, and his 
fine institution, to give you as fully detailed an account of my work as I can. 

With your permission, I closed my New England Mission work for the 
winter in the latter part of November last, and went South on a general 
visitation, for the successful accomplishment of which, I owe my many 
thanks to God, who so kindly guided me safely through my appointments. 

I began a missionary tour from Bangor, Maine, to Austin, Texas, and re- 
turned through the Western States to Boston, on the 11th of August last, on 
which day I took my field again by holding a service in St. Paul’s Church, 
and continued conducting services in different parts of New England from 
that time to the last of October last. 


Theld about eighty services, and collected $466 03, all of which my ex- 
penses absorbed. 

I will give you the names of the following places where I officiated during 
that length of time: Bangor, Me.; Augusta, Me.; Lewiston, Me.; Saco, Me.; 
Portland, Me.; Boston, Mass. ; Concord, N. H.; Mexico, N. Y.; Rome, N 
Y.; New Sods City; Newark, N. J.; Philadelphia: Baltimore, Ma.; York, 

‘a. ; Wheeling, W. Va, ; Frederick City, Md.; Staunton, Va. ; Annapolis, Md, ; 
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Richmond, Va.; Petersburg, Va.; Norfolk, Va.; Raleigh, N. C.; Charlotte, 
N. C. ;Cedar Spring, S. C.; Columbia, S. C.; Charleston, S. C.; Savannah, Ga.; 
Atlanta, Ga. ; Cave Spring, Ga, ; Talladega, Ala. ; Montgomery, Ala. ; Mobile, 
Ala.; New Orleans, La.; Austin, Tex. ; Galveston, Tex.; Baton Rouge, 
La.; Jackson, Miss. ; St. Louis, Mo.; Olathe, Kansas ; Jacksonville: wiles 
Potueabul, 0. ; Chicago, Ill. ; Flint, Mich. ; Cincinnati, O.; Danville, Ky. ;

and a few other places. 

I terminated my Southern work with Divine services at Danville, Ky., and 
arrived in Boston, Mass., on the 11th day of August, instead of April, as ex- 
pected. My failure to return as early as at first expected was owing to the 
extensive field traversed, and the calls made upon me. In the course of the 
tour I visited the Deaf-Mute Institutions in the States of New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, Kansas, Illinois, Michigan, 
Indiana, Ohio and Kentucky. The principals of those institutions kindly 
invited the writer to officiate in their respective Chapels, for which they have 


‘his hearty thanks. 


I think that I can safely say that I met with about five thousand deaf- 
mutes during this visitation.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 
The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote the 


temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office shall 


be in the city of New York. 
ARTICLE II. 


Its members shall consist of those persons paying two dollars and upward 
a year toward its support, who shall be elected at any regular meeting of the 


Trustees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at one time, shall be 
eligible to life-membership. 


ARTICLE IIL. 
The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and management of 


a Board of Twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually as hereafter pro- 


vided. The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents, 


a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who shall be selected annually by the said 


Board from their own number, and shall also be officers of the said Board. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least once in three 
months, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven Trustees 
shall form a quorum for the transaction of business, except that no purchase, 
lease, or sale of real estate shall be made, unless two-thirds of the whole 
number are present at the meeting at which it is ordered. The Board shall 
have power to make By-Laws for its own government and for the govern- 
ment of the officers, and to alter and amend the same, and may fill any 
vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 

Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called by the 
President, or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the 
Trustees; but when special meetings are called, the time and place of meet- 
ing and the subject proposed to be considered shall be previously notified to 
the members, and no other subject shall be discussed or acted upon at such 
meetings, 

ARTICLE V. 


The annual meeting of the Sociéty shall be held in St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the city of New York, on the last Wednesday evening of 
October. At this meeting the Society shall elect by ballot twenty-five Trus- 
tees, who shall hold office for the ensuing year and until their successors are 
appointed. J 

At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of the 
Society, the officers specified in Article III. shall be chosen by ballot from 
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among the members of said Board, and shall continue in office until their 
successors are appointed. : 

The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, a report 
of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in relation to 
the funds and property of the Society, and information relative to the object 
of the Society which may be of interest to its members, 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting of 
the members of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present 
consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 


BY-LAWS. 


1, The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treas- 
urer, shall faithfully perform the duties usually intrusted to such officers. 

2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution, from time to 
time, such Special Committees as may be necessary to accomplish most 
effectively the objects of the Society. 

8. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall be 
to take the general oversight of the various departments of work, which, 
shall be adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf- 
mutes. They shall also have power to appoint assistants to the General Man- 


ager, and to fix the salaries which shall be paid to the General Manager and 
assistants. 


4, The General Manager shall be subject to such regulations as the Trus- 
tees may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report of his 
work at every stated meeting of the Trustees. 

5. With the consent of “‘ The Rector, Church-Wardens and vestrymen of 
St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the city of New York,” the meetings of 
the Trustees shall be held in the said church, 


6. At the meetings of the Trustees, the following shall be the order of 
proceedings, viz. : 
. Devotions. 
. Reading of the minutes, 
. Communication from the officers. 
. Report of the General Manager, 
. Reports of Committees. 
. Miscellaneous business. 
. Adjournment, 
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7. Alteration of these By-Laws, proposed at one meeting, can be adopted 
at the next by a two-third vote of the Trustees present, but by unanimous 
consent at a regular meeting, without previous notice.

THE SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
A hurely Allission to Heal Alates. 


For another year we have endeavored to fulfil the duties 
of the important trust, providentially committed to our keep- 
ing, which is defined by the Act of our Incorporation to be 
“the promoting of the temporal and spiritual welfare of 
adult deaf-mutes.” _ 

Our income was somewhat larger than that of the previous 
year, though not quite enough to extinguish a moderate in- 
debtedness contracted during the hard times which we en- 
countered at the very beginning of our existence. This in- 
debtedness is chiefly on account of the rent of our Home for 
the Aged and Infirm. A few thank-offerings from those who 
enjoy the precious gifts of hearing and speech would give 
us the very great gratification of freedom from debt. 

We return our sincere thanks to all who have sent contri- 
butions to our treasury during the year, with the hope that 
they will continue their kind remembrances of our Society. 

We were very much encouraged by the addition of eleven 
names to our list of life-members, which will be found in 
the proper place in this Report. The payment of $100 at one 
time makes the donor eligible for election as a life-member. 

We received nearly $700 from the Twelfth Sunday after 
Trinity offerings in churches representing quite a nuniber of 
the Dioceses of the United States. The list will be found 
in the Acknowledgments for August, September and Octo- 
ber. 

The Rey. Mr. Mann reports several Twelfth Sunday after 
Trinity offerings, which were very properly sent directly to 
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him. His salary for faithful and arduous services has, thus 
far, been quite small. We trust it may be increased during 
the coming year. 

The next Twelfth Sunday after Trinity will be the 15th 
of August, 1880. We respectfully ask the Rectors wf the 
churches of our country that our Society may be remem- 
bered on that day. The following lines, written by our 
General Manager, may serve as a reminder. They were sug- 
gested by the Gospel for the Day : 


The Saviour, while a pilgrim here, 
To every one was kind. 

He spake, in pity, words of cheer 
To deaf and dumb and blind, 


To-day the Gospel tells of one

_ We received $160 from the city of New York, through the 
Commissioners of Estimates and Apportionment. As we 
are striving to prevent deaf mutes from becoming a burden 
to the community by finding situations for them in which 
they can support themselves, in addition to the care of the 
Sick and needy, the aged and infirm, we hope that this ap- 
propriation may be somewhat increased from year to year. 
_ We received $50 as interest from the Ferguson Memorial 

nd of $1,000. This was used directly in support of the 
,Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes. 

The kind-hearted lady referred to in our last report again 
Placed in the hands of our General Manager, to be used in 
his discretion, for sick and poor deaf-mutes, the sum of $200. 

Our relations with St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes are 
Unchanged. Our meetings are held there, and we are sure 
that we have the eyarpathice of the whole parish in our 
Mission to the Deaf-Mutes. By mutual agreement, we fur- 
nish a portion of the support of the Rector and Assistant 
Minister of St. Ann’s, and thus secure a large portion of 
eir time for special work among the deaf-mutes of this and 
Other cities as our General Manager and Assistant. In this 
Way St. Ann’s is able to have an Associate Rector, the Rey. 
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Edward H. Krans, who gives his whole time to the hearing 

and speaking portion of the parish.

E nize our General Manager as their head, in order to cultivate 
a. in the efforts which are made to extend pastoral care 
to the deaf-mutes of our common country. 

In January and February our General Manager spent 
six weeks and a-half in an extensive missionary journey 
through the Southern States, as far as New Orleans. Mr 
Job Turner, by an extensive correspondence, arranged the 
details of the journey and accompanied the General Mana- 
ger. Ten institutions for deaf-mutes were visited, and some 
_ thirty services in the interests of church work among deaf- 

mutes were held. In May, under the guidance of the Rev. 

Mr. Mann, the General Manager atla another missionary 
_ journey as far West as Quinta and Topeka, being absent 

from New York about three weeks, visiting several institu- 
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tions, and holding quite a number of Sunday and week-night 
services. ‘ 

Our Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, at No. 220 
East Thirteenth street, New York, has had a family of eleven 
inmates, under the kind care of Miss Jane Middleton, who 
devotes herself to this labor of love with untiring zeal. Dr. 
Mark H. Williams has given his services for another year, 
and has been repeatedly a great comfort to the Matron and 
her afflicted household. To these and all other friends of 
the Home, we return our thanks for their encouragement 
and aid. Our Building Fund has increased to upwards of 
$6,000. We desire to have, as soon as practicable, perma- 
nent grounds and buildings, where we can provide for more 
of this class, many of whom are suffering the sad isolation 
of alms-houses. We should like, also, to have an Industrial 
School, in which to train for usefulness the unfortunate and 
erring. 

We mentioned in our last report the New England In- 
dustrial Home for Deaf-Mutes. Last January this was re- 
organized and incorporated under the name of the N. E. 
Industrial School for Deaf-Mutes.. Our General Manager is 
one of its Board of ten Trustees. It now owns a farm of 
57 acres, near Beyerly, Massachusetts, and under its Superin- 
tendent, Mr. William B. Swett, has made a good beginning. 
It will soon have an educational department for children, 
under Mr. R. H. Atwood as principal. We commend it to 
the support of all friends of deaf-mutes. 

While wishing a hearty God-speed to all the institutions 
for deaf-mutes in our country, and to various local societies 
which have been organized for the benefit of adult deaf- 
mutes, we entertain the serious conviction that our Society 
has been called on to begin and perfect the systematic pas- 
toral care of the deaf-mute men and women of this nation, 
endeavoring to lead them to the sacramental life of the 
Christian Church, the mystical body of the God-man, Jesus 
Christ, into which the faithful and their children are grafted 
by Holy Baptism. The great advantages of using the sys- 


tem of the Book of Common Prayer in the public worship of . 
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_ Almighty God to deaf-mutes, who have spent so many years 


in acquiring a knowledge of the English language, are be- 
coming so apparent that it seems strange that any can fail 
to recognize them. We feel quite sure that, with the Divine 
blessing, the number of deaf-mute communicants will be in- 
creased from year to year, through the instrumentality of 
our Society. We trust that all the deaf-mutes of our coun- 
try, and all their friends, will see their way more and more 
clearly to encourage and sustain the whole work undertaken 
by this Society. 

We are admonished by the departure to Paradise of such 
esteemed friends as the Rev. Dr. Haight, Mr. Cyrus Curtiss 
and Mr. B. R. Winthrop, that we must do with our might 
what our hands find to do, before others take our places as 
Trustees of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes. We con- 
clude our report by asking the support of Christain people 
and the blessing of our Father in Heaven.

pal, Mr. Ijams. 

Tuesday, 28th—We examined the different departments of the Insti- 
tution, and addressed the teachers and pupils in the chapel. We had an 
evening service in St. John’s Church, Rev. Mr. Duncan, Rector. Most of 
the pupils were present. 

Wednesday, 29th.—Leaving Knoxville at 4 A. M., we reached Cave 
Spring, Ga., about noon, and were taken to the Institution for Deaf-Mutes 
by the Principal, Mr. Connor, Mr. Echols had come over from Atlanta to 
welcome us, and also to visit his little daughter, one of the pupils there. 

Thursday, 30th.—Mr. Connor kindly conducted us through the Insti- 
tution, and gave us the opportunity of addressing the teachers and pupils 
in the chapel. We had a combined service in the evening at the Church of 
the Good Shepherd, Rev. Mr. Eppes, Rector. The pupils generally at- 
tended. 

Friday, 3\st—Having been very hospitably received to the Institu- 
tion for Deaf-Mutes and Blind at Talladega, Alabama, by the principal, Dr. 
Johnson, we went in the evening to the Episcopal Chapel, under the pas- 
toral care of Rey. Mr. Smith, and had‘a combined service. 

Saturday, Feb. 1st.—Having visited the different departments of the In- 
stitution and made an address in the chapel, we left in the afternoon for 
Montgomery, having Dr. Johnson for a fellow passenger. 

Sunday, 2d.—At St. John’s Church, Rey. Dr. Stringfellow, Rector, I 
spoke to the morning congregation in relation to our work. We were 
guests of Dr. Stringfellow, at the Rectory. 

Monday, 3d.—We called on Goy. Cobb at the Capitol, and looked about 
the city. In the evening we started for Mobile. 

Tuesday, 4th.—Rev. Mr. Roberts piloted us about the city during the 
day. In the afternoon we called on Bishop Wilmer at Spring Hill. In the 
evening we had a combined seryice at Trinity Church, Rey. Dr. Massey, 
Rector, 

Wednesday Evening, 5th.—We reached New Orleans, and took quarters 
at the St. James Hotel. 

Thursday, 6th.—We called on Rev. Dr. Kramer, Rector of Christ 
Church, and several deaf-mutes, and arranged for services in Christ Church 
the following Sunday. At 6 P. M. we left for Jackson, Mississippi. 

Friday, Tth.—We reached Jackson at 2 A. M., and went to bed at the 
hotel near the depot. After breakfast with Rev. Mr. Tucker, Rector of St. 
Andrew’s Church, we visited the Institution for Deaf-Mutes, where the 
Principal, Mr. Talbot, showed us kind attention in conducting us through 
the classes. After addresses in the chapel and dinner at the Institution, 
we called on Goy. Stone at the Capitol. In the evening we had services in 
St. Andrew’s. 

Saturday, 8th.—Leaving Jackson at 2 A. M., we returned to New Or- 
leans, We took supper with Mr. D. P. Marcy, a former pupil of mine at 
the New York Institution, and became guests of Rev. Dr. Kramer, 

Sunday, 9th.—We were at Christ Church all day. I assisted in the 
morning service, and heard a sermon from Bishop Quintard. At 4 P. M. 
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we had a service for deaf -mutes, and at 7.30 P. M. a combined service. 
Monday, 10th.—At 5 P. M. we left New Orleans for Savannah, via 
Mobile, Montgomery, Columbus and Macon. 
Wednesday, 12th.—At 7 A. M. we reached Savannah, where, at 7.30 


_ P. M., we hada combined service in Christ Church, Rev. Mr. Boone, Rector. 


Thursday, 13th.—I visited relatives at the Isle of Hope, near Savan- 
nah, and in the evening, at St. Stephen’s Church, I addressed the colored 
congregation on our work, At 9.30 P. M. we started for Charleston. 

Friday, 14th.—Service at 7.39 P. M. in Grace Church, Charleston, Rev. 
Messrs. Judd and Johnson reading and I interpreting. At 9.50 P.M. we 
were off for Wilmington. 

Saturday, 15th.—We reached Wilmington early, and went to St. 
James Parish Home, where we were welcomed by Sister Ruth and Mrs. 
Lawrence, a probationer of the Sisterhood of the Good Shepherd, New 
York. We found there Sistér Ellen, the Presiding Sister, who was making 
them a visit. As Iam the Pastor of this Sisterhood, my time in Wilming- 
ton was divided between the Sisters and the deaf-mutes, 

Sunday, 16th.—In the morning I assisted in the services at St. James 
Church, Rey. Dr. Watson, Rector, and preached. Bishop Atkinson was 
present ; P. M. I addressed two Sunday-Schools ; 4 P. M. spoke of our 
work at St. James, and 7.30 P. M. did the same at St. John’s, Rey. Mr. Pat- 
terson, Rector. 

Monday, 17th.—At 8 P. M. we had service in St. Mark’s Church, colored 
congregation, Rey. Mr. Brady, Pastor 

Tuesday, 18th.—At 8 P. M. we had service in St. Paul’s Church, Rev. Mr. 
Ambler, Rector. 

Wednesday, 19th.—We left Wilmington early and reached Norfolk, Va., 
about5 P.M. In the evening we had service at Christ Church, Rey, Dr, 
Barten, Rector, 

Thursday, 20th.—At 5.80 P. M. we took a Bay Line Steamer for Balti- 
more. y 

Friday, 21st.—Mr. Turner and I parted with each other at Baltimore, 
having had a most remarkable journey of over six weeks in the interests of 
our society. We were everywhere received with hearty hospitality. We 
met many deaf-mutes in the places we visited, and felt that we were the 
means of encouragement to them. I was thankful to reach home that 
afternoon in safety. 

Saturday, 22d.—Was a busy day. I was trying to get hold of my 
work at home. 

Sunday, 23d.—I enjoyed the service at St. Ann’s, and reported my work 
at the South. 

Monday, 24th.—In the evening I lectured on my Southern journey, to 
the Guild of St. Luke’s Church, New York, referring specially to our work 
among deaf-mutes. 

Ash- Wednesday, 26th.—I interpreted for deaf-mutes at the services in 
St. Ann’s Church. In the evening Bishop Bedell preached. Before his 
sermon, as he had been particularly interested in deaf-mutes, formerly asa 
Director in the New York Institution, and latterly as the ordainer of Rev. 
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A. W. Mann to the diaconate, he made an address in relation to our Mis- 
sion. 

Thursday, 2’th.—Was interested in returning a deaf-mute woman to her 
husband in New Jersey. 

Sunday, March 2d.—At St. Ann’s during the day. In the evening I spoke 
of our work at the Church of the Ascension, Greenpoint, Rev. Mr. Stevens 
Rector. 

Monday, 3d.—In the evening I attended a vestry meeting of St. Ann’s 
Church for Deaf-mutes. 

Tuesday, 4th—I wrote an account of my Southern journey for the 
Churchman. 

Thursday, 6th.—At the dead-house, at Bellevue, I read the committal 
over the remains of Rosana Kerley, deaf-mute, who had died in the lunatic 
asylum on Blackwell’s Island. j 

Saturday, 8th.—I met Messrs. Swett and Atwood in Marblehead, and 
consulted about the Industrial Home and School for Deaf-Mutes, and then 
went to Salem. 

Sunday, 9th.—At 10.80 A. M., in St. Paul’s Church, Boston, Rev. Mr. 
Newton, Rector, I spoke of our work, At 3P. M. Iconducted our monthly 
service for deaf-mutes. Mr. Bailey, our deaf-mute lay reader, was pres- 
ent. I baptized a deaf-mute man’and his wife. At 7.30 P. M., in St. Pe- 
ter’s Church, Salem, Rey. Dr. Arey, Rector, we had a combined!service.

Sunday, 23d.—I conducted services at Grace Church, Mexico, Oswego 
county, N. Y., having the deaf-mutes at 3 P. M.

Fourth Sunday after Easter, 11th.—At 10.30 A. M,, injTrinity Church, 
L assisted Rev. Mr. Mortimer in the service, and made a short address 
about our work. Rev. Mr, Mann dined with me at my friend, Mr. Quick’s, 
after which we had a service for deaf-mutes in St. James’ Church. At the 
5 P. M. service I spoke of our Society.

Sunday after Ascension, 25th.—10 80 A. M. I assisted Rev. Mr. Holland 
in St. George’s Church and preached. At 3.30 P. M., in Christ Church, Rey, 
Dr. Schuyler, Rector, we had a service for deaf-mutes, at which I baptized 
Mrs. Chappel, a deaf-mute, who had come sixty miles to receive that 
Holy Sacrament, and the infant daughter of a deaf-mute couple, Mr and 
Mrs. Brown. At 5 P. M. Iheld service in St. Luke’s Hospital, and at 8 P, 
M. we had aservice in the interests of our work, in St. George’s Church. 

Monday, 26th—We visited the School of the Sisterhood of the Good 
Shepherd and addressed the pupils. We then went to the St, Louis Day 
School and examined the classes We were much pleased with the 
methods of Mr. Simpson and the progress of his pupils. We took the 
night train for Indianapolis. 

Tuesday, 2'th.— After calling on Rey. Mr, Bradley and the Rt. Rey. 
Bishop Talbot, we went to the Institution for Deaf-Mutes, and were kindly 
received by the Principal, Mr. MacIntyre.

Wednesday, 28th.—We reached Mr. Mann’s home in Cleveland. Wehad 
a service in Trinity Church, Rev, Dr. Brown, Rector. 

Thursday, 29th.—Mr, and Mrs. Mann and I arrived at Akron, where we 
had evening service in St. Paul’s Church, Rev. Mr. Ganter, Rector. I was 
a guest at the Rectory. 

Friday, 30th.—We passed on to Meadville, Penn.,where we had evening 
service in Trinity Church, Rev. Mr. Carstensen, Rector. 

Saturday, 31st.—I reached home about 11 P. M., after a wonderfully suc- 
cessful missionary journey, entirely planned and carried out by the Rey. 
Mr. Mann. I was treated everywhere with the utmost kindness by the 
clergy and people. At our combined services we had many deaf-mutes, 
who, I trust, received influences which will lead them nearer to Christ in 
the way of his appointment. 

Whitsunday, June 1st.—I was glad to be at St. Ann’s again. Deaf- 
mutes were present at both the morning services, receiving the Holy Com- 
munion. At 3 P. M. I baptized two infants, each having deaf-mute 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Wells and Mr. and Mrs. Stratton. In the evening 
I assisted Rev. Mr. Donald inthe service at the Church of the Intercession. 
My address in relation to our whole work was interpreted by Prof. Jenkins, 
of the Institution. 

Monday in Whitsun Week, 2d.—By invitation of Dr. Peet, I officiated 
at morning prayers in the chapel of the New York Institution for Deaf- 
Mutes. 1 attended vestry meeting of St. Ann’s in the evening 

Tuesday, in Whitsun Week, 8¢d—3.30 P. M. I attended a meeting of 
the Directors of the New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes. At 8 P. M. I 
met quite a number of my deaf-mute friends and others at the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs James Lewis to celebrate their silver wedding. The marriage 
really took place on the 25th of May, 1854, but circumstances rendered it 
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advisable to have the celebration on my fifty-seventh birth-day. It was a 
‘bright and joyous occasion. 

Saturday, *th.—I was in Salem and Beverly, Massachusetts, helping on 
our work. 

Trinity Sunday, 8th.—St. Peter’s Church, Salem, the Rev. Dr. Arey, 
Rector, 9 A. M., I had ashort service for deaf-mutes, and spoke to them 
yery plainly about the principles of our most holy religion. At 10,15 A. 
M. assisted in the service and preached. The Holy Communion was cele- 
prated. Several deaf-mutes received. At 8 P. M., in St Paul’s Church, 
Boston, I held our monthly service, at which I baptized a child of Mr. and 
Mrs. Evans and one of Mr. and Mrs. Welch. 

Monday, 9th.—I reached home before breakfast. I went to the institu- 
tion and attended a meeting of the Committee of Instruction ‘ 

Tuesday, 10th.—At 3.80 P. M.I attended a meeting of the Directors of 
the Institution for Deaf-Mutes, and in the evening was present at the con- 
firmation service in the Church of the Intercession. I interpreted for Rev. 
Mr. Donald and Bishop Seymour. Six deaf-mutes were confirmed, besides 
quite a number of other persons. 

Friday, 13th.—I attended a special meeting of the Directors of the Insti- 
tion at the newly-purchased building and grounds in Tarrytown. + 

Saturday, 14th.—Having helped two deaf-mutes about work, and attend- 
ed to various other matters, I went in the afternoon to the Institution and 
had conversation with an elderly deaf-mute man, who was nearing his end. 
I prayed with him. He seemed much comforted. 

First Sunday after Trinity, 15th.—I was at all the services of St. 
Ann’s to-day, interpreting in the evening. 

Tuesday, 1'7th.—1.30 P. M., at No. 129 East Third street, Rev. Mr Cham- 
berlain and I officiated at the funeral of Mr. Jacob Schumann, a deaf- 
mute. \ ’ 

Wednesday afternoon, 18t2.—I went over to Jersey City and gave the 
Holy Communion to Mr. James O. Clark, a deaf-mute. 

Thursday afternoon, 19th—I was examining classes at the Institution. 
I spent the night with Dr. Peet. 

Friday forenoon, 20th.—I continued examining classes at the Institu- 
tion. At2P. M., at No. 108 East Fifty-fifth street and Greenwood, I offici- 
ated at the funeral of Mr, Washington Durbrow, who always sympathized 
in our work, from having a deaf-mute daughter. h 

Saturday, 21st.—I was busy in Spotswood, New Jersey, about a childof 
deaf-mutes. 

2d Sunday after Trinity, 22d.—I was at St. Ann’s all day. Inthe evening 
I interpreted the sermon of Rey. Mr. Krans. 

Friday, 27th.—I had the pleasure of being present with a large company 
of the friends of Dr. and Mrs. Peet, at their residence on Washington 
Heights, to celebrate their silver wedding. I interpreted the address of 
the Hon. Erastus Brooks and the poem of Rey, Dr. Stoddard, for several 
deaf-mutes. 

Third Sunday after Trinity, 29th.—I was at St. Ann’s. I conducted the 
3 P.M. service for deaf-mutes. , 
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Monday, 30th —I was of some service to my deaf-mute friend, Mr. G, 
W. Schutt, in his leaving the employment of Messrs. Spelman & Brother, 
preparatory to settling in the country. During the month of June I made 
several visits to the Home, and found work for several deaf-mutes. 

Fourth Sunday after Trinity, July 6th.—I was at St. Ann’s allday. A 
large number of deaf-mutes were in attendance on the services. In the 
evening I interpreted the sermon of Rev. Mr. Chamberlain. 

Monday afternoon, Tth.—I acted as interpreter for my friend, Mr. Henry 
J. Haight, in his examination of an extensive incubator at Creskill. It was 
a pleasant episode in my daily duties. 

Friday, 11th.—Mr. Job Turner, our co-laborer in the Southern States, 
called this afternon, on his way to Boston, to make a report of his work. 

Fifth Sunday after Trinity, 18th.—I was alone at St. Ann’s, Rev. 
Mr. Krans being away on his summer vacation, and Rev. Mr. Chamberlain 
being in Philadelphia. 

Tuesday, 15th.—The thirty-fourth anniversary of my marriage was passed 
with some friends, deaf-mutes and others, in an excursion to Manhattan 
Beach. 

Wednesday, 16th.—I went with the pic-nic of the Manhattan Literary 
Association of Deaf-Mutes up the Hudson River to Excelsior Park, The 
company consisted of about 300 persons. I took with me seven inmates 
of the Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes. 

Saturday, 19th.—I received a telegram, asking if I could-attend the 
funeral of Mr. Stevenson, deaf-mute, in Philadelphia, I regretted I could 
not go. 

Sixth Sunday after Trinity, 20th._—I was at Trinity Church, Asbury 
Park. At the 4 P, M. service I made an address and alluded to our work 
among the deaf-mutes, 

Seventh Sunday after Trinity, 27th.—I conducted the services of St. 
Paul’s Church, Albany, in the absence of the Rector, Rey. Dr. Reese, the 
quarterly one for deaf-mutes being at 2.30 P. M. 

Friday, Aug. 1st.—I called on a deaf-mute young woman at Ayer’s Junc- 
tion, and in the evening at the Church of the Good Shepherd, Nashua, N. 
H., held a combined service with the Rector, Rev. Mr. LeRoy. 

Saturday, 2d.—I reached Hooksett, N. H., and was entertained by my 
deaf-mute friends, Mr, and Mrs. Head. In the evening I attended a meet- 
ing of the Granite State Deaf-Mute Mission. 

Sunday, 3d.—At the Union Church in Hooksett, Rev. Mr. Kellogg, pas- 
tor, I addressed the morning congregation on our work, and at 1 P. M. held 
aservice for deaf-mutes, assisted by Mr. Job Turner. Short addresses were 
made by Mr Thomas Brown and his son, Mr. Lewis Brown, of Michigan. 
In the afternoon I called on an aged and infirm deaf-mute woman, and 
offered a prayer with her. 

Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, the 4th, 5th, 6th and 7th, my 
wife and I had a pleasant visit at the Beverly Farm, where a Board of 
Trustees of which Iam a member have established an Industrial School 
for the deaf-mutes of New England. I consulted with the Superintendent, 
Mr. Wm. B. Swett, and attended a meeting of the Trustees. 
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Sunday, 10th and 17th.—I officiated in Trinity Church, Asbury Park, and 
made a visit at the House of the Good Shepherd, where the Sisterhood of 
the Good Shepherd of New York gave fresh air and great comfort to a num- 
ber of women and children from the heated and crowded tenement houses 
of New York. Among the children was a bright deaf-mute boy, as yet too 
young to be sent to the Institution. 

Monday, 18th.—I attended the funeral of the Rt, Rev. Bishop Odenheimer, 
at St. Mary’s Church, Burlington, N. J. 

Wednesday, 20th.—I was present at the funeral of Mr. R. B. Winthrop, 
in St. Mark’s Church, N. Y. 

Saturday, 23d.—My wife and I reached Columbus, Ohio, and were wel- 
comed to the Institution for Deaf-Mutes by the Superintendent, Mr. Fay. 
At 10 A. M. the Alumni Association of the Institution held its opening ses- 
sion in the chapel. I offered prayers and made an address, 

Sunday, 24th.—At 11 A. M. I officiated at Trinity Church, in the absence 
of the Rector, Rev. Mr. Babcock. At P. M.,in the Institution Chapel, 
assisted in the service by Rev. A. W. Mann; I baptized four children, each 
having deaf-mute parents. In the evening, at Trinity Church, Rey. Mr. 
Mann and I conducted a combined service. 

Monday, 25th.—I spent the night in Cleveland with Rev. Mr. Mann, and 
consulted with him in relation to our Mission. 

Wednesday, 27th.—We were in attendance upon the Biennial Convention 
of the Empire State Deaf-Mute Association in Buffalo. Dr, Peet, the Prin- 
cipal of the New York Institution, and I acted as interpreters, and made 
addresses. Rev. Dr. Van Bokkelen, Rector of Trinity Church, and Rev. Dr. 
Chester, Principal of the Buffalo Female Academy, contributed largely to 
the success of the convention. In the evening we had a combined service 
in Trinity Church, at which I baptized 4 deaf-mute young man. 

Thursday, 28th— At 7 A. M., in Trinity Church, we had a celebration of 
the Holy Communion. The service was attended by quite a number of our 
deaf-mute friends and others. At 12 o’clock we joined the members of the 
convention in a delightful excursion to Niagara Falls. 

Saturday, 30th.—Reached Saratoga Springs as guests of the Rector of 
Bethesda Church, Rey. Dr. Carey. 

Sunday, 31st, the Twelfth after Trinity —The day on which ‘‘ The Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mutes ” desires offerings from the churches throughout 
the country. I assisted in the morning service of Bethesda Church, and 
made a short address in relation to our mission, The Rt. Rey. Bishop 
Elliott, of Northern Texas, preached. At 3.30 P. M. we had a service for 
deaf-mutes, and in the evening a combined service. It proved a very en- 
couraging day for our work. Friends of deaf-mutes had decorated the altar 
and chancel rail, in special commemoration of this twelfth Sunday after 
Trinity. 

Friday, September 5th.—In the Court of General Sessions I interpreted 
in the case of an uneducated deaf-mute man, charged with burglary. He 
was convicted and sent to the penitentiary for six months. If our idea of 
a farm on which to place our Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, and 
also an Industrial School, in which to train the erring and unfortunate, had 
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been a reality, we could have given this poor man at least a trial. My 
earnest prayer went up that we might soon be able to carry our plans into 
effect. 

Sunday, 7th.—I officiated at all the services of St. Ann’s. At both the 
celebrations of the Holy Communion, deaf-mutes were present. In the 
evening I interpreted the sermon of my associate, Rey. Edward H. Krans, 

Monday, 8th.—I visited the New York Institute for Deaf-Mutes; offici- 
ated at morning prayers in the chapel, and attended a meeting of the Com- 
mittee of Instruction. 

Sunday, 14th,—In St. Peter’s Church, Salem, Mass., I assisted Rev. Dr, 
Arey, the Rector, at 10,15 A. M., and baptized the infant of Mr. and Mrs, 
Southwick, deaf-mutes. At% P. M., in St. Paul’s Church, Boston, I con- 
ducted our monthly service, and baptized three children of a deaf-mute 
couple. At 7.30 P. M., in St. Peter’s Church, Beverly, I interpreted the 
service as read by the Rector, Rev. Mr. Welwood, and, also, the sermon-of 
Rt. Rev. Bishop Paddock, who held a confirmation there. 
were confirmed. I hoped some would be ready at the next visitation. 

Monday, 15th.—I attended a meeting of the Trustees of the New England 
Industrial School for Deaf-Mutes, at the Beverly Farm. 

Friday, 19th.—Mr. Morrison, the Principal of the Maryland Institution 
for the Blind, in Baltimore, called on me in the evening to meet Mr, James 
S. Wells by appointment. After a consultation of some length, he informed 
Mr. Wells that he was appointed to be the teacher of the deaf-mute 
children in the Maryland Institution for Colored Blind and Deaf-Mutes, 
and would be expected to enter upon his duties soon after the 1st of Octo- 
ber. It was also understood that Mr. Wells would be lay reader and pastor 
among the adult deaf-mutes in Baltimore, holding Sunday afternoon services 
in the Sunday-School room of Grace Church, Rev. Dr. Leeds, Rector. As 
Mr. Wells had been one of our most useful deaf-mute co-workers in New 
York, I was thankful for this call to a field in which he could be so useful 
and efficient. 

Saturday, 20th,.—I officiated at the funeral of Mr. Samuel Holmes, in St. 
John’s Church, Stamford, Conn. Mr. Holmes had been Senior Warden of 
St. Ann’s Church, and had always taken a warm interest in our work among 
deaf-mutes. 

Sunday, 21st.—At St. Ann’s. Evening, interpreted for deaf-mutes. 

Wednesday, 24th.—I attended at the sessions of the Diocesan Convention 
in St. John’s Chapel, and then went over to Jersey City to give the Holy 
Communion to a dying deaf-mute man. In the evening, in Brooklyn, I 
married Mr. Darne and Miss Compton. The latter is the daughter of a 
deaf-mute couple, whom I had married twenty-eight years before. 

Sunday, 28th.—At St. Ann’s. Evening, I interpreted for deaf-mutes. 

Tuesday, 30th.—3.30 P..M., I attended a meeting of the Directors of the 
New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes. 10 P. M.,I left New York for 
Washington. 

Wednesday, October 1st.—I visited the Columbia Institution for Deaf- 
Mutes in Washington, of which my brother, Edward M. Gallaudet, LL. D., 
is the President. I officiated *at prayers in the Primary Department, and 
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also in the chapel of the National Deaf-Mute College, in which are gathered 
sixty young men from different parts of the country, enjoying great advan- 
tages for culture. 

Thursday, 2d.—At 8 P. M., in Grace Church, Baltimore, we had a com- 
bined service. I introduced Mr. James S. Wells to the deaf-mutes of Baiti- 
‘more as their lay-reader and pastor. Addresses were made by Mr. William 
R. Barry, Mr. F. D. Morrison and Rev. Dr. Leeds, the Rector. It was an 
interesting event in the history of our Society. 

Friday, 3d.—I was busy with Mr. Morrison and Mr. Wells, in Baltimore. 
Ispoke of our work to upwards of 500 young ladies, in the High School, 
under Professor Hollingshead. In the evening I attended service in St. 
“Mary’s Church for Colored People, Rev. Mr. Perry, Pastor, and addressed 
them in relation to our Mission. Mr. Wells expressed a few thoughts in 
‘signs. I interpreted orally. Rev. Mr. Payne and his associates in Mt. Cal- 
yary Church were present. 

_ Sunday, 5th.—I preached the Twenty-seventh Anniversary Sermon of St. 
Ann’s Church. In the evening, at Trinity Mission Chapel, Rey. Dr. Pennell 
and I conducted a combined service. 

_ Wednesday, 8th.—Mr. Job Turner came to consult with me respecting his 
appointments. I wrote several letters for him. 

Sunday, 12th.—At St. Ann’s in the morning. At 8P. M., in the chapel 
of St. Ann’s Church, Brooklyn, I conducted our monthly service for deaf- 
mutes. Rey. Mr. Chamberlain, having returned from his vacation, officiated 
in St. Ann’s, N. Y. In the evening I preached on our Mission in St. Augus- 
_tine’s Chapel, New York, Rey. Mr. Kimber, Minister in charge. 

Monday, 13th.—I attended a meeting of the Committee of Instruction, at 
the New York Institution, and in the evening a.vestry meeting of St. Ann’s 
Church. 

Tuesday, 14th.—1I attended a meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
New York Institution, at the recently purchased grounds in Tarrytown, 
} where 50 boys, under twelve years of age, are at school in a beautiful home 

overlooking the Hudson River. At 3.30 P. M., a few friends and myself 
went to the adjoining residence of Prof. Van Tassell and wife, deaf-mutes, 
where I baptized their infant son. 

Saturday, 18th.—I went to Philadelphia and was kindly received as a 
guest at the Pennsylvania Institution for Deaf-Mutes. I called on Rey. Mr. 
Syle and others. 

Sunday, 19th.—At 9 A. M., in St. Stephens’ Church, I administered the 
Holy Communion to fifty deaf-mutes, and at 2.30 P. M. conducted service 
for a large congregation. I assisted the Rev. Dr. Rudder at 11 A.M. and 
4P.M. 

Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, 21st, 22d, 238d, and 24th.—I 
was in attendace upon the sessions of the Church Congress in Albany, en- 
joying the hospitality of Mr. and Mrs. Rathbun, and having several oppor- 
tunities of saying a good word for our mission. On Thursday afternoon I 


went to Brooklyn to marry Mr. Wm. E. Dean and Miss El D. 
deaf-mutes, and returned at 11 P. M. mina D. Clapp, 


Saturday, 25th.—In the evening I addressed the Deaf-Mute Literary Club 
in Troy. Mr. Job Turner was present. 
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Sunday, 26th.—In Albany I assisted in the service and preached at the 
Church of the Holy Innocents, at 10.80 A.M., and in St. Paul’s Mission 
Chapel at 7.30 P.M. At 2.30 P. M., in St. Paul’s Church, I conducted our 
quarterly service for deaf-mutes. Mr. Job Turner assisted me. 

Wednesday, 29th.—I was at home and was of some service to deaf-mutes, 
In the evening, at St. Ann’s Church, I attended the monthly meeting of the 
Trustees, and afterwards the annual meeting of the society. 

In addition to this detailed sketch of my work through another year, | 
haye accomplished something in the way of obtaining employment for deaf- 
mute men and women. Ihave given considerable time to the Home. [I 
have conducted a large correspondence and tried to render, in various other 
ways, the work our Society has undertaken, more comprehensive and effec- 
tive.

GENTLEMEN: I beg leave to report the services enumerated below, as 
rendered since your last meeting: 

On the Sundays, November 3d, 1878, and January 5th, 1879, 1 conducted 
services in the sign language in the Sunday School building of Grace 
Church, Baltimore. On the afternoon of December 1st, 1878, after an in- 
formal meeting with the mutes in the above named place, I interpreted 
evening prayer and the sermon of the Rector, Rey. Dr. Leeds, in Grace 
Church. 

The Sundays, December 8th and 29th, 1878, and Janwary 12th and 26th, 
1879, I officiated at the service for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church, N. Y. 

Saturday Hoening, Nov. 9ih, 1878.—I attended a meeting of the Granite 
State Deaf Mute Mission at Amherst, N. H., serving as interpreter for the 
hearing people present, and also making an address in signs. 

Sunday Morning, November 10th.—In the Congregationalist Church at 
Amherst I interpreted for the deaf-mutes the service conducted by the 
pastor, the Rey. Dr. Davis, and for the hearing part of the congregation 
the addresses of several deaf-mute gentlemen, and then gave orally a brief 
account of our Mission, while Prof. Job Turner addressed the mutes. In 
the afternoon I read orally a service from the Prayer Book, Prof. Turner 
reading the same in signs, after which I delivered a sermon in both lan- 
guages at once. In the evening I served as interpreter at a prayer meet- 
ing conducted by a deaf-mute gentleman. At the close I made an address 
in signs, and pronounced the benediction. 

Sunday, November 17th.--I told the story of our Mission to a Methodist 
Sunday School at Craftsbury, Vermont, where I was visiting my aged 
mother. 

Sunday, November 24th.—I addressed the Sunday School of St. Paul’s 
Church, Burlington, Vermont, regarding our work, and the same evening 
preached in the church, making extended mention of our work in my ser- 
mon. 

Sunday Morning, December 15th.—I preached at St. Andrew’s Church, 
Harlem, closing my sermon with a plea for our Mission. In the afternoon 
I conducted the regular monthly service for deaf-mutes in the same church. 

Sunday Afternoon, December 22d.—I conducted the monthly sign service 
in Christ Church, Williamsburgh. After the service, at No. 84 Wythe Ave., 
Brooklyn, E. D., I baptized a child of deaf-mute parents, 

Friday Evening, January 3d, 1879.—In St. Ann’s Church, Bane pone, 
Maryland, I addressed a congregation in behalf of our work. 

Friday Evening, January 10th.—In. the Church of the Epiphany, Wash- 
ington, D. C., l interpreted Evening Prayer, made a short address in signs, 
and spoke orally of our Mission. 
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Sunday, January 19th.—At 9 A. M., in St. Stephen’s Church, Philadel - 
phia, I administered the Holy Communion to about thirty deaf-mutes. In 
the afternoon I read service and preached in signs at the same place. After 
the latter service I attended the session of the Bible class in the adjoining 
Sunday School building, and made an address enforcing some practical ap- 
plications of the lesson they had considered under the direction of their 
usual instructors. 

Besides the services above enumerated, I have frequently visited the 
Home and ministered to the deaf and dumb in various ways ; among other 
things, dispensing to several needy families some coal supplied for that 
purpose, through the kindness of Mr. J. F. Black, by the Relief Associa- 
tion of the New York Cotton Exchange,

Sunday Morning, March 2d.—I officiated in St. Barnabas’ Church, Provi- 
dence, R. I., and in my sermon gave some account of the work of the 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes. In the afternoon I read service and 
preached in the sign language in the chapel of Grace Church, Providence, 
and also made a short oral address in relation to our work, to a considerable 
congregation of hearing people who were present. 

Sundays, March 9th and 23d.—I officiated for the mutes in St. Ann’s 
Church, N.Y. 

Sunday, 16th.—I conducted the regular monthly service for deaf-mutes in 
St. Andrew’s Church, Harlem. 

Sunday, 30th.—I conducted a sign service in Grace Church, Allentown, 
Penn, The evening of the same day, in the same church, I preached orally, 
and told the story of our mission. 

Sunday, April 6th.—I held the regular monthly service for deaf-mutes in 
the chapel of Grace Church, Baltimore. 
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Tuesday Hvening, &th.—I delivered a lecture in signs in the same place. 

Easter Sunday, 13th.—I conducted sign service again in the same place. 

Sunday Afternoon, 20th.—I baptized two deaf-mutes in St. Stephen’s 
Church, Philadelphia. 

Monday Evening, 21st.—I read service and preached in the sign language 
in the chapel of St. Stephen’s Church. 

Sunday, 27th —I conducted the mute service in St, Ann’s Uhurch, N. Y. 

Thursday, April 17th.—I officiated at the funeral of a child of deaf-mute 
parents in Brooklyn. 

Tuesday Hvening, April 1st.—I commenced a Bible-class in the Sunday- 
school room of St. Ann’s Church, N. Y. 

Ihave during the past three months several times visited our ‘‘ Home for 
Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes ;” have visited numerous deaf-mute families 
and individuals in the various cities named above, and have ministered to 
the deaf and dumb in various ways, which need not be specified in this 
report.

T have also, at various times, visited your Home for Aged and Infirm 
Deaf-Mutes, and done the best I could to meet the many calls for counsel 
and assistance which are constantly recurring, but cannot be enumerated 
in a report. 

October 29th, 1879.—I beg leave to report that on each of the five Sundays 
in August, and on the Sundays, October 12th and 26th, I conducted the 
usual sign services in St. Ann’s Church, New York. During September 
and the early part of October I was away for vacation. 

Sunday, September 21st.—In St. Andrew’s Church, St. Johnsbury, Ver- 
mont, Rev. N. F, Putnam, Rector, I held a service for deaf-mutes, and 
also addressed a hearing congregation in relation to our work. 

Tuesday Hvening, Octobér 14th.—I re-opened the Bible class for deaf- 
mutes in the basement of St. Ann’s Church, New York, and have conduct- 
ed it each week since. 

Tuesday, October 21st.—In Jersey City, I officiated at the funeral of Mr. 
James O. Clark, a deaf-mute, whom I had visited several times during his 
sickness, and to whom at one of my visits I administered the Holy Com- 
munion, 

Friday, August 1st.—I attended two funerals where deaf-mute relatives 
and friends of the deceased were present, for whom I interpreted the ser- 
vices. 

I have frequently interpreted portions of the services at St. Ann’s; have 
on various occasions visited our ‘“‘ Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf. Mutes ;” 
have visited mutes at their own homes ; and have served in various ways 
which need not be here enumerated.

BALTIMORE, MD. 


The Rector, the Rev. Dr. Leeds, has manifested unabated interest in this 
department of our work. During the most of the year our Assistant 'Gen- 
eral Manager assisted Rev. Dr. Leeds in the Communion service on the first 
Sunday of the month, and held a service for deaf-mutes in the afternon. 
About $120 were contributed to defray traveling expenses. On the first of 
October, Mr. James 8. Wells removed from New York to Baltimore, having 
been appointed teacher of deaf-mutes in the Maryland Institution for Colored 
Blind and Deaf-Mutes. He received a license from Bishop Whittingham, with 
the approval of Rev. Dr. Leeds, to be a lay-reader and pastor among the deaf- 
mute residents of Baltimore. He conducts a service for deaf-mutes every 
Sunday at 3 P. M., in the Sunday-school room of Grace Church. He re- 
ports having received during the month of October, to‘help him in his 
work, from St. Mary’s Church, Baltimore, $5 66, and from the collections 
at the service for deaf-mutes $3 21.

The Rev. William Rudder, D. D., Rector. The Rev. Henry Winter Syle, 


M. A., Minister-in-charge. Owing to the prolonged and continued illness of 
Mr. Syle, only an imperfect report of this work can be given. Baptisms, 
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adults 7, infants 1, total 8; confirmed, 6; communicants, 66; marriages, 
2. Money receipts from all sources: offertory, $23 87 ; collections in church, 
$73 73 ; other sources, $101 87; total, $198 97. 

The above was taken from the Parochial Report of St. Stephen’s Church, 
at the Convention of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, May 6th, 1879. 

During the illness of Rey. Mr. Syle, the Sunday afternoon services have 
been continued by Messrs. Stephenson and Fortescue, deaf-mute lay-read- 
ers, with occasional visits from Rey. Dr. Gallaudet and Rev. Mr. Chamber- 
lain. The Holy Communion has been celebrated on the third Sunday of the 


month at 9 A. M., with an attendance of about 50 deaf-mutes. The Clerc 


Literary Association, the Ephphatha Guild, and the Bible-classes for men 
and women have continued their work throughout the year. The deaf- 
mutes of Philadelphia are reaping the results of the earnest labors of the 
Rev. Mr. Syle in previous years. God grant that with restored health and 


strength he may soon be able to resume the duties of this very important 
mission. 


Deaf-Mute Miggion of St. Paul's Church, 


ALBANY, N. Y. 


The Rey. J. Livingston Reese, D. D., Rector. Services for deaf-mutes 
have been held in this church since 1859. During the past year quarterly 
services were heldon the last Sundays of January, April, July and October. 
Deaf-mutes from surrounding cities and towns attend these services. Quite 
a number have been led to become communicants. The abiding interest of 
the Rector in this work has been very gratifying. During the year it re- 
ceived the offerings at the quarterly services, amounting to $14 62, and the 
12th Sunday after Trinity offerings, $28 81; in all, $42 93. 


Report of Rev. A.W. Mann, 


In Charge of Deaf-Mute Missions at the West. 


The REY. THOMAS GALLAUDET, D. D., General Manager Ch. M. to D. MW: 


Another year of itinerary work has just closed. I feel greatly encouragéd 
and very thankful as I look back at the results. The attendance at the 
services has steadily increased. The particular relation of the Prayer Book 
to our friends becomes better understood by themselves and their hearing 
brethren, I have frequently met persons who have come long distances to 
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attend worship in a familiar language. Letters have come from several 
inquiring when it will be possible for me to come out their way with a 
service. 

During the year several new places have been added to the list of mission 
stations. Services have been held at Cleveland, Akron, Marion, Cincin- 
nati, Columbus, Dayton, Delaware and Portsmouth, Ohio ; Pittsburg and 
Meadville, Pa ; Buffalo, N. Y.; Detroit, Jackson, Flint, Grand Rapids and 
Niles, Michigan ; Indianapolis, South Bend, Muncie and Michigan City, 
Indiana ; Chicago and Rockford, Ilinois; St. Louis, Missouri.; and at sev- 
eral State educational institutions for deaf-mutes, at the invitation of those 
in charge. 

Re-unions of deaf-mute graduates are becoming general in this country. 
I have attended several this year, and sought the opportunity of presenting 
to them the services of the Church, These re-unions are beneficial in vari- 
ous ways. 

I have also attended several Diocesan conventions, and convocations of 
the Clergy, and taken occasion to call attention to the Mission through 
brief reports and addresses. These have generally been incorporated into 
the journals and reports of such meetings. 

At several places I have interpreted in the celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion for the deaf-mute communicants, I have also interpreted at the 
baptism of several persons, and administered this sacrament myself to 
several. 

The number of baptisms during the year is twenty-five ; infants, eleven ; 
adults, fourteen ; confirmations, twenty-six ; communicants, eighty-six, and 
burials, one. I have been present at most of the confirmations where deaf- 
mutes have been presented. I have assisted one or two persons to find 
employment ; and visited at a hospital a man who had been fearfully in- 
jured by walking on the railroad. He afterwards died. I have performed 
the marriage ceremony four times. 

During the month of May I traveled with the General Manager. Special 
services were held at Michigan City, Chicago, Peoria, Rock Island, Daven- 
port, Des Moines, Council Bluffs, Omaha, St. Joseph, Atchison, Topeka, 
Kansas City, St. Louis, Indianapolis, Cleveland, Akron and Meadville. 
These services were attended by both hearing and deaf-mute. We were 
allowed the opportunity of imparting information not generally had re- 
garding a much needed religious enterprise. 

In the eleven Dioceses I am serving, there are in round numbers 8,000 
deaf-mutes, a large proportion of whom are educated. At present I am able 
to reach directly only about 2,000 of them. All will readily see the need of 
more missionaries, and the means of paying them. We ask all churches to 
devote an offering each year to this much needed mission. 

Being aware of the impossibility of reaching all those needing my minis- 
trations, 1 have sought the aid of the clergy at different places, asking them 
to use means to lead the deaf-mutes within their respective cures to the 
regular services, and encourage them to attend regularly by inducing friends 
to show them the places in the Prayer book during Divine worship. After 
being helped this way fora while many have become able to find the 
places alone. A 
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This report would be incomplete without any reference to the usual fa_ 
vors received at the hands of several railway managers, and to the kindnegg 
of the publishers of church papers who have given space in their columns 
to notices and appeals. [have received many tokens of kindly interest jn 
my labors from Bishops, clergy and laity, for which I am very thankful, 

Atthe request of the Bishops under whom I serve, the Committee on 
Domestic Missions have raised my stipend from $200 to $300 per annum, 
Other stipends are received from several dioceses, as will be seen below. 

Mr. R. P. McGregor reports having held services under his lay-reader’s 
license every other Sunday in the lecture room of St. John’s Church, Cin- 
cinnati. He also held one service for me at Grace Church, Cleveland. 

I regret to lose the good services of Mr. E. P. Holmes, the Chicago lay- 
reader, who has removed td Nebraska City, Neb. I hope the way will open 
to his taking up again the work in his new home. 

Mr. D. A. Simpson, of St. Louis, reports having received a license from 
Bishop Robertson. He has read the evening service every other Sunday 
afternoon at Christ Church, Rev. Dr. Schuyler, rector. Mrs. Bailey and 


daughter have shown the same interest in the growth of the mission in St. 
Louis, and helped greatly to keep up the attendance at the services. 

Recently the deaf-mutes of Jackson, Mich., began to meet in the chapel 
of St. Paul’s Church every Sunday afternoon for worship. One of their 
number reads the service and a short sermon.

From this amount of, $932 04 were paid our joint expenses of $222 79 
during the Sourthern tour made the latter part of last winter. The resi- 
due, $709 25, has been applied to the payment of actual expenses of this

provide means for the prosecution of the work I am called upon to per- 
form. 

I presume you will, in your report, make some allusion to the visitation, 
in which it was my privilege to accompany you, to the Southern field of 
our labor. I shall always remember this tour with great pleasure. 

Were I to give a detailed account of my journeyings and work, as well 
as expression tomy appreciation of the kindness shown me on all sides and 
at every hand, my report would occupy more space than could well be ac- 
corded it. 

May the Lord continue to advance and prosper‘the cause undertaken by 
the Church Mission, and accord to you renewed blessings for the noble

Report of Mr. William Bailey. 


Mr. Bailey and his wife were confirmed in December, by the Rt. Rev.

He has been of special help 
in maintaining the monthly services for deaf-mutes in St. Paul’s Church, 
Boston. During the year there was received for the work in Boston, $20 
from Trinity Church, through Rev. Dr. Brooks, and $15 at the monthly 
services in St. Paul’s Church. It was used in expenses. 


Report of Miss Jane Middleton, 


Matron of the Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, No. 320 Hast Thir- 
teenth Street, New York. 


Miss Middleton has continued for another year to devote herself, without 
salary, to the kind care of eleven inmates. In this afflicted family there is 
scarcely any cessation to anxiety and watchfulness on the part of the one 
who has providentially been called to act as the mother, It is due to her to 
say that in the peculiar trials incident to all new undertakings, she has 
practiced great self-sacrifice. More means are needed to lighten her cares 
and labors. She has received some board money, and has, therefore, drawn 
from our treasury, for the current expenses of the year, only $1,051. The 
Annual Reception and Sale, the Thanksgiving and Christmas dinners and 
various excursions brought special pleasure to the inmates. 

Visits from quite a number of kind-hearted friends have contributed 
much to encourage this Christian Home for those who are peculiarly unfit- 
ted to take care of themselves in sorrow and adversity. Sincere thanks are 
returned for various newspapers, pamphlets and books. The Educator, 
the Deaf-Mutes’ Journal and Mirror have been kindly sent another year.

THE CHAIRMAN’S REPORT. 


GHNTLEMEN : 

We respectfully submit to your notice this brief report concerning our 
transactions since this day last year: 

Myself being absent from this city in 1877 and ’8, the Secretary, Mr, 
Newell, and the Treasurer, Mr. Fitzgerald, managed the business with in- 
telligence and fidelity, for which they are fairly entitled to a full commen. 
dation from you on this occasion. 

The slow but steady increase of our fund has in the last two years grown 
almost wholly by the interests accruing from the deposits, including Dr. I, 
Lewis Peet’s, in banks, and the loans tendered to St. Ann’s Church, our 
appointed collectors and other persons who generously and gratuitously of- 
fered to collect donations for our fund having been compelled, by the pro- 
tracted hard-times, to cease their labors, The building fund now amounts 
to 5,774 dollars and 69 cents—an amount probably sufficient for our pur- 
pose just at this time or in the Spring of 1880. There is good reason to be- 
lieve that property—such as was briefly described in my former reports for 
our proposed Home—may still be had in any of the neighboring counties 
of this State for a very moderate price. 

And, should such a longed-for object as the above actually come into our 
possession, with a modest but comfortable home, either already built or to 
be erected thereupon early next year, nothing will be more pleasant for us 
all to see than aged and infirm deaf-mutes in more numbers hastening 
thither to pass their remaining years in comfort and happiness.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central 
office shall be in the city of New York. 


ARTICLE ITI. 


Its members shall consist of those persons paying two dollars and up- 
wards a year towards its support, who shall be elected at any regular 
meeting of the Trustees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at 
one time shall be eligible to life-membership. 


ARTICLE III. 

The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and manage- 
ment of a Board of Twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually as 
hereafter provided. The officers of the Society shall be a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who shall be selected 
annually by the said Board from their own number, and shall also be 
officers of the said Board. 

ARTICLE Iv. 

The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least oncein three 
months, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven 
Trustees shall form a quorum for the transaction of business, except 
that no purchase, lease, or sale of real estate shall be made, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number are present at the meeting at which it is 
ordered. The Board shall have power to make By-Laws for its own 
government and for the government of the officers, and to alter and 
amend the same, aud may fill any vacancy which may occur in the 
Board or among its officers. 

Special meeeings of the Board and of the Society may be called by 
the President, or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of 
the Trustees; but when special meetings are called, the time and place 
of meeting and the‘subject proposed to be considered shall be previously 
notified to the members, and no other subject shall be discussed or acted 
upon at such meetings. 

ARTICLE V: 

The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church 
for Deaf-Mutes, in the city of New York, on the last Wednesday even™ 
ing of October. At this meeting the Society shall elect by ballot 
twenty-five Trustees, who shall hold office for the ensuing year and un- 
til their successors are appointed. 

. At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of 
the Society, the officers specified in Article III. shall be chosen by ballot 
from among the members of said Board, and shall continue in office 
until their successors are appointed. 
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The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, a re- 
port of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in 
relation to the funds and property of the Society, and information rel- 
ative to the objects of the Society which may be of interest to its men. 
bers. 

ARTICLE VI. 


The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting 
of the members of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then 
present consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board 
of Trustees. 
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BY-LAWS. 


1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary and 
Treasurer shall faithfully perform the duties usually intrusted to such 
officers, 


2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution, from time 
to time, such Special Committees as may be necessary to accomplish 
most effectively the objects of the Society. 


8. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall 
be to take the general oversight of the various departments of work, 
which shall be adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual welfare 
of adult deaf-mutes. They shall also have power to appoint assistants 
to the General Manager, and to fix the salaries which shall be paid to 
the General Manager and assistants. 


4, The General Manager shall be subject to such regulations as the 
Trustees may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report 
of his work at every stated meeting of the Trustees. 


5. With the consent of “The Rector, Church-Wardens and vestrymen 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the city of New York,” the 
meetings of the Trustees shall be held in the said church. 


6. At the meetings of the Trustees, the following shall be the order 
of proceedings, viz. : 
E 1. Devotions. 
2. Reading of the minutes. 
3. Communication from the officers. 
4, Report of the General Manager. 
. Reports of Committees. 
. Miscellaneous business. 
7. Adjournment. ' 


7. Alteration of these By-Laws, proposed at one meeting, can be 
adopted at the next by a two-thirds vote of the Trustees present, but’ 
by unanimous consent at a regular meeting, without previous notice.

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THE EIGHTH ANNIVERSARY 


Of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes was held in St. Thomas’ 
Church, New York, on Sunday, February 27th, 1881, at 3.30 
P.M. The service was read by the Rev. Dr. Morgan and the 
Rey. Mr. Mackay-Smith, and interpreted for the deaf-mutes, who 
formed a part of the large congregation, by the Rev. Dr. Gallau- 
det and the Rev. Mr. Chamberlain. The Rev. Dr. Morgan, in a 
short address. of welcome, commended the objects of the Society, 
and gave it a hearty God-speed in its future work. The sermon 
was preached by the Rey. Mr. Mackay-Smith, from Acts xx, 35, 
““Remember the words of the Lord Jesus, how He said, it is 
more blessed to give than to receive.” Rev. Dr. Gallaudet gave a 
synopsis of the Eighth Annual Report. The offerings amounted 
to $290. The Bishop of the Diocese presided, and gave the 
benediction.

THE EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
A hareh Alission, to Deaf-Hntes. 
sS ]  —_—_—— 


It is with hearts full of gratitude to the divine Master who 
has so graciously opened the ways before us, that we report the 
work of another year in the execution of the important trust 
committed to us. As we have sincerely endeavored to follow 
the leadings of the providence of Him who looks with tender 
merey upon human imperfections, we humbly trust that our 
labors have His approval, and that our report of them will meet 
the approbation of those, our fellow-men, whose representatives 
we are in these matters, 

Our financial condition has not improved as we hoped it 
would. We shall not attempt to point out an adequate reason 
for this. Our ministries have probably reached directly more 
than 2,500 deaf-mutes, and incidentally many more. An in- 
come of $10,000 would have met our current expenses, and also 
covered our outstanding indebtedness. We venture to affirm 
that no congregation of equal numbers in the land pays a less 
sum for its religious privileges, and that no charitable association 
whose beneficiaries are so numerous and so widely scattered can 
successfully prosecute its work with a smaller income. The 
needs of those we aim to benefit are peculiar, and to meet those 
needs effectively requires unusual appliances. The deaf and 
dumb are not paupers in larger percentage than are hearing 
people, so the force of our appeal does not lie in that direction; 
yet the most of them are in such circumstances of life that it is 
necessary for them to earn their own living, They face that 
necessity cheerfully, and are competent to grapple with it sue- 
cessfully, if only opportunity to work be afforded them; but 
owing to their lack of hearing, and the consequent necessity of 
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communicating with them by writing or by manual signs, hear- 
ing people are not inclined at first to employ them, and so there 
is very often need of some one to urge their applications and 
thus secure them situations in which to exercise their ability and 
maintain themselves. Such assistance we endeayor to give. Of 
still more importance is the fact that the ordinary ministrations 
of religion do not effectively reach them as a class; nor are 
_they in any community numerous and wealthy enough to provide 
themselves with the regular ministrations of clergymen who are 
able to communicate religious teaching to them by the means 
which are most satisfactory—so our multiplication of religious 
services, and provision for administration of the Sacraments, and 
‘solemnization of other rites in their own sign language, must 
tend very positively to the benefit of those who come within the 
reach of these ministries. It is becoming more and more recog- 
‘ nized by people of different religious affiliations that the Prayer 
Book which is used in these ministrations is admirably adapted 
to enable deaf-mutes, after a little explanation, to attend with 
much edification the services of hearing congregations where the 
Prayer Book is used. These and other such considerations, it 
seems to us, constitute a very strong plea to Christian philan- 
thropy on behalf of our work. Why that plea meets a meager 
response we are at a loss to understand. 

We are accustomed to ask for especial remembrance in the 
ehurches on the 12th Sunday after Trinity because the Gospel 
for that day is a natural reminder of our work. Although this 
year our General Manager had previously issued a special appeal, 
our receipts from the offerings of that day have been less than 
last year. We are sincerely grateful to all who have aided us 
by their contributions, and trust that our work may continue to 
be deemed worthy of their fostering generosity. 

We received from the City of New York, through the Com- 
missioners of Estimates and Apportionment, $200. This was 
given us only for the benefit of our Home for Aged and Infirm 
Deaf-Mutes, and so was applied directly in support of the Home, 
as was also the interest, $50, of the Ferguson Memorial Fund. 

Our close and amicable relations with St. Ann’s Parish, New 
York City, continue as heretofore. It has thus far seemed best 
that our General Manager and his assistant should receive part 
of their salaries from St. Ann’s and divide their labors between 
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that Parish and our Mission—the two corporations considering 
that arrangement mutually advantageous. If a change in that 
order of things should at some future time be found desirable, it 
ean doubtless be readily brought about.

The Rev. Austin W. Many, residing in Cleveland, Ohio, and 
itinerating extensively through various dioceses in the Western 
States. 

Jos Turnzr, belonging to the Diocese of Virginia, 
and itinerating in that and several other dioceses in the South- 
ern States. 

Mr. Joun C. Acker, lay-reader for deaf-mutes in St. Luke’s 
Church, Rochester, N. Y., counseled and aided by Mr. Epwarp 
P. Harz, a professor in the W. N. Y. Institution for Deaf-Mutes 
in that city. 

Mr. R. D. Burrs, lay-reader for deaf-mutes in St. Paul’s 
Church, Bridgeport, Conn. 

Mr. James Lewis, our City Missionary and Collector, often 
serving as lay-reader in New York City and vicinity. 

Mr. James S, We rts, teacher in the Maryland Institution for 
Colored Blind and Deaf-Mutes in Baltimore, Maryland, and lay- 
reader for deaf-mutes in Grace Church in that city. 

Mr. R. P. McGrueor, Principal of the Day School for Deaf- 
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Mutes in Cincinnati, Ohio, and lay-reader for deaf-mutes in St. 
John’s Church in that city. 

Mr. Dexos A. Srupson, Principal of the Day School for Deaf- 
Mutes in St. Louis, Missouri, and lay-reader for deaf-mutes in 
Christ Church in that city. 

Mr. Wo. Battry, of Beverly, Mass., often serving as lay- 
reader in Boston and vicinity. 

Mr. E. P. Houmes, of Nebraska City, Neb. 

Mrs. Govurp, who conducts a Bible-class for deaf mutes in 
St. Paul’s Church, Troy, New York. ; 

These laborers do not all receive salaries from our Treasury, 
but their work is in entire harmony with ours, having been com- 
menced in accordance with the advice or under the direction of 

our General Manager, and still continuing to call upon him for 
more or less of counsel and supervision. 

In January he was called upon to visit Richmond, Virginia, 
to assist at the ordination to the Diaconate of Mr. Job Turner, 
our Missionary in the South. In May and June he made an ex- 
tensive tour with the Rev. A. W. Mann, our Missionary in the 
West, going as far as Sioux Falls, Dakota, and, we trust, ma- 
terially strengthening the work in that direction. On the 14th 
of August he sailed for Europe to attend the International 
Conference of Instructors of the Deaf and Dumb, and to visit 
various European schools for deaf-mutes, and to seek a little 
relaxation, well earned by the unremitted labors of many years. 
The kindness of friends who provided him with pecuniary means, 
made it possible for him to do this. We earnestly pray that 
God may direct and defend him in all his ways, and make his 
journeyings not only pleasant but also instructive and invigora- 
ting, and in due time restore him safely to his home. He hopes 
to return near the end of December. 

Our Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, at No, 220 East 
Thirteenth St., New York City, has had eleven inmates during 
the most of the year. It remains as heretofore under the wise, 
motherly care of Miss Jane Middleton. She makes this truly a 

_ labor of love, asking for no pecuniary compensation. We desire 
here to express our high appreciation of her earnest, self-denying, 
and persistent zeal in this work, and to tender to her our hearty 
thanks for all her faithfulness. We owe also to Mark H. Wil- 
liams, M. D., a large debt of gratitude for another year’s profes- 
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sional attendance upon the inmates, promptly and kindly ren- 
dered without charge. To all other friends who have in various 
ways given special aid and encouragement to our work at the 
Home, we return sincere thanks. 

At our stated meeting in April we decided, in view of the 
past history of the Home and its Building Fund, while retaining 
the present inmates as heretofore, to restrict the privileges of 
the Home for the future.to graduates of the schools of the State 
of New York, or actual residents of this State, and to those from 
other States in whose behalf the sum of two hundred dollars 
shall be annually paid. We at the same time authorized the 
Committee on the Building Fund to solicit subscriptions in the 
State of New York to the amount of twenty-four thousand 
dollars, to be added to the sum already in the Treasury, and all 
to be devoted to the purchase of a farm and the erection of 
buildings for the purpose of a permanent Home for Aged and 
Infirm Deaf-Mutes, and also to furnish temporary employment 
and maintenance for other needy deaf-mutes, in accordance with 
the above restrictions. 


The following Minute was adopted at our October meeting: 


On the 6th of October, 1880, died in the City of New York, in the 
seventy-ninth year of his age, SAMUEL VERPLANCK HorrMan, for eight 
years an active member of the Board of Trustees of the Church Mission to 
Deaf-Mutes, and one of its most honored life members. 

Mr. Hoffman was a man of clear intellect, unbiased judgment, and 
careful and considerate method. As such, his co-operation in the under- 
takings of the Mission, and his cordial assent to the measures it has 
adopted, have materially strengthened its hold upon public confidence, and 
it is with the deepest sense of bereavement that we record the termination 
of his association with us. 

A man of wealth, leisure, refinement, and singular urbanity of manner, 
he enjoyed a social position of much more than ordinary prominence; 
while his conscientious discharge of Christian duty, his unwavering 
attachment to the Church of Christ, and his active labors in the cause of 
benevolence, endeared him to those who appreciate obedience to the law 
of love. 

In the welfare of deaf-mutes he manifested a peculiar interest, an 
interest which was not confined to those of adult age, but extended to 
children and youth. For years he had been a valued member of the 
Board of Directors of the New York Institution for the Instruction of the 
Deaf and Dumb, and had contributed not a little to the wise and liberal 
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policy which has given it such prominence in its special field. In him 
the silent ones of earth have lost a friend and benefactor. 

In the death of Rev. Wiut1am Rupper, D.D., Rector of St. Stephen’s 
Church, Philadelphia, which occurred in January, we parted with a kind, 
sympathizing, untiring friend, who for many years had shown the deepest 
interest in all efforts to ameliorate the condition of deaf-mutes. 


In concluding our Report we ask that the peculiar work to 
which it refers may receive the sympathy, prayers, and support 
of all who desire to promote the temporal and spiritual welfare 
of the deaf-mutes of our country.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 
TO THE TRUSTEES 


FOR THE QUARTER ENDING JAN. 28, 1880.

Sunday, November 2d.—In St. Ann’s, at the 2.45 P. M. service, I bap- 
tized the infant son of Mr. and Mrs. F. Campbell, deaf-mutes. 

Wednesday and Thursday, 5th and 6ih.—I was in Boston and Beverly, 
trying to help on the New England Industrial School for Deaf-Mutes in 
the latter place. In Boston I called on the State authorities at the Capitol. 

Friday, 6th.—I reached home and spent a great portion of the day in 
correspondence for our Society. 

Monday, 10th.—I spent most of the day at the Institution for Deaf- 
Mutes and attended a meeting of the Committee of Instruction. 

Tuesday, 11th.—In the evening at Trinity Mission Chapel, Newark, 
New Jersey, Rey. Dr. Pennell and I held a combined service. Several 
deaf-mutes were present. 

Sunday, 16th.—The 7th Anniversary of our Society was held in St. 
Ann’s Church, at 7.30 P. M. Jinterpreted the service and gave some ex- 
tracts from the Report. Dr. I. L. Peet interpreted for me. Bishop. 
Huntington preached the sermon and Bishop Potter presided: 

Wednesday, 19th.—At 2 P. M., in St. Ann’s Church, I married Mr. Ould 
and Miss Boughton, deaf-mutes. I afterwards had an opportunity to ex- 
amine the ‘‘Audiphone,” a newly invented article to assist the deaf in 
hearing. 

Thursday, Friday, and Saturday, 20th, 21st, and 22d.—I spent considera- 
ble time at our Home, which was open for the Annual Reception and Sale.. 

Sunday, 23d.—In the afternoon and evening I was at Christ Church, 
Williamsburg, trying to help on our work. Quite a number of deaf- 
mutes were present at the afternoon service. 

Tuesday, 25th.—I attended the Reception in the Academy of Music in 
honor of the Bishop of New York, on the 25th Anniversary of his Conse- 
cration to the Episcopate. Most of our Church work among deaf-mutes 
has been done during his episcopate. 
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Thursday, Xith.—Thanksgiving Day. I interpreted at the services in 
St. Ann’s. 

Friday, 28th.—I sent the fruits and vegetables with which the altar and 
chancel at St. Ann’s had been decorated for Thanksgiving Day, to our 
Home for the Aged and Infirm. 

Tuesday, December 2¢.—I made an address at the funeral of Prof. Jacob 
Van Nostrand, who had given his life to the instruction of deaf-mutes, 
having been principal of the Texas Institution for nineteen years and for 
the rest of the time a professor in the New York Institution. 

Thursday, 4ih.—At 3 P. M., near Clifton, Staten Island, I officiated at 
the funeral of the little daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Blakeman, deaf-mutes. 

Monday, 8ih.—I attended a meeting of the Committee of Instruction at 
the Institution for Deaf-Mutes, and in the evening a meeting of the Vestry 
of St. Ann’s Church. 

Tuesday, 9th.—I attended a monthly meeting of the Directors of the 
New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes, and in the evening was present at 
a social gathering of deaf-mutes at the residence of Messrs. Jewell & 
Lloyd, Washington Heights. 

Friday and Saturday, 19th and 20th.—I was in Boston making prepara- 
tions for Sunday services. I called on several of the clergy and others. 
1 put notices in the papers. I saw several deaf-mutes. 

Sunday, 21st.—At 10.80 A. M. I assisted Rey. George J. Prescott at the 
Church of the Good Shepherd; at 3.30 P. M. conducted a service for deaf- 
mutes in the Sunday-school room of St. Paul’s Church; and at 7.80 P. M. 
assisted the Rev. Mr. Newton in a combined service at St. Paul’s Church. 
After service I had a consultation with Rev. Mr. Newton as to the future. 
It seemed best, under all the circumstances, for our Mission to return to 
the Church of the Good Shepherd. 

Tuesday, 23d.—On returning home I stopped to attend the semi-Centen- 
nial of the Consecration of Christ Church, Hartford, where in my early 
life I received my first Church impressions, during the rectorship of the 
late Bishop Burgess. I also visited the American Asylum for Deaf-Mutes, 
founded by my father in April, 1817, and called upon Mrs. Clerc, one of 
the first graduates of this institution, the widow of my father’s associate. 
As Hartford was my birthplace, many thoughts of past scenes came to my 
mind during the day. 

Wednesday, 24th.—In the evening, at the Rectory, I Eyer Mr. Rascoll 
and Miss Neiser, deaf-mutes. 

Thursday, 25th.—I interpreted the Christmas services at St. Ann’s for 
deaf-mutes. They took special pleasure in the gifts for the church, a 
brass cross for the altar and a black walnut eagle lecturn. 

Friday and Saturday, 26th and 27th.—I spent considerable ‘time at the 
Essex Market Police Court and the Tombs and succeeded in restoring a 
boy, who had been led into bad company, to his parents, his mother being 
a deaf-mute. 

Thursday, January 1, 1880.—Among the New Year’s callers at the Rec- 
tory were quite a large number of deaf-mutes. 
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Sunday, 4th.—I was with the Rev. Mr. Prescott at the Church of the 
Good Shepherd, Boston. At 12 M. I interpreted for several deaf-mutes at 
the celebration of the Holy Communion, and at 7.30 P. M. the service and 
the sermon. In the afternoon I attendeda meeting of deaf-mutes in Essex 
Street Hall and made a few remarks. 

Monday, 5th.—I attended a meeting of the Trustees of the N. E. Indus- 
trial School for Deaf-Mutes in Beverly, and consulted with Mr. William 
Bailey about our Church work in Beverly, Salem, and Boston. 

Tuesday, 6th.—I interpreted for deaf-mutes at the Epiphany services in 
St. Ann’s Church. 

Wednesday, 'ith.—After a busy day in preparation for my Southern jour- 
ney, I took the 10 P. M. train for Richmond. 

Thursday, 8th.—I reached Richmond safely. Mr. Job Turner met me, 
towards evening, at Ford’s Hotel, and we called on Bishop Whittle, Drs. 
Minnigerode and Peterkin, and other friends. 

Friday, 9th.—At 12.80 P. M., in the vestry-room of St. Paul’s Church, 
Richmond, Mr. Job Turner, deaf-mute, was examined for deacon’s orders 
by Bishop Whittle, Drs. Minnigerode and Hanckel, and Rev. Mr. Soutter. 
T acted as interpreter. The examination was satisfactory. 

Sunday, 11th.— At 11 A. M., in St. Paul’s Church, Bishop Whittle or- 
dained Mr. Job Turner a deacon. Dr. Minnigerode presented the candi- 
date, and I acted as interpreter. I preached the sermon, It was a 
memorable occasion in the progress of our Church work among the deaf- 
mutes of our country. At 3.30 P. M. Rev. Job Turner and I officiated at 
a combined service in the Monumental Church, the Rev. Mr. Armstrong, 
Rector. In the evening I preached at St. Paul’s. 

Monday, 12th.—Rev. Mr. Turner and I called at the office of the South- 
ern Churchman to arrange for some notice of the ordination. At 12 
o’clock we attended a meeting of the Richmond clergy in the vestry-room 
of St. Paul’s Church. I had the opportunity of giving some account of 
our work. 

Tuesday, 13th.—We stopped at Charlottesville to enjoy the hospitality 
of Rev. Dr. Hanckel and family. At 4.30 P. M., in the Chapel of the 
University of Virginia, we had the privilege of presenting the objects of 
our Society at a meeting of the faculty and students. 

Wednesday, 14th.—We reached Staunton. Mr. Turner went to Mr. 
Bear’s house, where his elder son was staying, and I became the guest et 
Col. J. H. Skinner and his sister Miss Fanny. 

Friday, 16th.—We had a very pleasant visit at the Virginia Institution 
for Deaf-Mutes and the Blind, by invitation of the principal, Mr. Leonidas 
Poynts. 

Saturday, 17th.—In the evening Col. Skinner invited to his residence 
several gentlemen who were interested in the education of deaf-mutes, and 
we had a pleasant and profitable interchange of views. 

Sunday, 18th.—At 11 A. M., in Trinity Church, I assisted the Rector, 
Rev. Mr. Hullihen, and preached. At3P. M. we had a service for deaf- 
mutes in the Chapel of the Institution. At 7.30 P. M. we had a combined 
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service at Trinity Church. A large number of pupils from the Institu- 
tion were present. Rev. Mr. Turner addressed the deaf-mutes while I 
spoke to the other portion of the large congregation. 

Wednesday, 21st.—Having had a delightful week with our friends in 
Staunton, we reached Winchester and were hospitably cared for by Rev. 
Dr. Wheat and family. In the evening we had a service in the interests 
of our work at Trinity Church, the Rector being unavoidably absent. 

Thursday, 22d.—Rev. Dr. Meade and family received us very kindly in 
Charlestown, and in the evening we had a combined service at Zion Church. 

Friday, 23d.—We reached Baltimore. We spent the day in visits at 
the Institution for Colored Blind and Deaf-Mutes in Saratoga St., and at 
the Institution for the Blind in the western suburbs of the city, near 
Charles St. We also called on several friends. I regretted not seeing 
Mr. Morrison, the principal of the two Institutions. He was absent from 
the city on business. I was much gratified with the success which Mr. 
James 8. Wells had achieved as a teacher of colored deaf-mute children, 
and also as a lay-reader in the Mission to Deaf-Mutes connected with 
Grace Church, Rev. Dr. Leeds, Rector. In the evening Mr. Turner and I 

"addressed a large company of our deaf-mute friends in one of the school- 
rooms of the Institution with which Mr. Wells is connected. We then 
parted company—he to remain in Baltimore for the following Sunday and 
then to begin his Southern missionary journey, and I to take a steamer of 
the Bay Line to Norfolk, Va. 

Saturday, 24th.—I arrived in Norfolk and was welcomed to his house by 
the Rev. Dr. Barten, Rector of Christ Church. 

Sunday, 25th.—At 11 A. M. and 4.30 P. M., in Christ Church, I assisted 
Rev. Dr. Barten. In the evening we had a combined service, much to 
the gratification of the deaf-mutes who formed a part of the congregation. 

Monday, 26th.—I reached Wilmington, N. C., where I remained about 
ten days, enjoying the hospitality of St. James’ Parish Home. I was 
mostly occupied in matters pertaining to the Sisterhood of the Good Shep- 
herd, New York, of which I am the Pastor. It has a branch work in St. 
James’ Parish, Wilmington, Rev. Dr. Watson, Rector. On Sunday, Feb. 
1st, a sister was received by Bishop Atkinson. 

In addition to the work thus referred to in chronological order, I have 
during the quarter been constantly occupied in daily details connected 
with our Mission. When at home I am obliged to divide my time between 
the duties of St. Ann’s Church and this Society. I am also interested in 
much of the general work of the Church. WhereverI am, I try to exer- 
cise an influence for the benefit of our great work among deaf-mutes. 
During the quarter, I have visited the Home as often as possible. I have 
obtained situations for deaf-mutes. I have been of service to parents and 
friends of deaf-mutes. I have conducted a large correspondence, and 
given counsel and advice on different occasions.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER TO THE 
TRUSTEES OF THE CHURCH MISSION 
TO DEAF-MUTES, 
FOR THE QUARTER ENDING APRIL 28, 1880. 


Friday, Kebruary 6th.—I reached home from my Southern journey. 

Sunday, 8ih.—I was glad to take part in the service of St. Ann’s Church 
once more. In the evening I went to the Institution for Deaf-Mutes and 
spent the night with Dr. Peet. : 

Monday, 9th.—I assisted at morning prayers in the chapel of the institu- 
tion and prepared for a meeting of the Committee of Instruction. At 11 
A. M., in St. Thomas’ Church, I assisted Rev. Dr. Morgan at the funeral 
of Miss Sarah Lathrop. Her deaf-mute sister, Miss Cornelia, died in the 
Spring of 1852. My interest in the latter led to the founding of St. Ann’s 
Church, which at length called into being our Society. 

Tuesday, 10th.—I attended a monthly meeting of the Directors of the 
New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes. 

Ash- Wednesday, 11th.—I interpreted for deaf-mutes at the services in 
St. Ann’s Church. 

Thursday, 12th.—In the evening I attended a meeting of the Manhattan 
Literary Association of Deaf-Mutes, and made them an address in relation 
to our Society and its different departments of work, explaining the way 
in which the Building Fund for the Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf- 
Mutes was begun, arid touching on other matters. There had been 
much misunderstanding which I desired to correct. 

Saturday, 14th.—I went to Philadelphia, consulted with Rey. Mr. Syle, 
called at the Institution for Deaf-Mutes, and became the guest of my 
brother-in-law, Rev. H. C. Trumbull. 

Sunday, 15th.—At 9 A. M., in St. Stephens’ Church, Philadelphia, I ad- 
ministered the Holy Communion to about forty deaf-mutes. At 2.30 P.M. 
I conducted services for a large congregation, and afterward, in the Sun- 
day-school room, made an address, explaining various things connected 
with our work. It was my first Sunday at St. Stephens’ after the death of 
the Rector, Rev. William Rudder, and I was deeply affected at the great 
loss the Church and the Mission to Deaf-Mutes had sustained. 

Monday, 16th.—I was of some service to deaf-mutes in Philadelphia dur- 
ing the forenoon, and in the afternoon I prepared an article on ‘‘ Church 
Work Among Deaf-Mutes,” which was subsequently published in the 
Suntlay-School Times, with a very effective editorial notice by the editor, 
Rey. H. C. Trumbull. 

Tuesday, 17th.—Having consulted with Mr. Cleeman, Senior Warden of 
St. Stephens’ Church, Philadelphia, in relation to Church work among 
deaf-mutes, I took the 2 P. M. train for New York. 

Wednesday, 18th.—At 8 P. M., in the Church of the Heavenly Rest, Rev. 
Dr. Howland, Rector, I made an address in relation to the work of our 
Society, and the offerings of the congregation were received for our sup- 
port. 
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Thursday, 191h.—At 4.30 P. M. I married Mr. Thorpe, a semi-mute, of 


Cincinnati, and Miss Monroe. 
‘Sunday, 22d.—At 4 P. M., at St. Ann’s, I baptized a granddaughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Burgess, deaf-mutes. 


Tuesday, 24th.—I had the pleasure of aiding Mr. ©. S, Newell, one of 


our Trustees, in some business matters pertaining to the ‘‘Napknoll Poul- 
try Yards,” which Mr. H. J. Haight and he have established in Goshen, 
Niaf¥. 

Sunday, 29th.—By invitation of Rev. Dr. Weston, I spoke of our work in 
St. John’s Chapel at the 10.30 A. M. service. Several deaf-mutes were 
present for whom I interpreted. A portion of the offerings was appropri- 
ated to the support of our work. 

Monday, March 8th.—In the forenoon I was at the Institution for Deaf- 
Mutes. At 4 P. M. Rev. Mr. Krans and I officiated at the funeral of 


Mrs. Jackson, widow of Mr. G. R. Jackson, who was for ten years Senior 


Warden of St. Ann’s Church. Mr. and Mrs. Jackson took a special inter- 
est in deaf-mutes 

Tuesday, 9th.—Rev. Mr. Chamberlain being absent in work at Boston 
and Beverly, I took the Bible class for deaf-mutes in the evening. 

Tuesday, 161h.—In the evening, at No. 185 East Third Street, I baptized. 
a child of Mr, and Mrs. Reidel, deaf-mutes; 


March 17th.—Mrs. Roberts, of Harlem, called to consult with me relative: 


to a Sunday P. M. Bible class which she had begun in her house. I 
promised that she should be supplied with some Leaflets. 

Palm Sunday, 2\st.—After the services at St. Ann’s I went to Williams- 
burg, where, in the evening, at Christ Church, the Rector, Rey. Mr. 
Partridge, and I had a combined service. 

Monday before Easter, 22d.—In the evening, at St. Ann’s, I interpreted 
the sermon of Rey. Dr. Howland. 

Tuesday before Easter, 23d.—In the evening, at St. Ann’s, I interpreted 
the sermon of Rev. Dr. Dix. 

Wednesday before Haster, 24th.—In the evening, at St. Ann’s, I inter- 
preted the sermon of Rev. Dr. Cooke. 

Thursday before Easter, 25th.—In the evening, at St, Ann’s; I interpreted 
the sermon of Rev. Dr. Weston. 

Good Friday, 26th.—At the services at St. Ann’sI interpreted for deaf- 
mutes, and in the evening the sermon of Rev. Dr. Rylance. 

Haster-Hven, 27th.—I was of service to several deaf-mutes. 

Easter-Day, 28th.—Large numbers of deaf-mutes were in attendance 
upon the joyous services at St. Ann’s throughout the day, and I was busy 
in interpreting for them. They took great pleasure in the Easter gifts to 
the Church and the floral decorations. 

Friday, April 2d.—I met Mr. R. H. Atwood in Boston, and we called on 
several members of the Legislature and Gov. Long in relation to the Indus- 
trial School at Beverly. I spent the night at the Women’s Reformatory in 
Sherburn, by invitation of Mrs. Atkinson. At the evening Chapel service 
I addressed the women about our work. 
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Sunday, 4th.—I conducted the services at the Church of the Good Shep- 
herd, Boston. In the evening I interpreted the sermon of the Rey. Mr. 
Saltonstall. In the afternoon I attended the meeting of deaf-mutes in 
Essex St. Hall. 

Monday, 5th.—I attended a meeting of the Trustees of the N. E. Indus- 
trial School for Deaf-Mutes in Beverly, Mass. 

Sunday, 11th._— At 3 P. M., in the Chapel of St. Ann’s Church, Brook- 
lyn, the Rector, Rev. Dr. Schenck, read service, and I interpreted for deaf- 
mutes. Ispoke of our work. An offering was made for our support. 

Monday and Tuesday, 12th and 18th.—I attended to duties connected with 
the Institution for Deaf-Mutes. 

Sunday, 18th.—At 3 P. M., Bishop Potter confirmed twenty-two persons 
at St. Ann’s. Three of them were deaf-mutes. 

Saturday, 24th.—In the evening I addressed the Troy Literary Club of 
Deaf-Mutes. 

Sun ‘ay, 25th,—At 2.30 P. M., I conducted our quarterly service for 
deaf-mutes in St. Paul’s Church, Albany. 

Tuesday, 2'7th.—I visited the Central N. Y. Institute for Deaf-Mutes at 
Rome, and attended a quarterly meeting of the Trustees. 

Wednesday, 28th.—I reached home and was very busy during the day, 
being of service to some deaf-mutes. 

During the quarter ending to-night I have performed many things as 
your General Manager not noted in this diary, visiting the Home, attend- 
ing some meetings of the Manhattan Literary Association, assisting the 
needy, obtaining work for some, appearing in one of the Police Courts to 
settle difficulties between a colored deaf-mute couple, advising some in 
difficulties, and striving to have peace and good-will prevail. 

I was disappointed at a decision in the Surrogate’s Court, by which the 
legality of Mrs. Strecker’s will was not to be settled till next September. 
I was in hopes that our legacy under that will might, with our present 
Building Fund (something more than $6,000), make enough to go on and 
purchase property fora permanent Home. It seems to me to be hardly 
advisable, under present circumstances, to do anything but to wait and 
strive for an increase of the Fund. I shall, however, be content with what- 
ever action the Trustees see fit to take. 

Humanly speaking, the great need of our Society is more money. Let- 
ters from workers all over the country show rapid progress in extending 
religious services among deaf-mutes. 

Praying the Lord to show us His will, and give us grace to carry it into ©

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 


Friday, April 30th.—Rev. H. W. Syle called on me and we had a long 
consultation about his work among the deaf-mutes of Philadelphia. 
Methods were suggested for enlarging the Mission so as to embrace the 
diocese of Pennsylvania and adjoining dioceses. 

Sunday, May 2d.—I was at St. Ann’s at all the services. 

Thursday, 6th.—Ascension Day. I interpreted for deaf-mutes at the ser- 
vices in St. Ann’s Church. Rev. Dr. Shipman preached in the evening. 

Friday, 'vth.—I went to Philadelphia and consulted with the Committee 
which had been appointed by the Diocesan Convention of Pennsylvania to 
report upon the Mission to Deaf-Mutes. Rey. Dr. Harris was the Chair- 
man. Rev. Mr. Syle was present. The Committee desired to report some 
method by which Rey. Mr. Syle could be supported in a more general 
work, giving a part of his time to St. Stephen’s Mission to Deaf-Mutes, and 
a part to deaf-mutes in other parts of the diocese. 

Sunday, 9th.—Rev. Dr. Syle, recently from Japan, was with us at the 
10.80 A. M. service in St. Ann’s. He made an address in relation to Japan 
and the mission work which had been prosecuted in that country. I in- 
terpreted for deaf-mutes. At 2 P. M., in Jersey City and Greenwood 
Cemetery, I officiated at the funeral of the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Dunlap, deaf-mutes. 

Tuesday, 11th.—Being in Hartford, at a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Society for the Increase of the Ministry, I called on Mrs. 
Clerc, the widow of Mr. Laurent Clerc, a class-mate of my mother in the 
Institute for Deaf-Mutes at Hartford. I offered prayer with her in the 
sign-language. A few days afterwards she gently fell asleep, in her 88th 
year, : 

Sunday, 16th.—I was present at all the services in St. Ann’s Church. 

Monday, 17th.—In the evening the deaf-mutes visited the Academy of 
Design by invitation. 

Tuesday, 18th.—I was present at a Confirmation service, held by Rt. 
Rey. Bishop Paddock, in the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston, Rev. 
'G. J. Prescott, Rector. I interpreted for several deaf-mutes in the con- 
gregation, though none of them were confirmed. 

Wednesday and Thursday, 19th and 20th.—I was present at a fair in the 
Town Hall of Beverly, Mass., for the benefit of ‘‘The N. E. Industrial 
School for Deaf-Mutes” in that town. I acted as interpreter in various 
ways, and made two or three brief addresses. 

Friday, 21st.—I called at the office of the Secretary of Public Instruction 
in the State House in Boston to try and help on the application of the 
school referred to above, for the adoption of its children as State pupils. 
On my way home Rev. Dr. Clere was so kind as to meet me at the station 
in Hartford and give me some of the particulars of his mother’s death. 
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Sunday, 23d.—I was present at all the services in St. Ann’s Church, con- 
ducting the usual afternoon service for deaf-mutes, 

Tuesday, 25th.—I attended the Conference of the Principals of the 
American Institutions for Deaf-Mutes, at the Clarke Institute in North- 
ampton, Massachusetts. The sessions were continued till the following 
Friday afternoon. Very kind attentions were received from Miss Rogers, 
the principal, and the Trustees of the Institute, whose guests we were. It 
was a friendly conference in relation to many interesting points in the 
education of dezf-mutes, and much good was accomplished. Much to my 
surprise, I had the honor of presiding at the sessions of this Conference. 

Saturday, 29ih.—I reached Cleveland, Ohio, to begin with our co- 
worker, the Rev. A. W. Mann, a long missionary journey in the interests 
of our Society. The Sunday services were in Grace Church, Cleveland; 
Grace Church, Detroit; The Cathedral of Our Merciful Saviour, Fair- 
bault; St. Paul’s Church, St. Paul; and St. James’ Church, Chicago. The 
week-day services were in St. Andrew’s Church, Elyria; St. Paul’s 
Church, Flint; Zion Church, Pontiac; Trinity Church, Monroe; St. 
Paul’s, Jackson; St. Luke’s, Kalamazoo; Calvary, Sioux Falls, D. T.; 
Gethsemane, Minneapolis; Christ Church, Red Wing; and Grace Church, 
Madison. In Cleveland we had the opportunity of addressing a mission- 
ary meeting of the Diocesan Convention. In Flint and in Fairbault we 
visited the State Institutions for Deaf-Mutes and held services in the 
chapels. At Pontiac I baptized the little daughter of a deaf-mute couple 
who had come twelve miles to attend the service. At Jackson I baptized 
a deaf-mute couple and their two children. In Madison we attended a 
Convention of the Wisconsin Alumni Association of Deaf-Mutes, held in 
the Assembly Chamber of the State House. In Chicago we attended a 
Saturday evening meeting of the Deaf-Mute Association. Rev. Mr. Mann 
made all the arrangements, conducting all the correspondence with the 
rectors. There was nota drawback of any kind in the whole journey. 
I trust that, with God’s blessing, it will result in great good to our deaf- 
mute brethren, and to the strengthening of the kingdom of our blessed 
Lord. 

Monday, June 28th—I left Chicago at 9 A. M. Reached Hartford Tues- 
day night. Attended the Commencement of Trinity College on Thursday, 
July ist, at which my son, Mr. Bern Budd Gallaudet, graduated, and ar- 
rived at St. Ann’s Rectory, New York, that night. 

Sunday, July 4th.—I was glad to be at St. Ann’s again after my long 
absence.. 

Thursday, 8th.—Owing to the kindness of dear friends who provided the 
means, I was able to engage passage for Europe for myself and wife, by 
the Britannic, Captain Perry, White Star Live, sailing on Saturday, 
August 14th. The agent, Mr. Cortis, presented me with a free passage 
out and back. One object in going was to be present at the International 
Convention of Teachers of Deaf-Mutes, to be held in Milan on Septem- 
ber 6th. 

Friday, 9th.—Rev. Job Turner, of the Southern field, and Mr. Wm. B. 
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Swett, of the N. E. Industrial School for Deaf-Mutes in Beverly, called to 
consult with me. They staid a few days at the Rectory. 

Sunday, 11th.—Rev. Job Turner conducted the service for deaf-mutes 
at St. Ann’s. I was at Trinity Church, Asbury Park, where I had the op- 
portunity of making a short address in relation to our work, 

Tuesday, 13th.—I attended the Annual Picnic of the Manhattan Literary 
Association of Deaf-Mutes. ‘ Upward of 300 deaf-mutes, with their hear- 
ing and speaking friends, made a company of 500 persons, who had a 
happy day. 

Sunday, 18th.— At Bethesda Church, Saratoga Springs, I spoke of our 
work in the morning, held a service for deaf-mutes in the afternoon, and 
had a combined service in the evening. 

Tuesday and Wednesday, 20th and 21st.—I made addresses at the evening 
missionary meetings of the Convention of Troy, in Trinity Church, Platts- 
burgh, and St. James’ Church, Au Sable Forks. 

Thursday, 22d.—I called to see the parents of a deaf-mute little girl in 
Au Sable Forks, and told them how to send her to the New York Insti- 
tution. 

Sunday, 25th,—I conducted the quarterly service for deaf-mutes in St. 
Paul’s Church, Albany, at 2.30 P. M, 

Wednesday, 28th.—I attended a picnic of deaf-mutes from Troy, Albany, 
Cohoes, and vicinity, at the residence of Mr. Vanderberg at Crescent. 

Within a few weeks Mr. Geo. W. Schutt, a deaf-mute, of Saugerties, 
Ulster Co, N. Y., has begun to act as a lay reader, under my direction. 
He will itinerate in the dioceses of New York and Albany. I have visited 
our Home as often as possible and helped several deaf-mutes to find em- 
ployment. The correspondence is increasing all the time.

Saturday, October 9th, 1880. 

GENTLEMEN: Please accept a brief report from your General Manager. 
T have not time to go very much into detail. I trust the meetings of the 
Trustees and of the Society will have quorums on Wednesday evening, 
the 27th of October, and that there will be encouragement to press on in 
the work which we have undertaken for the benefit of adult deaf-mutes. 
You all have an abiding place in my remembrance, and I long to ‘see you 
again face to face. God bless you all. Please do what seems best as to 
making up the Annual Report and holding the Anniversary. If you 
think it will do to wait till I return, I may be able to add an appendix in 
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relation to my European trip and give some additional interest to the An- 


niversary; but if you think it advisable to go right on without waiting’ 
for me, I shall be quite satisfied. 

August 1st.—I was at St. Aun’s, and held service for deaf-mutes in the 
afternoon. 

August 8ih.—At 3 P. M. I conducted a service for deaf-mutes in St. 


James’ Church, Goshen, at which I baptized the infant daughter of Mr. and 


Mrs. H. J. Haight. Rev. Mr. Grannis, Rector, being absent, I conducted 
the other services and spoke of our work. There was an offering for us. 
Saturday, 14th.—Accompanied by my wife and Miss Walter, a graduate 


of the New York Institute for Deaf-Mutes, I sailed for Europe in the 


Britannic, of the White Star Line. Kind friends bid us God-speed, and we 
had a delightful voyage. 
August 15th.—12th Sunday after Trinity. At the morning service in the 


‘dining saloon I spoke on the Gospel for the day, and on the following 


Tuesday I gave an address in relation to the sign-language, the education 


of deaf-mutes, and Church work. Our little party interested the whole 


ship’s company. Captain Perry and Rev. Dr. Parker, of London, learned 
quite a number of our signs. 

I visited three institutions for deaf-mutes in Dublin and one in Brussels. 
We came from London to the latter city by Dover and Calais. Passing 
from Brussels through Lake Lucerne, Pass St. Gothard and the Italian 
Lakes, we reached Milan on Saturday, Sept. 4th. The sessions of the In- 
ternational Convention of the Teachers of Deaf-Mutes began in a public 
hall on Monday, Sept. 6th, and continued through the week. I attended 
most of them. Dr. Reet and Dr. Stoddard of the New York Institute, 
‘Dr. E. M. Gallaudet and Prof. Denison of the Institute at Washington 
‘were present. It was very pleasant to meet them. The proceedings were 
‘conducted in Italian, French, and English, with translations. The great 
majority were in favor of teaching deaf-mutes to speak and read on the 
lips exclusively, but we Americans still believed that in the combined 
method, using the sign-language, and doing what we could for those who 
‘show any aptitude for articulation and lip-reading, we were accomplishing 
the greatest good for the greatest number. I made ashort plea for the 
sign-language. There were about 200 members of the Convention, from 
Italy, France, Germany, Switzerland, Norway, Sweden, Great Britain, and 
America. I was very thankful that kind friends enabled me to be present. 
We were much interested in the institutions in Pavia, Como, and Verona. 
‘They were all small in number of pupils. They showed striking results in 
articulation and lip-reading, but we were not converted to their views. We 
made a hurried visit to one of the institutions in Vienna. It was vaca- 
tion. We were, however, shown about and saw some of the pupils. In 
Venice we called at the institute, but the Director was absent and we 
could not enter. Yesterday P. M. we visited the institute for girls here 
in Rome, and were kindly conducted around by one of the Sisters. I 
hope to find out something about church work among adult deaf-mutes in 
Paris and London, and other cities in Great Britain. I believe we are 
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doing more for the best interests of deaf-mutes in the United States than 
any other nation of the globe. The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes with 
all its workers, its Home and Matron, and all its interests are in my daily 
prayers. Let us do earnestly what we can for the Master, who loves to 
say through us “ Ephphatha” to deaf-mutes.

REPORT OF ASST. GEN’'L MANAGER 
TO THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES, 


FOR THE QUARTER ENDING JAN. 28, 1880. 


GENTLEMEN: Since the annual meeting of the Society in October last 
I have, on six Sundays, officiated at the sign services in St. Ann’s Church, 
New York. On two occasions I have conducted our monthly service in 
St. Ann’s Chapel, Brooklyn. The third Sunday of each month I officiated 
for the mutes in St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, celebrating Holy 
Communion at 9 A. M., reading service and preaching at 2.30 P. M., and 
afterward instructing a Bible class in the chapel. 

November 30th, Advent Sunday.—In the Church of the Holy Comforter, 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., I interpreted Evening Prayer and the sermon of 
the Rector, the Rev. R. F. Crary, and made an address on hehalf of our 
work. 

Sunday, December 28th.—I addressed the Sunday-school of St. Paul’s 
Church, Rahway, N. J., the Rev. W. H. Van Antwerp, Rector, in relation 
to our Mission. . 

November 27th.—Appointed by President Hayes as a day of public 
thanksgiving, and on Christmas Day, as also at numerous other times, I 
interpreted parts of the services in St. Ann’s, New York. 

I have officiated at one funeral, of a child whose father is deaf; ad- 
ministered Holy Communion to a sick deaf-mute woman; instructed a 
Bible class of deaf-mutes on Tuesday evenings in the Bible class room of 
St. Ann’s, New York; and once interpreted for a deaf-mute witness in 
one of the city courts.

GENTLEMEN: Since your last stated meeting I have rendered the fol- 
lowing services as your representative: 

Sunday morning, May 2d.—I1 interpreted for deaf-mutes the service of 
Holy Communion in the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston, Mass., 
and at 7.30 P. M. Evening Prayer and sermon. At 3.30 P. M. of the same 
day I addressed the Sunday-school of St. Matthew’s Church, South Boston, 
the Rev. John Wright, Rector, telling them of our work. ; 

Thursday, Ascension Day, May 6th.—I interpreted parts of the services 
in St. Ann’s Church, New York. 
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Sunday, May 9th.—Interpreted part of the morning service, and con- 
ducted the sign-service in the afternoon in St. Ann’s. 

Whitsunday, May 16th.—In the morning, at the Church of the Interces- 
sion, Carmansville, the Rev. Mr. Donald, Rector, I interpreted the offices 
of Confirmation and Holy Communion. Four deaf-mute girls, pupils of 
the New York Institution, were confirmed by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Potter.

‘Granite State Deaf-Mute Mission,” and served them as interpreter. 

Sunday, May 30th.—In Grace Church, Manchester, the Rev. Lorenzo 
Sears, Rector, I interpreted, for deaf-mutes, Morning Prayer and the ser- 
mon, and addressed the hearing congregation upon the subject of deaf- 
mute missions. In the afternoon I interpreted at another religious service 
and made a short address. The three following days I visited at the 
homes of deaf-mutes in Hookset, West Henniker, and Amherst, N. H. 

Sunday, June 6th.—I interpreted Holy Communion, and Evening 
Prayer, and sermon in the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston. In the 
afternoon I baptized two children of deaf-mute parents in St. Matthew’s 
Church, South Boston, the Rector reading the office orally and I in signs.

Sunday, July \1th.--I took the monthly service for deaf-mutes in the 
Chapel of St. Ann’s Church, Brooklyn, the Rev. Job Turner officiating 
for me in St. Ann’s, New York.

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Luesday, July 13th.—I attended the Annual Picnic of the Manhattan 
Literary Association, taking with me five inmates of the Home.

I have at various times during these three months visited the Home for 
Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, answered the calls of the sick and those in 
trouble of other sorts, and endeavored 1o assist those out of work to find 
employment.

GENTLEMEN: After another three months of Jabor, I beg leave to re- 
port the following list of special services which I have performed: 

Sunday morning, August 1st.—I interpreted the service of Holy Commu- 
nion in the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston, Mass., and in the after- 
noon conducted a sign-service with sermon in the same church. 

August 8th, Sunday.—-I was assisted by the Rev. A. W. Mann, our 
Western Missionary, in the usual sign-service in St. Ann’s Church, New 
York—Mr. Mann preaching the sermon. 

August 14th, Saturday.—I attended Morning Prayer in St. Ann’s Church, 
New York, with Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, and the Rev. Messrs. Mann and 
Turner. At ii A. M.I went to the steam-ship Britannic to bid good-bye 
to our General Manager, who then sailed for Europe. 

August 15th, Sunday.--I conducted the service for deaf-mutes in St. 
Ann’s Church, New York. 

August 25th, 26th, and 27th, Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday.—\ attended 
the sessions of the first National Convention of Deaf-Mutes, in the City of 
Cincinnati, Ohio. It was an occasion of much interest. About two hun- 


dred and fifty mutes from different parts of our country were assembled. 


Wednesday evening, in St. Paul’s Church, the Rev. Messrs. Mann and 


- Turner and I assisted the rector, the Rey. Dr.’ Benedict, in a combined 


service. The Rev. Mr. Mann made an address to deaf-mutes, and I ad- 
dressed the hearing people, telling them of our work. At 7 o’clock on 
Thursday morning, in the same church, I joined with the above-men- 
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tioned clergy in the celebration of the Holy Communion. A goodly num- 
ber of deaf-mutes communed. 

August 29th, Sunday.—At 3.30 P. M. I conducted a sign-service in St. 
John’s Church, Cincinnati, and at 8 o’clock the same evening, in the same 
place, the Rev. Dr. Benedict and I held a combined service. 

September 5th, Sunday.—In the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston, I 
had the customary service for deaf-mutes. 

September 6th, 7th, and 8th, Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday.—In Boston, 
I attended the sessions of the Convention of the New England Gallaudet 
Association, a society of deaf-mutes organized in the year 1854, with the 
purpose of advancing in various ways the general interests of the deaf- 
mute community in New England. About three hundred mutes attended 
this convention, and formed a very interesting assembly. 

September 12th, Sunday.—I officiated in St. Ann’s, New York. 

September 19th, Sunday.--I was again occupied at St. Ann’s, New York. 

September 26th, Sunday.—I officiated in St. Ann’s, New York, 

October 3d, Sunday.—Was the 28th anniversary of St. Ann’s Parish, New 
York. In the morning I interpreted the service and the sermon of the 
Rev. E. H. Krans, Associate Rector; and in the afternoon conducted the 


_ sign-service. 


October 4th, Monday.—In the evening I attended the meeting of the 
Vestry of St. Ann’s Church and interpreted. 

October 5th, Tuesday. At 8 P. M., in the City of Brooklyn, N. Y., I 
married a deaf-mute young woman to a hearing man. 

October 10th, Sunday.—In St. Ann’s Church, New York, I intenpestea 
sermons by the Rt. Rev. Dr. Robertson, Bishop of Missouri, the Rt. Rey. 
Dr. Whipple, Bishop of Minnesota, and the Rt. Rev. Dr. Harris, Bishop 
of Michigan. 

October 12th, Tuesday.—At 7.45 P. M., in the Bible class room of St. 
Ann’s Church, New York, I resumed my Bible lessons for deaf-mutes 
which had been discontinued through the summer. 

October 17th, Sunday.—In St. Ann’s Church, New York, I interpreted 
sermons by the Rey. Dr. Beers, of San Francisco, California, the Rt. Rey. 
Dr. Tuttle, Bishop of Montana, Utah, and Idaho, and the Rt. Rey. Dr. 
Bedell, Bishop of Ohio. 

October 19th, Tuesday.—In the evening met my deaf-mute Bible class at 
St. Ann’s, 

- October 24th, Sunday.—In St. Ann’s Church, New York, I interpreted 
sermons by the Rt. Rev. Dr. Burgess, Bishop of Quincy, the Rev. Mr. 
Giffillan, missionary to the Indians at White Earth, Minnesota, and the 
Rey. Mr. Ward, of Grand Rapids Michigan. 

October 26th, Tuesday.—In the evening 1 met my deaf-mute Bible class. 

Besides these there have been the many and varied duties that may not

With the hearty approval and support of the Rector, the Rev. Dr. 
Leeds, Mr. James 8. Wells, a deaf-mute lay-reader, has held services for 
deaf-mutes on Sunday afternoons in the chapel adjoining the church. 
He has also fulfilled the duties of a teacher in the Maryland Institution for 
Colored Blind and Deaf-Mutes. In all his labors for the benefit of his 
brethren he has been faithful and diligent. They should be grateful for 
such a friend. Mr. Wells reports that the attendance on the Sunday ser- 
vices is encouraging, and that the congregation of silent worshipers do 
something towards the support of the Mission by their weekly offerings. 
Several deaf-mutes were confirmed at the visitation of the Bishop in 
March, thus increasing the number of those who receive the Holy Com- 
munion in Grace Church.

PuHiiaDELPHIA, May, 1880. 

Church work among deaf-mutes, outside of the Institution for Deaf- 
Mutes, was begun in Philadelphia, by the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, in 1859. In 
1865 it was formally associated with Calvary Monumental Church. When 
the Rey. Dr. Clerc, who became Rector of that Church in Sept., 1866, 
afterwards became Warden of the Burd Orphan Asylum, the Deaf-Mute 
Mission became connected, through him, with St. Stephen’s Church, the 
late Rector and the vestry of which took much interest in it. The church 
is used for these mission services at hours not required for the regular ser- 
vices of the congregation, and the deaf-mutes also have the use of the 
schoo] building adjoining the church. 

St. Stephen’s Parish, therefore, contains the germ of an extended mis- 
sion work among deaf-mutes throughout the Diocese of Pennsylvania; 
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and also, with the consent of their Bishops, in portions of some of the 
neighboring dioceses which border upon the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 

In 1878 the Bishop of Pennsylvania brought this matter of the extension 
of Church work among deaf-mutes beyond the limits of St. Stephen’s 
Parish to the attention of the convention; and the committee appointed to 
consider the matter made a report to the Diocesan Convention of 1880, in 
which they recommended the appointment of a commission to take this 
work specially in charge, with the understanding that the Bishop and the 
Rector of St. Stephen’s should be chairman and ‘vice-chairman, respec- 
tively, ex-officio. 

The Commission was authorized by the Convention and appointed by 
the Bishop. Its object is to extend throughout the diocese the peculiar 
kind of pastoral work needed by deaf-mutes, working out from the nucleus 
existing at St. Stephen’s; but, while in entire harmony with the authori- 
ties there, doing a work beyond the power of any one parish to accom- 
plish. It is distinctively, in its extended phase, a Déscesan Mission, 
needing peculiar methods of detail and involving delicate rélationship 
with parish work. 

The missionary in charge is himself a deaf-mute; and, therefore, besides 
his own remarkable individual qualifications for the work, thoroughly in 
sympathy with those for whose spiritual welfare the mission is designed, 
and for whom the methods and Common Prayer of our Church are pecu- 
liarly adapted, 

A brief statement of facts will show the peculiar circumstances of the 
deaf-mutes outside of the Public Institution, and will urge their claims 
upon the Church more forcibly than any extended argument could do. 

I. Until comparatively recent times the deaf-mute was considered in- 
capable of acquiring knowledge and receiving religious instruction. This. 
state of things has been, by a wise philanthropy, entirely done away. 
Deaf-mutes now can be and are educated, and are capable of receiving 
and profiting by religious instruction when administered in the language 
which they understand. 

Il. “A fact which creates both a specialty and a difficulty in the work” 
of conveying to them the ministrations of the Church ‘‘is that the deaf- 
mutes are not in families, as ordinary parishioners are, but are scattered 
one here and one there, in different families, in every class of life, among 
every denomination of Christians, of all ages and in every part of the city. 
Hence the work varies greatly from the usual pastoral duties of a settled 
and well defined parish. It is individual in its character rather than 
family or parochial; so that while, if all disposed to attend Church did at- 
tend, there would be only enough to form one congregation; the pastoral 
house to house work covers the whole city and ramifies into almost every 
parish, * * * All this operates to the disadvantage of the Mission on 
the one hand, while yet it makes the need of such mission work more em- 
phatically known on the other.’—(Convention address, 1878.) 

These facts are commended to the earnest consideration of the church- 
men and churchwomen of the diocese, and to all others whose sympathies. 
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may be enlisted in behalf of a class whose very silence and isolation should 
be the most potent chorus of appeal to the avowed followers of the Lord, 
whose being, on one notable occasion, seemed stirred to its depths in His 
sympathy with the case of a deaf-mute. 

The Commission will need for the first year of its work, outside of St, 
Stephen’s Parish, about twelve hundred dollars ($1,200). Prompt con- 
tributions are earnestly asked for, and may be sent to the Secretary or to 
any member of the Commission, which is constituted as follows: The Rt. 
Rev. the Bishop, Chairman (ex-officio); the Rector of St. Stephen’s, Vice 
Chairman (ex-officio); the Rev. J. A. Harris, D.D., Secretary, Chestnut 
Hill, Phila.; the Rev. D. O. Kellogg, D.D.; the Rev. T. S. Rumney, D.D.; 
the Rev. W. F. Paddock, D.D.; the Rev. W. H. Graff. Messrs. L. C. 
Cleeman, L. R. Krumbhaar, E, §. Buckley, Orlando Crease. 


PHILADELPHIA, January, 1881. 

The plan of systematically extending the Mission in the neighborhood 
of this city is being carried out. Attention is invited to the accompany- 
ing commendatory letters of the Bishops of Delaware, Central Pennsy]- 
vania, and New Jersey, and the resolution of the Convention of Central 
Pennsylvania, last June. 

Careful inquiries show that there are in the four dioceses of our district, 
and within one hundred miles of Philadelphia, 1,500 to 2,000 deaf-mutes. Of 
these 450 or 500 are in this city, the rest are scattered everywhere. At 
several of the larger places, as Allentown, Reading and York, congrega- 
tions have been gathered. A course is being arranged of regular monthly 
visits to these and similar points.* The missionary will also gladly visit 
individuals, wherever situated, as far as practicable. 

Two more facts may be mentioned, showing the special need for and 
character of this Mission: 

III. ‘“‘It has been proved that in not a single known instance has an 
uneducated deaf-mute had any conception of the existence of a Supreme 
Being as a Creator and Ruler of the Universe; and as has been well said, 
No condition of heathen darkness is more deplorable than that of an uneducated 
deaf-mute.”—(Bp. Stevens, Ordination Sermon, 1876.) Every motive of 
Christianity pleads for the many uneducated deaf-mutes still within our 
borders. 

IV. Even the educated generally cannot share fully the religious privi- 
leges of the hearing; not only from their deafness, but also from imperfect 
knowledge of the English language. Shut out from the spoken intercourse 
of their homes, they have to be taught it like foreigners. This hinders 

them both at church (though “our Prayer Book is an invaluable blessing 
to them asa medium of worship”) and in enjoying a pastor’s conversation. 

The Church privileges supplied by this Mission are eagerly desired and 
highly valued. In Philadelphia there is an organized congregation (with

76 communicants), who do much Christian work, meet the incidental and 


charitable expenses of the Mission ‘in the city, and are raising a Building 
Fund for a church to serve as the headquarters of the Diocesan Mission. 
There are similar churches in London, Manchester, Belfast, and New 
York, and this effort is eminently deserving of help, especially as a step 
toward rendering the work self-supporting. Contributions for the Church 
will be thankfully received by Mr. Wm. McKinney, Treasurer Ephphatha 
Guild, 1245 South Seventeenth Street, Philadelphia. The Guild has al- 
ready over $800 in bank.

REPORT OF REY. A. W. MANN, 


IN CHARGE OF MISSIONS AT THE WEST, 


To the Board of Trustees C. M. to D. M.: 


As the past year come back in review, much is found to cause encour- 
agement and thankfulness. The services have been well attended upon 
the whole; the interest has continued unabated; several have received 
baptism and confirmation; the number of communicants has reached 100; 
candidates are awaiting the Episcopal visitation at several points. I have 


_ managed to be present on several occasions to interpret in the celebration 


of the Holy Communion. I have solemnized marriage four times, at the 
following places: Flushing, Mich.; Cleveland, Dayton, and Mallet Creek, 
Ohio; and buried one child. The Prayer Books and tracts kindly given by 
Mr. Pott have been distributed. About six weeks before the 12th Sunday 
after Trinity I sent out 150 circulars embodying an appeal, which was re- 


- sponded to by several parishes. In August I attended the quadriennal re- 


union at the Ohio Institution with the General Manager. In the following 
spring and summer I traveled with him to the Northwest as far as Sioux 
Falls, Dakota. On the way there and back we visited Cleveland, Elyria, 
Detroit, Flint, Pontiac, Monroe, Jackson, Kalamazoo, Faribault, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Red Wing, Madison, and Chicago. At Madison we met 
about 50 of the graduates of the Wisconsin Institution, at a re-union, and 
gave them a service at Grace Church. 
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There must be more than 8,000 of our people within my field, which 
embraces 13 dioceses. I have tried to reach as many of them as I could. 
My list of missions has been slightly lengthened since lastreport. Several 
‘combined services” have been held with the assistance of my brethren of 
the clergy. Church people have been thus enabled to obtain a general 
idea of this the Church’s special work. 


Appended are the following extracts from different Diocesan Convention 
Journals. 


FROM THE CONVENTION ADDRESS OF BisHop BEDELL, 1879 

‘¢Misstons To DEAF-MutTEs.—The Rey. A. W. Mann continues his useful 
labors to his companions in affliction, deaf-mutes, within this diocese and 
in neighboring dioceses. His report will be laid before you. I need not 
claim attention to it, for its remarkable interest will draw many hearts 
towards this peculiarly charitable work. My Episcopal brethren in neigh- 
boring dioceses united in requesting the Board of Missions to appoint 
Rev. Mr. Mann as a Missionary of the Domestic Committee, namely: The 
Bishops of Southern Ohio, Pittsburg, the Assistant Bishop of Kentucky, 
the Bishops of Missouri, Indiana, Illinois, and Western Michigan. Our 
deaf-mute deacon is now practically recognized as a Missionary of all 
these dioceses, acting under the authority of each Bishop when acting 
within his diocese.” 


FROM THE CONVENTION ADDRESS OF BisHop Vatu, 1879. 


‘On Wednesday evening, May 21st, the Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, D.D., 
Rector of St. Ann’s Church, New York, and the Rev. A. W. Mann, a 
deaf-mute clergyman of the Church, held a service in Grace Church, 
Topeka, at which some twelve or fifteen deaf-mutes of the neighborhood 
were present. * * * It was a very interesting service. These gentle- 
men had visited St. Joseph and Atchison on their way to Topeka.” 


From Convention Appress or BisHor JAGGAR, 1878. 
‘* We have united with other dioceses during the past year to sustain a 
deaf-mute deacon, well qualified for the work, in ministrations to his own 
people. J have confirmed several deaf-mutes prepared by him. He has 


won my confidence and high regard. Our committee depends upon. 


special contributions for the small appropriation which it makes. We 
haye a considerable number of deaf-mutes in our diocese, and they wel- 
come our services gratefully. The report of the Rev. Mr. Mann is ap- 
pended, and commended to your special consideration.” ;

From PROCEEDINGS OF DIOCESAN CoNYVENTION, PirtsBuRG, 1878. : 
‘*By permission of the convention, the Rev. Dr. Hitchcock presented 
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the report of the Rev. Mr, Mann, detailing his work among the deaf-mutes, 
and offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 

“ Resolved, That this convention expresses its interest in the work of the 
Church among deaf-mutes, and requests the clergy and laity to further 
this work in every practical way.” 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH, DIOCESE OF 
Prrrspure, 1878. 


“The Rev. A. W. Mann, a deaf-mute of considerable experience in 
ministering to his afflicted brethren, has held several special services for 
this class of our population within the past diocesan year. Mr, Mann has 
the entire approbation and cordial sympathy of the Bishop, and his self- 
denying labors the committee hope will be duly appreciated by all who 
desire the spiritual welfare of this people.” 


From PROCEEDINGS OF Forty-First DrocEsAN CONVENTION, 
Inurnors, 1878. 


“The Rev. A. W. Mann, deacon, missionary-at-large to deaf-mutes, 
himself a deaf-mute, was accorded the privilege of the floor, and his ad- 
dress was read by the Secretary (Rev. J. H. Knowles). Remarks were 
made upon their mission work by the Rev. S. S. Harris, D. D., the Rev. 
Clinton Loche, D.D., the Rev. T. N. Morrison, D.D., and the Rev. C. B. 
Stout.” 


Procegepines DrocksAN CONVENTION, Inprana, 1878. 


Rey. S. J. French offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 
‘* Resolved, That that portion of the Bishop’s address which refers to the 
work of the Church among deaf-mutes be referred to a committee of 
three to report to this Convention.” 

In pursuance thereto, the President appointed the following special 
committee: Rev. S. J. French, Rev. E. A. Bradley, and Rev. C. C. Tate. 

Report of Committee.—‘‘The committee on that portion of the Bishop’s 
address relating to the work among the deaf-mutes, respectfully report 
the following resolution: ‘ Resolved, That it be recommended to the rev- 
erend clergy of this diocese to ascertain whether there are not within their 
cures some of these children of silence, and at their earliest convenience, 


* arrange with the Rey. Mr. Mann (care of the Standard of the Cross, Cleve- 


land, Ohio) to hold services for them.’ Respectfully submitted, 8. J. 
French, E. A. Bradley, C. C. Tate, Committee.” 

Extract from Bishop Talbot's Address, referred to above.—‘* A movement 
has of late been going on in the Church for the benefit of that unfortunate 
class of our people who are deprived of their hearing and speech. It 
seems now to be taking form and coherency. Several deaf-mutes have 
been regularly set apart by ordination for the spiritual educatiom of these 
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‘children of silence.’ One of these, the Rev. A. W. Mann, of the Diocese 
of Ohio, is regularly working in our own and several others, and I com- 
mend him and his work to my brethren. Iam sure that Mr. Mann will 
cordially respond to any request for his services, where such work is to be 
found, and as other dioceses have already contributed towards his support, 
I shall propose to our Board of Missions to grant a small stipend for the 
same purpose. It would seem that our Church is peculiarly adapted to 
meet the spiritual wants of this unfortunate class; and the Report of Rev. 
Mr. Mann, which will be inserted in the Appendix to the Journal, shows 
that he is doing faithful and effective work among them.”

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 


ON THE BUILDING FUND OF THE HOME FOR AGED AND 
INFIRM DEAF-MUTES. 


THE CHAIRMAN’S REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN: We respectfully present to you the following report of 
our fund matters for the past year: 

The fund in charge, by the interests accruing from the deposits in banks 
and the loan tendered to St. Ann’s Church, together with that in Dr. I. 
Lewis Peet’s hands, now amounts to $6,324.66. 

A new departure from our original plan was offered by Dr. Peet at our 
quarterly meeting last April, and unanimously adopted after a lengthy 
discussion as to its merits, and as to the wisdom of forming our plan on 
the new basis so ably advocated by that gentleman. His address will ap- 
pear in our next report, together with my letter expressing my opinions 
thereof. 

Though the principal thing in the new departure—the establishment of 
an industrial school with the proposed Home for Aged and Infirm Mutes 
under its care, on a suitable farm in this State, for the exclusive benefit of 
the deaf and dumb of New York—was decided, the minor matters relative 
to the location of that noble, double institution, and the prices of admis- 
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sion to the Home and School for such persons of other States as may de- 
sire to come to either of them, etc., were not discussed. Therefore we 
now beg to propose that a committee of be appointed from this 
Board to deliberate upon them and submit their propositions to the con- 
sideration and appproval of the said Board 

As to whether the Committee on the Building Fund of the Home should 
continue or cease to exist, it appears proper for it to continue till the 
School and Home are established, for under its care the fund will surely 
increase, with as great rapidity as circumstances may permit, to an amount 
sufficient for the building of the Home with all conveniences.

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CONSTTEUTLON. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office 
shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 


Its members shall consist of those persons paying two dollars and up- 
wards a year towards its support, who shall be elected at any regular 
meeting of the Trustees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at one 
time shall be eligible to life membership. 


ARTICLE III. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and management 
of a Board of Twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually as hereafter 
provided. The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who shall be selected annually 
by the said Board from their own number, and shall also be officers of the 
said Board. 

ARTICLE IV. 


The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least once in three 
months, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven Trus- 
tees shall form a quorum for the transaction of business, except that no 
purchase, lease, or sale of real estate shall be made, unless two-thirds of 
the whole number shall be present at the meeting at which it is ordered. 
The Board shall have power to make By-Laws for its own government and 
for the government of the officers, and to alter and amend the same, and 
may fill any vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 

Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called by the 
President, or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the 
Trustees; but when special meetings are called, the time and place of 
meeting and the subject proposed to be considered shall be previously 
notified to the members, and no other subject shall be discussed or acted 
upon at such meetings. 

ARTICLE VY. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Wednesday evening of 
October. At this meeting the Society shall elect by ballot twenty-five 
Trustees, who shall hold office for the ensuing year and until their suc- 
cessors are appointed. 

At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of the 
Society, the officers specified in Article IIT. shall be chosen by ballot from 
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aimong the members of said Board, and. shall continue in office until their 
successors are appointed. 

The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, a report 
of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in relation 
to the funds and property of the Society, and information relative to the 
objects of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting 
of the members of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present 
consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 


BY-LAWS. 


1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer shall faithfully perform the duties usually intrusted to such officers. 

2, The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution, from time 
to time, such Special Committees as may be necessary to accomplish most 
effectively the objects of the Society. 


3. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall be 
to take the general oversight of the various departments of work which 
shall be adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult 
deaf-mutes. They shall also have power to appoint assistants to the Gen- 
eral Manager, and to fix the salaries which shall be paid to the General 
Manager and assistants. 


4. The General Manager shall be subject to such regulations as the 
Trustees may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report of 
his work at every stated meeting of the Trustees. 


5. With the consent of “The Rector, Church-Wardens, and vestrymen of 
St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York,” the meetings 
of the Trustees shall be held in the said church. 


6. At the meetings of the Trustees, the following shall be the order of 
proceedings, viz. : 
1. Devotions. 
2, Reading of the minutes. 
8. Communication from the officers. 
4, Report of the General Manager. 
5. Reports of Committees. 
6. Miscellaneous business. 
7. Adjournment. 


7. Alteration of these By-Laws proposed at one meeting can be 
adopted at the next by a two-thirds vote of the Trustees present, but by 
unanimous consent at a regular meeting, without previous notice. 


APPENDIX. 


FOUR MONTHS IN EUROPE. 


BY THE GENERAL MANAGER.

On Saturday, August 14th, 1880, Miss Gertrude C. Walter, my wife, and 
. myself sailed from New York in the steamship Britannic, Capt. Perry, of 
the White Star Line. Kind friends had provided the means for my wife 
and myself to make this long-wished-for journey to the old world, and Mr, 
Cortis, the agent of the Company, had given me a complimentary ticket to 
Liverpool and return. My traveling companions being deaf-mute, we ex- 
cited constant interest, and were daily giving information respecting the 
sign-language, the manual alphabet, the educstion of deaf-mutes, and the 
progress of Church work among them, to persons of intelligence and culture. 
In our delightful voyage across the Atlantic Wwe made many friends. The 
Rev. Dr. Parker and wife, of London, took a special interest in us and 
learned quite a number of our signs. 

On the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity, August 15th, I preached briefly 
from the Gospel of the day, which recites our Lord’s miracle of healing 
the deaf and dumb man. On the following Tuesday afternoon I gavea 
lecture in relation to deaf-mutes, explaining and illustrating the sign- 
language quite at length, , ; 

Leaving the ship at Queenstown, we passed through Cork to Dublin, 
where we visited three institutionsfordeaf-mutes. We hastened on through 
Holyhead, London, Dover, and Calais to Brussels, where we visited an 
institution. After enjoying Lake Lucerne and its surroundings, we went 
over the Alps to the Italian lakes by Pass St. Gothard. We reached Milan 
on Saturday, the 4th of September, and remained there upwards of a 
week in attendance upon the International Convention of the Teachers of 
Deaf-Mutes, to which I was a delegate from the New York Institution for 
Deaf-Mutes and the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes. The convention. was 
composed of upwards of two hundred instructors from various European 
nations and also from America. The United States were represented by 
Edward M. Gallaudet, LL.D., President of the National Deaf-Mute College 
at Washington, D. C., and Professor James Denison, together with Rev. 
Charles A. Stoddard, D.D., Isaac Lewis Peet, LL.D., Principal, Miss Ger- 
trude C. Walter, my wife and myself from the New York Institution. N ot- 
withstanding the resolutions adopted by a large majority of the convention 
in favor of teaching deaf-mutes by articulation and lip-reading exclusively, 
IT remained a believer in the combined system, 7. ¢., the use of the sign- 
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language and the manual alphabet in connection with articulation and 
lip-reading as productive of the greatest good to the greatest number. 

We had very pleasant visits to the Institutions in Milan, Pavia, Como, 
Verona, Vienna, Rome, Cologne, Berlin, Dresden, Frankfort on the Main, 
Paris, London, Northampton, Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Liverpool. The 
continental teachers were mostly in favor of articulation and lip-reading, 
while those of the older institutions in Great Britain and Ireland preferred 
the combined method. 

In Paris we took a special pleasure in visiting the old institution on 
St. Jacques Street, where my father acquired the art of teaching deaf- 
mutes under the Abbe Sicard in 1816, and where he became so intimately 
acquainted with one of the teachers, Mr. Laurent Clerc, deaf-mute him- 
self, that he persuaded this accomplished young gentleman to return with 
him to the United States and assist in founding the first institution for 
deaf-mutes at Hartford, Conn., in April, 1817. 

We were much gratified at the recenf manifestation of the love and 
esteem of the deaf-mute residents of Paris toward the illustrious Abbe de 
L’Epee, the founder of our system, by erecting on the grounds of the In- 
stitution a bronze statue to his memory. We were able to converse in the 
sign-language with the teachers and pupils of this Institution, as it is 
common to French and American deaf-mutes. 

We had interesting interviews with the venerable Berthier, who was, in 
his boyhood, a pupil of Mr. Laurent Clere. He well remembered the de- 
parture of his beloved teacher with my father to America. Having been 
for many years himself a teacher in the Paris Institute, he was enjoying 
on a pension a comfortable and geeen old age. I attended a Sunday after- 
noon service for adult-deaf mutes in the Church of St. Roch. It was con- 
ducted by an abbe whom I had met at the Milan Convention. I followed 
the sign-service and sermon with perfect ease. After the benediction the 
abbe kindly introduced me to the congregation, with most of! whom I. 
shook hands and had a little conversation. This was, of course, con- 
ducted entirely by signs, as my friends did not understand English and I 
did not understand French. 

In London we were warmly welcomed by the Rev. Samuel Smith, Pas- 
tor of St. Saviour’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in Oxford Street. We attended 
two Sunday evening services in this church and a social Tuesday evening 
zathering in the lecture room. We were, however, obliged to address the 
congregations through the interpretation of Rev. Mr. Smith, because the 
English have a sign-language entirely different from ours, and because 
also they use the double-handed alphabet while we use the single. But in 
social intercourse we could use their alphabet slowly and use some natural 
signs and thus give and receive a few ideas. We were, on several occa- 
sions, hospitably entertained at the parsonage, adjoining the church, by 
Rev. Mr. Smith and his wife. 

One evening we met several of the brethren who are interested in 
Church work among adult deaf-mutes at other points in the vast metropo- 
lis. We were deeply grateful for all the kindness which we received, and

devoutly thankful for all the good which is being done for our English 
deaf-mute friends by the Church of Christ. St. Saviour’s, London, differs 
from St. Ann’s, New York, in ministering only to deaf-mutes. 

Having enjoyed every part of our mercifully ordered journey through a 
large portion of the old world, we left Liverpool on the 16th of December, 
in the Britannic, Capt. Perry, of the White Star Line, the same staunch 
ship, under the same esteemed captain, which had brought us safely over. 
Again we interested the ship’s company in our work, and on one afternoon, 
after a lecture in the dining saloon, we received upwards of $40 for the 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes. Wereached New York on the afternoon of 
Christmas day, our hearts overflowing with thanksgiving to God for all 
His mercies, and with joy at the greetings of kindred, parishioners and 
other friends. We were glad to be at home again. . 4 uy

THE ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 


When our Society was incorporated in Octobér, 1872, it en- 
tered upon a new department of organized charity, ¢.e., the pro- 
motion of the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 

Recognizing with devout gratitude the wonderful work 


_ accomplished by the institutions in the education of deaf-mute 


children, it proposed to supplement that work by extending 
Christian sympathy and care to these children of silence when 
they went forth from their teachers to fight the battle of life. 

As the Trustees of this Society we have tried for another year 
to discharge our duties in various ways, relying chiefly, how- 
ever, upon the personal exertions of the General Manager, 
Assistant Manager, and Lay-Readers, as our representatives in 
executing our plans. i 

We refer to their Reports for the details—to which we can 
make but a brief allusion. . 

We have co-operated with-St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-mutes, 
New York, in maintaining there regular Sunday Afternoon Sign 
Services throughout the year, and frequent interpretations at 
other services—specially at the celebrations of the Holy Com- 
munion. Several deaf-mutes have been baptized, confirmed and 
received to the Communion at St. Ann’s during the year. 

We have held stated and occcasional services for deaf-mutes, 
with the approval of the Bishops in the Dioceses of New York, 
Long island, Albany, Northern New Jersey, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Vermont and Maine. 
We desire from year to year to increase the number of these 
Services, and ask, therefore, for more means and more laborers: 
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Our Society has continued to aid deaf-mute men and women 
in finding situations where they can support themselves and their 
families. This department alone should commend it to business 
men. Through our exertions hundreds of deaf-mutes have 
found work. Without our constant efforts many would become 
a burden to the community. 

We have ministered to the sick and poor. We have buried 
the dead and comforted the mourners. We have given counsel 
in trying circumstances. We have interpreted for deaf-mutes 
in the Courts. We have shown an interest in their societies and 
gatherings, and have done all in our power to make them useful 
and happy in this world, and to enkindle in them a reasonable 
hope for the future. 

We have striven to support our Home for Aged and Infirm 
Deaf-Mutes, at No. 220 East Thirteenth Street, which continues 
te receive the faithful care of Miss Jane Middleton as matron, 
and of Dr. Mark H. Williams as visiting physician. This Refuge 
for God’s afflicted servants should be better known, for then 
would it be more abundantly cared for. 

While we have specially cultivated the field providentially 
allotted to us, we have esteemed it a privilege to co-operate 
with those who are responsible for other portions of Chureh 
work among the deaf-mutes of our country, and we shall always 
be glad to print their reports in our Appendix. 

We trust that our friends will read all the reports which fol- 
low, that they may thus see the results of the mustard-seed 
which was planted when the Bible Class for the Deaf-mutes of 
New York was begun in September, 1850. 

They will be interested in the account which our General 
Manager gives of his visit to Europe to attend the International 
Convention of the Teachers of Deaf-mutes, held in Brussels, 
August 13th, 

They will find evidence of life and growth in the Proceedings 
of the Second Conference of Church Workers among Deaf- 
Mutes, held in St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, October 13th. 

They will receive information in relation to signs as forming 
a real, living language for the services of deaf-mutes, whether 
sacramental or otherwise, in the sermon which was preached by 
our General Manager at the Ordination tothe Priesthood of the

Quarterly Report of the General Manager. 


WEDNESDAY EVENING, Jan. 31, 1883. 


During the week beginning Sunday, October 29th, I was assisting the 
Rev. Job Turner in church work among deaf-mutes, in Richmond, Man- 
chester and Concord Depot.

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 


WEDNESDAY, April 25th, 1883. 

I conducted the services for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church, N. Y., 
on most of the Sundays during the quarter ending this evening. I inter- 
‘preted for deaf-mutes at the services on Ash-Wednesday, and during 
Holy Week. On Sunday afternoon, February 11th, we had a combined 
‘Service, at which I interpreted the sermon of the Rev. Archdeacon Kirkby. 
At the afternoon service on Haster Even I baptized a deaf young lady. 
“Oh the afternoon of Easter Day the Holy Communion was celebrated at 
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the service for deaf-mutes. The deaf-mutes are so scattered throughout 
this city and vicinity that it has been thought best to have an occasional 
afternoon Communion for them specially. On Sunday afternoon, 
April 8th, I baptized two deaf-mute men. The Confirmation Service at 
St. Ann’s was held this year by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Potter, on Monday 
evening, April 16. I interpreted. Six deaf-mutes were confirmed in a 
class of twenty-seven. On Sunday, February 18th, I held services for 


deaf-mutes in St. Paul’s Church, and the Church of the Ascension, Troy; 


several received Communion, On Sunday evening, February 25th, we 
had a combined service in Christ Church, Williamsburgh. On Thursday 
evening, March 15th, we had a combined service in Trinity Church, 
Mt. Vernon. On Friday evening, March 16th, we had a combined service 
in St. Paul’s Church, Williamsburgh. On Palm-Sunday, March 18th, 
I conducted services for deaf-mutes in St. Mark’s Church, Hoosick Falls, 
baptizing a man; several received the Communion. On Sunday, April ist, 
I conducted services in the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston. Eight 
deaf-mutes received the Communion at noon. In the evening we had 
a combined service in St. Luke’s Church, Chelsea. On Monday, April 2d, 
I visited the New England Industrial School for Deaf-Mutes, in Beverly. 
On Wednesday evening, April 4th, I lectured before the Boston Deaf- 
Mute Society. 

I have appreved of ‘‘The Brick Collection Book Plan,” under the 
auspices of the Deaf-Mute Bible Class of St."Ann’s Church, Mr. L. M 
Brown, teacher, to raise money for our Building Fund. In the inside 
pages of the books are the pictures of twenty bricks, on which subscribers 
write their names, paying ten cents or upwards for each brick. Mr. 
Clement R. Thomson, 22 East 21st street, is the Treasurer. 

I have written various notices of our work for ‘‘The Sheltering Arms,” 
and other papers. 

Thave kept up a large correspondence with Church-workers among 
deaf-mutes in our own and other departments, and with those seeking in- 
formation respecting the education of deaf-mutes. 

I have visited the New York Institute for Deuf-Mutes several times and 
attended the meeting of its Board of Directors. 

I have visited our Home as often as possible. The Matron; Miss Mid- 
dleton, has been confined to her room for several weeks in consequence of 
a severe fall. On the afternoon of the Wednesday after Easter the Holy 
Communion was celebrated in her room. Several of the deaf-mutes and 
two other friends received with her, 

T have visited and given Communion to two sick mutes. One of them, 
Mr. James Dimond, died at his home, 17 King street, on Saturday, the 
21st inst. I officiated at his funeral yesterday, saying the committal 
service at the burial in Greenwood Cemetery. 

I have visited several times the relatives of deaf-mutes in their sick- 
ness, giving the Communion to the mother of one. She died peacefully 
and I officiated at her funeral. I also officiated at the funeral of Dr. 
Goodrich, the father of Mrs. Newell, whose husband was formerly one of 
our deaf-mute Trustees.

I was. present at some of the meetings of the Manhattan Literary Asso- 
ciation, the vestry-meetings of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, N. Y., 
and the meetings of the Directors of the New York Institution for Deaf- 
Mutes. I visited our Home as often as possible. On the first two Sun- 
days in July I was at St. Ann’s, N. Y. 

During the early part of this month we sent out nearly nine hundred 
postal-card circulars, asking for offerings for our Society on the Twelfth 
Sunday after Trinity, and also sent notices in relation to this appeal to the 
church papers. 

Kind friends having given me the means to attend the International 
Convention of the Teachers of Deaf-Mutes, to be held in Brussels, on the 
18th of August,I left New York on Saturday, July 14th, in the ‘‘ Britannic,” 
for Liverpool. After my arrival in England I enjoyed for two weeks the 
hospitality of Mr. and Mrs. Lyman, at ‘‘ Wyoming,” Beulah-Hill, Upper 
Norwood, a beautiful suburb of London. The latter part of July 
I attended an Annual Convention of the National Society of Adult Deaf- 
Mutes in Great Britain and Ireland, held in the lecture-room of St. Sav- 
iour’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, Oxford street, London. I was also present 
at several services in that Church. The Englieh signs, however, differ so 
radically from ours, that I was obliged to make my addresses through an 
interpreter. I found the Rev. Mr. Rhind, the successor of the late Rev. 
Samuel Smith, hard at work among the adult deaf-mutes of London, many 
of whom are communicants of the Church. 

I was in Brussels from Saturday evening, August 11th, to Tuesday 
morning, the 2ist. On the 12th and the 19th I officiated in the English 
Church of the Resurrection. The International Convention of the 
Teachers of Deaf-Mutes began its sessions on Monday, the 18th, and 
adjourned on Saturday afternoon, the 19th. It was held in the Palais des 
Academies, at the invitation of the Government. King Leopold II. was 
present at one of the sessions. I represented ‘‘The Church Mission to 
Deaf-Mutes,” and the New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes, in this Con- 
vention. Various ptactical questions were discussed, and representative 
men and women became better acquainted. We visited the schools for 
deaf-mutes in Brussels, Ghent and Antwerp. There were several members 
of the Convention from the United States, among whom was Dr. Peet, 
one of the Trustees of our own Society. Though the great majority of 
the European teachers favor the oral system, I heard or saw nothing to 
impair my confidence in the combined system as accomplishing the greatest 
good to the largest number of deaf-mutes.

OF

In conformity with the provisions of the Act entitled ‘‘ An Act for the

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office 
shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 


Its members shall consist of those persons paying two dollars and up- 
wards a year towards its support, who shall be elected at any regular 
meeting of the Trustees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at one 
time shall be eligible to life membership. 


ARTICLE III. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and management 
of a Board of twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually, as hereafter 
provided. The officers of the Society shall be—a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who shall be elected annually by 
the said Board from their own number, and shall also be officers of the 
said Board. 

ARTICLE IV. 


The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least once in three 
months, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven 
Trustees shall form a quorum for the transaction of business, except that 
no purchase, lease, or sale of real estate shall be made, unless two-thirds 
of the whole number shall be present at the meeting at which it is 
ordered. The Board shall have power to make By-Laws for its own gov- 
ernment and for the government of the officers, and to alter and amend 
the same, and may fill any vacancy which may occur in the Board or 
among its officers. 

Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called by the 
President, or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the 
Trustees; but when special meetings are called, the time and place of 
meeting and the subject proposed to be considered shall be previously 
notified to the members, and no other subject shall be discussed or acted 
upon at such meetings. 

ARTICLE YV. 

The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church, 

for Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Wednesday evening

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October. At this meeting the Society shall elect by ballot twenty-five 
ustees, who shall hold office for the ensuing year and until their suc- 
rs are appointed. 

At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of the 
pecety: the officers specified in Article III. shall be chosen by ballot 
from among the members of said Board, and shall continue in office until 
heir successors.are appointed. 

The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, 
_areport of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in 
‘relation to the funds and property of the Society, and information relative 
to the objects of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting

1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary and 
‘Treasurer shall faithfully perform the duties usually intrusted to such 
officers, 


2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution, from time 
to time, such Special Committees as may be necessary to accomplish most 
effectively the objects of the Society. 


3. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall + 
be to take the general oversight of the various departments of work which 
shall be adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult 
deaf-mutes. They shall also have power to appoint assistants to the 
_ General Manager, and to fix the salaries which shall be paid to the General 
Manager and assistants. 


4, The General Manager shall be subject to such regulations as the 
Trustees may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report 
of his work at every stated meeting of the Trustees. 


5. With the consent of ‘‘The Rector, Church-Wardens, and Vestrymen 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York,” the 
meetings of the Trustees shall be held in the said church.

At the last Annual Convention of the Diocese, the Bishop appointed,

Dr. Harris was chosen Secretary of the Commission, and continued to 
act as Treasurer until November 1, 1882, when Mr. Rowland Evans was 
appointed Treasurer, and entered upon the duties of his office. His 
account is herewith presented. 

After referring to co-operation with the Commission appointed by the 
Diocese of Central Pennsylvania, and the insufficiency of funds to secure 
the services of lay-readers at various places, the Report proceeds as follows: 

The work is growing in extent and in interest. Efforts have been 
continued to secure funds to build a Church, with suitable class and 
guild-rooms, for the use of the deaf. For details of this proposed work 
reference is made to the Missionary’s report. It will be seen that while 
this Commission heartily endorses the enterprise, it does not act as 
custodian of the Building Fund. ‘That office is at present filled by the 
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poration of St. Stephen’s Parish, to which the Mission among the Deaf 
been indebted for a long and efficient nursing care, without which the 
k could never have attained its present proportions. It will, in the 
nt scope of the Mission, be very desirable that the proposed Church 
 “ANl Souls” should be built as the headquarters of this peculiar 
Mission, which strongly appeals to the whole Church in this and 
neighboring Dioceses.

_ Resolved, That this Convention learns with pleasure the growth and 
pects of the Mission to the Deaf, and urges upon the Church in the 
Diocese the duty to put forth every effort to foster its interests.

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ITINERANT WORK. 


The places visited have been—in Pennsylvania: Allentown, Birds- 
boro’, Centre Bridge, Columbia, Easton, Harrisburg, Jonestown, Lancas- 
ter, Lebanon, Mauch Chunk, Mill Hollow (now, called Luzerne), Norris- 
town, Reading, Scranton, Steelton, Wilkes-Barré and York; in New 
Jersey: Flemington, Lambertville, and Trenton; and in Delaware: 
Wilmington. Services have usually been held, but on some occasions it 
has only been possible to make pastoral visits. 

Lay-reading, Bible Classes, and systematic visiting, have been maintained 
in several places by lay-helpers; in Philadelphia, by Mr. M. C. Fortescue 
and some ladies; in Scranton, by Mr. J. M. Koehler; in Harrisburg, by 
Miss Kemp, and in York, by Mr. B. Lanius. Mr. (now the Rey.) Stanley 
Searing has visited and instructed many persons in the neighborhoods of 
Wilmington, Del., and Columbia, Pa. 


PHILADELPHIA MISSION. 


In Philadelphia there have been at least two services nearly every Sun- 
day, in the morning at Emmanuel Church, Kensington, and in the after- 
noon at St. Stephen’s. During July and August the use of the Church of 
the Covenant was kindly allowed by the Warden, Mr. J. P. Rhoads. The 
Communion has also been administered twice a month, once at each 
station. Three ‘“ combined” services have been held on Sunday evenings, 
at St. Peter’s, Germantown, St. John’s, Northern Liberties, and Emman- 
uel, Kensington, when the service was read orally and in signs simultane- 
ously, and astatement explanatory of the Mission was read aloud by the 
Rector, and exemplifications of the language of signs given by the 
Missionary. 

A much larger amount of work of all kinds could have been done, both 
in Philadelphia and elsewhere in the Diocese, had the Commission been 
enabled to provide lay-help. It is earnestly hoped that this will speedily 
be done.. 


ALL SOULS’ GUILD. 


The deaf congregation in this city have continued to engage in the 
activities customary in ordinary Parishes. While for convenience they 
are still parochially connected with St. Stephen’s Church, they are 
organized into a Guild by themselves, It has branches for various depart- 
ments of Christian effort—charitable, literary, and temperance, and 
a Sunday School. Its Board, which resembles closely the Vestry of 
a “Free Church,” supervises these, and pays particular attention to the 
religious work; it provides Lay-reading, and meets the incidental expenses 
of the Mission in the city, thus materially relieving the Commission. 

The detailed report of the Guild, appended to the Parochial Report of 
St. Stephen’s Church, shows that it has, during the year, raised $1,184.04; 
has paid out $187 for current expenses, $44.47 for the poor, and $13.24 
for outside benevolent purposes, and has added $997.10 to its Church 
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Building Fund, of which $200 was the liberal gift of Mrs. Thomas H. 
Powers. Contributions of smaller amount, but equally appreciated, have 
been received from other friends and well-wishers—one, the Vicar of 

gham in England; another, personally unknown, has sent her Lent 
erings in the name of ‘‘ Little Johnny,” a brother long departed, A kind 
scription of $100 has been promised. 


CHURCH BUILDING, 


F The Fund has, however, been mainly contributed by the deaf them- 
selves; in even the most distant places visited by the Missionary, they take 
a lively interest in the proposed Church in Philadelphia, regarding it as 
10t a mere local enterprise, but the headquarters of an extended Mission. 
Their financial ability is, however, but small, compared with the 
nitude of the undertaking, and we must look for the means to 
accomplish it—to the assistance of the Church at large. 
. The name which the Guild has, with your approval, adopted for the 
Church—‘‘All Souls”—well expresses the character of the Mission. It is 
prehensive, and it is individual. It goes into every grade of society, 
eeking out the one here and the one there whom a mysterious Providence 
isolated from their own nearest kin—child from parent, brother from 
er. It teaches them that they are not forgotten or neglected by their 
ther; that for them, too, it is written, “Behold, saith the Lord God, 
All Souls are Mine.” (Ezekiel xviii, verses 3 and 4.) 
The plan of building a Church and Mission House has jog been 
cherished by the deaf themselves. The need and the benefits of such 
headquarters are shown by the efforts made to obtain them wherever an 
‘important center of Church work among the deaf has been established. 
In Great Britain, four such ‘buildings (two in London alone) have been 
erected and funds are being raised for at least three more. In America, 
in many of the great cities, societies and clubs of the deaf endeavor to 
secure rooms where they may meet for both devotional and social purposes. 
The use, for an hour or two on Sunday, an evening or two in the week, 
of buildings, however large and elegant, occupied by a hearing congrega- 
tion and planned for the requirements of the ear, will not meet the 
needs, however modest, of the smaller assembly who are so entirely 
dependent upon that far more sensitive organ, the eye. 


MISSION HOUSE. 


It is not solely for Sunday services that a building is desired. We ° 
need rooms for incidental and secular purposes—for the varied branches 
of effort whereby the Church of Christ has proved the true elevator of the 
whole nature of man. An office is needed, where the missionary or an 
assistant may be found daily, at stated times; a place for meetings, whether 
for business or for lectu7es and other literary and social exercises; a library 
and reading room; and facilities for evening classes. 

Some of the deaf do indeed resort to existing public reading-rooms and 
workingmen’s clubs, but to the great majority these are not attractive. 
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The great obstacle of the deaf is their imperfect acquaintance with English. 
They need to be taught and helped to read. Again, their deafness prevents 
their finding much social enjoyment except in the companionship of 
those who can talk in signs—usually only their fellow deaf-mutes, their 
old schoolmates. This craving for society is innate in man—it needs to be 

-Tecognized and guided aright. The public night schools are obviously 
closed to the deaf, except those in mechanics and fine arts, in the latter of 
which some few have done very creditably. 

The sum required to build and properly equip a Church and Mission 
House, central, convenient, and suitable to Philadelphia, the second largest 
city in the United States, is estimated at $20,000 to $30,000. Double the 
amount has been spent on more than one Parish Building within this 
State during the last few years. 

May we not hope before long to possess such a Church, which shall be 
the spiritual home of hundreds of the deaf, the source of Gospel illumina- 
tion to thousands for many miles around, both in our own time and 
through coming generations ?

to Deaf-Mutes : 


As a parish priest, having all the cares that that title implies, 1am un- 
to report a very extensive record of labors among our deaf-mute 
hren in the dioceses where they are specially in my spiritual charge. 


‘This report covers but nine months of the year, my last report to you 


g made up to December 3ist, 1882. In the nine months, from Janu- 
r ist to October 1st, 1883, I have held but eleven services. I had hoped 
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at the beginming of the year to have been able to conduct more, but my 
transfer to a new parish necessarily demanding a large share of my atten- 
tion, absence on vacation, and similar absences on the part of the paro- 
chial clergy, are all causes which have operated against a more vigorous 
effort on my behalf. 

I think I can now say that the work in these dioceses is growing, both 
in the appreciation of the clergy and laity of the several parishes as well 
as generally among the deaf-mutes. This is manifest from the increased 
offerings and attendance at the services, and from the interest with which, 
in some places, at least, the mutes attend the regular services of the 
Church. 

I have not myself baptized, married, nor buried any deaf-mutes within 
the period covered by this report, as it is my aim to have the deaf-mutes 
and their friends apply to the parochial clergy for these offices, that the 
nuutual relationship existing between them may be established upon its 
proper basis. 

I have held but two services in Syracuse, in St. James’ Church, which 
the deaf-mutes are now learning to regard as their ecclesiastical home. 

In Watertown I have held one service each in Trinity and Grace 
Churches. 

In Geneva three services have been held in Trinity Church, whose 
Rector and people are zealous in the interests of the Mission, as testified 
by their hearty, moral, and material support. The deaf-mutes of this 
vicinity “‘ Are glad when they say, let us go into the house of the Lord.’ 

{ held a service in April in Buffalo, St. Paul’s Church. The Bishop of 
the Diocese, and the Rector, Rev. J. W. Brown, 8. T.. D., were both 
present, and bade me ‘‘ God speed” in what we all hope is the beginning 
of an important work among the deaf-mutes of this large and growing 
community. ; 

In July I held a service in St. Mark’s Church, Malone, which was not 
less interesting than that which I held there a year ago, the Rector, the 
Rev. W. G. W. Lewis, cordially entering into his predecessor’s interest in 
eur work. At no point in my ordinary tour does the necessity for our 
Mission seem more apparent than here; the mutes who attend come from 
long distances and widely scattered points, and receive no religious 
instruction except at these occasional services. 

In the same month I was able, through the kind co-operation of the 
Rev. E. Wood, Rector of the Church of St. John Evangelist, Montreal, to 
carry out my idea of having at least an annual service for the deaf-mutes 
of that city. Our Canadian brethren greatly appreciate these annual 
visits, and it is a most lamentable fact that throughout the whole Dominion 
of Canada the Mother Church of England, so forward in all Missionary 
labors, has no organized provision for the spiritual welfare of her adult 
deaf-mute population. 

In Bethesda Church, Saratoga, the Rev. Dr. Carey, Rector, I held a 
service appointed by yourself. 

I desire here to record my deep sense of gratitude to the clergy who 
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pended I send a summary of offerings received. A detailed state- 
is with the Treasurer of the Diocese, and will be reported at the 
Convention of the Diocese.

THE SEconD CONFERENCE OF AMERICAN CHURCH WORKERS AMONG 
THE Dar was held in Philadelphia from Saturday to Monday, October 
18th-15th, 1883, during the Triennia] General Convention. 

The Conference was participated in by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Stevens, of 
Pennsylvania, President, the Rt. Rev. Bishops Bedell, of Ohio, and 
M. A. DeW. Howe, of Central Pennsylvania, Vice-Presidents; the Rev. 
Drs. F. J. Clerc, Chairman, and T. Gallaudet; the Rev. Messrs. John 
Chamberlain, Henry Winter Syle, Secretary, Austin W. Mann, and Job 
Turner; Mr. E. A. Wheeler, of the Central Pennsylvania Commission; 
Messrs. James Lewis, James 8. Wells,and J. M. Koehler, Lay-Mission- 
aries; Messrs. W. R. Cullingworth, Wm. McKinney, and others, of 
Philadelphia, and a number of ladies. The sessions were held at 
St. Stephen’s Church. 

Papers were read by the Rev. Dr. Clerc on ‘‘ The Proper Modes of 
Conducting Public Worship,” and by the Rev. Mr. Syle on ‘‘ Preaching.” 
Discussions were had on these topics, and also on Religious Instruction 
and a Religious Periodical. A committee, consisting of Drs. Clerc and 
Gallaudet and Messrs. Syle, Wells, and Koehler, was appointed to report 
to the next Conference concerning the adaptation of the Prayer Book to 
Mission work among the deaf. 

On Sunday, October 14th, at the Church of the Covenant, occurred the 
first known Ordination of deaf persons to the Priesthood; the candidates 
being also the first such who had ever been ordained Deacons. Bishop 
Stevens advanced Mr. Syle, whom he had made Deacon Oct. 8th, 1876, 
and Bishop Bedell advanced Mr. Mann, whom he had made Deacon 
Jan. 25th, 1877. The sermon was preached by Dr. Gallaudet, and is, by 
permission, here printed. 

On Sunday evening the Conference attended a Missionary Meeting held 
by the General Board of Missions at St. Luke’s Church, and on Monday 
evening a Reception given to it by All Souls’ Guild. 

The next Conference will probably be held in Chicago during the 
session of the General Convention in October, 1886. Notice will be given 
in the Church papers and in those circulating among the deaf.

Rey. AND DEAR BrorHER—TI very much regret that a previous engage- 
ment prevents my attendance at the meeting this afternoon over which 
you have done me the honor to ask that I should preside. 

I beg that you will signify to the meeting that this absence is not to be 
interpreted as a sign of indifference towards the important work in which 
the Mission is engaged. It has my heartiest sympathy and prayers. For 
many years a Director of the Institution of which Dr. Peet was President, 
it will always be impossible for me to separate my affections from a class 
of our fellow-churchmen and fellow-citizens whose interests he represented 
with so much power. 

The Mission is now extended to Ohio and beyond it, and I commend 
the whole werk most earnestly to the cordial co-operation of the present 
meeting. q.

At this point the Rt. Rev. Bishop Howe, of Central Pennsylvania, 
appeared, and was received by the Conference standing, and requested to 
take the chair. He remarked that he felt a deep interest in the Mission, 
and had managed to come and see the workers in it face to face. He was 
very glad there was a Commission in his diocese to supervise and support 
the work of the Missionaries. There were many cities and large towns 
in it where deaf people were gathered; he had been surprised to find so 
many as the Missionaries had brought to his knowledge, and was gratified 
that our own Church had led in this work. 

The Business Committee reported that two papers were offered, viz. : 
by the Rev. Dr. Clerc, entitled, ‘‘ Practical Suggestions Concerning the 
Proper Modes of Ministering in Public Worship to the Deaf,” and by the 
Rev. Mr. Syle, on ‘‘The Preaching Adapted to the Deaf.” They recom- 
mended that for the convenience ef some present who could not attend on 
Monday these papers be now read, in the above order, and that full dis- 
cussion be reserved until Monday. 

_ Dr. Clerc then read his paper as follows, orally, Dr. Gallaudet interpret- 
ing in signs. 


PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS REGARDING THE CONDUCT OF 
PUBLIC WORSHIP FOR THE DEAF. 


BY THE REV. FRANCIS J. CLERC, D.D,, PHILIPSBURG, PA. 


A Conference, such as this is supposed to be, concerning the interests 
of the Mission to educated deaf persons is essentially different from one 
which aims only at modes of instruction. For though none of us can 
claim to be thoroughly educated, and we are therefore open to instruction 
and to improvement, yet the progress made by a developed and cultured 
intelligence is assumed as the basis in the chief work of the Mission. Its 
care for the unlettered and untaught is largely limited to the endeavor to 
send them to the schools which private benevolence or the public author- 
ity has opened and sustained. But its chief aim and purpose are the re- 
ligious instruction of intelligent deaf persons; their advancement in 
knewledge of the principles of the Christian religion, of its doctrines, its 
ordinances and worship, their observance of the duties which Christian- 
ity peepee and the supply of pastoral oversight and a care for their 
souls. 
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In this view of our present assembling, the only questions to be consid- 
ered as specialties are those that pertain to methods—since, naturally 
‘enough, there are not two kinds of religious culture. All men are re- 
emed by the precious Blood of Christ. All souls are precious in His 
ht; all men may be saved. Along the one and only way, at widely 
parate points, it may be, the individuals of our race are all to be seen in 
tudes and occupations that betoken their several minds and purposes. 
hether they be blind or deaf, young or old, white or black, is immate- 
to the purpose of their being; is of no special moment to those who 
e considering how they may best be carried onward in their journey. 
Being ourselves pilgrims along the road, we are, nevertheless, appointed 
d anxious to do something for others also. Though there is but One 
Gop and Saviour, and one common salvation, yet guidance may be given 
“by many various agencies or instruments, each adapted to special need or 
‘difficulty; and I suppose we are met to consider what means are best 
adapted to the peculiar wants of the deaf. 
_1.—Foremost, it seems, should be the power and opportunity to use 
the hands in gestures instead of the tongue in speech, or with the tongue 
conveying, and the eye instead of the ear in receiving knowledge or 
pressions. Both may be respectively combined much more fully than 
é inexperienced imagine. I will not attempt to justify or to urge a 
her and fuller ritual, more demonstrative than usually obtains else- 
here, as eminently appropriate and useful in the worship of the deaf; 
will I dwell upon the claims which are urged (and rightly, too, I 
think) in advocating what may be honorably styled ‘‘lip-service,” in their 
behalf. Enough to suggest that the mere form or ceremony of daily life, 
‘of public assemblies, of civil processes, of religious worship, conveys a 
much fuller and richer meaning to the deaf than to the hearing. Out of 
the silence that enwraps the former, as darkness does the blind, there comes 
4 power from every perceptible form and motion, which leaves its im- 
press on the well-prepared and sensitive ground of their hearts. It may, 
I think, be assumed without doubt, that every proper ceremonial expres- 
m of any religious sentiment will win for itself some interpretation from 
deaf through the readiness of every such intelligent eye-witness to 
n the meaning of what he sees. 
Naturally enough the attention of those who have the management of 
public religious ministrations to the deaf will be turned to the necessity 
assisting their eyes and ef using their quickness of sight. Some prac- 
tical questions have arisen, such as these : What are the best chancel and 
pulpit arrangements for the convenience of the deaf in public worship ? 
‘om what direction should the daylight come into the chancel ? What 
tificial light is best suited to their use ? What colors should be used as 
a back-ground for the minister, with ease to the eyes of the congrega- 
tion? etc. 
It may not, however, as readily be assumed that adaptation has been made 
to meet the want of instruction in abstruse and doctrinal truths, which 
Mhust be found prevalent even among the best taught scholars of our insti- 
tutions. Thissupply naturally comes at a later period in their progress; and 
doubtless much has already been begun in thisway. But the fear of false 
‘Symbolical teaching, prevailing among hearing persons, based on the 
Supposed sufficiency of mere dogmatic statements or of some reasoning 
Process, has been an obstacle, if not a preventive, to the introduction of 
Much which would be most suitable and powerful in application to the 
deaf. For example, profound obeisance at the Altar, the reverent use of 
the sign of the Cross, dutiful kissing of the Altar-copy of the Holy 
Evangel, the use of Salt, or of Lights, or of Incense, or of colored Vest- 
Ments, may be deemed by some to be needless, or puerile, or objectionable, 
in the ritual of staid and sensible people, who have all their senses as 
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avenues of instruction or of opportunity to utter their emotions and their 
convictions. , Still it should be remembered that the deaf, left without 
music, without a sound, have need of some equivalent modes of expres- 
sion, of some additional gestures and ritual signs, to replace that use of 
the voice and of sound in all its varying tones on which the hearers 
commonly rely for even the ordinary rendering and enjoyment of their 
worship. Also, that all persons who are restricted to the use of any 
single instrument or agency, are apt to become more skillful than others 
in the management of it, and to depend upon it more generally, and for 
more varied and fuller purposes. Such adaptations, then, as would enrich 
the liturgical worship of the Church, when used among the deaf, might, 
perhaps, be wisely authorized; and it would come within the scope of 
our Conference (as a body of supposed experts), dutifully to consider and 
to recommend te the proper authorities what would be the proper 
adaptations of the Common Prayer and customs of the Church to the 
needs of a congregation of the deaf. 

IL. It is well-known, and commonly said among instructors, that there 
is unusual need of clearness and of distinctness in the presentation of 
truth to the deaf. As with children, all new ideas should be very care- 
fully and deliberately unfolded and communicated, and time be given for 
the processes of absorbing and assimilating that which has not previously 
been known. Education is a slow process; and the reiteration of old, 
familiar truths, by well-tried and approved forms of expression, seems 
absolutely essential to the ideal worship and religious instruction which 
we would furnish, by the means of sermons, and addresses, and religious 
teaching, for the deaf. It would seem proper that such a Conference as 
this should suggest what preparation is needed to secure, in all parts of 
our Mission field, such uniform and concurrent responses from the con- 
gregation as would correspond to and maintain the characteristic manner 
of worship of the Church. 

Very much progress, doubtless, has been made in this direction by those 
on whom the management of the Mission has devolved. They, doubtless, 
have attained very definite ideas, and have followed satisfactory methods 
of dealing with this want. My object has been to state some of the 
difficulties felt by us who are less proficient, and to draw from others such 
suggestions as will enlighten us. How shall we all clearly and concur- 
rently express the essential parts of the Christian faith? In reply I will 
offer some hints: 

The Creed, the Lord’s Prayer, and the Decalogue, have, I suppose, become 
almost stereotyped forms in all the schools. 

The public Catechisings of children, and of Catechumens, must be an 
easy and familiar instruction. 

The words of the Holy Scriptures a few years ago were almost wholly 
spelled in the Chapel Exercises at the National College—in my view an 
unnatural mode of expression, unfit for religious teaching, and adopted 
only, I imagine, in order to perfect in the pupils the knowledge of the 
English language (usihg the Bible as a school book), regardless of the poetry 
of their own vernacular so fit to become a version of the poetic Scriptures. 
Experience has taught me many resemblances between the idioms of 
poetry in the Scriptures and in the sign language. 

In Holy Baptism, Confirmation, Holy Matrimony, and Holy Communion, 
there is apparent need for the double use, by speaking pastors, yard passu, 
if possible, of two languages, of oral words and signs, or for articulation 
by the deaf, in certain portions of the formules prescribed and deemed 
necessary to a public and binding performance of the official act, when 
not in signs, 

In the Burial Office how much there is of natural language! How capable 
this rite is of enrichment! 
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In Public Prayer and Praise more general expressions and a freer use of 
pantomime would seem permissible. 

_ For the Confession of Sins, for Absolution, for the Visitation of the Sick, 
and of Prisoners, and in all private pastoral instructions, such methods 
uld be used for intercourse between teacher and taught, or Pastor and 
ple, as their respective degrees of intelligence and of progress would 
low. 

The use of the Ordinal, and likewise of the Office for the Consecration of 
ches, and for the Institution of Ministers, might well be made as 
ressive as possible, that the ceremonies used might serve for purposes 
instruction as to the authority, the meaning, the necessity, and the 
‘distinction of the several grades and Orders of the Ministry, and as to the 
setting apart of holy places and holy things. 

_ These suggestions could readily be expanded by a reference to such 
odes of liturgical enrichment as would follow upon the division of the 
everal Offices of the Prayer Book which are now perhaps combined, 
ven in ministering to the deaf (though less so, probably, among them 
han among others), and by urging a specially demonstrative administra- 
n of the two Sacraments, and of other rites of worship unrestricted by 
narrow prejudices. Yet prejudice, the prejudices of hearing people, are 
idely prevalent andstrongly rooted in the minds of the deaf, unconsciously 
mbibed by them from shallow, superficial reading, from fondness for 
ews, and gossip, and scandal, and sensational novels, which retail and 
use the slang of idle, dissipated minds. Against these we ought to 
aution the deaf, reminding them that the silence in which they live, and 
silence that surrounds them, are far more dignified and may tend to a 
higher morality than the noise and din of vulgar tongues. 

A brief discussion followed. 

_ Mr. Mann.—TI do not agree with the upholders of the articulation sys- 
em when they claim that the deaf can follow public worship by means 
ip-reading. The fact is, that the eye soon wearies of the strain,. and if 
ord is missed, the train of thought is broken and lost. Do not take 
m the deaf their own natural language—signs. 

“Mr. Turner.—Let me explain my manner of conducting a “ combined” 
Service, when hearing-people as well as deaf are present. I like the 
aking clergyman to read a sentence or two, and then pause while I re- 
at it in signs. The signs should be rendered slowly and impressively;

: . Syiz.—In order to conduct service profitably it is very necessary 
that the Church itself be properly planned, arranged, and lighted. Many 
churches are not adapted to the needs of a congregation dependent on the 
eye instead of the ear: in particular, the chancels are too low, so that per- 
' SOns a few pews back cannot see the minister; and there is great com- 
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plaint and actual suffering arising from a glare of light. The light should 
fall on the minister from in front, not directly by his side; nor, still 
worse, should it be behind him; it should be somewhat above him; and 
should be well screened off from the eyes of the congregation. A very good 
arrangement isa recessed chancel with an arch, behind which there is a 
line of gas jets. St. Saviour’s Church for the Deaf, London, has an 
apsidal chancel, the reading desks raised six steps, and the altar two 
more—eight in all. The celebrant, I was told, stands behind the altar, 
facing the people; this is the most ancient arrangement—as practised in 
the Basilicas, the original Christian churches, and obviously the most 
suitable in officiating with such a congregation. ‘The floor of a church 


for the deaf should be sloping, and the seats should be in curved lines, 


not, however, formiug an entire semi-circle—a quadrant, or even smaller 
curve, as in Grace Chapel, Fourteenth street, New York, is better. 

Mr. Syle then began reading his paper on Preaching, in signs, Dr. Gal- 
laudet reading it aloud; but before it was finished, five o’clock, the time 
for adjournment arrived. Evening Prayer was said by the Rey. Dr. 
Gallaudet and the Rev. F. G. Burgess, Assistant Minister of St. Stephen’s 
Church. 


Twenty-first Sunday after Trinity, October 14th. 


Tn the morning an Ordination was held in the Church of the Covenant, 
Filbert street, above Seventeenth, the Rey. Richard Newton, D.D., Rec- 
tor, when two deacons ministering among the deaf, and themselves deaf, 
were advanced to the Priesthood—the Rev. Henry W. Syle by Bishop 
Stephens, and the Rev. Austin W. Mann by Bishop Bedell. By the kind- 
ness of the Rector a large part of the church was reserved for the deaf, 
of whom about two hundred were present, and the services and sermon 
were interpreted by Drs. Gallaudet and Clere and Mr. Chamberlain. 

At 9 o’clock Morning Prayer was read, and at 10.30 the Ordination 
hegan, there being present Bishops Stevens and Bedell, the Rev. Drs. 
Newton, Gallaudet, and Clerc, Rev. D. S. Miller, D.D., of Philadelphia, 
an Examining Chaplain of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, Rev. E. R, At- 
will, D.D., of Toledo, an Examining Chaplain of the Diocese of Ohio, 
Rev. Edward W. Syle, D.D., of Philadelphia (formerly in China and 
Japan), father of one of the candidates, Rev. F. W. Boyd, D.D., of 
Waukesha, Wisconsin, and Rev. Messrs. Chamberlain and Turner.

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in this age of the world than in any preceding one since the use of mi- 
raculous powers. 

It fell to my father’s lot, he having the cordial co-operation of Mr. 
Laurent Clerc, the French deaf-mute gentleman who accompanied him to 
this country, to found the first school for deaf-mutes in the United States 
at Hartford, Conn., in April, 1817. He was led to a greater appreciation 
of the importance of signs in the worship of God and the imparting of 
religious truth than any of the European teachers had felt, for he was the 
first to establish in the Chapel of his Institution a daily sign service, with 
instructions from Scripture texts, making, of course, the Sunday services 
more elaborate and the instruction of greater length. All this soon had 
its effect upon the youths and children who had come from the obscurity 
which pervaded their home-life to the cheering and elevating influences 
of the new wonder-life of this blessed beacon-light. There the gentle 
Alice Cogswell, of whom the ,poetess, Mrs. Sigourney, had written, the 
dear child who was the Providential guide to the education of her deaf 
brethren and sisters, was nurtured in the genial influences with which the 
Holy Ghost enlightened her soul until she became a bright example of 
Christian life. Being faithful unto the end, she was peacefully taken by 
the angels to the home of the blessed. 

Among the first pupils who surrounded my father in his school-room 
was one who in the course of a few years became his wife. Being born 
deaf-mute, she had reached the age of nineteen in her country home 
with no knowledge of her Heavenly Father, and of what He had done for 
our race through His dearly beloved only-begotten Son. She soon 
responded to the truth as it was gracefully and graphically unfolded by 
signs, and in due time was able to read the Book of God. She became 
an intelligent, consistent, cheerful Christian, and after a long life of use- 
fulness in her own home, and subsequently during her widowhood, in the 
Institution for Deaf-Mutes at Washington, D.C., she was, as it were, trans- 
lated to Paradise. Reaching her eightieth year, she had passed an evening 
with some friends, appearing in perfect health and spirits. Returning to 
her room, she was found kneeling by her bedside in an unconscious con- 
dition. She breathed gently through the night, and on a Lord’s Day 
morning was doubtless blessed with hearing and speech as she joined her 
husband in the great company of the redeemed. I could refer to many 
similar instances among deaf-mute men as well as women. I have often 
been told of the wonderful, gracious, expanding influences produced 
upon their minds as the Gospel was preached to them by signs. 

I learned this powerfully descriptive method of communicating ideas 
from my mother. I remember well how I watched her face and hands as 
she affectionately tried to train me in the right way. The ideas came to 
me directly by signs without any connection with the grammatical 
arrangement of the English language. In my maturer years it was one of 
my greatest treats to have my mother tell me by signs what she had done 
and what she had seen during our absences from each other. Having 
taught deaf-mutes for fifteen years of my early life and tried to serve them 
as a minister of Christ and steward of the mysteries of God for thirty- 
three years, my youthful impressions in relation to this language of 
motion have become so intensified and settled that I feel that lama 
credible witness, when I give my testimony as to its being a clear and 
distinct language by itself. In conducting a service I have the Prayer 
Book before me, and put its ideas rapidly into signs; but when I preach 
to a congregation of deaf-mutes, after spelling out the text with the 
manual alphabet I lose all consciousness of the English language. 
I think directly insigns. Pardon me, right reverend fathers and brethren of 
the clergy and laity, if I have brought thus my own personal experience too 
prominently forward. It seemed to me one of the best ways to convince 
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you and the Church at latge that signs can make up a real, living language 
well as sounds, If this be so, the imparting of the sacramental life, 
cording to our Lord’s appointment, cannot surely be limited to the 
ter. Educated deaf-mutes, it is true, have the Book of Common Prayer, 
th all its blessed offices, as well as those who hear and speak; but they 
light in graceful, graphic signs, as we do in the modulations of the 
human voice, to bring out the richness and fullness of the services. The 
systematized use of distinctly-defined signs is the language understanded 
Dy the peculiar people to whom we are specially alluding. There is no 
yeason, therefore, why deaf-mute men, fitted to be admitted to priest’s 

ers, should not minister among their own kind in the language which 
F es prayer and praise common to those who have assembled (intelli- 
mtly, notwithstanding their terrible deprivation) around the table of 
eir Lord and Master, the Christian altar, and as they stretch forth their 
nds so eagerly and earnestly to receive the consecrated elements, and to 
piritually feed on the Body and Blood of Christ, to know in their inmost 
jouls the meaning of the encouraging word, ‘‘Ephphatha.” It may 

'y some who cannot enter fully into these ideas, which seem so clear 
us, to know that in the case of these dearly beloved and well-tried 
deacons, they were some five or six years old before they lost their hear- 
ing. They, therefore, retain enough of speech to utter the words of 

jptism, and also those of the consecration of the elements in the Holy 
Communion service. They can speak these words as they sign the ideas 
the deaf-mute congregation. But the more we think of the whole 
tter, the clearer we shall see that sounds are outward symbols of ideas, 
well as signs, and that in the sight of God for the benefit of His silent 
ildren, the language of motion is the real, genuine method of conducting 
& service, whether it be sacramental or otherwise. 

The Christ-like work of enlightening the minds of deaf-mute children 
‘went steadily on for years, as one institution after another was founded 
different parts of our country, till at length the time came for the more 
effective preaching of the whole Gospel system to the interesting people 
who had left the fostering care of their teachers to fight the battle of life 
‘in the various avocations which were open to them. 

‘A Bible-Class for the adult deaf-mutes of New York city and vicinity, 
Which it was my privilege to begin in September, 1850, led the way for 

to found in New York on the first Sunday of October, 1852, St. Ann’s 
ee Church for Deaf-mutes and their hearing friends, with services 
arranged for both divisions. Then we had a fair field for preaching all 
‘the principles of the Gospel—the glad tidings of the Good Shepherd who 
fal His life for the sheep. In 1859 the preaching of the Gospel in its 


ess was extended to other large cities of our country. It was difficult 
to find the means to support the work and the men to conduct the sign 
services and preach the Gospel to these children of silence. But we were 
' Providentiay encouraged to persevere in patience. At St. Ann’s Church, 
New York, I had several dearly-beloved associates, among whom were 
the Rev. Dr. Ewer (recently gone to his rest), the Rev. Dr. Pennell, the 
. Eastburn Benjamin (taken to Paradise some years ago), and the 

v. Stephen F. Holmes. They acquired some knowledge of our signs 
- and manual alphabet, and did what they could for our deaf-mute brethren. 
But they were called to other fields. At length the Rev. John Chamber- 
lain was led from the Diocese of Iowa to cast in his lot with us. By 
_ family ties he had become quite familiar with our methods of communi- 
cating with deaf-mutes. For twelve years and upward he has worked 


_ steadily on in the Church’s mission to deaf-mutes at St. Ann’s and else- 


Where, and I trust he considers himself permanently consecrated to it. 
The Rev. Francis J. Clerc, D.D., after years of earnest labor in Missouri 
and Carlisle, Pa., was instrumental in unfolding Gospel truth to a large 
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number of deaf-mute residents of Philadelphia, while he was the Rector of 
Calvary Church, and afterwards while he was the Warden of the Burd 
Orphan Asylum, While he held the latter position he conducted Sunday 
afternoon services for deaf-mutes in St. Stephen’s Church, the late Rev. 
Dr. Rudder, Rector, which they have since found to be one of their 
spiritual homes. Though Dr. Clerc is not at present regularly engaged in 
Church work among deaf-mutes, he aids it effectively in various ways. 
It is a great comfort to have him with us this morning, and especially to 
me when I think of his father and mine as co-pioneers in the education of 
deaf-mutes in our land. Dr. Clere’s parents having been both deaf-mute, 
he would doubtless add his testimony to mine in relation to the reality, 
significance and vital importance of the language of motion in preaching 
the Gospel to deaf-mutes. ; 

The Rev. Thomas B. Berry, having for several years been a teacher of 
deaf-mutes in the New York and Maryland Institutions, was ordained a 
deacon at Christ Church, Rouse’s Point, in November, 1871. The devoted 
Bishop Selwyn assisted the Rt. Rev. Bishop Doane on that interesting 
occasion. Since that time, having subsequently been admitted to priest’s 
orders, Rey. Mr. Berry has accomplished much for the object to which 
our attention is so prominently directed to-day. He is now Rector of the 


Church in Trumansburg, N. Y., and holding services from time to time | 


in the dioceses of Central New York and Western New York. Under the 
general guidance of the clergy to whom we have made allusion several 
deaf-mute lay readers have been of great help to our mission. _ : 

The increasing general work at length assumed such proportions that it 
was deemed best to incorporate ‘‘ The Church Mission to Deaf-mutes ” in 
the city of New York, in October, 1872. The object of this society was 
to promote the temporal and spiritual walfare of adult deaf-mutes. It at 
first extended its operations throughout the country, increasing the 
number of sign services, and founding, in New York City, a home for 
aged and infirm deaf-mutes. At length, however, the Good Shepherd 
was pleased to subdivide the field in order to make more effective the 
invitation to the scattered deaf-mute sheep and lambs to rejoice in the 
safety of the Gospel Fold. ; tas Sint 

Just seven years ago, in October, 1876, midst the patriotic rejoicings of 
our centennial year, at St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Stévens considered it his duty and privilege to admit to deacon’s 
orders Mr, Henry Winter Syle, a deaf-mute lay reader, who had proved 
himself eminently fitted to be set apart for ministrations in holy things. 
Those who took part in that service will never forget its touching associa- 
tions and softening impressions as they prayed to God to bless the first 
deaf-mute deacon who had ever appeared in the Church since it was 
founded in Jerusalem on the Day of Pentecost. The Bishop’s sermon on 
that occasion was printed, and praduced abiding impression throughout 
the great Anglican Communion. Mr, Syle’s labors in Philadelphia, and 
yicinity eventually prepared the way for the Diocesan Commissions on 
Church work among deaf-mutes in Pennsylvania and Central Pennsylvania, 
and other arrangements for New Jersey and Delaware, giving him a field 
for which he was responsible, and having no official connection with the 
society referred to. 

On the Feast of the Conversion of St. Paul, January 25th, 1877, at 
Grace Church, Cleveland, Ohio, the Rt. Rev. Bishop Bedell admitted to 
deacon’s orders Mr. Austin W. Mann, who had been for some time a 
faithful deaf-mute lay-reader in various Western dioceses. The Bishop 
having been for years a Director in the Institute for Deaf-Mutes while he 
was Rector of the Church of the Ascension in New York, entered heartily 
into this second most encouraging Ordination Service, and has been a 
friend and father ever since to his deaf-mute deacon. The Rey. Mr. 
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ann has persevered in systematizing and extending his work throughout 
least thirteen of the Central Western dioceses, and is responsible to the 
Bishops and Rectors of the parishes in which he works. He has been. 
blessed indeed in his efforts to preach the Gospel to his brethren, having 
led 160 to become communicants in the various portions of his extensive 


Ona bright Sunday in January, 1880, at St. Paul’s Church, Richmond, 
‘'a., the Rt. Rev. Bishop Whittle received to deacon’s orders Mr. Job 
urner, a deaf-mute lay-reader, who had passed the greater portion of his 
1 life as a teacher in the Institute for Deaf-Mutes in Staunton, Va.

One of you has 
the encouraging example of your earthly father to help you to be faithful 
in a long-continued ministry, and you both have, in common, fathers and 
ere counsellors and friends among the clergy and the laity, who will 
always extend to you loving hands, and give you the best wishes and 
prayers of loving hearts as they bid you, after the manner of an apostle, 
hever to be weary of well-doing. You and I have been drawn very near 
to each other. We have grasped each other’s hand under the most deeply 
Interesting circumstances of our fleeting pilgrimage. We have consulted 
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with each other personally. We have sent to each other numerous im- 
portant letters, We have known each other very intimately. You have 
-given me your confidence. I shall endeavor to be worthy of that sacred 
trust as we strive, for a while longer, to preach the Gospel to our deaf- 
mute brethren, till we are borne to Paradise to be ready for the Resurrec- 
tion, the Judgment, and the mansions of the City of God. Then, indeed, 
shall the ears of the deaf be unstopped, and the tongue of the dumb shall 
swell the Song of Moses and the Lamb !

Bishop Stevens, interpreted by Dr. Gallaudet. The candidates were then 
examined, each by his own Bishop, Dr. Gallaudet still interpreting, and 
éach answered in such manner as had been previously directed by the 
Bishop; Mr. Syle, having prepared the answers in writing on slips of 
paper, handed each to Dr. Clerc, who read it aloud and handed it to 
Bishop Stevens. Mr. Mann said each answer by means of the manual 
alphabet, Dr. Gallaudet repeating it aloud after him to Bishop Bedell. 
After the Veni, Creator Spiritus, and prayer, followed the laying of hands 
upon each candidate by his own Bishop. The Presbyters ministering 
among the deaf, Drs. Gallaudet and Clere and Mr. Chamberlain, united 
in laying hands on both candidates; Drs. Syle, Newton, Miller, and Boyd, 
also laid hands upon Mr. Syle, and Dr. Atwill on Mr. Mann. 

The Communion Service was then resumed, Bishop Bedell consecrating. 
The deaf Communicants (of whom about seventy were present, some 
of them from distant places) received the elements first, from the hands of 
the newly-ordained priests; and then the hearing Communicants from the 
other priests. The congregation was dismissed with the Benediction by 
Bishop Bedell. 

Sunday Hvening. 


The members of the Conference, and a large number of deaf persons 
and their hearing friends, attended a Missionary Meeting under the 
auspices of the General Board of Missions, at St. Luke’s Church. Through 
the kindness of the Rev. C. G. Currie, D.D., Rector, the transept was 
set apart for their accommodation. Rey. Dr. Gallaudet kindly inter- 
preted both the service, which was short and simple, and the addresses 
by Archdeacon Kirkby, Rev. G. F. Flichtner, Secretary of the Domestic 
Committee, and Rev. D. H. Greer, D.D., of Providence, R. I. To those 
who attended the First Conference in New York, in 1881, this meeting 
recalled the memory of the Rev. Dr. Twing, the beloved and lamented 
Secretary of the Domestic Committee, who made an earnest and stirring 
address at one of the services then held. 


Monday Morning. 


This day’s sessions were held in St. Stephen’s Sunday-School room. In 
the morning, after devotions, conducted by Mr. Mann, the Secretary read 
the minutes of Saturday, and they were approved. He also reported, as 
Treasurer of the previous Conference, that not a cent had been received, 
disbursed, or needed—all expenses having been provided for. The cordial 
hospitality of Dr. Gallaudet and his congregation provided for the 
entertainment of the members, and their travelling expenses were met by 
themselves or their respective Missions. The procéedings were printed 
with an Appendix containing a list of Diocesan Commissions, Societies, 
and Missionaries, and of the places at which services were held regularly, 
and the Prayer for the Deaf, set forth by Bishop Stevens, of Pennsylvania, 
Feb. 8th, 1881, and authorized in various Dioceses. An edition of 2,525 
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‘copies were struck off, whereof 2,025 were paid for by the Church Mission 
and bound up with its Annual Report for 1881, and 500 were paid for by 
afriend for distribution in behalf of the Pennsylvania Diocesan Commission. 
‘The Treasurer’s Report was approved. 

Rev. Mr. Chamberlain was excused from attendance, his presence being 
required at New Brunswick, N. J., to intrepret at the trial of a case in 
“which a poor deaf woman was concerned. 

_ The reading of Mr. Syle’s paper on Preaching, which was begun on 
Saturday, was finished, Mr. Syle reading in signs and Dr. Gallaudet orally. 


THE PREACHING ADAPTED TO DEAF-MUTES. 


BY REV. HENRY WINTER SYLE, M.A. 
“ In that day shall the Deaf hear the words of the Book,” —Isatan xxix, 18. 


_ The answer to the question, ‘‘ What is the best kind of peactiay for 
 deaf-mutes ?” is to be deduced from the condition and character of the 
persons who are intended to be addressed. These are an ordinary congre- 
on of deaf-mutes, such as assembles every Sunday in New York or 
ladelphia, or such as may be gathered in smaller cities, fewer in num- 
er, but of the same general composition. In such a congregation the 
her will find few children or uneducated adults—two classes which 
alike require such extreme simplicity of ideas, such energy and vividness of 
tomime, that it is barely possible to preach satisfactorily to them and to 
cated adults at once. The probability of such persons being present is, 
wever, sufficiently great to require the preacher—even if he does not rec- 
ize their faces—to use simplicity of matter and perspicuousness of man- 
On the other hand there will as probably be a sprinkling of semi- 
‘mutes, ¢. ¢., those who retained their hearing to an age sufficiently advanced 
for them to have kept, after its loss, a familiarity with verbal language and 
‘a consequent power of thinking in words and of mastering the higher ideas 
conveyed by words, which put them on a level with people who still hear. 
Between these two extremes lies the main body of average educated 
leaf-mutes. These are precisely like their fellow-men in development of 
physical nature and of the wants, affections, passions, most closely re- 
ted thereto. The culture of their intellectual, moral, and spiritual nature 
‘may or may not have progressed as far as with the average hearin people. 
J At the institution where they received their education they doubtless 
lived in a wholesome Christian atmosphere. But the inevitable tendency 
of large institutions being to diffuse and weaken individual influence, very 
ssibly they have never received much of that direct, private, personal 
attention which the parent, the Sunday-school teacher, and the Pastor give 
to other children. Aas : 
_ The period of education has been quite limited—the actual average is five 
years; and if this seems to compare favorably with the school time of their 
hearing brothers and sisters, let it be remembered that the deaf are excluded 
from all that varied knowledge which the hearing unconsciously and with- 
out effort imbibe in daily life. They came to the institution at ten or twelve 
years of age, or even later, ignorant of the alphabet—ignorant, indeed, of 
- everything, except what they may have perceived through other channels 
than the ear, much of which they had, most probably, apprehended imper- 
fectly and even wrongly. They came in a moral and spiritual state for 
‘which there is no name short of heathen. 

That this last assertion is not too strong has been fully and repeatedl 
established, both by the testimony of intelligent and well-educated deat- 
mutes, and by that of observant and skillful teachers, as to their ideas and 
general intellectual development before receiving special education. ; 
~ One instance will suffice, both to illustrate this fact, and to show with 
what profound and lively emotion the knowledge of our Heavenly Father is 
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received :—the instance of Massieu, who shared with Clerc the distinction of 
being the ablest pupil of the Abbé Sicard, the second father of the Paris In- 
stitution. 

The description Massieu himself gave of his early impressions is found in 
one of his teacher’s works, the Théorie des Signes. And Sicard’s other great 
treatise, the Cours d’Instruction d’un Sourd-Muet, professes to be a detailed 
account of the steps by which Massieu’s education was conducted, recorded 
as an example of the method to be pursued That method was brought 
to this country by Gallaudet and Clerc, and is substantially the basis 
of that now canbe A practised in our schools. 

Said Massieu—‘‘ My father made me make prayers by signs, morning 
and evening. I put myself on my knees; I joined my hands and moved my 
lips, in imitation of those who speak when they pray to God. In my in- 
fancy I adored the heavens and not God: I did not see God, I saw the 
heaven, that is, the sky. When I prayed on my knees I thought of the 
heaven. I prayed in order to make it descend by night upon the earth, to 
the end that the vegetables which I had planted might grow, and that the 
sick should be restored to health ” 

When asked if he gave a figure or form to this ‘* heaven,” Massieu replied: 
“My father had shown me a large statue ina church It represented an 
old man with a long beard, holding a globe in his hand; I believed that he 
dwelt beyond the sun.” Massieu further relates that he felt joy when his 
prayers were answered to his wishes; and on the contrary, was accustomed 
to threaten heaven with angry gestures when he saw that hail destroyed the 
crops, or his parents continued sick. 

So inadequate was the conception of God formed by this brilliant but un- 
taught intellect. But after a long course of progressive training. Sicard 
relates that he led him to the idea of cause and effect, and to perceive that 
the order of nature, the life-giving sun, the innumerable host of the stars, 
indicated the existence of a Ruler infinitely wise, sublime, mighty—infinite 
in every perfection. ‘This Supreme Being,” said the Abbé to his pupil, 
still seed with this new and grand idea, ‘this Supreme Being hears 
what I am telling you of Him; He bade me make Him known to you. You 
are, like myself, like all the beings you behold, His creature. His handi- 
work, His child. He is Gop—the object of our worship, before Whom 
heaven and earth and the seas quake and are as nothing!” The Abbé 
relates that ‘‘ Massieu instantly became trembling and awe-struck. as if this 
Divine Majesty had revealed itself visibly and overwhelmed his whole 
being; he threw himself prostrate, tlius offering to the great Being, Whose 
name then for the first time impressed his attention—the first homage of 
adoring worship. 

“Recovering from this ecstacy, he said to me by signs, these beautiful 
words which I shall never forget while I have life—‘tOh! let me go to my 
father, my mother, mh brothers, to tell them Ihat there is a God; they do 
not know Him.’” “‘ They do know Him, my child,” replied the teacher; “it 
is Him they go to supplicate in that temple where in time past they led 
you, and where you imitated, without understanding what you did, the 
gestures you saw them make in His presence.” 

It may not often happen that the knowledge of God bursts upon the mind 
of the deaf-mute in such a sudden and vivid flash of enlightenment. More 
frequently, probably, its dawn is so gradual that only by looking back after 
a considerable time can the soul realize the intensity of the darkness from 
which it has emerged. 

We may hope and believe that in almost all cases there is imparted to deaf 
children soon after they enter school a knowledge of God and of the Saviour. 
But starting from so low a point, and in so limited a time, it is evident that 
the religious instruction they are able to receive at school cannot be very 
extended; and as the institutions are supported by the State, this instruc- 
tion is necessarily what is called ‘‘unsectarian.” 
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Personal religion is certainly inculeated as to duties in society, at home, 
and in the closet, but not as to those in the Church and at church. When 
‘they leave school their deafness still excludes them from ordinary public 
religious exercises, and they have not learned to appreciate the sacraments; 
few denominations except our own have a printed liturgy, and the long in- 
tervals of ‘‘ sitting still, doing nothing but Jock at the minister and think,” as ~ 
one expressed it to me, are very tedious; while their imperfect acquaint- 
ance with the English language hinders their enjoyment of the means ayail- 
able to them in the Bible, the Hymnal, the Prayer-book, and volumes 
suitable to read during the sermon. 
Hence arises a state of things such as is well described by the Rev. Dr. 
Clerc, speaking of a certain town where there were sixteen or eighteen edu- 
‘cated deaf-mutes: ‘‘The need of definite teaching as to the history and 
claims of the Church, and of personal action associating themselves in the 
Paarch's membership are very apparent. All are well-disposed, intelligent, 
' moral, respected. industrious, and full of regard for the Name, Word, and 
Law of God, and yet entirely neglectful of the needful connection with His 
murch. This condition of things, general in the land, exemplified in 
marked way here, calls for a remedy.” 
et the deaf have the same natural faculties of soul and spirit as their 
ing relatives and their associates in their own rank in life ; the same 
pacity for receiving and assimilating Divine truth ; the same temptations 
d trials, duties and joys; the same need and the same Saviour. 
Therefore the staple subject of the Ambassador of Christ to them should 
the same as to others—the great message of the Gospel ; and it should 
‘set forth in the same manner, winning its way to their hearts by the 
mple reality and power and attractiveness of Redeeming Love. 
"The elements of the message are the same—the being of the One God, 
All-Father, mighty, wise, beneficent, just; the existence of sin and 
ering in the world around and in our own hearts ; the conflict of good 
and evil, and the consequences of each ; man’s fallen state, inherent weak- 
ess, need of a Saviour and of a Helper ; the sufficiency and preciousness 
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of the Redeemer ; the ever-ready sympathy and ample aid of the Com- 


rter. 
Following from these—our own part and duty : what we must do to be 
Saved, and how we may keep’ God’s commandments and abide in His love. 
These great topics are ever apposite, ever fresh, as a new congregation 
gathered, or new-comers appear, or the Spirit of God touches effectually 
ts exposed to His gracious influences. : 
In most places itinerant work is all that can now be done with our small 
rps of missionaries, and on account of the limited number and the scat- 
ed state of the deaf themselves it is all that can ever be done. The 
ionary can come only at intervals of a month or two, for one or two 
vices and a round of pastoral visiting. The friends of the deaf belong 
{0 various denominations, and though not over-careful themselves to meet 
their spiritual wants, yet view with a jealous eye any appearance of draw- 
‘ing them within another fold than ‘‘the family church.” Under such 
circumstances it is best to confine the preaching to fundamental truths and 
elementary personal duties. Let the truths be acknowledged, the duties 
recognized and attempted, and the Lord will lead those who seek His face, 
by the way they should go. In some cases we may have the privilege of 
ing our friends to find a home in the Church and to seek her sacra- 
‘Ments. In others our labors may result, to the eye of the statistician, in 
Swelling the ranks of other denominations rather than those of our own. 
‘So be it ; our aim and our hope are that all may be found in the ranks of 
the redeemed. J Lan 
__ In the great cities, such as New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore, the 
work has been longer established and is more fully recognized and appre- 
' Ciated, and we have congregations resembling those of ordinary parishes. 
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With these it is not needful, nor is it advisable, to be forever dwelling on 
first principles. And in the smaller places, as the work progresses the 
foundation may be taken as laid, and we may proceed to build up the 
Church—the Body of Christ—by the consideration of subjects which are 
second in importance, though only second, to those already mentioned. 

Our Church Catechism with admirable wisdom defines the limits of ele- 
mentary doctrinal teaching. Within these limits, in the Catechism itself, 
and in the Offices for Baptism, Confirmation, and Communion, and the 
Daily Prayer, with the scriptural selections arranged for the course of the 
Christian Year, ample choice of subjects may be found for almost all 
occasions and all varieties of congregations. 

Thus much for the subjects of preaching. In their treatment, the peculi- 
arities of deaf-mutes indicate certain limitations. 

Their minds are not highly cultivated, and hence are deficient in the 
power and the habit of analysis and generalization—the capacity of grasp- 
ing the full meaning of a truth and tracing its developments, and of ob- 
serving ‘‘the analogy and proportion of the faith;” and the faculty of 
systematizing and expressing clearly what they do know and believe. 

Hence strict unity should be observed; the divisions of the sermon 
should be few and simple, the logic clear, the deductions obvious and of 
immediate practical application. 

Again, their knowledge of words is very imperfect. Their vocabularies 

are limited to the requirements of every-day life. They read slowly, with 
so much stumbling over individual difficulties, that they fail to get a con- 
nected and clear impression of the whole text, and still more of the con- 
nection and the course of the argument. 
- Hence it is well sometimes to treat individual tevis analytically, and at 
other times to give familiar expositions of longer portions; and even occa- 
sionally to limit one’s self to translations into signs of connected passages, 
with little or no comment interspersed. Thus they are both helped to 
digest a text, and also taught how to read connectedly. The translation 
or paraphrase of long passages is, however, more appropriate for the Bible- 
_ class than for the sermon. I have thus read from one chapter to the whole 
of an epistle, as an introduction to or a summary of its detailed study, 
with the manifest result of awakening new interest and imparting stimulus 
and zest to the more careful and minute examination. ; 

The tendency to take figurative language literally, and on the other 
hand to seek a mystical meaning in the most matter-of-fact expressions, 
may be encountered occasionally, and demands that care be taken in show- 
ing in the pulpit the correct application of the principles of interpretation. 

It is highly important to bring out the meaning of single words and 
phrases with definiteness and precision; the archaic language of Scripture 
requires this especially; but it will hardly be believed by one unfamiliar 
with the deaf how many words there are in the passages we consider sim- 
plest, in the Bible and Prayer-book, which present difficulties to them. 

One winter I read with a class preparing for Confirmation ‘‘ Instruc- 
tions in the Way of Salvation” by Bishop Wilkinson, of Truro ;it was 
necessary to explain sometimes a dozen words in one small page. And 
with an average deaf-mute, who had not attended our service frequently, 
and followed it closely with the Prayer-book, I should feel doubtful of his 
correct understanding of the Exhortation in the Daily Prayer, until by 
inquiry I had ascertained if he knew the exact meaning of the follow- 
ing words, either by themselves or in the connections in which they 
there appear : , 

Scripture — moveth — sundry — acknowledge— manifold —dissemble — 
cloak—lowly—penitent—to the end that — obtain — infinite — although — 
chiefly—assemble (cf. dissemble)—render—benefits— set forth — worthy 
(likely to be taken for ‘‘ valuable ”)—requisite—as well as—beseech—as 
many as—accompany—the throne of the heavenly grace. 
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_ Minds of such a grade deal with the concrete rather than the abstract. 
ence liberal use should be made of dllustrations, and these should be 
od ; not so long as to draw attention away from the point to be made; 
‘clear and apt; and appealing to the emotions and the intellect with con- 
yincing force. : 
In the choice of illustrations, the most obvious line of exclusion is in- 
dicated by the deafness of the congregation. They cannot appreciate 
illustrations drawn from or depending upon ideas of sound, of music, or 
poetry—the last, so far as its beauty lies in its form, the flow and 
cadence and sound of the words. Quotations from the poets are often 
highly effective, owing to their condensed, pointed, dramatic manner of 
pression, which is capable of being well rendered in signs. The eye 
g the main channel of impressions, preference should be given to in- 
cidents which appeal to the eye; and the recital should be cast into 
vivid dramatic or panoramic form. The imperfect acquaintance of the 
mgregation with the English, or indeed any written language, bids us 
id illustrations and, in general, topics whose interest lies in nice verbal 
inctions, and quotations whose elegance and force prove on close ex- 
nation to lie in the wording to such an extent that translation into 
ens dissipates their charm. And the limited education of those we are 
ressing requires us not to assume much historical or scientific knowl- 
ige on their part to enable them to understand allusions. 
f manner, comparatively little need be said. It should be clear, 
earnest and reverent. The preacher impressed with the importance of his 
theme, and remembering that he stands in the House of God as His mes- 
senger, will be free from the littleness of attempting to show off his own 
skill and elegance in sign-making. Especially will he be free from the ex- 
a  Saet realism of pantomime that is in such danger of passing into 
gar buffoonery. At the same time he will remember that all his labor 
n the preparation of his matter is thrown away, if equal pains be not taken 
with its delivery. F 
_ He should be sufficiently self-conscious, sufficiently master of himself, 
to ‘‘see himself as others see him,” and to regulate his every gesture with 
erence to the eyes that are fixed upon him. The solemnity of the place 
and the occasion, the gravity of his responsibility for the souls to whom 
he is bearing the Word of Life, will impart suitable sobriety of demeanor. 
’ He should not allow excessive self-consciousness to produce timidity or 
‘constraint, a hurried, vague, wooden manner. Among hearing people, in 
Our country, arepression of gesticulation in ordinary conversation may 
be considered evidence of culture and refinement; but the greatest preachers 
have not shunned energy, yea, vehemence of action. Chalmers made the 
andeliers ring. Luther broke an oaken desk with his fist. Whitfield 
“preached like a lion. Sometimes he stamped, sometimes he wept, some- 
times he stopped, exhausted by emotion, and appeared as if he were about 
expire.’ 
__ And if such vigor of gesture be a suitable accompaniment, a recognized 
“element, of eloquence among the hearing, what folly to forbid it when it 
is the one means of making a lively and lasting impression upon the deaf ! 
Who that ever saw David E. Bartlett preach or pray, can forget his im- 
‘passioned earnestness, drawing him entirely out of himself! Ihave seen 
him, in describing prayer, go down on his kness on the chapel platform 
‘before two:hundred children, and every heart was thrilled and awed. 
Genuine emotion, finding natural expression, will not fail of instant recog- 
‘ition and sympathetic response. And every power of body as of mind, 
the whole man, is most fitly and nobly used in setting forth the glory and 
the love of the Lord God Almighty.

Mr. Mann—We must have reference to the preparation of our people 
by their education in the State schools. The lessons taught there in child- 
hood are deeply impressed ; and errors in theology are often made by in- 
experienced teachers. On leaving school I found I had much to unlearn 
and to learn, For instance, at the Institutions little is taught about the 
sacraments, and little idea is given of public worship. A few years’ 
acquaintance with the public services of the Church produces a much 
better understanding of these matters. 


Dr. GALLAUDET—Let me express a few thoughts suggested by these two 
Papers. After many years’ experience I must confess I have not attained 
to all that is desirable, though I have done the best I could. Teaching 
about the sacraments has been cultivating hard ground. . 

With the increase of workers;we can labor more thoroughly. I am very 
glad to see so many assembled here. The subjects raised by Dr. Clerc are 
important. Do not be impatient ; we have indeed had many discourage- 
ments, but I am glad to know you have worked patiently ; und there has 
been substantial progress. 

A service like that of yesterday would not have been possible thirty 
years ago. When my friend Mr. Syle was made a deacon, many objected 
to a deaf man being admitted to the ministry, thinking that speech was 
essential in administering Baptism and in consecrating and delivering the 
elements at Holy Communion. They are enlightened now; the work 
done by our three deaf deacons has established what was doubted. The 
meeting of the General Convention was a providential time for this Ordi- 
nation to the Priesthood. 

When we have larger means I hope we shall perfect the details of our 
work. As a rough block of marble is gradually worked up by the 
sculptor, so with our enterprise ; it is by no means complete yet. It was 
my part to strike out the block in the rough; it may be for others to 
polish it up—perhaps after I am called away. 

Some think that deaf-mutes receive enough special education at school 
so that when they leave there they can mix with hearing people at church. 
This is an error. There is undoubtedly a call to us from God to look 
after the deaf-mutes who have left school. Many difficulties were en- 
countered at first—in particular, pastoral visiting was very difficult on 
account of the scattered state of the people. Now there are more of us 
at work we can look more closely after the people in each district. 

The laborer is worthy of his daily bread. I hope this will be appreci- 
ated, and also the need of more laborers. Even in New York we require 
help—Mr. Chamberlain and I are often called out of the city. 

This Conference is a pleasing sight. Our Conferences have no power 
to make laws, they are meetings for consultation and interchange of 
thought, giving us ideas to carry with us to our widely separated fields of 
labor. 

I am grateful to God for leading us on, and especially that the preju- 
dice against our Church has diminished, and it is more and more generally 
admitted to be the most suitable for the deaf on account of having a 
printed liturgy. If God be our leader, the opposition and distrust of men 
will fade away. We can pray for their enlightenment, and for a blessing 
upon:them, and go on quietly with our efforts. I am glad to know the 
deaf are better instructed about the necessity of the sacraments. 

St. Ann’s Church, New York, is prospering with its two congregations of 
deaf and hearing people. Having such excellent and long-tried associates 
as Mr. Krans and Mr. Chamberlain to look after them I feel free to absent 
myself more for itinerant work. Circumstances differ in different places; it 
may be expedient to have a separate church for the deaf in Philadelphia, 
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instead of such a combination, as at St. Ann’s. There is no need for an in- 
yariable and universal rule in such matters. I try to feel my way. 
_ When out of the work in other places fostered by St. Ann’s there grew 
, society called “‘ The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes,” I thought it might 
affice for the whole country. But when the missions in charge of Messrs, 
syle and Mann developed and enlisted local interest, and it appeared that 
h district could support its own work without aid from New York, I 
rejoiced. People in each locality will give more liberally to an organ- 
n of their own than to one with headquarters at a distance, even with 
expectation of work being done in their own field in return. 
We have been laying foundations. Yesterday’s Ordination was a great 
mt and most encouraging. It made me feel ten years younger. 


Mr. Mann—I am glad of a chance to say a word on one point. The 
ple of this country are greatly divided among so many religious denomi- 
ms, and Christian charity is often lacking. We should pray for re- 
on. The Presbyterians, Methodists, etc., have money to support 
ches of their own, and it is well they should do so; butin one d rection 
y should not attempt it, and that is, among the deaf. It would be a very 
hing if various denominations were to try and form congregations of 
f-mutes, because there are so few of them in any given place. If there 
twenty-five deaf-mutes in a city, each denomination would have only 
ne or two members for a minister to preach to and the whole would be 
ever quarreling. The effect of unity and of numbers would be lost. 
it when all are united in one church there is great gain of efficiency. 
other denominations try; I am confident that in five years they will find 
it they can gather only a handful here and there. I see no good in dis- 
ng the relative advantages of different denominations. We can trace 
he history and the doctrines of our Church to the Apostles—that is enough. 
Mr, TuRNER—Many deaf-mutes feel confused in using the Prayer-book. 
nd it helps them to number the successive parts of the service, marking 
alternative anthems, etc. 
_ The arrangement of a church is an important matter. There should be 
n0 windows behind the minister; an apsidal chancel is good, or one like 
hat in the Church of the Covenant. In one church I saw a series of 
pictures representing the life of our Saviour—a good idea. : 
Illustrated books are very desirable for deaf-mutes. Many years ago, 
ore I was appointed a teacher, Miss Cushing, a lady of eighty, showed 
a book 150 years old, a Gospel History with many pictures. I suggest 
mting such a book for general distribution. 
At a service in Christ Church, Louisville, Ky., the Rector showed me an 
Old book by Baxter, and desired me to read extracts from it; I was greatly 
pleased with it and recommend it strongly. 
_ Some say it is better for people to join various churches. I say it is well 
hough for the hearing, but how about the deaf? In church they sit or 
and still and pt no spiritual benefit. But in the Episcopal Church they 
Can, with the Prayer-book, join in the whole service and be enlightened. 
‘I knew a man whose family were Baptists. He was very bad. I per- 
‘suaded him to become acquainted: with our Church and the Prayer-book, 
and he was reformed. 


_ Dr. GaLtuaupetT—I have a personal remark to make. It appears that 
almost all our missionaries have come from different denominations—indeed 
Only one of us who are here assembled was born and bred in the Episcopal 
Church, For myself I claim that it was not I who left my ancestral 
Church, but my ancestors who left theirs, and I did but return to it. 

This remark of Dr. Gallaudet’s led to a succession of personal reminis- 
Cences by various members, which Dr. Gallaudet closed by saying, ‘‘ I hope 
We can set aside all dissension with our brethren of other churches. Let us 
hope for union in the end, and live in love now.” 
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Monday Afternoon. 


LirurGicaL COMMITTEE. 


When the Conference assembled, at 2.80 P. M., Mr. Syue offered the 
following resolution: 


Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed, of whom the Chairman 
of the Conference shall be Chairman, to report to the next Conference what 
modifications (if any) in the Prayer-book are advisable to adapt it better 
to use among the deaf. 


He said:— We are very seldom able to use the full service of the 
Church. Our ministrations are generally conducted in churches used by 
hearing congregations, the times of whose services are so fixed as to allow 
us only an hour or so; and, indeed, on account of the eye being less able 
than the ear to endure the strain of long-continued attention, it is not 
advisable to make our services much longer than this. Also, our people are 
so scattered that a congregation can generally be gathered in any given 
church only once a day, though in a great city like Philadelphia services 
may be held at different hours in churches a considerable distance apart. 
We are therefore obliged, with the approval of our Bishops, both to shorten 
considerably the usual service, and also, as the only way of employing the 
rich variety of forms in the Prayer-book, to present them separately and 
alternately, regardless of the time of day when service isheld. The Bishops 
have appreciated our peculiar position, and cordially granted such liberty as 
was sought. 

It is customary in New York and Philadelphia, and I believe elsewhere, 
to shorten the Daily Prayer by having only one Psalm, one Lesson, and 
one Anthem. Considerable freedom is allowed in the selection of these. 
Many of the Psalms are too long, or too difficult for our “‘leaders of 
responses,” who read the alternate verses; instead of one of the Lessons 
appointed for the Day, the Epistle or the Gospel may be read; and the 
Anthem may be any one in either Morning or Evening Prayer. I often 
omit the two Prayers for the President, etc., and for the Clergy and 
People, regarding them as included in that for All Conditions of Men ; 
and sometimes I use the Prayer for the Church Militant instead of all 
three. The Litany, the Ante-Communion, and the Order of Baptism, are 
used separately. 

In a great city, with a large congregation and many regular attendants 
and communicants, it is best to adhere closely to the Prayer-book. But 
in itinerant work, when we meet a small circle of people who unite in 
worship only at our visits, perhaps two or three months apart, it is neces- 
sary to avoid wearying and repelling them by a long and complicated serv- 
ice. They like the form of public worship to which they were accustomed 
at the Institution—two prayers, with a lecture between. I have found it 
work well to adopt this form, while using only the materials in the Prayer- 
book. It is useful to begin with a hymn, to command attention and quiet 
wandering thoughts; then the Lord’s Prayer and a few Collects; then the 
Lesson and the Sermon, which may well be an exposition of the Lesson. 
They are now better prepared to join in the Creed and Confession, and 
the longer prayers with which we close. 

At ‘*Combined” Services, we have, of course, to observe the usual or- 
der, and read in signs, part passu, whatever is read aloud. 

In most respects I believe the usages I have described are observed else- 
where, being derived from the common source of the Mission, Dr. Gal- 
laudet’s personal practice. Still it is desirable that we should consult 
together and formally agree upon a uniform mode of conducting service, 
so that the deaf people in our charge may enjoy that uniformity of wor- 
ship which is one of the privileges of our Liturgy. 

The present is a peculiarly fitting time for us to consult together over 
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matter. We have carried the Mission into a large part of our country, 
among a great variety of people, and have fe ted experience enough 
ach us what is generally desirable and practicable; while there are 
t too many of us to make changes in our usages difficult. At this time, 
the General Convention is considering the whole subject of Liturgical 
chment and Flexibility, upon a carefully prepared report of an able 
mittee, set forth in the ‘‘ Book Annexed.” The matter will be before 
whole Church for three years to come, at least. And if we find it 
ble to make representations to those in authority, there will be a 
favorable opportunity at the next General Convention. 

. Mann and Mr. Turner described their own practices in conduct- 
service, which substantially agreed with Mr. Syle’s: Dr. Clerc 
ked that any Bishop can license a form of service for his own 
ese, and that the Conference had no power to make alterations in the. 
er-book, but only offer suggestions to the proper authority. He 
gly favored uniformity among all missionaries. The resolution was 
aded by Mr. Cullingworth, and unanimously adopted. The Chair- 
n appointed as his colleagues on the Committee, Dr. Gallaudet and 
rs. Syle, Wells and Koehler. 


PRINTING PROCEEDINGS AND ORDINATION SERMON. 


On motion of Dr. Gallaudet, the Secretary was instructed to prepare a 
rt of the Proceedings for publication in the same manner as those of 
First Conference, it being understood that the expense would be met 
in the same way. It was also resolved, on motion of Mr. Koehler, that 
report include an account of the Ordination, and that Dr. Gallaudet 
requested to furnish his Sermon, preached on that occasion, for publi- 
gation therein. 
% RELIGIous PAPER. 


Mr. Syix spoke of the expense of printing the Proceedings and the An- 
nual Reports of the Church Mission and the Pennsylvania Diocesan Com- 
ion, which could have a comparatively limited circulation. He had 
felt the want of a monthly paper, something like a “‘ parish paper,” 
it of wider range, giving news of all the missions, for the information 
th of the deaf and of their friends and other hearing persons interested 
the cause. It should also have reading matter of a religious and 
urchly character adapted to the deaf. He had proposed publishing 
ch a paper, to be called “Church Tidings for the Deaf and their 
ends,” and met with some encouragement, but not enough to warrant 
assuming the expense; since he did not wish to undertake it without 
prospect of sufficient support to keep it up. 

_ The discussion that followed was participated in by Drs. Clerc and Gal- 
audet, and Messrs. Mann, Turner, Lewis, Koehler, and Cullingworth. 
agreed that a paper such as proposed would be a valuable help 

every department of the Mission; that it would both instruct and influ- 

e the deaf, and also inform and interest the hearing, bringing in con- 

tributions for the support and extension of the work. All, however, felt 

the difficulty of obtaining the means necessary for its publication. It 

‘was estimated that to print 1,000 copies monthly would cost $400 a year 

‘and the subscription might be put at 50 cents; but to start the paper, and 

provide for the free distribution, which would necessarily be large, con- 

tributions would be needed from the friends of the cause. Several sug- 

“gestions were made:—That the members of the Conference individually | 

pledge themselves to obtain subscriptions; that each of the four districts 

(ew York and New England, Pennsylvania and neighborhood, the 

est, and the South) take 250 copies and be responsible for $100; that the 

Officers of the Conference be an Executive Committee to provide for the 

publication and appoint the Editor; and that the Guild in Philadelphia 
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assume the pecuniary responsibility. A lady who was present, wife of a 
clerical deputy to the General Convention, offered to obtain a donation 
from the Missionary Society of her husband’s parish; and one of the 
itinerant missionaries guaranteed 50 subscribers in his own field. 

Dr. GALLAUDET moved a resolution approving and commending the 
proposal but not committing the Conference to any money responsibility. 
He said he had been consulted about the matter and heartily approved it, 
though he was not yet able to see how the money could be raised. Such 
a paper would be read by many besides the deaf. It would arouse interest 
and excite surprise at the magnitude of the work among many who know 
little or nothing of it. There were indeed many papers already published 
for circulation among the deaf, but being mostly issued from the printing 
offices of public educational institutions, they are unwilling to admit 
“ sectarian ” matter lest it stir up controversies. In a paper of our own 
we could express freely and forcibly the teachings of the Church. Articles 
by writers in thorough sympathy with the deaf would do them good. He 
had perfect confidence in Mr. Syle, and recommended leaving the whole 
matter to him. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted as follows: 

Resolved, That the Conference has heard with satisfaction a statement 
by Rey. Henry Winter Syle of his plans for a monthly paper, to be en- 
titled ‘‘ Church Tidings for the Deaf and their Friends,” which shall give 
information of the progress of missions among the deaf in the whole 
country, and religious reading suited to their needs. The Conference 
cordially approves of the proposed paper, and urges all interested in 
Church Work among the Deaf to give it pecuniary support. 


Retietous INstRUCTION. 


The Chairman (Dr. Clerc) called up the matter of religious instruction, 
as a question of much importance. 

Mrs. Mann described her method with her Bible-class at Cleveland. 
She preferred to study consecutive portions of Scripture of considerable 
length, such as the life of Joseph, rather than take a few verses scattered 
here and there. 

Mr. Syun described his Sunday-school. There are two Bible-classes, of 
men and women respectively, studying the same lessons. They have read 
through several Books of the Bible, taking the Old and New Testaments in 
alternate years; the last year, they read selections from the Psalms, taken 
in chronological order or chosen on account of their Messianic character. 
The teuchers of the two classes meet him every week or two to prepare 
the lessons. There is also a Catechetical Class, taught by the Pastor him- 
self, and composed mostly of young persons not yet confirmed. This 
class studies the Catechism, with the help of Mrs. C. H. Smith’s ‘‘ Church 
Catechism Illustrated "—a most excellent manual, especially adapted to 
the deaf by reason of its simplicity of style and abundance of pictures; 
many older persons have obtained copies to read. After Confirmation, 
the members of this class usually go into the Bible Classes. 

Mr. Korner thought ‘‘ Lesson Leaflets” were of little use on account 
of the irregular attendance. In any place where there was a little circle 
of deaf-mutes without any one suited for a teacher, let them take turns in 
reading and expounding some passage of Scripture. At Towanda, Pa., 
where the congregation had shown a lively interest in his Mission, they 
were organizing an ‘‘Ephphatha Guild” to assist it, both by raising 
money and by looking up deaf people and bringing them under Church 
influences, 

Mr. WELLS also stated his experience and views, and gave some per- 
sonal recollections.

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ORGANIZATION AND MANAGEMENT OF 
CHURCH WORK AMONG THE DEAF. 


Church Work among the Deaf in the United States is carried on in dif- 
ferent localities, under the auspices of many different Missionary Boards, 
General and Diocesan, and of many Parishes and voluntary Societies; but 
all in perfect harmony both with each other and with the system of the 
Church. 

The Domestic Committee of the General Board of Missions has the 
Rey. Mr. Mann on its list of missionaries. The Boards of Missions of 
several Dioceses make appropriations towards work among the deaf in 
their own Dioceses; and the Boards of all would receive and forward 
special offerings for such a purpose. In Pennsylvania and Central Penn- 
sylvania there are special Commissions established by and reporting to the 

iocesan Conventions, and appointed by the Bishops. The ‘‘ Church 
Mission” is a voluntary Society, incorporated under the laws of the State 
of New York ; it promotes missionary work in that and the neighboring 
States, and also maintains a Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes. 

St. Ann’s Church, New York, was established to provide for the deaf 
of that city; it has also a hearing congregation. Grace Church, Baltimore, 
provides for the Missionary in that city. St. Stephen’s Church, Philadel- 
phia, formerly did the same. At these three churches, and at Emmanuel 
Church, Kensington, Philadelphia, service is held weekly. The Rector of 
the Church of the Ascension, Washington, the Rev. J. H. Elliott, D.D., 
himself officiates monthly through aninterpreter. Ata few other churches 
there are weekly Bible-classes. Most places, however, are dependent on 
the more or less regular visits of a Missionary, varying at different points 
from once a month to once a year. 

There are many societies formed by the deaf themselves, mainly in the 
large cities ; most are for literary and social purposes, a few also beneficial 
or charitable and religious. Some of these are given the privilege of 
meeting in the rooms of churches. The only ones directly connected with 
the Church are, All Souls’ Guild, with its Branches, Philadelphia, and the 
Guild of Silent Workers, New York. The former is an organization of 
the communicants to maintain the various activities usual in an ordinary 
parish; the Branches are open to all, whether Church people or not. ‘The 
latter is purely charitable and not limited to members of the Church, 
though connected with St. Ann’s.

For the year ending October 29th, 1884, the Treasurer has 
received $12,863.72, which with the balance of $11.54 from 
last year made a total of $12,875.26. $5,344.08 came from 
the estate of Mrs. Emma Strecker; $4,000 of this amount 
was added to the Building Fund. 

Mrs. Lafayette S. Foster, of Norwich, Conn , gave $500 for 
the Home. 

We received $500 as a legacy from Mr. Wm. P. Low for 
the Home. 

Our List of Life Members has been increased by donations 
of $100 each from Mr. Jeremiah Milbank, Mr. Isaac M. Selig- 
man, Mrs. Jane HE. Williams, and Rev. John Lee Watson, 
D.D. . The gift of the latter beloved and constant friend was 
accompanied by a touching note, dictated a short time before 
his death. 

Our Building Fund amounts to $13,205.63. 

We desire to increase it to $30,000 before purchasing a 
farm on which to place our Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf- 
Mutes, an Industrial Department for the unfortunate and 
the erring, and also a chapel in which all shall have appro- 
priate sign services. 

While waiting to carry out this beau-ideal in the future, 
we continue to support a family of afflicted ones under the 
care of Miss Jane Middleton, at No. 220 Hast 13th Street. 
Dr. Mark H. Williams, of 257 West 11th Street, kindly gives 
the inmates of this Home such attention as they may re- 
quire. ‘ 
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Weare trying to increase the number of religious services 
for deaf-mutes, in the Dioceses of New York, Long Island, 
Albany, Northern New Jersey, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Vermont and Maine. To do 
this the more effectively we have appointed the Rey. Anson T. 
Colt as a Missionary. He was admitted to priest’s orders on 
Whitsun-day, in St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, by the Rt. 
Rey. Bishop Brown of Fond-du-Lac, and has already proved 
himself a faithful and successful laborer in the Vineyard of 
the Master. 


The Keports of the General Manager, the Assistant Man- 
ager, the Missionary and the Deaf-Mute lay-readers will 
show the details of the increasing work which has been ac- 
complished during the year. 


We are persevering in patient efforts to promote the tem- 
poral as well as spiritual welfare of our deaf-mute brethren. 
We seek employment for them. We minister to them in sick- 
ness and trouble. We are often called upon to aid in defray- 
ing funeral expenses for them and their families. We give 
them friendly counsel. We are only waiting for a larger in- 
come to do still more for the people in whom we are so 
deeply interested. 


We hope to be more generally remembered every year on 
the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity. 


The general work among the adult deaf-mutes of our 
country, which was pioneered by our Society, is now divided 
into four departments besides the one providentially en- 
trusted to us. We welcome Reports from the other depart- 
ments. They appear in the Appendix. 


For twelve years we have been grateful for the sympathy 
and prayers and contributions of thousands of friends among 
the clergy and laity. While we rely for our permanent sup- 
port on the aggregate of the smaller sams which flow from 
the many, we have been encouraged, from time to time, by 


special gifts and legacies, which have often come most provi- 


dentially to relieve us in our necessities. 
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Since the incorporation of our Society in October, 1872, we 
have, in addition to those already mentioned, received the fol- 
lowing special gifts: From Mr. and Mrs. B. St. John Ackers, 
of England, $250; legacy of Miss Susan Swift, $300; Mrs. H. 
D. Wyman, $1,000; Mrs. A. T. Stewart, $2,000; receipts of a 
Fair held by Mrs. A. CO. Fargis, $1,015 for the Home; Mrs. 
A. T. Stewart, $250 for the Home; Mr. George H. Watson, 
$250; Mrs. C. L. Spencer, $200; C. Vanderbilt, $200; A. F. 
Sterling, M.D., $500; and from the estate of Mr. Tracy R. 
Edson, through the Misses Edson, $500. 

The Ferguson memorial of $1,000 has been invested as an 
Endowment for the Home. It is very desirable that this 
Endowment Fund should be increased.

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL 
MANAGER. 


WEDNESDAY, Jan. 30, 1884. 


On the first Sunday of November I conducted services for deaf-mutes m the 
chapel of the National Deaf-Mute College and the Church of the Ascension, Wash- 
ington, D. C. On the third Sunday I did the same in Trinity Church, Saugerties, 
N. Y., and also tried to strengthen the hands of our deaf-mute lay-reader, Mr. G. 
W. Schutt, who often goes from his home in Saugeities to minister to his brethren 
in other places. On the afternoon of the second Sunday in December I had a 
sign service in St. Ann’s Chapel, Brooklyn, On the third Sunday I represented 
our Mission in the Chapel of the New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes and the 
Church of the Intercession, Washington Heizhts, N. Y. On this day I baptized 
a child of deaf-mutes. The following Sunday I officiated at All Saints’ Memorial 
Church, Providence. 


On the first Sunday of December (Epiphany), I conducted services for deaf- 
mutes in the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston, and St. Peter’s Church, 
Beverly. On the second, I spoke of our work in St. Mark’s Church, Malone, and 
on the third held our quarterly services in St. Paul’s Church and Chapel, Albany. 
On all the other Sundays of the quarter I conducted the services for deaf-mutes in 
St. Ann’s Church, N. Y., with the exception of December 2, on which we omitted 
the sign service there in order that all deaf-mutes in New York and vicinity might 
assist in celebrating the Eleventh Anniversary of our Society, in Grace Church, at 
4pm. The Assistant Bishop, Rev. Dr. Flagg, Rev. Mr. Chamberlain and I took 
part in this combined service. Portions of the Report were read. ‘The Bishop 
thoroughly endorsed our work. 

During the quarter we have had combined services at St. Andrew’s Church, 
Harlem, Grace Church, Jersey City, and St. Ann’s Church Brooklyn. 

On Sunday evening, December 2, I made an address in relation to our Mission, 
at Christ Church, New Brighton. 

On various week evenings of the quarter I have lectured before different Associa- 


tions of deaf-mutes in Builtimore, Philadelphia, Boston, Providence, Troy and 


New York. 

At the Thanksgiving Day and Chris'‘mas services in St. Ann’s, Rev. Mr. 
Chamberlain and I interpreted for deaf-mutes. On the evening of November 13, 
in the vestry room of Trinity Church, Mount Vernon, N. Y., I had a short service 
for deaf-mutes. 

On the 2ist of December I spoke of our-work in Kay Chapel, Newport. 

On Monday evening, the 10th of December, I attended a.dinner of the Gallaudet 
Club of deaf-mute gentlemen in New York, in commemoration of the 96th anni- 
versary of my father’s birthday. On the following Monday evening, December 
17, I took part in the Festival arranged by the deaf-mutes of Boston, in honor of 
Gallaudet and Clerc. In Boston I assisted at the marriage of a deaf-mute couple 

‘and baptized a deaf-mute man. On Wednesday evening, December 26, I was 
present at the Philadelphia deaf-mutes’ commemoration of the birthday of Mr. 
Laurent Clerc. 
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On Friday evening, December 28, I attended the Annual Levee of the Manhattan 
Literary Association of Deaf-Mutes, in Lyric Hall, N. Y. On Tuesday evening, 
January 15, the ladies of the Guild of Silent Workers gave a very enjoyable enter- 
tainment for the benefit of the Guild, in the Sunday School Rooms of St. Ann’s 
Church. I regretted that absence from home on work among deaf-mutes, 
prevented me from being present. 

I have been much interested in helping forward the N. E, Industrial School for 
Deaf-Mutes, in Beverly, Mass., and in efforts to found the Northern New York 
Institution for Deaf-Mutes, in Malone, New York. 

On Wednesday, January 30, I officiated at the funeral of Mrs. Beecher, an aged 
deaf-mute, in New Haven, Connecticut. 

“I have made fiequent visits atour Home. I have striven to minister to the sick 
and poor. I have aided several deaf-mutes to find employment. I have conducted 
a large correspondence growing out of my position as General Manager. I have 
been gratified by cheering letters from our co. workers in other departments. 

Our deaf-mute collector and I have been busy in asking for donations for our 
Mission, but we still need a few hundred dollars to pay all our indebtedness.

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 
WEDNESDAY, April 30, 1884. 


To THE TRUSTEES OF THE CHURCH MIssIOoN To Dear-MUTES. 


GENTLEMEN.—Since your last meeting, held Wednesday evening, January 30, 
Ihave passed most of the Sundays at St. Ann’s Church, N. Y., conducting the 
afternoon services for deaf-mutes. On Ash Wednesday, Good Friday, and other 
days during the Lenten season, I interpreted for deaf-mutes at the oral services in 
St. Ann’s. 

On Sunday, February 8, I officiated for deaf-mutes in the Church of the Good 
Shepherd, Boston. Several came to the Holy Communion <t noon. 

On Sunday, March 2, I officiated for deaf-mutes in St. Stephen’s Church, 
Philadelphia, celebrating the Holy Communion at 2.30 p.m., and afterwards being 
present at their Sunday School. 

On Sunday, April 6, I conducted services for deaf mutes in St. Paul’s Church, 
Albany, having a Communion service at 2:30 Pp M. I baptized five and presented 
seven for Confirmation in the evening. : 

On Easter-Day, at 2 P.M., in St. Ann’s, N. Y., I baptized two infants, each 
having deaf-mute parents. At 2:45 p.m. we had a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion for deaf-mutes. The communicants are so scattered throughout the city 
and vicinity that an occasional afternoon celebration has prcved itself to be very 
desirable. 

On two other Sunday afternoons at St. Ann’s, I baptized three deaf-mutes who 
were candidates for Confirmation. 
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On several Tuesday evenings, in the Sunday School Rooms of St. Ann’s, [have 
{lectured to deaf-mutes on Confirmation, and on two Sunday afternoons visited the 
Bible classes. 

Imade two visits to the N. E. Industrial School for Deaf-Mutes in Beverly. 
“The latter, March 28, was a sad one, being called to officiate at the funeral of the 
faithful and devoted superintendent, Mr. Wm. Bb, Swett. 

On the 15th of March, in Brooklyn, I interpreted at the funeral of Mr. Mumby 
for the deaf-mute son. 

On Saturday evening, April 5, I lectured to the deaf-mutes of Troy. 

We had combined services in Trinity Church, Mount Vernon, and St. Paul’s 
Church Brooklyn, E. D. 

On Wednesday evening, February 6, I lectured before the Boston Deaf Mute 
Soci+ty. 

The lattzr part of Febuary I went over to Orange, N. J., to see a deaf-mute 
woman who was dying. I found her unconscious. We had prayers for her. 

On Friday evening, February 29, the 25th anniversary of the beginning of 
Church work among the deaf-mutes of Philadelphia, was observed by an inter- 
esting meeting in the lecture-room of the Church of the Holy Trinity. Bishop 
Stevens presided. I made a short address and interpreted for others. 

On Monday, March 3, I visited the New Jersey Institution for Deaf-Mutes, at 
Trenton, 

On Friday, April 25, with the Rev. Mr. Krans and Rey. Mr. Chamberlain, I 
officiated at the funeral of Mr. James Barnes, in St. Ann’s Church. I said the 
Committal at the burial in Greenwood Cemetery. Mr. Barnes had heen an 
inmate of our Home for several years. He was a communicant of St Ann’s. He 
was in his 80th year. 

During the quarter ending this evening, I have as usual been busy in finding 
employment for quite a number and in giving advice to deaf-mntes, and their 
relations and friends. The applications in such cases often come to me after the 
‘9 A.M. week-day services in St. Ann’s Church. 

I have carried on a large correspondence. I have often visited our Home. I 
have attended two monthly meetings of the Guild of Silent Workers, and lectured 
before the Manhattan Literary Association. 

On Saturday, April 12, I was encouraged by receiving a check for $5,344.08 
from the Executors of the estate of Mrs. Emma Strecker, being a residuary legacy 


for the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes.

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 


WeEpNEsDAY, July 30, 1484, 

I officiated at the services for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church, cn all the Sundays 
of May, excepting the second. Linterpreted at the Confirmation service on the 
afternoon of the third Sunday after Easter, May 4. The Assistant Bishop confirmec 
thirty-six, nine of whom were deaf-mutes. I interpreted the sermon ot Rev. Dr, 
Cole on Sundry evening, May 18, and of the Rev. Dr. Spaulding on the evening 
of Ascension Day. 
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I reached Washington, D. C., on the 6th of May, and spent several days at the 
National Deaf-Mute College, participating in the interesting exercises of Presenta- 
tion Day. On Friday evening we had a combined service in the Church of the 
Ascension. On Sunday, May 11, we had special services in Grace and Christ 
Church, Baltimore. On the following evening I made an address at the annual 
meeting of All Souls’ Guild, an association of deaf-mutes in Philadelphia, On 
Thursday, May 20, I attended the annual meeting at the New York Institution 
for Deaf-Mutes. On Saturday evening, May 24, in Trinity Church, Mount Ver- 
non, I interpreted at the Confirmation service. On Tuesday evening, May 27, I 
Was present at the monthly meeting of the Guild of Silent Workers. May 31 I 
went to Morristown, New Jersey, to learn the particulars of the will of Mrs, Dal- 
rymple, who had left a legacy of $1,000 to our Home. During the month of May 
T married a couple of deaf-mutes: I administered the Holy Communion in private 
to a deaf-mute lady in Washington. I visited our Home. 1 helped quite a num- 
ber of deaf-mutes, finding work for some, I kept up an extensive correspondence 
for our Mission, and often consulted with my co-workers. 

On Whitsun-Day, June 1, at the forenoon service in St. Ann’s, I interpreted at 
the ordination to the priesthood of Rey. Anson T. Colt, by the Right Rev. Bishop 
Brown of Fond du Lac. Mr, Colt had been appointed a missionary of our Society. 
In the afternoon we had a special Communion service for deaf-mutes. Just before 
this service I had baptized two children, each having deaf-mute parents. 

On ‘Tuesday evening, June 3, I addressed a large company of my deaf-mute 
friends in Boston. They had assembled to commemorate the 62d anniversary of 
my birthday. The next day I visited the school for deaf-mutes in Beverly, and at 
St. Peter’s Church. baptized three children of deaf-mute parents in one family, 
and one in another, The next day I met Mr. H. C. Rider in Albany and accom- 
panied him to Malone, where we worked for’ several days to help forward the 
proposed Northern New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes. On Trinity Sunday, 
June 8, we had services in the building temporarily occupied by St. Mark’s parish. 
In the evening I addressed our congregational brethren on our work among deaf- 
mutes. ‘Sunday, June 15, I was at St. Ann’s. On Thursday afternoon, June 19, 
I officiated at the funeral of Mr. John Witschief, deaf-mute, in St. Ann’s. Rev. 
Mr. Chamberlain said the committal in Greenwood Cemetery. I went to the New 
York Institution and spent the following day in examining the classes. On Sunday 
June 22, we had special services in Trinity Church, Saugerties. I consulted with 
our deaf-mute lay-reader, Mr. G. W. Schutt. Having passed most of the week 
in attendance on the commencement exercises of Trinity College, Hartford, I 
returned in time to look in for a few moments on the conference of those who 
teach the deaf on the oral system, held in the Institution, at the corner of Lexing- 
ton Avenue and 67th Street. I spent Sunday the 29th at the House of the Good 
Shepherd, Asbury Park, and preached at Trinity Church. 

On the evening of the 4th of July I met Rev. A. W. Mann in Cleveland, and ac- 
companied him on a westward journey. Having had encouraging services in St. 
James’ Church, and the Cathedral, m Chicago (I baptized a deaf-mute couple), 
and in St. Paul’s Church, Milwaukee (Mr. Mann baptized a child of deaf-mutes), 
we proceeded to Faribault, where we were entertained in St. Mary’s Hall by Rev. 
Edw. Whipple and wife. We attended several sessions of the Conference of the 
Principals of the American Institutions for Deaf-Mu‘esin the Minnesota Institution. 
We afterwards held special services in the Cathedral at Faribault, Gethsemane 
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Church, Minneapolis (where Rev. Mr. Mann baptized a deaf-mute man and a 
sick child of deaf-mutes), St. Paul’s Church and Christ Church, St. Paul; St. 
Paul’s Church, Winona; Grace Church, Madison; and Grace Church and St. 
John’s Church, Cleveland. In Madison we attended a convention of the National 
Association of Teachers. At a meeting of one of the sections held in the Senate 
Chamber of the State Capitol, the subject of the education of deaf-mutes was 
discussed. Ispoke a few words in relation to their sign language. On my way 
home I stopped at Buffalo, on the 21st of July, and consulted with the Right Rev. 
Bishop Coxe and the Rey. Dr. Van Bokkelen, in relation to the Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes in Central and Western New York, in charge of Rev. T. B, Berry. At the 


afternoon service in Trinity Church, Asbury Park, I addressed the, congregatiort - 


on church work among deaf-mutes. In addition to these details which I have 
thus briefly reported, I have, during the quarter ending this evening, been other- 
wise constantly occupied in striving to further the interests of our Society.

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 
WEDNESDAY, October 29, 1884. 


On Sundays in August I held services in the interests of our Mission, in Boston, 
Saratoga, Branford, Connecticut, and Providence, and then, remaining at home a 
few days, I preached a twelfth Sunday after Trinity sermon in St. Ann’s Church, 
New York. 

On the Sundays in September I officiated in St. Ann’s Church, holding the 
afternoon services for deaf-mutes at 2.45. On the evening of the 14th I inter- 
preted the sermon of Rt. Rev. Bishop Walker, and the 28th the one of Rev. Mr. 
Darlington. 

On Sunday, October dth, I preached the 32d anniversary sermon at St. Ann’s. 
At the service for deaf-mutes Rev. Mr. Syle assisted me and made an address. 
Having been present at the Church Congress in Detroit, I joined Rev. Mr. Mann in 
a series of services in Detroit, Flint, East Saginaw, Ann Arbor and Ypsilanti. At 
Flint I addressed the pupils at the State Institution for Deaf-Mutes. After 
parting with Mr. Mann I visited the Institutions at Rochester and Rome, addressed 
the Troy Club, conducted the quarterly service in St. Paul’s Church, Albany, 
and visited the newly-formed Institution in Malone. On Sunday, October 26th, 
I was glad to be at St. Ann’s again. On Sunday afternoon, October 12th, 
Rey. Mr. Colt officiated in St. Ann’s, and on the 19th, Rev. Mr. Turner. 

On Friday, August 15th, I attended the funeral of the Rev. John Lee Wat- 
son, D,D., in St. Mark’s Church, West Orange. He was in his 88th year. 
He had for many years been specially interested in our work; kindly sustaining 
our first efforts in Boston in 1859, and for several years sending his contribu- 
tions to our Treasury. 
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In the latter part of August I attended the Convention of the New England 
Gallaudet Association, in Providence, and the Convention of the Pennsylvania 
Association, in Philadelphia. In connection with the latter we had an inter- 
esting Communion service in St. Philip’s Church, Rev. Dr. Clerc being the 
preacher. 

About the middle of August I visited several times, John J. Kipp, a deaf- 
mute communicant of St. Ann's. I offered prayers with him and found that 
he put his faith in the Saviour. He was so ill that he could not be sufficiently 
roused to receive the Communion. He, died and I committed his body to the 
ground in Paramus, New Jersey. 

During the quarter I attended various meetings, wrote many letters, procured 
employment for many, visited many, looked after the Home, collected money, 
and in other ways was constantly occupied.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote the tem- 
poral and spiritural welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office shall be in the 
City of New York. 

ARTICLE II. 

Its members shall consist of those persons paying two dollars and upwards a 
year towards its support, who shall be elected at any regular meeting of the Trus- 
tees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at one time shall be eligible to life 
membership. 

ARTICLE III. 

The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and management of a: 
Board of twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually, as hereafter provided. The 
officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, and 
a Secretary, who shall be elected annually by the said Board from their own num- 
ber, and shall a!so be officers of the said Board. 


ARTICLE IV, 


The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least once in three months,. 
and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven Trustees shall form a 
«quorum for the transaction of business, except that no purchase, lease, or sale of 
real estate shall be made, unless two-thirds of the whole number shall be present 
at the meeting at which it is ordered. The Board shall have power to make By- 
Laws for its own government and for the government of the officers, and to alter 
and amend the same, and may fill any vacancy which may occur in the Board or 
among tts officers. 

Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called by the Presi- 
dent, or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the Trustees; but 
when special meetings are called, the time and place of meeting and the subject 
proposed to be considered shall be previously notified to the members, and no 
other subject shall be discussed or acted upon at such meetings. 


ARTICLE VY. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church for Deat- 
Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Wednesday evening of October. At 
this meeting the Society shall elect by ballot twenty five Trustees, who shall hold 
office for the ensuing year and until their successors are appointed. 

At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of the Society, 
the officers specified in Article III. shall be chosen by ballot from among the 
members of said Board, and shall continue in office until their successors are 
appointed. 
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The Trustees shall present to the-Society, at its annual meeting, a report of 


their proceedings during the previous year, 2 full statement in relation to the 
funds and property of the Society, and information relative to the objects of the 
Society which may be of interest to its members, 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting of the 
members of the Society, and two-thirds ot the members then present consenting 
thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 


BY-LAWS. 


1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer 
‘shall faithfully perform the duties usually intrusted to such officers. 


2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution, from time to time, 
_such Special Committeesas may be necessary to accomplish most effectively the 
objects of the Society. 


3. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose, duty it shall be to 
take the general oversight of the various departments of work which shall be 
adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf.mutes. They 
shall also have power to appoint assistants to the General Manager, and to fix the 
salaries which shall be paid to the General Manager and assistants. 


4, The General Manager shall be subject to such regulations as the Trustees 
may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report of his work at 
every stated meeting of the Trustees. 


5. With the consent of ‘* The Rector, Church-Wardens and Vestrymen of St. 


Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the City*of New-York,” the meetings of the - 


Trustees shall be held in the said church, 


6. At the meetings of the Trustees, the following shall be the order of pro-: 


‘ceedings, viz: 

Devotions. 

Reading of the minutes. 
Communication from the officers. 
Report of the General Manager. 
Rsport of Committees, 
Miscellaneous business. 

7. Adjournment.

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Extracts from Report of the Missionary. 


During the past year the time of your Missicnary has been spent almost entirely 
within your own Diocese, and principally in'the cily of Philadelphia, where four- 
fifths of all the deaf people in the Diocese are gathered. Sunday Services are 
maintained at two centres only, viz., at Emmanuel Church, Kensington, in the 
morning, and at St. Stephen’s Church, or, in Summer, at the Church of the 
‘Covenant, in the afternoon; and the Holy Communion is celebrated at each place 
monthly. The want of a fully qualified helper has as yet prevented the establish- 
ment of other regular stations. ‘The house-to-house visiting and the week-even- 
ing services extend into every part of the city, and persons from every part attend 
our services and Bible Classes. The class confirmed had members from Port 
Richmond, Frankford, Manayunk, West Philadelphia, Southwark and Camden, 
as well as from the central parts of the city. 

Persons living in the rural portions of the Diocese frequently come to Church 
here, and visits have been made at their own homes, especially to the sick and 
dying. Two have been confirmed at the Church of ‘the Holy Trinity, West 
Chester. 

For convenience of Management, and to hold together so large a number of in- 
dividuals, scattered here and there, the Mission in this city has continued parochi- 
ally connected with St. Stephen’s Church, as it was for a dozen years before the 
establishment of the Diocesan Commission. The Mission, however, does not owe 
its support principally to this or to any other single parish. 

The sums, which to my knowledge, have been raised for the various purposes 
of the Mission, including contributions to the Church Building Fund, during the 
past year, have been, in round numbers, three thousand dollars. Of this amount 
the deaf people themselves, in their Guild and its various branches, gave over one- 
third, or eleven hundred dollars. St. Stephen’s Church gave in various ways 
about one-sixth, or five hundred dollars. The remaining fourteen hundred dol- 
Jars, being less than half the total, came from other parishes through the Diocesan 
Commission. 

The pecularities of our people, the character of the work, its connection with 
general Church work through the influence exerted on the hearing relatives of 
the deaf, and the means required for its proper prosecution, have been stated in my 
previous annual reports with sufficient fullness. The only feature added durmg 


* the year has beenan Evening School for men, which was kept up twice a week 


during the three winter months, at the expense of the Guild. 

The Building Fund for a Church and Mission House, being raised by the Guild 
and its Literary Association, amounts to $2,500. I most earnestly appeal for con- 
tributions for this object. Our work is already crippled and hampered by the 
want of suitable rooms always available. We feel very deeply the generosity with 
which St. Stephen’s and other Parishes have granted the use of their Churches and 
school-rooms for years past,. But a large church, built fora hearing congregation, 
is not equally well adapted for a small congregation depending on the eye; it may 
prove very unsuitable. The numerous activities of a wealthy aud energetic Parish 
themselves prevent it from sparing its buildings at some times when desired for 
our humbler purposes. The location and the local and personal policy of such a 
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Parish may not entirely accord with the best interests of our Mission. For these 
and for other reasons, stated fully in my report last year, I appeal for a place of 
worship and of Christian activity which, though small and modest, shall be suit- 
able and our own; Such buildings have been found an absolute necessity in much) 
smaller cities. London has two Churches for the deaf, one of which, with the 
Missionary’s residence adjoining, cost over $60,000. Manchester, Belfast, Liver- 
pool, Glasgow, and Edinburgh have Churches or building funds. Cardiff has just 
opened a Mission House costing $4,500; not an educational institution for chil- 
dren, but a headquarters for religious work among the adults of Glamorgan- 
Shire. Jor such headquarters in the second cily of the United States, I think 
$30,000 is not too much to ask. ‘The deaf-mutes themselves have already raised’ 
one-twelfth of that amount. Will the Church at large give the rest ? 

We donot ask it for ourselves alone, we who in this day are deaf. Our chil- 
dren are happily spared from sharing our deprivation; they will not need to join 
our silent worship. But there isno man who knows but that sooner or later a 
child of his own name and blood may not have to bow beneath 

“God’s strange restriction 
On the lip and on the ear.” 

The work of your Missionary has not been altogether confined to your own: 
Diocese, although other districts have called for less attention than in past years. 
The Diocesan Commission of Central Pennsylvania was able last September to 
secure the whole time of a Missionary of its own, Mr. J. M. Koehler, of Scranton. 
The earnestness and ability this gentleman manifested in his own neighborhood, 
as mentioned in my report two years ago, hold out promise of high usefulness in. 
his present wider field—a field large enough, indeed, for two or threemen. I 
have visited some pointsin that Diocese—Allentown, Columbia, Reading, Scranton: 
and York, from one to three times each. 

In New Jersey the opening of the State Institution for the Instruction of the | 
Deaf, established at Trenton, has collected one hundred children from all parts of 
the State, many of whom come from families belonging to our Church. For these 
and such other children as their parents desire, and for the adults living in the 
city a weekly Bible Class has been established at St, Michael’s Church, Rev. W. 
H. Neilson, Jr , Rector. This Mission was inaugurated by a ‘‘combined service”? 
in which Bishop Scarborough, the Rev. Elvin K. Smith, of Lambertville, and Prof. 
Weston Jenkins, Principal of the Institution, with the Rector and your Missionary, 
took part; and visits have been made there on other occasions. Visits have also 
been made to New York, Wilmington, Baltimore and Washington. 

In October the Second American Conference of Church Workers among the Deaf 
brought together in this city nearly all the clergy and many of the Lay Missionaries 
engaged in this work; and afforded an opportunity for the ordination to the Priest- 
hood, by Bishop Bedell, of the Rev. Austin W. Mann, the energetic and highly 
esteemed Missionary in the Central Western Dioceses, at the same time that your 
Missionary received the imposition of your own hands. The proceedings of the 
Conference, with the sermon preached by Rev. Dr. Gallaudet at the ordination, 
are being printed. _

In 1859 the Rey. Thomas G illaudet, D.D , sta-ted a Bible class for adult deaf- 
mutes in New York city. The class gcadually grew into St. Ann’s Church for 
the Deaf, which is now the headquarters of ** The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes.’’ 
This Mission was incorporated in 1872 with the Rt. Rev. Horatio Potter, D.D , 
LL.D., as President, and Dr. Gallaudet, Manager. Meanwhile the wark had 
extended beyond New York into Boston, Pailadelphia Baltimore, and other 
places where Dr. Gullaudet held monthly services. As the work continued to 
grow, the services of well-educated deaf-mutes were secured as Lay-readers. 
Among these was Mr. (now the Rev.) Henry Winter Syle, of Philadelphia, who 
was ordained to the Diaconite by Bishop Stevens in 1876, being the first deaf- 
mute admitted to Holy Orders in the history of tht Church. In 1880 the Penn- 
sylvania D:ozesin Uemmission on Church Work among Deaf-Mutes was estab- 
lished, and Rey. Mr. Syle was appointed Missionary. With the consent of the 
respective Bishops, he soon after b2gan to visit the Dioceses of Central Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey and Delaware. Two years later, in 1882, the Convehtion of 
this Diocese authorized the appointment ef a similar Commission, of which Mr. 
Syle became the Missionary. He at once entered upon a systematic round of 
visitation, but owing to the demands made upon his time by the work in Philadel- 
phia—which from the small beginning in 1859, had grown into a regular Parish 
organization numbering nearly an hundred communicants—Mr. Syle was unable 
to visit the few stations in this Diocese oftener than once in two or three months, 
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and even then could reach only the larger towns in that part of the Diocese near- 
est Philadelphia. ‘Finally it became difficult for him to continue his visits; and 
the Commission, in September, 1883, appointed the present Missionary, Mr, J. 
M. Koehler, of Scranton. 


The object of the Mission is to provide religious instruction for the deaf in this 
Diocese. Deaf-mutes are isolated by their infirmity from ordinary religious 
principles. They therefore need special ministration in the language they can 
best understand, viz., signs, by which religious truth can be conveyed fully and 
clearly. By means of gestures, even the ureducated deaf-mute, whose condition 
is little short of heathenism, can be taught religious truth. 

To quote from the convention address of Bishop Stevens in 1878, ‘* Deaf-mutes 
are not in families, as ordinary parishioners, are, but scattered one here and one 
there, in different families, in every class of life, among every denomination of 
Christians, of all ages, and in every part of the Diocese. Hence the work varies 
greatly from the usual pastoral duties of a settled and well-defined parish. It is 
individual in its character rather than family or parochial; so that, while if all 


disposed to attend church did attend, there would be only enough to form one ~ 


congregation, the pastoral house-to-house work covers the whole Diocese, and 
ramifies into almost every parish.”’ 

Services are held monthly or bi-monthly, and as circumstances require, at the 
following places: Allentown, Carbondale, Easton, Harrisbug, Lancaster, Mon- 
trose, Reading, Scranton, Waymart, Wilkes-Barre and Williamsport. Altoona, 
Pottsville, Shamokin, and other places are visited occasionally. New stations are 
established from time to time. Work in the different parishes is under the Rector, 
as part of the regular parochial life. The Missionary giv:s his whole time to the 
work. Systematic visiting at the homes of deaf-mutes is carried on, especially in 
localities where no services can be held. Much good is done in this way. 

There are 1,530 deaf-mutes in the Diocese, distributed in the different Convoca- 
tions as follows: Harrisburg, 475; Reading, 350; Scranton, 425; Williamsport, 
280. When it is considered that these people are scattered over an area of 25,281 
square miles (the area of the Diocese), an idea may be obtained of the labor and 
expense involved. : 

The results of the work may be judged from the following figures, taken from 
the rep rts of the missionaries up to November 1, 1884: Baptisms, 46; Confirma- 
tions, 27. There are at present sixty deaf communicants in the Diocese, and fif- 
teen condidates for confirmation, 

Statistics, however, do not show all that has been accomplished. There are 
results which figures cannot express. Nor shall we know them until that Great 
Day when all things shall be revealed by Him who exclaimed “ Ephphatha.”’ 

‘‘ These facts demonstrate the importance and value of the work, and are com- 
mended to the earnest consideration ot all whose sympathies may be enlisted in 
behalf of a class whose very silence and isolation should be the most potent appeal 
to the followers of the Lord.” : 

Nerps. To maintain the present work the Commission requires at least $1,500 
yearly, but with larger means the work could be carried on more effectively.

REv. AND DEAR BROTHER IN CuHRIST:—It becomes my pleasant duty to 
make this my sixth annual report of my work as a minister to many of the chil- 
dren of silence. 

In the discharge of my duties I have visited the dioceses of Maryland, Virginia, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas, Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georgia, South Carolina, North Carolina and Florida, holding services 
for the deaf and dumb, and visiting them pastorally. 

It has been my privilege to administer comfort to the sick and distressed, and 
to call forth among their more fortunate brethren an interest in their spiritual 
and physical well-being. 

The Domestic Mission Board of our church during the past year contributed to 
my support the sum of two hundred dollars, and the kindly help received from 
offerings made by individual churches amounts to the sum of seven hundred and 
thirty-eight dollars and sixty-nine cents ($738.69). I am greatly indebted to the 
presidents and managers of several of the railroads for courtesies extended. With- 
out their valuable aid my work and usefulness would have been greatly curtailed 
during the past year. sa 

I cannot conclude this report without saying that I, last summer, received with 
pleasure and surprise fifty dollars as a present from the estate of my friend, Cyrus 
H, MéCormick, deceased, whose acquaintance I had enjoyed for about forty-five 
years. He belonged to the Presbyterian Church, and yet he took so deep an 
interest in my work that he secured me a valuable assistance which lasted two 
years. His widow and children still assure me of their interest in my labors 
among deaf-mutes, 

With sincere gratitude to the Great Head of the Church for the blessings and 
opportunities vouchsafed me during the past year, I turn to Him praying for 
increasing usefulness in his service, and that you, too, may long be spared to com- 
fort and encourage those who wait and work in the cause that lies so near our 


heart.

WESTERN NEW YORK. 


To the Rey. THomas GALLAupbeET, D. D., General Manager Church Mission 


to Deaf-Mutes of Diocese of New York: 


Rev. AND Dear Sir :—The Rev. Thomas B. Berry, Rector of Christ Church, 
‘Guilford, N. Y., and missionary to deaf-mutes in the Diocese of Central and 
Western New York, cheerfully complies with the request of yourself and the Board 
of Trustees of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, and herewith sends you a brief 
report of the services held by him on behalf of the mutes of Central and Western 
New Vork. The undersigned sends a report of his labors to the Bishops of the 
respective dioceses in which he holds services for the deaf, which report ends 
annually with April 21st. This report is, however, made to conform with the 
period embraced in your own reports, and ends with September 3()th. 


Within the period thus specified, viz., from October Ist, 1883, to September 
30th, 1884, the undersigned has held eighteen (18) services as follows:

Services are provided for the adult deaf of Rochester through the ministrations 
of Mr, John C, Acker, the lay reader. 
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Encouragement has not been given for the establishment of services for the 
deaf-mutes of Buffalo, where there is abundant room for such, and where they 
would doubtless be greatly appreciated by the increasing numbers of mutes in that 
city and vicinity. ; 

Very great interest has been manifested both by the deaf themselves, their 
friends and the rectors of parishes wherever these services have been held Notably 
is this the case in Geneva and Syracuse, and a large debt of gratitude is due the 
rectors of Trinity and St. James’ and St. Paul’s Churches, respectively. 

Inasmuch as these services are held far apart in point of time, as monthly in 
Syracuse and quarterly in Geneva, it is of the utmost importance to the securing 
of good results that the work of the missionary should be faithfully and closely 
followed up by the rector in whose parish service is held. Unless he regards 
these results as a part of his charge, visiting them from time to time, inviting them 
to the regular services and interesting his people in them, in a word, treating 
them as an integral part of his parish, the services in the sign language must 
degenerate into a pleasing exhibition offered to the congregation on stated occa- 
sions. The mission at Syracuse is gaining strength in numbers and appreciation ; 
a monthly service is now held in the new chapel of St. Paul’s Church, and 
is very convenient for the services, and central in location ; the rector is the warm 
friend of the mission. It is, however, a serious question with the missionary, how 
much longer he can continue these services. Besides consuming a great deal of 
time rightfully belonging to his parish, they are to a greater or less extent afforded 
at a personal expense to him. As will be seen from this report compared with his 
last to you, there have been held eight more services this year, and yet a falling 
off in the offerings of $52.70, or comparing the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity offer- 
ing this year with that of last, a decrease of $68.52, and yet the missionary 
depends upon this annual offering to bring up the offerings at services to anaggre- 
gate sum sufficient to generously defray the expenses, if not to afford some com- 
pensation to the laborer. This statement is not made by way of complaint, as 
indeed it could not be, since the labor on the part of the missionary is voluntary 
as to his readiness to serve, though compulsory, since he has the entrusted talent 
with which to serve, but is here set forth in order that the deaf may themselves be 
moved to contribute more generously to work pursued for their temporal and 
spiritual benefit, and that our hearing brethren may appreciate the fact that the 
work we are doing is a real work in a peculiar part of the Master’s Vineyard, but 
none the less an important part, since we aim to reach in some measure the 35,000 
deaf-mutes scattered throughout the country. 

The missionary in Central and Western New York takes this opportunity to 
acknowledge the warm welcome which always greets him at the hands of rectors 
and their congregations and their brethren among the deaf. He is also indebted 
to courtesies extended to him by the general passenger agents of the following 
railroads : D. & H. C. Co., Lehigh Valley, N. Y. O. & W., and D. L. & W.

The offerings for the year ending with October, 1884, at the services for deaf- 
mutes, amounted to upwards of $27. 


ORGANIZATION AND MANAGEMENT OF CHURCH 
WORK AMONG THE DEAF. 


Church Work among the Deaf in the United States is carried on in different 
localities, under the auspices of many different Missionary Boards, General and 
Diocesan, and of many parishes and yoluntary Societies; but all in perfect harmony 
both with each other and with the system of the Church. 


The Domestic Committee of the General Board of Missions has the Rev. Mr. 
Mannand the Rev. Mr. Turner on its list of missionaries. The Boards of Missions 
ot several Dioceses make appropriations towards work among the deaf in their own 
Dioceses; and the Boards of all would receive and forward special offerings for 
such a purpose. In Pennsylvania and Central Pennsylvania there are special 
Commissions established by and reporting to the Diocesan Conventions, and ap- 
pointed by the Bishops. The ‘*Church Mission” is a voluntary Society, incor- 


porated under the laws of the State of New York; its promotes missionary work . 


in that and the neighboring States, and also maintains a Home for Aged and In- 
firm Deaf-Mutes. 


St. Ann's Church, New York, was established to provide for the deaf of that 
city; it has also a hearing congregation. Grace Church, Baltimore, provides for 
the Missionary in that city. St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, formerly did» 
the same. At these three churches, at Emmanuel Church, Kensington, Philadel- 
phia, and also at Christ Church, Brooklyn, E. D., service is held weekly. ‘The 
Rector ofthe Church of the Ascension, Washington, the Rev. J. H. Elliott, D.D., 
himself officiates monthly through an interpreter. At a few other churches 
there are weekly Bible-classes. Most places, however, are dependent on the 
more or less regular visits of a Missionary, varying at different points from once 
a month to once a year. 

There are many societies formed by the deaf themselves, mainly in the large 
cities; most are for literary and social purposes, a few also beneficial or charitable 
and religious. Some of these are given the privilege of meeting in the rooms of 
church The only ones directly connected with the Church are, All Souls’ 
Guild, with its Branches, Philadelphia, and the Guild of Silent Workers, New 
York’ The former is an organization of the communicants to maintain the various 
actiysties usual in an ordinary parish; the Branches are open to all, whether 


Church people or not, The latter is purely charitable and not limited to members 
of the Church, though connected with St. Ann’s,

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THE GALLAUDET HOME FOR DEAF-MUTES. 


Since the Thirteenth Annual Meeting of the Society, the 
Trustees have purchased from Mr. and Mrs. Isaac W. 
Nichols, of Brooklyn, a farm of 156 acres on the Hudson 
River, between New Hamburg and Poughkeepsie, and 
called it “‘ The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes.” Including 
the expenses incident to obtaining possession and making 
repairs, it has cost the Society upward of $29,000. With 
the donations of $2,000 each from Miss Ferguson and Mr. 
E. Ferguson, and the $1,000 Ferguson Memorial Fund, 
upwards of $14,000 have been paid, leaving a mortgage of 
$15,000. It is hoped that the means will soon be in hand 
to cancel this indebtedness. On the farm there is a large 
mansion, capable of accommodating forty or fifty inmates, a 
farm-house, barns, &c. In this Home the Society proposes. 
to gather the aged and infirm, as well as others who need 
fostering care. They will, according to their ability, con- 
tribute by their labor to the support of the Home. It will 
soon be ready for occupancy. Miss Prudence Lewis has 
collected upwards of $50 towards furnishing the mansion 
house. An additional sum will be received from the Fair, 
to be held after Easter, at the Mission House, 220 East 13th 
Street, under the direction of Rev. Mr. Chamberlain and 
wife. $10 was given by Mrs. Chamberlain toward paying 
for an engraving for the Home. 


The Trustees have placed this Home in charge of an 
Executive Committee, consisting of Messrs. Dickinson, Peet,. 
Herkner, Fitzgerald and Fersenheim, under whom the 
General Manager will be the executive head. Mr. George 
W. Schutt has been appointed the House-Superintendent 
and Chaplain, and Mr. James R. Graham, the Farmer.

THE THIRTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


The AL burch Aission to Aleaf- l|ntes. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes was incorporated in 
October, 1872, to promote the temporal and spiritual welfare 
of adult deaf-mutes. Having pioneered church work among 
deaf-mutes throughout the country, it is now restricted by 
providential circumstances to the Dioceses of New York, 
Long Island, Northern New Jersey, Albany, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Vermont 
and Maine. In this district the missionaries of our Society, 
Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, Rev. Messrs. Chamberlain and Colt, and 
the deaf-mute lay-readers, Messrs. Schutt and Brown, with 
occasional help from Mr. Bailey, are holding sign services 
in twenty-five places quite regularly. Their reports will be 
found interesting and suggestive. 

-The reports of the laborers in the other departments of 
church work among deaf-mutes will be found in the Appen- 
dix. These providential results of the Bible Class which 
was formed for deaf-mute men and women in New York 
City in September, 1850, are certainly remarkable. 

Two conferences of church workers among deaf-mutes 
have been held ; the first, in St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes 
and their Friends, New York City, in 1882; and the second 
in St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, in 1883. It is ex- 
pected that the third one will be held in Chicago next year, 
at some time during the sessions of the General Convention. 
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Within the last few months our missionaries have arranged 
a monthly plan for services in New England, taking All 
Saints’ Memorial Church, Rev. Dr. Henshaw, Rector, Provi- 
dence, on the first Sunday of each month, and the Church 
of the Good Shepherd, Rev. G. J. Prescott, Rector, Boston, 


‘ onthe second. They go to All Saints’ Church, Worcester, 


Rev. Mr. Vinton, Rector, on the Monday evening after 
being in Providence, and other cities from time to time. 


We are thankful that the life of our Mission is manifested 
by constant growth. 


Weekly Sunday services, with one or two exceptions, have 
been maintained in Christ Church, Rev. Mr. Darlington, 
Rector, Brooklyn, E. D. 


Death has called away two friends who have been identified 
with our Mission from its beginning—Mr. D. Colden 
Murray, 1st Vice-President, and Miss Jane Middleton, the 
Matron of our Home for the aged and infirm. 


Mr. Murray had long been identified with the charitable 
and benevolent work of the city before he became a parish- 
ioner of St. Ann’s Church. His rich and varied experience 
made him a wise counsellor and effective friend in enlarging 
the special work among deaf-mutes begun by St. Ann’s, in 
the incorporation of our Society.. He was a man of an ex- 
cellent spirit, and has entered into rest. 


Miss Middleton will ever be remembered for the self- 
sacrifice with which she devoted herself, without compensa- 
tion, to the afflicted family entrusted to her care. Her 
patient labors of love have received their reward through the 
compassionate Saviour. 


Many deaf-mutes and their relatives have been brought 
during the year to Baptism, Confirmation and the Holy 
Communion. Many sick and needy have been relieved. 
Many unemployed have been guided to situations in which 
they could earn their living. Many have been comforted 
and cheered in their efforts to bravely fight the battle of life 
under their grievous deprivations. 
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Our Home has been placed under the charge of Rev. Mr. 
Chamberlain. The Building Fund for a permanent Home 
in the country has reached $14,830.68. Miss Prudence 
Lewis has begun a Furniture Fund for this. Home. It 
amounts to $50. Trinity Church, Saugerties, has raised a 
fund of upwards of $100 to support Mr. G. W. Schutt, 
when the time comes for him to apply himself to study for 
deacon’s orders 


QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL 
MANAGER. 


WEDNESDAY EVENING, January 28, 1885. 


During the three months ending this evening, I have officiated at the Sunday 
services for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church eight times. On other Sundays I 
have conducted services for deaf-mutes, and combined services, and have 
spoken in relation to our work in the Church of the Intercession, Washington 
Heights, Christ and St. John’s Churches, Hartford; the Church of the Messiah, 
Brooklyn; the Church of the Ascension, Washington; St. Paul’s Church, 
Staten Island; St. Andrew’s, Harlem; St. Paul’s, Albany; Grace Church, 
Waterford; and. St. Paul’s, Paterson. The service in the Church of the 
Messiah, Brooklyn, on Sunday evening, November 30, commemorated the 
twelfth anniversary of our society. Rev. Messrs. Chamberlain, Mann and Colt 
and I assisted in the service, interpreting at different parts for deaf-mutes. 
The Rector, Rey. Mr. Baker, expressed his cordial approval of our Mission. 

On Thanksgiving day, November 27, I interpreted for deaf-mutes, at service 
in St. Ann’s Church. On two Wednesday evenings, in the Advent season, I 
interpreted for deaf-mutes at St. Ann’s, the sermons of Rev. I. Morton Reed 
and Rey. I. Tuttle Smith, D.D. On Thursday evening, December 11, Rev. 
Mr. Holmes and I held a combined Advent service in Trinity Church, Mt. 
Vernon. 

On Christmas Day I interpreted at St. Ann’s. On Wednesday evening, Jan- 
uary 17, I interpreted and spoke of our work at a Convocation Missionary meet- 
ing in Emmanuel Church, Norwich, N. Y. On Friday evening, January 19, 
in Christ Church, Guilford, N. Y., I assisted the rector, Rev. Mr. Berry, in the 
service, and spoke of our work. Mr. Berry is in charge of the Mission to 
Deaf-Mutes in the Dioceses of Central and Western New York. During the 
month of December I performed four marriage ceremonies for deaf-mutes, one 
in St. Paul's Church, Troy, one in the Church of the Ascension, Troy, one at 
St. Ann’s Rectory, N. Y., and one at the residence of the bride, in Morgans- 
ville, New Jersey. The latter ceremony was on Christmas afternoon. 

I have attended several social gatherings of deaf-mutes and their friends— 
the silver wedding of Mr. and Mrs. Williamson, at Gravesend, Long Island, 
November 3; a party at Mr. and Mrs. Dunlap’s, Jersey City; the levées of the 
Brooklyn Deaf-Mute Society, December 4; the Gallaudet Club, of N. Y., 
December g, and of the Clere Literary Association, of Philadelphia, December 
30, and the meetings of the Manhattan Literary Association, and the Guild of 
Silent Workers. 

On Epiphany night we had a specially interesting combined service in 
St. Ann’s Church; Dr. Peet, Messrs. Gamage and Jones, and Miss Montgomery 
with six young ladies from the New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes were with 
us. Appropriate sign recitations made the congregation realize that Epiphany 
light had illuminated the minds of the children of silence.

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During the quarter I have written many letters in relation to the details of 
our Mission; I have found work for several deaf-mutes; I have raised $23 
towards procuring a wooden leg for a deaf-mute man; I have frequently visited 
our Home for the Aged and Infirm; I have given instructions in the sign 
language to our efficient missionary, Rev. Mrs.Colt, and in various other ways 
striven to make our Society accomplish the important objects for which it was 


incorporated.

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 


WEDNESDAY, April 29, 1885. 


My Sunday work was as follows: February 1, morning and afternoon sery- 
ices in the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston, and evening combined service 
in St. Stephen’s Church, Lynn. February 8, I assisted the Rev. Dr. Coit in the 
Chapel of St. Paul’s School, Concord. In the afternoon I made an address in 
telation to our work. In the evening I preached at St. Paul’s Church, Concord, 
February 15 and 22, wasatSt, Ann's. March 1, I was at St. Ann’s during the 
day, and in the evening spoke on our Mission to the congregation of the Church 
of the Reconciliation. March 8, in the morning: I assisted in the service at 
St. John’s Church, Providence. At 2.30 P.M. I officiated for the deaf-mute 
society in their room, and in the evening had a combined service in All Saints’ 
Memorial Church. March 15, I preached and alluded to our Mission, at Christ 
Church, Riverdale. March 22, we had combined services in Grace Church, 
Middletown, and Grace Church, Port Jervis. At the latter I baptized two 
children of a deaf-mute couple. March 29,1 was at St. Ann’s, N.Y., during the 
day; in the evening I made an address in relation to our Mission in St. Ann’s, 
Morrisania. April 5, Easter Day, I was at St. Ann’s. After the Communion 
service for deaf-mutes, at 2.45 Pp. M., I received from my deaf-mute friends a 
beautiful private communion set of solid silver. April 12, I was at St. Ann’s, 
April 19, I conducted the quarterly service in St. Paul’s Church, Albany. In 
the evening we hada combined service in Trinity Church, Lansingburg. April 
26,1 wasat St. Ann’s. At 3p. M. the Assistant-Bishop confirmed a class of 46, 
9 of whom were deaf-mutes. For the latter I had lectured several times on 
Confirmation. 

During Lent quite a number of deaf-mutes attended services at St. Ann’s. 
I interpreted the sermons on Ash Wednesday, on Wednesday evenings, on the 
evenings of Holy Week, and also on Good Friday. 

I have baptized at St. Ann’s two adult deaf-mutes and a grandchild of a deaf- 
mute couple. 

I have officiated at the funeral of an aged lady who had two deaf-mute 
children and a deaf-mute grandson. 

On February 10, at his residence in West Henniker, N. H., I baptized Mr. 
Thomas Brown, 81 years of age, a pupil of my father, in 1822, at the Institution 
for Deaf-Mutes, in Hartford, Conn. 

I have married a couple, the bride being deaf-mite. 
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On Thursday evening, March 5, we had a combined service in Trinity Church, 
Mt. Vernon, N. Y. 

During the quarter I have tried to promote the welfare of deaf-mutes in St. 
Ann’s Church, in the N. Y. Institution, in the School, at Beverly, and in our 
Home for the Aged and Infirm. I have lectured for societies of deaf-mutes in 
Newark, Salem, Boston, Providence and New York. On Tuesday evening, 
March 10, I interpreted Mr. Randolph’s lecture on ‘‘ Heroes and Heroism,” for 
the benefit of’ the Guild of Silent Workers. 

I have taken a deep interest in the efforts of our missionary, Rev. Mr. Colt, 
to establish weekly services for deaf-mutes in Christ Church, Brooklyn, E. D., 
corresponding with the Rector, Rey. Mr. Darlington, and also with the Bishop 
of Long Island. We have appointed a special service in the interests of this 
important movement. 

I have spent much time in efforts to obtain employment for deaf-mutes, and 
have been thankful for success in quite a number of cases. 

I have had frequent consultations with my associates, the Rev. Messrs. 
Chamberlain and Colt, in relation to the working of our Mission. On the even- 
ing of April 17 the Rev. Job Turner, missionary in the Southern Dioceses, 
arrived at St. Ann’s Rectory to make a visit of several days. He officiated in 
St. Ann’s on Sunday, April 19. We had several conferences in relation to his 
work, resulting in a plan for my being with him in Virginia for two or three 
weeks in May. ‘ 

My correspondence during the quarter on matters pertaining to our Mission, 
and also the other departments of church work among deaf-mutes throughout | 
our country, has taken much of my time and thought. 

Trusting that our Mission is steadily gaining the sympathy and support which 
it needs to make it still more effective, I am,

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 


WEDNESDAY, /zly 29, 1885. 


On Wednesday evening, April 30, Rev. Messrs. Chamberlain, Colt and'I 
attended a special combined service in the interest of our work among the deaf- 
mutes of Long Island, at Christ Church, Brooklyn, E.D. Rev. Mr. Darlington, 
Rector, and I, interpreted the addresses of Rev. Drs. Snively and Haskins, 

On Friday evening, May 1, 1 saw Messrs, Lyons and Maginn, students of 
the National Deaf-Mute College in Washington, on board a steamer for Bel- 
fast, Mr. Lyons had been very ill, but had improved sufficiently to try to get 
to his home in Ireland. He was a communicant of the church, and had de- 
voted himself to preach the gospel to his brethren, He lived to see his family, 
but was soon after called to paradise, 

I spent about three weeks of May in Washington and Virginia, holding Sun- 
day services in the Church of the Epiphany and the Institute for Deaf-Mutes in

Washington; Trinity Church and the Institution for Deaf-Mutes and the Blind 
in Staunton; and Christ Church, Norfolk; and week-night services in Grace 
Church, Lexington; Grace Church, Petersburg; St. James’ Church, Richmond; 
and St. George’s Church, Fredericksburg. Rev. Job Turner was with me most 
of the time. In Richmond generous hospitality was extended to us while we 
were in attendance on the one hundredth anniversary of the organization of the 
Diocese of Virginia, We were able to consult in relation to our ree with 
the Bishops and quite a number of the clergy. 

In Washington I had the privilege of administering the Holy Communion to 
a deaf-mute friend who has been for a long time confined to her room. I had 
the pleasure of meeting the President of the United States and other officials at 
the Presentation-Day exercises of the National Deaf-Mute College. It has 
fallen to the lot of my youngest brother, Edward M. Gallaudet, LL.D., to 
found and build up this important school of learning, the first of its kind in the 
world, 

On Whitsunday, May 24, I conducted an afterndon communion service for 
deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church, New York.

Wednesday, June 10, at 4 P. M., in the latter church we performed the mar- 
riage ceremony for Mr. White and Miss Mann. Mr. White has a school for 
deaf-mutes in the University of Deseret, Salt Lake City. 

On Thursday, June 11, I had the honor of being presented by Bishop 
Bedell, to the Convention of Ohio, in session at St. John’s Church, Cleveland, 
as the mover in church work among deaf-mutes. 

On the other Sundays in June I conducted the services for deaf-mutes in St. 
Ann’s, N, Y. On the evening of June 21 we had a combined service in the 
Church of the Intercession, I spent the night at the institution and on Mon- 
day morning made an address in the chapel. On Tuesday I attended the clos- 
ing exercises of the session. 

In connection with my attendance at the Trustee meeting and Commence- 
ment of Trinity College, Hartford, I held a service for deaf-mutes in the 
chapel of Christ Church on Tuesday evening, June 23.

In consequence of the increase of church work among deaf-mutes, we had 
Rev. Mr, Berry at St. Ann’s on Sunday, May 3, Rev. Mr. Mann to aid us in 
New York and Brooklyn on Sunday, May 17, and the Rev. Dr. Clerc on Sun- 
day, June 7. It was a great comfort to me to have the help. of these brethren 
during my absences as noted above. On Sundays, July 5 and 19, we had the 
help of Mr. Schutt, lay-reader of Saugerties, in services at Christ Church, 
Brooklyn, E. D,, and St. Paul’s, Albany.

Report of Mr. James Lewis. 


Mr, Lewis has labored faithfully for another year as Collector. He has been 
encouraged by many kind friends who have expressed their interest in the work 
he represents. He has taken the responsive portions of the sign services at 
St. Ann’s Church, and aids the General Manager in various ways. 


Report of Mr. Samuel M. Brown. 


On the 24th of January, 1885, he received a license as Lay-Reader from the 
Assistant Bishop of New York. He has held occasional sign services and taken 
some of the responsive portions of the Sunday afternoon services for deaf-mutes 
in St. Ann’s Church. The collections amounted to $4.03, and the disburse- 
ments to $2.53. . He has made some visits among the mutes in sickness and 
trouble, He visited a female mute invalid on Blackwell’s Island; The Rev. 
Anson T. Colt administered the Holy Communion service to her, and after- 
ward she was taken to Paradise. 

Mr. Brown has been principally occupied in the Bible class for deaf-mutes 
on Sundays at 4 P. M, in the Sunday School room of St. Ann’s. Mr, Albert A. 
Barnes was chosen in the vacancy, when Mr. Brown was called to his dying 
father in Canada. Mrs. W. Buhle teaches the female class, The collections 
amounted to $18.78, and the expenses to $18.23. Mr. S. P. Cornelius, the 
Treasurer, has $21.78 in the treasury of the class, 

The class had a special fund, namely, the Prayer Book Fund, to dis- 
tribute books among the mute poor. It has 70 cents on hand. 

The class started a Confirmation class, under the direction of Mr. Brown. 
Its object was to gather our mute friends and to prepare them in the short cate- 
chism, ten commandments, the Lord’s prayer, and the Apostles’ creed, when 
they wished to be candidates for Confirmation. It was continued on Tuesday 
evenings a few months before the Confirmation. Lectures were given about 
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Confirmation by the Rev. Messrs, Gallaudet, Chamberlain, Colt, and myself. 

Two female mutes, of the Confirmation class, were baptized in St. Ann’s. 

Ten mute adults of this class were confirmed by the Assistant Bishop. Six female 

and two male in St. Ann’s, and two female in St. Andrew’s Church, Harlem, Rev. 

Francis Lobdell, S. T. D., Rector. Rev. Anson T. Colt interpreted at the 
Confirmation in St. Andrew’s.

Report of the Chairman 


ON THE “BRICK PLAN COLLECTION” BUILDING 
FUND OF THE HOME FOR AGED AND 
INFIRM DEAF-MUTES. 


I have the honor to submit to your notice this brief report concerning the 
affairs thereof since March Ist, 1883: 

The Trustees of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes want $30,000 for the 
Building Fund. Its objects are to place a Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf- 
Mutes, a Chapel in which the sign services can be held, and an Industrial De- 
partment for the unfortunate and erring, with a farm on an appropriate site in 
the country. A committee on the Building Fund with Mr, John Carlin, Chair- 
man, raised about $7,000, when the Committee was dissolved in the year of 
1881, on the generally dull trade over the country. 

The Bible class desiring to help some charitable object began to work for 
the Building Fund by the ‘‘ Brick Plan Collection Book,” on the 1st of March, 
1883. The inside pages of a book are printed with twenty imitation bricks. 
The plan is for a person to give (10) ten cents for each brick, with the privilege 
of inscribing his or her name on as many bricks as he or she is willing to pay 
. for at the price named. 

The Chairman and the Treasurer, Mr. Clement R. Thomson, have been 
untiring in their efforts to distribute these books among the deaf-mutes and 
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their friends in this city, and several others in New York State and a few other 
States. Quite a number of persons have been willing to contribute from 
twenty-five (25) cents to one dollar ($1.00) for one brick. It is found to be 
effectual, although very simple. 

Is thére not some one in this country who will comply with this solicitation 
by making the Home a memorial of some loved one whose name it would bear ? 

Meanwhile it is hoped that our friends will feel very much interested in this 
plan, and be moved to supply this need by gathering bricks, one by one, in 
armfuls, in cart loads, or any way in which they may be had. 

It is desirable that the fund may be raised as fast as possible, so that in due 
time we shall have the Home and building sites. 

In case any are willing to comply with this solicitation, please address Mr. 
Clement R. Thomson, the Treasurer, No. 22 East 21st Street, New Vork City, 
for as many books as may be needed. The fund amounts to $1,343.35 to 
October 30th, 1885.

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School by the presence here of Dr. Isaac L. Peet, Principal of the New York 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, who, on the occasion, brought with him 
eight deaf-mute girls and Mr. Jones, one of the Professors, who was also a 
deaf-mute. 

‘* After a brief service in which the Sunday School took part, the girls in 
unison pictured in signs the Lord's Prayer and the story of the Ascension—and 
after an Ascension hymn by the Sunday School, they also gave in signs at one 
time and another during the evening the Psa/m xxiii—and the hymns, “‘ Nearer 
My God to Thee,” ‘‘ Just as I am,” and “Rock of Ages,” and at the offertory 
the doxology, ‘‘ Praise God from Whom all Blessings Flow,” Mr. Jones, the 
Professor, also giving during the evening most graphic interpretations of “‘ The 
Te Deum” and ‘‘ The Gloria in Excelsis.” Several deaf-mutes were present 
in the congregation, and the evening proved a most enjoyable one. 

‘Counting. our visitors there were as many as twenty deaf-mutes brought 
together on the occasion, a circumstance unknown before in this village.”

My Dear Dr. GALLAUDET—I am happy to say that my work appears to 
have done good to the deaf-mutes since I sent you my report last year. I 
attended the funerals of three mute persons and interpreted the service. I 
buried two babies, each of a mute couple. I was called to bury the remains of 
a deaf-mute man aged 34 years. I also interpreted the funeral service during 
the burial of an aged German man who was 73 years old. One mute man was 
confirmed last spring, and I interpreted at the Confirmation. I have occasionally 
visited some mutes who were in trouble. Almost every Sunday there has been 
a good attendance. I regret to say that the lamented Rev. Dr. Geo. Leeds, a 
warm friend of the deaf-mutes, departed this life last April. They miss him 
very much. His large photograph is on the wall in Grace Chapel. His 
successor, Rev. Mr. G. C. Brewster, continues to be a warm friend of the 
deaf-mutes, and also his assistant, Rev. Mr. Regestes, does the same. With 
the Lord’s aid I will try my best to encourage the mutes about the religion of 
our Lord Jesus Christ as long as my life and health permit.

In conformity with the provisions of the Act entitled ‘‘ An Act for the In- 
corporation of Benevolent, Charitable, Scientific and Missionary Societies,” 
passed the 12th day of April, 1848, and the several Acts amendatory thereof 
and supplementary thereto, the subscribers, of full age, citizens of the United 
States, and of the State of New York, and residents within the City of New 
York, in said State, being desirous to associate themselves together for the 
purpose of promoting the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes, 
and to be a body politic and corporate for that purpose, do! hereby make and 
sign this certificate. : 


1. The name or title by which said Society shall be known in law shall be 
** Tie CHURCH MISSION TO DEAF-MUTES.” 


2. The particular business and objects of said Society shall be the promoting 
of the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes, 


3. The number of Trustees to manage the said Society shall be twenty-five.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote the tem- 
poral and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office shall be in 
the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II, 


Its members shall consist of those persons paying two dollars and upwards a 
year towards its support, who shall be elected at any regular meeting of the Trus- 
tees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at one time shall be eligible to 
life membership. 

ARTICLE III. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and management of a 
Board of twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually, as hereafter provided. 
The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Treas- 
urer, and a Secretary, who shall be elected annually by the said Board from 
their own number, and shall also be officers of the said Board. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least once in three months, 
and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven Trustees shall form 
a quorum for the transaction of business, except that no purchase, lease, or sale 
of real estate shall be made, unless two-thirds of the whole number shall be 
present at the meeting at which it is ordered. The Board shall have power to 
make By-Laws for its own government and for the government of the officers, 
and to alter‘and amend the same, and may fill any vacancy which may occur in 
* the Board or among its officers. 

Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called by the Presi- 
dent, or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the Trustees; but 
when special meetings are called, the time and place of meeting and the subject 
proposed to be considered shall be previously notified to the members, and no 
other subject shall be discussed or acted upon at such meetings. 


ARTICLE V. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann's Church for Deaf- 
Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Wednesday evening of October. At 
this meeting the Society shall elect by ballot twenty-five Trustees, who shall hold 
office for the ensuing year and until their successors are appointed. 

At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of the Society, 
the officers specified in Article III, shall be chosen by ballot from among the 
members of said Board, and shall continue in office until their successors are 
appointed, y A 
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The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, a report of 
their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in relation to the 
funds and property of the Society, and information relative to the objects of the 
Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VI. 
The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting of the 
members of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present consenting 
thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 


Hot LPNS 


1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer 
shall faithfully perform the, duties usually intrusted to such officers. 

2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution, from time to 
time, such Special Committees as may be necessary to accomplish most effect- 
ively the objects of the Society. 

3. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall be to 
take the general oversight of the various departments of work which shall be 
adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf mutes. They 
shall also have power.to appoint assistants to the General Manager, and to fix 
the salaries which shall be paid to the General Manager and assistants. 


4. The General Manager shall be subject to such regulations as the Trustees 


“may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report of his work at 


every stated meeting of the Trustees. 


5. With the consent of ‘The Rector, Church-Wardens and Vestrymen of 
St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York,” the meetings of 
the Trustees shall be held in the said church. 

6. At the meetings of the Trustees, the following shall be the order of pro- 
ceedings, viz: f 
Devotions. 

Reading of the minutes. 
Communication from the officers, 
Report of the General Manager. 
Report of Committees. 
Miscellaneous business. 

7. Adjournment.

I have continued to act as Vice-Chairman of the Diocese Commission on 
Church work among the Deaf ; and helped to organize the Board of Trustees of 
the Benevolent Fund of the Pennsylvania Association of Deaf-Mutes. Since 
the last published Report of the Church Mission, my personal ministrations 
have been as follows: At Altoona, in St. Luke’s Church, during a session of 
the Harrisburg Convocation, I interpreted proceedings and addresses and serv- 
ices for the deaf present, October 21, 1884. At York, at the consecration of 
the Church, I assisted the Rev. Mr. Powell, Rector, at the baptism of an adult 
mute, Mr. J. M. Koehler, interpreting, April, 1885. Again, at St. Luke’s, 
Altoona, in the absence of the Rector, I officiated for a congregation of. sixteen 
mutes, in the presence of a hearing congregation, April, 1885. On the 27th of 
August, 1885, at the regular evening services held in St. Luke’s Church, Altoona, 
the addresses of the Rev. Mr. Woodle, Rector, and of the Rev. Dr. John Per- 
cival, of New Orleans, were interpreted to the mutes present ; and an address 
was made to the hearing congregation. By invitation, and in company with the 
Rey. Mr. Mann, I attended the Reunion of the Alumni of the Institution at 
Columbus, Ohio, taking part in the public exercises, and preaching on Sunday, 
the 30th of August. At Pittsburgh, in St. Andrew’s Chapel, we held services 
on Monday evening ; visited the West Pennsylvania Institute at Wilkinsburg, 
and on Wednesday I visited the Deaf-Mutes of Johnstown, and rendered the 
evening services of the church by signs, in connection with the Rey. Mr. Diller, 
the Rector, and addressed the congregation.

The Commission was authorized by the Convention of 1880, at which time, 
pursuant to such authorization, the members of it were appointed by the Bishop. 
The subject matter of Mission work among the deaf had been previously re- 
ferred to a special committee. In that committee’s report to the Convention of 
1880 attention was called to the fact that among the deaf, 

(a) There is a peculiar work to be done, 

(2) Peculiar means are necessary to do it. 

An acknowledgment of these facts induced the Convention to authorize this 
Commission in addition to the several Missionary Boards already existing, and 
the event has amply justified this action. 

In the first place, as the work contemplated extended beyond the limits of 
the Diocese of Pennsylvania, it could not be performed by any Board of Mis- 
sions distinctively Diocesan. In the neighboring Dioceses of Central Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey and Delaware, the Commission began its work under the 
sanction of their respective Bishops. Of these three Dioceses, Central Penn- 
sylvania had the largest number of deaf-mutes. Not long after the beginning 
of the work there, that Diocese organized its own Commission for Church work 
among the deaf, a result which probably would not have been attained had it 
not been for the previous action of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 
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In the second place, the faithful labors of the Missionary have resulted in 
gathering into the Church, when the peculiar character of the field of work is 
considered, a large number of the deaf. 

In every aspect of the work, except the general interest taken by the Church 
in it, results are most satisfactory and encouraging. 

Of the one hundred and fifteen Parishes in the Diocese, thirty-one have con- 
tributed during the past year to this work, and of these, six have contributed 
one half of the amount given. 

The Convention adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, That every Rector or Minister in charge of a Parish in this Diocese 
is earnestly requested to have an offering in aid of the work of the Commission 
made in his Parish each year, on the fourth Sunday in Lent, unless some other 
day be more convenient, but, that when, in any case it may be found inexpedi- 
ent to give an entire Sunday collection, an effort shall yet be made, ix some 
measure, to remember and aid the Mission. 


HXAXTRACTS 


FROM THE 


REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY. 


THE Rev, Henry. W, SYLE, 


When once the formative and experimental stage is passed, the operation of 
such a Mission as that to the deaf may be expected to be, in general, the same 
from year to year. It will always remain, strictly speaking, a A/isston, and one 
among individuals, not families ora community. The persons among whom 
we labor spring up here and there, according to no known law ; they pass away, 
and leave with us no successors of their own kindred. Exceptional instances 
indeed occur, where deafness passes from generation to generation, but the con- 
trary is the rule. Hence our work is one that extends throughout the popula- 
tion, and concerns the whole Church, 

While, during the past year, our operations have been chiefly in the city of 
Philadelphia, visits have been made elsewhere, as needed, and services held in 
West Chester, Trenton, Wilmington, Baltimore, Washington, New York and 
Brooklyn. The poor, sick and distressed have been relieved, work found for 
the unemployed, uneducated children directed to the Institution, ignorant 
adults taught, and to all the Gospel has been preached. 

An office has been established, without expense to the Commission, at 517 
Locust Street, but we have not yet found a suitable Mission-room for meetings, 
classes, reading and sewing, and therefore could not resume the evening school 
which was held with promising results the previous winter. The office is paid 
for, as the evening school was, by All Souls’ Guild, through which organization 
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the deaf people of the city continue to do what they can for the support of the 
Mission.. In the ten years since February 7th, 1875, when the present Mission- 
ary was put in charge as lay-reader, they have raised for church purposes 
$4,026.93. 

Of this there has been expended $1,961.93, or nearly one-half, for current ex- 
penses, the poor, and various outside missionary and charitable objects, such as 
Domestic and Foreign Missions and the Episcopal Hospital; and there is a small 
balance on hand for these purposes. In fact, during these ten years the deaf- 
mutes themselves have met nearly all the incidental expenses of the Mission in 
the city of Philadelphia, including over $700 paid to lay-readers and to the Rev. 
Dr, Gallaudet and other clergymen (other than the Missionary himself), who 
have superintended the Mission and visited it monthly to celebrate the Holy 


“Communion. The Missionary’s salary has been provided by St. Stephen’s 


Church from October, 1876, to July, 1884, and by the Diocesan Commission 
since May, 1880; to the latter body some of the deaf have made contributions 
not included in the above sum. \ 

The other half of the receipts has been devoted to the Bullding Fund of All 
Souls’ Church, which is now nearly 2,000. The Literary Association has also 
a Hall Fund of about $800. : 

It is matter of regret, that these building funds have increased only about 
$300 during the past year and do not yet amount to $3,000, or less than ove-fenth 
of the amount needed. The estimate of $30,000 is not excessive. St. Saviour’s 
Church, one of the wo churches for the deaf in London, cost, with the Parson- 
age adjoining, over $56,000; and this in addition to the site, which was given 
by the Duke of Westminster. The Church and Mission-rooms in Manchester, 
where there are not half as many deaf-mutes as in Philadelphia, cost $27,000. 
St. Ann’s Church, New York, with its parsonage, cost $70,000, and is now worth 
$100,000 ; but then that Parish has a large hearing congregation also; the 
English churches are exclusively for the deaf. 

The “ Royal Association in Aid of the Deaf and Dumb” in London, which 
has two churches already built, and supports a staff of clergy and lay assistants 
working among the 2,000 deaf-mutes of that one city, has an annual income of 
$10,000. 

The Missionary in Philadelphia has around him in the city, the diocese and 
the neighboring dioceses, #ie same number of deaf-mutes, scattered over a 
much greater field. He is obliged to work among them single-handed, for the 
Diocesan Commission and the Guild together have an income for current ex- 
penses of barely $2,200. ; 

Despite the greater compactness of London, the average attendance at St. 
Saviour’s is but little larger than that at our own services at St. Stephen’s and 
the Covenant. In sucha Mission, the number of individuals who attend from 
time to time and who are visited, is very much greater than the attendance on 
any one occasion would indicate. The Mission is a center of Christian in- 
fluence, a beacon-light on an island in a vast sea. 

An instance of this truth was afforded at the Reunion of the Pennsylvania 
Deaf-Mute Association, held in Philadelphia last summer, which brought to- 
gether several hundred deaf-mutes from all parts of this and neighboring States. 
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A special service was held for them on August 28th, in St. Philip’s Church, by 
the kind permission of the Rector, Rev. B. B. Killikelly. It was participated 
in by the Rev. Drs. Gallaudet, Clerc and Edward W. Syle, the Rev. Job 
Turner, Missionary in the South, and Messrs. J. S. Wells, lay-reader in Balti- 
more, and J. M. Koehler, Missionary in Central Pennsylvania, with your own 
Missionary. The Rey. Dr. Clerc preached an able sermon from 7. Thessalon- 
zans, i, 5, setting forth the power of the Gospel of Christ and the indwelling of 
the Holy Ghost in the Church ; and a large number of deaf-mutes partook of 
the Holy Communion. 

It may be noticed, as a pleasing fact, though not directly connected with the 
Mission, that the Association established a Benevolent Fund for the relief of 
deaf-mutes smitten with blindness or otherwise in extreme distress. There are 
known to be not less than six adult blind deaf-mutes in Philadelphia alone, 
and several more in other parts of the State. The Trustees are the principals 
of the Pennsylvania and Western Pennsylvania Institutions, Mr. A. L. E. 
Crouter and Dr. T. MacIntire, with Rev. Dr. Clerc, Mr. Koehler, and your 
Missionary. 

It is important to bring to the knowledge of the deaf the treasures of the 
Prayer Book, with which they can participate in public worship wherever they 
go, and which is so profitable an aid in private devotion. For placing it in their 
hands we are indebted to the liberality, repeated through several years, of the 
Bishop White Prayer Book Society, through Mr. James S. Biddle. We have 
also to thank the Church German Society for the gift, through Mr. James Pott, 
of German Prayer Books and Catechisms. 

Among the multitudes constantly coming to our country from Europe, there 
are not a few deaf-mutes. Whatever the spoken language of their native land, 
and however little they know of ours, they are able without difficulty to join in 
our worship, enjoy social intercourse, and seek and receive pastoral care, by 
means of that universal language of signs, the hand speaking to the eye, where- 
by ‘‘ Wisdom hath opened the mouths of the dumb, and made the tongues of 
them that cannot speak, eloquent.” (Wisdom of Solomon, x, 24.)

EISTORY: 


After the establishment of the school for deaf-mutes at 
Hartford, Conn., in 1817, similar schools sprang up in some- 
what close succession in different parts of the Union. In 
the course of a score of years, their graduates had increased 
toalargenumber. They were scattered, one here one there, 
widely apart ; and were without spiritual care. They could 
not join in divine worship with their hearing brethren, ex- 
cept where the Prayer Book was used. But they received 
no benefit from the oral presentation of the gospel, nor from 
the soul-stirring strains of music. 

It became evident, then, that they needed the Church’s 
services in the living, graceful language of signs, which is to, 
them the most effective substitute for the tones of the voice. 

It was not until the year 1850 that steps were undertaken 
towards meeting the spiritual needs of this long neglected 
people. The Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, D. D., formed a Bible 
class of deaf-mutes in New York City. Two years later, St. 
Ann’s Church for deaf-mutes sprang into existence as an 
outgrowth. 

For years this interesting work was necessarily limited to 
the metropolis. Its influence, however, extended widely. 
Many were the requests coming from afar from the deaf- 
mutes for the Prayer Book services in their own language; 
requests that could not be met often, owing to the engross- 
ing parochial duties of Dr. Gallaudet, which were of a dual 
character, he having a hearing congregation, as well as deaf. 
mutes, under his spiritual care. : 

In the year of 1872, the society known as the Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mutes was organized, with the object of 
meeting in a systematic way the growing demand. Its work 
is now limited to the Dioceses of New York, Albany, North- 
ern New Jersey and New England. Its affairs are managed 
by Dr, Gallaudet, who retains his connection with St. Ann’s 
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Church, as Rector. His assistants are the Rev. John Cham- 
berlain, and the Rev. Anson T. Colt, and two or three lay- 
readers. His father founded the school at Hartford, to 
which reference has just been made. 

This new work of the Church, having grown extensively 
from a small beginning, is now divided into several depart- 
ments, one of which has just been described. The others 
are briefly referred to below: 

The Rev. Francis J. Clerc, D. D., Rector of St. Paul’s 
‘Church, Philipsburg, Diocese of Central Pennsylvania, min- 
isters occasionally to the deaf-mutes of the Diocese and out- 
side. His father was associated with the elder Gallaudet in 
the establishment of the school at Hartford; and was instru- 
mental in organizing the school at Philadelphia, in 1820. 
Mr. J. M. Koehler, a deaf-mute candidate for Holy Orders, 
is doing excellent itinerary work in this Diocese. 

The spiritual interests of the deaf-mutes of Philadelphia 
and vicinity are ministered unto by the Rev. Henry Winter 
Syle, M. A., a deaf-mute in Priest’s Orders. His word has 
been most successful. A building fund for a church and 
mission house is being raised. 

Rev. Job Turner traverses several of the Southern States, 
holding occasional services. 

The Rev. Thomas B. Berry, Rector of Christ Church, 
Guilford, N. Y., ministers occasionally to the deaf-mutes of 
the Dioceses of Central and Western New York. 


‘THE WORK IN THE CENTRAL WESTERN AND NORTHWEST- 
ERN DIOCESES. 


In 1875, the writer took charge of the work in the Dio- 
ceses of Pittsburg, Ohio, Southern Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, 
Western Michigan, Chicago, Springfield, Quincy, Missouri, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Fond du Lac and Wisconsin. The work 
is of anitinerary character exclusively, as the following diary 
shows. Within this extensive field about 9,000 deaf-mutes 
reside, of whom about 3,000 are reached. 

Thesummary at the end of this diary shows the results of 
the labor of ten years. 
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DIARY. 
July, 1884. 

‘Ist. Returning home from Indiana, I found a good sized mail. 2d and 3d. 
Busy answering letters and preparing quarterly reports. 4th. Spent the day 
quietly at home, writing some. At 5 o’clock Rev. Dr. Gallaudet arrived from 
New York, At 6.30 P. M. we left Cleveland together for the Northwest. Sat- 
urday, 5th. Spent most of the day with the deaf-mutes of Chicago and vicinity, 
at apicnic. Sunday, 6th. After morning service at St. James’ Church, Chicago, . 
we dined with the Rector, Rev. Dr. Vibbert. At 3 o’clock p. M. we held a serv- 
ice for deaf-mutes only, at St. James’ Church; and at 8 o’clock Pp. M. a com- 
bined service at the Cathedral, assisted by the Rev. J. H. Knowles. Bishop 
McLaren was present. Two deaf-mutes received baptism. 7th. Combined 
service at St. Paul’s Church, Milwaukee, Rector, the Rev. C.S. Lester. I bap- 
tized a child of deaf-mute parents. Leaving at midnight, we reached St. Paul 
at noon of the 8th. Before going to Faribault, we called on the Rev. M. N. 
Gilbert, Rector of Christ Church, to arrange the details of a combined service to 
be held next week, gth. Faribault, attending a national conference of deaf- 
mute schools, at the Minnesota School for the Deaf, On the first day of the 
session we had the pleasure of meeting Bishop Whipple at St. Mary’s Hall, and 
having a brief consultation concerning Church work among the deaf of the Dio- 
cese. I1th. A combined service was held at the Cathedral of Our Merciful 
Saviour, at 8 o’clock p. M. Saturday, 12th. We left the conference, and went to 
St. Paul. During our sojourn at Faribault we were hospitably entertained at 
St. Mary’s Hall, by the Rey, Geo. B. Whipple, Dean of the Cathedral.’ Sunday, 
13th. Dr. Gallaudet preached for Rev. Dr. Thomas of St. Paul’s Church, St. 
Paul. At 3 o0’clock p, M. we held a service for deaf-mutes only, at Gethsemane 
‘Church, Minneapolis ; and a combined service at 8 o’clock, assisted by the Rev. 
A. R. Graves, the Rector. I baptized an adult deaf-mute. Monday, 14th. 
Morning, Minneapolis, I baptized a sick child of deaf-mute parents at a house. 
Evening, combined service at Christ Church, St. Paul, the Rev. M. N. Gilbert 
assisting. Met several delegates of the conference, which adjourned at Fari- 
bault this morning. Tuesday, 15th. We conducted a combined service at St. 
Paul’s Church, Winona. Wednesday, 16th. Reached Madison, Wis., at noon. 
A national convention of educators was in session. Several of the delegates of 
the Faribault conference were present. Prof. A. G. Bell read a lengthy paper, 
which .was replied to very ably by Prof. Gordon, of the National Deaf-Mute 
College. The discussion which followed bore upon the merits of the three 
systems of deaf-mute education—the oral, the manual, and that combining both. 
It was interesting to note that the weight of testimony of the ablest and most 
experienced educators was in favor of retaining sign, or manual Janguage as a 
more rapid and satisfactory means of educating the majority of deaf-mutes. 
7th. A combined service was held in the evening at Grace Church, with the as- 
sistance of the Rev. Fayette Durlin, Rector. During our stay in this beautiful 
city we were the guests of Mrs. Chittenden. Left Madison late in the night. 
18th. Changed cars in the morning at Chicago, and reached Cleveland after a 
hot and uncomfortable ride all day. i1gth, Cleveland. We called on Gen. 
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Devereux, Mr. Lewis Williams, and other friends. Sunday, 20th, Cleveland. 
10,30 A. M. Dr. Gallaudet preached for Rev. Mr. Clendenin, Rector of Grace 
Church, while I conducted a service for deaf-mutes only, in the chapel adjoining. 
My congregation was dismissed in time for the communicants to receive the 
Holy Communion in the Church. 3 Pp. M. Service for deaf-mutes only, at Grace 
Church ; and a combined service in the evening at St. John’s Church, the Rev. 
C. S. Bates, D. D., minister in charge. 2Ist. Dr. Gallaudet left for New York. 
I was busy with an accumulated mail and a newschedule of appointments. 22d. 
Went with my family to Medina, Ohio. 23d, 24th, 25th, at Medina. 26th. 
Went to Pittsburgh. Sunday, 27th. At 3 Pp. M. conducted a service for deaf- 
mutes at Trinity Church, the Rey. Samuel Maxwell, Rector. 28th. Returned 
to Medina, via Cleveland. 2gth. All day at Medina. 30th and 31st. At 
Cleveland, busy with my mail and the preparation of an address. 


AUGUST. 


Ist and 2d. Busy writing ; madesome calls. Sunday, 3d. Conducted two serv- 
ices at Grace Church, Cleveland, and distributed several Prayer Books. 4th. 
Family returned from Medina. Put into thé printer’s hands the manuscript of 
a brief appeal for offerings on the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity. 5th and 6th. 
Busy mailing these appeals to the Rectors. 7th. A man called on me about 
getting his deaf-mute boy into the school at Columbus, O. 8th and gth. My 
family left for West Virginia. I went to Cincinnati. Sunday, 10. Conducted 
service at 3 Pp. M. at St. Paul’s Church, the Rev. Dr. Benedict, Rector. Mon- 
day, 11th. Conducted a service at Christ Church, Dayton, Ohio. Tuesday, 12th. 
Service at Trinity Church, Columbus. Guest of the State Institution. Wednes- 
day, 13th. Joined in the bonds of holy matrimony Mr. J. H. V. Fowler and 
Miss M. L. Baxter, in one of the parlors of the Institution. Returned to 
Cleveland in the evening. 14th. Alone at home and quite busy writing. Re- 
ceived 200 annual reports from New York. 15th. Occupied as yesterday. 16th. 
Departed for St. Louis in the afternoon. Sunday, 17th. Conducted service at 
3 o'clock Pp. M. at Christ Church, Rev. Dr. Schuyler, Rector. 18th. Returned 
home and commenced correspondence relating to a trip through Indiana, Illinois 
and Iowa, with the Rey. John Chamberlain. 19th, 20th, 21st and 22d. Pre- 
paring an address to be delivered at Peru, Indiana, anda new Series of appoint- 
ments. 23d. Went to Detroit. Called on several friends. Sunday, 24th. 
Conducted service at St. John’s Church, at 10.304. M. At 3 o'clock Pp. m. I 
attended the Sunday School of Grace Church, and, at the expressed desire of 
the children, gave sign renditions of the Lord’s Prayer, Creed and the Hymn 
‘* Nearer, My God, to Thee.” At 8 o'clock Pp. M. a combined service was held 
in Grace Church with the assistance of the Rector, the Rev. Dr. McCarroll. 


Monday, 25th. Combined service at Grace Church, Sandusky, Ohio, with the , 


assistance of the Rector, the Rev. F. K. Brooke. 26th. Returned home in the 
morning. My family returned from West Va. in the afternoon. 27th. Giving 
a little further attention to the coming tour with the Rev. Mr. Chamberlain 
who arrived on the following day. Friday, 29th. Left home with the Rev. Mr. 
Chamberlain. We reached Peru, Indiana, in the afternoon and went to the 
hotel. 30th. Attending a reunion of deaf-mutes at the fair ground, near the, 
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city. Sunday, 31st. Two combined services at the grounds, at 10,30 o’clock 
A. M. and 3 o’clock Pp. M., and another at Trinity Church in the evening. The 
Church was filled to its utmost capacity. 


SEPTEMBER. 


Monday, 1st. Rey. Mr. Chamberlain and I reached Michigan City, Ind., in 
the afternoon. Rey. Mr. Faude, Rector of Trinity Church, met us at the sta- 
tion and took us to the residence of Mr. Barker, where we were hospitably 
entertained, In the evening a service was held at Trinity Church. 2d. Service 
at St. James’ Church, Chicago, with a large congregation of deaf-mutes. 3d. 
Combined service at Christ Church, Joliet, Ill., assisted by the Rev. Mr. Jewell, 
the assistant minister.

After a tedious trip, I reached home at nearly mid- 
night, 11th. Busy with a good-sized mail. Several Ephphatha returns were 
acknowledged. 12th. Wrote 55 letters and postal cards to-day. 13th, Busy 
preparing for services to-morrow. Sunday, r4th, Cleveland, O. Conducted a 
service in the Chapel of Trinity Church. 15th and 16th. Busy at home. 17th, 

) Left for Joliet, Illinois, 18th. Joliet. Solemnized marriage between Mr. 
Julius G. Krafft and Miss Agnes Maria Sartori. Left Joliet in the evening, 
tgth. Reached Columbus, O.,in the morning. Called at the Institution before 
going home. 20th. Mailed a number of letters before leaving home. Sunday, 
2ist.. Attended morning worship at Trinity Church, Pittsburgh, and held a 
service in the chapel in the afternoon. 22d. Made a few calls in Pittsburgh 
before returning home in the evening. 23d and 24th. Closely at my desk at 
home, 25th. Joined in the bonds of holy matrimony Mr. August Helwig and 
Miss Rosa Kupfer. Rev. Mr, Chamberlain arrived from the West at night, 
26th. Had a very pleasant visit and consultation with him. He left for New 
York. Sunday, 28th. St. Louis. Conducted a service at Christ Church at 3 
o’clock P.M. 29th. Left St. Louis at 7.30 A.M. Reaching Indianapolis, I 
called to see Bishop Knickerbacker, but he was out of the city. I then called 
on the Rev. E, A. Bradley, D.D. In the evening I held a service at Christ 
Church. 30th. Went to Jeffersonville and held a combined service at St. 
Paul’s Church with the Rev. J. R. Bicknell. Before the service, I went over 
to New Albany.

Conducted a service at St. Paul’s Church; large congregation, Monday, 
6th. Officiated at Dayton, Ohio, in the afternoon, baptizing the infant child of 
Mr, and Mrs, Hatfield. 7th. Reached home at 3 o’clock in the morning. 
Busy all day, and the next. oth. Went to Detroit to attend the Church Con- 
gress; met many of the clergy, including Dr. Gallaudet. Attending the sessions 
of the congress. Saturday, 11th. The Doctor and I reached Flint. Sunday, 
14th. Flint. I officiated in the morning at the deaf-mute school, the Doctor 
preaching at St. Paul’s Church. At 3 o'clock P. M. a service for deaf-mutes 
only was held at the Church; and at 7.30 P. M, a combined service; Rev. Mr.

I bap- 
tized an infant daughter of deaf-mute parents, 15th. Ypsilanti. A similar 
service at St. Luke’s Church, assisted by the Rector, the Rev. T. W. McLean. 
Dr. Gallaudet left at midnight for New York. 16th. I went to Marshall, 
Mich,, and held a service for deaf-mutes only at 3 o'clock P. M. 17th, Com- 
bined service at Trinity Church, Niles, assisted by the Rector, the Rev. C. C. 
Tate. The mutes came long distances to attend this service, which is the case 
almost everywhere. 18th, In Chicago, Sunday, 1oth. Attended morning 
worship at St. James’ Church. Conducted a service at 3 o’clock Pp. M., and left 
soon after for home. 20th, At home, tired and sleepy from the ride all night. 
21st. Called on Bishop Bedell. Studying and attending to correspondence. 
23d. Service in the Chapel of Grace Church, Cleveland. The mutes saw for 
the first time their memorial of Rev. A. H. Washburn, D.D,—a beautiful 
brass altar desk, 24th. Busy all day. 25th. Went to Pittsburgh. Called on 
Mr. Thaw. Sunday, 26th. Conducted a service in the Chapel of Trinity 
Church at 3 o’clock P.M. 27th. At St, Paul’s Church, Cleveland, Attended 
a celebration of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the consecration of Bishop 
Bedell. Among those present and making addresses were Bishops Stevens, 
Jaggar and Whitehead; Rev. Drs, Burr, Bronson and Bodine; Ex-President

Regester, read my address to the hearing portion of the congregation. 8th. 
Visited the colored school for deaf-mutes, on Saratoga Street. Rev. Dr. Gal- 
laudet arrived in Baltimore to-day. We hada brief and interesting consultation. 
Before leaving this city I met a Western friend, Mr. J. B. Washington, of 
Pittsburgh. Dr. Gallaudet left for New York, and I for Frederick, Md. th. 
Frederick. State School for Deaf-Mutes. Conducted the morning service in 
the Chapel, and soon after took the train for Romney, W. Va., which was 
reached at sundown. Mr. A. D. Hays met me at the station, and took me to 
their hotel. roth. Romney. Visited the Institution with Mrs. Hays. Took 
tea with Prof. Chapin. 11th. Romney. Took the Chapel service at 7.45 A. M. 
Dined at the Institution, with Superintendent Covell. Took tea at Mr. Chides- 
ter’s. 12th. Left Romney early. 13th. Reached homeat 6 o’clock A.M. Found 
a good sized mail. Sunday, 14th. Officiated twice at Grace Church, Cleveland. 
15th. Busy with correspondence and a new schedule of appointments. 16th, 
17th, 18th and r9th. At home at work every day. 20th. Went to Cincinnati. 
Sunday, 21st. Assisted the Rev. Dr. Benedict in the administration of Holy 
Communion. Afternoon, conducted a service for deaf-mutes at St. Paul’s 
Church. 22d. Reached home early in the morning. 25th. Conducted Christ- 
mas service at Grace Church, Cleveland. 26th. Busy packing household effects. 
27th. Went to Detroit. Sunday, 28th. Officiated twice in the Chapel of St. 
John’s Church; Rector, the Rev. George Worthington, S. T. D. Monday, 29th. 
Hastings, Mich. Combined service, assisted by the Rector, the Rev. J. W. 
Bancroft. 30th. Reached home greatly fatigued. Went to work at once with 
preparations to move. 31st. Moved to 82 Woodland Court, Cleveland, O. 


JANUARY, 1885. 


Busy getting our household things in 
order. Saturday, 3d. Went to Wilkinsburg, Pa., then to Pittsburgh. Sunday, 
4th. Morning, assisted the Rev. Samuel Maxwell in administering the Holy 
Communion, at Trinity Church. Afternoon, conducted the usual deaf-mute 
service. Evening, with the Rev. George Hodges, in a combined service at St. 
‘Stephen’s Mission, Wilkinsburg, which is now the seat of the new Western 
Pennsylvania School for the Deaf. Met the Rev. Boyd Vincent at this service. 
5th. Visited the school in question, and conducted the morning service in the 
‘Chapel. Returned to Pittsburgh and called on Mr. W. C. Quincy. Returned 
home in the evening. 6th. Busy in various ways. 7th and 8th. Busy getting 
things in order in our new home. Saturday, roth. In Chicago. Made a short 
call on Bishop McLaren; made other calls. Felt slightly ill and retired early. 
Sunday, 11th. Morning, attended worship at St. James’ Church. Dined with 
Dr. Vibbert. Afternoon, deaf-mute service, and baptism of infant daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Christenson. 12th. Chicago. Made several calls. Left in the 
evening. 13th. Reached home after traveling all night, much fatigued. An- 
swered a number of letters. 14th, 15th and 16th. Variously occupied. Satur-

day, 17th. Very cold day. Left for St. Louis, Sunday, 18th. Train four 
hours late, so that I missed the morning service at Christ Church. Afternoon 
conducted the usual deaf-mute service. Monday, 19th, Called on Bishop Rob- 
ertson and others. Afternoon, visited the day school for deaf-mutes, and told 
the pupils some stories, Evening, lectured before the deaf-mute society. 20th.

Contributed as usual 
to the postal revenue of the government. Made several calls. 20th. Left 
home. , 21st. In Chicago, making calls. Attended a deaf-mute social in the 
evening, Sunday, 22d.

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


COMMISSION ON CHURCH WORK AMONG THE DEAF, 


IN THE 


DIOCESE OF CENTRAL PENNSYLVANIA, 


JUNE, 1885. 


In submitting their Third Annual Report, the Commission beg leave to fix 
the attention of the Convention for a moment on the development of this work. 
Prior to June, 1882, it was wholly dependent on the ministrations of the Rev. 
H. W. Syle, of Philadelphia, who was acting under the Pennsylvania Commis- 
sion as their Missionary. He visited such points in Central Pennsylvania as he 
could occasionally reach. When the Rt. Rey. Bishop Howe suggested it, the 
Convention organized its own commission, and began to take direction of this 
mission. Mr, J. M, Koehler, Lay-Reader in St, Luke’s Parish, Scranton, un- . 
der direction of Rev. J, P. B. Pendleton, then Rector, was engaged as the 
Itinerant Missionary to the Deaf of this Diocese, and a small stipend, beyond 
his traveling expenses, was pledged to him. This was wholly a venture of 
faith, and it was immediately rewarded. Those who had known Mr. Koehler’s 
first labors as Lay-Reader in Scranton contributed to his support during the 
first year of his missionary labors a considerable sum additional to that which 
the Commission had promised, Various parishes throughout the Diocese con- 
tributed enough to make good the promise made by the Commission, And still 
larger offerings have followed the appeal made for the year now ending. 

Wherever the Missionary has been, both the clergy and the people have been 
impressed with the power of this Mission to awaken interest and gain friends. 
Hearing children have brought their deaf-mute parents to Holy Baptism, and 
the dumb have been preachers of the gospel to them that had not heeded it. 
The Missionary has not only been welcomed, but his visits are desired. 

In the parishes where he visits, the Missionary acts only under the direction 
of the Rector, interpreting at prayer or sacrament, at marriage or funeral, and 
sometimes addressing hearing people, by means of a manuscript address, which 
is read for him by the rector. 

The Missionary’s Report will show that he has held services on every Sunday, 
and on other days as circumstances have allowed. He has visited Allentown, - 
Carbondale, Easton, Harrisburg, Lancaster, Montrose, Reading, Scranton, 
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Towanda, Waymart, Wilkes Barre, Williamsport and York. Services have 
also been held at Sunbury, Troy, Watsontown, Columbia, Altoona, Shamokin, 
Riegelsville, Pa., and Riegelsville, N. J. Visits have been made when there 
was no opportunity of holding services at the above named places, and at Potts- 
ville, Tamaqua, Pittston, Highspire, Ulster, Orwell, Luzerne borough, North- 
umberland, Tyrone, Elimsport, Danville, Dorneyville, Granville Centre, Fer- 
tility, Plymouth, Riegelsville and Wrightsville. Systematic visiting is thus car- 
ried on, especially in places where no stated services can be held. 

These visits are so constant and so extended as to leave very little time for 
the studies preparatory to examinations, which Mr. Koehler’s present position 
as a candidate for priesthood absolutely require. Withal, his stipend is sosmall 
as to exact great hardships and self-denial. We cannot withhold the plea that 
he be allowed to make fewer appointments for some points remote from his 
home, and that a larger appropriation be made for the coming year. We re- 
spectfully ask for prompt and generous contributions, in accordance with the 
resolution passed last year, and renewed by us now: ‘‘ That the offerings on 
Sunday, June 28 (third Sunday after convention), be solicited for the Mission 
to the Deaf.” j 

The deaf-mute population of this diocese is distributed as follows; Reading 
convocation, 350; Harrisburg convocation, 475; Williamsport convocation, 
280; Scranton convocation, 425. 

A more detailed report of the Missionary’s work will appear in the Journal 
when printed, and the usual financial exhibit may also be found there.

To the Chairman,The Right Reverend M. A, DEWOLFE Howe, D.D., LL.D., 
Bishop of Central Pennsylvania : 


RicHT REVEREND Sir—By yourappointment, and under the direction of the 
Commission on Church Work among the Deaf, the Missionary has continued to 
labor among the deaf in the Diocese, in accordance with the plan formulated 
on his appointment in 1883. 

During the past year services were held at Altoona, Allentown, Carbondale, 
Columbia, Easton, Harrisburg, Lancaster, Montrose, Reading, Scranton, 
Shamokin, Steelton, Sunbury, Towanda, Troy, Watsontown, Waymart, 
Williamsport, Wilkes Barre, and York. The Missionary also conducted 
services at St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, and Riegelsville, N. J. 

Visits were made at the following places, where there was no opportunity of 
holding services: Brooklyn, Danville, Dorneyville, Elimsport, Fertility, Frank- 
lin, Granville Centre, Highspire, Lititz, Luzerne borough, Middaughs, North- 
umberland, Oregon, Orwell, Pittston, Plymouth, Pottsville, Riegelsville (Pa.), 
Sheshequin, Tamaqua, Tyrone, Ulster, and Wrightsville ; and Elmira, N. Y.

The Missionary has given his whole time to the work. In addition to the sery- 
ices held and visits made, he attended the Annual Convention of the Diocese 
at Reading; two sessions of the Harrisburg Convocation, at Altoona and York; 
and the Second Convention of the Pennsylvania Deaf-Mute Association, at Phila- 
delphia, where he took part with the Rev. Drs. Clerc and Gallaudet, and the 
Rey. Messrs. Syle and Turner, and Mr. Wells, in the religious exercises that 
formed a prominent part of the meeting.

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He has interested himself in seeking uneducated deaf-mute children, and hav- 
ing them sent to school. Over ten such have been found and placed where they 
may receive the education that can make them intelligent citizens and under- 
standing members of Christ’s Church. 

The Missionary has been cordially welcomed by the Rectors and people of 
the parishes visited. Everywhere, the people, irrespective of denominational 
differences, have shown themselves willing and anxious to aid him in his work. 
He has been especially encouraged by the increased interest manifested among 
the deaf. 

It may not be out of place here to suggest that Rectors can aid the work 
most effectively by enlisting the deaf-mutes of their Parishes in active parochial 
work, In some parts of the Diocese they already take an active and efficient 
part, notably at Easton, where a Guild has been formed, composed exclusively 
of deaf-mutes. 

The Missionary is indebted to the New York Bible and Prayer Book Society, 
who, through their Secretary, Mr. Pott, kindly furnished him with Prayer Books 
aad Bibles for distribution; also to the Rev. H. W. Syle, of Philadelphia, for 
a supply of Tracts, suitable for the deaf. Although Mr. Syle ceased his visits 
in the Diocese, his interest in the work here continues unabated, and his counsel 
has been invaluable in carrying it on. 

Thanks are due to the following deaf-mutes, who have rendered efficient aid 
to the Missionary: Mr. Edwin Saeger, Allentown; Mr. Elam Will, Easton; Mr. 
Daniel Runk, Harrisburg; Mr. Aaron Witmyer, Lancaster; Mr. Wolfe Morris, 
Scranton; Mr. Abraham Martin, Steelton; Mr. W. W. Swartz, Williamsport;

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Report of the Rev. Job Turner. 


Rev. THomas GALLAUDET, D.D., General Manager Church Mission to 
Deaf-Mutes: 


Rey. AND DEAR BROTHER IN CHRIsT—In presenting this, my seventh an- 
nual report of work as a laborer in the Master’s vineyard, I am deeply sensible 
of great mercies bestowed upon me, and upon those among whom it is my 
privilege to serve. The past year has commanded and received from me greater 
energies than I have ever expended in like space of time, and the labor per- 
formed, I trust, has been fruitful of the glory and honor of Him whomit is our 
delight to serve. My heartfelt and prayerful interest is in those who are, even 
as I am, without hearing and speech, who owe so much to the influence of the 
Blessed Jesus for the means of their general education, for where there is no 
Bible there are no schools for mutes; and now by the still greater mercies of the 
Great Head of the Church, that precious Bible and its expounders are, by sys- 
tematic undertakings, within the reach of most of our mute friends in all sections 
of our country. It has been my pleasure to search out in the obscure places of 
the territory assigned to me, the poor and neglected uneducated mute children, 
and cause the authorities to place within their réach the boon of learning. 

The Domestic Mission Board of our Church, during the past year, contributed 
to my support the sum of two hundred dollars, and the Virginia Diocesan Mis- 
sion Society, one hundred dollars, and the kindly help received from offerings 
made by individual churches, amounts to the sum of six hundred and eighty- 
four dollars and forty-nine cents ($684.49), 

Iam greatly indebted to the presidents and managers of several of the rail- 
roads for courtesies extended. Without their valuable aid my work and useful- 
ness would have been greatly curtailed during the past year. 

Touched with feelings of sincerest gratitude to the Lord of us all for the 
blessings and opportunities vouchsafed me during the past year, I turn to Him 
praying for increasing usefulness in His service, and that you, too, may long be 
spared to comfort and encourage those who wait and work in the cause that lies 
so near our heart.

As will be seen, the new ground broken has been at Utica, where, through 
the kindness of the Rector of Trinity Church, the Rev. C. H. Gardner, I have 
been enabled to organize a Guild of Deaf-Mutes in connection with other par- 
ochial organizations, and to be known as the ‘‘Ephphatha Guild.” Mr. Gard- 
ner has kindly placed a room at the disposal of the mutes, where they have op- 
portunity for business, social and other meetings. Some advance has been 
made in the work in Binghampton among the mutes there, and it is pleasant to 
notice that several of them are preparing for the next opportunity offered for 
Confirmation. There have also been some children of deaf-mute parentage 
brought to Holy Baptism, Since April the services held hitherto in Syracuse, 
St. Paul’s Church, have been interrupted from one cause or another, but it is 
hoped they will soon be resumed and the work there pressed with vigor, as it is 
a most important field for operations. 

There yet remains much to be done in the one diocese of Central New York; 
many parishes where there are several mutes anxious for services, or where the 
Church ought to be anxious to reach the mutes, where no services have been 
held, and others where more ought to be done, but my parochial cares preclude 
the possibility of doing more than holding occasional services. I am very sure, 
however, that God has blessed the little hitherto attempted. Deaf-mutes have 
been brought not alone to the services but to membership in the Church, and 
through them others have been interested and children baptized. 
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The rectors of the parishes in which these services have been held take an 
active interest in the work and do all in their power to promote the temporal 
and spiritual interests of the mutes in their respective cures, as well as extenda 
cordial welcome to their Missionary.

YHIS HOME which was founded December, 1885, by 
The Church Mission ta Deal Mu 


is admirably situated in the centre of a fine farm of one hundred and fifty-six 
acres, extending from the turnpike between New Hamburgh and Poughkeep- 
sie, to the banks of the Hudson river. 

The Farm is enclosed by a substantial stone wall, and is in a high state 
of cultivation—its products finding a ready sale in Wappinger’s Falls and 
Poughkeepsie. 

On entering the gate from the road, and crossing a creek of never failing 
pure water, there is seen on a high knoll, the farm-house with its surrounding 
barns, stables, carriage-house, cattle yard, etc. A broad macadamised avenue, 
bordered with pines and other trees, forming a shady arch, winds through 
the farm to the circle at the Mansion. ( See Photograph.)

During the past year our missionaries and lay readers 
have held sign. services on Sundays and weekdays in some 
twenty-five different cities and towns of the Dioceses of New 
York, Albany, Long Island, Northern New Jersey, Con- 
Mecticut, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Maine. We ask that the important work 
undertaken by our Society to gather into pastoral relations 
‘our deaf-mute brethren after they leave the institutions, may 
be sustained by annual offerings from churches and individu- 
als in these Dioceses on the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity, 
or some other day if more convenient. It would encour- 
| age us if the Rectors would allude to the Mission to deaf- 

“mutes on the day when the Gospel recites the miracle of 

| ‘curing the deaf and dumb man. ; 

_ These sign services are, with the Divine blessing, con- 
Stantly leading deaf-mutes and their families to Baptism, 
Confirmation and the Holy Communion. They learn how 
to use the Bible and the Book of Common Prayer in the 

services of the Sanctuary. While our liturgical forms 

are a great help to them in cultivating the idea of worship, 
they take as much pleasure in sign services and sign ser- 
mons as the hearing do in those conducted by the sound 
of the human voice. We feel, therefore, that the language 
of motion should be continued and perfected as a powerful 
; instrument in the spiritual culture of deaf-mutes. 
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The General Manager and his Associates have also been 
busy in the never-ending work of seeking employment for 
deaf-mutes. While many, especially skilled artisans and 
laborers, readily find, through friends or by their own exer- 
tions, situations in which they’can support themselves, there 
are also many who, if left to themselves, would soon become 
dependent upon charity. Efforts in this important depart- 
ment, are chiefly put forth in New York City and vicinity, 
but as our missionaries go from place to place to hold sign 
services, they occasionally lend a helping hand to those who 
are looking for employment elsewhere. We have continued 
our care of the sick and the poor, and in various other ways 
have endeavored to encourage deaf-mutes to fight the battle 
of life as Christian men and women. 

The great event of the year was the purchase of desirable 
and valuable property on the Hudson River, between New 
Hamburg and Poughkeepsie, as a permanent Home for 
aged and infirm deaf-mutes. We have secured a productive 
farm of 156 acres with a large mansion house, a farm house, 
two barns and other out-buildings, stock, farming utensils, 
etc., for $27,500, and have expended about $2,500 for re- 


pairs, making the whole cost of the propefty about $30,000. — 


The only indebtedness is a mortgage of $15,000, which. we 
trust may be speedily canceled so that “The Gallaudet 
Home for Deaf-Mutes” may be able to increase its accom- 
modations. 

Having removed the inmates of No. 220 East Thirteenth 
Street to this country home, we continue to rent the place 
and call it the Mission House. Rev. Mr. Chamberlain and 
his family reside there; Rev. Mr. Colt makes it his home, 
and there are several deaf-mutes boarding there. We hope 
to make it, in various ways, a center of good influences 
among the deaf-mutes of New York. 

We trust that the following reports of the laborers in our 
field will be read, for the details are full of interest. 

We take great pleasure in printing in an Appendix 
abstracts of the Reports which are made by the laborers in 


other departments, so that a general idea can be formed of 


what our Church is doing for the deaf-mutes of our country.

GENERAL MANAGER'S REPORT 


FOR THE 


QUARTER ENDING WEDNESDAY EVENING, JAN. 27, 1886. 


On Sunday, Nov. 29th, I conducted a sign service in Christ Church, 
Brooklyn, E. D.; Dec. 6th, in All Saints’, Providence, and St. Paul's, 
Pawtucket; and Jan. 24th, in Trinity, Easton, Pa., and the Reformed 
Church, Riegelsville, Pa. On the other Sundays I was at St. Ann’s, 
New York. On the 20th of Dec. we had a missionary combined service in 
St. Ann’s. Rev. Messrs. Krans, Chamberlain, Colt, Syle, Mann, Turner 
and myself officiating. The three deaf-mute clergymen made sign addresses 
which I interpreted orally. In the evening we celebrated the 18th Anni- 
versary of our society in Trinity Chapel. I interpreted the service as 
conducted by Rey. Dr. Swope and Rev. Mr. Martin, the address of the 
Assistant Bishop, and the sermon of the Rey. Dr. Hall. On Sunday 
evening, Jan. 10th, Dr. Hall kindly repeated this sermon in the Church of 
the Holy Trinity, Brooklyn. I was present to interpret for deaf-mutes. 

I have interpreted at services in St. Ann’s Church on Thanksgiving Day, 
Christmas and Epiphany. I regretted that a wedding on Jersey City 
Heights kept me from attending the Epiphany night service at which sign 
recitations, under the direction of Dr. Peet and Miss Montgomery, were 
given by Mr. Gamage, Mr. Jones and six girls from the N. Y. Institution 
for Deaf-Mutes, 

I have conducted services for deaf-mutes in Beverly, Salem, Worcester 
and Allentown. In Beverly, Dec. 1st, I assisted Rev. R. Cotton Smith, 
rector of St. Peter’s Church, at the funeral of Florence Bailey, daughter of 
a deaf-mute couple, and on Dec. 5th, baptized a young lady and a child 
connected with deaf-mute families. 

I have made three visits to our newly purchased farm. 

Thave attended gatherings of the two societies of deaf-mutes in Brooklyn, 
one of the New Jersey State Association in Newark, and several of the 
Guild of Silent Workers and the Gallaudet Club inthis city. The Club 
celebrated the 98th anniversary of my father’s birthday, Dec. 10th, by a 
pleasant dinner, at which my brother, Dr. Gallaudet, President of the 
National Deaf-Mute College in Washington, Dr. Gillett, Principal of the 
Illinois Institution, in Jacksonville, Dr. Peet and Prof, Currier of the New 
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York Institution, and myself were present. On this occasion the effort to 
erect a national monument to the memory of my father on the grounds of 
the College in Washington received great encouragement. _ 

On the evening of Dec. 17th, I assisted Rev. Mr. Holmes in a combined 
service in Trinity Church, Mt. Vernon. Dec. 24th, 1 assisted in the 
‘marriage of a couple of deaf-mutes in Nyack. 

Dec, 28th, I was in Philadelphia and made an address at the very interest- 
ing commemoration of the 100th annivérsary of the birthday of Mr. Laurent 
Clerc. Part of the exercises were in Association Hall, and part at the 
Pennsylvania Institute. Rev. Dr. Clere and other distinguished gentlemen 
were present. 

Dec. 30th, Rev. Mr. Colt and I officiated at the funeral of the daughter of 
Mr, and Mrs, Dunlap, deaf-mutes of Brooklyn. 

_ I have visited the Home several times and conferred with Rev. Mr. 
Chamberlain and wife in relation to the inmates. All were much gratified 
at the kind Thanksgiving and Christmas remembrances. 
_ Ihave been with quite a number of deaf-mutes in sickness and trouble, 
-and helped several to find employment. 
Jan. 5th, I spent the day in Albany, visiting several of the State officials 
with Mr. H. C. Rider, in relation to the Northern New York Institution of 
Deaf-Mutes, of which he is the Superintendent. j 

Jan. 22d, I met Mr Koehler, the lay reader, who is doing itinerant mis- 
sionary work in the Diocese of Central Pennsylvania, in Allentown, and 
spent several days with him in services for deaf-mutes, in Allentown, 
aston and Riegelsville, Pa., and Stewartsville, New Jersey. At 
Riegelsville I baptized three children of deaf-mute parents, and three deaf- 
Mute men. At Stewartsville I administered the Holy Communion to a 
deaf-mute woman who has been for several years crippled with rheuma- 
‘tism. 
_ I have, as usual, been very busy with an extensive correspondence on 
Matters pertaining to work among deaf-mutes. 
_ It has been an encouraging quarter for the great object we have had in 
hand. The most important step was the purchase of the farm near Pough- 
_ keepsie as a Home in which deaf-mutes can be useful and enjoy religious 


privileges and pastoral care.

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL MAN- 
AGER TO THE TRUSTEES. 


Presented WEDNESDAY, April 28th, 1886. 


During the three months ending this evening, it has been my privilege 
‘to do something every Sunday in church work among deaf-mutes in St. 
Ann’s Church, New York; in St. Saviour’s Church, St. Luke’s, St. Peter's 
(Germantown), Church of the Holy Apostles, Holy Trinity and Incarna- 
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tion, Philadelphia; Christ Church, New Brighton, Staten Island; All 
Saints’, Providence; Church of the Good Shepherd and St. Matthew's, 
Boston; St. Andrew’s, Harlem; Trinity Church, West Troy, and St. Paul’s 
Church, Albany. At week night services I have officiated in All Saints’, 
Worcester; Grace, Nashua; St. Stephen’s, Lynn; St. Paul’s, New Haven; 
Trinity, Mt. Vernon; Heavenly Rest, New York, and St. Peter's, Port 
Chester. I have also had services for deaf-mutes in Lowell, in the room 
of their society, and in the School for Deaf-Mutes at Beverly. 

During Lent, Holy Week and Easter, I interpreted for deaf-mutes at 
several services in St. Ann’s Church. ' 

On Wednesday, February 17th, in St. Matthew’s Church, Brooklyn, I 
assisted at the funeral of Miss Mary C. Lathrop. She and her family were 
intimately connected with our early efforts in church work among deaf- 
mutes. Her deaf-mute sister died a few months before St. Ann’s was 
founded. j 

I have married a couple of deaf-mutes, baptized a child of deaf-mutes 
and a deaf-mute man, and officiated at the funeral of the father of a deaf- 
mute woman. 

I have administered the Holy Communion to a deaf-mute woman. I have 
given considerable attention to the case of Miss Minnie Pancoast. I have 
conducted an unusually large correspondence in relation to the work 
our society has in hand, as well as to many points connected with the in- 
stitutions for deaf-mutes, Ihave written to a lady in Bombay in refer- 
ence to the instruction of a deaf-mute daugliter of a Parsee resident of 
that city. 

Returning from Philadelphia on Monday, March 29th, I stopped over in 
Newark, and met, by appointment, a Committee of the Board of Educa- 
tion to consult as to the expediency of establishing a day school for deaf- 
mutes in that city. 

On the 22d of February I attended, by invitation, a large gathering of 
deaf-mutes in Boston, and aided them by interpreting, and otherwise, in 
their plans to add to the fund which is being accumulated by the deaf- 
mutes of the whole country to erect a bronze monument to the memory of 
my father in Washington. 

I have found work for several deaf-mutes, attended some of the meet- 
ings of the Guild of Silent Workers, visited the Home, and in various 
other ways tried to make the purposes of our society as effective as 
possible. 

I appreciated the great honor conferred on our family and myself in the 
vote of the Trustees at their last meeting, in calling our recently acquired 
property on the Hudson River, ‘“‘The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes.” 
I trust we have founded a place where great good will be done to our 
silent brethren. I have visited this Home several times. Its first inmates 
were received on Thursday, April 22d. Rev. Mr. Chamberlain took them 
up from our city Home. Things seem to be moving on in the right 
direction.

| Our Church work among deaf-mutes moves on as heretofore in an unas- 


suming way. There are residing in Mount Vernon and vicinity at the pres- 
ent time some nine’ adult deaf mutes, of whom seven are communicants, 
and beside these, there are, I believe, four deaf-mute children. 
Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, who interpreted the service for me on a Thursday 
evening in last Lent (March 11th), on which occasion there were five deaf- 
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mutes present, during the afternoon of that day baptized one of these deaf- 
mute children—a child of deaf-mute parents. 

He was also, as you are aware, lately with us on the fourth Sunday eve- 
ning in Advent (December 19th), and interpreted the service for our deaf- 
mute friends, of whom there were six then present in the congregation. 


Occasional services have been held in St. Peter’s Church, Portchester; 
St. Mark’s Church, Tarrytown; in Poughkeepsie, at Christ Church, St. 
Paul’s Church and the Holy Comforter and Zion Church, Wappinger’s 
Falis. 


Report of Mr. George W. Schutt. 


In April, 1886, Mr. Schutt left Trinity Church, Saugerties, whose Rector, 
the Rev. Thomas Cole, had taken so much interest in the work he was do- 
ing among deaf-mutes as a Lay Reader, and removed with his family to the 
‘Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes,” near Poughkeepsie. Having assumed 
the position of House Superintendent and Chaplain to which he had been 
elected by the Trustees, he has conducted frequent services in the Chapel 
of the Home, and several in the places he had been accustomed to visit.

_ The inmates were removed from New York City to the Home in May, 
1886. Fourteen, eight men and six women, have been cared for. One of 
the women is deaf-mute and blind. 

\ In the purchase of this property a mortgage of $15,000 was assumed, 
and $12,500 paid in cash. Some $5,000 additional have been expended in 
_Tepairs and the support of the Home to the end of October, 1886. i 

_ The inmates have been able to do considerable work on the farm and in 
the house, and thus have been much happier than they would have been 
in idleness. The Home looks after those who are physically incapacitated 
from fully supporting themselves, and without this Christian refuge would 
find their way to the alms-houses. The Home is entirely supported by 
charitable donations from individuals and churches, receiving no aid from 
the State. 

The inmates enjoy frequent religious services, the Holy Communion hay- 
ing been celebrated in the chapel once a month. On the 10th of May the 
Rt. Rev. H. C. Potter, D.D., visited the Home and confirmed four of the 
inmates. 

_ Hearty thanks are returned to all who have, in various ways, contributed’ 
to the support of this Refuge for aged and infirm deaf-mutes. 

On the 17th of June the Home was officially opened. Quite a company 
_of the Trustees and their friends went up from New York, and others came 
from Poughkeepsie, New Hamburg and Wappinger’s Falls. There was a. 
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short. service in the chapel, after which Dr. Isaac Lewis Peet, Principal of 
the New. York Institution for the Deaf-Mutes, delivered the following 
address :— 


ADDRESS 


BY ISAAC LEWIS PEET, LL.D., AT THE OPENING OF 
THE GALLAUDET HOME FOR DEAF- 
MUTES, JUNE 17ru, 1886. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN :—It is related in that wonderful allegory 
wherein Bunyan details the Pilgrim’s progress from this world to that 
which is to come, that Christian after losing his burthen at the cross and 
following the strait. and narrow path up the hill of difficulty, came at last, 
footsore and weary, to the palace Beautiful, through the gates of which 
the porter admitted him, and where Discretion after carefully examining his 
credentials, introduced him to her fair sisters Prudence, Piety and Charity, 
who beguiled him with heavenly discourse, gave him to eat of satisfying 
food—and finally conducted him to the Chamber of peace where he obtained 
perfect refreshment through sleep. 

During his sojourn in this quiet and charming place, he enjoyed entranc- 
ing views of the Delectable mountains in Immanuel’s land, and of the river 
that separated them from the Celestial City. Here, too, he was furnished 
by his thoughtful friends with the Armour that was to enable him to with- 
stand the enemies that would beset his way, and here, too, did he receive 
those final instructions that made plain the path he was destined to tread. 

In such a place have we assembled to-day—a palace beautiful, a home 
for weary pilgrims who need this rest, this refreshment, this instruction, 
this encouragement and this panoply. Its access is well guarded by Dis- 
eretion—none may enter except those who ought to be here. Prudence 
will see to it that the means employed shall be adapted to the ends desired, 
that extravagance shall be avoided on the one hand and niggardliness on 
the other, and that wisdom shall be exercised, both in what is exacted and in 
what is conceded. Piety will build up and strengthen, soothe and en- 
courage, energize and fortify, while mild-eyed Charity will bring sympathy 
and succor, health and hope. 

Here, literally, are exposed to view the Delectable mountains, the charm- 
ing river and even the gates of pearl, and the walls of jasper and the streets 
of gold which glow so conspicuously as the setting sun ilumines the dying 
day—and here are forged that armor and those weapons of proof which will 
enable those who have not yet reached the meridian of life to go forth 
with new strength and experience, to take up the thread of progress, tem- 
porarily dropped, and to contend successfully against the odds that would 
have been too much for them, but for this temporary refuge. 
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The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes where we have the great pleasure of 
welcoming you to-day, originated in the fertile brain of one of the most 
modest, most self-sacrificing and most able men I know. The son of the 
gifted and saintly man who introduced, into this country, the art of teaching 
the congenitally deaf, and of a woman who, in her own person showed how 
one, deaf from birth, could wear becomingly the crown of motherhood in 


bringing up a large and lovely family of hearing children who have risen 


up and called her blessed, and the husband of another deaf-mute lady whose 
graces descending to his children have made his domestic life a scene of per- 
petual happiness, it is no wonder that, after his school and college days 
“were ended, he should devdte himself to the amelioration of the condition 
of those into whose ears the voice of humanity could never enter, and upon 
whose lips had been set the seal of silence. Others there were who had 
earned to develop the imprisoned mind—to awaken the dormant faculties— 
to bring to a knowledge of language and of books these isolated ones of 
earth—but to him were reserved the duties of Christian pastoral work 
‘among them. When he had, by a course of faithful study, fitted himself 
to assume holy orders, he might, if he had chosen, such were his gifts, have 
‘made himself one of the most prominent and honored clergymen in the 
country, but he chose rather to consecrate his powers to a field, which, if 
narrower and perhaps in the eyes of men more humble, would have been 
left untended but for him. 

As a result of his efforts, was established St. Ann’s Church for deaf- 
mutes, which enabled him freely to devote himself to the religious instruc- 
tion and solicitous guardianship, in temporal and spiritual things, of a large 
and increasing class, who, raised by education from a condition of absolute 
ignorance and degradation, to one of intelligence and independence, yet 
‘needed, as we all do, the guidance of a spiritual friend. 

The great majority of these were able to take care of themselves. They 
‘had, in the Institution with which they had been connected, learned a 
mechanical trade which made them useful factors in the common weal, 
but, once in a while, it had to be explained to employers that deaf-mutes 
could do them as good service as if they could hear and speak. Here Dr. 
Gallaudet proved himself their best friend, a friend able and willing to 
spend and be spent in their service. 

Once in awhile, it happened to them, as it does to those possessed of all 
their senses, that they did not maintain that high plane of life which is a 
prerequisite to success. Some were weak in purpose: some were even 
wicked: some were feeble in mind: some were feeble in body; and some 

were worn out by years of labor by which they had only been able to sup- 
_ port themselves from day to day, but unable to accumulate anything against 
the winter of old age. For the general relief, Dr. Gallaudet instituted a 
large parochial work. He visited the sick, found work for the unemployed, 
advised the shiftless, encouraged the despondent, and raised up friends for 
them on every side, while, at the regular church services, he enabled them to 
lift up their soulsin faith and hope, and, by his eloquence in the language of 
signs, which was literally his mother tongue, he stirred them up to a sense 
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of duty, and enforced upon them those great principles of the Christian 
religion which make men strong and faithful, and women pure, lovely and 
devoted. 

For those whom he could benefit in no other way, viz., the aged and 
infirm, he established a home where they could be cared for in respect to 
all their physical needs, and daily receive the ministrations and consolations 
of religion. 

What he was doing in New York City he longed to see extended to 
other parts of the country, and, aided by noble co-workers in the parish of 
St. Ann's, and by men and women of other churches, and even of other 
denominations of Christians, he was able to establish the Church Mission to 
Deaf-Mutes. 5 

What this Mission has accomplished during the fourteen years of its exist- 
ence, is without a parallel in the annals of the deaf. Three deaf-mute clergy- 
men have been ordained; a considerable number of deaf lay readers have been 
led to devote themselves to labor among their fellows, and three hearing 
clergymen have given their full time to this great and important work. 
Sunday Schools and Bible classes have been founded, and church services 
have been held at regular intervals throughout the States of New York, 
New England, Pennsylvania and Maryland, in Virginia and other States of 
the South, and in Ohio and other States of the West. 

The Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes has been carefully nurtured. 
Subscriptions toward a building fund have been raised, and, at last, a pro- 
ductive and beautiful farm has been secured, and the commodious and 
_ comfortable mansion where we are now assembled, provided. With this, 
the scope of the work has been both extended and restricted; extended, in 
that it has been determined to assemble here not only those, who, by reason 
of advanced years, or of bodily infirmities arising from other causes, are 
dependent upon this resource, but also those who need a temporary asylum 
until they can obtain employment suited to their abilities, and where, in 
the study of agriculture, an employment which is peculiarly congenial to 
deaf-mutes, they may hope to become fitted for a new sphere of usefulness, 
and to be placed in the way of meeting a demand for such services as they 
can render; restricted, in that a residence of some years in the State will 
be required to enable them to become beneficiaries. But for this restric- 
tion, it would be obviously impossible to carry on this work, because the 
poor and the infirm among the deaf-mutes in all the world would flock 
hither and knock for admission. 

To encourage the benevolent in other States to take care of their own 
disabled deaf-mutes, a fee will be charged to those sent therefrom, in the 
hope that similar homes will be established in different parts of the countiy. 
That this home is a necessity is evident from the condition of those already 
gathered here. It is more evident from the condition of many that are 
seeking admission. 

Some ten years ago, left the the New York Institution for the Instruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb, a young lady in the full possession of her facul- 
ties, a happy member of a happy home. Her parents died, and she was 
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left to the care of an aged grandmother ; one day she suddenly lost the 
sight of one eye. She was at once taken to an eminent oculist, who not 
only gave no encouragement to the belief that the sight of that eye would 
be restored, but declared that it would not be long before she would lose 
the sight of the other eye. In two weeks she was totally blind. No one 
val her home could thenceforth communicate with her ; and, for some time, 
‘she has been left isolated and unhappy. Her geuidmiother has lost her 
property and is herself dependent upon the benevolence of a friend. 
‘There is no place left for this child of misfortune but this blessed home, 
where, amid the companionship of those who will know how to communi- 
eate with her, she will find that happiness that has so long been denied her. 

_ A father lately called. upon me to say that his wife had recently died, 

and that it was impossible for him to guard and support his deaf-mute son, 

a young man without hands. I told him of this home and his sorrow was 
changed to joy. “Another father, dependent upon what he could earn from 
lay to day, whose wife had died, and who had on his hands two able-bodied 
deaf sons, for whom he could obtain no work, came to me and asked if 
we could not take them to the Institution. I looked at our books and 
found that the State had already given them all the time with us that the 
law would allow. I told him that I thought they could be taken to this 
home and cared for until employment could be procured for them. The 
look of gratitude that came from his eyes will reward me for all that I 
ve personally ever done for the establishment of this home. 

‘A home such as this, resulting from the influences I have described, 
could have but one name, that which the members of the Church Mission 
unanimously decided to give—‘‘ The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes.” 

_ This will be an object which, I hope, all teachers of the deaf will teach 
their pupils to foster, according to the means with which providence may 
endow them, feeling that, as they have freely received, so also should they 
freely give. ; 

It appeals quite as strongly to all who are not deaf. Is it nothing that 
we, my friends, have all our faculties unimpaired? Is it nothing that few 
of those who have come here to-day have not, every year, a surplus that 
they can devote to the benefit of those who are not so fortunate ? 

Liberty, fraternity, equality, though originated as a phrase in atheistic 
_ France, is in one sense a Christian maxim, the ntaxim of a religion which 
seeks not to pull down, but to lift up, to give of its superfluity to those 
who are downtrodden, ‘‘to comfort all that mourn, to give unto them 
beauty for ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, the garment of praise for 
the spirit of heaviness.” This home, we hope, will, in time, prove self- 
supporting, but it is not so now. A debt of $15,000 is yet to be extin- 
guished. The State has done its part in giving education both in intellectual 
development and in manual training to so many of its deaf children, that 
the majority are able to support themselves. Let the church take up its 
burthen, and see that those for whom education, however thorough, is not 
sufficient, shall receive what she can give in the way of compensation for 
misfortune.

At a meeting of deaf-mutes, held in the Sunday School room of St. Ann’s 


q Church, New York, on Tuesday evening, November 9th, 1886, the under- 


signed proposed themselves as an Executive Committee to invite the deaf- 


mutes of New York to unite in ‘‘The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes 
- Society.” 


All persons, who annually pay One Dollar, or upwards, towards the sup- 


port of the Gallaudet Home for Deaf. Mutes, are entitled to membership. 


All members are expected to invite others, especially their relatives and 
friends, to join this society, by paying annually at least One Dollar each 


into its Treasury. 


_ The Executive Committee shall have power to fill its vacancies and to 
appoint an officer as its Secretary and Treasurer, who shall be authorized 


_ to appoint local Treasurers in different parts of this State. They shall send 


to him, once a month, the money they have collected, with the names of the 
contributors, and he shall send the mouey in his hands, at the end of each 
tmonth, to the Treasurer of “‘ The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes,” to be 
used exclusively for the support of ‘‘ The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes,” 
under the direction of the Executive Committee appointed by the “‘ Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mutes,” to direct the affairs of the Home. 

The money collected by ‘‘ The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes Society,” 
shall be used primarily for the current expenses of the Home. The sur- 
plus shall be funded for the mortgage until that is paid, and then for future 
buildings and improvements. 

The Executive Committee shall call a public meeting of deaf-mutes 
during November of each year, in the Sunday School room of St. Ann’s 
Church, New York, and present a report of their proceedings and the 
amount of money collected. i

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CONST EPEE ETON: 


ARTICLE I. 
| The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote the 
temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office shall 
be in the City of New York. 
; ARTICLE II. 


Its members shall consist of those persons paying two dollars and up- 
wards a year towards its support, who shall be elected at any regular meet- 
ing of the Trustees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at one time 
shall be eligible to life membership. 


/ ARTICLE III. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and management 
of a Board of twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually, as hereafter pro- 
vided. The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who shall be elected annually by the 
said Board from their own number, and shall also’ be officers of the said 
Board. 

“ ARTICLE IV. 
_ The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least once in three 
_ months, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven Trus- 
_ tees shall form a quorum for the transaction of business, except that no 
_ purchase, lease, or sale of real estate shall be made, unless two-thirds of the 
whole number shall be present at the meeting at which it is ordered. The 
Board shall have power to make By-Laws for its own government and for 
the government of the officers, and to alter and amend the same, and may 
fill any vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers, 
' Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called by the 
President or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the 
Trustees ; but when special meetings are called, the time and place of 
meeting and the subject proposed to be considered shall be previously noti- 
fied to the members, and no other subject shall be discussed or acted upon 
at such meetings, 
ARTICLE Y. . 

The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church for 
_ Deat- -Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Wednesday evening of 
October. At this meeting the Society shall elect by ballot twenty-five 
Trustees, who shall hold office for the ensuing year, and until their succes- 
 Sors are appointed. 

_ At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of the 
Society, the officers specified in Article III shall be chosen by ballot from 


52 


among the members of said Board, and shall continue in office until their 
successors are appointed. 

The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, a report 
of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in relation 
to the funds and property of the Society, and information relative to the 
objects of the Society which may be of interest to its members, 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting of 
the members of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present 
consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees, 


BY-LAWS. 


1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary and 
Treasurer shall faithfully perform the duties usually intrusted to such 
officers. 

2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution, from time 
to time, such Special Committees as may be necessary to accomplish most 
effectually the objects of the Society. 


3. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall 
be to take the general oversight of the various departments of work: which 
shall be adopted to improve the témporal and spiritual welfare of adult 
deaf-mutes. They shall also have power to appoint assistants to the General 
Manager, and to fix the salaries which shall be paid to the General Manager 
and assistants. 


4. The General Manager shall be subject to such regulations as the 
Trustees may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report of 
his work at every stated meeting of the Trustees. 

5. With the consent of ‘The Rector, Church-Wardeng and Vestrymen 
of 8t. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York,” the meet- 
ings of the Trustees shall be held in the said church. 


6. At the meetings of the Trustees, the following shall be the order of 
proceedings, viz : 
- Devotions. 

Reading of the minutes. 

Communication from the officers, 

Report of the General Manager. 

Report of Committees. 

Miscellaneous business. 
. Adjournment, 

7. Alteration of these By-laws proposed at one meeting can be adopted 
at the next by a two-thirds vote of the Trustees present, but by unanimous 
consent at a regular meeting without previous notice.

NECESSITY AND WORK OF THE Misston.—Special religious ministrations 
and pastoral care for the deaf out of school are as much needed as special 
schools and means of education. 

This Mission affords pastoral and charitable care and opportunities for 
public worship, religious instruction, and intellectual and social improve- 
ment. The poor, sick, and distressed are relieved, uneducated children 
are sent to the Institutions, ignorant adults are taught, the Gospel is 
preached to all. 
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The Mission cares for all, of whatever condition, race or denomination. 
Any family may have a deaf child. The Mission, while managed by the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, works for all and appeals to all. 


Noumper.—In the United States, 35,000 ; in Pennsylvania, 3000 ; in our 
Missionary District nearly 3000, of whom 800 are in Philadelphia. . 


Conpition.— Uneducated deaf-mutes have no correct idea of God, the 
soul, the Saviour, or any religious truth. They are practically heathen. 
They cannot learn spoken or written language in the same way as others, 
and lack the knowledge obtained through words. 

Until comparatively recent times they were generally considered incapable 
of education. The first school in Europe began in 1760; the first in 
America not till 1817. 

Even the educated are shut out by their deafness from ordinary public 
religious privileges. Many, too, know the English language imperfectly, 
using it like foreigners. They are thus, to a great degree, ésolated in society 
and in the Church, and cannot be reached by ordinary religious and benevo- 
lent means. 


Srens.—The natural language of imitative gestures, pantomime, or 
‘‘sions,” has been most largely and successfully used to awaken their minds 
and souls, to convey information, and to give moral and religious training. 
Only a small number have been taught to speak and read on the lips. 

The Mission recognizes the fact that signs are at present the dest, and 
often the only available, means of communication with the great mass of 
deaf-mutes ; and that they are an efficient, acceptable and sufficient means 
of both religious instruction and public worship. 


DispeRston.—The deaf are not gathered in whole families, as ordinary 
parishioners are, but are scattered, one here and one there, in different 
families, in every class of life, and in every part of the city and country. 
Deafness does not usually pass from parent to child. 


Aw InpivipuAL Misston.—Hence the work of the Church among the 
deaf is a Mission to Individuals, who are sought out everywhere, from house 
to house. In the great cities congregations can be gathered, but composed 
of individuals, not of families. 


History.—The Rey. Thomas Gallaudet, D.D., began St. Ann’s Church 
for Deaf-Mutes, New York, in 1850. Nine years later (1859) he began 
holding monthly services in Philadelphia. Subsequently the Rev. Francis 
J. Clerc, D.D., was resident Pastor. Since 1875 Rev. Henry W. Syle has 
been the Missionary. 

St. Stephen’s Church, Philadelphia, generously sustained the local Mis- 
sion for several years. It is now entirely separate from any parish, and is 
called All Souls’ Church. Itinerant work has been extended, as opportunity 
offered, to a distance of 200 miles. % 

In May, 1880, the Convention of the Diocese of Pennsylvania established 
a special commission to support the work and, with due permission, to pro- 


¢ 
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mote its extension into the neighboring Dioceses. As a nesult, Central 
Pennsylvania in 1882 formed a similar Commission, which in 18% was 
able to appoint a Missionary of its own, the Rev. J. M. Koehler; aidress 
618 Spring Street, Reading, Pa. Mr. Syle still itinerates in New Jersey, 
‘Delaware and Maryland. 


_ Support anp MANAaGEMENT.—In the Diocese of Pennsylvania the Mis- 
sion is entirely under the care of the Diocesan Commission, whichis ap- 
pointed and presided over by the Bishop, and reports annually to the Dio- 
cesan Convention. It depends on the offerings of parishes and benevolent 
individuals. There is no endowment and no connection with any Parish, 
Institution or Home. 

In Delaware the Diocesan Committee of Missions have adopted this work. 
Contributions should be sent to the Treasurer, Mr. H. H. Johnon, of 
‘Elliott & Johnson, Wilmington, Del. 

In New Jersey and Maryland the work is under the Bishops and the rec- 
tors of the parishes concerned. Contributions may be sent to them or to 
‘the Missionary.

WILMINGTON, BALTIMORE AND WASHINGTON.—The Missionary holds 
service monthly at St. Andrew’s Church, Wilmington. 

_ Mr. Wells, Lay-reader in charge, holds service every Sunday afternoon at 
Grace Chapel, Baltimore, and performs pastoral work in the City and 
neighborhood. 

_ Monthly services are maintained at the Church of the Ascension, Wash- 
ington, under the management of the Rector, Rev. J. H. Elliott, D.D. 

_ YVisrrs are made to other places, and services held, as occasion requires. 
‘The Missionary will be grateful for information of persons in any part of 
his field needing pastoral attention. 


_ Money Nerpep.—For current expenses of the Pennsylvania Mission, 
$2,500 a year. For the Church building, $26,000. Special contributions 
for charitable and discretionary use by the Missionary are helpful. / 


Cou.ections.—Contributions are always acceptable. Two days in the 
year are especially appropriate for Church collections: the Fourth Sunday in 
Lent, recommended by resolution of the Pennsylvania Diocesan Oonven- 
tion ; and the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity, when the Gospel relates the 
Miracle of healing a deaf and dumb man. 


_ Berqursts.—‘ A provision for the deaf and dumb is one of the best sub- 
jects for a bequest that can well be imagined. What a blessed memotial

NEED oF A CHURCH AND Misston Rooms.—Services, week-evening 
lectures and meetings are held in various Churches, by the kind permission 
of the Rectors and Vestries. But ordinary churches are not arranged 
suitably for a congregation dependent on the eye; and they can be had 
only for very limited hours and under many restrictions. A small Church 
of our own, with office and class and reading rooms, is greatly needed. 
There are two such in London, one each in Manchester and Belfast, and 
funds are being raised in Liverpool, Edinburgh, Glasgow, and other places 
in Great Britain, St. Ann’s, New York, is the only Church for the Deaf in 
America. The Guild is raising a Building Fund, which now (August, 
1886) amounts to $4,000, and is securely invested. 


COMMENDATORY LETTER FROM THE BISHOP.

Philadelphia, April 17th, 1882. 


The long-cherlshed- desire of the Deaf-Mutes to haye a Church of their own in Philadelphia is 
taking strong and definite shape. The Deaf-Mute Guild has already commenced a Building 
Fund, and efforts are being made in other quarters to secure so desirable an end. 
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Such a Ghurch Building is desirable to meet the special needs of this class, so as to give them 
_ yarious rooms for services and for educational, social and beneficial meetings, supplying as well 
all the needs of public worship. 

It would also be the centre of the whole work among Deaf-Mutes in this Diocese and its sur- 
_roundings, being a kind of headquarters for allinformation and action in this department of 
_ Obristian work. It would give to this Mission an independent position and dignity in the eyes 
' of the commu.ity; it would stimulate the zeal and inspire the hope and exalt the whole tone of 
this class, if they could have such a distinct Chapel with all the appliances for their peculiar and 
most interesting work. 

For these and other reasons, I cordially approve the plan and give it my full endorsement.

The valuable assistance rendered by the brethren of the clergy is greatly 
appreciated. They have reached the deaf-mutes living within their 
parochial limits with notices of special services, and encouraged their 
attendance at the regular services, by inducing their people to show them 
the places in the Prayer Book. 

During my visits to St. Louis I have been hospitably entertained at St. 
Luke’s Hospital, under the charge of the Sisterhood of the Good Shepherd. 
For eleven years I have enjoyed their hospitality.

The Mission to the Deaf. in this Diocese is carried on under the super- 
vision of a commission established by the Diocesan Convention in 1882. 
The Missionary is Rev. J. M. Koehler (ordained Deacon by Bishop Howe 
on Whit-Sunday, 1886), who resides at Scranton, Pa., and who gives his 
whole time to the work, His field covers 26,000 square miles, and he 
_ reaches 1,600 people. His ministrations have been very successful, and he 
' has reported nearly eighty baptisms and over forty confirmations during the - 

three years in which he has had charge of the work. He has nearly one 
hundred communicants, and thirty-five candidates for confirmation. 
_ The following reports ending June ist, 1886, will give some idea of the 
work : 


Report of the Commission. 
CENTRAL PENNSYLVANIA—1856. 


Tn all respects this Commission presents a gratifying report for the past 
year. The lay-reader and visitor, Mr. J.. M. Koehler, submits detailed 
atements. He has been instrumental in commending the Church’s 
ission to many educated mutes remote from parishes, and in bringing un- 
cated youth to the privileges of instruction. He has diligently engaged 
reparation for his own examinations, and is (D. V.) to be made Deacon 
Whit-Sunday in St, James’ Church, Lancaster. He has received many 
valued tokens of interest and encouragement from the reverend clergy 
from the laymen of the, Diocese, who have known him personally and 
work. The prospect of growth for the Mission was never. better than 
The receipts have not, however, sufficed for necessary expenses, and 
€ members of the Commission are personally responsible to the Mission- 
for the deficit in the moderate pledge of $400 per annum from Septem- 
last.. This deficit on June ist was $91.67. The contributions of many 
iends, made direct to the Missionary, have always been gratifying to the 
nbers of the Commission, inasmuch as our pledge is very small. But 
Diocese has left us without power to, collect or to pay the obligations 
med. Doubtless, this was not intended, and doubtless, too, the present 
yarrassment will be relieved; but the question is fairly presented as to 
future, whether the whole work of the Commission with its ordained 
sionary shall not now be committed to the Diocesan Board of Missions. 
Commission, however, respectfully and strongly urge that there are 
y and strong reasons for our continuance, and offer the. following 
tions, recommending their adoption:

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I married one deaf-mute couple in Utica, and was present at the con- 
firmation of two deaf-mutes in Christ Church, Binghamton, presented by 
the Rector, Rev. R. G. Quennell. 

The work begun so auspiciously in Utica has been interrupted owing to 
the vacancy in the Rectorship of the parish with which it was associated ; 
an offset to this is the continued interest in Binghamton, and the renewed 
effort in Syracuse, where, since the date at which this report closes, I now 
hold a monthly service in St. Paul’s parish. In this connection it is only 
‘due to the Rector, the Rev. H. R. Lockwood, §.T.D., to acknowledge the 
interest he manifests, in being present and preaching at every service. No 
service has been held the past year in Watertown, where usually no year 
passes without one or more. In some of the above named parishes I have 
made oral addresses to the congregations gathered, there being no deaf-mutes 
present, on the subject of this work, and have in this way enlisted a wider 
interest in, our efforts, and diffused a more definite knowledge of the claims 
the mission has upon the Church. Wherever I have been permitted thus to 
speak or to hold services, I have been met with the greatest kindness on the 
part both of Rectors and people. So far the work I have attempted, under 
many difficulties and amid other duties, has been only a permissive work. 
The day will undoubtedly come when the Dioceses of C. and W.N. Y. will 
take it up as a branch of Diocesan Missions, which it is now in effect, and 
then it will be found sufficiently important to occupy the time, and tax the 
energies of a special missionary. Until then I am trying to hold the ground 
as best I may with the time and means at my disposal. The growing 
importance of this field is attracting the attention of thinking men and 
women in the Church and outside of it. The Church ought to be alive to 
the possibilities presented; the results to be attained in ministering to a 
class of people like the deaf, differing only from the vast majority of our 
citizens, in that they are marked by ‘‘God’s strange restriction on the lip 
and on the ear,” :

Was held in the Church of the Intercession, Washington 
Heights, Rev. H. Morton Reed, Rector, on Sunday evening, 
November 13th, 1887. A few facts from the Fifteenth 
Annual Report having been stated, addresses were made by 
Dr. Peet and the Rector.

Twelfth Sunday after Trinity offerings are requested 
from churches and individuals in the Dioceses of New York, 
Long Island, Albany, Northern New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, Massachusetts, Vermont, New Hampshire 
and Maine, the field to which the Society is now limited, 
and in which its missionaries are holding sagnu services at 
upwards of twenty-five different places. 

Bible Classes for deaf-mutes meet in St. Ann’s Guild 
Rooms on Sundays, at 4 P. M., immediately after the 2:45 
P. M. service for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church. 

The Guild of Silent Workers meets on the last Tuesday 
of the month, at 8 P.M. This Society, through its officers 
and committees, has been instrumental in extending aid to 
many deaf-mutes and their families in times of trouble. 
The Secretary is Mr. Solomon P. Cornelius, and the Treas- 
urer, Mr. Isaac N. Soper. 
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One great object of “The Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes”’ is to bring deaf-mutes, after they leave school, into 
pastoral relations. Among the so-called Protestant bodies, 
the Church with its Book of Common Prayer, with its les- 
sons from Holy Scripture systematically arranged, with the 
special teachings of the changing seasons of the ecclesiastical 
year, and with so much that speaks to the eye in its ritual, 
offers so many advantages that it has drawn within its fold 
large numbers of our silent brethren. It is hoped that the 
Rectors will search. out the deaf-mutes who are near them 
and invite them to attend service, seeing that persons are 
appointed to show them the places in the Prayer Books 
and Bibles. 


MINUTES OF THE TRUSTEES IN RELATION TO 
THE REV. DR. WESTON. 


Dr. Peet, in behalf of the Committee appointed to frame 
a minute expressive of the feelings of the Trustees with re- 
gard to the death of their late associate, Rev. Sullivan H. 
Weston, D.D., presented the following, which was unani- 
mously adopted: 

“ The Board of Trustees of the Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes desire to place upon record their deep sense of the 
loss the Mission has sustained in the death of Rev. Sullivan 
H. Weston, D.D., who had for several years been associ- 
ated with them in their labor of love. 

“For eleven years an active and most devoted member of 
the Board of Directors of the New York Institution for the 
Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb, he had made himself 
thoroughly familiar with the wonderful transformation 


which education can effect in their condition, and also with. 


the limitations imposed by their calamity, so that when he 
also associated himself with us he was able to sympathize, 
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as few can sympathize, with an effort to completion, in a 
wider sphere, the work of preparation previously performed. 

“ A man of power, of large experience in benevolent en- 
terprises, tender in feeling and thoroughly appreciative of 
the usefulness of the work in which we are engaged, he 
placed his rare gifts at the service of the Mission. 

“ Wise in counsel, apt in discernment, exact in discrimi- 
nation, and withal courteous, cheerful, and warm-hearted, 
his presence enhanced the value of our deliberations and 
gave an added glow to our meetings, while the influence he 
brought to bear upon the Christian public, and the interest 
he excited in behalf of church work among deaf-mutes, 
added greatly to the favor which has been bestowed upon 
our cause. 

“From the day when, as a teacher, he inspired in the 
minds of generous youth the desire for mental exaltation 
and for the attainment of Christian manliness, till, at the 
summons of his Divine Master, he laid down the service he 
had so long rendered as one of the most useful as well as. 
honored Ministers of the Gospel in this Diocese and in this 
country, his whole life was one stream of beneficence, 
bringing consolation and hope, joy and blessing to the 
young and the old, to the rich and the poor, and making 
the world better for his having lived in it. 

“Many are now mourning the dissolution of ties which 
have bound him to them, as to us, with hooks of steel, but 
none will miss him more than those whose silence became 
eloquence when it touched his heart, and, through his re- 
sponsive lips, touched the hearts of many whom he made 
their friends. We rejoice that his life was so prolonged as 
to enable him to do so much. We grieve, as all who knew 
him must grieve, that we may see his face no more on 
earth.” 


THE FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


The A hreh Aission, to Fexf- Ai|utes. 


The representatives of our Society have continued the 
work entrusted to them for another year, and we have 
reason to be thankful that much has been accomplished to 
promote the temporal and spiritual welfare of the deaf- 
mutes who have been reached in the Dioceses of New York, 
Long Island, Albany, Newark and the six Dioceses of New 
England. Sign services have been held in twenty-five or thirty 
different places; some weekly, some fortnightly, some monthly 
and some quarterly. With God’s blessing these services are 
leading an increasing number of deaf-mutes into pastoral 
relations in connection with the Church whose liturgical 
worship is of such great advantage to them. This work 
also interests their hearing relatives and friends. During 
the year quite a number of deaf-mutes and their relatives 
have received Baptism, Confirmation, and the Holy Com- 
munion. 

The experience of each advancing year shows the im- 
portance of the sign-language as a means of throwing a 
flood of light and knowledge into the minds and hearts of 
our deaf-mute brethren and of leading them to the accept- 
ance of the truths revealed by God to men through our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. Signs are to the deaf what 
sounds are to the hearing. We need this silent language, 
therefore, in order to preach the Gospel to the 35,000 deaf- 
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mutes of our country. The ministers of Christ to whom 
this language has become perfectly familiar lose all con- 
sciousness of the English language and think directly in 
signs when addressing congregations of deaf-mutes. While 
the flow of thoughts and feelings goes on in this language 
which has a peculiar construction of its own, many proper 
names have to be spelled out by using the single-handed 
alphabet. A sign-service is full of deep interest, even to 
those who do not understand it. While watching the 
earnest motions of the minister and the wrapt attention of 
the congregation, purifying and elevating influences from 
the Holy Spirit will touch the inner life and lead the 
possessors of all their faculties to be more thankful for 
their blessings and more sincere in the consecration of 
themselves to the service of the Master. We trust that the 
readers of this report will improve their first opportunity 
of being present at a sign-service. One is held in St. Ann’s 
Free Church for Deaf-mutes and their Friends, West 18th 
street near Fifth avenue, New York, every Sunday after- 
noon at 2:45. 

In addition to providing as many Sunday and week-night 
services as possible in the Dioceses mentioned above, our 
Society has continued to find situations for the unemployed, 
to minister to the sick and needy, to counsel the perplexed, 
and to extend sympathy to all the people who are silently 
fighting the mysterious battle of life. 

The details of our own field and the relations which we 
have with the other departments of Church work among the 
deaf-mutes of our country call for a large correspondence 
on the part of our General Manager and his associates. 
Our representatives occasionally mingle with their breth- 
ren in the sign-service of these departments. We all feel 
that the work is one and is done for the loving Saviour, 
who said Ephphatha to the deaf and dumb man after he 
had so touchingly attracted His attention. 

Our Mission-House, at 220 East 13th street, has been 
continued for another year. The missionary in charge has 
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devoted much time to the pastoral care of deaf-mutes in - 


New York and vicinity. Several of them have boarded 
there at moderate rates. One of the inmates, having been 
severely injured, was kindly treated at the New York Hospi- 
tal. The Gallaudet Home, on the Hudson River, between 
New Hamburgh and Poughkeepsie, has ministered to 
eighteen inmates who, for various reasons incident to old 
age and other infirmities, are unable to earn their own living. 
One of the women is deaf-mute and blind. We have estab- 
lished this Home for the Deaf-mutes of the State of New 
York, and trust that before long we can keep all who need 
its fostering care from the alms-houses. Sign-services have 
been held every Sunday in the Chapel of the Home, with 
several celebrations of the Holy Communion. Most of the 
inmates are communicants.* In the latter part of Junea 
change was made at the Home, and Mr. C. R. Thomson 
appointed Manager. 


When this property was purchased in December, 1885, we 
left upon it a mortgage of $15,000. Owing to the exertions 
of Mr. Thomson, $2,000 were paid on thetst of April, 1887. 
Since then, by the generous donation of $5,000 from Mr. 
Robert J. Livingston, this mortgage has been reduced to 
$8,000. We trust that other kind-hearted persons will aid 
us to cancel this indebtedness as speedily as possible. 


Many of the details which have characterized the history 
of our Mission for another year will be found in the follow- 
ing reports from various officers of our Society. We hope 
.they will be carefully read, for we are sure they will lead to 
a more general support of the increasing work which we 
have in charge. 


* On behalf of all the friends of the Home, we offer heartfelt thanks to 
Mrs, Wm. A. Freeborn for her most acceptable gifts to the Chapel—a com- 
munion set of four pieces on Easter-day, and altar-linen, bible, prayer-book 
and hymnal, with a surplice and stole, on Whitsunday, They were presented in 
memory of her grandson, George Cornell Freeborn, Jr., and “ others who haye

GENERAL MANAGER'S REPORT 


FOR THE 


QUARTER ENDING WEDNESDAY EVENING, JAN. 26, 1887. 


During the past three months I have conducted most of the sign-ser- 
vices on Sunday afternoons in St. Ann’s Church. On the 28th of November, 
after I had finished the service, my brother, Dr Gallaudet, President of the 
National College for Deaf-Mutes in Washington, gave some account of his 
recent visit to England. He had only arrived here on the forenoon of that 
day. On the 14th, in the evening, I interpreted at the 14th Anniversary of 
the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, held in St. Ann’s Church. Bishop 
Whipple preached. Iinterpreted in St. Ann’s at the Thanksgiving and 
Christmas Day services. On the 81st of Oct. I conducted a service in 
St. Paul’s, Albany, and Nov. 14th in the Chapel of Trinity Church, 
Newark. At the latter I administered the Holy Communion to 
quite a large company of deaf-mutes. On the evening of Dec. 
5th I spoke of our work at St. Timothy’s, N. Y. On Sunday, Dec. 
12th, I preached in three churches of Philadelphia in aid of the work 
under the pastoral care of Rev. H. W. Syle. On Saturday evening, Oct. 
, 80th, I lectured to the Troy Deaf-Mute Society. On Tuesday evening, 
Nov. 9th, in the Guild Room of St. Ann’s, Dr. Peet, Mr. A, A. Barnes and 
I organized the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes Society. Members will 
pay one dollara year, and ask their friends and relatives to do the same, 
‘for the support of the Home. The Society will extend its operations 
‘through the State of New York. Friday, Nov. 12th, I visited the Home. 
On Wednesday, Nov. 24th, I married Mr. Halsey and Miss Durbrow at Brick 
Church, N. J. At an Advent service, Wednesday evening, Dec. ist, in St. 
Ann’s, Linterpreted the pastoral letter of the Bishop, as read by Rev. Mr. 

Krans. Tuesday evening, Dec. 7th, Rev. Mr. Chamberlain's birthday, I 
attended a Picnic under Gaslight in St. Ann’s Guild Room, given by Deaf- 
Mutes for the benefit of the Home. Friday evening, Dec. 10th, the 99th 
anniversary of my father’s birth, I attended a ball given by the Gallaudet 
‘Club in honor of the event, at Lyric Hall. Dec. 20th I visited the New 
York Institution, and on the 28th I went to Poughkeepsie to see about the 
taxes on the Home. It was too late to get them off this year. Dec. 30th I 
had a pleasant visit from Rev. A. W. Mann, consulting with him as to 
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work at the West. From Jan. 8d to 18th I was unwell at home. On 
Wednesday, the 12th, I married Mr. Knapp, deaf-mute, and Miss McGov- 
ern, from Mt. Moor, Rockland Co. I have visited the Mission House, 
helped deaf-mutes, written many letters, and asked many for the means we 
need for our work. I have taken much interest in calling attention to The 
Silent Missionary, a monthly paper. under the direction of Revs. Messrs. 
Syle & Koehler.

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 


New York, April 27th, 188.. 

Since the last meeting of the Trustees, I have held services for deaf- 
mutes in St. Ann’s Church, New York, on seven Sundays, and in Water- 
bury, Providence, Boston, Cambridgeport, Beverly, Worcester, and Nor- 
folk on the other Sundays. I have also held week-night services in the in-* 
terest of our mission in Durham, Guilford, Worcester, Stafford, Hartford, 
Lynn, Fall River, New Bedford, Lowell, and Salem. On four evenings I 
lectured to deaf-mutes on my trip to California last summer. 

On Tuesday forenoon, Feb. 15th, I visited a deaf-mute couple in Lynn. 
The husband was rapidly failing with consumption. After a conversation, — 
in which he expressed his faith in the Saviour, I offered prayer. I also 
baptized his little boy. After reaching home, I heard that this deaf-mute 
man died the day after my visit. 

On the afternoons of Ash Wednesday and Good Friday I conducted 
services for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church. At other Lenten services I 
interpreted for deaf-mutes. At 2:45 P.M. on Easter Day we had a special 
celebration of the Holy Communion for deaf-mutes. There was a very 
large congregation. About fifty received. 

At 8p. m., April1lth, I attended a meeting of our Executive Committee 
on the Gallaudet Home. 

At 3 Pp m., April 12th, in St. Ann’s Church, the Rey. Dr. Rainsford 
married the Rev. Mr. Colt and Miss Bovay. I interpreted for deaf-mutes. 

At 3.30 Pp. m., April 21st, at the residence of Col. William Lamb, Nor- 
folk, Virginia, I married by our sign-language Mr. John Donnell, of 
Washington, and Miss Mary Content Lamb. 

Before going to Norfolk, I had the great pleasure of visiting several 
times the sale which was progressing in the Guild Rooms of St. Ann’s 
Church, in aid of the Gallaudet Home. 

During the quarter I have attended one meeting of the Guild of Silent 
Workers, found situations for several deaf-mutes, written many letters, and 
collected some money for our Mission. 

On Sunday Pp. m., April 17th, the Rey. Job Turner, of the Southern dio- 
ceses, preached to’the deaf-mute congregation at St. Ann’s. 
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Mrs. Wm. A. Freeborn has recently made valuable and acceptable gifts 
to the Chapel of our Home—a Communion service, books, and linen for 
the altar, and a surplice and stole. The Communion service was a memo- 
rial of her grandson, George Cornell Freeborn, Jr. Rev. Mr. Chamber- 
lain and family have left the Mission House, and Rev. Mr. Colt and wife 
are now in charge.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER TO THE 


TRUSTEES. 


WEDNESDAY Eventne, July 27th, 1887. 
For the quarter just passed I have been busy in the work entrusted to me. 
On seven of the thirteen Sundays I held the sign-services at St. Ann’s 
Church. ; . 
On Sunday p. M., May ist, the Bishop confirmed 53 persons in St. Ann’s, 
of whom four were deaf-mutes. ‘ 
On Sunday, May 8th, I spoke in the morning at Grace Church, Brooklyn 


Heights, in relation to our Mission, and at 7.30 Pp. M. in the Church of the — 


Redeemer. At 3p. m. I conducted a sign-service at St. Ann’s Chapel. 

On Sunday morhing, June 12th, I spoke of our Mission at Christ Church, 
Staten Island. 

On June 26th I made an appeal at Zion Church, Wappinger’s Falls, at the 
morning service, and in the afternoon held the Holy Communion in the 
Chapel of the Gallaudet Home. 

On July 8d I assisted in the morning service at Trinity Church, Bran- 
ford, Conn., and in the afternoon conducted a service at the Gallaudet 
Family Re-Union, held at the residence of Dr. E. M. Gallaudet, in Indian 
Neck. 

On July 17th I held the Holy Communion service in the Chapel of the 
Gallaudet Home, and in the evening made an address in relation to our 
Mission in the Chapel of the State Hospital for the Insane in Poughkeepsie. 

On July 24th I made addresses in Christ Church, Greenwich, Conn., and 
in the Chapel at Byram. 

On May 19, Ascension Day, I interpreted for deaf-mutes at the services 
in St. Ann’s. : 

On June 20th I was greatly encouraged at the receipt of $5,000 from Mr. 
Robert J. Livingston towards paying the mortgage on the Home: 

During the first week in May I held services in the interests of our 
Mission in Grace Church, Baltimore, and the Church of the Ascension, 
Washington, - 

On Wednesday, May 4th, I was present at the Presentation Day exercises 
of the National College for Deaf-Mutes in Washington. 
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During the quarter I baptized a child of deaf-mutes, married three 
couples of deaf-mutes (one in New Haven, Conn.,) and officiated at the 
funeral of a deaf-mute communicant of St, Ann’s Church, New York, 
The latter was Mrs. Williamson, one of my pupils whenI was teaching at 
the New. York Institution in my early life. I had presented her for con- 
firmation in the Church of the Epiphany, before St. Ann’s was founded. 
I performed the marriage service for her and her deaf-mute husband at St. 
Ann’s Church in October, 1859. God gave them a daughter, and after a 
while sent His angels to bear the child to Paradise. I said the burial ser- 
vice. Now mother and daughter are together again in the joys of the life 
beyond the veil. The growth of Mrs. Williamson’s spiritual life testified 
to the fact that the Gospel system in all its richness and fulness can be re- 
ceived by our deaf-mute brethren. My ministrations to this follower of 
the Saviour, in her declining days, were a great comfort and encourage- 
ment to me. During the three months ending this evening, I have at- 
tended meetings of the Ex. Committee of the Gallaudet Home, those of the 
Vestry of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, and those of the Directors of 
the New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes. I have given lessons in signs 
and the manual alphabet at meetings of St. Ann’s Guild. I have been 
present at meetings of the Guild of Silent Workers. I have lectured on 
my trip to California. to a company of deaf-mutes gathered in St. Ann’s 
Sunday-School Room for the benefit of the Gallaudet Home. I have 
written a large number of letters to help on our work, and have called 
from time to time at our Mission House, I have procured employment for 
quite a number of deaf-mutes. 

On the 25th of June Mr. James R. Graham, having ceased to be the 
farmer of the Gallaudet Home, I ventured to take the responsibility of 
asking Mr, Clement R. Thomson to take the position of Manager. Iwas 
thankful that this arrangement afterwards met the approval of the Execu- 
tive Committee and the Trustees. 

On that day we had a successful lawn-party at the Home. 

On the 26th of July 1 enjoyed the memorable excursion which a large 
company of deaf-mutes and their friends made to the Home in the steam- 
boat Long Branch. We left New York at 9 4. m. and returned at 10 P. m., 
having about two hours on the beautiful grounds of the Home. 

As time moves on, I see clearly the great results of our Mission to Deaf-

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER TO THE 
TRUSTEES, 
WEDNESDAY EVENING, Oct. 26th, 1887. 
I will first call attention to the Sundays of the quarter just passed: 
On the 3ist of July I spoke of our work at St. James’s Church, Long 
Branch, and in the evening held services at the Scarboro House. 
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On the 7th of Aug. I held services for deaf-mutes in Providence, R.I., 
and Randolph, Mass., and on the 14th in Boston, Cambridgeport and 
Worcester. At Cambridgeport I baptized a child of deaf-mutes. 

On the 2ist at Trinity Church, Lime Rock, Conn., and onthe 28th in 
Bethesda Church, Saratoga Springs, I spoke of our work. The latter day 
was the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity. 

On Sept. 4th I conducted the services at St. Ann’s, New York. 

On the 11th I made an address in St. James’s Church, Goshen, N. Y., 
after which a liberal offering was made to support our Mission. 

On the 18th I was at St. Ann’s, New York, and in the evening made an 
address at St. Augustine’s Chapel. 

On the 25th I was at St. Ann’s, and in the evening addressed the con- 
gregation of St. Thomas’s Church, Mamaroneck. 

On Oct. 2d I preached the 35th anniversary sermon in 8t. Ann’s at 11 A. 
M., and repeated it at the afternoon service for deaf-mutes.

On the 28d I held two services in the Gallaudet Home, and in the even- 
ing made an address in St. Luke’s Church, Matteawan. ' 

During the week intervening between the first and second Sundays in 
August I held service for deaf-mutes in Natick, Nashua, Lowell, Beverly 
and Lynn. In Beverly I baptized a child of deaf-mutes. 

Iwas prevented from attending the Convention of the Empire Deaf- 
Mute Association in Syracuse, Aug. 31st, and the one of the Granite State 
Deaf-Mute Mission, in Henniker, Sept. 8d, by the illness and death of 
Sister Ellen, at the House of the Good Shepherd, Asbury Park, New 
Jersey. She entered into rest on the 6th of Sept. Our church work 
among deaf-mutes always had her sympathy and prayers. 

T have attended meetings of the Ex. Committe on the Home, a Trustee 
meeting, meetings of the Directors of the New York Institution for Deaf- 
Mutes, and those of the Guild of Silent Workers. I have done consider- 
able general work among deaf-mutes and visited the Mission House more 
often than usual, owing to the severe illness of Rev. Mr. Colt. On 
Saturday evening, Oct. 15th, in Troy, and Monday evening, Oct. 17th, in 
Albany, I lectured to deaf-mutes. On Tuesday, Oct. 18th, in Troy, I 
married Mr. C. A. Smith and Miss Annie L. Gould. On the 19th and 20th 
I held services in Schenectady and Newburgh.

Yet, 
while I say this, I am also convinced that at the end of the next quarter 
year I must, for the sake of my own domestic economies, ask to be re- 
lieved of the immediate charge of the House. I trust, however, that my 
proposed retirement will not incline any of you to favor the closing of 
present efforts in that direction.

My work appears to have done good to our brethren. Wherever I have 
been permitted to hold services I have been met with the greatest kindness 
onthe part of the Rectors and the people. My thanks are due The Deaf- 
Mutes’ Journal, for publishing notices for the Deaf. I have tried to do 
missionagy work to the deaf as often as I could, but it has met with diffi- 
culties. If Icould be supported, 1 should like to give myself to missionary 
work among my brethren. .

The candidate was confirmed by the Bishop in St. Ann’s Church 
on the third Sunday after Easter, 1887, when Dr. Gallaudet presented three 
other mutes to the Bishop.

In the latter part of June, 1887, a change was made in the administration 
of affairs at the Home, and Mr. C. R. Thomson was placed in charge as 
manager. He has resided there and devoted himself to constant efforts 
for the success of the Home. He has won the confidence and good will of 
all who have had dealings with him. He is the local Treasurer, so that 
donations may be sent directly to him. His post-office address is Wappin- 
ger’s Falls, N. Y. 

For a part of the year Miss Hattie Foland has acted as Matron, and Miss 
Libbie Foland as Housekeeper. They have striven to make comfortable 


the aged and disabled deaf-mutes whom our Society has received as in- 


mates. These silent people had reached a point in their lives when they 
could no longer support themselves. Had not our Home opened its hos- 
pitable doors to them life would have become a burden to them, and some 
would have found their way to the isolation of alms-houses. Most of 
them, however, can do something to help on the work, the women in house- 
hold duties, and the men in the farm, the garden, or the orchard. 

Religious services have been frequently held on Sundays and other days 
in the Chapel. Our Chaplain is one of the lay-readers of the Diocese of 
New York. The Holy Communion has been celebrated monthly. 

The Building Fund, referred to in former reports, was used in the pur- 
chase of the property (See description on the inside page of the back cover 
of this Report), the repairs, the furniture and incidentals specially con- 
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nected with the opening of the Home, involving the cash expenditure of 
upwards of $17,000, and leaving a mortgage of $15,000. 

By the exertions of Mr. C. R. Thomson, contributions were received 
from kind and appreciative friends to the amount of $2,000, which was 
paid on account of this indebtedness, April 1st, 1887. A few weeks later 
Mr. Robert J. Livingston sent his check for $5,000 to encourage us, so that 
the mortgage now stands at $8,000. We shall be grateful for special con- 
tributions towards relieving the Home from this burden. 

As the names of those who have given money for the support of the 
Home appear on the other pages of this Report, we will only mention at 
the close of this statement the names of those who have sent various useful 
and most acceptable articles. 

It has been gratifying and encouraging to see the interest which has 
been shown by deaf-mutes themselves in efforts to sustain the Home by 
excursions, lectures, amusements, a fair, and membership of the Gallaudet 
Home for Deaf-Mutes Society. 

One of the inmates, having been badly hurt, was received into St. Bar- 
nabas Hospital, Poughkeepsie, and gratuitously treated for several weeks. 
The Trustees are grateful for this kindly act. 

Dr. J. M. Cornell and Dr. W. Baxter, of Wappinger’s Falls, have kindly 
treated several of the inmates, and we hereby tender them our sincere 
thanks for their services,

In conformity with the provisions of the Act entitled ‘‘An Act for the 
Incorporation of Benevolent, Charitable, Scientific and Missionary Societies,” 
passed the 12th day of April, 1848, and the several Acts amendatory thereof 
and supplementary thereto, the subscribers, of full age, citizens of the 
United States and of the State of New York, and residents within the City 
of New York, in said State, being desirous to associate themselves together 
for the purpose of promoting the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult 
deaf-mutes, and to be a body politic and corporate for that purpose, do 
hereby make and sign this certificate: 


1, The name or title by which said Society shall be known in law shall 
be ‘‘ Toe CourcH Mission To Dear-Mourss.” 


2, The particular business and objects of said Society shall be the pro- 
moting of the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 


3. The number of Trustees to manage the said Society shall be twenty- 
five. 


4, The names of the Trustees of the said Society for the first year of its 
existence are: Horatio Potter, John T. Hoffman, D. Colden Murray, Or- 
lando L. Stewart, Isaac H. Holmes, John Carlin, Henry J. Haight, 8S.

ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote the 
temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office shall 
be in the City of New York. 

ARTICLE IT. 


Its members shall consist of those persons paying two dollars and up- 
wards a year towards its support, who shall be elected at any regular meet- 
ing of the Trustees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at one time 
shall be eligible to life membership. 


ARTICLE III. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and management 
of a Board of twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually, as hereafter pro- 
vided. The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who shall be elected annually by the 
said Board from their own number, and shall also be officers of the said 
Board. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least once in three 
months, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven Trus- 
tees shall form a quorum for the transaction of business, except that no 
purchase, lease, or sale of real estate shall be made, unless two-thirds of the 
whole number shall be present at the meeting at which it is ordered. The 
Board shall have power to make By-Laws for its own government and for 
the government of the officers, and to alter and amend the same, and may 
fill any vacaney which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 

Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called by the 
President or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the 
Trustees; but when special meetings are called, the time and place of 
meeting and the subject proposed to be considered shall be previously noti- 
fied to the members, and no other subject shall be discussed or acted upon 
at such meetings. . 

ARTICLE YV. 

The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Wednesday evening of 
October. At this meeting the Society shall elect by ballot twenty-five 
Trustees, who shall hold office for the ensuing year, and until their succes- 
sors are appointed. 

At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of the 
Society, the officers specified in Article III shall be chosen by ballot from 
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among the members of said Board, and shall continue in office until their 
successors are appointed. ‘ 

The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, a report 
of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in relation 
to the funds and property of the Society, and information relative to the 
objects of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE YI. 


The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting of 
the members of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present 
consenting thereto, on previous recommendation ef the Board of *Trustees. 


BY-LAWS. 


1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary and 
Treasurer shall faithfully perform the duties usually intrusted to such 
officers. 


2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution, from time 
to time, such Special Committees as may be necessary to accomplish most 
effectually the objects of the Society. 

3. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall 
be to take the general oversight of the various departments of work which 
shall be adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult 
deaf-mutes. They shall also have power to appoint assistants to the Gen- 
eral Manager, and to fix the salaries which shall be paid to the General 
Manager and assistants. 

4. The General Manager shall be subject to such regulations as the 
Trustees may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report of 
his work at every stated meeting of the Trustees. 


5. With the consent of ‘‘The Rector, Church-Wardens and Vestrymen 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York,” the meet- 
ings of the Trustees shall be held in the said church. 


6. At the meetings of the Trustees, the following shall be the order of 
proceedings, viz: 
Devotions. 
Reading of the minutes. 
Communication from the officers. 
Report of the General Manager. 
Report of Committees. 
Miscellaneous business. 
Adjournment. 
7. Alteration of these By-laws proposed at one meeting can be adopted 
at the next by a two-thirds vote of the Trustees present, but by unanimous 
Consent at a regular meeting without previous notice.

P. 0, WAPPINGER’S FALLS, 


is admirably situated in the centre of a fine farm of one hundred and fifty-six 


acres, extending from the turnpike between New Hamburgh and Poughkeep- 
sie, to the banks of the Hudson river. 

The Farm is enclosed by a substantial stone wall, and is in a high state 
of cultivation—its products finding a ready sale in Wappinger’s Falls and 
Poughkeepsie. 

On entering the gate from the road, and crossing a creek of never failing 
pure water, there is seen on a high knoll, the farm-house with its surrounding 
barns, stables, carriage-house, cattle yard, etc. A broad macadamised avenue, 
bordered with pines and other trees, forming a shady arch, winds through 
the farm to the circle et the Mansion. ( See Photograph.) 

This is a commodious edifice substantially built of stone and brick, with 
a chapel, library, dining-room, and arhple accomodations for fifty people. 
This handsome building covered with vincs, and surrounded by trees, is situ- 
ated on a high bluff, overlooking the Hudson. The view from the front, over 
the lawn, and down the river towards Newburgh, the Storm King and 
Anthony's Nose, is romantic in the extremes, and breathes of peace and rest, 
from the trials, tribulations, and cares of this world 

The bluff on the river, with its valuable limestone quarries, is covered by 
severai acres of woodland Across the railroad track is an eligible water- 
front, with 2 convenient dock, where supplies can be delivered by boat; and 
the Railroad Company contemplate establishing a station, within five minutes’ 
walk of the mansion, at Clinton Point. 

In this Retreat, a ‘ Si. Johnland” for deaf mutes, it is proposed to gather 
the aged anil infirm, and such others as may need fostering care after they 
leave school. Jt 1s expected that most of the inmates will be able to work on 
the farm, or in shops at various trades, thus contributing to the support of 
the Home. There will be frequent sign services in the chapel, and constant 
efforts put forth to lead these ‘’ children of silence” to believe 1n Him who said 
‘ EPHPHATHA ” to the man that was deaf and had an impediment in his 
speech 

The object of this Home should be borne in mind, by all who desire that 
the Deaf Mutes should be made as happy and useful as may be consistent with 
their great deprivation, Itis a Charity that appeals to the generous sympathy 


of all Christian people. Donations will be gratefully acknowledged by the

The Guild of Silent Workers meets in the Guild Room of 
St. Ann’s Church on the last Tuesday of the month, at 
8 P.M. This Society, through its officers and committees, 


has been instrumental in extending aid to many deaf-mutes 


and their families in times of trouble. The Secretary is 
Mr. Solomon P. Cornelius, and the Treasurer, Mr. Isaac 
N. Soper. 
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The Rev. A. T. Colt conducts a Bible Class for deaf- 
mutes on Thursday evenings in one of the basement rooms 
of St. Ann’s Church. 

One great object of “The Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes” is to bring deaf-mutes, after they leave school, into 
pastoral relations. Among the so-called Protestant bodies, 
the Church with its Book of Common Prayer, with its les- 
sons from Holy Scripture systematically arranged, with the 
special teachings of the changing seasons of the ecclesiastical 
year, and with so much that speaks to the eye in its ritual, 
offers advantages that have drawn within its fold large 
numbers of our silent brethren. It is hoped that the 
Rectors will search out the deaf-mutes who are near them 
and invite them to attend service, seeing that persons are 
appointed to show them the places in the Prayer Books 
and Bibles. 


THE SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF 


Ai he A liuveh Allission to Peaf- Allntes. 


Our Society was incorporated in October, 1872, to pro- 
mote the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 

Our missionaries have been fully occupied for another 
year in most interesting work, along the line indicated by 
this statement, in the Dioceses of New York, Long Island, 
Albany, Newark, Connecticut, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, Vermont and Maine, holding sign-services 
on Sundays and other days in as many places as possible. 
In this way the Gospel is preached to those whose ears 
are closed to the sound of the human voice. The founda- 
tion of all this peculiar work is of course laid in the various 
State Institutions, and we honor the self-denying men and 
women who devote themselves to the education of these 
children of silence. In the chapels of nearly all of the 
schools in this country, as well as in the one of the National 
Deaf-Mute College at Washington, there are sign-services 
on Sundays and other days, and the pupils are constantly 
receiving light and knowledge in relation to the truths of 
revelation. As they leave the fostering care of these speci- 
ally blessed Institutions, they are met by the ministers of 
Christ and made to understand the great importance of en- 
tering into pastoral relations. Thus many have been led to 
Baptism, Confirmation and the Holy Communion, realizing 
more and more clearly the privileges and the responsibilities 
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of the Christian life. While the work for which we are re- 
sponsible is restricted within the limits referred to above, 
let us not forget what has been done in other departments, 
extending all over our country. A brief reference to these 
departments and the missionaries engaged therein will be 
found in the Appendix to this Report. There are nine 
Episcopal clergymen, four being deaf-mutes, who can by 
the sign-language minister to the cultivation of the spiritual 
life in a large number of persons whom our Heavenly 
Father has seen fit to deprive of their hearing. It is esti- 
mated that there are about 40,000 deaf-mutes in the United 
States. 

In addition to maintaining these sign-services, our mis- 
sionaries are constantly busy in seeking situations for the 
unemployed, in ministering to the sick and needy, in bury- 
ing the dead, in counselling the perplexed, in interpreting 
under varying circumstances, and in persistent endéavors to 
lead deaf-mutes and their families to be truly happy in their 
earthly pilgrimage, that they may be eternally blessed in the 
life which lies beyond the vail. 

We need an increasing income to sustain the important 
work which has been providentially entrusted to our care 
by the compassionate Saviour who spoke the word 
“ Ephphatha” to a deaf and dumb man and restored him 
to hearing and speech. With God’s blessing we are showing 
deaf-mutes how to hear the Gospel message spiritually, and 
how to give thanks with their hearts to Him who has re- 
deemed them from sin and opened unto them the gates of 
eternal life. If they respond cheerfully to the will of Him 
who has seen fit to lay upon them a special discipline, they 
will find the gracious compensation in the glorious scenes of 
the mysterious future. 

We acknowledge with devout gratitude all the Steril 
and donations which come from churches and individuals. 
The lengthening of our list of Life Members from year to 
year encourages us. Wherever this Report attracts the 
attention of those who have abundant means, we trust they 
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will extend a helping hand to our Society which is still en- 
gaged in much pioneer work. 

In the year 1889 the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity will 
come on the 8th of September. The Gospel for the day 
will remind vast numbers of Christian people throughout the 
world of the miracle to which we have already referred. 
We hope that on this day our Society will be more gener- 
ally remembered. 

In September we received a legacy of $2,500 from Mr. 
F. H. Cossitt. It came most opportunely and caused some 
temporary clouds to disappear. Most of it was used in the 
support of the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes. We trust 
that the relatives and friends of this thoughtful benefactor 
will be gratified to know of the timely encouragement 
which his bequest brought to us. We shall look for other 
legacies from time to time. If preferred, they can be left to 
“The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes” in trust for the 
Gallaudet Home. 

This Home, in which so many are interested, has emerged 
from the troubles and trials which encompassed it a year ago. 
Our Executive Committee and the Board of Lady Mana- 
gers have put forth harmonious efforts with satisfactory 
results. A marked improvement has characterized every 
department. 

We are grateful to the Manager, Mr. C. R. Thomson, for 
putting the interior of the Home in such a comfortable and 
attractive condition at his own expense. He has worked 
hard for the Home, and we trust that its friends throughout 
this State will show their appreciation of his devotion by 
sending him the means which are needed to meet the current 
expenses. 

The Board of Lady Managers were fortunate in their 
choice of the Matron, Mrs. Ross, whose watchful care of the 
household is thoroughly appreciated. 

We were also fortunate in the selection of Mr. Gardner 
as the farmer. He has indeed proved himself to be the 
right man in the right place. 
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The Board of Lady Managers have shown in many ways 
their interest. They have made the Home a comfortable 
place for our afflicted household. Through their influence 
many useful things were contributed to the Home when 
St. Barnabas Hospital in Poughkeepsie was closed. We 
thank the Managers of this Hospital for their consideration 
of our needs. 

The lawn party held by the ladies in June was a great 
success. It was very kind in the Hon. Delano C. Calvin to 
make the address, from which some extracts are given in 
another part of this Report. We are grateful to Mr. 
Calvin for his labor of love and his encouraging words. 

Religious services, including a monthly celebration of the 
Holy Communion, have been maintained in the Chapel of 
the Home. Mr. W. J. Nelson, of Poughkeepsie, ‘has often 
very kindly and acceptably officiated. We return our 
thanks to him for his ministrations, and also to Dr. J. M. 
Cornell and Dr. W. Baxter, of Wappingers Falls, for their 
attentions to the inmates who.needed medical advice. 

There are twenty-one members of our interesting family 
at the Home. Several are aged, serenely waiting for the 
great change. Others have bodily infirmities, incapacitating 
them for work which would give them support. Two have 
become blind since they left school, and three others are 
nearly blind. Most of them are communicants, and we 
trust that in the Holy Communion they get strength to 
enable them to bear their affliction patiently and cheerfully. 

Most of the men can do light work on the farm, and most 
of the women can assist in household duties. They all un- 
derstand that they are most happy when they are trying to 
be useful. 

To get possession of the Home with the farm-house, out- 
buildings, and a farm of 156 acres, to make the necessary 
repairs and procure the furniture, involved a cash expendi- 
ture of some $17,000, and a mortgage of $15,000, which has 
been reduced to $8,000. rf 

The interest on the mortgage was at first six per cent., 
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but owing to the exertions of Mr. H. F. Herkner, one of 
our Trustees, this has been reduced to five per cent. 

May we have the satisfaction of reporting next year that 
this mortgage has been paid ? 

It will be advisable to have, as soon as possible, a new 
building for the male inmates. Who will aid us to take 
this step and thus greatly add to the efficiency of our 
Home? There are numerous applicants for whom there is 
no room. For additional information we refer to the re- 
ports which follow from the committees and officers of the 
Home. 

The Mission House, at 220 East 13th Street, was discon- 
tinued on the first of May. It is hoped that at some future 
time, under more favorable circumstances, we may renew 
this department of usefulness. When sufficient means are 


in hand, we could make a Mission House of great service to 


the hundreds of deaf-mutes living in New York and vicinity. 
We need rooms for night-schools, a library, a reading-room, 
a hall for the meeting of societies, debates, lectures, etc. 
Other parts of the building could be arranged for the resi- 
dence of the missionary and the board of such as it might 
be deemed expedient to accommodate. Such an edifice 
would strengthen our Society and give greater prominence 
to the Mission which we have striven for sixteen years 
to maintain.

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Report of Mrs. C. M. Nelson 


TO THE BOARD OF LADY MANAGERS OF THE GALLAUDET 
HOME. 


Lapies—As this is our first Annual Meeting, you will allow me to pre- 
sent to you a few facts relative to our work here in this ‘‘ Home,” during 
the year just pased. 

Our first meeting was held December 30th, 1887. The current manage- 
ment of this Home was then committed to our care. 

Our second meeting was held January 28d, 1888. Rev. Dr. Gallaudet 
was present, and gave us a brief history of the ‘‘ Home.” 

Our third meeting was held February 9th. By-laws were prepared, 
read and approved. It was decided to hold our meetings monthly, the first 
Thursday in each month,—these meetings to be held at the ‘‘ Home” in 
the summer, and at the house of the President in the winter. It was also 
decided to hold our Annual Meeting at the ‘‘ Home ” the first Thursday in 
October. 

Our work this year, under the blessing of Divine Providence, has been 
productive of good. It is ‘‘a labor that proceedeth of love,” the details of 
which will be given to you in the report of our Secretary. 

Only those acquainted with the demands upon us can appreciate how 
much has been done. Particularly let me mention here, your offerings at 
Easter, that made these inmates so happy, and made them feel there was a 
chord of tender sympathy and a desire on your part to make Easter a glad 
joyful day to them, as it was tous. I can never forget their expressions 
of thankfulness, and I earnestly wish you could talk with them, as I can, 
and know for yourselves their affection for you all, and how delighted 
they are even with your presence, for it sheds joy and comfort in their 
silent lives. They are isolated—a little world by themselves—a home of 
comparative loneliness—no sound is ever heard by them, with some no 
light is ever seen, “‘ The darkness and the light are both alike to them.” 

The number of inmates at the present time is twenty-two, eleven men 
and eleven women ; two being totally blind, six very nearly blind. One of 
these aged ones is an invalid, has long been such, and, her sickness being a 
lingering one, will require long and constant care. She is entirely helpless, 
and tired and weary are they who carry her daily from her bed to her 
chair and administer to her wants and comforts, 

It will not be out of place just here, I trust, to once more extend our 
hearty thanks to Mr. Thomson, who has given so liberally his money, and 
his time without any remuneration, to make this Home so beautiful and 
comfortable. 

The question of support is a question that will present itself, as it always 
does, in a home like this, dependent entirely upon voluntary contributions. 
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It is a home without distinction in race or belief, and I am sure we all feel 
it has a moral claim upon the whole community. We feel grateful that it 
has been so generously remembered with money and supplies from many 
donors—the trustees of St. Barnabas, the ‘‘ basket,” which has been well 
filled twice, the Lawn Party, which was a great success, notwithstanding 
the excessive heat, and had the day been cooler and the air clearer, we 
would have doubled our receipts ; but we did well, and all that was not 
sold was given to the inmates, and they had a feast. They will never 
forget that day, and some of them have already begun to work making 
fancy articles, looking forward to another Lawn Party in 1889. 

The needs of this Home are still very great, and these aged and infirm 

deaf and blind of God’s poor call for continued work and help from us, 
Can we not interest our friends and get annual subscriptions? Will we 
not personally make an appeal, and see what we can do, and none are so 
poor but they can afford to give a little for such a grand, noble charity. 
We never regret the good we have done, and I am sure we do often regret 
the good we have left undone. Let us begin this year with renewed inter- 
est in this good work, caring for and comforting the declining years of 
these aged helpless ones. 
_ I thank you, ladies, members of this Board, for all that you have done, 
for the great assistance you have rendered. You have-indeed been great 
helpers, and you have done great good. Without you nothing could have 
been accomplished. 

Our much loved and respected friend, whose honored hame this ‘‘ Home” 
_ bears, appreciates more than I can ever tell you, your labor of love, your 
care and your interest in this Home, for which he worked so hard and so 
long to establish. The Board of Trustees also acknowledge and appreciate 
all that you have done and are doing in co-operating with them to sustain 
and put this ‘‘Home,” this venture of faith, on a sure and permanent 
foundation. 

Permit me, in conclusion, to thank you again, and may we all hope that 
the good that has been done in the past year may take root and bring 
forth not only two fold but seven fold in the year tocome. Let us remem- 
ber we are working for Him who doeth all things well, for He alone can 
make the lame to walk, the blind to.see, the deaf to hear, and the dumb to 


speak.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE ADDRESS DELIVERED AT THE LAWN 
PARTY OF THE GALLAUDET HOME FOR DEAF-MUTES, 
JUNE 2838p, 1888, BY THE HON. DELANO C. CALVIN. 


Ladies of the Board of Managers and Friends of the Gallaudet Home for 
Deaf-Mutes : 


- No history of this Home, or account of the beneficent work it has 
undertaken, would be either complete or appropriate that did not place in 
the forefront the admiration, the love and the reverence we feel for the 
unostentatious, the devoted, the zealous, the consecrated Christian minister 
so abundant in good works, and whose praise is in all the churches, who has 
inspired and promoted this institution. May God, in his good providence, 
be with him in all his journeyings, and in his good time restore him 
renewed in strength to his great mission. 

I would also specially commend to the interest and the confidence of 
the humane, the generous and the benevolent, the Home, its work and its 
aims, in its unique field of labor ; and I would do particular honor to 
those faithful, zealous, sympathizing and devout women—‘‘ not a few’— 
who have strengthened the hands and encouraged and cheered the heart of 
him whose honored name it bears. AsI contemplate the blessed co-oper- 
ation of devoted Christian women, in such a work, with so saintly a man, 
T can but exclaim, with the poet : 


' ** Angels are round the good man to catch the incense of his prayers, 
And they fly to minister kindness to those for whom he pleadeth.” 


I cannot separate, in my thoughts, the charity which has called us 
together on this occasion, from that great and widespread mission to deaf- 
mutes of which Dr. Gallaudet has been so conspicuous and efficient an 
advocate and administrator, nor, indeed, what seems to me to have been a 
very great charity to the “Children of Silence,” the development of the 
sign-language, as full of wonder as of blessing; for it has given utterance to 
imprisoned thoughts, emancipated the impulses of the heart, unlocked the 
emotions and aspirations of the soul, revealed the glories of nature, and 
unfolded to the devout and raptured spirit the ineffable bliss of a Christian — 
life and the seraphic beatitudes of heaven. : 

When we consider the discouraging circumstances, the apparently 


hopeless aspect of the case, and remember that St. Augustine, inthe fourth ° 


century, declared that deafness made faith impossible, since he who was 
born deaf could not learn the letters by the reading of which he might 
acquire faith, and that as late as the sixteenth century, Richard, the eldest 
son of Viscount Ballevant, in Ireland, was excluded from the succession 
because he was deaf and dumb, and that it was not till early in the 
present century that the first school for the instruction of deaf-mutes was 
established in this country by the father of Dr. Gallaudet, we cannot but 
feel surprised and delighted at the progress that has been made. 
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With these preliminary thoughts, which concern the ‘‘ Home” and its 
aims in the concrete, I have selected the theme of ‘‘ Charity” for our 
brief consideration on this occasion, as obviously germane to the purpose 
of your organization and the inspiration of your ministrations. 


While the word charity has, in common parlance, obtained a signifi- 
cance which is limited to overt acts of beneficence, and often to the more 
restricted act of almsgiving, it still has a broader and truer definition, which 
embraces these and also includes good affection, love, tenderness, kindness, 
good will, benevolence, humane sympathy, and a disposition to put a 
favorable construction upon the conduct of others, 

But for this more comprehensive meaning, St. Paul could never have 
said: ‘‘ And now abideth faith, hope, charity, these three; but the greatest 
of these is charity.” 

(Having fully set forth and illustrated this grand and inspiring theme, 
Mr. Calvin closed as follows :) 

The special need and utility of the ‘‘Gallaudet Home” will be better 
understood and appreciated when we reflect that the poor and infirm 
deaf-mutes are so few that, except in the larger cities of the State, theye 
would be but a single inmate of that character in the Se aecat a 
county, so he would be completely isqlated, utterly incapable of inter- 
course or companionship with other /inmates, and without power of 
making his wants known; in short, he jwould be subjected to a solitude 
and despair that language cannot adequately express or imagination con- 
ceive. It follows that such a home meets an imperative want, and when 
it is organized and maintained upon the catholic basis, proscribing neither 
creed, color or nationality, but recognizing a common fraternity of need 
and distress, it appeals in most persuasive and pathetic tones to the nobler 
impulses of all good and generous people. r 

I am addressing a cultivated, prosperous, grateful, benevolent and 
Christian assembly, on behalf of an institution that ministers to the 


temporal and spiritual needs of our brethren who, in addition to the ills. 


and distresses of poverty, sickness, homeless privations and infirmities of 
old age, are bereft of senses which so largely contribute to make life a joy 
tous; that but for the beneficence of the sign language shut them out 
from all sounds and appreciation of gladness, of praise, of prayer, and 
close their hearts and minds to all knowledge of God the Father, God 
the Son, and God the Holy Ghost. 

While if I could ‘‘ speak with the tongues of men and of angels” I 
could not adequately portray the immeasurable contrast between the sad 


lot of those thus deprived and bereft, and of those blessed with comfort- - 


able homes, with health, surrounded by friends and cherished companions, 
possessing unimpaired faculties, able to read the sublime book of nature 
and the sublimer revelation of God in Christ, yet 1 would with earnestness 
call you to the contemplation of these inexpressible contrasts, and ask you 
to consider, as in the sight of God, the proper expression and due measure 
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of your gratitude to him, and to your neighbors deprived of the faculties, 
the comforts, the privileges and blessings you so richly enjoy. 


Inquire of yourselves what of ease, of pleasure, of time and of means 
you would give to avert a fate like theirs, and, as you contrast the brief 
period for the enjoyment of your possessions here with the blissful 
rewards of a limitless future, answer by your gratitude, by your generous 
impulses, by your humane sympathies, by your compassionate affections, 
and your devout prayers ; do what you can—‘‘ not grudgingly or of neces- 
sity, for God loveth a cheerful giver’—according to your proportion of 
faith, of love unstinted and hopes unbounded, to relieve this Home of its 
incumbrance, and set it forward in its great, its unique, its pathetic mission 
of mercy. 

The loftiest flights of the imagination cannot compass the vast contrast 
between the present indifferent and uncharitable condition of the world 
with the wrongs and miseries produced thereby, and its condition per- 
meated, moved and controlled by the benignant spirit and beneficent 
practice of charity. . 

Some of those present have doubtless attempted to look out, of an early 
morning, into a damp and pervading fog, when all nature seemed enveloped 
in a chill mantle of dreary desolation, and as you stood gazing out upon 
the depressing spectacle, peering into the gloom, you have seen a faint 
suggestion of light begin to pierce the sullen mists, and the dim rays of the 
morning sun essay to struggle through the mass of vapor as the herald of 
his advent. Ina brief space you saw the fog begin to lift and reveal the 
indistinct outline of surrounding objects, then the loveliness of the near 
landscape, then the broader expanse of the valley, with its cultivated 
fields, its sparkling rivulets, the calm loveliness of the hill-environed lake. 
You followed the shadows as they receded before the heat of the advancing 
sun, and the illumination crept slowly up the acclivity of the adjacent 
hills, until the reluctant gloom was driven to the distant mountains, and 
up to their summits, and from thence to the measureless expanse beyond, 
and there wholly dissipated ; until, in the effulgence of the ‘‘ orb of day,” 
you beheld, with undimmed vision, the beauties and splendors of nature, 
the serene loveliness of the landscape, the mountains in their imposing 
grandeur, the sublimity of the heavens, and the unapproachable glory of 
revivified nature. 

This wonderful contrast was but a faint similitude of that which 
would be revealed in the aspect of the race under the sweet, elevating, 
purifying supremacy of the principles and practice of charity. 

Toward the consummation of such a result you are privileged to 
labor, with the assurance of reaping the perennial joy of doing good. 


‘ There is indeed one crowning joy, 
A pleasure that can never cloy, 
The bliss of doing good ; 
And to it a reward is given 
Most precious in the sight of Heaven, 
The tear of gratitude.”

Exscutive Commirrer, Caurce Misston to Dear MUTES. 


Gentlemen :—We, of your Board of Trustees, having made a visit to 
the Home at New Hamburg on September 29th and 30th, in company with 
Dr. Gallaudet, our General Manager, respectfully beg to offer for your con- 
sideration a few suggestions that have occurred to us from a thorough 
inspection of the premises and grounds. 

The Home at present is in a handsome and comfortable condition ; it 
has ten male and eleven female inmates; two servants, a matron, and 
manager Thomson ; at the Farm House, the farmer and his wife and five 
children (four of whom labor onthe farm and dairy)—making thirty-two 
people now deriving suport from this institution, at the comparatively 
small outlay of $100 each per annum, indicating that due economy is 
being practiced in the expenditures, and showing a steady growth in the 
few years past. That is certainly a matter of much congratulation to us all. 

Considering their bodily infirmities, we find the inmates present an 
unusually healthy, cleanly and satisfactory appearance, showing that the 
fresh country air and the food and care given them is all that could be 
asked for, and that the change from their old city quarters has more than 
fulfilled our expectations. 

_ Dr. Gallaudet held two services on Sunday in the sign language, admin- 
istering the Holy Communion and Baptism, and enabling our little con- 
gregation of thirty two people to offer grateful thanks to our Heavenly 
Father for the present prosperous condition of the Home. 

The management of the Home under Mrs. Ross, the present matron, is 
to be commended in every respect ; order and cleanliness appear to be the 
rule and not the exception. She works faithfully and apparently has the 
welfare of the inmates at heart. 

Our complete inspection of the farm and grounds warrant the: same 
favorable commendation. Farmer Gardner seems to be the right man at 
last, and to study our interests and practice suitable btaiad in his 
outlay. 

The stables, barns, cattle, pigs, poultry, &c., areina an and healthy 
condition and appear to be well cared for bad properly managed. We 
think that the farmer fully earns the salary paid him, and that it would be 
a wise economy to continue him for another year to enable him to complete 
his plans for increasing the farm products. Among other things, he sug- 
gests that a larger profit could be realized, if double the ground now used 
were put into a vegetable garden, so that truck farming might be carried 
on more extensively ; the chances being that more ready money could be 
realized from that investment than any other farm product. We concur 
in every particular. 

He also suggests that, inasmuch as he has sufficient fodder and room, 
he be allowed to take a number of horses to board this winter. They can 
readily be obtained at an average of $8 to $10 a month ; the cost of keeping 
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them would be about $6, but their manure would be worth more to the 
farm than any profit we could make out of them. The ground will need it 
all and more too in the spring. 

He says, and properly too, that the present barn is very inconveniently 
situated, and that it would be a saving in labor, time and expense, if a new 
one were built in the vicinity of the barnyard. This improvement will be 
absolutely necessary in the near future. And this brings us to the gist of 
the present communication. . 

It will be apparent to all that the time is fast approaching when we 
shall be obliged,—with our inmates—to make a separation of the sexes. 
The present Home is too crowded, and there\is no room now for any more 
females. 

With our General Manager, Dr. Gallaudet, we have looked over the 
ground, and would suggest that the present barn (beingin size 80x50ft.) be 
altered into a dormitory and retreat for men ; a portion of the lower floor 
to be reserved for a hospital. We think that this could be done at an 
expense of about $800, giving us ample room for 25 more inmates, or 50 in 
all; also that a new barn be built at the farm house, This would cost 
about $1,000. 

In our judgment this would be a much cheaper plan than erecting an 
entire new building. Sooner or later we must have a new barn, and in 
this way we can utilize the old one. 

The roof could be raised at any time, giving an additional story for 20 
inmates, 

With Manager Thomson we have discussed this plan. He concurs in 
it and considers it the most feasible way out of the difficulty. 

We would therefore suggest that, during the winter, the necessary 
plans and specifications be drawn by a competent draughtsman and esti- 
mates procured, so that the work could go on in the spring. 

We have to congratulate ourselves on the fact that the Cossett Legacy 
has enabled us to cancel the floating indebtedness, and that, excepting the 
mortgage, the institution is nearly free from debt; therefore we do not 
hesitate to recommend these improvements, 

We have no desire to figure as a self-constituted committee, but the 
state of things as we find them is self evident, and certainly justifies us in 
making this report. 

.We trust it will be received in the same kindly spirit which has 
prompted it.

QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 


Since the last meeting of the Trustees I have spoken at Sunday 
evening services, in the interests of our work, in Grace Church, Plainfield; 
Grace Chapel, Church of the Intercession, Christ, and St. Luke’s, New 
York; Trinity Church, New Rochelle; St. James, Newtown; and St. Mark's, 
Brooklyn, E. D. At the Church of the Intercession, Sunday evening, 
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November 18th, we celebrated the fifteenth anniversary of our society. I 
spent Sunday, November 27th, at the Gallaudet Home, speaking in the 
evening at Zion Church, Wappinger’s Falls. On Sunday, December 4th, 
I conducted services in All Saints’ Church, Providence, and Trinity 
Church, Pawtucket. December 11th I officiated at a celebration of the 
Holy Communion in the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston, at 9:15, 
for deaf-mutes in attendance at the jubilee, observing the hundredth anni- 
versary of my father’s birthday, December 10th, 1787. In the afternoon 
I conducted a service in the hall of the Young Men’s Christian Association. 
On Sunday, January 22d, I held services at the Home. On the other 
Sundays of the quarter I have taken the 2:45 Pp. m. services at St. Ann’s 
Church. On Monday, at 3 Pp. m., I met the Ladies’ Committee of the 
Home, at Mrs. Nelson’s, in Poughkeepsie, I have officiated at week night 
services in Worcester, Wakefield, Lowell, Beverly and Mt. Vernon. The 
jubilee in Boston, referred to above, was full of interest. Meetings were 
held in Faneuil Hall on Friday evening, December 9th, and Saturday, 
December 10th. I interpreted the address of the Mayor of Boston, and 
read the oration of Dr. Peet, as he gave it in signs. 

I reached home on Monday morning, December 12th, staid a short 
time, and then went over to Philadelphia to attend the exercises commem- 
orative of my father’s birthday, held in the evening at St. George’s Hall. 
The following evening I was present at a reception in the Institution for 
Deaf-Mutes. 

I have been busy. in looking after deaf-mutes out of work, in sickness 
and in trouble. Mrs. Roberts, who was kindly cared for at the New York 
Hospital for a while, was taken back to the Mission House, where she 
seems now slowly recovering her strength. Miss Stewart having been kindly 
received into Trinity Hospital, I have called on her there. 

The daily correspondence has taken considerable time, and constant 
efforts have been made to procure the means necessary to sustain the 
increasingly important work of our Society.

GENERAL MANAGER’S REPORT FOR THE QUARTER 
ENDING APRIL 257n, 1888. 


T have held sgn services on Sundays in St. Paul’s Chapel, Troy; St. 
Paul’s Church, Albany ; St. Ann’s Church, New York; and the Chapel of 
the Gallaudet Home. } 

I have held combined services and spoken of our work in St. Paul’s 
Church, Sing Sing; St. George’s, Flushing; St. Paul’s, Christ, and St. 
John’s; Yonkers ; Zion Church, Wappingers Falls; Trinity Church, Mt. 
Vernon, and St. Mary’s, Brooklyn. 
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During Lent and on Easter Day I frequently interpreted for deaf-mutes 
at the services in St. Ann’s.Church. .I instructed two deaf-mutes for con- 
firmation ; I baptized one of them. They were confirmed in St. Ann’s, on 
the third Sunday after Easter. 

On Sunday afternoon, April 8th, I interpreted the address of the Rev. 
Mr. Cleveland, who gave an account of his work among the Indians. 

T have attended meetings of the Guild of Silent Workers, and also those 
of the Executive Committee of the Gallaudet Home. I have been present 
at meetings of the Board of Directors of the New York Institution for 
Deaf-Mutes, and also those of the Vestry of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf- 
Mutes. On February 14th I married a couple of deaf-mutes, Mr. A. A. 
Barnes and Miss Noble. 

On the third of April I administered the Holy Communion to Mr. 
William M. Genet, one of the oldest deaf-mute communicants of St. Ann’s, 
and on the seventh Rev. Mr. Colt and I officiated at his funeral in St. 
Andrew’s Church, Harlem. Dr. Peet interpreted the lesson as I read it. 

J also officiated at the funerals of Miss MacMillan and Miss Stewart, 
deaf-mutes. 

On the 10th of April I started on a trip to the South in the interests of 
our work among deaf-mutes, Mrs. A. C. Bettner kindly providing for the 
expenses, On Thursday evening I spoke of our work in Christ Church, 
Nashville, Tenn., and then enjoyed the hospitality of Sister Eliza, at the 
Hospital of the Good Shepherd. I reached Jackson, Miss., on Saturday 
afternoon, to attend the conference of principals and others at the State 
Institution for Deaf-Mutes, Mr. J. R. Dobyns, Principal. On Sunday I 
preached at St. Andrew’s Church. Having held combined services in 
Trinity Church, Natchez, and St James, Baton Rouge, where I was the 
guest of the Louisiana State Institute, Mr. Justremski, Principal, I 
spent Sunday, April 22d, in New Orleans, speaking of our work in Trinity 
Church, St. Paul’s, and Trinity Chapel. At the service for deaf-mutes in 
St. Paul’s, Rev. Messrs. Mann and Turner officiated. On Wednesday, 
April 25th, I made addresses in St. John’s and St. Andrew’s, Savannah.

TWO QUARTERLY REPORTS OF THE GENERAL 
MANAGER. 


On Sunday, April 29th, I made addresses in relation to our work in St. 
James Church and its Parish Home, and also in St. Mark’s Church, Wil- 
mington, N. C. The following Wednesday I was present at the Presentation 
Day exercises of the National Deaf-Mute College, Washington, D.C. 
Thursday and Friday evenings I held services for deaf-mutes in Wash- 
ington and Baltimore. 
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On the Sundays in May I conducted the services for deaf-mutes in St. 
Ann’s Church, New York. On Sunday evening, May 6th, I interpreted the 
service in the Church of the Intercession. Eight deaf-mutes were con- 
firmed. Ascension Day, May 10th, I interpreted at St. Ann’s, New York. 
On Friday, the 11th, Rev. Mr. Colt and I officiated at the funeral of Mrs. 
Smith, a deaf-mute communicant living in Brooklyn. On the 15th I 
attended the annual meeting of the New York Institute for Deaf-Mutes. 
On the 16th I baptized a child of Mr. and Mrs. Brewer, deaf-mutes, living 
near Mt. Vernon, and in the evening at Trinity Church I interpreted the 
service. On the evening of Whitsunday, the 20th, I interpreted in St. 
Andrew’s Church, the service and sermon, and made a short address on our 
work. On the 28d and 24th I visited the Gallaudet Home, and on the 28th 
attended a meeting of the Trustees of our Society. 

On Saturday, June 2d, kind friends opened the way for me to sail for 
Europe in the Aurania, For most of the time I was the guest of Mr. 
Frederic Goodridge. I saw something of England, Scotland, France, 
Switzerland, Germany and Holland. I enjoyed the services which were 
held in connection with the Lambeth Conference of Bishops, in Canterbury 
Cathedral and Westminster Abbey. 

I attended the 4th of July reception at the residence of ‘the United 
States Minister Phelps. In London I visited St. Saviour’s Church and St. 
Barnabas Church, both ministering to deaf-mutes under the Royal Asso- 
ciation, and having the services of the Rey. Dr. Stainer, the Rev. Mr. 
Sturdee and Mr. Gilby. On several occasions, in churches and on board 
the Aurania, going out and returning, I spoke of the Church Mission to 
Deaf-Mutes. On Sunday, September 9th, as our ship lay in Queenstown 
harbor, Mr. Magivin, the deaf-mute missionary in Ireland, came on board 
and made me a short visit. On Tuesday, September 18th, Mr. Goodridge 
and I reached the haven where we would be, with thanks for the goodness 
of our Heavenly Father, who had watched over us and brought us to our 
homes in safety. I found myself greatly refreshed in mind and body. 

On Sunday, September 23d, I officiated at the service for deaf-mutes in 
St. Ann’s, and on the 30th in the Chapel of the Home. On Sundays, 
October 7th, 14th and 28th, I was at St. Ann’s, the 7th being the 36th 
anniversary of the Church. ~The Rev. H. W. Syle was with me, and also 
on the following Sunday. On the 21st I spoke of our work at St. Peter's, 
Westchester, and St. Mary’s, Mott Haven. On Thursday, October 4th, I 
married Mr. Strong and Miss Park. On Friday evening, the 12th, I made 
an address at Christ Church, Yonkers; on Tuesday evening, the 23d, in 
the Church of the Epiphany, Durham, Conn.; and in various other ways have 
tried to fulfill the duties of my office.

GENTLEMEN—Since your last regular meeting, in October, I have 
officiated for deaf-mutes at church services, eight times in St. Ann’s Church, 
New York ; four times in the Chapel of Trinity Church, Newark, N. J.; 
three times at the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston, Mass. ; twice each 
in St. Peter’s Church, Cambridgeport, Mass.; All Saints’ Church, Provi- 
dence, R. I.; the Chapel of All Saints’ Church, Worcester, Mass.; St. 
Peter’s Church, Beverly, Mass.; St. Stephen’s Church, Lynn, Mass. ; 
Christ Church, Fitchburg, Mass.; Church of the Good Shepherd, Nashua, 
N. H.; Emmanuel Church, Bellows Falls, Vt.; and St. Paul’s Church, 
Bridgeport, Conn.; and once each at Trinity Church, Saco, Me.; the 
Cathedral, Portland, Me.; St. John’s Church, Bangor, Me.; St. Paul’s 
Church, Newburyport, Mass.; Trinity Church, Haverhill, Mass. ; St. Paul’s 
Church, Natick, Mass.; St. John’s Church, Framingham, Mass.; St.

Shepherd, Boston, Mass. I have frequently interpreted parts of the daily 
prayers in St. Ann’s ; have made many calls upon deaf-mutes at their homes, 
both in New York and elsewhere; have kept up an extensive corres- 
pondence ; and have given attention to a wide variety of details which may 
not here be enumerated.

GENTLEMEN—Since your last regular meeting I have officiated for deaf- 
mutes at religious services, in St. Ann’s Church, New York City, eight 
times ; at the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston, Mass., seven times ; 
at All Saints’ Church, Worcester, Mass., three times; at All Saints’ 
Church, Providence, R. I., three times ; at St. Stephen’s Church. Lynn, 
Mass., twice ; at St. Peter’s Church, Beverly, Mass., twice ;, at the Church 
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of the Good Shepherd, Nashua, N. H., twice; once each in Emmanuel 
Church, Wakefield, Mass.; St, Paul’s Church, Newburyport, Mass.; St. 
James’ Church, Woonsocket, R. I.; St. John’s Church, Lowell, Mass.; St. 
John’s Church, Lawrence, Mass.; St. Andrew’s Church, Harlem, N. ‘Y.; 
in South Framinham, Mass., twice ; in Randolph, Mass,, twice; in Haver- 
hill, Mass., once ; and in Lowell, Mass., four times. 

At six of these services the Holy Communion was administered to 
deaf-mutes, and at one, two deaf-mutes were confirmed. Two of them 
were combined services, at which I spoke to hearing congregations about 
our work.

I have made numerous pastoral calls in New York and elsewhere, and 
have otherwise ministered to deaf-mutes in the usual variety of ways. .

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Extract fromthe Tenth Annual Address of Rev. StmpHEN F’. Houmes, 
Rector of Trinity Church, Mount Vernon, N. Y., January 13th, 1889. 


“Our deaf-mute friends are still associated with the parish, though we 
do not see them at the services as often as we would desire. A lay 
reader rendered services in signs for them on the Sunday afternoons of the 
29th of January and the 26th of February—while on Palm Sunday, the 
25th of March, just before the regular evening service, Dr. Gallaudet gave 
them a brief service and lecture and then interpreted the service which 
followed. 

On the afternoon of May 16th, he went with me fo Yonkers to baptize 
a child of deaf-mutes who are under my pastoral care, and on the evening 
of that day he signed the confirmation service for some seven deaf-mutes 
who were present. On the 1st of December, again Dr. Gallaudet was with 
me to interpret the funeral services over the remains of Mrs. Catharine L. 
Redmond, one of our most devout deaf-mutes, who had passed peacefully 
away on the evening of the 29th of November preceding. 

The 4th Sunday in Advent also, the 28d of December ; in the evening 
the deaf-mutes had the pleasure of having a service interpreted for them 
and on the following day Dr. Gallaudet went with me to baptize another 
child—the child of a deaf-mute. 

I have in anticipation a visit from the Rey Mr. Chamberlain, the 
assistant of the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, on the 1st Sunday in February, to in- 
terpret the communion office for our deaf-mute friends, at the conclusion of 
which he proposes to give them a brief service in signs. I trust all our 
deaf-mute parishioners will seek to be present on that day.”

In conformity with the provisions of the Act entitled ‘‘ An Act for the 
Incorporation of Benevolent, Charitable, Scientific and Missionary Societies,” 
passed the 12th day of April, 1848, and the several Acts amendatory thereof

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Its central office 
shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 


Its members shall-consist of those persons paying two dollars and up- 
wards a year towards its support, who shall be elected at any regular meet- 
ing of the Trustees. Any person paying one hundred dollars at one time 
shall be eligible to life membership. 


ARTICLE IIT. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction and management 
of a Board of twenty-five Trustees, to be elected annually, as hereafter pro- 
vided. The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who shall be elected annually by the 
said Board from their own number, and shall also be officers of the said 
Board. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The Board of Trustees shall hold stated meetings at least once in three 
months, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven Trus- 
tees shall form a quorum for the transaction of business, except that no 
purchase, lease, or sale of real estate shall be made, unless two-thirds of the 
whole number shall be present at the meeting at which it is ordered. The 
Board shall have power to make By-laws for its own government and for 
the government of the officers, and to alter and amend the same, and may 
fill any vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 

Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called by the 
President or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the 
Trustees ; but when special meetings are called, the time and place of 
meeting and the subject proposed to be considered shall be previously noti- 
fied to the members, and no other subject shall be discussed or acted upon 
at such meetings. ; 

ARTICLE V. 

The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Wednesday evening of 
October. At this meeting the Society shall elect by ballot twenty-five 


_ Trustees, who shall hold office for the ensuing year, and until their succes- 


sors are appointed. 
At the first stated meeting of the Board after the annual meeting of the 
Society, the officers specified in Article III shall be chosen by ballot from 
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among the members of said Board, and shal] continue in office until their 
successors are appointed. 

The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, a report 
of the proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in relation 
to the funds and property of the Society, and information relative to the 
objects of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Constitution shall not be altered unless it be at an annual meeting 
of the members of the Society, and two-thirds of the member then present 
consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 


BY-LAWS. 


1. The President, First and Second Vice-Presidents, Secretary and 
Treasurer, shall faithfully perform the duties usually intrusted to such 
officers. 

2. The Trustees shall have power to appoint, by resolution, from time 
to time, such Special Committees as may be necessary to accomplish most 
effectually the objects of the Society. 

3: The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall 
be to take the general oversight of the various departments of work which 
shall be adopted to improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult 
deaf-mutes. They shall also have power to appoint assistants to the Gen- 
_ eral Manager, and to fix the salaries which shall be paid to the General 
Manager and assistants. 

4. The General Manager shall be subject to such a as the 
Trustees may adopt for his guidance, and shall present a written report of 
his work at every stated meeting of the Trustees. 

5. With the consent of the ‘‘ Rector, Church-Wardens and Vestrymen 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York,” the meet- 
ings of the Trustees shall be held in the said church. 

6. At the meetings of the Trustees, the following shall be the order of 
proceedings, viz : 

Devotions. 

Reading of the minutes. 
Communication from the officers. 
Report of the General Manager. 
Reports of Committees. 
Miscellaneous business, 
Adjournment. 


7. Alteration of these By-laws proposed at one meeting can be 
adopted at the next by a two-thirds vote of the Trustees present, but by 
unanimous consent at a regular meeting without previous notice.

The experience of another year’s work afford substantial 
evidence that our Society is fulfilling the object which led 
to its incorporation in October, 1872. Its operations 
has reached a large number of deaf-mutes who have left 
school to engage in the serious battle of life, and proved 
a comfort and benefit to them. 

Our missionaries have held sign services in upwards of 
forty different places in the Dioceses of New York, Long 
Island, Albany, Newark, Connecticut, Rhode Island, Mas- 
sachusetts, New Hampshire, Vermont and Maine. We 
return our sincere thanks to the Rectors and people in these 
Dioceses who have remembered us on the 12th Sunday 
after Trinity, or on some other more convenient day. We 


trust that the way will open for others to extend to us 


the helping hand. 

Our missionaries have found employment for many, they 
have aided the sick and needy, they have provided decent 
burials for the dead, and have given counsel to those who 
have sought their advice. Without this constant, patient, 
persevering, pastoral work a large number of deaf-mutes 
would become vagrants and objects of charity to the com- 
munity. We feel that in sustaining our missionaries in 
these attempts to improve the temporal and spiritual wel- 
fare of adult deaf-mutes, we are making a better use of the 
money entrusted to us than in simply distributing it to the 
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afflicted and distressed. It isa comfort and help to deaf- 


mutes to bring them into pastoral relations. 

We ask our patrons and friends to read the accompanying 
reports from the Gallaudet Home and the missionaries, that 
they may more fully realize the force of these general obser- 
vations. 

We are always hoping for legacies and special gifts. 
Persons who contribute One Hundred Dollars, and thus 
become Life Members, encourage us greatly. Legacies may 
be left to “The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes,” for the 
general purposes of the Society, or in trust for “ The Gal- 
laudet Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes.” We are 
sure that all our friends and contributors will unite in 
heartily thanking Mr. Junius S. Morgan, of London, for his 
most timely gift of $1.000 to the Gallaudet Home. It 
brought joy to many hearts and held up the hands of those 
who have striven to place this Home on a sure foundation. 
We are grateful to the Board of Supervisors of Dutchess 
County for their appropriation of $500 to the Home. The 
Home has had ten female and thirteen male inmates. Two 
have become blind since their education as deaf-mutes, 
several have imperfect sight, some are crippled and several 
have passed the limits of three score and ten. The Holy 
Communion has been celebrated in the Chapel monthly, 
and most of the members of the household have received 
the Holy Mysteries. The Board of Lady Managers has 
accomplished satisfactory results in their kind and judicious 
oversight. Upon the resignation of Mrs. Ross they ap- 
pointed Miss Ada Magee to be the Matron, The latter 
has done well in her trying and self-sacrificing position. All 
the friends of the Home will ever bear her most useful 
services in grateful remembrance. Her resignation takes 
effect November ist, and she will be succeeded by Miss H. 
H. Bishop. - 

After two years and several months earnest and suc- 
cessful labor as Manager of the Home, Mr. Clement R. 
Thomson has recently resigned that positior. He has also 
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withdrawn from the Board of Trustees. While we part 
with him officially with heartfelt regret, we trust that his 
interest in our work will continue. By his exertions the 
mortgage on the Home was reduced from $15.000 to $8.000. 
He made it bright and comfortable by repairs and improve- 
ments for which he generously provided the means. His 
name will always be gratefully remembered as one of the 
prominent benefactors of the Home. ‘ 

Mr. Gardner has again encouraged us by his management 
of the farm. 

No appointment of Manager will be made. The ladies 
are authorized to take charge of the domestic affairs of the 
Home on and after the 1st of November, 1889. Donations 
for the support of the inmates can be sent directly to their 
Treasurer, Miss E. P. Nelson, 33 Cannon Street, Pough- 
keepsie. Our Standing Committee will take the general 
oversight of the Home, with Mr. E. H. Currier as Treasurer 
for the farm. 

We return our hearty thanks to Mr. W. J. Nelson for 
conducting religious services in the Chapel, and to Dr. J. M. 
Cornell and Dr. W. Baxter, of Wappinger’s Falls, for their 
attentions to the inmates who needed medical advice. 

We trust that the mortgage of $8.000 upon the Home 
and farm will soon be cancelled, and that we may then have ' 
a separate building for the men, which may be so planned 
as to accommodate a much needed laundry. This Home is 
one of our most important departments. For the present 
it is limited to deaf-mutes of the State of New York. It is 
supported by charitable contributions. It should have 
accommodations not only for the aged and infirm, but also 
for those who need some training in manual labor after they 
leave school and before they really try to support them- 
selves. if 

We appreciate the co-operation of all who contributed to 
the success of the Lawn Party in June, who have sustained 
Mr. A. A. Barnes as Treasurer of “ The Gallaudet Home 
Society of Deaf-Mutes,” and who have made exertions of 
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other kinds to aid us in caring for this first and only refuge 
for disabled deaf-mutes in the world. The last encouraging 
effort was made by the Daughters of the King, in St. James 
Church, Newtown, Long Island. They hada Fair on the 
25th of October, in the Rectory, and sent us $60. 

During the summer our General Manager visited several 
of the missions to adult deaf-mutes in Ireland and Great 
Britian. He preached to various congregations, and gave 
them the information which was needed to make these mis- 
sions more effective. The friends of deaf-mutes here and 
abroad were thus brought nearer together in their sympathies 
and prayers. 

While we are an independent corporation, we take pleasure 
in acknowledging our intimate association with St. Ann’s 
Church for Deaf-Mutes and their hearing friends, and for 
the many favors and helps we have received from its clergy 
and people. 

Again we ask for the prayers and support of all to whom 
knowledge of our work may come.

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QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 


At the Meeting of the TrusTEBS, WEDNESDAY EVENING, 
JANUARY 30th, 1889. 


On seven of the Sundays in the three months just passed, 1 conducted 
the afternoon sign services in St. Ann’s Church, New York. I interpreted 
at other services, including those of Thanksgiving, Christmas, and Wednes- 
day evenings during Advent. Sunday,January 6th, being Epiphany, we had 
a celebration of the Holy Communion at the afternoon service for deaf-mutes. 
On other Sundays I held sign services in 8t Paul's Church, Albany; Zion 
Church, Palmyra ; All Souls’ Church for the Deaf, Philadelphia; the Gal- 
laudet Home; Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston; All Saints’ Memorial 
Church, Providence. I have made addresses in relation to our work in 
Grace Church, West Farms ; Christ Church, Tarrytown; Trinity Church, 
New Rochelle; St. James’ Church, New York; at the 16th Anniversary 
of our Society, December 16th ; Trinity Church, Mount Vernon; St. John’s 
Memorial Church, Cambridge ; the Church of the Messiah, Boston; and 
the Church of the Redeemer, Providence. I also spoke on our work at the 
meeting of the clergy of Boston and vicinity in the Episcopal Rooms, on 
Monday forenoon, January 14th. I gave a lecture on the Sign Language 
on Friday, January 18th, at the Monroe College of Oratory, in Boston, On 
the evenings between Sundays, January 13th and 20th, I addressed deaf- 
mutes in Boston, Lynn, Lowell, Beverly, Worcester and Providence. On 
Monday evening, January 21st, I held a combined service in Christ Church, 
Hartford. I visited the School for Deaf-Mutes which my father founded, 
and attended the 250th Anniversary of the adoption of the Written Consti- 
tution of Hartford, Windsor and Wethersfield. In November I held week- 
night services for deaf-mutes in St. Paul’s Guild Rooms, Troy; in Trinity 
Chapel, Buffalo; St, Luke’s Chapel, Rochester; and St. Paul's Church, 
Syracuse. On December 8th, I took part in the consecration of All Soul’s 
Church for the Deaf, in Philadelphia, and on the following Monday and 
Tuesday attended the Fifth Conference of Church Workers among Deaf- 
Mutes. Ihave attended meetings of the Directors of the New York Institute 
for Deaf-Mutes, Vestry of St. Ann’s, Executive Committee of the Gallaudet 
Home, Guild of Silent Workers, and the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes So- 
ciety. Ihave baptized three children, each having deaf-mute parents. I 
have married a couple of deaf-mutes, and two couples, the bridegrooms 
being deaf-mutes. I have officiated at the funeral of one deaf-mute. I 
have aided deaf-mutes in various ways December 24th I put on file in the 
County Clerk’s Office, a sworn statement in relation to the Church Mission 
to Deaf-Mutes. On Tuesday evening, in Chickering Hall, I announced that 
Lhad received $11,000 to pay off the mortgage of St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER, 


WEDNESDAY EVENING, APRIL 24th, 1889. 


During the three months ending this evening, I have conducted the ser- 
vices for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church on eight Sunday afternoons. On Eas- 
ter afternoon we had a celebration of the Holy Communion, at which fifty 
received. On Sunday afternoon, February 17th, having on the preceding 
evening attended a Festival in the Parish House, I conducted service in St. 
Paul’s Church, Albany. I have spoken on our work in St. Chrysostom’s 
Church, New York; Zion Church, Dobbs Ferry; and Chapel, Hastings ; 
Trinity College, Hartford; Calvary, Heavenly Rest and Archangel, New 
York ; and Trinity Church, Mt. Vernon. I have interpreted at several 
services during Lent in St. Ann’s, and on Good Friday conducted a sign 
service at 4P.m. I spoke on our work to the students of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary, New York, Tuesday evening, February 19th. I held a 
service for the inmates of our Home on Friday evening, February 15th. I 
have given several Lectures on the Sign Language on Friday evenings, in 
‘the Guild Rooms of St. Ann’s Church. On, Tuesday evening, February 
12th, I interpreted Dr. Valentine's Lecture on Central America, with Stereo- 
scopic Views, in the Guild Room of St. Ann’s Church. The proceeds 
were devoted to the Home for Deaf-Mutes. I have attended the Executive 
Committee meetings of the Home, Vestry meetings of St. Ann’s Church 
and meetings of the Directors of the New York Institute for Deaf-Mutes, 
I have married two couples of deaf-mutes, and baptised a child of deaf- 
mutes. I have been busy with deaf-mutes needing attention and ad- 
vice, getting employment for several. I have conducted a large corres- 
pondence in relation to work among deaf-mutes in various parts of the 
countiy. I have tried to raise the money necessary for the support of all 
the work our Society has undertaken. I am thankful to report that St. 

- Ann’s Church, the founder of all that has been accomplished for adult 
deaf-mutes in our country, has been freed from its mortgage debt.

TWO QUARTERLY REPORTS OF THE GENERAL 
MANAGER. 


Since the meeting of the Trustees, on Wednesday evening, April 24th, 

1889, I have officiated on several Sundays at the 2:45 p.m. services for deaf- 
mutes, in St. Ann’s Church, New York. I have also held combined services 
and delivered addresses in relation to our work in the Church of the Inter- 

_ cession and St. Andrew’s, New York; Church of the Ascension, Washington; 
Christ Church, Holy Comforter and St. Paul’s, Poughkeepsie ; St. John’s, 
Kingston; Holy Spirit, Rondout; St. Mark’s, Brooklyn; Trinity, Syracuse; 
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Trinity, Mt. Vernon; St. James’, Goshen ; St. Luke’s, Rochester; Zion 
Church, Palmyra; and St. Paul’s Church, Albany. 

At 3:30 p.m., May 15th, lL interpreted for the Rt. Rev. Bishop Potter, 
who confirmed six of the inmates at the Home. 


I have visited the New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes, those in Roches- 
ter and Rome, and the National Deaf-Mute College in Washington. I have 
lectured for deaf-mutes in New York and Troy. I have married several 
couples, and ministered to deaf-mutes in other ways. I have written many 
letters for deaf mutes and those interested in their welfare. 


On the 26th of June I was present at the unveiling of the monument 
which the Deaf-Mutes of the United States had erected to my father, on the 
Campus of the National College for Deaf-Mutes in Washington. 


On the 29th of June I sailed for Europe on the Aurania. I had for 
fellow passengers twenty deaf-mute gentlemen, who were on their way to 
attend the International Congress of Deaf-Mutes, to be held in Paris, 
July 10th. As we passed through London, Dean Bradley welcomed us to 
Westminster Abbey. We had also an interesting reception in the Lecture 
Room of St. Saviour’s Church, Oxford Street. After attending the sessions 
of the Paris Congress, and interpreting a service at the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, I passed several weeks in efforts to encourage the missions to 
adult deaf-mutes in some of the cities of Ireland, Scotland and England. 
It was a great privilege to become acquainted with several of the Bishops 
and Rectors who were interested in these missions. On Sunday, September 
1st, I was the guest of the Dean of Manchester. I preached in several 
Churches, and two Cathedrals; in relation to work among deaf-mutes. I 
was thankful for the interviews which I had with Dr. Stainer in London, 
Miss Tredennick and Mr. Maginn in Belfast, Mr. Hewson in Dublin, Dr. 
Buxton in Manchester, Mr. Russell in Wolverhampton, Mr. Healy in 
Liverpool, Mr. Henderson in Glasgow, Mr. Paul in Kilmarnock, and Mr. 
Fraser in Edinburgh. I visited the Institutions for Deaf-Mutes in Paris, 
Glasgow, Birmingham and Liverpool. On every occasion I explained the 
importance of these missions to adult deaf-mutes, and the necessity of cul- 
tivating the Sign Language for preaching the Gospel to those who are 
deprived of hearing, I reached home safely on the 15th of September, 
with a grateful remembrance of a delightful visit to kind and hospitable 
friends abroad. I shall esteem it a great privilege to commune with them 
again. 

On the 9th of October I attended the Sixth Conference of Church 
Workers among Deaf-Mutes in the United States. It was held in St. Ann’s 
Church, New York. Its sessions continued for three days, and were full 
of interest to all who were present. We had addresses from Mr, H. A. 
Sill on work among men, and from the Rt. Rey. Bishops Talbot and Tuttle 
on the encouragements to continued missionary efforts. The proceedings 
of the Conference will soon be published. Copies of the pamphlet can be 
obtained of the Secretary, Rev. J. M. Koehler, Reading, Pennsylvania. It

GENTLEMEN—Since your last quarterly meeting, I have been engaged 
daily in ministrations of various kinds among deaf-mutes under the direc- 
tion of your General Manager. 

Besides the usual services intrepreted at St. Ann’s, and conducted in 
private and at the bedside of the sick and dying, I have officiated in public 
by means of the Sign Language as follows: six times at the Gallaudet Home; 
eight times at Trinity Chapel, Newark; five times at St. Mark’s Parish 
House, Brooklyn; once in St. Andrew’s Chapel, Harlem; three times at the 
Church of the Intercession; twice at St. Ann’s Church; three times at St. 
Paul’s, Bridgeport, Conn.; three times at St. Paul’s, New Haven, Conn., 
total, thirty-one. I have conducted eighteen Guild meetings and instruction 
classes for the deaf, have solemnized one marriage and one funeral, and 
have administered Holy Baptism nine times, presented two deaf-mutes for 
Confirmation, have made sixty-six visits to deaf-mutes, and thirty-one visits 
to other people on their behalf in the cities of New York, Frooklyn, New- 
ark, Jersey City, Hoboken, Bridgeport and New Haven, 

Our services, held hitherto in Trinity Chapel, Newark, wil] henceforth 
be conducted at Trinity Church, by kind permission of the Rector, the Rev. 
J. Saunders Reed; the deaf-mutes have often expressed their wish for that 
change. 

The new St. Mark’s Church, Brooklyn, is to be first used by our people 
next Sunday, and the deaf-mute residents will have a bright, attractive and 
easily accessible Church in which they may feel perfectly at home, and for 
which they join in appreciation of the Rector's interest in their behalf— 
the Rev. Spencer 8.

GENTLEMEN+On the day of your last meeting I officiated at the 
funeral of a deaf-mute resident of Newark, N. J.; Sunday morning, April 
28th, the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet was present at our newly begun service for 
deaf-mute children of the Institution, in the Church of the Intercession, 
where, during service, he addressed them. The first celebration of the 
Holy Communion for deaf-mutes, in the new St. Mark’s Church, Brooklyn, 
was conducted that afternoon On Sunday, May 12th, I presented four 


- deaf-mutes for confirmation by the Bishop of New York, at St. Ann’s 


Church, interpreting the service. Wednesday, May 15th, interpreted part 
of the Confirmation Service in the Chapel of the Gallaudet Home. May 
22nd, interpreted and told of the Mission’s work at a combined service in 
Christ Church, New Haven; the Rector, the Rev. George B. Morgan, offici- 
ating orally. May 26th, presented nine deaf-mutes for confirmation by the 


_ Bishop of New York, at the Church of the Intercession, interpreting the 


service. On Ascension Day I interpreted at combined service in the same 
Church, the Rector, the Rev. H. Morton Reed, officiating orally. July 7th, 
in the Methodist House of Worship, at Horton, Delaware Co., N. Y., at 
the Pastor’s request, I told of the Mission’s work, August 25th I intro- 
duced the project of a weekly Bible Class for our people of Brooklyn, 
which Mr. Charles E. Green will instruct, the lessons being furnished by 


correspondence. It is hoped that this will bring many of our people in that 
city into more vigorous habits of church life. On Sunday evening, Sept. 
15th, I made an address about our work in Christ Church, Jersey City, the 
Rev. J.S. Moody, Rector. October 9th, 10th and 11th were occupied in 
pane in the Sixth Annual Conference on Church Work Among the 

leaf, held at St. Ann’s Church, New York. October 13th the Rev. Messrs. 
Mann and Turner joined me at our children’s service, in the Church of the 
Intercession, where fifteen deaf boys of the New York Institution were 
admitted to the Guild of the Iron Cross ; Mr. Mann delivered most impress- 
ively the three-fold charge. My public work in the signs may be summa- 
rized as follows: besides interpreting about one-half of the te services 
at St. Ann’s, I have held service at the Gallaudet Home eleven times; the 
Church of the Intercession seventeen times; St. Mark’s Church, Brooklyn, 
nine times; Trinity Church, Newark, eight times; Christ Church, New 
Haven, five times; St. Paul’s Church, Bridgeport, five times; St. Ann’s 
Church, New York, four times. At seventeen of these the Holy Com- 
munion was administered. Number of Baptisms, thirteen. Candidates 
Contirmed, thirteen, exclusive of those presented by your General Manager 
at the Gallaudet Home Funerals, one. Pastoral visits among our people 
have been continued, and many visits have been made to the hearing and 
speaking on behalf of the deaf. Correspondence regarding our work occurs 
almost daily. Ten days of July were spent among the trout streams at the 
head waters of the Delaware, the intervening Sunday being alluded to above. 
With this exception, nearly every day has found me in direct personal in- 
tercourse with deaf-mutes, and every day has furnished its portion of work 
undertaken for their benefit.

HISTORY OF CHURCH WORK AMONG THE DEAF- 
MUTES OF MOUNT VERNON, NEW YORK. 


By tue Rey. SrerHen F. Hotmes, Rector oF Trinrry Cnurcna. 


“Tn the beginning of the year 1881 I was providentially led to call on 

a family where there was a deaf-mute.* I soon learned that there were 

about three others, if not more, in Mount Vernon and its neighborhood, 

and from my associations with the Rey. Dr. Gallaudet several years before 

in the Church work among that afflicted class of people, I conceived the 

| idea of taking advantage of an arrangement I had previously had with that 

¢lergyman to preach for me on the first Thursday evening in the following 

Lenten season, to arrange with him to have portions of the service on the 

occasion rendered by him in signs for their benefit, and also to ask him to 

deliver an address to them in signs. This he kindly did, and also gave the 
assembled congregation some explanation of the sign language. 

At this service, held Thursday evening, March 3d, two deaf-mute young 
men were baptized by Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, and with this service we may 
say Church work among deaf-mutes on the part of this parish was inaugu- 
rated, 

Subsequently a deaf-mute young woman was baptized April 6, 1881, 
and on two occasions a special service, entirely in signs, has been furnished 


*A marriage ceremony was performed by Dr. Gallaudet some time before this in Mount 
Vernon, but [ never met the parties until after the time to which I here allude. 
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them, once by Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, Sunday after Ascension, May 29, 3:80, 
and once again the third Sunday in Advent, December 11th, 2 p.m., by the 
Rey. John Chamberlain, his assistant. Four were confirmed in June last 
(June 17th), and have been admitted to the Holy Communion, and two com- 
municants—man and wife—residing in Yonkers, were consigned to my 
pastoral care by the rector of St. John’s Church, in that place. 

The Rev. Dr. Gallaudet was here several times through that year, and 
interpreted portions of the service for the comfort of such of the deaf-mutes 
who might be present. 

One of these occasions being the 25th anniversary of the incorporation 
of the parish, October 21, when he interpreted the services for them both 
morning and evening. 

I may be pardoned for here giving publicity to a touching note received 
by me in April, 1881, from one of the deaf-mute residing in , written 
a day or two before the amputation of one of his limbs. 


He writes as follows : 


, April 4th, ’81. 
Dear Rev. Mr. Hotmes—I want you to call and see meat my house 
on Tuesday next (to-morrow) before next Wednesday. I am going to have 
an operation on my leg on Wednesday next. I want you to pray God to 
give me strength, and deliver me from danger, I want a blessing from God 
through you, our rector. 
Yours truly, 


In response to this earnest appeal I went the following day, Tuesday, 
and administered the Holy Communion to him and his wife, also a deaf- 
mute, my wife being with me and receiving with them. 

Surely the devout spirit of that young man which led him to turn for 
comfort and strength through the trying ordeal he was about to pass to the 
prayers of the official messenger of Christ and the blessing of God through 
him, is worthy of imitation on the part of us all. 

God’s blessing did rest upon him. The operation was safely performed. 
He steadily improved, and was so far recovered on the day of the Confirma- 
tion in June as to come with his little child of a few months old to have him 
baptized by Rev. Dr. Gallaudet shortly before the service.” 


1882. 


A special service in signs was given on Sunday, April 16, 1882, by the 
Rev Mr. Chamberlain, and the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet interpreted ‘at a com- 
bined service, March 2, and on occasion of the meeting in this parish of the 
then Southern Missionary Convocation, May 2d.~ Further on a visit by Dr 
Gallaudet to Mt. Vernon, October 11, that same year, a‘child of deaf-mute 
parents was baptized at this church, and ‘a special service given in the 
evening at 8 o’clock.

In the year 1883 the Rev. John Chamberlain took a special service in 
signs Sunday afternon of, the 11th of February, and the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet 
interpreted the spoken service on Thursday evening, the 14th of March. 

During the same year, one Thursday evening in Advent, December 13, 
the Rey. Dr. Gallaudet kindly gave the deaf-mutes some instruction in 
the vestry room. , 


1884. 


During Lent, on March 6, 1884, Dr. Gallaudet interpreted the Church 
service, and at a confirmation un the evening of May 24th, he interpreted the 
service and the sermon and address of the then Assistant Bishop. 


1885. 


A special service in signs for the deaf-mutes of the parish and neigh- 
borhood was given by the Rev. Mr. Chamberlain on Sunday afternoon, the 
ith of January, 1885, while on Thursday evening, the 17th of December, 
a service was interpreted for them by the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet. 

The evening of Ascension Day (May 14), 1885, was made interesting to 
the children of the Sunday School and the deaf-mute members of the 


_ parish by the presence of Dr. Isaac L. Peet, principal of the New York 


Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, who on the occasion brought with him 
eight deaf-mute girls and Mr. Jones, one of the professors, who was also a 
deaf-mute. After a brief service, in which the Sunday School took part, 
the girls in unison pictured in signs the Lord’s Prayer and the story of the 
Ascension ; and after an Ascension hymn by the Sunday School they also 
gave in signs, at one time and another during the evening, the twenty-third 
Psalm and the hymns ‘‘ Nearer My God to Thee,” ‘‘ Just As I Am,” and 
“Rock of Ages,” and at the offertory the doxology, ‘‘ Praise God from 
whom all Blessicgs Flow.” Mr. Jones, the professor, also gave during the 
evening most graphic interpretations of the ‘‘ Te Deum” and the ‘‘ Gloria 
Several deaf-mutes were present in the congregation, and the 
evening proved a most enjoyable one tov them as well as to the Sunday 
School. Counting our visitors there were as many as twenty deaf-mutes 
brought together on the occasion, a circumstance unknown before in Mt. 
Vernon. 


1886. 


The Rey. Dr. Gallaudet interpreted the services on Thursday evening 
in Lent, March 11, 1886, on which occasion there were five deaf-mutes 
present, and during the afternoon of that day baptized a child of deaf-mute 
parents. He was also with us on the fourth Sunday evening in Advent 
(December 19th), and interpreted the service for our deaf-mute friends, of 
whom there were six then present in the congregation. 
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1887. 


Twice during this year the deaf-mutes had the opportunity of having 
the services signed for them by the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, and on one occa- 
sion, the 11th of December, the third Sunday in Advent, a deaf-mute lay 
reader, Mr. 8. M. Brown, gave them a service with an address in signs, at 
which six deaf-mutes were present. 


1888. 


Mr. 8. M. Brown rendered services in signs on two further occasions, 
viz., on the Sunday afternoons of the 29th of January, 1888, and the 26th 
of February, while on Palm Sunday, the 25th of March that year, just be- 
fore the regular evening service, Dr. Gallaudet gave them a brief service 
and then interpreted the service which followed. On the afternoon of May 
16th, he went with me to Yonkers to baptize a child of deaf-mutes who are 
under my pastoral care, and on the evening of that day he signed the Con- 
firmation service for some seven deaf-mutes who were present. 

On the 1st of December, again Dr. Gallaudet was with me to interpret 
the funeral services over the remains of Mrs. Catharine L. Redmond, one of 
our most devout deaf-mutes, who had passed peacefully away on x, Ae even- 
ing of the 29th of November preceding. 

The fourth Sunday in Advent, the 23d of December, in the evening, 
the deaf-mutes had again the pleasure of having a service interpreted for 
them, and on the follewing day Dr. Gallaudet went with me to baptize 
another child—the child of a deaf-mute. 


1889. 


On the first Sunday in Februany, being the fourth Sunday after 
the Epiphany (February 8), the Rev. Mr, Chamberlain interpreted the ser- 
vice, including the Holy Communion office, and at the conclusion gave a 
brief service and address in signs. There were four deaf-mutes present, 
three of whom communed. 

On Thursday in Lent, April 4th, in the afternoon, Rev. Dr. Gallaudet 
again visited the family in Yonkers, who are under my pastoral care, and 
had prayers with them, while in the evening he interpreted the services at 
the church for such of the deaf-mutes as were present. 

At the Confirmation on Whitsun Day Evening, June 9th, among the 
candidates presented was a deaf-mute, and in consequence the Rey. Dr. 
Gallaudet was again present and interpreted the services, together with the 
address of Bishop Seymour, who acted for the Bishop of New York. 

It was my pleasure lately, on the ninth Sunday after Trinity, August 
18th, to baptize a child of deaf-mute parents in theafternoon, at the church, 
This makes the sixth child of deaf-mute parentage baptized under the min- 
istration of Trinity Church.

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THE FOLLOWING MINUTEIN RELATION TO THE REV. HENRY 
WINTER SYLE WAS ADOPTED BY THE VESTRY OF ST. 
ANN’S CHUROH FOR DEAF-MUTES, AND THE TRUSTEES 
OF THE CHURCH MISSION TO DEAF-MUTES, NEW YORK, 
AT MEETINGS HELD ON FEBRUARY 3p, 1890. 


On Monday, January 6th, 1890, the Festival of the Epiphany, or the 
Manifestation of Christ to the Gentiles, the Rev. Henry Winter Syle, M.A., 
Pastor of All Souls’ Church for the Deaf in Philadelphia, was borne by the 
angels to Paradise, leaving his co-workers in the Mission to Deaf-Mutes 
throughout our country, and his stricken family, to mourn their irrepar- 
able loss. Our dear departed friend and brother was thoroughly imbued 
with the grand idea of diffusing the Gospel light to the Gentiles, especially 
those with whom he could so deeply sympathize—the silent brethren, who 
had been reached only in these latter days of the Church’s progress. He 
was ordained Deacon in 1876, and Priest in 1888, being the first deaf-mute 
ever received into Holy Orders. His life and character, his counsels and 
labors, his example and influence, were blessed by the Holy Spirit and 
became a benediction and an inspiration, not only to the deaf-mutes under 
his pastoral care, but also to thousands in the United States, Great Britain 
and Ireland. His name will never be forgotton by those who have appre- 
ciated his consecration to the loving service of the compassionate Benefactor 
who once said to a deaf and dumb man, ‘‘ Ephphatha.” 


We pray God to bless, comfort and sustain the sorrowing widow and 
children, and to sanctify this mysterious dispensation to the advancement of 
the spiritual life of the flock thus deprived of the faithful ministrations of 
their shepherd. a 


The funeral of the Rey. Mr. Syle was held in All Souls’ Church for the 
Deaf in Philadelphia, on Thursday, January 9th, and a Memorial service 
on Sunday, February 2d. The Rt. Rev. Bishop Whittaker and several of 
the clergy were present on both occasions. 


The Rev. J. M. Koehler has been called to the pastorate of All Souls’ 
Church for the Deaf in Philadelphia, and has entered on the duties of the 
office.

Rector of St. Paul’s Church, Philipsburg, Pennsylvania, and Vice-Chair- 
man of the Commisson on Church Work among Deaf-mutes in the Dio- 
cese of Central Pennsylvania, officiates occasionally at services for deaf- 
mutes.

Diocesan Missionary and Minister of All Souls’ Church for the Deaf, 2142 
Mount Vernon Street, Philadelphia, holds services in the Dioceses of Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Delaware and Maryland. Mr. James 8. Wells, Lay- 
reader, 649 West Saratoga Street, Baltimore, holds Sunday afternoon ser- 
vices in the Chapel of Grace Church. There is a Bible Class connected 
with the Church of the Ascension, Washington, D. C. 


The Rev. A. W. Mann, 


whose address is 128 Arlington Street, Cleveland, Ohio, itinerates as a Mis- 
sionary among deaf-mutes in thirteen of the Centralwestern and North- 
western Dioceses. 


The Rev. Job Turner, 


whose address is Staunton, Virginia, itinerates as a Missionary among deaf- 
mutes in the Southern Dioceses. 


The Rev. J. M. Koehler, 


whose address is 520 Spring Street, Reading, Pennsylvania, is itinerating 
through Central Pennsylvania, under the direction of a special Commis- 
sion of that Diocese. 
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The Rev. Thomas B. Berry, 


Rector of the Church of the Good Shepherd, Buffalo, New York, holds 
occasional services for deaf-mutes in the Dioceses of Central and Western 
New York. Mr. John C. Acker, Lay-reader, holds services in Rochester. 
Mr. C. Orvis Dantzer has begun work among deaf-mutes in St. John’s 
Church, Buffalo. 


The Rev. S. Stanley Searing, 


Assistant Minister of the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston, has recently 
begun pastoral work among deaf-mutes in Boston and vicinity. His 
address is Huntington House, Cortes Street. 


The Rev. J. H. Cloud 


is connected with the Institution for Deaf-Mutes at Jacksonville, Illinois, as 
Instructor in Gymnastics. By the appointment of the Rev. A. W. Mann, 
he has held sign-services in St. Louis and Hannibal.

Let Thy fatherly hand ever 
be over them; let Thy Holy Spirit ever be with 
them; so that they may learn the truth as it is in 
Jesus, and believe in and rest upon Him as the 
Saviour of their souls, and find in Him that joy and 
peace which the Holy Ghost alone can bestow. Be 
with them, we beseech Thee, in all the trials and 
duties and dangers of this life, and may they so live 
in Thy fear’ and love here, that in the world to come 
they may ever, with open ears, and loving tongues, 
send forth Thy praise in Thy heavenly kingdom. 

Hear us, O Lord God, through Thy Son Jesus 
Christ, to Whom, with Thee, O Father, and Thee, 
O Holy Ghost, be all honor and glory, now and 
forever. Amen.

THE EIGHTEENTH ANNIVERSARY 


Of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes was held in All 
Angel’s Church, 81st Street and West End Avenue, on Sun- 
day evening, November 30th, 1890. The service, as con- 
ducted by the Rev. S. DeLancey Townsend and the Rev. 
Edward H. True, was interpreted by the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet 
and the Rev. Anson T. Colt. Extracts from the Eighteenth 
Annual Report were read, and a general statement in relation 
to the objects of our Society was made by the General Man- 
ager, the Rev. Mr. Colt interpreting for the deaf-mutes, 
who formed a part of the large Congregation.

Twelfth Sunday after Trinity offerings are requested 
from churches and individuals in the Dioceses of New York, 
Long Island, Albany, Central New York, Western New 
York, Newark, Connecticut, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, 
Vermont, New Hampshire and Maine, the field to which 
the Society is now limited, and in which its missionaries 
are holding sign services at upwards of forty different 
places. 

The Guild of Silent Workers meets in the Guild Room of 
St. Ann’s Church on the last Tuesday of the month, at 
8p.M. This Society, through its officers and committees, 
has been instrumental in extending aid to many deaf-mutes 
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and their families in times of trouble. The Secretary is 
Mr. Solomon P. Cornelius, and the Treasurer, Mr. Adolph 
Pfeiffer. 

The Manhattan Literary Association of Deaf-Mutes holds 
meetings on Thursday evenings in the same place. 

One great object of “The Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes”’ is to bring deaf-mutes, after they leave school, into 
pastoral relations. Among the so-called Protestant bodies, 
the Church with its Book of Common Prayer, with its les- 
sons from Holy Scripture systematically arranged, with the 
special teachings of the changing seasons of the ecclesiastical 
year, and with so much that speaks to the eye in its ritual, 
offers advantages that have drawn within its fold large 
numbers of our silent brethren. It is hoped that the 
Rectors will search out the deaf-mutes who are near them 
and invite them to attend service, seeing that persons are 
appointed to show them the places in the Prayer Books and 
Bibles.

PEL I 


In accordance with some changes made in the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws of our Society, our year ended the first 
of October, comprising, this time, eleven months instead of 
twelve. 

With the approval of the Bishops of Western New York 
and Central New York, and the co-operation of the Rev. 
Thomas B. Berry, Rector of the Church of the Good Shep- 
herd, and Mr. C. Orvis Dantser, Lay-reader, Buffalo, our 
Society is now doing missionary work in the five Dioceses 
of the State of New York. This arrangement will give a 
more efficient support to the Gallaudet Home for Aged and 
Infirm Deaf-Mutes, which, for the present, receives inmates 
from this State only. 

Missionary work is also done in the six Dioceses of New 
England, and the Diocese of Newark. In Boston we have 
been greatly aided by the Rev. S. Stanley Searing, Assist- 
ant Minister of the Church of the Good Shepherd. He is 
constantly improving in the use of the sign language, and 
his pastoral work among the deaf-mutes of Boston and 
vicinity is steadily increasing. 

The missionaries officially connected with our Society 
and holding Services for Deaf-Mutes at some fifty different 
places in the Dioceses referred to above, are the Rev. Dr. 
Gallaudet, the Rev. Messrs. Chamberlain, Berry, Colt and 
Searing, and Mr. C. Orvis Dantser. Reference is made to 
their reports for the details of their work. 
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Those connected with other Dioceses are the Rev. Dr. 
Clerc, the Rev. Messrs. Mann, Koehler, Turner and Cloud, 
and Mr. James S. Wells. Reference to their work appears 
in the appendix. 

These brethren are trying to extend the full Gospel sys- 
tem with all its positive institutions among the 40,000 deaf- 
mutes of the United States. It is estimated that they have 
led upwards of 800 to be communicants of’ the Church 
founded by the compassionate Saviour, who, in His earthly 
ministry, said: “ Ephphatha to a deaf and dumb man.” 

The small body of Church Clergymen who are able to 
minister to deaf-mutes, and bring them into pastoral rela- 


tions, sustained a great loss on last Epiphany night, when - 


the Master sent angels to bear to Paradise the Rev. Henry 
Winter Syle, Pastor of All Souls’ Church for the Deaf in 
Philadelphia. Losing his hearing at five years of age, he 
acquired a liberal education under great difficulties. He 
was recognized as a man of remarkable culture, and specially 
fitted to be a Pastor among his silent brethren. He was 
ordained by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Stevens, Deacon in 1876 
and Priest in 1883. Through the self-sacrificing, persevering 
efforts of Rev. Mr. Syle and his wife, All Souls’ Church 
was consecrated in December, 1888. It was then felt that 
he had just begun his life-work at the ripe and mature age 
of 42. But the loving Father, who orders all things for the 
best, saw that his earthly mission was ended. He has been 
succeeded in the pastorate of All Souls’ Church by the Rev. 
J. M. Koehler. 

In addition to holding as many religious Sunday and 
week-night services among deaf-mutes as possible, the mis- 
sionaries of our Society are constantly busy, specially in 
New York City and vicinity, in effortsto promote their tem- 
poral welfare. 

Situations have been secured for many men and women. 
The sick and needy have been visited and aided according 
to their circumstances. The last rites of the Church have 
been performed for those who have passed away. Interpre- 
tation in the courts and other business matters have oc- 
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curred. Without these daily, persevering labors among our 
deaf-mute friends, encouraging them to fight the battle of 
life bravely as Christians, it is feared that many of them 
would have a sad time in their earthly pilgrimage. We are 
thankful, however, to say that the large majority are doing 
well, supporting themselves and their families in various 
lines of business, and occupying the position of intelligent, 
law-abiding citizens. It must be always remembered that 
the deaf-mutes among whom we labor have been educated 
in various institutions, and can all converse with hearing 
persons by writing. Some of them can speak and read the 
lips of those who wish to communicate with them. The 
fact that they can read the English language shows the 
great advantages they have in the liturgical forms of the 
Church which sets forth the Book of Common Prayer and 
uses the Bible by a system of regularly recurring lessons. 
The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes forms an increas- 
ingly important department of our Mission. It now cares 
for eleven female and fourteen male inmates. Four are 
eighty years old and upwards; two have become blind, and 


- several have imperfect sight. Several are crippled and all 


are unable to support themselves. They are most kindly 
cared for, especially by the ladies to whom the domestic 
affairs are entrusted. They have religious services in the 
Chapel and a celebration of the Holy Communion one Sun- 
day a month. Most of the inmates are communicants. 

We return hearty thanks to the thoughtful friends in 
Poughkeepsie ; to the managers and patrons of the Fair in 
Brooklyn; to those who ‘have arranged and_ sustained 
various entertainments; to all who took part in the August 
excursion to Iona Island; to Mr. A. A. Barnes and his asso- 
ciates in the society formed three years ago to aid the 
Home; to those who made the lawn party a success; to 
Drs, Cornell & Baxter, of Wappingers Falls; to Dr. Riley, 
of New York; to Mr. W. J. Nelson for his steadfast interest 
in the Chapel services, and to all others who have in any 
way co-operated in fostering this first and only Home of its 
kind in the world. 
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In the reception of inmates the Home is, for the present, 
limited to the number of twenty-five, coming from the State 
of New York. It is supported by charitable contributions. 
We need $8,000 to pay off the mortgage; we have $255. 
The sum of $1,000 will be received at any time on account 
of this indebtedness. We need also money for new 
buildings. 

Miss Bishop, who has very acceptably discharged the 
arduous duties of Matron for one year, has sent in her resig- 
nation, to take effect on the 1st of November. Mrs. 
Nichoson, of Dansville, N. Y., is expected to be her suc- 
cessor. 

It gives us pleasure to show our appreciation of what has 
been accomplished by the other officers who will remain 
with us in the house and on the farm. Progress has been 
made in the right direction. 

A Mission House in this city would be a great boon to 
hundreds of deaf-mutes who gather here in search of 
employment, 

Our Society was incorporated in October, 1872, under the 
general laws of the State of New York, by the title of 
“The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes.” Legacies can be 
left to it for the general purposes of the Society, or in trust 
for “ The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes.”’

The incidents of especial interest to you are: 


1. A proposition was made by a stone company to purchase a part of the 
property of the Home—the river-front—and it was hoped that such sale 
might be effected, but as yet the company are not willing to accept our 
terms, and the matter rests. 

2. Miss Edson in her will left a bequest of $10,000 to the Home, but 
there is to be a contest by relatives, so we can, at this time, state nothing 
definite in the matter. 

8. Steps were taken by the Lady Managers to secure the erection of a 
fire-escape, but the cost was found to be too great. 

4, With a view to lessen the danger from fire, and eliminate the open 
fires and stoves, proposals were asked for steam and hot-water heating, but 
the cost, $1,182 for one, and $1,085 for the other, and with no funds avail- 
able, compelled the Committee to postpone action. 

5. The laundry has been fully equipped ; a new range and water connec- 
tions made and hydrants for drinking purposes erected, at a cost of 
over $140. 

6. The loan of a horse and wagon for the use of the Home by Mr. P. P. 
Dickinson has been of great service. 

7. The first death in the household occurred in August last, when Mrs. 
Daggett entered into rest. The General Manager, assisted by the Rev. Mr. 
Colt, conducted the funeral services. Her remains, at first deposited in our 
own Cemetery, were later removed by her son to Providence, R. I. 

8. There have been three admissions within the year—Mr. Fox, Mrs. 
Totten and Miss Spear.

To the STANDING COMMITTEE, GALLAUDET Homer: 


According to promise we give you herewith the result of our customary 
visit of inspection to the Home September last We met Rev. A. T. Colt 
on the cars, going to spend Sunday at the Home. He held services in the 
Chapel morning and evening, at which there was a full attendance of the 
inmates, who exhibited, by their earnest attention, a hearty appreciation of 
their opportunity to render thanks to a beneficent Providence for the com- 
fortable home provided by your kind efforts. : 

As to their condition, we can only reiterate the report of former years : 
they present a strong, hearty appearance, notwithstanding their many 
bodily infirmities. Pure air, ample food and exercise has worked wonders 
in the few years they have been here, showing they have really reached a 
haven of peaceful rest, 

We noticed some new-comers, and only regret that our limited accom- 
modations will not permit entrance to the many poor and guffering mutes 
who yet stand knocking at our doors. 

We have to commend the Ladies’ Committee, under the management of 
Mrs. C. M. Nelson, for the success attending their efforts. The interest 
they manifest is apparent in the order and cleanliness that reigns through- 
out the Home. 

Miss Bishop, the Matron, certainly deserves her mead of praise for atten- 
tion to her several duties, the successful results showing plainly on all 
sides. This station is not a bed of roses by any means. These afflicted in- 
mates require constant watchfulness, day and night, and the mental and 
physical strain—this silent monotony—week in and week out, is very wear- 
ing ; therefore we suggest to your Committee the necessity of more variety 
and relaxation as an important factor for the occupant of this position, and 
hope your combined experience will devise some method whereby this can 
be obtained. 

The Home, inside and out, appears to be in good repair and, condition ; 
the laundry is much improved by the additions, but it is entirely too con- 
tracted for the work required of it, and the time is not far distant when it 
must be enlarged. 

We hear with pleasure of the intention to substitute steam-heat for the 
furnace and stoves in the Home, as it will lessen a source of danger much 
to be feared with our deaf-mute inmates, The first cost may appear ex- 
cessive, but the saving in coal, and the increased safety and comfort, will 
repay inthe long run. We have suggestions for an outside iron stairway 
from the long room in the upper floor, for which we have estimates in the 
sum of $250, which we recommend to your consideration as a great and 
needed improvement in the approach and exit from this floor. 

We went over the grounds with Farmer Gardner, and report the roads 
in good condition ; the underbrush and shrubbery well trimmed; in fact, 
the whole place showing an orderly, clean and healthy appearance. 
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The stone abutments to the bridge over the creek, which was getting 
rather unsafe, have been rebuilt, and it is now in a first-class condition, 
The stables and outbuildings are in good order, and the live stock is im- 
proving yearly. The truck farm seems to have done its share, and the 
asparagus bed bas proven a mint, showing the foresight in setting it out, 
and that it deserves all the care and attention given to it to maintain it as a 
source of revenue. Berries haye been quite profitable, but on account of 
the past warm winter, vegetables and fruit all over this section have been 
a failure. 

The trees were loaded with buds and promised a good yield, but the 
frosts destroyed them. From the orchard the apples, pears, quinces, 
grapes and plums will barely suffice for the house use. Hay, on the con- 
trary, has been very prolific, but the large crops have overstocked the mar- 
ket and low prices are consequent. If the matter of boarding horses for 
the winter could be worked up we. could dispose of this surplus crop to 
good advantage, as we have adundant stable room, pasturage, and compe- 
tent help to handle all we could get. Perhaps if you could bring this sub- 
ject to the notice of our wealthy patrons having sick or unused horses, they 
might interest themselves and assist in increasing our income in this way. 

The high price of ice this summer has prevented the use of our creamery, 
consequently the expected profit from this source has been cut off. We 
hope it will not be lost sight of, and think it is worth trying the experiment. 
of selling all the cream gathered and buying the butter needed, instead of 
making it. They use about fifty pounds of butter a month, which, at 30 
cents per pound, would be $180 a year. Now, five quarts of cream daily, 
at 25 cents a quart, would net say $1.00 delivered, or $360 a year. In New 
York it is worth 40 cents a quart. The creamery is large enough and it 
might pay to take on more cows, 


We went over the lime-stone bluffs in the afternoon, and from the im. — 


provements going on in our neighboorhood, and the demand for similar 
property, the time is not far distant when we must realize a good profit 
from this Jand. 

We would not recommend hasty action, as delay is only making it the 
more valuable. 

We need the money badly for new buildings. The necessity for separat- 
ing the sexes and providing asick bay is getting more apparent yearly, as 
our family is weakening by age and will require comforts they can not get 
now. With but slight increase in our expenses we could readily maintain 
double the number of inmates if we had accommodations for them. 

However, the manifest improvement and comfort existing on all sides is 
apparent and induces this report, which we trust you will receive with the 
same appreciation and kindly spirit as the former ones.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER, 


For NovEMBER, DECEMBER AND JANUARY, 


During the last three months I have been constantly occupied in efforts 
to promote the temporal and spiritual welfare of deaf-mutes. On seven of the 
thirteen Sundays I have conducted sign services in St. Ann’s Church, New 
York, and have interpreted on Thanksgiving Day, Christmas, Epiphany 
and other days, at the oral services. On two Sundays I celebrated the 
Holy Communion at the Home and preached at Zion Church, Wappinger’s 
Falls. On Sunday, November 24th, I conducted a sign-service in Zion 
Church, Palmyra, and the next day baptized a couple of deaf-mutes at their 
home a few miles distant. The husband was 85 and the wife 77. On 
Sunday afternoon, December 8th, I enjoyed the first anniversary service of 
All Soul’s Church for the Deaf in Philadelphia. Bishop Whittaker pre- 
sided and celebrated the Holy Communion. Rev. Mr. Koehler was present. 
In the forenoon I had preached in relation to work among deaf-mutes in 
St. Peter’s Church. On Sunday, December 29th, I interpreted for deaf-mutes 
in Christ Church and St. Mark’s Church, Tarrytown. On Sunday, Jan 26th, 
I officiated for deaf-mutes in the forenoon at St. Paul’s Church, Troy, and 
in the afternoon at St. Paul’s Church, Albany. On my way up from New 
York I had stopped at the Home Friday night, and the next morning at 
Vassar Brothers’ Hospital in Poughkeepsie, to see Samuel Moses, one of our 
inmates. Dr. Bayley said he was improving. Having had a short visit 
with Mrs. Nelson and family, I took the 1.40 P. M. train to Troy, where 
T lectured to deaf-mutes in the Guild-room of St. Paul’s Church. 

On Saturday evening, December 7, I lectured before a society of deaf- 
mutes in the Guild-room of All Souls Church for the Deaf. I also lectured 
for the Manhattan Literary Association on Thursday evening, November 
14th. I have attended the meetings of the Executive Committee of the 
Gallaudet Home, the Guild of Silent Workers and Directors of the New 


_ York Institution for Deaf-Mutes. I have looked in at the balls of the M. 


L. A., the League and the Fanwood Social Club. I have worked hard to _ 
get situations for the unemployed, and written many letters connected with 
our general work. On Friday evening, November 22, in St. John’s clergy 
house, Buffalo, I lectured to deaf-mutes. Rey. Mr. Berry and Mr. Dantzer 
were present.

I filed a sworn statement in relation to the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes 
for the year ending with October ist, 1889, in the County Clerk’s office, 
and on the 31st of December placed the manuscript of the seventeenth 
annual report in the hands of the printers. On December 11th I was 
present at the marriage of Mr. Thomson and Miss Magee, performed «by 
Rey. Mr. Colt. On Epiphany night I heard of the death of the Rev. Mr. 
Syle, and on Thursday, December 9th, took part in the touching funeral 
Service at All Souls’ Church for the Deaf in Philadelphia. What an irre- 
parable loss we have sustained !

I spent Sunday, February 2d, in Philadelphia, and at 3.30 P. M in All 
Souls’ Church for the Deaf officiated at the Memorial service of the Rev. 
H. W. Syle. Sunday, the 9th, I spoke on the work of our society in Christ 
Church, New Brighton, and the Church of the Ascension, West Brighton. 

The following Wednesday I reached Boston, and in the evening lec- 
tured for the Gallaudet Deaf-Mute Society. I visited the school for Deaf- 
Mutes in Beverly, and on Friday evening we had a combined service in St. 
Peter’s Church, Beverly. 

Saturday evening I conducted a service for deaf-mutes in the Guild- 
room of St. Stephens’ Church, Lynn. sunday the 16th, I conducted servi- 
ces for deaf-mutes in the Church of the Good Shepherd, Boston, and in 
the evening made an address in relation to our work in Grace Church, 
Newton. 

Sunday, the 23d, I conducted services in the Chapel of the Home, cele- 
brating the Holy Communion. 

Sunday, March 2d, having spent the day in St. Ann’s, N. Y., 1 inter- 
preted the evening service in Trinity Church, Mt. Vernon. Sunday, the 
9th, St. Ann’s. In the evening I preached at the Chapel of the Transfigur- 
ation, and alluded to our Mission. Sunday, the 16th, at St. Ann’s. Sun- 
day, the 23d, at St. Ann’s, In the evening I presented the claims of our 
Society in St. John’s, Yonkers. Sunday, the 30th, at St. Ann’s. 

LT interpreted at several of the services in St. Ann’s during Lent. 

I married a couple of deaf-mutes, baptized a child of deaf-mutes 
’ and officiated at the funeral of a daughter of deaf-mutes. 

I gave information to several reporters of the New York newspapers in 
relation to the sign-language, the education of deaf-mutes, the progress of 
church work among them, and the home for the aged and infirm. 

I procured employment for several deaf-mutes, and visited quite a

For Aprit AND May, 1890. 


Easter-Day, April 6th, I enjoyed all the services of St. Ann’s Church 
for Deaf-Mutes. We celebrated the Holy Communion with our silent 
brethren in the afternoon. 

Sunday, the 13th, at St. Ann’s, the 20th at the Home. Sunday, the 27th, 
at 8.80 P. M., the Bishop of New York held a confirmation service in St. 
Ann’s, Ten deaf-mutes were confirmed (one of whom I had baptized). I 
interpreted. 

Good-Friday evening I preached in St. Paul’s Chapel, N. Y., and 
alluded to the,work among deaf-mutes. 

Tuesday and Wednesday, April 29th and®380th, I was busy in work 
among deaf-mutes in Albany and Troy. 

On Friday, May 2d, I left home for work among deaf-mutes in Phila- 
delphia, Washington and Baltimore. That evening I lectured for the Guild 
in All Souls’ Church for the Deaf in Philadelphia. The following Sunday I 
held a morning service for deaf-mutes in the Sunday-school room of the 
Church of the Ascension, Washington, and afterwards interpreted the 
Holy Communion service in the church. In the afternoon I officiated in 
the chapel of the National College fur Deaf-Mutes, and in the evening a 
devotional meeting of the students. On Tuesday evening I lectured on my 
last trip to Europe and on Wednesday afternoon enjoyed the Presentation- 
Day exercises of the College. On Thursday evening we had a combined 
service in the Church of the Ascension. On Friday evening I lectured for 
the deaf-mutes of Baltimore at the school in West'Saratoga street. — 

Sunday, May 11th, at 11 A. M., I preached in Grace Church, Baltimore, 
alluding to our Mission. At 8 P. M. we had the Holy Communion service 
for deaf-mutes. In the evening I preached in St. Mary’s Church and 
spoke of our work. . Sunday, the 18th, at St. Ann’s, 

Sunday, the 25th, I was ill at home. 

On the evening of Ascension Day, May 15th, I interpreted the service 
and sermon. 

May 20th and 21st I visited the Fair held by the deaf-mute ladies of 
Brooklyn in the Parish Building of St. Mark’s Church, Adelphi street, 
for the benefit of the Gallaudet Home for the aged and infirm. 

During these two months I was busy in the usual details of my posi- 
tion, trying among other things to collect money for the general purposes 
of our Society and the support of the Home.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER, 
For Junn, Juty, August AND SEPTEMBER, 1890. 


During these four months I conducted the services for deaf-mutes in 
St. Ann’s Church, N. Y., on eleven Sundays—Rev. Messrs. Chamberlain 
and Colt officiating on the other Sundays. I made a special appeal for 
our Society. including the Home, on the 12th Sunday after Trinity, 
August 24th. 

Sunday, June 8th, [ preached at the morning service in St. Mark’s 
church, Malone, and in the afternoon we had a combined service which was 
attended by the officers and pupils of the Northern New York Institution 
for Deaf-mutes. In connection with this visit I lectured twice in the chapel 
of the Institution, examined the classes, and made a report at the closing 
exercises of the session on Tuesday, June 10th. 

On Saturday, June 21st, I was busy at the Home in making out the 
census returns of the inmates. 

Sunday, June 22d, I conducted services in the chapel of the Home, 
and in the evening preached in the Church of the Holy Comforter, Pough- 
keepsie. The next day I baptized a deaf-mute man and his two children 
in Poughkeepsie. : 

Sunday, July 20th, I preached in Trinity Church, Asbury Park, and 
alluded to our Mission to Deaf-mutes. 

Sunday, July 27th, I conducted services at the Home. , 

Sunday, August 17th, I preached and celebrated the Holy Commun- 
ion in St. Peter’s Church, Dansville, N. Y. In the afternoon at Granger’s 
Hall, and in the evening at the church, I made addresses in relation to the 
work among deaf-mutes. The next afternoon I spoke on this work in the 
chapel of the Sanitorium. : 

From Dansville I proceeded to Buffalo to act as interpreter for the 
Convention of the Empire State Society of Deaf-mutes. On Tuesday even- 
ing we had a combined service in St. John’s Church at which I baptized a 
child of deaf-mutes. 

On Saturday and Sunday, August 30th and 31st, I was in attendance 
on a convention of the Maine Mission to Deaf-Mutes, which was held in 
Rockland On Sunday we had the Holy Communion service in St. Peter’s 
Church at 9 4.m,and Evening Prayer with sermon at3pPp.m. At 10.30 
A.M. I interpreted the sermon of Rev. Mr. Roberts at the Baptist church and 
in the evening I spoke in the Congregational church, interpreting a short 
address by the pastor, Rev. Mr. Hatch, and then giving a detailed account 
of what has been done for deaf-mutes in our country, touching briefly and 
as gracefully as possible on the advantages which educated deaf-mutes 
have in the church which uses the Book of Common Prayer. 
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Sunday, September 21st, I made an appeal for the Church Mission to 
Deaf-Mutes in St. James’ Church, Goshen. The offerings amounting to 
$130 were appropriated to the support of our Society. 

On Tuesday, June 17th, having assisted in examining the classes, I 
attended the closing exercises of the session at the New York Institution 
for Deaf-Mutes with which I have been connected first as a teacher, and 
then as a director for many years. 

On Thursday, June 19th, I attended the encouraging and enjoyable 
Lawn Party at the Home. It was given by our Board of Lady Managers 
and was a success. 

l attended the Pic-nics of the German Charity Society of Deaf-Mutes 
and the Deaf-Mutes Union League. I regretted that it was out of my 
power to accompany the Brooklyn Society of Deaf-Mutes on their excur- 
sion, though I saw them off from an East River dock. 

On my way to Dansville and Buffalo, I visited a friend in Palmyra. I 
called on the aged deaf-mute couple whom I had baptized some months 
before and had prayer with them. 

On Saturday, August 28rd, at 8 P. m., I was present at the opening of 
the International Convention of the Instruction of Deaf-Mutes in the 
Chapel of the New York Institution. As the representative of our Board 
of Directors, I made a short address. It was my privilege to conduct the 
closing devotions of this Convention on the following Wednesday evening. 

On Tuesday, August 26th, at 11 a. m., inthe Chapel of our Home, Rev. 
Mr. Colt and I officiated at the funeral of Mrs. Daggett, an inmate, who 
was nearly eighty years of age. She was a communicant of the church. 
She passed away peacefully on the afternoon of the 12th Sunday after 
Trinity, knowing more fully than ever before the meaning of our Saviour’s 
gracious word—‘‘ Ephphatha.” 

On Wednesday, September 10th, I was present at the beginning of the 
session of the New York Institution. 

During these four months I have been busy in other ways among deaf- 
mutes in New York and vicinity. [I have baptized a deaf-mute man. I 
have married five couples of deaf-mutes. I have attended one silver wed- 
ding. I have given the Holy Communion to asick man. I have found 
situations for several. I have written many letters for those who have come 
to me in special needs. I have attended meetings of the Guild of Silent 
Workers and also those of the Executive Committee of the Home. I was 
very thankful that the grand excursion to Iona Island on Wednesday, 
August 27th, for the benefit of the Home, proved so successful. It was a 
memorableday. The Committee in charge did well, and their exertions were 
appreciated by the large and happy company who responded to their call. 

In presenting this last report of the Society’s year, the undersigned de- 
sires to acknowledge gratefully all the helps and encouragements he has 
received in trying to promote the temporal and spiritual welfare of our 
silent brethren. ,

GENTLEMEN.—Allow me to report my official services for the last 
quarter of the year ending September 30th, 1890. 

I officiated for deaf mutes at public services seven times at St. Ann’s 
Church, New York City ; twice each at the Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Boston, Mass., St. Luke’s Cathedral, Portland, Maine, and St. Peter’s 
Church, Port Chester, New York ; and once each at St. Mark’s Church, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., Trinity Church, Syracuse, N. Y., and the Cathedral, 
Montreal, Canada, and in a hall in Lynn, Mass., and held a cottage service 
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in Worcester, Mass. At two of these services the Holy Communion was 
celebrated, «nd two were combined services at which I addressed congre- 
gations of hearing people on behalf of our work. I also addressed a Sun- 
day school in Montreal in relation to our work, and addressed in signs the 
pupils of the Mackay Institute, a school for the deaf in the same city. I 
celebrated Holy Communion in the sick room of a deaf-mute woman in 
Boston, Mass., and married a deaf-mute couple in Brooklyn, N. Y. I 
served in a court in New York City as interpretor for a deaf-mute man 
who was charged with petty larceny. It was apparently a case of mistaken 
identification and he was released.

Besides the ministrations. thus enumerated I frequently interpreted 
parts of the daily services at St. Ann’s Church, N. Y. I have given much 
time to efforts to secure employment for deaf-mutes ; to visiting them at 
their homes ; to a variety of individual ministrations, and to correspond- 
ence. 

The greater part of the time covered by this report my services were 
required in connection with St. Ann’s Parish, New York, so that I did less 
traveling than usual. I took two brief vacations of nine days each, includ- 
ing, of course, two Sundays.

In the Dioceses of New York, Albany, Long Island, and New Jersey, 


and those in New England, the spiritual wants of the deaf are looked 


after and cared for by the Church Mission to Deaf Mutes, of which Rev. 
Dr. Gallaudet isthe manager. All the dioceses in Pennsylvania, the South, 
and the Middle and Western States as far as the Dakotas, lowa and Mis- 


- souri have their Missionaries to the Deaf. 


Rev. J. M. Koehler,* the Rector of All Soul’s Church for the Deaf, 
Philadelphia, does Missionary work in Central Pennsylvania and neighbor- 
ing dioceses. In his church alone there are 135 deaf communicants. Rev. 
Job Turner* itinerates in the Southern dioceses, and Rev. A. W. Mann* 
in the Western dioceses ; 

‘These Missions to the Deaf are absolutely necessary because of the 
peculiar condition in which the deaf-mute is found after leaving school. 
At school he is in very exceptionable cases taught anything about the 
Church, This is so because of the ‘‘non-sectarian’’ character of the 
Institutions for the Deaf. After leaving school, he therefore very seldom, 
if ever, goes to church, obviously because he gains no spiritual benefit 
therefrom. 

The object of these Missions is to teach the deaf about the Church, and 
bring them into pastoral relations. 

It is well recognized, even by those outside the Church, that ‘‘our” 
Church is peculiarly fitted for the deaf person. By means of the Prayer 
Book, he is enabled to worship in common with hearing persons and be 
spiritualy benefited. The symbolical character of our vestments and hang- 
ings and ceremonials, as well as the teachings of the changing seasons of 
the Ecclesiastical year, speak to the deaf in a silent language—in a word, it 
appeals to the eye. Because of this fact, large numbers of the deaf have 
of their own free will come into the Church. ; 

Here in Central and Western New York little has been done of late, 
though a few years ago, the Rev. Thomas Berry now and then held sign- 
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services for their benefit. This he does not find opportunity to do now, as ~ 
his work as a parish priest calls for all his time. 

Recently, Mr. C. O. Dantzer,* of Buffalo, began work in the two 
dioceses. For the past year he has conducted a Bible Class for Deaf- 
Mutes in the Clergy House of St. John’s Church, Buffalo ; and held ser- 
vices in the sign-language in St. John’s, St. Paul’s and St. James’ Churches, 
Buffalo ; St. Luke’s, Rochester; St. Peter’s, Geneva ; St. Paul's, Syracuse; 
Zion’s, Rome; Trinity, Utica ; and during a visit in the west, in St. Paul’s, 
Evansville ; Christ Church, Indianapolis ; Grace Church, Cleveland ; and 
and St. Paul's, Erie. 

It is proposed to continue the services in the two dioceses, but at pres- 
ent the Missionary Funds are not in such a condition as to warrant the 
bestowal of any amount on the Deaf-Mute Mission of these parts. In 
order to keep up the work in the meantime, an appeal is now made to inter- 
ested persons for offerings or donations. ! 

They may be sent to C. O. Dantzer, 447 Elk Street, Buffalo, N. Y., by 
whom they will be thankfully acknowledged. 

The work of the Mission has the endorsement of Bishops A. C. Coxe

Report of the Rev. Thomas B. Berry, 


RECTOR OF THE CHURCH OF THE GOOD SHEPHERD, Burraxo, N. Y. 


The Rev. Mr. Berry reports that he assisted at a service for deaf-mutes 
in 8t. John’s Church, Buffalo, during the Convention of the Empire State 
Association in August, 1890; held one service for deaf-mutes in the Church 
of the Good Shepherd ; baptized two infants of deaf-mute couples and 
three adult deaf-mutes, and secured for Vr. Dantzer, lay-reader, $25 worth 
of books from the Washburn Memorial Committee. Rev. Mr. Berry hopes 
to do more for the Mission to Deaf-Mutes in the future. He is aiding Mr. 
Dantzer in making his appointments tor services among deaf-mutes. He 
reports having received $35 from St Paul’s Church, Buffalo, to help him 
in this important pastoral work among deaf-mutes.

My Dear Dr, GALLAupET.—During the past year I have seen my 
way open up very slowly, but surely. At the outset I had many diffi- 
culties to contend with, chief among which were the ideas that were held 
of the Church by the deaf residing in this city. 

I began with a Bible class of seven deaf-mutes. In February last I 
was licensed as a lay-reader. At first | confined my work to Buffalo, with 
very little apparent encouragement, and I was about to abandon my work 
in despair, but after a little more patience I began to see my work 
appreciated. 

Recently I have extended my work to other cities in the dioceses of 
Central and Western New York. and the services were apparently well 
appreciated, even by those outside the Church. The outlook at present is 
very encouraging for the Church. There are about a dozen preparing for 
confirmation in the two dioceses and the attendance at services have 
averaged thirty deaf-mutes. 

Services have been held at the following churches ; St. John’s, Buffalo 
(21 times) ; St. Paul’s, Buffalo (5) ; St. James, Buffalo (5); Church of the 
Good Shepherd, Rev. T. B. Berry, Rector (2) ; Christ Church, Indianapolis 
(1); St Paul’s, Evansville (1); Grace Church, Cleveland, with Rev. Mr. 
Mann (1) ; St. Paul’s, Erie (1) ; St. Luke’s, Rochester (8) ; St. Paul’s, Syra- 
cuse (2); Zion’s, Rome (2); Trinity, Utica (2), and St. Peter’s, Geneva (1).

Report of the Rev.S. Stanley Searing. 


CuurRcH or THE Goop SHEPHERD, Boston, December 27th, 1890. 
My Dear Dr. GartaupEer.—You ask me for something by way of 
report regarding the religious work among the deaf-mutes of Boston and 
vicinity which I may have done during the past year. Every fourth Sun- 
day in the month it is my custom to preach (or interpret) a sermon in the 
sign language. I have made a number of calls in sickness and at other 
times and have greatly enjoyed all that I have done in behalf of such 
work. I have attended several funerals (out of town) and have married 
two couples. I wish heartily that I were able to give more time to house 
visiting, but during the past six months my time has been very much 
taken up with other duties in connection with parochial matters. I expect 
to give my third annual reception to the mutes of Boston and vicinity the 
coming January, and shall hope to meet many whom I have not had the 
opportunity of seeing before. The church on Cortes street is the meeting 
place of the Gallaudet Society, and the ‘‘Good Shepherd” people are

ARTICLE TI. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 
Its central office shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 


Its members shall consist of the Trustees and such contributors to its 
support as may be elected by the Society at its annual meeting. 

The Trustees shall also have power to elect members of the Society at 
a regular meeting. 

Any person paying One Hundred Dollars at one time shall be eligible 
to life membership. 


ARTICLE III. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction, management and 
control of a Board of twenty-five trustees, the Bishop of New York being 
ex-officio the President. ‘ ! 

The remaining twenty-four members of the Board shall be divided into 
three classes of eight each. The members of each class shall hold office 
for the term of three years and until their successors are appointed. Hight 
Trustees to be elected annually by ballot. 


ARTICLE IY. 


The office of the Society shall consist of a President, the Bishop of 
New York ev-officio; two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who 
shall be elected at the annual meeting of the Society, and shall hold office 
for one year and until the appointment of their successors, The elective 
officers of the Society shall be chosen from the Trustees. The officers of 
the Society shall also be the officers of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE VY. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church 
for Deaf- Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Monday evening of 
November. : 
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The order of proceedings shall be as follows : 


1, Devotions. 
2. Reading the minutes of the preceding annual meeting and all 
special meetings. 
Election of Members and Life Members. 
Report of Officers and Committees. 
5 Report of the Trustees for the year ending October 1 (Art VI., 
Sec. 5.) 


6. Election of Trustees. 
7%. Election of two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. 
8. Appointment of Standing Committees, 
9. Miscellaneous business. 
10. Adjournment. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees shall hold regular meetingsat least 
four times a year, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven 
Trustees shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but no 
purchase, lease or sale of real estate shall be made unless two-thirds of the 
whole number of the Trustees shall be present at the meeting at which it 
is ordered. ; 

Src. 2. The Board of Trustees shall have power to make By-Laws 
for its own government and for the government of its officers, to alter and 
amend the same, and to fill temporarily and until the next annual election 
any vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 


Src. 8. Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called 
by the President or one of the Vice-Presidents. or on requisition of five of 
the Trustees. Such call to be in writing and filed with the Secretary. 


Src. 4, When such special meetings are called the members shall be 
notified of the time and place of meeting and the subject proposed to be 
considered. No other subject shall be discussed or acted upon at such 
meeting. 

Suc. 5. The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meet- 
ing, a report of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement 
in relation to the funds and property of the Society, and information rela- 
tive to the objects of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VII. 


This Constitution shall not be altered or amended unless it be at an 
annual meeting of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then pres- 
ent consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of 
Trustees, 
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BY-LAWS 
OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


1. The President, two Vice-Presidents, Secretary, and Treasurer shall 
faithfully perform the duties usually intrusted to such officers. 

’ 2. The four stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held on 
the second Monday evenings in November, February, April and June. 

3. With the consent of ‘‘ the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes in the City of New York,” the meetings 
of the Trustees shall be held in the said Church. 

4, The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall 
be to oversee the various departments of work which. shall be adopted to 
improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes; appoint 
assistants to the General Manager, and fix the salaries of the officers referred 
to in this section. 

5. The General Manager and his assistants shall be subject to such 
regulations as the Trustees may adopt for their guidance, and shall present 
written reports of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 

6. The Trustees shall appoint a Standing Committee on the Gallaudet 
Home, and such other Standing and special Committees as may be neces- 
fary to accomplish effectually the objects of the Society. 

7. The Standing Committee on the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes 
shall have power to manage its affairs. They shall present written reports 
of their work at the stated meeting of the Trustees. 

8. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Board of Lady Managers, 
whose duty it shall be, under the direction of the Standing Committee on 
the Gallaudet Home,,to appoint a Matron for the Home, and to conduct its 
internal affairs. Said Board of Lady Managers shall present written reports 
of their work to the Standing Committee monthly. 

9. At the meetings of the Trustees the order of business shall be as 


follows : 
Devotion. 


Reading of the Minutes, 
Communications from the Officers. 
Report of the General Manager and Assistants. 
Report of the Standing Committees. 
Report of Special Committees. 
Miscellaneous business. 
Adjournment. 
10, Alteration of these By-Laws proposed at one meeting can be 
adopted at the next by a two-thirds vote of the Trustees present, or by 
unanimous consent at aregular meeting, without previous notice. _

He reports that the Commission of the Diocese of 
Central Pennsylvania has been discontinued, and church work among deaf- 
mutes has been transferred to the Bishop and Board of Missions.

JERSEY, DELAWARE AND 
MARYLAND. 


Rev. J. M. Koehter, Missionary. 


PENNSYLVANIA 


Church work among the deaf was begun in Philadelphia by the Rev. 
T. Gallaudet in 1859. In 1866 it was formally associated with Calvary 
Monumental Church, of which the Rev. F. J. Clerc, D. D., was then 
Rector. When, in 1872, Rev. Dr. Clerc became Warden of the Burd 

_ Orphan Asylum, the Mission became connected through him with St. 
Stephen’s Church, which remained the headquarters until 1885, when it was 
removed to the Church of the Covenant. There it remained until the 
sale of that church in 1887 obliged it again to accept the hospitality of St. 
Stephen’s. During all this time the congregation were making strenuous 
efforts to secure a building of their own, and on December 8th, 1888, their 
hopes were realized in the consecration of All Souls’ Church for the Deaf, 
Franklin street above Green. 

In 1878 Bishop Stevens brought the matter of the extension of Church 
work among the deaf beyond the limits of Philadelphia to the attention of 
the Convention, and two years later, upon the favorable report of the com- 
mittee to whom the matter had been referred, a commission was appointed 
to take charge of the work. The Rev. H. W. Syle was appointed Diocesan 
Missionary, and the results have justified the wisdom of the plan. Upon 
the death of Mr. Syle in 1890, the present missionary was appointed.

ALL SOULS’ CHURCH FOR THE DEAF, 


ALL SOULS’ GUILD, PASTORAL AID SOCIETY, WORKING 
PEOPLE’S CLUB, AND CLERC LITERARY ASSOCIA- 
TION, ETC, 


Franklin street, above Green, Philadelphia. 
Reo. J. M. Koehler, Rector. 


AJ] Souls’ Church, the congregation in Philadelphia has nearly 150 
communicants. It has services every Sunday, with Bible Olasses ; week- 
evening meetings, lectures, etc., and several active organizations—All 
Souls’ Parish Guild, Pastoral Aid Society, Working People’s Club, Clerc 
Literary Association, etc. After ten year’s effort, aided by liberal friends, 
it bought, on July 12, 1888, a Church on Franklin street, above Green, 
which was consecrated December 8, 1888. This property is entirely free of 
debt, and will be kept so and vested in Trustees. 

A Sunday School is held in St. Luke’s Church for pupils in the Insti- 
tution whose families belong to our Church, or expressly put them under 
the Missionary’s care. 

Services are held every Sunday from October 1st to July ist, at 2.45 
P. M., and on all holydays at 8 P. M. From July 1st to October 1st, at 
10.80 A. M. Holy Communion is administered on the first Sunday of the. 
month (October to July) at 2.45 P. M., and from July to October at 10.30 
A. M.; also on the third Sunday of the month at 10.30 A. M. The Work- 
ing People’s Club meets every Thursday evening at8 P.M. The rooms 
are open also on Tuesday and Saturday evenings from 8 to 10 P. M. 


CENTRAL PENNSYLVANIA. 


The Diocesan Commission in charge of the work from 1883, was discon- 
tinued at the last Convention (1890’, and the work turned over to the Board 
of Missions, 

The work has been carried on regulurly since 1880, first by the Rev. Mr. 
Syle, and from 1883 nntil the present by Rev. Mr. Koehler. Previous to 
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1880, occasional services had been held in Reading, Allentown, and York 
by Rey. Drs. Clerc, Dr. Gallaudet and his co-laborers, and by Mr. 
Thomas Roberts, alay-reader. There are 1600 deaf mutes in this field. 


The following summary of the missionary’s report for 1889-90, shows the 
extent and some of the results of the work. 


PARIsHEs and other places visited in the Diocese, 34; outside, 15. 
Total, 49. 


Srervices.—In the Diocese, 128; outside of the Diocese, 61. Total, 
189. 

Baprisms,—In the Diocese, 5; in Philadelphia, 4; in Camden, 1. 
Total, 10. 

ConFrRMATiIons.—8, including six young people from this Diocese 
confirmed at All Souls’ Church, Philadelphia. 


Hony Communion was celebrated for the Deaf in the Diocese 24 times 
publicly, and three times in private for the sick. I also celebrated 13 times 
outside the Diocese. 


Burrats.—I officiated at four burials outside of the Diocese. Rev. 
Mr, Hare, of St. Luke’s Church, Lebanon, officiated at the burial of a deaf- 
‘mute in his Parish. ; 

Marrraces.—In the Diocese, 1 ; outside, 2, 

PAsroRAL VistTs in the Diocese, 302; attendance at services, 1030. 


CoMMUNICANTS,—Last reported, 135 ; added by removals, 5 ; by con- 
firmation, 8 ; candidates for confirmation admitted to Communion, 3 ; died, 
1; present number, 150. Many deaf-mutes connected with the denomona- 
tions received the Sacrament during the year. There are over thirty deaf- 
mutes preparing for confirmation in the Diocese. 


At Reading in this Diocese (in a rented room), a chapel has been opened 
during the present year. This chapel is the only one of its kind in this 
country, outside of the Churches in New York and Philadelphia. It seats 
- comfortably fifty people, and is handsomely and properly furnished for its 
purpose. Besides the Chapel there is also a room for lectures, etc. It 
is hoped that in time similar rooms may be opened in other large cities of 
the Diocese. 

Weekly Bible classes are held at Reading, Lebanon, Lancaster and 
Allentown, where also local guilds exist. Similar organizations exist also 
at Earto, Harrisburg, Altoona, Ashland, Shamokin and Scranton. 


DELAWARE. 


The work is carried on by Rev. J. M. Koehler, under the Diocesan 
Committee of Missions. Services are held monthly at St. Andrews’ Church 
Wilmington, and visits made elsewhere as opportunity offers or occasion 
demands. There are about one hundred deaf-mutes in Delaware. 
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MARYLAND. 


The general oversight of Church work among the deaf in Maryland is 
entrusted to the Missionary of the Pennsylvania Commission. The most im- 
portant point is Baltimore, where weekly services are maintained at Grace 
Church by, Mr. J. S. Wells, lay-reader, whose efficient and faithful work 
has borne excellent fruit. During the past year eight deaf-mutes have been 
brought to Confimation by him. The number of Communicants is about 
forty. 

At Washington, a weekly Bible class meets on Sunday afternoon at the 
Church, of the Ascension, where also regular services are held by the Mis- 
sionary. 

Visits are also made, and, services held at Frederick City, where the 
State School for the Deaf is located. 


NEW JERSEY. 


The Mission to the Deaf in this Diocese is carried on by the Missionary 
of the Pennsylvania. Diocesan Commission. Owing to the demands upon 
him, the only point visited by him during the past year has been Camden. 

Regular monthly ministrations at Trenton and other points are being 
arranged for. Five hundred deaf-mutes are found in this jurisdiction. 


FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF REY. A. W. MANN, 
IN CHARGE OF MID-WESTERN MISSION. 


Sunday services have been given to Chicago, St. Louis, Indianapolis, 
Detroit, Grand Rapids, Circinnati, Columbus, Cleveland, Pittsburgh, Erie, 
Minneapolis, Des Moines, New York City, and one or two other places. 
Week day services have been given to about fifty places more. The con- 
gregations have been good. I have officiated at several State schools for 
deaf-mutes, I need more assistants to hold the ground already gained, 
and to help gain more. ‘ 

Services held during the year beginning July 1st, 1889, and closing July 
ist, 1890, 181 ; Baptisms, 45 ; Confirmations, 26; Marriages, 5 ” 

The Rev. J. H. Cloud, reports having held services at the Cathedral, 
St. Louis, St. James Church, Chicago ; the Cathedral, Davenport, Lowa ; 
Trinity Church, Hannibal, Mo.; and Trinity Church, Jacksonville, Ill. He 
has assisted me at Grace Church, Cleveland, and Trinity Church, Pittsburgh. 
Mr. R. P. McGregor, Lay-Reader and Principal of the St. Louis Day 
School for Deaf-mute Children, reports having held a number of services 
at Christ Church Cathedral. 

Mr. N. F. Morrow, Lay-Reader, and Instructor of the Indiana Institu- 
tion, has just begun to hold services at Christ Church, Indianapolis. 
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Since the beginning of the Mid-Western work, I have held over 3,000 
services in nearly 800 Parishes ; 534 deaf-mutes and their hearing children 
have been received into the Church by Holy Baptism ; over 400 deaf-mutes 
have been Confirmed ; 52 couples have been joined together in holy matri- 
mony. Over 600 candidates are awaiting Confirmation at different points, 
widely apart ; and I must arrange to be present at Episcopal Visitations to 
interpret for them. 

The work has been vastly helped wherever the rectors have interested 
themselves to the extent of visiting the deaf-mutes at their homes, convers- 
ing with them by means of writing, or the hand alphabet, learned for the 
purpose; giving them praper books and tracts, on the Church, Baptism, 
Confirmation, and the Holy Communion. They have been instrumental in 
bringing several into the Church. How much larger the result certainly 
would be if all rectors would do the same ! 

I have distributed upwards of 400 prayer books, and hundreds of 
tracts. For the former I have been indebted to the generosity of the New 
York and the Bishop White Prayer Book Societies.

THE NINETEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF 
The A hneely Alission to Peaf- Antes. 


The representatives of this Society, incorporated in the City 
of New York in October, 1872, are doing missionary work in 
the five Dioceses of the State of New York, the six Dioceses of 
New England, and the Diocese of Newark. 

Having the approval of the Rt. Rev. Bishops of these 
Dioceses, and also the good-will of the clergy and laity, we 
desire to interest them and all other friends by the Annual 
Reports of our increasingly important Mission. 

The details will be found in the reports of the missionaries 
and the associates. 

Though we have no official connection with the missionaries 
in other parts of our country, our sympathies go out to them 
and our prayers are offered for their guidance and support. 

The Rev. Francis J. Clerc, D.D., Rector of St. Paul’s Church, 
Philipsburg, Penn., keeps up his interest in deaf-mutes, and 
will be specially thankful to help forward the work in Central 
Pennsylvania. 

The Rev. A. W. Mann, residing at 123 Arlington St., Cleve- 
land, Ohio, is in charge of the Mid-Western Mission. He 
needs more men and means in the extensive field intrusted to 
him, It is earnestly hoped that he may receive additional 
offerings from the thirteen Dioceses in which he so faithfully 
labors. 

The Rev. J. M. Koehler, residing at 228 Rittenhouse Street, 
Germantown, Penn., is the Rector of All Souls Church for the 
deaf in Philadelphia, and Missionary in the Dioceses of Penn- 
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sylvania, Central Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware and 
Maryland. Rev. Mr. Koehler publishes a monthly paper 
called “ The Silent Missionary.” Grace Church, Baltimore, 
the Rev. Mr. Powell, Rector, has for many years sustained a 
mission to deaf-mutes. Mr. James S. Wells, who had for a 
long time conducted its services, was taken to Paradise last 
July. With his loving, self-sacrificing spirit, and his zealous, 
persistent energy, he greatly promoted the welfare of his deaf- 
mute brethren in Baltimore. We are sure he will long be re- 
membered as one of their benefactors. 

The Rev. Job Turner, whose address is Staunton, Virginia, 
was admitted to priest’s orders last June, by the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Whittle in the Chapel of the Seminary at Alexandria, 
Virginia. Rev. Mr. Turner is in charge of the church work 
among deaf-mutes in the Southern Dioceses. May he receive 
the support which is necessary to the efficient carrying on of 
this work. 

The Rev. J. H. Cloud, Principal of the St. Louis Day School 
for Deaf-Mutes, is in charge of St. Thomas Mission to Deaf- 
Muteés, connected with Christ Cathedral in that city. May he 
be sustained in the duties connected with both positions. 

Mr. Thomas Widd has been instrumental in establishing a 
Mission to deaf-mutes in Los Angeles, California. We wish 
him Godspeed. 

We make these references to the brethren of other fields, to 
show that we are all working together to lead the deaf-mutes 
of our country to the Saviour in his own appointed way, and 
to strengthen the grand idea of unity in the Church of Christ. 
Could the way open for all who are interested in the education 
of deaf-mutes and pastoral work among them, to use the 
system laid down in the Book of Common Prayer, a very 
effective help would be given to our silent brethren as they 
attempt to cultivate the religious life and discharge their daily 
duties. 

On the 18th of July, our General Manager sailed for Europe 
in response to an urgent invitation to help forward the missions 
to deaf-mutes in Ireland, Scotland and England. A full ac 
count of this memorable visit will be found in his report. In 
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his interviews with Bishops, Rectors and people, by sermons 
in churches and addresses at public meetings, he set forth the 
efficiency of the sign-language in preaching the Gospel to deaf- 
mutes, and showed the necessity of missions for the adults and 
homes for the aged and infirm. We feel that his visit has 
drawn nearer together the workers among deaf-mutes in the 
United Kingdom and in the United States. 

Since our last report, quite a number of persons specially in- 
terested in deaf-mutes have been taken to Paradise. We have 
already alluded to one of the most devoted Christians that 
ever passed through this earthly pilgrimage, Mr. James S. 
Wells of Baltimore. 

The Rev. H. Morton Reed, Rector of the Church of the In- 
tercession, New York, who took a deep interest in the deaf- 
mutes connected with his parish, was suddenly called last July 
to go up higher. Miss Wilhelmina Tredennick passed peace- 
fully away last March in Belfast, Ireland, where she had de- 
voted herself to Christ-like labors among the silent people. 

Mrs. William A. Freeborn of this city has but recently left 
us. She will always be remembered as one of the best friends 
of our Home, having presented it with a Communion set, Altar 
linen, Prayer-books, a Bible, and other valuable articles. 

Mrs. Ellen C. Walter fell asleep last April, with the sincere 
Christian hope of the blessed life beyond the grave. Maternal 
love led her to be deeply interested in all movements towards 
improving the condition of deaf-mutes. She was for many 
years a member of the Ladies Committee of the New York 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 

Mr. John Carlin, a distinguished artist of this city, was 
gathered to his fathers last April, having reached the age of 
seventy-seven years. Struggling bravely with a true Christian 
spirit against the difficulties resulting from his deafness, he 
won the esteem of all who knew him, and made an honorable 
record. He took an active part in the meetings which led to 
the establishment of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes and 
their hearing friends, and was for several years a Trustee of 
this Society. He was the Chairman of the first Committee on 
raising funds for our Home, and wrote several able articles in

relation to the necessity of special provision for aged and in- 
firm deaf-mutes in a Christian refuge, where they could have 
religious services and the watchful care of those who under- 
stood their peculiarities. He was gratified with the purchase 
of our beautiful property for the Home, and devoutly thankful 
when it was freed from its mortgage. 

Mrs. Alice Cogswell Trumbull, the wife of the Rev. Dr. 
Trumbull of Philadelphia, and the youngest daughter of the 
Rev. Dr. and Mrs. Thomas H. Gallaudet, joined her loved ones 
in Paradise on the 23d of August. Her generous heart had a 
tender place for all deaf-mutes whom she knew. She prayed 
for all and helped the needy. She fully appreciated the 
missions to adult deaf-mutes. : 

As we think of these dear friends who have left us, the ad- 
monition comes home to us with increasing pathos, to be more 
diligent during the years to come in the service of the Master 
who has given us a portion of His own compassionate mission 
to our race. 

While the great object of our Society is to establish as 
many sign services as practicable, and to lead deaf-mutes into 
pastoral relations, assuming the privileges and responsibilities 
of communicants of the Church, our representatives are daily 
busy in visiting the sick and needy, and providing as far as 
possible for their wants. They strive to procure situations for 
the unemployed. They take part in the meetings of various 
societies. They improve their opportunities of becoming 
better acquainted with the people to whom they minister. 
They act as interpreters on various occasions. They desire to 
be known as the friends of deaf-mutes in all the relations of 
life. 

As a center of much general work among the thousand deaf- 
mute men and women of this city and vicinity, a Mission 
House connected with our Society would do great good. It 
might contain a chapel, school, reading and recreation rooms, 
with a gymnasium. 

The Gallaudet Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes forms 
a very important department of our Mission. The Standing 
Committee appointed by our Board of Trustees take the 
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general management of this Home, entrusting its internal 
affairs to the Board of Lady Managers which holds its meet- 
ings in Poughkeepsie. These well tried friends have accom- 
plished much already for the prosperity of this first and only 
Home of its kind in the world, and as the years roll on we 
shall see other’ evidences of their wise administration. We 
thank them and all who have in various ways co-operated with 
them in sustaining the Home. Special remembrance is made 
of the concert and readings given by Mrs. Goldstone at the 
residence of Mrs. Nelson in Poughkeepsie. Last January a 
generous friend came to our rescue and paid off the remaining 
mortgage on the Home and farm, amounting to $8,000. He 
desired that his name should not be known. May our 
Heavenly Father bless him now and evermore. Miss Mary 
Edson has left the Home a legacy of $10,000. The payment 
awaits the decision of the Supreme Court of this city. Mr. J. 
T. Farish has left our Society a legacy of $20,000, and the 
Rev. C. W. Morrill one of $10,000. When the money is re- 
ceived, it will be used in making additions to the Home, to 
enable it to receive those whom we now have to refuse, and 
also to begin an Endowment Fund for the maintenance of the 
Home. For the present, we cannot receive any inmates out- 
side of the State of New York. We trust that our Home 
may receive other legacies and gifts, so that in due time it 
may have an Endowment sufficient to provide for its current 
expenses, 

Last fall Mr. Atwood, a devout Christian nearly fourscore 
years of age, who had been a father to the family, went to the 
home beyond the vale. Last spring he was followed by Messrs 
Graham, Kirkpatrick. and Egan, all nearly seventy. They all 
received the Holy Communion in the Home Chapel on Easter- 
day, and were gone within a month. Their mortal remains 
lie in the cemetery which we have set apart ina fitting place on 
the farm. Some special contributions towards completing this 
cemetery are needed. The deaths of these four aged inmates 
reduced our family to twenty-one, eleven females and ten males. 
We expect soon to have a deaf and dumb and blind young 
man from the New York Institution. The doctors tell us

that we shall then reach the limit consistent with health, and 
must wait till we have more room. 

No changes have occurred in the administrative departments 
of the Home during the past year, and all things are moving 
along in a very satisfactory way. 

We return hearty thanks to Mr. W. I. Nelson for his de- 
votion to the Sunday services of the Chapel. He often con- 
ducts them, and is greatly beloved by the inmates. We are 
also very grateful to Drs. Cornell and Baxter of Wappingers 
Falls, and to Dr. Riley of New York, for their attention; to 
those who sustain the annual lawn party; to our deaf-mute 
friends in New York who give the Home the benefit of an 
annual excursion; to the deaf-mute ladies who hold the 
Annual Fair in New York or Brooklyn; to those who arrange 
occasional entertainments; to those who send papers, maga- 
zines, clothing and other articles, and to all others who in any 
way co-operate in the support of the Home. We wish that 
the deaf-mutes throughout the State of New York would all be 
busy in raising money for the Home, for then it would be com- 
fortably provided for. For further details in relation to the 
Home, reference is made to the following reports of the Stand- 
ing Committee and the Board of Lady Managers. 

Our Society was incorporated in New York City, October, 
1872, under the general laws of the State of New York, by the 
title of “The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes.” Legacies can 
be left to it for the general purposes of the Society, or in trust 
for ‘The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes.” 

Contributions intended to meet the current expenses of the 
Home may be sent to Miss E. P. Nelson, 33 Cannon St., 
Poughkeepsie, New York, Prof. E. H. Currier, Station M, New 
York City, Mr. A. A. Barnes, Money Order Department, New 
York Post Office, or Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, D.D., 9 West 
18th Street, New York City. General Contributions go to 
Mr. Wm. Jewett, Treasurer, 107 Grand Street, New York City, 
to pay the salaries of the missionaries, to relieve the wants of 
the sick and poor, and to meet traveling expenses and other 
incidentals. 
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The money raised in the Dioceses of Western New York 
and Central New York should hereafter be appropriated to 
the support of the lay-missionary, Mr. C. Orvis Dantzer. 

We trust that the objects of our Society are better under- 
stood from year to year, and that we shall receive from an in- 
creasing number of contributors, an income which shall prove 
sufficient to sustain the Mission entrusted to our care.

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ADDRESS 


DELIVERED AT THE CHURCH OF THE INTERCESSION, 


Boulevard and One Hundred and Fifty-eighth Street, Washington Heights, 
on the Nineteenth Anniversary of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, 
December 6, 1891, by I. L. Peet, LL.D. 


Friday last, the 4th of December, was the thirty-fifth anniversary of the 
removal, inthe year 1856, of the inmates of the New York Institution for 
the Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb from their old buildings in Fiftieth 
Street, in the occupancy of which they were succeeded by the students of 
Columbia College, to the new and well constructed edifice overlooking the 
Hudson River that had been erected for them on Washington Heights, and it 
is, therefore, peculiarly fitting that, at a date so near, there should be cele- 
brated in the immediate vicinity of the institution, the nineteenth anniversay 
of a society which has been the means of continuing and enhancing to many 
of its graduates the benefits originally conferred upon them while they were 
its pupils 

There is no Christian work the necessity of which is more distinctly indi- 
cated, than that which is involved in the education of the deaf-mute. By 
reason of his misfortune, he has no knowledge of the difference between right 
and wrong, and is cut off from all those sources of enlightenment that depend 
upon the sense of hearing for obtaining access to the mind. An involuntary 
heathen in a Christian land, he is literally without God and without hope in 
the world. : 

No wonder that the Saviour sighed, when he contemplated his sad con- 
dition No wonder that he was moved as perhaps he had never been moved 
before, when he realized that, in pronouncing the word ephphatha, he was 
about to perform a double miracle—the miracle of giving not merely the hear- 
ing ear, but also the understanding heart, not merely the loosened tongue, but 
also the language in which that tongue should speak. 

But it is not by divine example alone, that the obligation to perform this 
work is made apparent. It isto be regarded as an essential item in our 
Saviour’s parting command, “Go ye into all the world, and preach the Gospel 
to every creature;” while, for encouragement to persistence therein, it is 
mentioned by inspired prophecy as one of the distinctive features of the glories 
to result from the spread and exaltation of His kingdom, that ‘‘ the ears of the 
deaf shall be unstopped, and the tongue of the dumb shall sing.” 

It is this obligation, thus emphasized, that has led to the establishment of 
schools for the deaf and dumb in all Christian countries, and to the adoption, 
in every State in this Republic, of measures for the free education of all indi- 
viduals composing this unfortunate but most interesting class. 
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In the school is given to them such a knowledge of the language of their 
country as shall enable them to hold intercourse, by writing and sometimes by 
speech, with their fellow men that can hear and speak, and such instruction 
in the arts and handicrafts as shall enable them to gain their living by their 
own exertions. They are also made familiar with the knowledge gained by 
the study of books which will make them intelligent and useful citizens, But 
as paramount to all this, they are instructed in their relations to God and in 
the duties that grow out of these relations. They are taught the necessity of 
faith in His Son, who laid down his life to save them from sin and its conse- 
quences, and are offered the consolation and encouragement that are to be de- 
rived from the hope of life beyond the grave. They are also taught to accept 
the Holy Scriptures as the standard of duty and of privilege, and to invoke the 
guidance and aid of the Holy Spirit to enable them to perform successfully 
that which is required of them here on earth. And, in connection with such 
instruction, they are daily so trained in the details of practica) Christian ethics, 
that kindness, self-denial and morality become habitual, and the observance 
of the divine law and of the Christian graces as contained respectively in the 
decalogue and in the sermon on the Mount, a matter of conscience, In this 
way many of them become living examples of the beauty, loveliness and 
nobleness of that character, which isthe best expression of the religion of 
Jesus. 

There are, in rcund numbers, 9,000 deaf-mutes now attending the various 
schools in this country who are thus becoming fitted for life on earth and in 
Heaven,fand there are 30,000 graduates from these schools, It is to the latter 
class, constantly inercasing, that the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes seeks to 
extend the hand of Obristian’sympathy and love, at the moment when they 
leave the walls that have sheltered them so long, and have become separated 
from the fostering care and devoted attention that have been engaged in fitting 
them for life. 

If at this important junction they are permitted to drift where they 
will, there is danger that, released from the kindly restraint to which they 
‘have been accustomed, they may wander into forbidden paths, especially as 
they are isolated, by their misfortune, from the influences so accessible to 
those who hear, 

Tt matters little to the deaf-mute thus entering upon new and untried 
Scenes, with what particular denomination of evangelical Christians this 
mission is affiliated. It is enough for him, ‘that it is actuated by a love 
inspired by the Holy Spirit and by the contemplation of the life, teachings, 
death and resurrection of the Lord Jesus Christ. Creeds which separate men 
into classes according to their belief in abstract doctrines are of no conse- 
quence to him, but he is prepared to unite in brotherly love and fellowship 
with those who believe in the fatherhood of God, in repentance for sin, in 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, and in the necessity of prayer for the aid of 
the Holy Spirit, and of a life of temperance, uprightness, usefulness, forbear- 
ance, courtesy, sympathy and benevolence, in accordance with the teachings 
of the Holy Scriptures, as summed up in the words, ‘‘ Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with, all thy heart and thy neighbor as thyself.” 
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The Protestant Episcopal Church accords with him in all this, and provides 
him, in addition, with a printed compendium of prayer and praise expressing 
every aspiration of the soul, in language adapted to his comprehension, which 
he can read with the eye of the body, of the heart and of the understanding in 
concert with the oral reading, which unites the whole congregation in the 
worship of the most High, and it is this church which has providentially 
made the overtures in response to which the Church Mission has come into 
being. 

This Mission had, as its fountain source, a Bible class of deaf-mutes, which 
was organized in September, 1850, and met weekly at St. Stephen’s Church, 
under the leadership of Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, who in the preceding June 
had been admitted to deacon’s orders while he wasa professor in the New 
York Institution for the Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb, where, for thir- 
teen years, as one of his colleagues, I had the privilege of an intimacy with 
him, in which his rare qualities of head and heart won my affection and 
esteem. 

The son of a father who had studied abroad the best system of educating 
deaf-mutes then existing, and who had introduced it into this country ata 
time when all of this portion of the community were in a state of profound 
and apparently hopeless ignorance, and of a mother who was the first fruits of 
the wonderful work then commenced, and the husband of a wife who, deaf 
from birth, had, asa pupil in the New York Institution, been a striking 
exemplification of its methods of instruction, his whole soul yearned for the 
happiness, success and highest good of those who had gone forth from the 
Institution, and he determined to devote his life to labor in their behalf. 

In June, 1851, Mr. Gallaudet was ordained priest, and in October, 1852, 
the Bible class which he had fostered was merged into an organization known 
as 8t. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, which was incerporated in the year 1853, 
and held its services for five years in the chapel of the University of the City 
of New York, and for two years in the audience room of the New York His- 
torical Society. 

It was not, however, till the fall of the year 1858, that Mr. Gallaudet 
found himself able to retire from the Institution and devote his entire energies 
to the work to which he had consecrated himself. So greatly were the direct- 
ors and officers in sympathy with him, that they not only wished him ‘‘ God 
speed,” but also gave, for the benefit of his church, an exhibition of their 
pupils in Metropolitan Hall, Broadway, which corresponded, in many particu- 
lars, to what the Carnegie Music Hall now is, Admission was by ticket, and 
the amount received netted over $700. 

Under this impulse, funds were collected to the extent of $18,000, of which 
$16,000 were expended in the purchase of four lots of ground in Twenty-sixth 
Street on which it was intended te erect a suitable building, and the balance 
was placed in bank, Fortunately, however, a fine church edifice in West 
Eighteenth Street near the Fifth Avenue, in which had worshiped a 
congregation about to moye to a site more convenient, was offered for sale 
with a rectory adjoining, for $70,000, the cash payment required being but 
$20,000. It was so well suited to the needs of the church that it was resolved 
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to take advantage of the opportunity so providentially offered, if the way 
could be opened to make the first payment. This was soon found to be prac- 
ticable, for the lots previously purchased were sold for $18,000, which, with 
the amount in bank, made the exact sum required. The new building and 
“rectory purchased in July were occupied in August, 1859, and thenceforward 
St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes had a permanent local habitation as well as 
name. 

It was determined, from the first, to make this church free. It wasa 
venture that was conceived’ in faith—faith that God would set upon it the 
seal of his approbation and blessing—faith that He would provide the means 
both for the purchase of the building and for the maintenance of His work 
therein, and faith that has been justified by the event, for not only has the 
original debt of $50,000 been extinguished, but contributions for all the pur- 
poses of the church have been directed into its treasury. 

It was also determined that the hearing and the deaf should here be 
brought together in close and loving association. One service on each Sab- 
bath was devoted to the deaf alone, in which the silent worshippers should be 
brought into direct communion with the triune God, through that form of 
manifestation which, untrammelled by any intermediary of words, expresses 
more perfectly than any other, the thoughts, aspirations and emotions of the 
soul. 

The other two services were conducted primarily for the benefit of the 
hearing, but they were interpreted, pari-passu, to the deaf-mutes present, 
through the sign language, by an assistant trained for this purpose, so that the 
dual character of this peculiar church should perpetually be maintained. 

St. Ann’s Church has, during the many years of its existence, proved a 
power for good. It has attracted to its communion intelligent, benevolent and 
influential hearing persons, who desired to place themselves on record as 
favoring this special work, and who have been the providential. means of 
giving it, without ostentation, a stable support. It has also attracted a num- 
ber of sincere Christians of humble resources, who, while finding welcome and 
happiness for themselves, have felt a genuine sympathy with their deaf-mute 
brethren, and haye been able to say to each of them, from the heart, ‘‘ Silver 
and gold have I none, but such as I haye give I unto thee.” It has, above all, 
given the deaf-mutes of the city of New York a spiritual home, with a pastor 
all their own, offering them guidance and comfort, bri nging them together in 
social gatherings peculiarly delightful, establishing, for their benefit evening 
classes, literary societies and courses of lectures, and in every way possible 
placing them on a higher plane of intellectual advancement. It has, through 
its guilds and other agencies, enabled the poor among them to bear with 
equanimity the vicissitudes of fortune; it has relieved them from pressing 
embarrassments; it has found for them remunerative employment which 
might not otherwise have come within their reach, and thus has been to those 
who needed it, the hand through which their Father in Heaven chose to con- 
tribute to their earthly necessities, 

Tt has been a working church, looking after its own poor, the hearing as 
well as the deaf. It has had a large Sabbath school, through which it has been 
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the means of bringing up many children in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord, so that it has now become strong in numbers through natural growth. 

Up to this point, the work of bringing the Gospel to and surrounding 
deaf-mutes with its happy and beneficent influences was confined to a single 
church haying a God-given purpose, but it soon became apparent that there 
was a larger field which it was impossible for it to occupy alone. The 
thousands of deaf-mutes outside of the city of New York needed such minis- 
tration as well as the single thousand living within its precincts. Accordingly, 
in the year 1872, at the suggestion of him who had served so faithfully and 
successfully in the more limited sphere, a society was incorporated under the 
title of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, which, enlarging the work of St. 
Ann’s, carried its spirit all over our broad country. Missionaries were raised 
up, several of them deaf-mutes themselyes, who were found to possess the 
learning and qualifications requisite for Episcopal ordination, and others, 
hearing clergymen, who to their other acquirements had added the mastery 
of the sign language. These had stated periods for ministration in the differ- 
ent parts of the country, till there was not a State, except among those in the 
far West, that did not come under the influence of this remarkable mission, 
From time to time, churches on the plan of St. Ann’s have been established, 
notably All Souls’ Church for the Deaf, founded by the late Rev. Henry Win- 
ter Syle, a deaf-mute clergyman of remarkable ability, and more recently St. 
David’s in Brooklyn, founded by Rev. Anson T. Colt, a hearing clergyman. 
Independent diocesan commissions have also been established in the West, 
South and East, under the missionary oversight of Rev. A. W. Mann, Rev. 
Job Turner, Rey. J. M. Koehler, all deaf-mute clergymen, and of Rev. Francis 
J. Clere, D.D., and others who can hear and speak. 

The Church Mission having thus established a system and left it to be 
carried out by different hands, has now concentrated its labors within the six 
dioceses of New England, the diocese of Newark, and the five dioceses of the 
State of New York, and the missionaries officially connected with it are 
the Rev. Dr, Gallaudet, the Rey. Messrs. Chamberlain, Berry, Colt and Sear- 
ing, and Mr, C. Orvis Dantzer. 

One of the most interesting facts connected with its work is that it has the 
sympathy and assistance of many clergymen and laymen of different Protes- 
tant denominations, who are willing to concede to the Episcopal church its 
claims to priority and adaptation in this connection. 

The Roman Catholic Church has had a mission of its own to deaf-mutes, 
and thus has it come to pass that Protestants and Catholics alike, differing 
though they do on many points of authority and doctrine, but agreeing on 
others far more essential, feel that the church should supplement the school in 
bringing deaf-mutes within the fold of the Good Shepherd. 

Aside from all its other claims to recognition and aid, the Church Mission 
to Deaf-Mutes has a ground of appeal to all the benevolent, whatever may be 
their difference in religious views, in that it has established a great practical 
charity. At the very beginning of its existence, it gathered into hired rooms 
in the city of New York a number of aged and infirm deaf-mutes, who, but 
for its aid, would have been relegated to the sad isolation of the almshouse. 
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Now, under the name of the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes, it has a 
beautiful building overlooking the Hudson, in the midst ofa farm of 156 
acres, situated between New Hamburg and Poughkeepsie, where are gath- 
ered twenty-two deaf-mutes placed in comfort, above all want, happy in each 
other's society, and in the tender ministrations of which they are made the 
recipients, and looking forward to the time when the silence of earth shall give 
place to the music of heaven, and when the deprivation they have suffered 
here shall find a complete and delightful compensation there 

One of these is an aged lady who belonged to a wealthy family, when, 
nearly seventy-five years ago, she was, at the age of nine, one of the class of 
five that first entered the Institution in New York. Her parents, brothers and 
sisters have all gone before, as well as the two husbands, one of them a hear- 
ing gentleman and the other a deaf-mute, with each of whom she enjoyed 
years of ideal happiness. 

Homes for the aged are everywhere regarded as among the most touching 
evidences of Christian love. Does nota home in which the consolations of 
religion are supplied to those who have lived a long life fettered by the con- 
ditions of deafness from birth, appeal to our sympathies in even greater 
measure ? 

There is also in this Home a man of intelligence and ingenuity now past 
middle age, who has, for years, been deprived of occupation by the blindness 
which has shut out from him the light of day. Where could he find life 
endurable but for such a home as this ? 

It is hoped that the scope of the Home will be enlarged by adding to it ° 
a department in which those who fall out by the way may find a temporary 
refuge, but it has not yet the meansof providing even for all who come within 
its present limitations. ‘ 

Educated deaf-mutes are endeavoring to express their gratitude for the 
henefits they have received from the State, by literally paying tithes towards 
its maintenance, but such means of support is too precarious to be depended 
upon, and it isto be hoped that a chord will be touched in many a heart, 
that, vibrating in gratitude for the blessings of hearing and of speech, shall 
almost spontaneously lead its possessor to give of his abundance to the sup- 
Port of this most worthy cause.

For Octosrr, NovemBer, DECEMBER AND JANUARY, 
Presented Monday, February 9th, 1891. 


On Sundays, Oct. 5th, Nov. 2d, 9th and 30th, Dec. 7th, 14th and 21st, 
Jan. 4th and 11th, I conducted the services for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s 
Church. 

On Sundays, Oct. 12th, Nov. 28d, Dec. 28th and Jan. 25th, I conducted 
services in the Chapel of the Gallaudet Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf- 
Mutes, celebrating the Holy Communion on three occasions, 

Oct, 18th, 19th and 20th, I ministered to deaf-mutes in Troy and Albany, 
haying services in St., Paul’s Church, Albany, on Sunday, the 19th. 

Sunday, October 26th, I spoke of our Mission in St. Stephen’s Church 
and Trinity Church, Newark, haying the Communion service for deaf-mutes 
in the latter church in the afternoon. 

On Sunday evenings, Nov. 2d, 30th, Dec. 7th, 21st, 28th, Jan. 4th and 
11th, I alluded to our Mission in Grace Church, Harlem, All Angels Church, 
Emmanuel Chapel, Church of the Beloved Disciple, Zion Church, Wappin- 
gers Falls, Trinity Church, Mt. Vernon, and St. Mary’s, Mott Haven. At the 
service in All Angels Church we celebrated the eighteenth anniversary of the 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes. 

Sunday, Noy. 16th, I spoke of our Mission in the Chapel of St. Paul’s 
school, Concord, N, H., and in the evening in St. Paul’s Church. 

Sunday, Jan. 18th, I spoke of our Mission in St, Peter’s Church, Dansville, 
nes) 

On Thursday evening, Dec, 4th, I lectured to deaf-mutes in the Guild 
Room of All Souls Church for the Deaf in Philadelphia. 

On Friday evening, Jan. 16th, I interpreted service for deaf-mutes, and 
spoke of our work in St. James’ Church, Buffalo, and on Tuesday evening, 
Jan. 20th, lectured to deaf-mutes in the Bible-class room of St. Luke's 
Church, Rochester. 

I have been busy with unemployed deaf-mutes seeking situations. 
I have written many letters in relation to Church work among deaf-mutes in 
this country and Great Britain and Ireland. 

On Wednesday evening, Jan. 28th, I married a couple of deaf-mutes in 
All Souls Church for the Deaf in Philadelphia. 

On Wednesday, Jan. 14th, a generous friend gave me $8,000, with which 
the mortgage on our Home property has been canceled. Much has been done 
for the Home. 

On Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, Feb. 8d, 4th and 5th, several 
deaf-mute ladies held a sale for the benefit of the Home, so that at the present 
date it is free from debt. Everyday’s experience goes to show the importance 
of the work which our society Has undertaken to promote the welfare of deaf- 
mutes after they leave school. 

Our Mission in Brooklyn has grown so rapidly, Rev, Mr. Colt having gone 
there to live, that I have ventured to authorize Mr. William G. Gilbert to act 
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as Collector in that cily, with the understanding that he is to assist Rey, Mr, 
Colt in services. His compensation will be 25 per cent, of his collections. ny 
trust this will meet with the approval of the Trustees. 

I have tried to aid several societies of deaf-mutes and to attend to my 
duties as a director in the New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes. Trusting 
our Mission may be fully sustained and become still more efficient, I am,

REPORT OF GENERAL MANAGER TO TRUSTEES, 
For Fepruary AND Marcu, 1891. 


I conducted Sunday afternoon services for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s 
Church, New York, six times. On Sunday, February 22d, haying been 
present in the morning at the ordination of Rev. Richard M. Sherman to the 
priesthood by Rt. Rev. Bishop Coxe, in St. John’s Church, Buffalo, I con- 
ducted the 3 P.M. service for deaf-mutes in St. James’ Oburch, being as- 
sisted by Mr. ©. Orvis Dantzer, lay-reader. In the evening [read part of the 
service at the Church of the Good Shepherd, Rev. T. B, Berry, rector. 

I spent Sunday, March 1st, at the Home for Deaf-Mutes, celebrating the 
Holy Communion at 11 A. M., in the chapel. Having lectured to the deaf- 
mutes of Troy, on Saturday evening, March 14th, I conducted a sign-service 
in St. Paul’s Church, Albany, at 3 P.M. on Sunday, March 16th. The next 
evening I lectured to deaf-mutes in St. Paul's Parish House. 

At evening services I spoke of our Mission in the Church of the Archangel, 
New York; St. Luke’s Church, Brooklyn; St. George’s Church, Astoria; Em- 
manuel Chapel, New York; Trinity Church, Mt. Vernon.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER, 
For Juns, Jury, Aueust anp SepremeEnr, 1891. 


On Sundays, June 7th, 14th, and 28th, and July 12th, I conducted the Sun- 


‘day afternoon services for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s, New York. I was present 


at the Home Lawn Party on Saturday, June 20th, and on Sunday, the 21st, 
conducted services in the Chapel of the Home. 

In June I attended the pic-nic of the German Society, and on July 1st I 
saw the Deaf-Mute Union League off on their excursion, regretting I could 
not go with them. 

On Wednesday evening, June 8d, my sixty-ninth birthday, a large com- 
pany of my deaf-mute friends assembled in the Guild-room of St. Ann’s 
Church and presented me with a full length portrait of myself, painted by 
Mr. Albert Ballin, a deaf-mute artist of this city. I was deeply moved at this 
manifestation of their good-will. 

On Friday, June 26th, in the chapel of the Alexandria Seminary, I pre- 
sented the Rev. Job Turner, deacon, to the Rt. Rev. Bishop Whittle of Vir- 
ginia, who admitted him to priest’s orders. 

On Saturday, June 27th, at his residence in Baltimore, I administered the 
Holy Communion to Mr. James §. Wells, the deaf-mute lay-reader, and his 
two daughters. Within two weeks he entered into Paradise. He was a man 
of an excellent spirit. 
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Ihave married a couple of deaf-mutes, officiated at the funeral of a child 
of deaf-mutes, and given the Holy Communion to a man in the Colored Home. 
I have been occupied in the routine so often reported. 

On Saturday morning, July 4th, I started for Hurope in the Servia. In 
the evening the machinery broke down and we were towed back to New York, 
I reached home on Tuesday evening, the 7th, and remained there for several 
days, On the 14th I had the pleasure of going on the excursion in aid of the 
Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes. 

On the 15th my wife and I celebrated the forty-sixth anniversary of our 
marriage. The day was made memorable by the birth of a grand-daughter. 

On Saturday, July 18th, I started again for Europe. An account of my 
trip is contained in the following letter : 


REV. DR. GALLAUDET’S WORK ABROAD. 


Tur AvRANIA, Sept. 29, 1891 


My Drar Mr. Hopason :—I hope an account of my trip to the United 
Kingdom this summer will interest the readers of the Journal. The Rev. Mr. 
Koehler and I were fellow passengers in the Aurania, leaving New York on 
Saturday afternoon, July 18th. We sat next to each other at the table. We 
had many conservations in relation to work among deaf-mutes. We became 
acquainted with many agreeable persons. It was my privilege to conduct 
service on‘ Sunday morning, in the dining saloon. On Wednesday and the 
following days, Rev. Mr. Nichols and I conducted a short morning service in 
the music room. On Friday noon, we had the burial service and committed 
the body of a steerage passenger to the deep. He was on his way to join his 
wife and two children in Sweden, The passengers raised nearly $100 for the 
afflicted family. The Aurania reached Queenstown very early on Sunday 
morning, July 26th. Mr. Francis Maginn, who had come out in the tender, 
gave me a hearty welcome and took me under his guidance. After attending 
service at the English Church and dining with the rector, Canon Daunt, and 
family, we took the 3 p.m, train for Cork and were present at the service for 
deaf-mutes conducted by Mr. Bence, the lay missionary for the south of Ire- 
land, In the evening, I preached at St. Anne’s Church, Shandon, the Rey. 
Dr. Galway, rector. On this and all other occasions when I preached ser- 
mons in churches or made addresses in school-rooms, I spoke in favor of the 
combined method in the education of deaf-mutes, and maintained that board- 
ing schools with industries were better than day-schools. I explained and 
illustrated the sign-language, and then gave an account of the missions to adult 
deaf-mutes in the United Kingdom and also in America. I called special at- 
tention to the Home for the aged and infirm, which had been founded by the 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, and showed ‘how this incorporated society had 
grown out of St. Ann’s Church, New York City. I make this general state- 
ment now in order to save much repetition, as I go on with my letter, On 
Monday night, I addressed a meeting in’ Passage, the rector, Rey. Mr. Knox, 
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presiding. On Tuesday, Mr. Maginn and I reached Mallow, where we were 
guests of his aunt, Mrs. Webb, at Quartertown, her beautiful residence. On 
Wednesday aftcrnoon, I addressed a meeting, Canon Wills presiding. Thurs- 
day night, we reached Belfast via Dublin. The Committee of the Mission to 
Deaf-Mutes kindly extended me hospitality at a private hotel in Fisherwick 
Place near the Hall, where I met my deaf-mute friends on several occasions in 
the chapel and reading-room. I enjoyed the Saturday excursion by rail to 
Larne and by steamboat to Stranraen in Scotland. On returning, I found my 
brother, Dr. E. M. Gallaudet, and his oldest son, at the hotel. On Sunday, 
August 2d, I preached in St. Thomas Church, Rev. Mr. Welland, rector, in 
the forenoon, and in the Magdalen Church, Rev. Dr. Riddal, rector, in the 
evening. My brother, at the invitation of Mr. W. E. Thomas, conducted the 
morning service for deaf-mutes in the Bethel, and interpreted at the Magdalen 
in the evening, making an address in relation to the college in Washington. 
Rev, Mr. Koehler signed the lessons, as I read them, and Mr. Maginn followed 
my sermon with a sign-recitation of the Lord’s Prayer, This wasa memorable 
day for the deaf and dumb of Belfast, and aided them greatly in their efforts 
to secure an Institute as a memorial of the late Miss Wilhelmina Tredennick, 
the friend of the deaf and dumb of Ireland. I was very thankful to find that 
Mrs. Harris and Miss MeVicker were continuing the good work she began. in 
the combined labors for the welfare of the adult deaf-mutes in the city. Mr. 
Harris represents the Presbyterians, and Mr. Maginn the Church of Ireland. 
The latter is also lay missionary for the north of Ireland. Mr. Maginn, having 
been a student in our National Deaf-mute College, has been very instrumental 
in cultivating good feeling between deaf-mutes in the United Kingdom and 
their brethren in America. 

On Monday night, we took the steamboat for Glasgow, where we staid for 
several days in attendance upon the Congress of the Deaf and Dumb British 
Association. We received kind attentions from the President, Rey. Mr. 
Sleight, of Northampton, from Mr. Henderson, the missionary of the Glasgow 
Association, Mr. Agnew and others, and also from Mr. and Mrs, Arrol. We 
met several of the missionaries of the adult deaf-mutes in different parts of the 
United Kingdom, and were thankful to hear encouraging accounts of their 
work. Several papers on important subjects were read and discussed at the 
Congress, By invitation of the Executive Committee, I presented one on 
Missions to the Adult Deaf-Mutes and another on Homes for the Aged and In- 
firm, Dr. E. M. Gallaudet closed the sessions with a paper on the combined 
method—#.¢., the manual and the oral together, in the school, as the means of 
doing the greatest good to the greatest number of deaf-mutes. On Saturday, 
we had an enjoyable excursion through Lochs Long and Lomond. 

Sunday morning, I preached in St. Ninian’s Church, Rev. Mr. Petrie 
taking the service in the absence of the rector, Rev. Mr. Hutchinson, and in 
the afternoon was present at the service for deaf-mutes in Hope Chapel, Ren- 
frew Street. 

On Monday, a few friends and I passed through Edinburgh and visited 
Abbotsford and Melrose Abbey. Rey. Mr, Koehler and I went on to New- 
castle, where we visited the school for deaf-mutes under Mr. Wright as head- 
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master, Having seen Durham Cathedral and Castle, Mr. Koehler went to 
Leeds, and I to Sunderland, where through the exertions of Rev. Mr. Mac- 
donald, rector of St. Hilda’s Church, we had, on Wednesday evening, a public 
meeting in aid of the mission under Miss Kay. I made an address. 

On Friday, Mr. Gorham, of Leeds, the editor of the Deaf and Dumb Times, 
took me to Masham near Ripon, of which his father is the vicar. I greatly en- 
joyed my visit to the family at the vicarage, attending evening prayer in the 
old parish church. On Saturday, I received a kind welcome to Heaton Mount, 
Bradford, the residence of Mr. and Mrs. John Ambler. 

On the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity, August 16th, I preached on the 
Gospel for the day in St. Mark’s Church, Rev. Mr. Ross, rector, and in the 
venerable parish church, Rev. Canon Bardsley, rector. Mr, Dawson, the 
Missionary to adults, acted as interpreter. In the evening I visited the mission 
rooms at 9 Charles Street and addressed quite a large company of our sileat 
brethren. On Tuesday, I became the guest of Mr, H. H. Bemrose in Derby. 

Early the next morning, he took me toa large hall connected with the 
Midland Railroad Station, where three hundred workmen were taking their 
8.15 o'clock breakfast. I spoke to them briefly in relation to the work among 
deaf-mutes. According to their custom, they had ashort service, singing two 
hymns, Mr, Bemrose then took me to the school for deaf-mutes, where we had 
a good visit with the headmaster, Mr. Roe, and his wife. The pupils appeared 
remarkably well. Mr. Roe showed me the site of the new institution, In the 
evening, at the mission room of the adults, Mr. Roe conducted a special 
service and I made a sign address. On Thursday afternoon I reached London 
and had a short visit with Mr. George S. Stringfield, a vestryman of St. Ann’s 
Church and Second Vice-President of ‘‘The \ hurch Mission to Deaf-Mutes,” 
New York. I passed the evening with Rey. Mr. Gilby at St. Saviour’s Church 
and Parsonage, Oxford Street, London. Notwithstanding the heavy rain, we 
had quite a good attendance of the deaf and dumb. 

Having run down to Brighton to see Mr. Sleight, the veteran headmaster 
of the School for the Deaf and Dumb, and stopped in Derby to dine with Mr. 
and Mrs. Bemrose, I found myself on Saturday evening. enjoying the hospitality 
of Mr, and Mrs, Bessant, in the school at Manchester, of which Mr. Bessant is 
the headmaster, He is to be congratulated on the beautiful buildings and the 
results of the training of his pupils. Fulfilling appointments made by Dr. 
Buxton, the Hon. Secretary of the Mission to the adult deaf and dumb, I 
preached on Sunday in Stretford Chureh, Rev. Mr. Hart, rector, and St, 
Margaret's, Rev. Mr. Hope, rector. On Monday, having dined with Dr. 
Buxton and family, I went in the evening to the Institute in Grosvenor Street. 
In the chapel I baptized two infants, each having deaf-mute parents, Dr. 
Buxton interpreting, and in the lecture-room made an address, On Tuesday 
I reached Blackburn, where I was kindly entertained by the venerable Arch- 
deacon Rawstorne and wife, and also by Mr. and Mrs. J. G@. Shaw. On Wedues- 
day afternoon, in a school-room of the parish church, I addressed a meeting 
at which the Archdeacon presided. Mr. Shaw is deeply interested in all 
matters pertaining to the education and pastoral care of the deaf and dumb, He 


is an influential member of the Committee who propose to erect a fine. 
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Institution between Blackburn and Preston, in which the combined method 
will be used. Being editor of the Blackburn Times, he published a full report 
of the proceedings of the Glasgow Congress. I had a pleasunt interview with 
Mr, Muir, the missionary among the adult deaf-mutes. On Thursday 
afternoon I reached Liverpool. Mr, George F. Healey, who has done so much 
for the deaf and dumb of that city, took me to his delightful home, Oakfield, 
Gateacre, where I had the privilege of renewing my acquaintance with his 
father and sister. On Friday Mr. Healey and I visited the Liverpool school, 
where faithful work is done under the headmaster, Mr. Illingworth. We 
afterwards took lunch with Mr. and Mrs. IWingworth. On Saturday evening I 
went with Mr, Healey to the Institution on Princess Road and in the lecture- 
room addressed a large company of our silent friends. On Sunday forenoon I 
preached in Holy Innocents’ Church, Rev. Mr. Banner, rector, and in the 
evening I delivered a sign sermon in the chapel of the Institute. On Wednes- 
day forenoon I arrived at Belfast by the night boat from Liverpool, and once 
more received hospitality at the hands of the Mission Committee. Mr, Maginn 
was constant in his attentions, and I tried to help him in the important work 
providentially entrusted to his care. We went to Newtonards to see Mrs. 
MeWhinney, a sister of Mr, Robert Patterson of Brooklyn We visited the 
attractive and well appointed institution of which Mr. Kingham is principal. 
We stood by the grave of Miss Tredennick in the Belfast Cemetery. We went 
to Bangor, and called on Dean Maguire. I addressed the deaf-mutes in the 
Mission Hall, on several occasions, On Sunday forenoon, September 6th, I 
preached in St. Andrew's Church, the curate, Rev. Mr. Brown, taking the 
service in the absence of the rector, Dr. Busby. In the evening, I preached 
in All Saints’ Church, Rey. Mr. Scott, rector. On Monday, Mr. Maginn and 
I went to Dublin as guests of the Committee of the Mission under Mr. Hewson, 
and stopped at the Russell House, In the evening we attended a social gather- 
ing for deaf-mutes, by the invitation of Mr. Hewson and his sister, at a room 
in the Christian Union Buildings, Lower Abbey Street. On Tuesday we en- 
joyed the hospitality of Mr. Hewson and family at their summer home in 
Greystones by. the sea. In the evening I addressed a meeting in the school 
building, the Rev. Mr. Daunt presiding, On Wednesday Mr. Maginn returned 
to Belfast, and on Thursday I went to Longford, stopping over at Killucan to 
see the parents of one of my friends at home. Mrs, Kingstone, a sister of Miss 
Tredennick, and the Hon. Secretary and Treasurer of the Central Committee 
of,the Missions to the Deaf and Dumb of Ireland, of which the Lord Bishop 
of Cork is the President, met me at the station and took me to Mosstown, the 
delightful home of Mr. Kingstone and herself. There I met Mrs. Beatty, of 
Dublin, another sister of Miss Tredennick, who is a warm friend of the 
missions. On Sunday, September 18th, I preached in the Keenagh Church, 
Rey. Mr. Wellwood, rector, and in the Killahee Church, Rey. Mr, Reilly, rector. 
During the week I visited the Rev. Canon Bradshaw and wife in Roscommon, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Johnstone in Ratheline. On Wednesday evening I ad- 
dressed a meeting in the school building of Roscommon, the Canon presiding. 
I returned to Mosstown on Friday in time for the 8 P.M. meeting, which Mrs. 
Kingstone had arranged. Dean Orme presided, and there were present the 
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neighboring clergy and a goodly company of ladies and gentlemen. I made 
an address with a report of my summer work and reasons for encouragement 
to all who were working for the welfare of the deaf and dumb in Ireland. On 
Saturday I went to Carrick on Shannon and saw Mr. Harrison, who has charge 
of some property belonging to the late Edward L. Grabam, On Sunday, Sep- 
tember 20th, I preached in the Longford Church, the Venerable Archdeacon 
Potterton, rector, and in the Clonbrony Church, Rey. Mr. Brown, rector. The 
Archdeacon kindly extended hospitality to me in the Longford rectory. On 
Monday I reached Dublin, At 4 p.m, I addressed a meeting in a school-room 
of the Mariner’s Church in Kingstown, the Rey. Mr. Burroughs, rector, presid- 
ing, and then accompanied Mr. Hewson to his home at Greystones.” On 'Tues- 
day afternoon, Mr. Hewson and I called on the Lord Archbishop of Dublin at 
his country residence, near Bray, and had a consultation with him in relation 
to the Dublin Mission to adult deaf-mutes. On Wednesday I preached at the 
11.30 a.m. service in Christ Church, Leeson Park, the Rev. Canon Neligan, 
D.D. rector. Mr. Hewson and I afterwards dined with Mr. and Mrs. Beatty 
and family. and met a few friends of our work at their house. I réached 
Cork late that night, and took quarters at the Imperial Hotel. On Friday 
morning Mr. Bence, the lay-missionary among deaf-mutes, and I called on the 
Lord Bishop of Cork, and visited the Cathedral of St. Finn-Barr. We then 
went to the Churéh Home for the Aged and Infirm, and saw Miss McCormack, 
a deaf-mute, eighty-five years old. In the afternoon I addressed a meeting at 
the residence of Mrs. Hall in Blackrock, the Rev. Mr. Herrick, Hon. Secretary 
of the Cork Committee, presiding, and the Rev. Canon Powell calling attention 
to the needs of the mission. On Saturday afternoon Mr. Maginn, who had 
come down from Belfast to see me and his brother off in the Aurania, and I 
attended a meeting at the residence of Mrs. Roberts, in Passage, at which I 
made an address. We spent the night at Queenstown. On Sunday forenoon, 
September 27th, Mr. Maginn and two sisters, accompanied Mr. Pierce Maginn 
and me, in the tender to the Aurania, which was at anchor in Queenstown 
Harbor. Mr. Pierce was starting to join a brother in Minnesota. About 1.30 
P.M., our friends said good-bye to us, returning to Queenstown by the tender, 
and soon the mammoth ship was steaming her way to New York. 

The trip which I have thus described was undertaken at the invitation of 
certain friends of the Missions to the Adult Deaf and Dumb in the United 
Kingdom, who contributed towards my traveling expenses and extended me 
hospitality. I return to them all my hearty thanks for the kindness which I 
received at their hands. I was glad to be informed that the work had been 
strengthened and encouraged by the information I had given, and by the 
offerings and collections which followed my sérmons and addresses. 

Our Heavenly Father has graciously watched over me through all the 
vicissitudes of my memorable journey and I am very thankful. One domestic 
sorrow howeyer has come to me during my absence from home, in the passing 
away of my beloved sister, Alice Cogswell, the wife of Dr. H. ©. Trumbull of 
Philadelphia, on Sunday, August 23d. She always had a tender place in her 
heart for all deaf-mutes. 
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Looking forward with pleasure to the privileges and duties which await 
me on my return, and with best wishes for the happiness of all deaf-mutes and

My Dear Dr. GatiaupEer.—I was very glad to bear from you after all 
your wanderings, and heartily join in the joy of all your friends in welcoming 
you home again, I have to report the baptism of three (8) adult deaf-mutes 
and the holding of two services with addresses, one being a celebration of the 
Holy Eucharist on Twelfth Sunday after Trinity this year, within the year in- 
cluded in your report. I believe this is all I have been able to do for our deaf- 
mute brethren the past year, The above services were all held in the Church 
of the Good Shepherd and the offerings given Mr. Dantzer. I don’t remember 
the amounts. They were small. I have received no money on account of the 
Deaf-Mute Mission since last report. I hope to provide a lecturer for the 
mutes one evening this winter and will act as interpreter.

November 30, 1891, 

The work in the dioceses of Central and Western New York is apparently 
growing and extending. Several new places have been visited, such as El- 
mira, Auburn, Oswego and Oneida, in addition to the several places period- 
ically visited. Outside of the field, services have been held once in each of the 
following places: for the Rev. A.W. Mann, St. John’s, Detroit; Christ Church, 
Indianapolis ; St. Paul’s, Evansville, Indiana ; Giace Church, Cleveland ; and 
St. Paul’s, Erie, Pa. 
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There is still no regular stipend for the support of the Missionary, but the 
Deanery of Buffalo during the year made the mission a gift of fifty dollars, 
and a few of the churches have taken up offerings forthe work. Still the 
amount received is not enough to enable the missionary to do as he would 
like, and as would be necessary for a faithful and full performance of the 
work. 

Guilds for the support of the Mission, for charitable purposes, and for the 
mutual improvement of the members mentally, morally and religiously, have 
been organized among the deaf in St. James’ parish, Buffalo, Trinity, Utica 
and Christ Church, Binghamton.

My Drar Docror.—My work for the year ending September, 1891, can 
hardly be given ina report, AJlI can say is I have been doing whatever ir 
could for our deaf-mute brethren and friends in connection with my work as 
assistant minister at the Church of the Good Shepherd. I have ministered in 
yarious ways: preached regularly on the fourth Sunday of the month; 


*

marricd several couples; attended funerals as officiating minister and inter- 
preter; and have visited socially and in cases of sickness wherever I felt some- 
thing might be accomplished for the temporal and spiritual welfare of the 
deaf. One communicant has passed away during the year, and considering 
our small number of church people in Boston we have felt the loss, We have 
felt the loss more seriously, for she}was constant in her devotion, and when too 
ill to come to God’s House received the Holy Communion in her own 
home. Her devotion was bright example to her silent friends, and I trust 


L325 her *‘ works do follow her.” I have baptised two deaf-mutes privately during 

i the year, both of whom have passed away. The work is encouraging, but we 
ar can do little until the diocese asserts its willingness to support a missionary. 

I think, please God, the time is very near at hand when the Bishop will do his 
e part in helping on our modest labor, and that in time your good society (which 
oy has enough to do in New York and vicinity) will be relieved of the work in 


) New England, which it has been carrying along for so many years. Deaf- 
mutes in New England share the same Puritan prejudice against the Epis- 
¢opal Church that their hearing friends have; but in time the careful, pains- 
taking labor of a Missionary here would do much to lead them out of their 

" prejudices into the Church’s ways and worship. ; 

I gave my annual reception last January, and think there were about one 

hundred deaf-mutes present. The day of our new Bishop’s consecration I 

gave a deaf-mute reception in his honor and to enlist his interest and sympathy 

i in our work. During the evening every deaf-mute present had an opportunity, 

} to shake hands with Bishop Brooks, and receive from him an assurance of his 

personal interest in each one. I addressed the Bishop on behalf of about two 
hundred deaf-mutes present. The President of the Gallaudet Society pre- 
sented an address from himself and a beautiful bouquet of flowers from the 
Society. The General Manager spoke of the work of the future (which I in. 
terpreted), upon which the Bishop replied most happily and encouragingly 
(the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet acting as his interpreter), Little Edith Thomas and 

__ her teacher were present, and one of the most pathetic pictures was the scene 

when the Bishop was speaking. As the Bishop stood in the midst of the 

gathering (his head and shoulders above the tallest), with little Edith’s hand — 
in both of his, the throng of deaf-mutes receiving his words through Dr, 

Gallaudet’s interpretation, her teacher interpreting into her right hand the 

_ Bishop’s remarks, one could hardly wonder if this is the Saviour’s work. I 

think such a picture, if put upon canvas, would move the most indifferent 
soul to do something for the spread of Christ’s kingdom among the unfortu- 
nate children of our Heavenly Father. I feel we have the prayers of the 
faithful and of our beloved Bishop, and I feel that in time a definite work 
will be realized for the Church and for the gospel.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote the 
temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 
Its central office shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 


Tis members shall consist of the Trustees and such contributors to its 
support as may be elected by the Society at its annual meeting. 

The Trustees shall also have power to elect members of the Society at a 
regular meeting. 

Any person paying One Hundred Dollars at one time shall be eligible to 
life membership. 


ARTICLE III. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the: direction, management and 
control of a Board of twenty-five trustees, the Bishop of New York being ea- 
officio the President. 

The remaining twenty-four members of the Board shall be divided into 
three classes of eight each. The members of each class shall hold office for 
the term of three years and until their successors are appointed. Eight 
Trustees to be elected annually by ballot. 


, ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of the Socicty shall consist of a President, the Bishop of New 
York ex-offievo ; two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who shall 
be elected at the annual meeting of the Society, and shall hold office for one 
year and until the appointment of their successors. The elective officers of 
the Society shall be chosen from the Trustees. The officers of the Society 
shall also be the officers of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE VY. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Monday evening of 
November.

= ARTICLE VI. 


Srcrron 1. The Board of Trustees shall hold regular meetings at least 
four times a year, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seven 
Trustees shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but no pur- 
chase, lease or sale of real estate shall be made unless two-thirds of the whole 
number of the Trustees shall be present at the meeting at which it is ordered. 


Sxo.2. The Board of Trustees shall have power to make By-Laws for 
its own government and for the government of its officers, to alter and amend 
the same, and to fill temporarily and until the next annual election any 
vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 


Src. 3. Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called 
by the President or une of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the 
Trustees. Such call to be in writing and filed with the Secretary. 

Sec. 4. When such special meetings are called the members shall be noti- 
fied of the time and place of meeting and the subject proposed to be con- 
sidered, No other subject shall be discussed or acted upon at such meeting, 

Sec. 5. The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meeting, 
a report of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in re- 
lation to the funds and property of the Society, and information relative to 
the objects of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VIL. 


This Constitution shall not be altered or amended unless it be at an an- 
nual meeting of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present con- 
senting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 
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BY-LAWS 
OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


1. The President,,two Vice-Presidents, Secretary, and Treasurer, shall 
faithfully perform the duties usually intrusted to such officers. 

“2. The four stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held on the 
second Monday evenings in November, February, April and June. 

8. With the consent of ‘the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen of 
St. Ann's Church for Deaf-Mutes in the City of New York,” the meetings of 
the Trustees shall be held in the said Church, 

4, The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall be 
to oversee the various departments of work which shall be adopted to improve 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes ; appoint assistants to 
the General Manager, and fix the salaries of the officers referred to in this 
section. 

5. The General Manager and his assistants shall be subject to such regu- 
lations as the Trustees may adopt for their guidance, and shall present written 
reports of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees, 

6, The Trustees shall appoint a Standing Committee on the Gallaudet 
Home, and such other Standing and Special Committees as may be necessary 
to accomplish effectually the objects of the Society. 

7. The Standing Committee on the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes shall 
haye power to manage its affairs. They shall present written reports of their 
work at the stated meeting of the Trustees. 

8. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Board of Lady Managers, whose 
duty it shall be, under the direction of the Standing Committee on the Gal- 
laudet Home, to appoint a Matron for the Home, and to conduct its internal 
affairs. Said Board of Lady Managers shall present written reports of their 
work to the Standing Committee monthly. 

9. At the meetings of the Trustees the order of business shall be as 
follows :

is admirably situated in the centre of a fine farm of one hundred and fifty-six 
acres, extending from the turnpike between New Hamburgh and Poughkeep- 
sie, to the banks of the Hudson river. 

The Farm is enclosed by a substantial stone wall, and is in a high state 
of cultivation—its products finding a ready sale in Wappinger’s Falls and 
Poughkeepsie. 

On entering the gate from the road, and crossing a creek of never failing 
pure water, there is seen on a high knoll, the farm-house with its surrounding 
barns, stables, carriagc-house, cattle yard, etc. A broad macadamised avenue, 
bordered with pines and other trees, forming a shady arch, winds through 
the farm to the circle at the Mansion. ( See Photograph.) 

This is a commodious edifice substantially built of stone and brick 
with a chapel, library, dining-room, and several large dormitories, 
This handsome building covered with vines, and surrounded by trees, is situ- 
ated on a high bluff, overlooking the Hudson. The view from the front, over 
the lawn, and down the river towards Newburgh, the Storm King and 
Anthony's Nose, is romantic in the extreme, and breathes of peace and rest, 
from the trials, tribulations, and cares of this world 

The bluff on the river, with its valuable limestone quarries, is covered by 
severai acresof woodland Across the railroad track is an eligible water- 
front, with a convenient dock, where supplies can be delivered by boat; and 
the Railroad Company contemplate establishing a station, within five minutes’ 
walk of the mansion, at Clinton Point. 

In this Retreat, a ‘ St, Johnland” for deaf mutes, it is proposed to gather 
the aged and infirm, and such others as may need fostering care after they 
leave school. 1tis expected that most of the inmates will be ableto work on 
the farm, or in shops at various trades, thus contributing to the support of 
the Home. There will be frequent sign services in the chapel, and constant 
efforts put forth to lead these ‘children of silence” to believe in Him who said 
‘ EPHPHATHA " to the man that was deaf and had an impediment in his 
speech. 

The object of this Home should be borne in mind, by all who desire that 
the Deaf Mutes should be made as happy and useful as may be consistent with 
their great deprivation. Itis a Charity that appeals to the generous sympathy 
of all Christian people. Donations will be gratefully acknowledged by the

THE TWENTIETH ANNIVERSARY 


Of The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes was held in St. 
Ann’s Church, West 18th Street, near Fifth Avenue, New 
York, on Sunday, December 18th, at 8 P.M. The service 
was conducted by the Right Rev. H. C. Potter, D. D., 
LL. D., Bishop of New York, and the Rev. Dr. Krans, 
the lessons being read by the Rev. Dr. Zeigenfuss, Arch- 
deacon of Dutchess, and the Rev. Dr. Potter, President of 
Hobart College, the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet and the Rev. Mr, 
Chamberlain acting as interpreters for the deaf-mute por- 
tion of the large congregation. Dr. Gallaudet, the General 
Manager, having read abstracts of the Twentieth Annual 
Report of the Society, the Bishop made an address, in 
which he endorsed the objects sought to be accomplished 
for the benefit of deaf-mutes and the methods which had 
been used. He called attention to the fact that this organi- 
zation had grown out of St. Ann’s Church, founded in Oc- 
tober, 1852, as the first church in Christendom to undertake 
systematic pastoral work among deaf-mutes. After labor- 
ing diligently in this newly tried field for twenty years, its 
rector and members found that it was not able to sustain the 
work, as it grew out into other parts of the country, and so 
opened the way for “The Church Mission for Deaf-Mutes,” 
to be incorporated in October, 1872. It seemed a fitting 
coincidence that the Fortieth Anniversary of the Church 
and the Twentieth Anniversary of the Society should occur 
so near each other, and that the Bishop could be present to 
speak so kindly of the leader in both these ventures of faith.

TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 


{he fie fission to Pl. ts, Jew fork. 


Our Society was incorporated in October, 1872, its par- 
ticular business and objects being the promotion of the 
temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. Thir- 
teen of the first twenty-five Trustees have died, nine have 
resigned; the three remaining of the original number are 
Dr. I. L. Peet and Messrs. W. O. Fitzgegald and H. J. 
Haight. These three have witnessed great changes and re- 
markable results since our venture of faith was made under 
the direction of our General Manager, the Rev. Thomas 
Gallaudet, D. D. 

Our Society having pioneered general Church work among 
deaf-mutes, begun, as it must ever be borne in mind, by St. 
Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, New York City, in October, 
1852, is now limited in its operations to the five Dioceses of 
the State of New York, the six Dioceses of New England, 
and the Diocese of Newark. 

It must be specially noted, however, that our Associate, 
the Rev. C. Orvis Dantzer, is the Missionary for Western 
New York and Central New York, and derives his support 
from those Dioceses. It is hoped he will be able to aid us 
in collecting the means which are needed to support the 
Gallaudet Home for aged and infirm deaf-mutes, because 
this Home has been established to receive inmates from the 
whole State of New York. Increased accommodations will 
be afforded as soon as practicable. If the deaf-mutes of our 
State will offer their prayers to God to bless this refuge for 
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His afflicted people, and also put forth persevering and 
patient efforts to sustain it, our beau-ideal will ere long be- 
come a gracious reality. This Home already forms one of 
the most interesting departments of our Society’s mission 
to our silent brethren. It is situated on a farm of 156 acres 
by the Hudson River, six miles below Poughkeepsie. 
During the past year it has had 22 inmates, 11 men and 11 
women. Three are deaf and dumb and blind. Several 
have imperfect sight. Several are crippled, and three are 
upwards of eighty years old. They live in an atmosphere 
of Christian love, and are a happy though afflicted family. 
Religious services are held every Sunday in the Chapel, the 
Holy Communion being administered on the second Sun- 
day of the month. We again thank Mr. William J. Nelson, 
of Poughkeepsie, for his labors of good-will in these silent 
ministrations. The religious feature of a Home for aged 
and infirm deaf-mutes is a sufficient reason for its existence 
It is a comfort to us to know that all the inmates who have 
passed from our care to the bliss of Paradise have been 
communicants of the Church. The Reports of the Stand- 
ing Committee and the Board of Lady Managers will show 
what has been accomplished during the past year. With 
our property freed from mortgage, and with a more general 
appreciation of the compassionate mission of this Home, 
we have confidence in its future growth and maintenance 
—God’s blessing has rested upon it thus far, and we are sure 
that His promises will be fulfilled. Having received the 
generous legacy of $20,000 from the estate of Mr. John T. 
Farish, we expect to use so much of it as may be necessary 
in additions to our present buildings. 

The Rev. S. Stanley Searing, another of our Associates, 
has been appointed by the Boston City Mission Society to 
Minister to the deaf-mutes of that city. He holds services 
in St. Andrew’s Church, Chambers Street. The Gallaudet 
Society of Deaf-Mutes hold their meetings in its parish 
building. It is hoped that the way will open for Rev. Mr. 
Searing to make more effective the Church work among the 
deaf-mutes of New England. This encouraging condition 
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of affairs is the result of the seed which has been sown by 
our missionaries at occasional services in Boston for up- 
wards of thirty years. 

The reports of our missionaries and associates will amply 
testify to the importance of cultivating the peculiar field 
entrusted to us. While offering more frequently these sign- 
services to our friends in the larger cities, where they con- 
gregate to obtain employment and to enioy each other’s 
society, we try to reach by occasional services those who 
reside in smaller places. The great object we have in view 
is to lead them to the Saviour in His appointed ways. Our 


. representatives endeavor to preach the Gospel of Christ 


with all its positive institutions to those who by their de- 
privation cannot enjoy the pleasure of listening to the sounds 
of the human voice. We do not see how the Gospel can be 
preached to deaf-mutes without using the wonderfully per- 
fected sign-language. The more fully our silent brethren 
come under the influences of the Saviour’s mission of good- 
will to our race, the more patiently and cheerfully will they 
bear their special burden and the brighter will be their hope 
for the perfect life which is in store for them. 

The Rev. Mr. Chamberlain conducts a Holy Communion 
service at 11 A. M. on the third Sunday of the month in the 
chapel of the Church of the Intercession, Washington 
Heights. This is near the New York Institute for Deaf- 
Mutes, and several of the pupils attend the service. At 3 
Pp. M.on the same day Mr. Chafhberlain conducts a Holy 
Communion service in Trinity Church, Newark. He also 
provides for a service at 3 P. M. on the first Sunday of the 
month in this Church, having had the kind assistance of 
Professors Jones and Van Tassell, of the New York Institu- 
tion. 

Rev. Mr. Colt has been instrumental in founding St. 
David’s Church for Deaf-Mutes in Brooklyn. It is com- 
posed of hearing congregations morning and evening and of 
a deaf-mute congregation in the afternoon. With the full ap- 
proval of the Bishop and other Church authorities of the Dio- 
cese of Long Island, Mr. Colt has reason to feel greatly en- 
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couraged in his efforts to provide a spiritual home for the 
deaf-mutes of Brooklyn and vicinity. In general work, he 
continues to act for our Society. 

Our representatives are constantly occupied in relieving 
the poor and needy and in ministering to the sick and dy- 
ing. They are successful in finding employment for many. 
They act as interpreters and advisers in important matters. 
They take an interest in various societies and conduct a 
large correspondence. They ask for the sympathy and co- 
operation of all the people for whose welfare they are daily 
laboring. While the great majority are doing well and 


fighting the battle of life bravely, there are those who need. 


constant care and assistance. We are thankful that so 
many of our fellow-citizens appreciate the objects of our 
Society and respond so generously to the appeals which are 
made from time to time for the means that are needed for 
current expenses. 

On the first Sunday of October, the Fortieth Anniversary 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, an important change 
occurred. A resolution of the Vestry, adopted at the re- 
quest of the Rector, took effect. The Rev. Thomas Gallau- 
det, D.D., became Rector emeritus, and the Rev. Edward 
H. Kranz, LL.D., became his successor as Rector. Our 
General Manager will thus be enabled to devote more of his 
time and attention to the great interests which our Society 
desires to promote. 

To our list of departed friends which appeared in last 
year’s report should be added the name of Mr. Charles S. 
Newell, of Goshen, Orange Co., New York. He was a 
member of our first Board of Trustees, and took an active 
interest in all our work. He commanded universal respect 
as a Christian gentleman of remarkable natural endowments 
and of painstaking culture. May his example be followed 
by his silent brethren throughout the country. 

Mr. Charles W. K. Strong, of Washington, D. C., was 
another deaf-mute gentleman who exerted a good influence 
upon his brethren. Having for many years most acceptably 
discharged the duties of a clerkship of the Treasury Depart- 
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ment of our National Government, he was suddenly taken 
to his rest a few months ago. He was sustained during the 
changes of his earthly pilgrimage by a firm faith in his 
Saviour, and departed in peace to the unseen world. 

The Rt. Rev. G. T. Bedell, D.D., Bishop of Ohio, was 
one of the best friends that deaf-mutes ever had. In his 
early life, while Rector of the Church of the Ascension, 
New York, he was an active member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the New York Institute for Deaf-Mutes. He per- 
formed the marriage ceremony for our General Manager and 
his wife in the Church of the Ascension, July 15th, 1845. 
He helped to found St. Ann’s Church, and when he became 
Bishop of Ohio, was a warm supporter of church work 
among deaf-mutes in the Western Dioceses. He ordained 
the Rev. A. W. Mann first to the deaconate and then to 
the priesthood. 

Mrs. A. C. Fargis has left a large circle of loving friends 
for the better home beyond the vale. Many years ago she 
appreciated the touching charity we had begun for aged 
and infirm deaf-mutes. She organized a Fair,in her own 
house, and sent us upward of $1,000 to support the family 
we were then caring for at No. 220 East 13th Street. 
In the midst of trying days this gift was a timely encourage- 
ment to us. 

Recently Mrs. Sarah A. Haight said the last farewell to her 
husband and children (one of whom is a deaf-mute young 
man), and passed with a bright hope to the mysterious 
scenes of the future. She loved deaf-mutes, and took a 
deep interest in our work. A short time before she died 
she sent me $50 for our Home, 

And now it is our sad duty to speak of a well-tried friend 
who has been identified with the history of St. Ann’s 
Church and the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes for many 
years. He was a Vestryman and the Treasurer of the 
former, and a Trustee and the Second Vice-President of the 
latter. Mr. Geo. S. Stringfield had won over hearts by his. 
kind words and gentle deeds, and we shall greatly miss him. 
In his will he left $2,500 to St. Ann’s Church, $500 to St 
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Ann’s Guild, and $2,500 to the Gallaudet Home for Deaf- 
Mutes. He was a man of an excellent spirit and was highly 
esteemed by his business associates. 

By the passing away of these fellow pilgrims in life’s 
mysterious journey, we are again reminded of our own un- 
certain continuance here, and of the importance of doing 
with our might what our hands find to do for the sake of 
the compassionate Saviour, who once spoke the word 
Ephphatha to a deaf and dumb man as He worked one of 
His most touching miracles. 

For twenty years our Society has offered substantial 
reasons for its existence and growth. We trust that it may 
continue to receive the prayers, the sympathy and the sup- 
port of the Bishops,-the Rectors, and the kind-hearted peo- 
ple of the dioceses in which we are trying to minister to 
those on whom our Heavenly Father has laid a heavy bur- 
den. Encouraging words and timely gifts will strengthen 
our hearts and hands and make our peculiar mission still 
more effective.

We were hospitably received and entertained by Miss Anna 
Gardner, whom we found acting for Matron Nichoson, who was 
absent at the time on a much needed vacation, her health having 
materially suffered from confinement and over work during the 
past severe hot weather. Services were held on the Sabbath by 
Mr, Fitzgerald, which were well attended by the inmates. We 
could hardly realize that another year had passed, time seems 
to have dealt so very gently with these poor afflicted ones and 
their surroundings. 

Peace and comfort have surely found here a resting place. 
The contented, healthful appearance of the inmates, the cleanli- 
ness and home look that reigned on all sides, testifies to such a 
degree of careful supervision on the part of those in authority, 
with Mrs, C. M. Nelson and the Ladies’ Committee, that all 
certainly deserve your commendation. 

We went over the grounds with Farmer Gardner, and found 
the roads, approaches and general appearance of the whole farm 
in a satisfactory condition, showing that the details had been 
attended to, and also that the outbuildings and stables had been 
kept up, consistent with their age and wear, 

The new sign at the gate was much needed, and adds dignity 
to the place, 

The new ice house, creamery, ete., is a handsome building of 
the kind, very practical, and we can look on this outlay as 
money well invested. 

We are glad to notice the efforts to improve the water works, 
and find that the supply from the new spring now running into 
the reservoir is very plentiful and has already produced softer 
and healthier water. 
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The past season has been backward and unfavorable in this 
vicinity for the crops. April and May were very cold and wet, 
This necessitated the replanting of vegetables, making them 
late. Neither have we done as well as we anticipated with 
berries; but our asparagus bed has given better results eyen 
than last year, and promises well for the future. 

As a whole the farm looks as fair as can be expected, and we 
hear it has held its own with former years, even under these 
adverse circumstances, Our stock, cows, poultry, pork and 
horses are in good condition and seem thriving, That we must 
come soon to a new barn is only too apparent. 

While here we met the builder with his plans for the new roof 
and additions to the farm cottage, which is in a dilapidated 
and dangerous condition, and must either be at once repaired 
before the wet weather sets in or abandoned in the near future., 
The cost of patching it up is not advisable and would be money 
wasted, 

We concur with the Committee in the proposed additions and 
rebuilding, which will make at a moderate cost practically a 
new two-story modern building, 55x40, with additional rooms 
that can be utilized in emergency, and add perceptibly to the 
value of our property. The upper floor will accommodate a 
dozen or more, and will be just the place in the future for the 
young deaf mutes from Dr. Peet's institution desirous of learn- 


‘ing farming for a livelihood, 


At the main house we looked longingly forward to the so 
much needed new addition building that is to be commenced in 
the Spring, We have examined the plans submitted by Mr, F, 
C. Withers, the architect, who deserves to be complimented on 
the handsome appearance they present, and the noble building 
they will give us as a whole. We understand that the specifica- 
tions are in the hands of a building committee who are giving 
earnest attention to all the details, and indicate that before our 
next report this building will be completed and occupied, 

We cannot close this without reference to the cordial and 
pleasant visit made with Trustee D. Porter Lord and Mrs. C. M, 
Nelson at Poughkeepsie. The details of the management of 
the Home by her Ladies’ Committee were fully discussed, and 
hearty co-operation promised on all sides, The future looks 
hopeful. With the prompt establishment of the much to be 
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desired Endowment Fund, the interest of which shall support 
the Home, our scope of usefulness will be proportionately en- 
larged and a fixed income secured beyond peradventure.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 


For Octosprr, NovemBer, DECEMBER AND JANUARY. 


On eight Sundays I held services for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church, 
New York. I will allude briefly to work elsewhere on other Sundays. 
October 4th, as I was returning from my visit to the United Kingdom, I 
conducted service on the Aurania, and alluded to our Mission. The offerings, 
amounting to nearly $50, were appropriated to our Home for the aged and 
infirm. I have conducted servicesin Boston, Lynn, Beverly, Salem, Albany 
and Brooklyn. I have taken part in combined services in Tarrytown, 
Harlem, Newark and Mt, Vernon. I have passed three Sundays at our 
Home, celebrating the Holy Communion each morning in the Chapel. 
November 22 at 7.30 P. M. I had the pleasure of baptising our Supervisor, 
who has become so proficient in the use of the sign-language as to be able 
to conduct services for the household. Sunday, December 6th, I spent 
with Rev. Mr. Oolt and his congregations, deaf-mute in the afternoon, at 
St. David's Church, Brooklyn, wishing God-speed to all engaged in this 
venture of faith. In the evening we celebrated the nineteenth anniversary of 
our Society, in the Church of the Intercession, Washington Heights, Rev. 
Mr. Burford, rector. Dr. Peet’s address was so interesting and effective 
that I asked him fora copy to be published in our Annual Report. 

Ihave baptised four children, cach having deaf-mute parents, and one of 
deaf-mute grand parents. I baptised four deaf-mute adults in Boston, 

I have married two deaf-mute couples, and officiated at the funeral of 
the mother of a deaf-mute and of a deaf-mute man. 

Rhoda Worden, the aged deaf-mute, who was almost blind, has been 
taken to her rest. Her funeral was attended on Sunday, January 3ist, in 
Caldwell, Essex County, N. J. Our Society had for several years paid for 
her board with a deaf-mute couple. 

Mr, Charles W. K Strong, who had for a long time been a clerk in the 
Treasury Department in Washington, died on Friday, January 29th. He 
had always taken a deep interest in church work among deaf-mutes, and 
was an example to all in his Christian life. 

I have lectured to deaf mutes in Boston, Beverly, Troy, Albany, 
Philadelphia and New York. On the evening of October 27th, in All Souls 
Church for the Deaf in Philadelphia, I attended a convocation of the clergy 
of that city, and made an address on church work among deaf-mutes. 

L interpreted for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church, N. Y., on Thanks- 
giving Day, Christmas, Wednesday evenings in Advent and Epiphany. 
The night service on the latter festival was made specially interesting by 
the sign-recitations of Prof. Jones of the New York Institution. 

On the evening of November 6th, at the monthly meeting of St. Ann’s 
Parish Guild, I gave an account of my visit to the Mission to Deaf-Mutes in 
England, Scotland and Ireland. 
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On the evening of October 15th I acted as interpreter at the reception 
which the Rev, Mr. Searing and his deaf-mute friends gave to the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Brooks in Boston. 

On the evening of November 10th in the guild room of St. Ann's Church, 
New York, I attended the anniversary of the Society in aid of the Gallaudet 
Home for Deaf-Mutes. 

On the evening of December 10th I made an address at the com- 
memoration of the 104th anniversary of my father’s birthday by the Man- 
hattan Literary Association of Deaf-Mutes. 

Recently Rev. Mr. Chamberlain and I cared for Mrs, Martha McCune, 
deaf-mute, who died of consumption in the City Hospital. We saw that 
the body was duly sent to the family in Goshen, and subsequently heard 
that the burial service was conducted by the Rector of St, James’ Church. 

On the evening of January 22d 1 interpreted at the confirmation service in 
the Church af the Good Shepherd, Boston, at which the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Brooks confirmed ten deaf-mutes, On Sunday, January 24th, fourteen 
deaf-mutes received the Holy Communion in this Church, 

During these four months I have been busy in the usual details of an 
extensive correspondence and looking after deaf-mutes in trouble and sick- 
ness and those who are out of work. I was much interested in Mr. Clarence 
Barton, at whose funeral Rev. Mr. Chamberlain officiated. My daily 
experience leads me to feel more deeply that our Society has undertaken 


a most important Mission.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 


For FEBRUARY AND Marcu, 1892. 


I conducted the Sunday afternoon services in St. Ann’s Church on the 
"th, 14th and 28th of February. On the evening of the 14th we had a com- 
bined service in St. Peter’s Church, Portchester, and I preached on our 
Mission, to which $15 were given, I tried to help forward the fair in aid of 
our Home, which was held in the Guild Rooms of St, Ann’s Church, 
February 16th, 17th and 18th. On Friday evening we had a combined 
service in St. James’ Church, Buffalo, My address was interpreted by Rev. 
Mr. Berry. Mr. Solomon P. Cornelius is active in this parish as a lay 
reader. Sunday and Monday, February 21st and 22d, [ spent with my son- 
in-law, Rev. Mr. Sherman, Rector of St. Peter’s Church, Dansville. On 
Sunday afternoon I spoke on church work among deaf-mutes On Tues- 
day evening, February 23d, we had a service for deaf-mutes in St. Luke’s 
Church, Rochester; Wednesday in St. Paul’s Church, Syracuse, Mr. C. 
Orris Dantser, Jay reader, assisting (I baptised a deaf-mute and his child) ; 
Thursday in Zion Church, Rome, and Friday in Trinity Church, Utica (I 
baptised a child of deaf-mutes). I visited the institutions for deaf-mutes 
in Rochester and Rome. 
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On all the Sundays in March I conducted the services for deaf-mutes in 
§t. Ann’s Church, and also on the afternoon of Ash Wednesday. OnSunday 
evening, the 6th, we had a combined service in Trinity Church, Mt. 
Vernon. During Lent I interpreted at many of the services at St. Ann's, 
In the first part of the month, having several important cases among deaf- 
mutes to be cared for, I sent a letter to the New York Times, which brought 
me the means I needed. The amounts were duly reported to our 
Treasurer. 

On Thursday forenoon, March 10th, in Grace Church, Syracuse, I pre- 
sented to the Rt. Rev. Bishop Huntington, Mr. C. Orvis Danster, to be 
ordained a deacon for missionary work among deaf-mutes in the Dioceses of 
Central New York and Western New York. I preached the sermon. On 
Monday afternoon, the 14th, in the Church of the Ascension, New York, I 
attended the funeral of the Rt. Rev Bishop Bedell who had always taken a 
deep interest in the work for deaf-mutes, 

During these two months I have attended several gatherings of deaf- 
mutes. I have helped quite a number, getting work for some. I have 
conducted as usual quite a large correspondence in relation to matters con- 


nected with our Mission.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 
For APRIL AnD May, 1892. 


On Sunday, April 8, I conducted the services at the Home, celebrating 
the Holy Communion at 11 A, M. On the other Sundays of this month I 
conducted the sign services in St. Ann’s Church, I interpreted at the Holy 
Week services, having a special one for deaf mutes on Good Friday after- 
noon. Our silent brethren in large numbers enjoyed their Easter service. 

On Sunday, May 1,1 was busy in Philadelphia. At 9:30 A. M. I 
visited Mrs, Syle’s Bible class for deaf mutgs in the Sunday school rooms 
of the Church of the Epiphany. The class is composed of pupils at the 
institution who belong to church families. At 11 A. M. I conducted service 
in the chapel of the institution, and at 2:30 P. M. celebrated the Holy 
Communion and preached in All Souls Church for the deaf. In the even- 
ing I spoke of our work in St. Paul’s Church. 

On Wednesday afternoon, May 4th, I attended the Presentation Day 
exercises of the National Deaf-Mute College in Washington, D. C., and 
pronounced the benediction. 

On Thursday evening I conducted a service for deaf-mutes in the 
Sunday school room of the Church of the Ascension in that city. On 
the following evening I baptized a child of deaf-mutes in Grace 
Church, Baltimore, and then addressed a large congregation of our silent 
brethren in the adjoining chapel, where Mr. Moylan, lay reader, conducts 
the Sunday afternoon services for deaf-mutes, 
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On Sunday afternoon, May 8, I interpreted at the Confirmation service 
in St. Ann’s, at which Right Rev. Bishop Brewer, of Montana, officiated. 
Two deaf-mutes in a large class of hearing persons were confirmed. 

On Sunday afternoon, the 15th, I was at St. Ann’s, and in the evening 
preached in relation to our work in St. James Church, Fordham. On my 
way up I stopped at 240 East 109th street and baptized the infant of a deaf- 
mute couple. On Saturday afternoon I attended the funeral of Mrs, Carrie 
Strong, at Seven Oaks, and the Presbyterian Church, Palisades. On the 
other Sundays in May, and also Ascension Day, I was confined to the rec- 
tory with a severe carbuncle on the back of my neck. In addition to the 
details thus concisely given, I have attended to other matters connected 
with the great work entrusted to me.

THE REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 
For June, Jury, Aveust AND SEPTEMBER, 1892. 


During these four months I conducted the services for deaf-mutes in 
St. Ann’s Church on ten Sundays. On Sunday, June 19, I preached in the 
Church of the Good Shepherd, Hartford, Conn., and alluded to our Mis- 
sion, On the 10th of July I officiated in the Chapel of the Home On the 
Bist of July I conducted services at the Glen Summit Hotel, Pennsylvania, 
and in the evening spoke in detail of work among deaf-mutes. On the 21st 
of August I held a service for deaf-mutes in St. Paul’s Church, Albany, 
and on the 28th in the Chapel of the Institute for Deaf-Mutes in Hartford. 
Rey. Dr. Clere and Rev. Job Turner took portions of the service. I 
preached to a large congregation on conscience, The graduates of this 
institution had come from different parts of New England to attend a con- 
vention of their association, and also to celebrate the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of the founding the school in which they had been trained for the 
battle of life. Sunday, September 4th, at St. Ann’s Church, I endeavored 
to show how encouraging to our Mission was the Gospel for the day —the 
Twelfth Sunday after Trinity—giving the account of our Saviour’s curing 
the deaf and dumb man. On the 25th of September, I assisted Rev. Mr. 
Colt in the services of St. Dayid’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, Brooklyn, he 
taking the afternoon service at St. Aun’s, 

On Monday, June 6th, Rev, Mr, Chamberlain and I officiated at the 
funeral of Helen Marshall, infant of Mr. and Mrs. Soper. 

On Tuesday, June 14th, I presided at the closing exercises of the New 
York Institution for Deaf-Mutes, and in the evening attended a vestry 
meeting of St, Ann’s Church, at which, at my request, I was elected Rector 
Emeritus, and Rev. Dr. Krans Rector, this action to take effect on the 
fortieth anniversary—the first Sunday in October. By this change I felt 
that I could render more effective our general mission work among deaf- 
mutes and build up our Home, 
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On Wednesday, June 15th, I attended the lawn party at the Home, 
given by the Board of Lady Managers. It was a success, and I was thank- 
ful that our good friends were so much encouraged. 

On Saturday, June 25th, at Fair View, N. J., I baptized Grace Randall 
and Ruth Adele, twin daughters of Mr. and Mrs. McClelland. 

On the 28th of June, in St. Ann’s Rectory, I married Mr. Fosmire and 
Miss Van Varick, and on the next day, in St. Ann’s Church, Mr. Porter 
and Miss Hawkins. 

On July 14th I enjoyed the Deaf-Mutes’ Union League excursion. 

On Saturday, in St. Ann’s Church, Rey. Mr. Ritchie and I conducted 
the funeral service of Mortimer B, Howe, a communicant. I went with 
the family to Greenwood. 

On the 18th of August I was made very thankful by the receipt of $185 
for the destitute deaf-mutes. This most timely anonymous gift was left at 
my residence by special postal delivery. 

I spent the 22d, 28d and 24th of August at the Home, and was much 
gratified with the way its different departments were conducted. 

On the 7th of September I assisted Dr. Peet in the opening exercises of 
the New York Institute for Deaf-Mutes. In the evening, at the bride’s 
home in Brooklyn, I married Mr. Pfeiffer and Miss Price. 

During the four months which this report covers I visited St. Luke’s 
Hospital to see a deaf-mute man. I interpreted for a deaf-mute man in 
getting his naturalization papers. I helped in other ways quite a number 
of deaf-mutes, getting work for some and extending help to others, as the 
representative of this Society. 

Many letters were written and many deeds performed on the lines 
indicated by our act of incorporation.

GENTLEMEN :—Since your last annual meeting I have continued to 
work among our people, under the direction of the General Manager. 
Services in their company have continued to be held at St. David’s, Brook- 
lyn, throughout the summer. Daily personal intercourse and ministration 
have also progressed without interruption. This has been varied by Mission 
visits to Connecticut, by attendance at the American Asylum for Deaf- 
Mutes in Hartford during the Gallaudet Memorial Celebration, and by 
attendance at the Conference of the Pastors to Deaf-Mutes held at Baltimore 
during the General Convention, : 

In order to best serve the interests of the several hundred deaf-mutes 
living in Brooklyn and vicinity, a Church and Mission room, though ef 
quite modest size at first, is urgently needed. During the past summer, 
and by reason of a blessing on exertions made, a suitable plot of land has 
been secured for this purpose.

Report of the Rev. Thomas B. Berry. 


Rector of the Church of Good Shepherd, Buffalo, N. Y., reports hav-

My Dear Doctor :—Since writing my last report of the church work 
done among deaf-mutes in Boston and vicinity J have resigned the 
Positions I held at the Church of the Good Shepherd (assistant minister, 
organist and choir-master), to become, at the invitation of the Board of 
Directors of the Episcopal City Mission, Minister in charge of St, Andrew’s 
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Mission for deaf-mutes, Our Mission began its distinctive work at St. 
Andrew’s House, Chambers St., the 1st of May, ’92, so you see we are not 
yet a year old. Those who have become communicants of the church have 
been very faithful in their attendance at the Lord’s Table, and as regular 
as circumstances allowed them to bein their attendance upon the morning 
service. As one of the clergymen of the Episcopal City Mission (whose 
work is entirely within city limits) I have been able to hold services outside 
of Boston upon invitation only. I hope the work of our Mission may in time 
be extended, so that we may be able to visit every important point in New 
England, It is most gratifying to hear that deaf-mute communicants are 
faithful to their religious duty even when there is no interpreter to make 
the service more real to them. The Rector in Beverly spoke so sincerely 
and earnestly at the funeral services of our brother in Christ, John Bowden, 
of his faithfulness in coming to the Holy Communion often to feed upon 
the body and Blood of his Saviour. 

I must not fail to mention the most efficient service rendered St. Andrew’s 
Mission by the lay-reader appointed by the Bishop, (whose license was again 
indorsed at my request last November). Mr. E. W. Frisbee has been both a 
comfort anda joy to me personally, and has most faithfully performed his 
duties as lay-reader and as treasurer of the Mission. He hasbeen to me what 
T’ve always imagined ‘‘the Rector’s warden” should be—ready to do anything 
to help extend the Kingdom and encourage the pastor. The work in 
Boston cannot be estimated by statistics, but it is none the less real on that 
account. We have most thoroughly appreciated the visit of the General 
Manager of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes and feel that his presence 
has been most helpful and encouraging. We trust he will come our way 
as often as he can manage todo so. The work, which for so many years 
has been done by him and the Rev. Mr. Chamberlain, is telling to-day in 
the earnest faithfulness of those who have at last identified themselves with 
the Church of Christ. At St. Andrew’s House every convenience and 
comfort is ours. We have the free use of the building and the several com- 
modious rooms, St, Andrew’s Hall for our service aud the Church itself 
for the celebration of the Holy Communion. I desire to thank the Rector, 
the Supt. of the House, and the people of the parish for their kindly interest 
in our work, and for the generous hospitality which has been extended to 
us and which has been most thoroughly appreciated by the Minister in 
charge by the lay-reader and by the communicants of the Mission,

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SECOND ANNUAL REPORT. 


They bring unto Him one that was deaf, and had an impediment in his 
speech; * * * and looking up to heaven He sighed, and saith unto him, 
Epupnatn, that is, Be opened. And straightway his ears were opened,— 
St. Mark, vii; 32-85. 


Deafness is more common than is supposed. One in every three adults 
has his hearing more or less impaired. But deaj-mutes, to be exact, are 
those who are dumb as well as deaf, while those we designate by the word 
deaf are those who having lost their hearing in mature years, or in child- 
hood, after learning speech, can still use their voices to some extent. Deaf- 
ness from infancy is truly a very great obstacle to the education and 
development of the mind and soul. Yet there are proportionately very few 
uneducated deaf-mutes. The lot of the uneducated deaf-mute is one of 
the saddest things to contemplate. He has little or no idea of God, the 
soul, and the great plan of Redemption; and though many of them have 
very clear and correct notions of morality, yet the ideas of religion they 
may have are very often vague or incorrect. 

All deaf-mutes, by their peculiar condition, are, more or less, isolated 
in society and the church. They are necessarily excluded from the blessed 
privileges of attending church and gaining spiritual benefit therefrom, but 
in our church, by means of our Prayer Book, they are to some extent able 
to worship in common with hearing poople. Much good might be done by 
inviting deaf-mutes to our services and ‘‘ showing them the places” in the 
Prayer Books. They will very often appreciate the kindness. 

Deaf-mutes, who have no one to look after them, sometimes sink very 
low, spiritually, and lose all belief in a future existence. And a dying 
deaf-mute is as much in need of spiritual consolation as any one, and, for 
lack of the person qualified to administer it, he dies with what poor conso- 
lation his friends and the parish minister can give him ! 

It is believed that there are nearly two thousand deaf-mutes in the two 
Dioceses, but of this number not more than five hundred have been 
reached, The difficulty in reaching this isolated people is very great. They 
are scattered everywhere, and often very much out of the way. But the 
larger places, like Buffalo and Rochester, have large numbers, the former 
place having nearly two hundred and the latter place half thatnumber, In 
some places they are so few that they can be counted on the fingers of one 
hand. Indeed, they are ‘‘everywhere too few for denominational divi- 
sions,” 

The principal objects of the missionary are to preach the Gospel, visit 
and comfort the sick and dying, and perform the offices of the church, 
And it has always been his earnest desire to reach all the deaf-mutes in this 
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missionary field, and be of service to them whether they are church-folk or 
no. He has been able to make monthly visits to the large centres and occa- 
sional visits to the smaller localities. But the large majority of the deaf are 
scattered on the farms and in the small villages and hamlets, and as every 
one of them possesses a soul they need as much looking after as though 
they were found congregated together. Unfortunately there are obstacles 
in the way of doing the work. First of which is the lack of funds to pay 
the travelling expenses, and secondly there is an apparent indifference and 
lack of interest in the work by some of the local clergymen. j 

One clergyman wrote that as he had never seen any deaf-mutes in his 
vicinity, ‘‘he doubted the expediency of the missionary making a visit,” 
while as a matter of fact the missionary had the names of a dozen deaf- 
mutes living within a radius of four miles from the parish church. 


ORGANIZATIONS. 


At the present time there is but one organization of deaf-mutes in this 
missionary field,—namely, the Ephphatha Guild of St. James’ Church, 


' Buffalo, N.Y. The objects of this guild, as stated in its books, are ‘‘ for 


the mental, moral, and religious advancement of the members,” also ‘‘ to 
assist unfortunate, but deserving mutes of Buffalo, when necessary, and to 
aid the Missionary in his work.” At the present time the Guild has in 
one of the banks a little over sixty dollars, and in addition it has given out 
the following sums: One hundred and seventy dollars to the Gallaudet 
Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, near Poughkeepsie, N. Y. Over 
one hundred dollars to the Missionary, and about thirteen dollars to the 
Ephbphatha Coal Fund of St. James’ Church, Buffalo—a fund started by 
the Guild with the idea of raising enough money to bring in an annual in- 
come of about sixty dollars to pay the coal bills of the church. The offi- 
cers of the Guild during the past year were Mr. Solomon P. Cornelius, 
Warden; Mr. Frederick L. Peak, Secretary; and Mrs. L. M. Volker, 
Treas. Mr. Solomon Cornelius, in addition has served during the past year 
as Lay-Reader in St. James’ Church, thus keeping up weekly services 
during the absence of the missionary, He also conducted a Bible class. 


THE GALLAUDET HOME. 


In connection with the Deaf-Mute Missions of the State of New York, 
there is a home for aged and infirm deaf-mutes, located near Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., ona fine farm of one hundred and fifty-six acres. The farm is 
enclosed by a substantial stone wall and is in a high state of cultivation, 
put the Home itself, formerly a private country seat, is too small to provide 
for all who seek to enter its walls. It is to be hoped that the Home will be 
enlarged and endowed. There are a number of deaf-mutes now in the 
almshouses who should be in this Home but for lack of room and funds, 
The missionary has on several occasions been appealed to for admission to 
the Home by aged deaf-mutes, whose hearing children had deserted them, 
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or who were left alone in the world, but nothing could be done. They are 
now in the almshouses, where they cannot converse readily, are often mis- 
understood, and in addition lead lonely lives. 


SUPPORT. 


A very gratifying interest in the Mission was evidenced by the kind 
words of Bishop Huntington, in his last convention address; and the 
placing by the Convention of the Mission on the list of Canonical offerings 
for Twelfth Sunday after Trinity. But the unanimous resolution of the 
Council of Western New York, sitting at Geneva, N. Y., a year ago, that 
the clergy bespeak offerings for the Mission on Twelfth Sunday after 
Trinity has brought little help to the Mission. Only seven churches 
responded on the last Twelfth Sunday after Trinity and that is all, yet this 
is the best assistance the Missionary has received from the Diocese of West- 
ern New York in the three years of his work. It is to be hoped that some- 
thing better will be done the coming year, as the Missionary finds it diffi- 
cult to pay his travelling expenses in addition to his living expenses. 


TO THE CLERGY. 


As the Missionary seeks to bring into pastoral relations those of the deaf 
who are of the Church or have been brought into the Church it is necessary 
to give a few hints to the local clergymen who will have the care of souls 
thus committed to them. First they must encourage the deaf to attend the 
regular services, not only by asking them to come, but also by having some 
one to show them the places in the Prayer Book, and by lending them old 
sermons to read. They should be shown kindness, deference and respect. 
They should be made to feel that they have a place in the church. Invite 
them to the church sociables and gatherings. Visit them at their homes 
and try to converse with them—in a word treat them as though they 
possessed all their faculties. The Missionary knows of a few clergymen 
who have done much for the deaf by following these hints—but there are 
many who seem to think the deaf-mute communicants are a special set and 
require special services at all times and therefore are solely under the 
spiritual care of the missionary. The missionary cannot make more than 
one visit a month in each locality and so it is necessary for the local clergy- 
men todo all they can to second the missionary’s labors. 

And as the children of deaf-mutes can hear and speak, they should be 
asked to come to the Sunday school, for if these chiidren are well educatcd 
in church principles they will not only become sound church people, but 
often be of assistance as time goes on, for their ability to interpret the 
services, to their deaf-mute parents and others, will be of inestimable value, 
One son of deaf-mute parents, in another missionary field, who was thus 
brought up in the church, and fell into the habit of interpreting the sermons 
to his parents, while sitting in the pew, has lately decided to study for 
Holy Orders.

In the early part of October I held services in Detroit, Indianapolis, 
Evansville, Ind.; Cleveland, O., and Erie, Pa., for the Rev. A. W. Mann, 
General Missionary to the Deaf in the Mid-Western Dioceses. In the latter 
part of October I held services in Buffalo, Rochester, Oneida and Rome. 

On the 10th of March, I was ordained to the Diaconate by Bishop Hunt- 
ington, in Grace Church, Syracuse. Rey. Dr. Gallaudet, of New York, 
interpreted the service and preached the sermon. Before the ordination 
five deaf-mutes were confirmed. Services have been held on nearly every 
Sunday and Friday throughout the year, and sometimes on other days of 
the week. One service a month being generally held in the larger cities, 
and occasional services in the smaller localities. 

This year a few additional places have been visited, viz: Cortland, 
Watertown and Salisbury Centre. The latter place I visited on Sunday, 
July 3d, and baptized an adult and his three hearing children. This is 
perhaps the first church service ever held in this place. The village is up 
in the hills, ten miles north of Little Falls, and reached only by stage. 

Among those I have baptized this year was a deaf-mute, aged seventy- 
seven years, in the City Hospital, at Auburn, N.Y. He was always a 
good man, but owing to a lack of definite religious instruction, he had 
never been led to be baptized. A week or two before his death, I brought 
the Rev. Dr. Murray of St. John’s, to administer the Holy Communion. , 

Throughout the year the services have been well attended in the different 
places. In one locality three deaf-mutes have attended all my services 
there, though they had to drive ten miles to and from their homes and this 
in all sorts of weather, In other places some came six, seven and eight 
miles, while those with railroad connections have come greater distances 
with more or less frequency. But, of course, in the work there have been 
the usual disappointments and discouragements. Deaf-mutes have the 
same temptations as hearing people, and will do as theydo. In fact human 
nature is as strong in them as it ever was. They are not all fond of attend- 
ing the church services, and will sometimes invent excuses for staying 
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away Some have a headache, others had company, or it rained, or the 
streets were muddy, and so forth. And so it will ever be, And it is sad 
to havetosay so. But I haye endeavored to doall I could with the limited 
income I receive. I believe one of the best ways to meet the deaf is to call 
on them at their homes. At the present time such a work is possible in 
only a few places, where the expenses are not so great, for it must be 
remembered that the Missionary has to pay his travelling expenses as well 
as his hotel bills. Wherever hospitality of more than one day is offered to 
him, he finds it easier to go around and call on the deaf-mutes.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 
The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote the 
temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 
Its central office shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 


Its members shall consist of the Trustees and such contributors to its 
support as may be elected by the Society at its annual meeting. 

The Trustees shall also have power to elect members of the Society at a 
regular meeting. 


Any person-paying One Hundred Dollars at one time shall be eligible to 
life membership. 


ARTICLE III. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction, management and 
control of a Board of twenty-five trustees, the Bishop of New York being ex- 
officio the President. 

The remaining twenty-four members of the Board shall be divided into 
three classes of eight each, ‘The members of each class shall hold office for 
the term of three years and until their successors are appointed. Fight 
Trustees to be elected annually by ballot. 


ARTICLE Ty. 


The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, the Bishop of New 
York ex-officio; two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who shall 
be elected at the annual meeting of the Society, and shall hold office for one 
year and until the appointment of their successors. Ths elective officers of 
the Society shall be chosen from the Trustees. The officers of the Society 
shall also be the officers of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE VY. 


The annual meeting of the Secicty shall be held in St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Monday evening of 
November. 

The order of proceedings shall be as follows :

ARTICLE VI. 


Section 1. The Board of ‘Trustees shall hold regular meetings at least 
four times a year, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. 
Seven Trustees shall constitue a quorum for the transaction of business, but 
no purchase, lease or sale of real estate shall be made unless two-thirds of 
the whole number of the Trustees shall be present at the meeting at which 
it is ordered. 

Sac. 2, The Board of Trustees shall have power to make By-Laws for 
its own government and for the government of its officers, to alter and 
amend the same, and to fill temporarily and until the next annual election 
any vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers 

Src. 8. Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be 
called by the President or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of 
five of the Trustees, Such call to be in writing and filed with the Secretary. 

Src. 4. When such special meetings are called the members shall be 
notified of the time and plaee of meeting and the subject proposed to be 
considered. No other subject shall be discussed or acted upon at such 
meeting. 

Sec. 5. The Trustees shall present to the Society, at its annual meet- 
ing, a report of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement 
in relation to the funds and property of the Society, and information rela- 
tive to the objects of the Society which may be of interest to its members, 


ARTICLE VII. 
This Constitution shall not be altered or amended unless it be at an an- 
nual meeting of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present 
consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees.

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BY-LAWS 
OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


1. The President, two Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer, shall 
faithfully perform the duties usually entrusted to such officers, 

2. The four stated meetings of the Boagd of Trustees shall be held on 
the Second Monday evenings in November, February, April and June. 

8. With the consent of ‘‘the Rector, Church Wardens, and Vestrymen 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes in the City of New York,” the meet- 
ings of the Trustees shall be held in said Church, 

4, The Trustees shall appoint a general Manager, whose duty it shall 
be to oversee the various departments of work which shall be adopted to 
improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes; appoint 
assistants to the General Manager, and fix the salaries of the officers referred 
to in this section. 

5, The General Manager and his assistants shall be subject to such 
regulations as the Trustees may adopt for their guidance, and shall present 
written reports of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 

6. The Trustees shall appoint a Standing Committee on the Gallaudet 
Home, and such other Standing and Special Committees as may be neces- 
sary to accomplish effectually the objects of the Seciety. 

7. The Standing Committee on the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes 
shall have power to manage its affairs. They shall present written reports 
of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 

8. The Board of Trustees shall appoint » Board of Lady Managers, 
whose duty it shall be, under the direction of the Standing Committee on 
the Gallaudet Home, to appoint a Matron for the Home, and to conduct its 
internal affairs. Said Board of Lady Managers shall present written reports 
of their work to the Standing Committee monthly. 

9, At the meeting of the Trustees the order of business shall be as 
follows :

The Chureh Mission to Deaf Mutes, 


is admirably situated in the centre of a fine farm of one hundred and fifty-six 
acres, extending from the turnpike between New Hamburgh and Poughkeep- 
sie, to the banks of the Hudson river. 

The Farm is enclosed by a substantial stone wall, and isin a high state 
of cultivation—its products finding a ready sale in Wappinger’s Falls and 
Poughkeepsie. 

On entering the gate from the road, and crossing a creek of never failing 
pure water, there is seen on a high knoll, the farm-house with its surrounding 
barns, stables, carriage-house, cattle yard, etc. A broad macadamised avenue, 
bordered with pines and other trees, forming a shady arch, winds through 
the farm to the circle at the Mansion. ( See Photograph.) 

This is a commodious edifice substantially built of stone and brick 
with a chapel, library, dining-room, and several large dormitories. 
This handsome building covered with. vines, and surrounded by trees; is situ- 
ated on a high bluff, overlooking the Hudson. The view from the front, over 
the lawn, and down the river towards Newburgh, the Storm King and 
Anthony's Nose, is romantic in the extreme, and breathes of peace and rest, 
from the trials, tribulations, and carcs of this world 

The bluff on the river, with its valuable limestone quarries, is covered by 
severai acres of woodland Across the railioad track is an eligible water- 
front, with a convenient dock, where supplies can be delivered by boat; and 
the Railroad Company contemplate establishing a station, within five minutes’ 
walk of the mansion, at Clinton Point. 

In this Retreat, a ‘ St. Johnland”’ for deaf mutes, it isproposed to gather 
the aged an‘! infirm, and such others as may need fostering care after they 
leave school. 1tis expected that most of the inmates will be able to work on 
the farm, or in shops at various trades, thus contributing to the support of 
the Home. There will be frequent sign services in the chapel, and constant 
efforts put forth to lead these ‘ children of silence’ to believe in Him who said 


-' EPHPHATHA " to the man that was deaf and had an impediment in his 


speech. 

The object of this Home should be borne in mind, by all who desire that 
the Deaf Mutes should be made as happy and useful as may be consistent with 
their great deprivation. Itis a Charity that appeals to the generous sympathy 
of all Christian people.

This Society was incorporated in the €ity of New York, in 
October, 1872. Its missionaries and associates are holding ser- 
vices for deaf-mutes at various points in the five Dioceses of the 
State of New York, the six Dioceses of New England, and the 
Diocese of Newark. It is a great satisfaction to the Trustees 
toknow that the general Work of this Society is approved by 
the Bishops, the clergy and the people of these Dioceses. 

We ask their prayers, their sympathy and their offerings as. 
we continue our efforts to promote the spiritual and temporal 
welfare of our silent brethren. 

Our Society has become a firmly established corporation to 
which gifts and legacies can safely be trusted. With a larger 
income from donations and the interest of an increased endow- 
ment, we could not only make more effective the work in the 
field to which we are providentially limited, but we could also 
extend helping hands to the missionaries, and lay-readers, who 
are laboring in other parts of our country under their Bishops 
and Rectors.

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It isa great comfort to realize that a large number have 
been baptized, confirmed and received to the Holy Com- 
munion, and also that their children, who generally hear and 
speak, have been greatly blessed by the labors of those who so 
faithfully represent us in these religious ministrations of love. 

In the death of the Rt. Rev. Phillips Brooks, D. D., Bishop 
of Massachusetts, our work among the deaf-mutes in Boston 
suffered a great loss. The Bishop was specially interested in 
the mission entrusted to Rev. Mr. Searing. At his visitation 
to the Church of the Good Shepherd, the Bishop confirmed 
eight deaf-mutes. 

The legacy of $400left by Mrs. Caroline Park Strong and sent 
us by Mrs. Caroline E. P. Mulligan, was most gratefully received 
and used for the general purposes of our Society. This pious 
gift was most opportune, as the ordinary income was diminished 
by the trying financial condition of the country. Mrs. Strong, 
after finishing her earthly life of gentle, Christian character, 
has joined her husband in Paradise. May they ever be re- 
membered by deaf-mutes and all interested in their welfare. 

Our Home for aged and infirm deaf-mutes has been greatly 
blessed during the past year. We were enabled to announce, 
two years ago, that our property, buildings.on a farm of 156 
acres, by the Hudson River, six miles below Poughkeepsie, 
had been freed from mortgage by a generous anonymous giver, 
and now we can publish the encouraging fact that the Home 
has an Endowment Fund of $10,000 from another friend. who 
desires to be unknown, and $200 from Mrs. W. O. Fitzgerald. 
With the legacy of $20,000 from Mr. John T. Farish, we have 
made extensive additions aud improvements to the Home, 
under the direction of the architect, Mr. F. C. Withers, and 
also to the farm-house, after plans by Mr. C. Van Duyne. In 
order to ensure a permanent supply of water, an artesian well 
has been successfully sunk. This well, the tank and other 
attachments, will involve the raising of $3,000 besides, in order 
to meet all the expenses which have been incurred to make 
this Home an attractive, cheerful, well-heated establishment. 
If the means are forthcoming, we can now care for forty in- 
mates. The family has consisted of twenty inmates during 
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most of the past year. Last June, Mr. Frederick 0. Fox, a 
faithful communicant, a light to the household, was taken to 
his rest in his 89th year. Our present number is nineteen, 
eleven females and eight males. 

We return our thanks to Mrs. Josephine R. Dennis for 
undertaking the support of one inmate, Miss C. A. C. Com- 
stock of another, and the Board of Supervisors of Dutchess 
County of another. We trust that this list may be speedily 
enlarged. 

The report of the Board of Lady Managers on another page 
shows what an important part these devoted friends have taken 
in the domestic affairs of the Home. We appreciate all they 
have done, and are grateful for their co-operation. 

We sympathize with them in the loss they have sustained by 


the death of Miss Mary J. Allen. As a member of the Com- 


mittee on purchasing supplies and as a visitor she was specially 
judicious and energetic. She led a life of consecration to her 
Saviour and has gone to the home of the blessed. Her life 
was an inspiration to all true-hearted workers. 

We return thanks to Dr. Cornell for medical attendance, to 
Dr, Riley for examination of the eyes of several inmates, and 
to Mr. W. J. Nelson for his services in the chapel. 

The religious atmosphere of the Home has proved one of its 
greatest blessings. 

The report of the Standing Committee of the Home gives 
encouraging information respecting the farm department. 

The reports of the treasurers of the general funds of the 
Society which are used for salaries, for the care of sick and 
needy deaf-mutes, traveling expenses, printing and incidentals, 
indicate substantial progress in our financial condition and 
show that our collectors in New York and Brooklyn are doing 
faithful work. 

The reports of the General Manager and Assistant General 
Manager give interesting accounts of their attendance upon 
the Conference of Church Workers among deaf-mutes, which 
assembled in St. Clement’s Church, Chicago, July 13th, 1893, 
under the direction of the Rev. A. W. Mann, who is in charge 
of missions among deaf mutes in the Mid-Western Dioceses, 
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and also of their attendance upon the Congress of the Teachers , 


of Deaf-Mutes and the Congress of Deaf-Mutes both held in 
Chicago. 

The delegates to these Conferences from Belfast, Messrs. 
Maginn and Harris, were cordially welcomed to this country 
at a public meeting of deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Guild-room on 
Monday-evening, July 1oth, 1893. 

We trust that from year to year our Society will be more 
generally recognized as an essential instrumentality in leading 
deaf-mutes to the highest position they can reach in their 
earthly pilgrimage, and to the certain hope of inconceivable 
joy in the future life.

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
LADY MANAGERS. 


In the year just completed many changes have taken place at the home, 
both in its interior and exterior appearance. With the coming of spring 
the new addition was commenced and the work has gone steadily forward 
all summer, until now it is nearly completed, and probably will be entirely 
so when winter commences. It makes the building much more imposing 
on the outside, and the added room within relieves the old building of its 
over-crowded condition, Then the new plumbing, and better ventilation, 
together with the enlarged water supply and steam-heating system will 
make it more hygienic and comfortable. . 

New windows have been introduced in the upper story of the old building 
which gaye added sunshine to that floor, so that the three essentials—air, 
light and water—seem to have been well provided for in the improvements 
which have been made. ' 

The building has been increased by the addition of eighteen new rooms, 
which will be filled as rapidly as the income of the home will allow. We 
regret that we are not able to throw them all open at once to the poor, 
afflicted ones who stand waiting to occupy them, but we hope that our 
means will be sufficiently increased in the near future so that we may be 
able to use the entire building. 

The home has been greatly favored during the past year in the good 
health which has prevailed among its, inmates, there having been only one 
death, that of Mr. Fox, from old age. Ina family which has numbered 
twenty-two, and includes among its members the aged and afflicted, we 
think this may be considered a very satisfactory record. 

Well supplied Thanksgiving and Easter baskets were sent as usual to 
gladden the hearts of the inmates, and afforded substantial evidence of the 
many kinds friends the home has in this city and Wappingers Falls, who 
take pleasure in making their festive days a time of good cheer and delight 
to the afflicted family there assembled. 

Then, on the 4th of July, they had an unexpected surprise and pleasure 
from the ‘‘ Such as I have circle,” of King’s Daughters of Poughkeepsie, 
who sent them a bountiful supply ofice cream, and other kinds friends gave 
fireworks, thus making a holiday which will long be remembered. 

The annual lawn party was held on the 9th of June, at the Jones place, 
which is situated about two miles south of Poughkeepsie, and is unoccupied. 
We were very kindly offered the use of it, free, by its owner, Mr. William 
Nelson of New York, As the grounds at the home were in great disorder 
on account of the building going on, it was not thought best to attempt to 
have the lawn party there. 

The inmates came up from the home in stages, and enjoyed the pleasures 
of the afternoon. 
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While it was a success financially, it did not excel the results of former ° 
years, and many were disappointed at its being held away from the home, 
as it gave them no opportunity to inspect the home at the same time. 

We have been kindly and generously remembered during the year in 
many small contributions of money which we here gratefully acknowledge. 

We feel especially thankful for the donation which came to us from the 
‘‘silent helpers,’ at Rome, New York, as it was collected in small amounts, 
and no doubt represented work and sacrifice for the givers. 

We also desire to express our grateful acknowledgements for the 
Thanksgiving collection from the parishes of Christ Church, St. Paul and 
the Holy Comforter, and the one from Christ Church on the 12th Sunday 
after Trinity. 

At Christmas time came five hundred dollars from Mr. W. Bayard 
Brown, of New York, and to him we extend our hearty thanks. 

In March we heard of the good fortune which had come to the home in 
the shape of adonation of ten thousand dollars to the endowment fund. 
The source of this generous gift is to remain unknown, but our thanks are 
extended to the donor. 

We also take pleasure in adding two hundred dollars to this same fund 
from Mrs. W. O. Fitzgerald. 

During the year sixteen services were held in the chapel, and four 
hundred and twenty-six people called at the home. 

Five new members were added to our board at the beginning of this 
year, and we have lost two from it since that time. 

Miss Allen, who has been so useful and efficient in all ways, but 
particularly so as chairman of the supply committee, a position she has 
occupied for six years, died in August. THer's is the first death to occur in 
the board since it became a part of the management of the home. We, as 
well as the home, have met with a great loss in her departure hence, for 
her’s was a loyal, self-sacrificing soul, always mindful of the welfare of 
others. 

The other member to whom I refer is Mrs, Heartfield. She was elected 
to the board in October, and removed from the city in the spring. 

We think as we look back over the past year that we may feel 
encouraged in what has been accomplished through our efforts, and we pray 
that in the year which is to come we may all live to see still greater results 
from our labors in making the pathway through life somewhat brighter and 
more cheerful for all these silent ones. : :

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER TO THE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


For OctroBER, NOVEMBER, DECEMBER AND JANUARY. 


On ten Sundays I conducted services for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s 
Church, New York. 

On the 9th of October and the 8th of January I held services in the 
Chapel of the Gallaudet Home for Deat-Mutes, 

On Sunday evenings I have spoken on work among deaf-mutes in Zion 
Church, Wappinger’s Falls; St. Stephen’s Church and St, Michael’s Church, 
New York; St.Mary’s Church, Mott Haven; St. Matthew’s Church, Brooklyn; 
St. John’s Church, Yonkers; Church of the Redeemer, Providence, and 
St. ‘Stephen’s Church, Newark. On Sunday morning, October 23d, in 
Christ Church, New Brighton, I made an appeal for our Mission. The 


‘offerings were given to our Home. On Sunday afternoon, November 20th, 


T took part in the laying of the corner-stone of St. David’s Church, Brook- 
lyn, of which our missionary, the Rev. Mr. Colt, is the Pastor. He is 
gathering into one parish the deaf-mutes and their hearing and speaking 
friends. On Sunday morning I interpreted the service for deaf-mutes, and 
preached in All Saint’s Church, Providence. At 1.15 I had a service for 
deafanutes. On Sunday morning, December 11th, I had a service for deaf- 
mintes in St, Andrew’s Church, Boston, and in the afternoon at the Guild- 
room of St. Stephen’s Church, Lynn. On Sunday evening, December 18th, 
we observed the Twentieth Anniversary of the Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes in St. Ann’s Church. Rev. Mr. Chamberlain and I interpreted for 
deaf-mutes. Bishop Potter made the address, On Christmas, at the 2.45 
P.M. service for deaf-mutes, I was assisted by Rev. Mr. Chamberlain at 
the celebration of the Holy Communion. On Sunday afternoon, January 
Ist, in Trinity Church, Newark, I conducted the service for deaf-mutes. On 
Sunday, January 29th, I spoke at the morning service at Grace Church, 
Germantown, in relation to our work, and in the afternoon at All Soul’s 
Church for the Deaf, Philadelphia, I assisted Rey. Mr. Koehler in the 
Communion service. The next day I visited the Pennsylvania Institution 
for Deaf-Mutes at Mt. Airy. I assisted in the Epiphany services at St. 
Ann’s Church, New York. On Tuesday, November 29th, I left home on a 
missionary journey, holding services for deaf-mutes that night in St. Paul’s 
‘Church, Bridgeport, Wednesday in St. Paul’s Church, New Haven, Thurs- 
day in St. John’s Church, Waterbury, and Friday in St. James’ Church, 
‘Winsted, and reaching Providence Saturday evening. 

___ During the four months I attended various meetings in connection with 
our Society and its Standing Cominittee on the Gallaudet Home, also those 
of various societies of deaf-mutes, and those of the Directors of the New 
York Institution for Deaf-Mutes. 
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I wrote articles for different newspapers in relation to work among 
deaf-mutes, 

On Wednesday evening, October 26th, I addressed the Gallaudet 
Society of Deaf-Mutes in Boston, and on Thursday visited the School for 
Deaf-Mutes in Beverly. I expected to spend Sunday in Boston, but was 
telegraphed to return home for the funeral of Mr. George S. Stringfield, 
which was held in St. Ann’s Church on Saturday, October 29th. 

On Tuesday evening, November 2ud, I attended a missionary meeting in 
St. Luke’s Church, Brooklyn, and interpreted the addresses of Rev. Dr. 
Gardner and Rt. Rev. Bishops Leonard, Garret and Seymour. Rev. Arch- 
deacon Morrison, Rev. Mr. Colt and I alluded to the Mission to deaf-mutes. 
The offerings were appropriated to St. David’s Church. 

On Monday, November 2tst, at the lunch of the New York Churchmen’s 
Association, the subject for consideration was the education of deaf-mutes— 
the progress of church work among them, and the life and character of 
the Rev. Henry Winter Syle. Rev. Mr. Chamberlain, Rev. Dr. Krans and 
I made the addresses. y 

On Thanksgiving Day evening I attended the Fair in aid of our Home, 
held by the ladies of St. David’s Church, Brooklyn. 

I interpreted the Advent Wednesday evening services and instructions 
in St. Ann’s Church. 

A Conference of Church Workers among deaf-mutes was held in Grace 
Church, Baltimore, October r2th and 13th. While the general convention was 
in session, I regret I was not able to attend. 

In consequence of the kind exertions of Mrs. A. C, Bettner and Mr. 
Stephen P. Nash, church work among the deaf mutes received a very help- 
ful notice in the Report of the Committee on the State of the Church by the 
General Convention. 

I was, as usual, much occupied in letter-writing, aiding deaf-mutes and 
soliciting the means which were needed to sustain the general work of our 
Society, as well as the Home for the Aged and Infirm.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 
FoR FRBRUARY AND MARCH, 1893. 


' On six of the Sundays I conducted the services for deaf-mutes in St. 
Ann’s Church. On February 5th I conducted the services of the chapel of 
the Gallaudet Home, and on February 19th the one in Trinity Church, 
Newark. On March roth, at 9.30 A. M., I held a service in the chapel of 
the New York Institution for Deaf-mutes, and at 11 our monthly service in 
the chapel of the Church of the Intercession, Washington Heights. On 
February roth, at the 11 A. M. service in the Church of the Holy Trinity, 
Brooklyn, I made an address in relation to our mission in that City, and 
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also giving information concerning St. David's Church, in which Rev. Mr. 
Colt has a service for deaf-mutes every Sunday at 3.15 P. M. On Sunday 
evening, February roth, I spoke of our mission in Trinity Church, Newark. 

During Lent I interpreted at the Wednesday evening and Holy week 
evening services. We had special afternoon services on Ash Wednesday 
and Good Friday. I have baptised the infant daughter of a deaf-mute 
couple, I have attended meetings of the Board of Lady Managers in 
Poughkeepsie, the Standing Committee of the Home, the Trustees of this 
Society, the Directors of the New York Institute for Deaf-mutes, the Vestry 
of St. Ann's Church and two deaf-mute societies, 

On the eyening of February roth I was a guest of Mr. Henry J. Haight, 
at a dinner in honor of Dr. J. L.. Peet, who had recently become Emeritus 
Principal of the New York Institution for Deaf mutes. Throughout, speeches 
in relation to the education of deaf nutes were made by representative men 
in the profession. 

On Friday evenings, at the meetings in the Guild-room of St. Ann’s 
Church, I have given illustrations of the sign language. 

On February 24th, I received from a kind friend $10,000 as the begin- 
ning of the Endowment Fund of our Home. A few days afterwards Mrs. 
W. O. Fitzgerald added $200 to this fund. 

On Thursday, March 9th, I received, through Mrs. C, E. P, Mulligan, Mrs. 
Caroline P. Strong’s legacy of $400 for the general purposes of our Snciety. 
I have been much interested in the Bible class which Miss Barrager has be 
gun for deaf-mute young women in St. Ann’s Guild room on Sundays at 
ir A. M. 

I have sent an article giving an account of ‘The Church Mission to 
Deaf-mutes’ with its Home, to Dr. Fay of the National College for Deaf- 
mutes in Washington, for publication in a volume to be sent by the “‘ Volta 
Bureau ’’ to the Columbus Exposition. 

I have made collections and written letters for our Society. I have 
ministered to the sick and needy and found employment for several of our 
silent brethren.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 


For APkIL AND MAy, 1893. 


On four of the Sundays in April I conducted the 2.45 P. M. services for 
deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church, New York. We had a special Easter Com- 
munion service, which was attended by a large congregation. 

On Sunday, April 30th, Rev. Mr. Powell and I had a communion service 
yfor deaf mutes in Grace Church, Baltimore. In the evening Rev. Mr. 
Koehler and I officiated at a special service for deaf-mutes in the chapel of 
Grace Church. 
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On Sunday, May 7th, Rev. Mr, Colt conducted the afternoon service 
for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church, New York. I took his place in St. 
David's Church, Brooklyn. In the evening, at St. David’s, Rev. Messrs. 
Colt, West and I conducted a combined service. 

On Sunday, May r4th, I was at St. Ann's, New York. 

On Sunday, May 21st, at 9.30 A. M., I officiated at the Communion 
service for deaf-mutes in the Church of the Ascension, Washington, D. C., 
and at 3.30 P. M. I conducted a service in the chapel of the National Deaf- 
mute college: 

On Sunday, May 28th, at 2.15 P. M., I conducted service in All Souls 
for the deaf in Philadelphia, and afterwards met Rey. Mr. Koehler in Read- 
ing, where the Rt. Rey. Bishop Howe confirmed four deaf mutes in Christ 
Cathedral. At 7.30 P.M. I interpreted and made an address on church 
work among deaf-mutes. I was much gratified at the results of Rev, Mr. 
Koehler’s missionary work in Central Pennsylvania, carried on in addition 
to all he does as Rector of All Souls Church in Philadelphia. 

On Sunday evening, April 23d, in St. Ann's Church, New York, the Rt. 
Rey. Bishop Potter held the annual confirmation service. The rector, Rey. 
Dr. Krans, presented a large class of hearing persons. I presented three 
deaf-mutes. I interpreted the service and the Bishop’s address. 

On Tuesday, April 4th, a Conference of church workers among deaf- 
mutes was held in St. Ann’s Rectory, New York. Rev. Messrs. Mann, 
Koehler, Chamberlain, and Colt and myself consulted in relation to various 
matters, especially the proposed meeting in Chicago on July 13th. 

On Wednesday. April 3rd, I attended the Fair in aid of our Home, held 
by Mrs. Juhring at her residence in Brooklyn. It proved to be a success 
returning a profit of $168, for which all the friends of the Home were very 
thankful. { 

On Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, April 11th, 12th and 13th, I wa: 
present at the Fair in aid ef the Home, which was held by several deaf 
mute ladies under the guidance of Miss Berley, in the Guild Rooms of St 
Ann’s Church, N. Y. We were very much gratified at the unexpectedly 
large returns, amounting to $452.72. We trust that our deaf-mute friends ir 
other parts of the State of New York, will make similar efforts to sustair 
our Home. 

On Tuesday evening, April 25th, in St. David’s Church, Brooklyn, ? 
interpreted at the confirmation held by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Littlejohn. 

On Wednesday afternoon, April 26th, I attended the annnal Presenta 
tion Day exercises at the National Deaf-mnte College in Washington, D. C. 
and gave the benediction. 

On the 2d and 3d of May, Mr Dickinson and I visited the Home to lool 
after the building operations which were in progress there. We were glac 
that Mrs. Nelson, the President of the Board of Lady Managers, was abl 
to be with us on Wednesday, notwithstanding the severe storm. We re 
gretted that Mr. Withers, the architect, and Mr. Burgess, the contractor 
were not able to be present! We had a satisfactory interview with Mr. Var 
Duyne, who had undertaken to repair the farm house. 


On Tuesday evening, May 9th, in the Guild Room of St. Ann’s Church, 
N. Y., I lectured on my life-work before the Manhattan Literary Association 
of Deaf-mutes. A very large company of my silent friends attended. A 
small entrance fee was charged for the benefit of our Home. This Associa- 
tion has done much good, and I trust its membership will be largely in- 
creased, 

On Tuesday afternoon, May 16th, I attended the 75th Anniversary of 
the New Vork Institution for Deaf-mutes, ‘The exercises were held in the 
chapel, under the direction of Mr. Currier, the Principal. Addresses were 
aade by Dr. Edward M. Gallaudet, President of the National Deaf-mute 
College in Washington, D. C. ; Dr. Job Williams, Principal of the American 
Asylum for Deaf-mutes in Hartford, Conn.; and Dr. Peet, Principal Emeritus. 
Dr. Bell, of Washington, introduced Helen Keller, the deaf-mute blind 

oung lady, who has interested so many people by her wonderful attainments, 
fa her deyoted teacher, Miss Sullivan. 

Mrs. Totten, an inmate of our Home, received special attention, as, 
under the name of Mary Rose, she was the first pupil admitted into the 
N. Y. Inst., in 1818. 

On Wednesday evening, May 17th, in Christ Church, Trenton, N. J., 
Rey. Mr, Knight, Rev. Mr. Hunter and I held a combined seryice. I baptized 
a deaf-mute young lady, and the grandson of a deaf-mate couple, The Rt. 
Rey. Bishop Scarborough was in the congregation. The next day, under 
the guidance of Mr, Jenkins, the Principal, I visited the Institution for 
Deaf-mutes in Trenton. 

On Saturday afternoon, May 20th, in the Chapel of the National Deaf- 
mute College in Washington, I was present at a wedding which excited 
great interest in the deaf-mute community. Professor Kendall and my 
niece, Miss Grace Gallandet, were married by Professor Chickering. I 
gave the benediction. 

On Tuesday evening, May 23d, I lectured to the deaf-mutes of Balti- 
more, in the Chapel of Grace Church, and the following evening attended 
a meeting of the Baltimore Society of Deaf-mutes, and also a religious 
meeting in Grace Church Chapel, conducted by Mr. Moylan, the lay-reader, 

On Thursday evening, May 25th, I lectured to the deaf-mutes of Phila- 
delphia, in the Guild Room of All Soul’s Church, for the deaf. 

The next day Rev. Mr, Koehler and I visited the new building of the 
Pennsylvania Institution for Deaf-mutes Mt. Airy, and were very kindly 
received by the Principal, Mr. Crouter. During the months of April and 
May, I have attended meetings of the Standing Committee of the Home, 
the Directors of the N.Y. Inst. for Deaf-mutes, the vestry of St. Ann’s 
Church, and various associations of deaf-mutes. I have, as usual, conducted 
a large correspondence in the interest of our missions. Rey. Mr. Chamberlain 
and I have been constantly occupied in efforts to find work for the unem- 
ployed. Our society has a clearly defined field of usefulness. Let us be- 
lieve it will be sustained. 

Mr. James Lewis, our collector, has been busy, as usual, in soliciting 
donations, and has met with good success. We are grateful to all who re- 
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ceive him with so much kindness. The money which he gathers is used 
for the general purposes of our Society. Iam obliged to do something my- 
self in the way of soliciting subscriptions by personal calls or letters for 
our general fund, and also for the means which are needed to support our 
Home for aged and infirm deaf-mutes. God has wonderfully blessed all our 
appeals, and to-day our Society occupies a most encouraging position. 

Rev. Mr. Chamberlain and I are obliged to make a constant use of 
money among sick and needy deaf-mutes. We draw partly on the charit- 
able fund of our Society, and partly on the treasury of the Guild of Silent 
Workers. We wish that this Guild could have a much larger membership. 
Many other interesting details might be added to the report.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER, 
FoR JUNE, JULY, AUGUST AND SEPTEMBER, 1893. 

On two Sundays in June, two in July, and three in September, I con- 
ducted services for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church, New York. 

On two Sundays, June 4th and August 6th, I officiated at our Home for 
Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, celebrating the Holy Communion at the 
morning services. 

Ispent Sunday, June 25th, in Hartford, speaking of our work among 
deaf-mutesat St. John’s inthe forenoon, and at St. Thomas's in the afternoon. 
The service at the latter was combined, quite a number of deaf-mutes*being 
present. In the evening, at Christ Church, I heard the Trinity College 
Baccalaurate Sermon by the Rey. Dr. Huntington, of New York. I stayed 
at Hartford during the week, attending the Commencement exercises of 
Trinity College on Thursday, On Wednesday afternoon I baptized a deaf- 
mute man and his little daughter in East Hartford. 

The Rey. Mr. Chamberlain and I reached Chicago on the morning of 
July 13th. On that and the following day we attended the services and 
meetings which the Rev. Mr. Mann had appointed in St. Clement’s Church, 
in connection with a most profitable and encouraging Conference of Church 
Workers among deaf-mutes. The following Sunday I was unwell, and 
kept quiet at our hotel all day. I passed the week in attendance on the 
sessions of the Congress of Teachers of Deaf-Mutes and the Congress of 
Deaf-Mutes. I had the pleasure of meeting many of my deaf-mute friends 
at a lecture, a banquet and a reception under the auspices of the Pas a-pas 
Club of Chicago. 

On Sunday, July 23d, I made a short address in relation to church work 
among deaf mutes in St. James’ Church, Chicago, at rr A. M., and assisted 
the Rey. Mr, Mann at a service for deaf-mutes in All Angel’s Church, at 3 
P.M. I preached on ‘‘ Glory be to God in the highest, and on earth peace 
goodwill to men.” : 

Having visited the marvellous World’s Fair twice, I reached home 
Wednesday night, July 26th. 
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On Sunday, July 30th, having officiated in St. Ann’s Church, N. Y., in 
the morning, I conducted the 3 P. M. service for deaf-mutes in Trinity 
Church, Newark. 

On Sunday, August 6th, having had the Communion Service in the Home 
atg A. M., Irode to Poughkeepsie, and at rr A. M.,in Christ Church, I preached, 
alluding specially to the pathetic work going on at the Home. In the 
afternoon I assisted Archdeacon Zeigenfuss at the funeral of Miss Allen, one 
of the most devoted and efficient members of the Board of Lady Managers, 
and then returned to the Home. The next day I was much gratified with 
the additions, alterations and improvements which had been going on for 
some time at the Home. 

Having enjoyed a visit with Mrs. Nelson in Poughkeepsie, I reached 
Brattleboro, Vermont, Thursday night, to be the guest for a few days of the 
Hon. Judge Shea and family. 

On Sunday, August 13th, I was at St. Michael’s Church, Brattleboro, 
all day, preaching in the morning, holding a service for deaf-mutes in the 
afternoon, and a combined service with the Rector in the evening. I tried 
to interest the people in the peculiar mission of our Society. 

. August 20th, the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity, I conducted services and 
preached in St. John’s Church, Cape May. My wife and I enjoyed the 
hospitality of Mr. George D. McCreary and family. 

August 27th, in connection with a visit to the Sisterhood of the Good 
Shepherd (of which I have been the Pastor for twenty-four years), at their 
house in Asbury Park, I assisted at the services of Trinity Church, preach- 
ing in the morning, and alluding to work among deaf-mutes. 

On Sunday, September 17th, I preached at 10.30 A. M. in St. James’ 
Church, Goshen, N. Y., and made an appeal for our Society, to which the 
offering of $85 was appropriated. In the afternoon I preached in the 
Mission Chapel at Sugar Loaf. ‘he offering, $10.76, was given to the sup- 
port of our work. : 

During the four months included in this report I have helped many 
deafmutes, sick, needy or out of employment. I have attended various 
meetings ; I have solicited contributions ; I have lectured ; I have written 
many letters, and in other ways tried to fulfil my duties as General Manager 


of our Society. 


_ June oth, I was present at the lawn party given by the ladies in Pough- 
Keepsie for the benefit of the Home. 

August 4th, Dr. Riley kindly went with me to the Home and examined 

the eyes of several of the inmates. He decided that Mr. William H. Sprague 
had become hopelessly blind. When I communicated this fact to our 
esteemed friend he accepted the sad position more cheerfully than we 
feared, 
‘ Mr. William G. Jones, a Professor in the New York Institution for 
Deaf-Mutes, having expressed a desire to study for Holy Orders, I accom- 
panied him in a call on the Rt. Rev. Bishop Potter. The Bishop indicated 
the steps he was to take, and placed his name on the list of lay-readers. 
Mr, Jones will assist us in the services for deaf-mutes. 


op 
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I have made several visits to the New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes, 
and am much gratified with its present condition. The principal, Mr. E. 
H. Currier, is a member of our Board of Trustees, and I am sure all wish 
him success in the arduous position to which he has been called. 

I sent articles and notices to the church papers in relation to the 
Twelfth Sunday after Trinity, asking that our Mission might be remembered. 

On the first of August I married a couple of deaf-mutes. I was instru- 
mental in having the deaf-mute delegates from foreign countries to the 
Chicago Congress welcomed by their brethren and friends in New York. 
I was specially interested in seeing with us Messrs, Maginn and Harris, of 
Belfast, who had on several occasions extended hospitality to me in my 
visits to Ireland. 

I wish that the details of this report, and also those of the other 
missionaries and associates, might be more generally known, for then the 
work of our Society would be more effectually supported and enlarged.

St. Clement’s Church, Chicago, Il]. On Sunday, July 16th, in the same 
church, I preached in signs in the afternoon, and served as interpreter at a 
combined missionary service in the evening. I spent two Sundays at the 
Gallaudet Home, conducting the usual services of such occasion. At thir- 
teen of the above mentioned services the Holy Communion was administered 
to deaf-mutes. 

I baptised three children of deaf-mute parents, and officiated at the 
funeral of Mr. Frederick O. Fox, an inmate ofthe Gallaudet Home. He was 
an old man of lovely character, to whom the Home was a great comfort. 

I delivered lectures in sign-language in Troy and Albany, N. Y. 

July 13th and 14th I attended a Conference of Church Workers among 
Deaf-Mutes in mhicas, Ill., contributing my quota to«the discussions and 
consultations. 

On the 8th of June i had the honor and pleasure of examining the 
“High Class’’ at the New York Institution for the Instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb, and on June 13th read my report of the examination before the 
school and its guests at the close of the school year at the Institution. 
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The evening of July toth I attended, in New York, a reception tendered 
by the Deaf-Mutes of the City to European delegates on their way to an 
International Congress of Deaf-Mutes in Chicago. I made a short address 
on that occasion. 

July 17th-2oth, I attended the Congress and meetings incident thereto 
in Chicago. 

Correspondence, pastoral visiting, efforts to secure work for the unem- 
ployed, and'the usual variety of miscellaneous ministrations have had their 
accustomed share of attention.

TO THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CHURCH 
MISSION TO DEAF-MUTES. 


_ GENTLEMEN :—My chief labor during four months prior to the first of 
February has been in the direction of permanently localizing our work for 
deaf-mutes in Brooklyn. ‘The city contains several hundreds of our people, 
who should have a church and mission room in order that their needs be the 
better served. The foundations of St. David’s Church were laid therefore 
early i in November, and your general manager co-operated with the Arch- 
deacon of Northern Brooklyn in laying the corner-stone. Since that time 
Several local chapters of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew have placed in the 
hands of the Archdeacon a sum of money as the nucleus of a fund for build- 
iugthe mission room. Friends of the work have increased this sum, and so 
in January this second building was begun, work uponit to continue without 
interruption until finished ; it is being substantially built in simple, though 
neat design, and it adjoins the foundation of the church. It is to be used 
for worship until the church is finished, During the week after the corner- 
stone was laid St. David's people held a fair for the benefit of the Gallau- 
det Home, and realized in proportion to the mission's resources, a consider- 
able sum. 

T have continued meanwhile the usual weekly services for our people, 
aud have also been with them on numerous other public occasions. I have 
undertaken many personal errands for and with them, on which, a measure of 
blessing has been given. I have visited the Gallaudet Home, and have at- 
tended the Workers’ Conference in Baltimore. Suggestions adopted by the 
Conference have been carried out at St. David's, with excellent results. All 
that I could do for those in bereavement, sickness or enforced idleness, has 
been done. It affords much satisfaction to realize that our silent people of 
Brooklyn express themselves generously in many cases about St. David's 
and its work, which gives encouragement for continuing it hopefully.

GENTLEMEN :—Since your last meeting I have continued usual personal 
ministrations in behalf of deaf-mutes within and around Brooklyn. The 
details of St. David’s Chapel—their sole church in our city—have consti- 
tuted my chief care. Ten days before the ending of the period covered by 
this report the Chapel was opened for worship, and since then our people 
have begun to avail themselves of its spiritual privileges. It is so arranged 
that the nave may be separated from the sanctuary, thus permitting the use 
of the building for guild and society meetings, addresses and lectures to be 
illustrated by aid of the optical lantern. Besides the usual Sunday after- 
noon service with deaf-mutes, I haye arranged that every Sunday morning 
and Wednesday evening, service, sermon and instruction may be interpreted 
in the signs. The present Chapel is also so arranged that the entire Chancel 
and Sacristy may be removed when the church, the foundations of which 
are adjoining, is finished. The present building can then be used for an 
evening reading and club-room, well built, heated and lighted, and in which 
the deaf-mutes have the prior right, perpetually, for all purposes harmoniz- 
ing with the objects of the Mission. 

To obtain the means, secure the land and superintend the Chapel 
building, continuing all usual pastoral duties, has kept the time of your 
missionary constantly employed, and at this date the result of the winter’s 
work may be seen by a visit to the Chapel, inspection of which by the 
Board of Trustees is cordially invited. 

A fair conducted during three days of last week at the house of Mr. 
and Mrs. Juhring of our city has netted a considerable sum for the Gallaudet 
Home, as the cause enlisted the usual wide-spread interest among the deaf- 
mutes of Brooklyn and their hearing friends. The first meeting in the new 
Chapel of St. David's Guild of Deaf-Mutes occurs on the third evening after 
the presentation of this report.

TO THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CHURCH 
MISSION TO DEAF-MUTES. 


GENTLEMEN :—It is gratifying to report that since your last meeting 
work in behalf of deaf-mutes has continued without intermission in Brooklyn 
and vicinity. When St. David’s Church was begun, its success in keeping 
the numbers and the personal interest of our people was uncertain. The 
present season finds the work growing as normally as can be expected ; our 
church services are being attended with heartier interest, and are more 
earnestly and intelligently participated in by the deaf-mutes themselves, 
than has ever been the case before. Methods of service suggested last year 
at the conference of Church Workers for Deaf mutes, held in Baltimore, 
have been adopted with excellent results. 

Since my entering the work—more than nine years ago—no season has 
equalled the present one in the difficulty experienced by the industrial 
classes generally, in finding and retaining employment. The result is that 
the daily temporal side of our mission work was never more necessary than 
now, and has never been more generally sought by our people. One good 
result of the very marked pressure of the times has been observed, how- 
ever, in instances of employers having become more considerate of the 
needs of others, and a goodly number of such have made special exertions 
to retain our people at work, or to provide employment. I have embraced 
frequent opportunities of acquainting hearing people, both individually and 
through the newspapers, with the true, social, educational and industrial 
status of deaf-mutes as a class ; this tends to bring the general community 
into closer and more sympathetic relations with them. I have constantly 
tried to] emphasize the fact that they, asa class, are industrious and self- 
supporting, needing only the opportunities for self-help, which we are con- 
stantly seekiug. Individuals of every class sometimes need co-operation 
in personal affairs—‘‘ No man liveth to himself,’ and it is in times like the 
present that the needs of men and women who are usually independent, 
afford abundant proof of the necessity for our mission’s work. 
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Another phase of the labor to which I have gladly given special care is 
the introduction of deaf-mutes whenever possible to such hearing people as 
are from one reason or another likely to become especially helpful to them, 
should occasion occur. 

Since your last meeting I have effected entrance within hospitals for 
various sick deaf-mutes ; I have continued social and pastoral visits among 
them and have conducted funerals, afterwards paying the expenses with 
funds generously contributed for the purpose. The Brooklyn Bureau of 
Charities have communicatéd frequently in regard to deaf-mutes of whom 
they learn in every case referring them to me, Their latest memorandum 
in this regard has conse since the beginning of this writing. 

None know better the burdens borne by the management of the Gal- 
laudet Home than those who have known its life from the beginning, and 
so it is with consequent reluctance to increase its cares that the needs of 
two possible candidates for admission from Brooklyn seem necessary to be 
respectfully urged. Both are aged men, and without adequate home care, 
and one is nearly blind. 

The Guild of Deaf-mutes was formed for extending mutual aid among 
its members and others of our people throughout the city, It is growing 
in numbers, and also in the interest given by the deaf-mutes' generally ; its 
meetings in the Chapel of St. David’s Church are increasingly attended. 

I have also taken pains to have known our mission’s need of a suitable 
meeting place, other than the Sanctuary itself, for our evening meetings, 
club, social and literary purposes, and we are encouraged to hope that the 
time is not far distant when this shall be provided. 

The work has been materially aided by the Hon. John A. Nichols in 
continuing as acting treasurer for Brooklyn. His interest in its behalf has 
been highly valued by all who have our people’s welfare at heart. 

Our Brooklyn collector, Mr. William G, Gilbert, has completed another 
year of industry and faithfulness. Without his co-operation the mission in 
our department would have been impeded indeed. 

All things considered, there is ample cause for gratitude that the work 
has been sustained during the period covered by this report—a season in 
seyeral respects the most difficult that the writer has ever experienced.

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT. 


In presenting the report of mission work among the deaf for the year 
ending October ist, 1893, we rejoice to record that God’s blessing has been 
one of steady onward progress. The attendance at the Sunday and week 
day services in a large number of places has been of a very encouraging 
character, but in two or three places, where the work is as yet apparently 
productive of few good results, the missionary is working on, trusting that 
time will work out a change for the better. 

It has all along been the purpose of the missionary to organize 
societies of deaf-mutes in the different places in the two dioceses, to serve 
as centres of missionary work, and to raise funds to assist the sick and 
needy among the deaf and to pay the expenses of the missionary. 

During the past year a society known as the Ephphatha League of the 
Christian Deaf has been established in Buffalo, Rochester and Syracuse. 
The Missionary is Supervisor, and each local organization has its Warden, 
Secretary and Treasurer. The membership dues are ten cents a month, 
and meetings are held at least once a month. , An important feature of the 
society is its local visiting committee, whose duty is to visit the sick and 
needy and look up deaf-mutes who do not attend the services of the mis- 
sionary. It is as yet too early to say much of this organization. 

In addition to the visits at the regular places, occasional visits are made 
in small localities where the church services are read to two or three per- 
sous. Such visits have been made in Three Mile Bay, Geneva, Watkins, 
Elmira, Oswego, Cortland and Union Springs. 
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In Elmira, last November, the Missionary met, in Trinity Church, by 
special appointment, a deaf man from a small place in Bradford Co., Penn- » 
sylvania, for the administration of the Sacrament of Holy Baptism. This 
man being almost blind, it was with difficulty that the service could be read 
to him, it being necéssary for the man to feel. the Missionary’s hand as he 
spelled out the words from the Prayer Book. 

Our people are showing increasing interest in the work done for them 
by the church and a willingness to work for it. The enthusiasm of the 
deaf parishioners of St. James’ Church, Buffalo, has been very gratifying. 
In the early part of October a sale of fancy articles was held in St. James’ 
Guild House, and netted something over seventy dollars, part of this going 
to the Coal Fund of St. James’ Church, part to the Missionary, and the 
balance to the permanent fund of the Ephphatha League. 

Alike enthusiasm was shown by the deaf parishioners of Trinity Church, 
Utica, last May, when a Fair and Pantomimic Entertainment was held in 
Trinity Parish House. The net receipts, amounting to a little over $117, 
was equally divided between the Parish House debt and the Missionary’s 
salary. 

In Syracuse, the Ephphatha League has also been doing well. 

During the session of the General Convention in Baltimore, Md., a 
Conference of Church Workers among the Deaf was held in Grace Church, 
that city, on the 12th and 13th of October. The Missionary attended and 
was very much edified by the papers read and discussed. On the first day 
we had a celebration of the Holy Communion, the Rev. A. W. Mann, of 
Cleveland, O., being celebrant, fassisted by the Rev. J. M. Koehler, of Phil- 
adelphia. On the evening of the second day, Bishop Sessums of Louisiana 
and Bishop ‘Coleman delivered very inspiring and helpful addresses, Rev. 
Messrs. John Chamberlain and Anson T. Colt, of New York, interpreting. 

During our stay in Baltimore, all the visiting clergymen were enter- 
tained by the Baltimore Deaf-Mute Mission, Mr. Daniel Moylan, Lay 
Reader. 

On the 14th and 15th, we visited our A4ma Mater, the National College 
for Deaf-Mutes, Kendall Green, Washington, D. C., (the only institution for 
the higher education of the deafinthe Arts and Sciences), and were very 
lovingly greeted by old teachers. Saturday morning, the 15th, we read the 

cripture selection and morning prayer in the College Chapel. Sunday 
morning, the 16th,’services were conducted in the Church of St. Mary the 
Virgin (colored), Baltimore, and in Grace Church, same city, in the after- 
noon. The following Monday and Tuesday we visited All Souls’ Church 
for the Deaf, Philadelphia, Rev. J. M. Koehler, rector, and the new Institu- 
tion for Deaf-Mutes, Mt. Airy, Philadelphia. 


THE GALLAUDET HOME. 
Tn connection with the Deaf-Mute Mission of the State of New York, 
there is a Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, located near Poughkeep- 


sie, N. Y., on a fine farm of one hundred and fifty-six acres. The farm is 
enclosed by a substantial stone wall and is in a high state of cultivation, 
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but for some time the Home itself, formerly a private country seat, was too 
smiall to provide for all who sought admission. During the past year an 
addition has been built to the old Home from funds left the Home in a will 


by the late Mr. Farrish of New York ; but in admitting new inmates, means 


have to be secured for the additional expense in maintenance. 

It is estimated that the annual expense will be about one hundred dol- 
lars per inmate. The Missionary will be glad to receive any gifts in money 
or otherwise for the Home. 


SUPPORT. 


The Deanery of Buffalo has voted a stipend of $200 to the Missionary 
for the ensuing year, and the Junior Woman’s Auxiliary of Central New 
York, Miss Martha Wilson, Head, has undertaken to raise $100 of the $400 
promised by Bishop Huntington, and it is to be hoped that, with the other 
incidental offerings and gifts received, the Missionary will not be in as 
straitened circumstances as he has heretofore found himself.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society designed to promote the 
temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes, 
It central office shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 
Its members shall consist of the Trustees and such contributors to its 
support as may be elected by the Society at its annual meeting. 
The Trustees shall also have power to elect members of the Society at a 
regular meeting. 
Any person paying One Hundred Dollars at one time shall be eligible 
to life membership. 


ARTICLE I. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction, managemeut and 
control of a Board of twenty-five Trustees, the Bishop of New York being 
ex-officio the President. 

The remaining twenty-four members oy the Board shall be divided into 
three classes of eight each. The members of each class shall hold office for 
the ‘term of three years and until their successors are appointed. Eight 
Trustees to be elected annually by ballot. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, the Bishop of New 
York ex-officio; two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who 
shall be elected at the annual meeting of the’Society, and shall hold office 
for one year and until the appointment of their successors. The elective 
officers of the Society shall be chosen from the Trustees. The officers of the 
Society shall also be the officers of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE V. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s*Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Monday evening of 
November.

2. Reading the minutes of the preceding annual meeting and all 
special meetings.

This Constitution shall not be altered or amended unless it be at an an- 
nual meeting of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present 
consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 
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BY-LAWS 
OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


1. The President, two Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer, shall 
faithfully perform the duties usually entrusted to such officers. 

2. The four stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held on 
the Second Monday evenings in November, February, April and June. 

3. With the consent of ‘‘the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes in the City of New York,’’ the meet- 
ings of the Trustees shall be held in said Church. 

4. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall 
be to oversee the various departments of work which shall be adopted to 
improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes ; appoint 
assistants to the General Manager, and fix the salaries of the officers referred 
to in this section. 

5.’ The General Manager and his assistants shall be subject to such 
regulations as the Trustees may adopt for their guidance, and shall present 
written reports of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 

6. The Trustees shall appoint a Standing Committee on the Gallaudet 
Home, and such other Standing and Special Committees as may be neces- 
sary to accomplish effectually the objects of the Society. 

7. The Standing Committee on the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes 
shall have power to manage its affairs. They shall present written reports 
of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 

8. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Board of Lady Managers, 
whose duty it shall be, under the direction of the Standing Committee on 
the Gallaudet Home, to appoint a Matron for the Home, and to conduct its 
internal affairs. Said Board of lady Managers shall present written reports 
of their work to the Standing Committee monthly.

GIS HOME which was founded December, 1885, by 


The Church Mission tn Deal Mutes., 


is admirably situated in the centre of a fine farm of one hundred and fifty-six 
acres, extending from the turnpike between New Hamburgh and Poughkeep. 
sie, to the banks of the Hudson river. 

The Farm is enclosed by a substantial stone wall, and is in a high state 
of cultivation—its products finding a ready sale in Wappinger’s Falls and 
Poughkeepsie. 

On entering the gate from the road, and crossing a creek of never failing 
pure water, there is seen on a high knoll, the farm-house with its surrounding 
barns, stables, carriage-house, cattle yard, ete. A broad macadamised avenue, 
bordered with pines and other trees, forming a shady arch, winds through 
the farm to the circle at the Mansion. ( See Photograph.) 

This is a commodious edifice substantially built of stone and brick 
with a chapel, library, dining-room, and several large dormitories. 
This handsome building covered with vines, and surrounded by trees, is situ- 
ated on a high bluff, overlooking the Hudson. The view from the front, over 
the lawn, and down the river towards Newburgh, the Storm King and 
Anthony's Nose, is romantic in the extreme, and breathes of peace and rest, 
from the trials, tribulations, and cares of this world 

The bluff on the river, with its valuable limestone quarries, is covered by 
severai acres of woodland, Across the railroad track is an eligible water- 
front, with a convenient dock, where supplies can be delivered by boat; and 
the Railroad Company contemplate establishing a station, within five minutes’ 
walk of the mansion, at Clinton Point. 

In this Retreat, a ‘' St. Johnland” for deaf mutes, it is proposed to gather 
the aged and infirm, and such others as may need fostering care after they 
leave school. It is expected that most of the inmates will be able to work on 
the farm, or in shops at various trades, thus contributing to the support of 
the Home. There will be frequent sign services in the chapel, and constant 
efforts put forth to lead these ‘’ children of silence" to believe in Him who said 
“ EPHPHATHA” to the man that was deaf and had an impediment 1n his 
speech 


The object of this Home should be borne in mind, by all who desire that 
the Deaf Mutes should be made as happy and useful as may be consistent with 
their great deprivation. Itis a Charity that appeals to the generous sympathy 
of all Christian people.

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THE TWENTY-THIRD ANNIVERSARY 


Of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, New York, was held 
in the St. Agnes Chapel, on the fourth Sunday in Advent, 
December 22d, at 4.30 P. M. The service was conducted by 
the Vicar, Rev. E. A. Bradley, D. D., and assistant, the Rev. 
C. A. Hamilton ; the Rev. John Chamberlain reading the first 
lesson, and the Rev. E. A. Krans, LL. D., the second, Inter- 
pretations in the sign-language for the deaf-mutes were given 
by Rev. Dr. Gallaudet and Rev. Mr. Chamberlain.

is to bring them, after they leave school, into pastoral relations.

OF THE TRUSTEES OF 


THE CHURCH MISSION TO DEAF-MUTES, 


For the Year Ending September S3Oth, 1895. 


We have felt the depression prevalent throughout our 
country, and our general income has been somewhat dimin- 
ished, yet we bring our financial year to an end without any 
serious indebtedness. We were greatly helped by receiving 
$1,000 from the estate of Mrs. A. L. Mildeberger and $1,000, 
from Mr. Andrew Judson White. We refer our patrons and 


- friends to the various annexed reports for the details which 


mark the progress of the different departments of our Society. 

Our whoie mission is maintained by charitable donations and 
the offerings of churches, specially on the twelfth Sunday after 
Trinity, when the Gospel recites the cure of the deaf and dumb 
man by our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 

We need money to pay the moderate salaries of our General 
Manager, the Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, D. D.; the Assistant 
General Manager, the Rey. John Chamberlain, and the Lay- 
Readers, Messrs. W. G. Jones and C. W. Van Tassell. These 
missionaries conduct sign-services in St. Ann’s Church; tempo- 
rarily worshipping in St. John the Evangelist’s Church, at the 
corner of West 11th Street and Waverly Place; St. Mark’s 
Church, Adelphi Street, Brooklyn ; Pro-Cathedral, Amsterdam 
Avenue and 110th Street, New York; St. Mark’s Church, 
Tarrytown; Church of the Good Shepherd, Newburgh ; St. 
Peter’s Church, Port Chester; St. Paul's Church, Bridgeport ; 
Chapel of the Intercession, Boulevard and 158th Street, New 
York ; Trinity Church, Newark, and our Home for Aged and 
Infirm Deaf-Mutes, besides fulfilling other occasional appoint- 
ments.

We need money for our Charity Fund, from which the sick 
and needy and those out of employment are relieved. While 
the great majority of deaf-mutes, after they leave school, do 
well and support themselves, there are constantly appearing 
quite a number who need help, but are not proper candidates 
for our Home. 

We need money also to maintain the Gallaudet Home for 
Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, so pleasantly situated on our 
farm of 156 acres by the Hudson River, six miles below Pough- 
keepsie. We would like to increase the number of inmates as 
soon as we have the means for their support. We refer to the 
reports of the very efficient Board of Lady Managers and the 
Standing Committee for the encouraging details of another 


yéar’s progress. The religious atmosphere of the Home is one 


of its most comforting features. The officers and inmates have 
the privilege of receiving the Holy Communion in the Chapel 
‘on the second Sunday of each month. 

Changes have taken place during the last year. First, Mr. 
Isaac B. Gardner resigned his position as Supervisor to accept 
an invitation from Principal Currier to be connected with the 
N. Y. Institution for Deaf-Mutes. We parted with Mr. Gard- 
ner regretfully, feeling that he had been of great service during 
several years to our Home. We shall ever keep him in our 
grateful memories and wish him success in the battle of life. 
The Ladies appointed Mr. Loder to act as Janitor. Then we 
passed through other changes. The Matron, Mrs. Sophia 
Nichoson, who had for four years shown her devotion to the 
Home in many loving ways, resigned, carring with her the best 
wishes of all who had known her. Mr. Loder also resigned 
after a short, faithful service. Then the Board of Lady Man- 
agers appointed Mrs. Edith A. Davis as Matron and Mr. Heze- 
kiah Gardner as Janitor. We trust that they may prove the 
right persons in the right places. It is understood that the 
Board of Lady Managers, to whom the Domestic Department 
of the Home has been intrusted, report their proceedings to 
our Standing Committee. a 

The.Home has received $3,350 from the estate of the late 
Capt. A. G. Babcock, of Richmond, Virginia. The legacy was 
$5,000. It is hoped the remainder will come in due time. 
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This sum, $3,350, has been added to the Home Endowment 
Fund, making it now $13,550. 

We acknowledge with hearty thanks the kindness of Mrs. 
W. W. Smith, of Poughkeepsie, in giving a double set of fur- 
niture for one of the women’s rooms. 

Legacies should be left to “The Church Mission to Deat- 
Mutes,”” incorporated in the year 1872, under the general laws 
of the State of New York 7 trust for the Gallaudet Home for 
Deaf-Mutes. 

We congratulate the General Manager and his wife upon the 
memorable celebration of their golden wedding at the N. Y. 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, July 15th, 1895. 

We have taken a special interest in the visit which our Gen- 
eral Manager has made to deaf-mutes and their friends in the 
United Kingdom. During the months of August and Septem- 
ber he was busy in trying to promote the best interests of our 
silent brethren, preaching in churches and addressing meetings. 
He has maintained that, in the education of the deaf and 
dumb, the greatest good to the greatest number can be accom- 
plished by uniting the manual and oral methods into one com- 
bined system. He has also urged the strengthening the mis- 
sions to the adult deaf and dumb in the larger cities, and of 
increasing their number. He has shown the necessity of in- 
cteasing the number of well qualified missionaries, training 
deaf-mutes for this important work, as we have done in our 
own country. We trust that his labors, so kindly and hospit- 
ably received, will be productive of abundant fruits. Our 
General Manager brought his most interesting visit to a close 
by speaking at the Congress of the English Church in Norwich 
on “ The Church’s Care of the Deaf and Dumb.” 

Realizing that a mission of increasing importance and interest 
has been intrusted to our care, we commend our twenty-third 
annual report to all our friends and patrons.

The following tribute to the memory of Mr, P. P. Dickinson 
was adopted at the annual meeting, November 25th, 1895 : 


We have sustained a great loss in the death of the Second 
Vice-President of the Board of Trustees of “ The Church Mis- 
sion to Deaf-Mutes,” Mr. Pomeroy P. Dickinson. After a 
lingering and painful illness, which he bore with Christian 
fortitude and cheerful resignation to his Heavenly Father's 
will, he was borne by the angels to Abraham’s bosom on the 4th 
of October, 1895, being in his 69th year. The Rev. Dr. Krans, 
Rector of St. Ann’s Church, conducted the funeral service at 
Mr. Dickinson’s late residence, 44 West 72d Street, on Sunday 
afternoon, October 6th, and on the following day committed 
the body to the ground in the family lot at Woodlawn Cem- 
etery, looking for the resurrection in the last day and the life 
of the world to come, through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

For many years Mr. Dickinson had been the Senior Warden 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, and a Trustee of the 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes. As the Chairman of the 
Standing Committee of the Gallaudet Home for Aged and 
Infirm Deaf-Mutes, he devoted much time and attention per- 
sonally to the promotion of its growth and usefulness. He 
was greatly interested in the additions and improvements which 
were made to the buildings in 1893-4. He was a tower of 
strength to all who were striving to promote the temporal and 
spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. He had a brave heart 
and willing mind, always encouraging those who were trying 
to discharge the duties specially intrusted to them, He was 
universally beloved and esteemed in all the relations of domes- 
tic, social, business and ecclesiastical life, and his example may 
well be followed by those who desire to accomplish the most 
good in their earthly pilgrimage and to have a reasonaple hope 
of enjoying the happiness promised to the people of God, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord and Saviour, 

The family and relatives have, in their great sorrow, the 
comfort of realizing that he whom they loved accomplished a 
great work in his day and generation as a follower of the com- 
passionate Saviour, and he has entered into rest.

The Standing Committee of the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes present 
the report of the General Manayers as giving a brief account of the year’s 
progress. 

From the information contained in the reports of the Board of Lady 
Managers and of the Treasurer of the Farm Department and from other 
sources, I can encourage the Committee to feel that the affairs of the Home 
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are moving on in the right direction. ‘he recently appointed Matron and . 


Janitor of the Domestic Department have assumed their responsibilities in 
the right spirit and have given satisfaction. Our worthy friend, who has so 
Jong acted as the head of the Farm Department, has been discouraged by 
the drought. He has done the best he could under all the circumstances 
and reports sales for the year amounting to $837.44, chiefly from asparagus 
and strawberries. He will be obliged to buy more feed than usual for the 
coming winter. 

We appreciate what has been done by the Board of Lady Managers 
under the guidance of their judicious and energetic President. ‘They have 
done much to make the inmates comfortable and happy. They report for 
the year ending September goth, 1895, an income of $3,514.37, with which 
they paid off the deficit at the beginning of the year. $766,01, and the accru- 
ing current bills, except those amounting to $623.02. ‘This constitutes their 
indebtedness at the beginning of the present year. The total receipts of the 
farm amounted to $2,329.69, paying last year’s deficit of $475.71 and current 
expenses, with a debt, September goth, 1895, of $355. 19- 

Services are held every Sunday and family prayers daily during the 
week. Grace is said at the meals. The inmates live in a religious atmos- 
phere which helps them in their preparation for the life beyond the grave. 

Mrs. Starr died in September, Mr. Hatch and Miss Smith have recently 
been taken to their rest. The bodies of the two latter were buried in our 
Home Cemetery, which ought to be improved as soon as practicable. The 
Committee on Admissions ask the approval of the Standing Committee for 
their reception of Mrs. Mary Ann Clark and Miss Mary Lockwood as in- 
mates. The present number is twenty-two, fourteen women and eight men, 
The Committee on Admissions also ask the approval of their reception of 
Isaac Van Velsor as an inmate. I expect to take him to the Home to-mor- 
row. I trust that during the coming year the mortgage of $7,500 upon the 
Home may be cancelled. 

We have sustained a great loss in the death of Mr. Pomeroy P. Dickin- 
son, the Second Vice-President of ‘‘The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes,”* 
and the Chairman of this Standing Committee. He passed away from 
earth to Paradise on the 4th of October, 1895. His funeral was held at his 
late home, 44 West 72d Street, on Sunday afternoon, October 6th, the Rev. 
Dr. Krans officiating. The next day the body was committed to the ground 
in the family plot at Woodlawn Cemetery. We shall greatly miss the in- 
fluence and example of this courteous, efficient, Christian gentlemen, who 
has done so much to promote the welfare of deaf-mutes.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LADY 
MANAGERS OF THE GALLAUDET HOME 
FOR DEAF-MUTES, OCTOBER 
ioth, 1895. 


The condition of the Gallandet Home, for the year just closed, 1894-5, 
has been most satisfactory. 

The buildings are all in order, and the number of inmates constantly 
increasing. 

There are at present in the women’s department fourteen (14) inmates, 
and in the departments appropriated to the men nine (9) inmates. 

These will both be added to in number as the financial condition of the 
Home improves. 

There are constant applications for admission to the Institution, and 
inmates are received as rapidly as the receipts warrant. Our President has, 
during the past summer, received applications from eight of these afflicted 
people from different parts of the State, asking to be admitted, but it is 
found impossible to receive them all. Two have been admitted, Mrs. Lock- 
wood and Mrs. Clark. Mrs. Starr, who has been very feeble during the 
summer, died September gth, and was interred in the Rural Cemetery, in 
Poughkeepsie, on the rth, the Reverend Mr. Chatnberlain officiating at 
her funeral. ‘two of the ladies of our Board attended the funeral services, 
remaining at the Home for two days previously, in order to attend to and 
perfect all the arrangements. 

Mrs. Totten and Mary Smith, the two oldest remaining members of the 
household, are very infirm, but the general health of the inmates, consider- 
ing their advanced age, and the feebleness and infirmities naturally result- 
ing therefrom, has been good for the past year. 

The resignation of our Matron, Mrs. Nickerson, was accepted in June 
last, and,’as her successor, we have been fortunate in securing the services 
of Mrs. Davis, who is able in her management of the Home and innuates, 
and possesses a happy influence over them as well. We also accepted the 
resignation of Mr. Loder as Janitor, and Hezekiah Gardner was appointed 
to succeed him in office. Mr. Gardner is doing very well in his position ; 
he is proving himself useful and efficient. 

Our many friends here indeed remembered us during the winter months 
past. Our Thanksgiving basket, our Christmas donations, and our Easter 
basket were most generous. 

The annual Gallaudet Lawn Party was this year changed into a Home 
festival, and held in the Masonic Temple, in Poughkeepsie, which building 
was kindly presented to us for that occasion free of charge for our use. It 
was not, however, as great a success as when held at the Institution, many 
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preferring the pleasant drive to New Hambnrgh, and the awakened interest 
that naturally attaches to a visit to the beautiful Home and meeting the in- 
mates upon their own grounds, thereby gaining a knowledge of their every- 
day life and surroundings. 

The Matron reports the number of visitors for the past year at 222, 

Divine service has been conducted in the Chapel of the Institution by 
the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, Rev. Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. William J. Nelson, Mr. 
Van Tassel, Mr. McMann, Mr. Fitzgerald and Mr. Chester Mann. 

We feel deep sincere regret at the critical condition of health of Mr. 
P. P. Dickerson. He has ever been our warm, trusted friend and adviser, 
a Trustee and Chairman of the Executive Committee in New Vork. Mr. 
Dickerson has our great sympathy in his severe illness. 

Dr, Gallaudet, our head and front in this appealing charity, whose 
name our Home bears, has had a most eventful year, even in his own event- 
ful life. His Golden Wedding was celebrated in the early summer at the 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, at 163d Street, on the Hudson. Here 
with his lovely wife, and surrounded by his children, he received in his in- 
comparable manner the warm congratulations of his hosts of friends. 

Dr. Gallandet, later in the summer, visited Europe, where he had been 
invited to speak at Dublin, Ireland, upon ‘ The Higher Education of the 
Deaf in the United States.” Crossing on the steamer with Dr. Gallaudet, 
one of the passengers, after talking with him in regard to his work, pre- 
sented him with his check for one thousand dollars. 

May our tribute to Dr. Gallaudet, as our successful leader, be strong. 
His whole life is passed in untiring, unselfish effort for the advancement 
and well-being of others, and, surely, he has earned and will reap his 
reward. 

May, also, we add a word of acknowledgment to our President, Mrs. 
Cornelia M. Nelson, of Poughkeepsie, whose great executive ability and 
wonderful tact in overcoming difficulties, has so aided us as she gracefully 
presided at our meetings. 

We wish to tender our heartfelt thanks to all our many friends who 
have assisted us by their generous contributions and efforts in different 
ways. Our Home will advance snrely and steadily, we are assured, until it 
stands foremost among the noble charities of the State, and the name of 
Dr. Gallaudet will be grandly perpetuated by this enduring monument.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 
For OctoBER, NOVEMBER, DECEMBER AND JANUARY. 


During these four months, I held a service for deaf-mutes every Sunday 
—most often in St. Ann’s Church, New York City ; several times in St. 
Mark’s Church, Adelphi Street, Brooklyn; twice in Trinity Church, 
Newark; twice in the Chapel of the Intercession, New York; once in the 
Church of the Good Shepherd, Newburgh ; once in the Pro-Cathedral, New 
York, and twice in the Chapel of the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes. 

‘The 22d anniversary of our Society was held on Epiphany afternoon in 
the Church of the Heavenly Rest, New York. I gave some extracts from 
the report, and set forth the position which is occupied by our organization. 
The Rey, Thomas B. Berry, of Buffalo, assisted me in interpretations of the 
service and address for the deaf-mutes, who formed a part of the congrega- 
tion. January 13th, the Rev. Mr. Berry officiated at the 2.45 P. M. service 
for deaf-mutes in St. Ann’s Church, New York. I was busy all that day in 
church work among deaf-mutes in Boston, Salem and Lynn. The following 
day I visited the school for deaf-mutes in Beverly. On Wednesday night I 
lectured on improving opportunities before the Gallaudet Society of Deaf- 
Mutes in Boston, and got home the next day. During these four months I 
was busy in collecting money to meet our general expenses and also to sup- 
port the Home. The Building Fund of the latter needs additions. I have 
conducted a large correspondence in the interests of deaf-mutes. I have 
found places for quite a number and have ministered to many in sickness 


and poverty. Pastoral work among deaf-mutes after they leave school is. 


largely instrumental in promoting their temporal and spiritual welfare.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 


For FEBRUARY AND MARCH, 1895. 


On six Sundays I condncted the Sunday afternoon sign-services in St. 
Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes. I interpreted the Ash Wednesday services 
and the Wednesday evening Lent services. On Sunday, March roth, I 
officiated at two services in the Chapel of the Gallaudet Home for Deaf- 
Mutes. On Sunday p. M., March 17th, I took the service in St. Mark’s 
Church, Brooklyn, and on the 31st in the Pro-Cathedral, Amsterdan Avenue 
and 110th Street. In these various services, I have the privilege of meeting 
a large number of deaf-mutes and of trying to lead them along the Christian 


pathways. 
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During these two months, I conducted funeral services for four deaf- 
mute communicants: Mrs. Caldicott, in Newark, Miss Brown in Brooklyn, 
and Mrs. Soper and Mrs. Fersenheim in New York. 

I was very thankful when my esteemed co-worker, Rey. John Chamber- 
lain, was able to resume his duties after a long and severe illness. He, Mr. 
Jones, Mr. Van Tassell and I have been able to keep the appointments for 
services for deaf-mutes in Brooklyn, Newark, Newburgh, Port Chester, 
Bridgeport and the Chapel of our Home for Deaf-Mutes. 

I have been very busy in finding work for the unemployed, ministering 
to the sick and needy, and carrying on a large correspondence concerning 
matters growing out of our mission to deaf-mutes. I have also worked hard 
to get money to meet the general expenses of our Society and to support 


our Home, etc.

the Holy Communion. On Sunday p. m., the 21st, we had our closing 
Service in the dear old church. The next day the clergy and people of St. 
Ann's began their connection with the Rector and people of the Church of 
St. John the Evangelist (Wianwright Memorial), corner of West 11th Street 
and Waverly Place, with daily services at9 A.M. and 4.30 P.M. I interpre- 
ted for deaf-mutes who generally attended the morning services. We 
began our Sunday services on the 28th. The deaf-mutes were much pleased 
with the arrangement. ‘They said the light was better than at St. Ann’s. 
I was thankful that my new home, provided by the Vestry of St. Ann’s 
Church, at 114 West 13th Street, was so near our temporary place of wor- 
ship. We shall have to wait some time before we build the new St. Ann’s 
With its parish buildings on 148th and 149th Streets, between Amsterdam 
Avenue and the Boulevard. At our first Sunday afternoon service for deaf- 
mutes in St. John the Evangelist Church, I had the pleasure of interpreting 
encouraging addresses from the Rector, Rev. Dr. De Costa, and the Rev. 
Dr. Krans. 

On Sundays, May 5th and 9th, I conducted the p. m. sign-services in 
St. John the Evangelist’s Church, and also interpreted at the night service 
on Ascension Day, May 23d. On the 12th I was at the Gallaudet Home for 
Deaf-Mutes, conducting the Holy Communion service in the Chapel. At 
night I preached in Christ Church, Poughkeepsie, alluding to the Home 
‘and mission work among deaf-mutes. 
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On Sunday, May 28th, Rev. Mr. Koehler, Pastor of All Soul’s Church 
for the Deaf in Philadelphia, and I made an exchange. On Monday even- 
ing I lectured to my deaf-mute friends in Philadelphia. 

On Tuesday, Rev. Mr. Koehler and I visited the Pennsylvania Institute 
for Deaf-Mutes in Mt. Airy, Philadelphia, and called on the Rt. Rev. Bp. 
Whittaker. 

We helped quite a number of deaf-mutes in trouble during April and 
May from the Charity Fund of our Society. 

May tst I attended the Presentation-Day exercises of Gallaudet College 
for Deaf-Mutes in Washington, D. C. 

I interpreted at the examination of Mrs. E. C. Benedict, deaf-mute, by 
Dr. Webster, and also at th econfirmation in St. John the Evangelist Church, 
May roth, three deaf-mutes were confirmed. 

April 24th I married Mr. McMann and Miss Nelson in Ponghkeepie,

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER. 
For JUNE, JULY, AUGUST AND SEPTEMBER, 1895. 


During the first part of these four months, I attended to my regular 
duties, holding sign-services at the appointed places, helping deaf-mutes in 
trouble and conducting quite an extensive correspondence in relation to the 
work connected with our Society. _On the 2d of July I was present at the 
opening of the Fourteenth Convention of the American Instructors of 
Deaf-Mutes at the Mtchigan Instituttion for Deaf-Mutes in Flint. 
I remained there for a weck* enjoying the hospitality of Superin- 
tendent Clark and his co-workers. I made an address on “ Signs 
are to. the Deaf what Sounds are to the Hearing,’’ and did all in my power 
to favor the combined system of educating deaf-mutes. On Sunday, July 
7th, we had a combined service in St. Paul's Church, Flint. I interpreted 
the service and my brother, Dr. Edward M. Gallaudet, President of the 
National College for Deaf-Mutes in Washington, interpreted my sermon on 
‘Thy Will be Done.’’ The Convention was a success and advanced the 
best methods of teaching deaf-mutes under the combined system. 

July 15th my wife and I enjoyed the celebration of our goiden wedding 
at the New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes, Washington Heights, under 
the direction of a committee of deaf-mutes, who had the co-operation of our 
silent friends in New York and Brooklyn and other places in the State of 
New York, and also in Philadelphia and Boston. As a souvenir will soon 
be published, I will not enter into details. The addresses and presents were 
most satisfactory. They were received with heartfelt thanks. May God 
bless all who made my wife and me so happy. 

A few good friends on both sides of the ocean having made up a purse 
to defray my expenses, I sailed from New York in the ‘“‘Campania’”’ on 
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Saturday, the 27th of July. A fellow-passenger, Dr. Andrew Judson White, 
greatly encouraged me by a-donation of $1,000 to the ‘‘ Church Mission of 
Deaf-Mutes.’’ I sent $500 to the Home and $500 for the general expenses 
of our Society.. Having made a short visit in Cork to Mr. Bence, the lay 
missionary among deaf-mutes, I reached Dublin Friday evening, August 
ad, where I was the guest of the Committee of the Congress of the British 
Deaf and Dumb Association, beginning on Tuesday, August 6th. 

This Congress was composed of prominent deaf-mutes from the United 
Kingdom, with quite a number of their hearing and speaking friends, 
Papers were read, followed by discussions, on many practical points in 
relation to the education of deaf-mutes and the importance of missions 
amoug them after they left school to engage in their life-work. I read a 
paper on ‘The Higher Education of Deaf-Mutes in the United States.’’ 
The proceedings were conducted simultaneously in the sign-language and 
with the voice so that all could understand what was going on. The Cmo- 
mittee in charge of the Congress were Messrs. Hewson, Harris and Maginn, 
They did their work well. The Archbishop of Dublin, Lord Plunkett, was 
yery kind and attentive. He presided at the opening meeting and delivered 
avery helpful address. I had the honor of receiving, at this meeting, a 
beautiful illuminated address from my deaf-mute friends of the United 
Kingdom. Iwas deeply moyed at this manifestation of kind appreciation 
of my life-work, His Grace, the Archbishop, had a special Communion 
service for us on Wednesday forenoon in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, and also 
welcomed us to his garden party at his beautiful country residence near 
Bray. On the first Sunday I assisted in the services for deaf-mutes, and on 
the second I preached for the Association in two of the Dublin churches. 
Having visited friends in England, Mr. and Mrs, Lyman and others, I 
reached Courtrai in Belgium Saturday afternoon, August 17th, and on the 
following Monday I took part in the inauguration of a statue to the memory 
of Monseigneur Du Haerne, a distinguished educator of the deaf and dumb, 
who died in 1890 at the age of 86. By invitation of Bourgomaster Reyneart 
Iwasa guest of the City at the Hoteldu Nord. Returning on Tuesday to 
England, I visited Rev. Mr. Gilby, of St. Saviour’S’ Church for the Deaf 
and Dumb in London; the Rey. Mr. Ware, in Worcestershire, and the Rev, 
Mr. Sleight, Vicar of St. Katharine’s Church, Northampton, trying wherever 
I went to help forward the work among deaf-mutes. 

By boat from Fleetwood, I reached Belfast August 29th, and became a 
guest of the Mission Hall for Adult Deaf and Dumb, where I received kind 
hospitality from Mrs, Harris, Mr. Harris and Mr. Maginn. I spent the 
month of September in Ireland. I preached in aid of missions to deaf- 
mutes in yarions churches in Belfast, Derry, Bundoran, Kinlough, Monks- 
town and Queenstown. I addressed several meetings and drawing-rooms 
and was everywhere received most kindly and hospitably. I was glad to 
have visits with Mr. and Mrs. Johuston at Mount Prospect, and Mr. and 
Mrs Kingstone at Mosstown. Mrs. Johnston and Mrs. Kingstone are sisters 
of the late Miss Tredennick, who was one of the best friends of deaf-mutes 
in Ireland, and the founder of the Mission Hall in Belfast. I was thankful 
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- I could be present at the Annual Communion Service and Social gathering 
of deaf-mutes from the southern portion of Ireland. The service was held 
in St. Mary’s Church, Shandon, in Cork, and the social gathering in the 
schoolhouse. It was my privilege to interpret the sermon by the Lord 
Bishop of Cork. I took the boat from Cork to New Milford and by train 
reached Winchester Saturday evening, Oct. 5th, to be the guest of the Rev. 
Mr. Pearce and wife. Mr. Pearce is the only deaf-mute in orders in the 
United Kingdom. On Sunday, Oct. 6th, I assisted Rev. Mr. Pearce in the 
services of the beautiful church for deaf-mutes in Southampton. ‘The day 
was kept as a Harvest-Home Festival. ‘The church was tastefully decorated 
with vines, flowers, fruits and vegetables. After the evening service, I re- 
turned to Winchester with my friends and the next evening reached Norwich 
asthe guest of Mr. and Mrs. Robinson during my attendance on the Congress. 
of the English Church at which I spoke on ‘‘The Church’s Care of the 
Deaf and Dumb.” On Saturday, at 4.30 P. M., Oct. 12th, I left Liverpool 
in the ‘‘ Campania,” reaching New York Friday evening, Oct. 18th. I was 
again encouraged by a donation from a fellow-passenger of $250 for our 
Society. Returning with renewed health and strength I was deeply grateful 
to our Heavenly Father for a most memorable visit in which recreation and 
work were combined and generous hospitality received. I regretted exceed- 
ingly that I was away at the death and funeral of my beloved and esteemed 
friend of many years, Mr. Pomeroy P. Dickinson. It was a great comfort 
to me to find that our Assistant General Manager, the Rev. John Chamber- 
lain, had been so successful in all the details of our Society's work, aided 
by our lay-readers, Messrs. Jones and Van Tassell. Ready for continued 
work on the lines marked out by our Society,

REPORT OF REV. C. ORVIS DANTZER, 
MISSIONARY, SYRACUSE, N. Y. 


- As time goes on the missionary finds the work more difficult. He has 
to travel about a good deal and look up all who are in need of the ministra- 
tions of the Church ; but to do this satisfactorily is a matter of great diffi- 
enlty. For of the nearly two thousand deaf-mutes scattered throughout the 
two dioceses but a small proportion are regularly reached. And it some- 
times happens that while the missionary is in one part of the field fulfilling 
appointments, he is called to another distant point for some urgent office of 
the Church. In spite of the disappointments of the missionary the work is 
bearing abundant fruit. The services generally are well attended in the 
different places, and some are showing their interest in the mission by work- 
ing for it. 

There are now branches of the Ephphatha League in Buffalo, Rochester, 
Syracuse and Oneida. These organizations have for their main object the 
support of the mission, but they also endeayor to help those in distress and 
want when possible, At Utica they recently had a very successful ‘‘ sale 
and supper,’ at which they netted over fifty dollars. In Buffalo a panto- 
mimic entertainment was held which brought in nearly sixty dollars. 

Weekly services are maintained in St. James Church, Buffalo; Mr. 
Solomon P. Cornelius, lay reader, assisting. Monthly services are main- 
trined in the other large places, while occasional services are held in the 
smaller places. The following churches and places have been visited: St. 
James, the Church of the Good Shepherd and St. Thomas, Buffalo; St. 
Paul’s and St. Luke’s, Rochester; St. Peter’s, Geneva; St. James’, 
Watkins’; St. Paul’s, Syracuse; St. John’s, Auburn ; Christ Church, 
Oswego ; Christ Church, Binghamton; St. Paul's Owego; Grace Church, 
Cortland ; St. John’s, Oneida; Zion Church, Rome ; Grace Church, Water- 
town; and Earlville, and Three Mile Bay ; also Christ Church, Williams- 
Port, Pa.; St. John’s, Mission, Reading, Pa.; St. John’s, Carlisle, Pa. ; 
St. John’s York, Pa. ; Christ Church, Towanda, Pa. ; Grace Church, Allen- 
town, Pa.; Grace Church. Mt. Airy, Pa.; All Souls’ Church for the 
Deaf,- Philadelphia; St. Ann’s Church for the Deaf, New York 5 
Gallaudet Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, Wappinger’s Falls, 
N..¥.; St. Paul’s, Albany; St. Paul’s, Troy; and Grace Church, 
Baltimore, Md. _ Total number of churches and. places-visited, 32; services 
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held, 207; baptisms, adult, 10; infant, 9; total, 19; confirmations, 15; 
married, 6; sick visited, 9; buried, 1. 

Among those I have baptized this year was a family of blind deaf-mutes 
living near Elmira ; the service, owing to the difficulty in reading it to them, 
was necessarily slow. 

The Rey. J. M. Koehler, of All Souls’ Church for Deaf-Mutes, Phila- 
delphia, has assisted the missionary by taking up services in a few places 
and in administering the holy communion to a dying woman in Buffalo. 

The mission is receiviug better support this year than ever before, but 
still it has not received enough to keep the missionary in tolerable circum- 
stance. It is desired that the deaf-mutes themselves should bear the 
traveling and incidental expenses of the missionary, while the offerings 
received from hearing persons are devoted to the missionary’s salary. This 
year the deaf mutes failed, by $36.47, to pay his expenses. 

The usual acknowledgments are due to the Deaf-Mutes’ Register, of 
Rome, N. Y., and the Deaf-Mutes’ Journal, of New York, for publishing the 
appointments and notices of the missionary, also to the many self-sacrificing 
people in the different places, who haye in many ways assisted in advancing 
the work of the missionary.

REPORT OF THE REV. S. STANLEY SEARING. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 23, 1895. 


My DEAR Dr. GALLAUDET :—Your communication came this morn- 
ing iu which you ask me for some report of our work among deaf-mutes in 
New England. I can only speak for Boston, and not particularly for that 
much of the work, for my time has been so taken up with my duties as 
Chaplain of the House of Correction, that I have done little more than at- 
tend the greater number of Sunday morning services and see deaf-mutes in 
trouble or distress. You may be able to understand how busy I am at the 
Prison when I tell you that we have in the neighborhood of from six to 
seven hundred men and women in the institution, over whom the Chaplain 
1s expected to exercise pastoral oversight. I have, therefore, been obliged 
to leave the details of the deaf-mute work in the hands of our lay-reader 
and treasurer, Mr. Frisbee, who has been a very efficient worker, and who 
so far as he is able, has extended his lay ministrations into several parts of 
New England. I will ask him, therefore, to supplement this letter by giv- 
ing some idea of his own work and the condition of the finances of St. An- 
drew’s Mission, Boston. I will say in passing that since the Sunday service 
for deaf-mutes at the Y. M. C. A. Hall have been discontinued, we have 
had larger congregations, and we shall undertake, so far as we are able, to 
arrange with Prof. Williams to have him or one of his colleagues visit us on 
‘ene Sunday in each month for a religious lecture in place of the regular 
sermon. Last month we had Prof. Clarke, and next month we hope, if 
Possible, to have Dr. Williams with us. We trust in this way to encourage 
the work, the workers and the attendance—all for the spread of Christ’s 
Kingdom among souls for whom He died and rose again, that they may 

die unto sin and rise again unto righteousness.’’ I hope all this will meet 
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with your approval, and that on one of the Sundays in December we shall 
have a visit from you, and receive the encouragement and strength which 
your coming always brings. Our collector has been doing good work. We 
have published no report as yet, but our treasurer makes a personal ac- 
knowledgment of all subscriptions, donations, etc., that are made in behalf 
of our work. The Finance Committee regulate our temporal affairs, and 
aid is given deaf-mutes in distress by their order, or by the treasurer under 
their authority. I hope the Committee will contribute to our lay-reader and 
treasurer the weekly salary he has received for his several duties, and that 
he may be able to extend his ministrations to all places in New England 
where there are deaf. We have received no special offerings from churches 
(to my knowledge) as the result of the r2th Sunday after Trinity appeal. 
Few churches have given anything to our work (unless given through the 
Episcopal City Mission Contribution) except Trinity, St. Andrews, Em- 
manuel, Boston; St. James, North Cambridge; St. John’s, Jamaica Plain 
(several years ago, which I handed over to the Superintendent of the Epis- 
copal City Mission); Grace, Newton; the parish at Hanover (through the 
rector) ; the parish at Watertown (through the rector), and individual offer- 
ings which have been made in memory of Bishop Brooks, and one offering 
made by Bishop Lawrence at the beginning of his episcopate. The per- 
sistency of Mr. Parcell, the Collector, and Mr. Small—one of the Commit- 
tee—is to be commended for the way in which they have stirred up rectors 
and individuals to help the work. Many, however (not of the church), haye 
given liberally, because they felt it was the only work of the kind in Bos- 
ton, and that we were ministering to all in body as well as soul. May God 
bless the General Manager and his Assistant for their labor of many years, 
and give us grace to follow in their footsteps, that the deaf may hear the 
voice of the Master calling them to a more perfect service, and that 
although Paul has planted and Apollos watered, it is God Himself who gives

REPORT OF MR. EDWIN W. FRISBEE, 
LAY-READER. 


Having been asked to send a report of my work for the year ending 
September goth, 1894, I have great pleasure in doing so. 

Faithful and loving pastoral care is what the deaf-mutes most need after 
leaving school. 

One year ago I was re-licensed by the Rt. Rev. Bishop of Massachusetts. 


The record of the years work is as follows: I have attended three funerals. - 


out of town. I have served five successive terms as State Missionary to the 
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Granite State Mission of Deaf-Mutes, and have been authorized to conduct 
‘services once a month in New Hampshire. I officiated for deaf-mutes at St. 
Stephens’, Lynn, eight times; in All Saints’, Worcester, once, and in the 
“Chapel of St. Luke’s Cathedral, Portland, Maine, once. 

* There were two combined services at which I addressed in signs the 
deaf-mutes in the midst of congregations of hearing people in Laconia, N. H. 
‘T officiated in a hall in Salem five times; in Nashua, N. H., once; Keene, 


ON. H., once ; Manchester, N. H., once, and Concord, N. H., once. The 


greater part of the time covered by this report my services were required in 
‘éonnection with St. Andrew’s Mission, Boston. I am unable to leave work 
‘and to extend the missions ont of Boston and vicinity on week days regu- 
arly, for the missionary funds are not in such a condition as to warrant the 
‘bestowal of any amount on the deaf-mute missions of these parts. Mission 
wotk among them, though of the greatest importance, has made but very 
slow progress in Vermont, Reode Island and Maine, and in some parts of 
the country the mutes are deplorably neglected, as regards their spiritual 
welfare. 

The Church, which has done so much to send the Gospel to heathen 
ands, has not, so far as I am aware, done but little for the deaf-mutes in 
New England, except Boston, though they are in its very midst and as much 
in need of the Gospel as the heathens. What I most desire is that the 
Church, as a powerful agency, should acknowledge its duty to the deaf- 
mutes. And let me, one of the many whom the Almighty has seen fit to 
deprive of hearing, implore it to do what it can for its silent members, who 
‘will eyer be grateful for such help and support. 

St Andrew’s Mission has been in existence since May I, 1892, Weekly 
services have been regularly held at St. Andrew’s Hall, No. 38 Chambers 
Street, Boston. The attendance at the services is good, and we feel that 
God is wonderfully blessing the efforts of the Mission, and that it will long 
continue to exercise a good influence in keeping the cause of Salvation 
before the community. : 

Let us, brethren, unite in doing what good we can among those com- 
mitted to our care, and, when the Chief Shepherd shall appear, we shall 
receive a crown of glory that fadeth not away.

THE CHURCH MISSION TO THE DEAF AND DUMB 
IN THE DIOCESE OF ALBANY, N. Y. 


There are about 600 deaf and dumb people scattered over the Diocese 
of Albany. Nearly all of these have received a fair education and are up- 
right and useful citizens. Their deafness entirely cuts them off from ordi- 
nary religious privileges, although by reason of their own loneliness and 
isolation they need their uplifting and restraing influence even more than 
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their hearing brethren. In the language of signs the deaf possess a very 
complete and facile means of communication, and the simple and beautiful 
services of the Episcopal Church, rendered in the sign language, have been 
found to appeal very strongly to their minds and hearts. At present there 
are about ten clergymen engaged in this work, about half of whom are 
themselves deaf. In the Diocese of Albany the work is under the direction 
of a Commission, appointed by the Diocesan Convention of 1894. Services 
are now held regularly in the larger cities, and the results have proved most 
gratifying. ‘ 

The deaf are too few for denominational divisions, and, irrespective of 
creed, they heartily welcome these efforts to assist them. While under the 


control of, and largely supported by, the Episcopal Church, the Mission en-: 


deayors to aid the deaf of all faiths. The work is purely a mission and 
must always remain so, The deaf do what they can to support it, but out- 
side assistance is absolutely necessary.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society, designed to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes, 
Its central office shall be in the City of New York, 


ARTICLE I. 


Its members shall consist of the Trustees and such contributors to its 
support as may be elected by the Society at its annual meeting. 

The Trustees shall also have power to elect members of the Society at a 
regular meeting. 

Any person paying One Hundred Dollars at one time shall be eligible 
to life membership. 


ARTICLE II. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction, management and 
control of a Board of twenty-five Trustees, the Bishop of New York being 
ex-officio the President. 

The remaining twenty-four members of the Board shall be divided into 
three classes of eight-each. The members of each class shall hold office for 
the term of three years and until their successors are appointed. Hight 
Trustees to be elected annually by ballot. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, the Bishop of New 
York ex-officio; two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, who 
shall be elected at the annual meeting of the Society, and shall hold office 
for one year and until the appointment of their successors. The elective 
officers of the Society shall be chosen from the Trustees. The officers of the 
Society shall also be the officers of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE V. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St, Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Monday evening of 
November. 
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The order of proceedings shall be as follows : 

1. Devotions. 

2. Reading the minutes of the preceding annual meeting and all 
special meetings. 

3. Election of Members and Life Members. 

4. Reports of Officers and Committees. 

5. Report of the Trustees for the year ending October 1 (Art. VI., 
Sec. 5). 

6. Election of Trustees. 

7. Election of two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer, 

8. Appointment of Standing Committees. 

g. Miscellaneous business. 

o. Adjournment. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Sxection 1. The Board of Trustees shall hold regular meetings at least 
four times a year, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. 
Seyen Trustees shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but no purchase, lease or sale of real estate shall be made unless two-thirds 
of the whole number of the Trustees shall be present at the meeting at which 
it is ordered. 


Sec. 2. The Board of Trustees shall have power to make By-Laws for 
its own government and for the government of its officers, to alter and 
amend the same, and to fill temporarily and until the next annual election, 
any vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 


Sxc, 3. Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be 
called by the President or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of 
five of the Trustees. Such call to be in writing and filed with the Secretary. 


Src. 4. When such special meetings are called the members shall be 
notified of the time and place of meeting and the subject proposed to be 
considered. No other subject shall be discussed or acted upon at such 
meeting. 


Sec. 5. The Trustees shall present to the Society at its annual meet- 
ing, a report of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement 
in relation to the funds and property of the Society, and information rela- 
tive to the objects of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VII. 


This Constitution shall not be altered or aménded unless it be at an an- 
nual meeting of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present 
ocnsenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 
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BY-LAWS 
OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


1. The President, two Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer, shall 
faithfully perform duties usually entrusted to such officers. 

2. The four stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held on 
the Second Monday evenings in November, February, April and June. 

3. With the consent of “the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes in the City of New York,” the meetings 
of the Trustees shall be held in said Church. 

4. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall 
be to oversee the various departments of work which shall be adopted to 
improve the temporal and spiritnal welfare of adult deaf-mutes ; appoint 
assistants to the General Manager, and fix the salaries of the officers referred 
to in this section. 

5. The General Manager and his assistants shall be subject to such 
regulations as the Trustees may adopt for their guidance, and shall present 
written reports of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees, 

6. The Trustees shall appoint a Standing Committee on the Gallaudet 
Home, and such other Standing and Special Committees as may be neces- 
sary to accomplish effectually the objects of the Society. 

7. The Standing Committee on the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes 
shall have power to manage its affairs. They shall present written reports 
of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 

8. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Board of Lady Managers, 
whose duty it shall be, under the direction of the Standing Committee on 
the Gallaudet Home, to appoint a Matron for the Home, and to conduct its 
internal affairs. Said Board of Lady Managers shall present written reports 
of their work to the Standing Committee monthly. f

MIS HOME which was founded December, 1885, by 


The Churel: Mission tn Heal Mutes,, 


is admirably situated in the centre of a fine farm of one hundred and fifty-six 
acres, extending from the turnpike between New Hamburgh and Poughkeep- 
sie, to the banks of the Hudson river. 

The Farm is enclosed by a substantial stone wall, and is in a high state 
of cultivation—its products finding a ready sale in Wappinger’s Falls and 
Poughkeepsie. 

On entering the gate from the road, and crossing a creek of never failing 
pure water, there is seen on a high knoll, the farm-house with its surrounding 
barns, stables, carriage-house, cattle yard, etc. A broad macadamised avenue, 
bordered with pines and other trees, forming a shady arch, winds through 
the farm to the circle at the Mansion. ( See Photograph.) 

This is a commodious edifice substantially built of stone and brick, 
with a chapel, library, dining-room, and several large dormitories, 
This handsome building covered with vines, and surrounded by trees, is situ- 
ated on a high bluff, overlooking the Hudson. The view from the front, over 
the lawn, and down the river towards Newburgh, the Storm King and 
Anthony's Nose, is romantic in the extreme, and breathes of peace and rest, 
from the trials, tribulations, and cares of this world 

The bluff on the river, with its valuable limestone quarries, is covered by 
severai acres of woodland, Across the railroad track is an eligible water- 
front, with a convenient dock, where supplies can be delivered by boat; and 
the Railroad Company contemplate establishing a station, within five minutes’ 
walk of the mansion, at Clinton Point. 

In this Retreat, a ‘St. Johnland”’ for deaf mutes, it is proposed to gather 

the aged and infirm, and such others as may need fostering care after they 
leave school. It 1s expected that most of the inmates will be able to work on 
the farm, or in shops at various trades, thus contributing to the support of 
the Home. There will be frequent sign services in the chapel, and constant 
efforts put forth to lead these ‘ children of silence” to believe in Him who said 
* EPHPHATHA ” to the man that was deaf and had an impediment in his 
speech. 
The object of this Home should be borne in mind, by all who desire that 
the Deaf Mutes should be made as happy and useful as may be consistent with 
their great deprivation, Its a Charity that appeals to the generous sympathy 
of all Christian people.

THE TWENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF 


THE CHURCH MISSION 10 DEAF-MUTES, 


For the Year Ending September 3Oth, 1896. 


The statements which are published on other pages of this 
Twenty-fourth Annual Report of our Society, give the details of 
our progress through the vicissitudes of another year. 

Our Home for aged and infirm deaf-mutes, by the Hudson 
River, six miles below Poughkeepsie, Wappinger’s Falls, N. Y., 
being its Post Office address, has received $673.30 on account of 
the legacy of Capt. A. G. Babcock, of Richmond, Va., $25 were 
appropriated towards a monument for our deceased friend, leav- 
ing $648.30, to be added to the Endowment Fund—making 
$3,998.30, received from him. He left $5,coo and it is hoped 
that the executors will be able to make additional payments 
from the estate. The Home Endowment Fund now amounts to 
$14,203.30. May it be increased. Legacies should be left to 
“The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes,” incorporated in the year 
1872 under the general laws of the State of New York, in trust 
for The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes. 

In order to pay the expenses of. the wing which was added in 
1894 to furnish the men with dormitories and a commodious 
sitting room, it became necessary to place a mortgage of $7,500 
on our property. It is very desirable that this debt should be 
paid. 

This Christian Home now cares for twenty-four inmates, thir- 
teen women and eleven men, three being deaf and dumb and 
blind. All the members of this afflicted family have been edu- 
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cated, but have broken down in the battle of life. The current 
expenses are mostly paid by charitable donations. The farm 
has proved very helpful to the Domestic Department and the 
figures show that it has been a financial success. This well ap- 
pointed and comfortable Home has been founded by our Society 
for the worthy aged and infirm deaf-mutes of the State of New 
York. A larger income will enable us to increase the number 
of inmates. 

Services for Deaf-Mutes have been continued in various places 
for another year. St. Ann’s Church, worshipping temporarily 
in the Church of St. John, the Evangelist, corner of West rith 
Street and Waverly Place, maintains a sign-service every Sunday 
at 3 P.M. 

Our Society maintains Sunday sign-services in St. Mark’s 
Church, Adelphi Street, Brooklyn; Trinity Church, Newark ; 
Church of the Good Shepherd, Newburgh ; St. Peter’s Church, 
Port Chester ; Chapel of the Intercession, N. Y.; Pro-Cathedral, 
N. Y.; Chapel of our Home; St. John’s Church, Yonkers ; St. 
Paul’s Church, Spring Valley, N. Y.; St. Paul’s Church, Bridge- 
port; and occasionally in other places. 

The Rector and Vestry of the Church of the Beloved Disciple 
in East 89th Street, have kindly allowed our deaf-mute friends 
to hold meetings in their Parish House on Tuesday evenings. 
We return our hearty thanks for this courtesy. 

Our Charity Fund has been heavily drawn upon for the relief 
of destitute deaf-mutes and the care of the sick. While the large 
majority of deaf-mutes in this community are doing well and 
supporting themselves and their families, our missionaries are 
constantly obliged to minister to some who are in trouble. 

The pastoral work which our Society is continually doing, 
proves the wisdom of its.incorporation in October, 1872, to pro- 
mote the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 

During the past year some changes have occurred in our staff 
of workers. New arrangements at the New York Institution for 
Deaf-Mutes made it necessary for Messrs. William G. Jones and 
Charles W. Van Tassell to resign, much to our regret, for they 
had been greatly blessed in their ministrations. 

Our working representatives now are Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, 
General Manager; Rev. John Chamberlain, Assistant General 
Manager; and Messrs, Anson T. Colt, Samuel M. Brown and

Chester Q. Mann, as assistants. They have conducted a large 
number of sign-services in the course of the year and led several 
deaf-mutes to Baptism, Confirmation and the Holy Com- 
munion. ; 

We return hearty thanks to all who in different ways have 
helped on the interesting mission entrusted to our care, hoping 
that the twenty-fifth year of our existence may bring to us many 
encouragements and blessings.

We congratulate the Board of Lady Managers upon 
the encouraging position of the Domestic Department committed to their 
care. We also congratulate Mr. Charles Gardner, who has so faithfully 


_Managed the Farm, upon the good crops with which his labors have been 


providentially rewarded. We refer our benefactors to the Reports of the 
Treasurers of the two departments to see proofs of the blessings which the 
Home has received for another year. The Farm has been a great com- 
fort and help to the Domestic Department and its inmates, and has on the 
whole proved a financial success. The whole establishment stands out more 
and more clearly every year as worthy of the State of New York. With a 
larger income the number of inmates could be increased. In order to pay 
for a greatly needed wing in which to accommodate the men with a sitting- 
room, dormitories and bath-rooms, a mortgage of $7,500 was placed on our 
property. A great favor would be done to the Home by the cancelling of 
this mortgage.

MANAGERS OF THE GALLAUDET HOME 
FOR DEAF-MUTES, OCTOBER 
15th, 1896. 


The year 1895-6, which is about closing in our annals, leaves the 
Gallaudet Home for Deaf-mutes in a prosperous condition. 

The appearance of the house and grounds is much improved, owing to 
many changes instituted. 

Receipts for the year amount to $3,575.40. Value given upon farm pro- 
duce, $834.15. Deficit, October first, 1896, of $562.22. 

The inmates number twenty-four, of whom thirteen are women and 
eleven men. Two deaths have occurred during the past twelve months, 
that of Mary Smith and Edward Hatch. These were both interred with 
funeral servicesin the Home Cemetery. The grave of Mary Smith is marked 
by a pretty headstone, presented as a memorial to her memory by Mrs. 
Lydia A. Peck, of New York City. 

Three new inmates have been received into the Institution, two of these 
to take the place of those deceased. The names of these recently entered 
are Isaac Van Velsor, Charles D, Oakes and B. Clarke. 

Divine service has been conducted in the Home Chapel during the year 
by the Reverend Dr. Gallaudet, sixteen services. Eight services by Mr. C. 
Q. Mann. Ten services by the Reverend Mr. Chamberlain. Two by Mr. 
Brewer and four by Mr. Isaac Gardiner. 

The Matron reports the number of visitors as 249. 

The health of the inmates, all aged and infirm people, has been unusu- 
ally good, which speaks much for the care and efficiency of the Matron in 
charge, Mrs. Davis.

We have many to thank for 
benefits rendered apart from those mentioned. 

We, as a Board, have great faith in the advancement and constantly 
increasing prosperity of the Home, which we in part, represent; and we 
close our record with very kind acknowledgments and genuine hope for the 
future success of the Institution.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 
For OCTOBER, NOVEMBER, DECEMBER AND JANUARY. 


I returned from my European trip on Friday evening, October 18th, and 
entered at once upon my duties here.—On the following Sundays I con- 
ducted the 3 P. M. services for Deaf-Mutes in St. Ann’s Church, temporarily 
worshipping in the Church of St. John the Evangelist, corner of West 11th 
Street and Waverly Place ; Oct. 20th and 27th, Nov. 24th, Dec. rst, 22d, 
Jan. 5th and Jan 26th. On the other Sundays I conducted services for Deaf- 
Mutes as follows: Nov. 3, St. Mark’s Church, Adelphi St., Brooklyn ; Noy. 
to, Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes ; Noy. 17, Chapel of the N. Y. Institu- 
tion for Deaf-Mutes; Chapel of the Intercession, N. Y.; Trinity Church, 
Newark ; Dec. 8, St. Andrew’s Mission, Boston ; Deaf-Mute Mission, Salem; 
and St. Peter’s Church, Salem ; Dec. 15th, Trinity Church, Newark ; Dec. 
29th, Pro-Cathedral, N. Y.: Jan. 12, Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes; and 
Jan. 19th, All Souls Church for the Deaf, Philadelphia. 


On the evening of Oct. 24th I was honored with a fine reception by | 


Deaf-Mutes in St. John’s Hall, 224 Waverly Place, N.Y. On the evening of 
Sunday, October 27, I preached in St. Ann’s Church, Morrisania, and the 
offerings were received for our society. Oct. 29th I officiated at the funeral 
of Mr. Edward Hatch and Nov. 4th of Miss Mary Smith, at the Gallaudet 
Home for deaf-Mutes. They had been inmates of the Home for a long 
time. They were both communicants. I feel that it has been the privilege 
of our Home to prepare them to pass through the great change with loving 
faith in Christ. 

Ihave attended the meeting of our Trustees Noy. 11th, the Annual Meet- 
ing of our Society Nov. 25th, and two meetings of the Standing Committee 
of the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes. I have lectured four times on my 
European trip, once in St. John’s Hall, once in St. Andrew’s Hall, Boston, 
once at the N. Y. Institution and once in the Guild Rooms of All Souls 
Church for the Deaf, Philadelphia. 

Dec. 9th I enjoyed another visit to the N. E. School for Deaf-Mutes in 
Beverly, Mass. In the evening I baptised two little daughters of Mr. and 
Mrs. Sawyer in Chelsea. 


Dec. roth I was present at the Banquet in the Crawford House, Boston, 


given by the Gallaudet Society of Deaf-Mutes in Boston, to commemorate 
the 1o8th anniversary of my father’s birthday. He is remembered as the 
founder of the first school for Deaf-Mutes in the U. S. at Hartford, Conn. 
The Rt. Rev. Dr. Lawrence, Bishop of Massachusetts, asked the blessing 
and made an address which I interpreted by signs. I gave a sketch of my 
father’s life and character. Several addresses were made. It was a memor- 
able and joyful occasion. 
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On Sunday, Dec. 22d, at the 4.30 P. M. service in St. Agnes’ Chapel, the 
23d Anniversary of our Society was observed. I read extracts from the Re- 
port and made an address. 
I have been much interested in the Bible Class for Deaf-Mutes which 
Mrs. Rose conducts on Sunday afternoons at 4 P. M., in St. John’s Hall, 224 
Waverly Place. She had a sociable gathering of its members and their 
friends on Saturday afternoon and evening, Jan. 4th. I was much pleased 
to make an exchange with the Rev. J. M. Koehler, Rector of All Souls 
Church for the Deaf in Philadelphia, on Sunday, Jan. roth, 
On Thanksgiving Day, Christmas Day, the Feast of the Circumcision 
of Christ, and the Epiphany, I interpreted for Deaf-Mutes the services at the 
- Church of St. John the Evangelist. I married two couples of Deaf-Mutes 
in January. During the four months covered by this Report I have at- 
tended various gatherings of Deaf-Mutes including a very interesting one of 
The Guild of Silent Workers held at the residence of the Rev. John Cham- 
berlain on Tuesday, Jan. 28. I have tried to help on the efforts of the 
Misses Hagadorn of 168 St. Ann’s Avenue, Morrisania, N. Y., to establish 
a Labor Exchange for Deaf-Mutes and the Blind of this City.

For APRIL AND MAy, 1896. 


On five of the nine Sundays I conducted the 3 p. M. services for deaf- 
mutes in St. Ann’s Church, temporarily worshipping in the Church of St. 
John the Evangelist, corner of West 11th Street and Waverly Place. I in- 
terpreted at services on week-days, those of special interest being in Holy 
Week and the evening of Ascension Day. 


On Sunday at 3 Pp. M., April 19th, I held a service for deaf-mutes in” 


Trinity Church, Newark, and on May 3rd in Grace Church, Baltimore. I 
conducted services in the Chapel of the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes on 
Sunday, May roth, and on the evening of that day preached in the Church 
of the Holy Comforter, Poughkeepsie, alluding to our work among deaf- 
mutes at our Home. On the evening of May 31st at the 150th anniversary 
of Trinity Church, Newark, I interpreted the service and addresses, saying 
a few words in relation to what had been done for deaf-mutes in that 
venerable Church. 

I have had pleasant visits from Rev. Mr. Berry, of Buffalo, one of our

For JUNE, JULY, AUGUST AND SEPTEMBER, 1896.

THE REPORT OF THE REV. C. ORVIS DANTZER, 


MISSIONARY IN THE DIOCESES OF WESTERN NEW YORK AND CENTRAL 
NEw YORE. 


SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


During the past year the missionary has visited and preached in Buffalo, 
Rochester, Geneva, Avon, Watkins, Elmira, Owego, Binghamton, Utica, 
Rome, Oneida, Syracuse, Auburn, Oswego and Watertown in the dioceses 
of Western and Central New York. In the larger places services are gen- 
erally held once a month, but recently the missionary has arranged for fort- 
nightly services in Buffalo and Rochester. On the first Sunday of every 
month the Holy Communion is celebrated in St. James’, Buffalo, and Even- 
ing Prayers read in St. Paul’s, Rochester, while on the third Sunday of the 
month the Holy Communion is celebrated in St. Paul’s, Rochester, and 
Evening Prayers read in St. James’, Buffalo, and besides this a lecture on 
various topics is delivered each month in the two places. The other Sun- 
days and some of the week days are devoted to the places in Central New 
York. The average attendance at the services in the larger places is about 
fifteen, which is considered good when the number of Deaf-Mutes and their 
distances from the Church are taken into consideration. Some of these have 
had to cover over ten miles each way in going to the Church, and one of 
these, an old lady now in her eighty-second year, has several times driven 
eight miles from her home in East Maine, Broome Co., to Christ Church, 
Binghamton. 

The following places have also been visited, where the missionary on 
invitation preached: Chapel of Gallaudet College, Washington, D. C.; 
Grace Church, Baltimore, Md.; All Soul’s Church for the Deaf, Philadel- 
phia, Pa.; Church of St. John the Evangelist, New York City ; St. Andrew’s, 
Boston, Mass.; Salem Deaf-Mute Society rooms, Salem, Mass.; New Eng- 
land Industrial School for Deaf-Mutes, Beverly, Mass.; and Bethesda 
Church, Saratoga Springs, N: Y., during the convention of the Empire 
State Association of Deaf-Mutes, of which the missionary was President. 
During his vacation with his wife’s family in Evansville, Ind., he held four 


39 


‘Sunday services in St. Paul’s Church, and at one of the services baptized a 
little deaf girl. He also assisted once at the Holy Communion in Holy In- 
nocents Church, Evansville, and on his return home, held a service in 
Christ Church, Indianapolis. At some of these services his expenses were 
id. 
_ During the year he has read a total of 162 services, celebrated the Holy 
Communion 32 times, baptized 12, brought 13 to confirmation, married 2 
and buried 1. In the two dioceses there is a total of 111 communicants 
known to him. For his support he has received a total of $736.88; $400.15 
coming from the diocese of Central New York ; and $336.74 from the diocese 
of Western New York. 
The Deaf-Mutes are now trying by more systematic offerings, through 
a local committee appointed by the Deaf-Mutes themselves from their own 
number, to raise $300 annually for the missionary’s expense fund. Last 
year they failed by $36.47 to meet the expenses and this year the deficit 
amounts to $39.16. Last year the Rev. Charles T. Olmsted, of Utica, met 
the deficiency by his check for the amount, and this year the Rev. Dr. 
‘Smith, of Buffalo, and the Rev. J. B. Blanchet, of Clifton Springs, have 
helped to materially reduce this year’s deficit. 
_ A generous act much appreciated by the missionary was the presentation 
by the Deaf-Mutes in the two dioceees of a cruet, pierced apostle spoon, and 
another spoon for administering to the sick, with case which also contained 
the proper compartments for a pretty sterling silver chalice and paten which 
had been previously presented by his mother, shortly after his advancement 
to the priesthood. They also presented the silk for three stoles, which 
Were subsequently embroidered and made up by two young Rochester deaf 
ladies. 
The usual acknowledgments are due to the ‘‘ Deaf-Mutes’ Register,”’ 
of Rome, N. Y., and the ‘‘Deaf-Mutes’ Journal,’”? of New York, 
publishing the appointments and notices of the missionary, also to the many 
self-sacrificing people in the different places, who have in many ways 
_ assisted in advancing the work of the missionary. 
Offerings for the mission to the deaf in Central and Western New York 
are asked on the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity, or any other day. They 
may be sent to the undersigned, or to the Diocesan Treasurer. 
The total receipts for the missionary’s salary and other expenses for the 
year ending May ist, 1896, were $989.50.

THE DIOCESE OF ALBANY. 


d The work among the deaf and dumb in the Diocese of Albany is under 
control of the Commission of Church Work among the Deaf and Dumb, 
ppointed by the Diocesan Convention. The Commission consists of the 
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Rev. Philip B. Pendleton, D. D., of Schenectady, President; the Rev. 
Freeborn G, Jewett, Jr., of Albany, Secretary ; the Rev. John N. Marvin, of 
Albany, Treasurer ; the Rev. Edgar A. Enos, D. D., of Troy ; John Hudson 
‘Peck, LL. D., of Troy ; General Winsor B. French, of Saratoga, and John 
Horrocks, Esq., of Cohoes. Mr. H. Van Allen, of Johnstown, a candidate 
for holy orders, acts as missionary under the direction of the Commission. 

It is estimated that there are considerably more than six hundred deaf 
persons within the limits of the Diocese, about two hundred of whom are 
now reached with more or less regularity. The Mission in this Diocese has 
only just completed its second year, and is still much hampered by lack of 
funds. During the past year twenty-eight services were held at various 
places, and there were three confirmations and two adult baptisms. There 
has been a gratifying increase in the interest taken by church people in the 
work and it is confidently believed that within a short time its importance 
will be adequately appreciated. ‘The address of the Treasurer is 299 Madison 
Avenue, Albany, N. Y., and all contributions intended for the furtherance 


of the work among the deaf and dumb in this Diocese should be sent directly 
to him.

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CONS ITU TION: 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society, designed to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 
Its central office shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 


Its members shall consist of the Trustees and such contributors to its 
support as may be elected to the Society at its annual meeting. 

The Trustees shall also have power to elect members of the Society at a 
regular meeting. 

Any person paying One Hundred Dollars at one time shall be eligible 
to life membership. 


ARTICLE II. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction, management and 
control of a Board of twenty-five Trustees, the Bishop of New York being 
ex-officio the President. 

The remaining twenty-four members of the Board shall be divided into 
three classes of eight each. The members of each class shall hold office for 
the term of three years and until their successors are appointed. Hight 
Trustees to be elected annually by ballot.

ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, the Bishop of 
New Vork ex-officio; two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, and a Secretary, 
who shall be elected at the annual meeting of the Society, and shall hold 
office for one year and until the appointment of their successors. The 
elective officers of the Society shall be chosen from the Trustees. The 
officers of the Society shall also be the officers of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE V. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church 
for Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Monday evening of 
November. 
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The order of proceedings shall be as follows: 
1. Devotions. 
2. Reading the minutes of the preceding annual meeting and all 
special meetings. 
3. Election of Members and Life Members. 
4. Reports of Officers and Committees. 
5. Report of the Trustees for the year ending October 1 (Art. VI. 
Sec. 5). 
Election of Trustees. 
Election of two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 
Appointment of Standing Committees. 
Miscellaneous business. 
Adjournment.

ARTICLE VI. 


SEcTIoNn 1. The Board of Trustees shall hold regular meetings at least 
four times a year, and may hold ‘adjourned meetings when necessary. 
Seven Trustees shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but no purchase, lease or sale of real estate shall be made unless two-thirds 
of the whole number of Trustees shall be present at the meeting at which 
it is ordered. 


SEC. 2. The Board of Trustees shall have power to make By-Laws for 
its own goyernment and for the government of its officers, to alter and 
amend the same and to fill temporarily and until the next annual election, 
any vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 


SEC. 3. Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be 
called by the President or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of 
five of the Trustees. Such call to be in writing and filed with the Secretary. 


SEc. 4. When such special meetings are called the members shall be 
notified of the time and place of meeting and the subject proposed to be 
considered. No other subject shall be discussed or acted upon at such 
meeting. 

SEc. 5. The Trustees shall present to the Society at its annual meet- 
ing, a report of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement 
in relation to the funds and property of the Society, and information rela- 
tive to the objects of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VII 


This Constitution shall not be altered or amended unless it be at an an- 
nual meeting of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present 
consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 
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BY-LAWS 


OF THE BOARD OF, TRUSI EES: 


I. The President, two Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer, shall 
faithfully perform duties usually entrusted to such officers. 


2. The four stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held on 
the Second Monday evenings in November, February, April, and June. 


3. With the consent of ‘‘the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes in the City of New York,” the meetings 
of the Trustees shall be held in said Church. 


4. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall 
be to oversee the various departments of work which shall be adopted to 
improve the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes; appoint 
assistants to the General Manager, and fix the salaries of the officers referred 
to in this section. 


5. ‘The General Manager and his assistants shall be subject to such 
regulations as the Trustees may adopt for their guidance, and shall present 
written reports of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 


6. ‘The Trustees shall appoint a Standing Committee on the Gallaudet 
Home, and such other Standing and Special Committees as may be neces- 
sary to accomplish effectually the objects of the Society. 


7. The Standing Committee on the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes 
shall have power to manage its affairs. They shall present written reports 
of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 


8. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Board of Lady Managers, 
whose duty it shall be, under the direction of the Standing Committee on 
the Gallaudet Home, to appoint a Matron for the Home, and to conduct its 
internal affairs. Said Board of Lady Managers shall present written reports 
of their work to the Standing Committee monthly.

On entering the gate from the road, and crossing a creek of never failing 
pure water, there is seen on a high knoll, the farm-house with its surrounding 
barns, stables, carriage-house, cattle yard, etc. A broad macadamised avenue, 
bordered with pines and other trees, forming a shady arch, winds through 
the farm to the circle at the Mansion. ( See Photograph.) 

This is a commodious edifice substantially built of stone and brick] 
with a chapel, library, dining-room and,several large dormitories. 
This handsome building covered with vines, and surrounded by trees, is situ- 
ated on a high bluff, overlooking the Hudson. The view from the front, over 
the lawn, and down the river towards Newburgh, the Storm King and 
Anthony’s Nose, is romantic in the extreme, and breathes of peace and rest, 
from the trials, tribulations, and cares of this world 

The bluff on the river, with its valuable limestone quarries, is covered by 
severai acres of woodland. Across the railroad track is an eligible water- 
front, with a convenient dock, where supplies can be delivered by boat; and 
the Railroad Company contemplate establishing a station, within five minutes’ 
walk of the mansion, at Clinton Point. 

In this Retreat, a ‘ St. Johnland”’ for deaf mutes, it is proposed to gather 
the aged and infirm, and such others as may need fostering care after they 
leave school. It 1s expected that most of the inmates will be able to work on 
the farm, or in shops at various trades, thus contributing to the support of 
the Home. There will be frequent sign services in the chapel, and constant 
efforts put forth to lead these ‘ children of silence” to believe in Him who said 
* EPHPHATHA " to the man that was deaf and had an impediment in his 
speech 

The object of this Home should be borne in mind, by all who desire that 

the Deaf Mutes should be made as happy and useful as may be consistent with 
their great deprivation. It1s a Charity that appeals to the generous sympathy 
of all Christian people. Donations will be gratefully acknowledged by the 
General Manager

THE TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF 


THE GHURGH MISSION TO DEAF-MUTES, 


For the Year Ending September S3Oth, 1897. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes was incorporated in October, 
1872, under the general laws of the State of New York, to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 

Its Board of Trustees consisted of twenty-five members, under the 
presidency of the Rt. Rev. Horatio Potter, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of 
New York. 

The Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, D. D., having been chosen the Gen- 
eral Manager, was instrumental in pioneering Church work among 
deaf-mutes throughout ourcountry. At length subdivisions provi- 
dentially arose. The Rev, Henry W. Syle was authorized by the 
Bishops to conduct the Missions in Pennsylvania, Central Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, Delaware, and Maryland. The Rey. Austin W. 
Mann, under the direction of the Bishops, became the missionary of 
the Mid-Western Dioceses and the Rev. Job Turner of the Southern 
Dioceses. After the death of the Rev. Mr. Syle, in 1890, the Rev. J. 
M. Koehler became his successor. The Rev. J. H. Cloud became 
associated with the Rev. Mr. Mann. The Rev. C. Orvis Dantzer, 
under the Bishop of Western New York and Central New York, 
became the missionary to deaf-mutes of those dioceses. Recently 
Mr. H, Van Allen was appointed by the Bishop of Albany to minis- 
ter to deaf-mutesin that diocese. Mr. Van Allen is a candidate for 
Holy Orders. The Rev. 8. Stanley Searing and Mr, E. W. Frisbee, 
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lay missionary, are ministering to deaf-mutes in the dioceses of Mas- 
sachusetts, New Hampshire, Vermont, Maine, and Rhode Island. 

Our Society is therefore now limited in its missionary operations 
to the dioceses of New York, Long Island, Newark, and Connecticut. 

Our Home for aged and infirm deaf-mutes, having beeu founded 
for the whole State of New York, forms an interesting bond of union 
for its five dioceses, 

The Rey. Francis I. Clerc, D. D., and the Rev. Thomas B. Berry 
have at various times rendered effective services in general Church 
work among deaf-mutes and also in the dioceses with which they are 
connected. 

The Rey. John Chamberlain, D. D., our Assistant General Mana- 
ger, has been greatly blessed in his life-long devotion to work among 
deaf-mutes, May he have many years of usefulness before him. 

The general affairs of our Society are still managed by a Board of 
twenty-five Trustees, the Rt. Rev. Henry C. Potter, D.D., LL. D., 
D. C. L,, Bishop of New York, being President ex-officio. The 
names of the Trustees appear on a preceding page of this report. 

For twenty-five years we have striven in various ways to accom- 
plish the objects for which our Society was incorporated. 

We can group these objects under three general heads: missionary 
operations, aid to the sick and needy, and the maintenance of the 
Gallaudet Home for aged and infirm deaf-mutes, involving the annual 
expenditure of at least Twelve Thousand Dollars. 

Our missionaries, Rev. Drs. Gallaudet and Chamberlain, assisted 
by Messrs. 8. M: Brown and C, Q. Mann, hold Sunday service for 
deaf-mutes in various places in the dioceses of New York, Long 
Island, Newark, and Connecticut. Many of our silent brethren 
have become communicants of the Church, The missionaries are 
constantly busy in efforts to obtain work for unemployed deaf-mutes. 
We need money to pay the moderate salaries of those who are doing 
the work which we have entrusted to them, 

We need a charity fund from which our missionaries can relieve 
the sick and needy. While the great majority of deaf-mutes are 
object-lessons as to the value of their education, and are supporting 
themselves and their families, many in the course of the year must 
be helped. The details of this charitable work are so familiar to 
the benevolent that it is not necessary to memtion them. We ask 
for gifts to enable our agents to care for the silent people when they 
raise signals of distress, 
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We earnestly commend to the kind consideration of the citizens 
of the State of New York ‘‘The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-mutes,” 
which our Society has established on a farm by the Hudson River 
between New Hamburgh and Poughkeepsie. While our Standing 
Committee takes the general oversight of the Home and directs the 
affairs of the farm, we have entrusted the Domestic Department toa 
Board of Lady Managers, whose names appear in connection with 
their special report. _We appreciate their timely help and thank 
them for all they have done to make the Home a bright and cheerful 
refuge for the afflicted. j 

The additional sum of $807.53 has been received on account of 
the legacy of Capt. A. G, Babcock of Richmond, Va., making the 
total $4,805.83. The Endowment Fund now amounts to $15,010.83. 

In 1894 we were obliged to place a mortgage of $7,500 on our 
property in order to provide the men with suitable accommodations. 
We trust we may soon be able to cancel this mortgage and also to 
pay off the bills for current expenses amounting to a few hundred 
dollars, The friends of the Home will surely rejoice when it can be 
reported as free from all indebtedness. 

Last year the Home had twenty-four inmates. One died. Two 
left. One was added, There are now twenty-two—eleven women 
andeleven men. One woman and two men are deaf and dumb and 
blind, $ 

The inmate who passed away in April was a dear, venerable lady, 
Mrs. Mary E. Totten, nearly ninety years old. She had been for 
many years a devout communicant, and is at rest in Paradise. The 
General Manager officiated at her funeral in the Chapel and said the 
committal service in the Rose family lot in the cemetery at Mata- 
wan, New Jersey. 

The ladies have decided to hold the lawn party at the Home every 
year on the first Wednesday in June. May it prove a successful and 
encouraging festival. 

Thanking all who have helped us in our Mission, we commend it 
to the support of all who desire to promote the welfare of our deaf- 
mute brethren and sisters. 

We call special attention to the report of our General Manager in 
relation to his visit to Ireland, Scotland, and England last summer, 
co-operating with many friends of the deaf and dumb connected 
with various institutions and missions, Much good was accom- 
plished in the interchanging of experiences and views by those who 
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have been led to a common work for the people deprived of hearing 
and speech. 

During the year two of our most devoted trustees have died— 
Messrs. B. Usher and W. O. Fitzgerald. The appended Memorials 
testify to the esteem in which we held our departed co-laborers. 
The Rey. C. Orvis Dantzer and Mr. Walter 8S. Kemeys were elected 
as their successors. 

We return hearty thanks to the Rector and Vestry of the Church 
of St. John the Evangelist, New York, for their courtesy in allowing 
us to hold our meetings in their Parish House.

MR. BLOOMFIELD USHER. 


This esteemed friend, having been for many years a Trustee of 
“The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes,” N. Y., finished his earthly 
pilgrimage on th 10th of December, 1896. The Rev. John Cham- 
berlain officiated at the funeral services on Sunday, Dec. 13th. It 
is a comfort to his wife, relatives and friends to know that he passed 
‘away peacefully with the blessed assurance of entering into the rest 
of Paradise, for Christ’ssake, Our departed co-worker will always 
be remembered as one of the earnest supporters of this Society and 
for the personal interest which he manifested in several deaf-mutes, 
Being of a kind and genial disposition, he took pleasure in trying to 
make other people happy, and will be greatly missed. 


WILLIAM OSCAR FITZGERALD. 


This distinguished deaf-mute gentleman received fatal injuries in a 
bicycle accident on Saturday afternoon, May 22d. He was removed 
to the J. Hood Wright Hospital, where he peacefully died about 
midnight, May 26th. His funeral was held in St. Matthew’s Church, 
West Highty-fourth Street, on Saturday afternoon, May 29th, The 
Rey. Drs. Krans, Chamberlain and Gallaudet officiated, a large con- 
gregation of mourning relatives and friends beingin attendance, On 
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the following Monday the body waslaid at rest in the family plot at 
Philadelphia. 

Having graduated with honor at the New York Institution for 
Deaf-Mutes, Mr, Fitzgerald at once found employment in which he 
could support himself. In 1850 and 1851 he was baptized, con- 
firmed, and became a communicant in old St. Stephen’s Church, at 
the corner of Broome and Chrystie Streets, New York. He was one 
of the founders of St. Aan’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, October, 1852, 
and of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, October, 1872. He was 
appointed a clerk in the Custom House in 1861 and remained there 
till his death, attentive to business and winning the respect and 
esteem of all with whom he was associated, He was active in 
various societies of deaf-mutes, and was considered one of the most 
influential and useful members of the deaf-mute community. He 
was always prompt in attendance at all meetings, ready to extend a 
hearty greeting to his associates as they made their appearance. 

We lament the great loss we have sustained. We extend our 
sympathy to the widow and all the relatives in their deep affliction, 
praying God that they may be comforted and strengthened by the 
Holy Spirit for the sake of the compassionate Saviour, who said to 
the deaf and dumb : “Ephphatha.”

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
FOR THE YRAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 30th, 1897. 


The Committee held five meetings, receiving reports from the 
Secretary and the Treasurer of the Board of Lady Managers in 
relation to the Domestic Department, and also from the Treasurer 
of the Farm Department. Statements of the General Manager 
respecting the progress of the Home were also presented. We call 
attention to information contained in the following reports. We 
again return our hearty thanks to the ladies for all they have so 
effectively done. We are confident that their labors will, in due 
time, influence the people of the State of New York to contribute 
more generally to this Christian refuge for the silent people, who 
have become disabled in the vicissitudes of their earthly pilgrimage. 
We take a deep interest in the efforts of the Farmer to make his 
department contribute to the welfare of our home, and feel that he 
has reason to be thankful for his success. 

Last year we reported twenty-four inmates. One has died, two 
have left, and one has been added, making the present number 
twenty-two, eleven women and eleven men, wo men and one 
woman are deaf and dumb and blind. The inmatesare daily assem- 
bled in the Chapel for family prayers. Grace is said at every meal. 
There are Sunday services, the Holy Communion being celebrated 
once a month, 

We reget to report quite a serious indebtedness in both depart- 
ments in consequence of the falling off in our collections. We ask 
for liberal gifts on account of current expenses, and also that the 
mortgage of $7,500 may be cancelled.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LADY 
MANAGERS OF THE GALLAUDET HOME 
FOR DEAF-MUTES. 


Madam President and Lady Managers of the Gallaudet Home: 


After looking over the minutes of our monthly meetings during the 
year which closes to-day, we are able to report in this our annual 
meeting, a fairly prosperous year, inasmuch as the work has moved 
quietly but steadily forward. We do not say that it has been carried 
on without difficulties and trials, for these have been plentifully 
strewn along the way, and in the absence through the winter of our 
judicious President, Mrs. Nelson, and our efficient Treasurer, 
Miss Nelson, much of the disagreeable work has fallen upon the 
Lady Managers, who have had to undertake it without their wise 
counsel and assistance; yet all has been met in the strength of the 
same One who has blessed us in the past, and the kind friends who 
stood by usin times of need have again lightened our burden by 
their aid. 

The year has not passed without events that have been of an en- 
joyable and profitable nature; namely, the cake and fern sale held 
last October in the house of one of our managers, Mrs. Warren 
Foster, who hospitably opened her doors for the occasion. It was 
especially marked by the welcome presence of our honored Dr. Gal- 
landet, and the sale netted the goodly sum of over $90. In June 
the lawn party held on the grounds of the Home brought together a 
number of people whose presence and whose religious and social 
affiliations indicated the extent and breadth of the spirit in which 
the Home is conducted. All through the year the Home has re- 
ceived gifts of money, clothing and substantial aid of various kinds, 
Our cordial thanks are due to Mr. Thomson Goring of Wappinger’s 
Falls for a generous donation of lumber, also a pair of new trousers 
for each of the men ; to Mrs, Wm. Sands of New Hamburgh, and to 
Miss Jewett of Poughkeepsie for the comfort and cheer they have 
added to the men’s reading-room in the way of a couch and pic- 
tures; to Mrs, Hufeut, who kindly donated furniture for the new 
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guest-room ; to the Sunday School of the Church of the Holy Com- 
forter, Poughkeepsie, who remembered the Home with asubstantial 
donation for the store-room. We are indebted to the “Judge Not” 
Circle of Kings Daughters of the Rome Institution for the Deaf ; 
also the Silent Helpers of the same institution, and the Little Help- 
ers of Christ Church, Poughkeepsie, for special gifts of money and 
groceries, and the Ladies’ Benevolent Society of Sparkenkill for a 
box of women’s clothing. If time permitted we would enumerate 
many more generous remembrances, 

Not only are these gifts appreciated, but the spirit which prompts 
such helps to a home whose doors are non-sectarian and open to all 
who come burdened with affliction, proves that our work still has a 
place in the hearts of the community. 

At Christmas the inmates were made happy with special gifts 
from some of the Lady Managers and the Matron. We would also 
remember the kindness of the Press ; the columns of our city papers 
have been open to us for years to call the attention of the public to 
our necessities. We realize, as perhaps they cannot, the advan- 
tage of this privilege to our work. The Home now shelters of men 
and women twenty-two in all ; others are pleading for entrance, but 
lack of money bars their reception. 

The remarkable good health of the inmates during the year past 
brings to notice two very gratifying points—the excellent sanitary 
arrangements of the Home and the watchful care of both Matron and 
Janitor, Only one death has occurred during the year ; Mrs. Tot- 
ten, one of our most refined and intelligent inmates, ended a long 
life of usefulness in April. Death also entered our Board and 
claimed one of our most interested managers, Mrs. Selwyn Russell. 
Her hearty co-operation in the work of this noble charity had en- 
deared her to us all. 

It is not my province to enter into a report of the financial condi- 
tion of the Home. Your accurate Treasurer always gives a detailed 
account, cheering or depressirg as it may be. Suffice it to say the 
receipts during the year have been $3,042.39; expenditures, 
$3,097.13. 

May I say, however, that of the many institutions for good in 
Dutchess County, none is more worthy and interesting than this 
Christian Home for God’s silent people. It is a blessed charity 
which seeks to bring to these unfortunate ones as much of human 
sympathy and care as possible, as well as the services of the Church 
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which are given them week days and Sundays. If the treasury at 
times is short and threatens disaster, let us not lose courage ; rather 
let us dwell upon the hearty and bountiful response always made to 
our Thanksgiving and Easter appeals, when the baskets come in 
loaded with good things for store-room’and larder, and the heart of 
our indefatigable Supply Committee fairly throbs with gratitude 
when she watches the janitor drive away fromher door with a wagon 
creaking under its load of bounty. We hope great things for this 
Christian refuge. May our hopes be realized, We cannot but feel 
the work will be sustained and made more effective. It has been 
before poetically said that “the spirit of the Gallaudet Home is as 
broad as the verdure and the sunshine will so generously linger 
_ there for all to enjoy.”

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 
For OcroBER, NOVEMBER, DECEMBER AND JANUARY, 1896-7. 


I have held services for deaf-mutes or spoken in relation to the work of our 
Society on every Sunday of these four months. As Rector Emeritus of St. Ann’s 
Church, I have held the larger number of these services for deaf-mutes in the 
Church of St. John the Evangelist, corner of West 11th Street and Waverly Place, 
N. Y., where the clergy and people of St. Ann’s Church are temporarily worship- 
ping. I have taken the services at our home on two Sundays. Rev. Dr. Cham- 
berlain taking two. Thus we have had the Holy Communion there once every month, 
generally the second Sunday. I have also officiated at services for deaf-mutes in 
the Church of the Good Shepherd, Newburgh; Trinity Church and St. Stephen’s 
Church, Newark; St. Mark’s Church, Tarrytown; St. Mark’s Church, Adelphi 
Street, Brooklyn; Christ Church, Brooklyn; St. Peter's Church, Port Chester; St.

For AprIL AND May, 1897. 


Representing St. Ann’s Church, as Rector Emeritus, I conducted six Sunday 
afternoon services for deaf-mutes in the Church of St. John the Evangelist, N. Y., 
celebrating the Holy Communion on Easter, April 18th. 

I conducted two Sunday afternoon services for deaf-mutes in St. Mark’s 
Church, Adelphi St., Brooklyn. 

On Sunday, May 2d, I celebrated the Holy Communion at the 9 A. M. service 
for deaf-mutes, in Grace Church, Mt. Airy, and at 8 p. M., in All Souls Church for 
the Deaf, Philadelphia, by the invitation of Rev. Mr. Koehler, who was absent on 
work among deaf-mutes in Central Pennsylvania. 

T interpreted for deaf-mutes at week-day services in the Church of St. John 
the Evangelist, N. Y., those of Holy Week being quite well attended. On Ascen- 
sion Day, May 27th, I interpreted at the services. At 8 Pp. m. Rt. Rey. Bishop 
Cheshire, acting for the Bishop of New York, confirmed five deaf-mutes presented 
by Rey. Dr. Krans. They belonged to St. Ann’s Church. 

April 10th, Mr. Anson T. Colt came to say good-bye before going to work 
under Rt. Rev. Bishop Talbot, in Emmett, Idaho. I wish him God-speed. 

On Friday afternoon, April 23d, in the Chapel of the Gallaudet Home for 
Deaf-Mutes, I officiated at the funeral of Mrs. Mary E. Totten, and the next day 
said the Committal in the Rose family plot, in the cemetery of Matteawan, New 
Jersey. On our return from the cemetery Mrs. Totten’s niece, Mrs. Dennis, and 
I had a narrow escape in a runaway.

D. Morrison. In the afternoon I baptized the infant daughter of Mr, and Mrs. 
Smithson, deaf-mutes. In the evening Rey. Mr. Koehler and I conducted a ser- 
vice for deaf-mutes in the Sunday school room of Grace Church. 

Wednesday, Pp. M., May 5th, I attended the Presentation-Day exercises of 
Gallaudet College, Washington, D. C., and pronounced the benediction. 

Rev. Mr. Koehler and I conducted a service for deaf-mutes in Church of the 
Ascension, Washington, D. C., on Thursday evening, May 6th. 

Mr. William Oscar Fitzgerald, a Trustee of our Society from its beginning in 
October, 1872, having been injured in a bicycle accident, died in J. Hood Wright 
Hospital, about midnight, May 26th. On Saturday afternoon, May 29th, Revs. Drs. 
Krans and Chamberlain and I officiated at his funeral in St. Matthew’s Church, 
West 84th Street.

Cork in a steamer for Glasgow where we attended a Conference of the Teachers 
f e Deaf and Dumb in the United Kingdom, on Wednesday and Thursday, 
A uly 28th and 29th. 

___ My brother, Dr. Edward M. Gallaudet, President of the National College for 
_ Deaf-Mutes in Washington, D. C., added greatly to the importance of this Con- 
nce by his plea for ‘tthe combined system,’’ uniting the oral and manual 
ethods, as doing the greatest good to the greatest number of the deaf and dumb. 


=. .— 
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On Friday, July 380th, my brother, Mr. Tillinghast, the recently appointed 
American Head-Master of the Ulster Institution for Deaf-Mutes and the Blind, 
Mr. McAloney, a teacher of the Alabama Institution, Mr. Maginn and I went to 
Belfast where we spent a few days in work for deaf-mutes. My brother enjoyed 
the hospitality of Mr. Lemon and I of Mr. Allworthy. We went on the annual 
excursion on Saturday and had very encouraging services on Sunday in Magdalen 
Church, St. Luke’s Church and the Bethel. I was very glad to meet my old 
friend again, Rev. Mr. Garstin, Rector of St. Luke’s Church. 

On Monday, August 2d, at midnight, my brother, Messrs. Tillinghast and 
Maginn and I reached London. The next morning at 11 o'clock we attended the 
opening service, the Holy Communion being celebrated, of the Fourth Congress 
of the British Deaf and Dumb Association, in the north-west Chapel of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. The President, Rev. Mr. Sleight, celebrated the Communion, the Rev. 
Canon Owen preached, the Rev. Mr. Gilby acted as interpreter and I read the 
Epistle. 

The sessions of the Congress were held in the Lecture Hall of St. Saviour’s 
Church for the Deaf and Dumb, 419 Oxford St. The Congress extended hospi- 
tality to Rev. Messrs. Mann and Koehler and myself. Many valuable papers 
were read and discussed at this memorable gathering of well educated deaf-mutes 
and their hearing friends. The proceedings were conducted in the sign language 
with oral interpretations. I enjoyed the Wednesday evening banquet and various 
excursions. I return hearty thanks for the kind attentions which I received from 
many friends. On Sunday, August 8th, I assisted in the services of St. Saviour’s 
Church, celebrating the Holy Communion in the morning and preaching in the 
evening. This Congress accomplished much in the way of promoting the tem- 
poral and spiritual welfare of the deaf and dumb of the United Kingdom. 

On Wednesday, August {1th, Mr. Francis Maginn and I went to Swansea, 
South Wales, where we were guests of Mr. B. N. Payne, Headmaster ofthe Royal 
Cambrian Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. He and Mrs. Payne made our 
happy stay with them most memorable. We joined the teachers and pupils and 
graduates of the school on their excursion to Oxwich Bay. I preached in three 
churches in behalf of the Institution and tried in other ways to be of service to 
those who had extended such a cordial welcome to me. In due time Mr. Maginn 
returned to Belfast to resume his labors in the Mission Hall for adult deaf and 
dumb and I proceeded to London. After having been kindly entertained by Mr. 
Frank Forrester and family at their home near St. Alban’s, I reached Liverpool on 


Saturday evening, Sept. 4th, and found Rev. Mr. Mann, who had taken a journey - 


on the Continent and in the south of England. On Sunday, Sept. 5th, we were 
with Messrs. Healey and Armour and their deaf-mute friends at services in the 
Chapel of the Institute on Princess Road. On Tuesday, Sept. 7th, having visited 
the Institution for Deaf-Mutes and dined with the Head Master, Mr. Coward and 
his family, we found ourselves again on board of the Servia and at 5.30 P. M. leay- 
ing Liverpool for New York. We reached home on Wednesday afternoon, Sept. 
15th, devoutly thankful for our safe voyage and manifold blessings. Our Heavenly 
Father had graciously answered the prayers of our loved ones and of ourselves, 
and we were very happy. 

I trust that this providential visit to the educators and missionaries of deaf- 
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mutes in Ireland, Scotland and England may help in the good work in which we

THE REPORT OF THE REV. C.. ORVIS DANTZER. 


EXTRACT FROM THE SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


In a former report I spoke of the difficulty of reaching all the deaf-mutes in 
the dioceses of Western and Central New York. Time is showing other difficul- 
ties then unlooked for. Of the two thousand deaf-mutes in these parts about 
five hundred come under the ministrations of the Church, and one hundred and 
twenty-three are communicants. But the work among this minority is not an easy 
one, for deaf-mutes are like other people and need to be constantly sought out. 
Some of them will at times misconstrue the intentions of the missionary, and they 
are just.as likely to find fault as their hearing brethren, and at times I have been 
sorely tried. I have noticed with sorrow some mission stations, which had at 
first promised so much, turn out lamentable failures. During the past year I have 
felt doubly downcast, for besides a falling off in the financial support of the 
church, I have, personally, been ill during a good part of last summer, and mem- 
bers of my family have also suffered serious illness during a considerable part of 
the year. This has meant an increased household expenditure. The result was 
that the missionary was compelled, from lack of means, to abandon one mission 
station at a time when he should have vigorously continued the work there. 

Still, the work done has not been a dismal failure, for the following detailed 
report'will, I hope, show that it has been abundantly blessed in the great majority 
of places. 

During the year I have held 145 services; delivered 13 lectures ; celebrated 
the Holy Communion 44 times (6 times in private); baptized 6 (4 adults and 2 
infants) ; brought 10 to confirmation ; married 2 and buried 2. The following 
places in the two dioceses were visited: Buffalo, Ripley, Rochester, Geneva, 
Watkins, Syracuse, Auburn, Union Springs, Oswego, Oneida, Rome, Utica, 
Watertown, Three Mile Bay, Binghamton, Owego and Elmira. On invitation I 
have also visited and preached in Towanda, Reading and: Allentown in Central 
Pennsylvania, All Souls’ Church for the Deaf, Philadelphia, in Washington, D. C.; 
and in Dalton, Boston and Salem, in the diocese of Massachusetts. 
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ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. 


The usual acknowledgements are due to the Deaf-Mutes’ Register, of Rome, 
N. Y., and the Deaf-Mutes’ Journal, of New York, for publishing my appoint- 
ments and notices ; also to the many self-sacrificing people in the many places 
who have assisted in raising money for the expense fund, to deaf-mutes who have 
extended hospitality, and by gifts of money and tokens of love and esteem shown 
their devotion to the mission, and also to the Junior and Woman's Auxiliary in 
Central New York for continued assistance. 


OFFERINGS 


for the missionary’s salary in the diocese of Central New York are taken on the 
Twelfth Sunday after Trinity, or the Sunday next before Advent. They should 
_be sent to Mr. George J. Gardner, Treasurer, Syracuse. 

In Western New York, the Archdeaconry of Buffalo pays a stipend of $200 
from the missionary funds. In the Archdeaconry of Rochester, while there has 
been as yet no definite pledge made for the support of the missionary, offer- 
_ ings are asked on the Twelfth Sunday after Trinity. These should be sent either 
to the Diocesan Treasurer, Haywood Hawks, Rochester, N. Y., or the Treasurer 
of the Archdeaconry, G. N. Perkins, Rochester. 

Offerings for the Zxpense Fund which is kept distinct from the missionary’s 
salary should be sent direct to the undersigned. It has been attempted to have 
the deaf-mutes alone pay the expense, but experience has shown that, being most 
of them of the working classes, they cannot by themselves sustain the work. They 
do contribute what they can. It is necessary to ask church people to help.

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THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSION 
ON CHURCH WORK AMONG THE DEAF AND 
DUMB IN THE DIOCESE OF ALBANY. 


A well-known instructor of the deaf has recently said that ‘‘ the art of instruct- 
ing and educating the deaf is still in its youth. Though philosophers had 
demonstrated the practicability of this extraordinary art, and a hundred instances 
or more of instructed deaf-mutes had flashed their feeble rays of light along the 
ages, yet the learned John Bulwer, the contemporary of Milton, Butler and Bacon, 
met with no encouragement whatever in the earliest effort on record to found a 
school for those originally deaf and dumb.” 

In proof of this assertion it may be interesting to note that the first schoo 
established in England for the education of deaf-mutes was founded in 1792, only 
a little over one hundred years ago ; and that the first institution of the kind on this 
North American continent was opened with seven pupils at Iartford, Conn, in 
1817, only eighty years ago. 

The seed sown in the United States during that year has ylelded, however, a 
most abundant fruitage. At the present time there are nearly one hundred schools 
devoted exclusively to this object, upon the rolls of which there are registered the 
names of over ¢en thousand scholars. In the Commonwealth of New York alone 
there are seven institutions supported by the State and several others that are carried 
on and sustained by individual beneficence. 

While, therefore, the education of the deaf in secular knowledge may very 
properly be described as being as yet in its infancy, the same assertion may still 
more confidently be affirmed as to the organized efforts of religious communions for 
meeting the spiritual needs and aspirations of this afflicted class of God’s children. 
Fifty years ago there was not, so far as we know, a single religious body in the 
country making any special effort to provide the deaf with religious knowledge. 
To-day four religious organizations are engaged in this work in various parts of 
the land. 

The Church of which we are members has the honor of engaging in the first 
organized effort in this direction. The beginning of the movement was the estab- 
lishment of a Bible class exclusively for the deaf in St. Stephen’s Church, New 
York City, in 1850, by the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, who had been ordained to the 
Diaconate a few months earlier. In 1852 “‘St. Ann’s Free Church for Deaf-Mutes” 
was organized, and the first services were held in the chapel of the New York 
University. In 1859 the congregation purchased the church on Eighteenth street, 
and there the Mission to the deaf had its headquarters until quite recently. In this 
same year Dr. Gallaudet extended his ministrations to Philadelphia, Boston, Balti- 
more, and other points in New England, New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 

Our Communion has also the honor of furnishing the first authenticated instance 
of the ordination of a deaf man to the sacred ministry, although an unsubstantiated 
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claim for this honor has been put forth in behalf of the Roman Church in Spain, 
about the latter part of the sixteenth century. This ordination occurred in 1876, 
in the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 


There are now nine clergymen (five of whom are themselves deaf), four candi- 


_ dates for Orders, and thirty lay-workers, actively engaged in this Mission, and the 


number of communicants is upwards of two thousand. 


From this cursory and rapid survey of the history and progress of the move- 
ment for providing special religious ministrations for the deaf, your Commission 
can see naught but encouragement in the report which it now makes to the Conven- 
tlon of its third year’s work in the Diocese. Although of such recent creation, 
evidences are not wanting that its feeble efforts in behalf of the ‘‘ children of 
silence” have received the special blessing of the Divine Master, of Whom it was 
said of old, ‘* He hath done all things well : He maketh both the deaf to hear and 


- the dumb to speak.” 


We particularly commend to the careful consideration of the members of -the 


_ Convention the very admirable report of the Lay-Missionary, Mr. Harry Van Allen, 


which accompanies this report, and are confident that the facts therein stated will 
serve to still further enlist the sympathy and interest of the Churchmen of the 
Diocese in this attractive and encouraging field of missionary labor. 


Sixty services have been held, three persons have been baptized, and five 
candidates for confirmation await the visitation of the Bishop in their several 


parishes. J 

Mr. Van Allen has delivered during the year several oral addresses, on matters 
pertaining to his work, to hearing congregations, and he will be happy to avail 
himself of similar opportunities during the coming year of presenting the claims. of 
the Mission, whenever the Clergy of the Diocese may desire his assistance. 


From a comparison of this report with those of the two preceding years, we 
obtain the following statistics as to the number of services conducted by the Mis- 
sionary, the amount of offerings, and the number of parishes contributing : 

Services held—First year, 32 ; second year, 28 ; third year, 60. 

Offerings—First year, $80.93; second year, $171.85; third year, $318.22. 
Of these offerings the deaf contributed respectively $10.93, $20°35, and $42.66, 
being an average of one-eighth of the whole amount each year. 


Number of parishes contributing—First year, 7; second year, 18; third 


year, 27. 


These figures show very conclusively that the Mission to the deaf is steadily 
growing in favor among the Churchmen of the Diocese, and the Commission enter- 
tains the hope that the offerings for the work during the coming year will reach the 
sum of $500, which amount it is estimated would enable the Missionary to devote 
the greater part of his time to the work, and would provide for his traveling 
expenses. 

With this object in view the Commission recommends the adoption of the 
following resolutions : 


Resolved, That the Commission on Church Work among the Deaf and Dumb 
be continued for the ensuing year, with p-wer to fill vacancies that may occur in 
their number during the recess of the Convention. 
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Resolved, That the Co umission is authorized to call for contributions towards 
the prosecution of the work, and that the Clergy of the Diocese be requested to 
present the needs of this mission to their congregations.

REPORT OF THE Lay-MIssIONARY. 
To the Commission on Church Work among the Deaf and Dumb in the 
Diocese of Albany. ft 

GENTLEMEN :—The year just completed has been marked by a very gratifying 
advance in the work of the Mission to the deat and dumb, In May last I was 
enabled to take up my residence in the City of Albany, and this change, placing 
me in the centre of the field, has made it possible to reach with regularity a much 
greater number of people, and has materially reduced the cost of reaching 
them. Prayers are now read every Sunday morning in Troy, and Sunday 
evening in Albany, the afternoon being devoted to some one of the near-by cities, 
services being held in each at intervals of about a month. As I amas yet able to 
give only my Sundays to the work this represents the extreme limit of what can 
be done under existing conditions, and it will not be possible to increase the num- 
ber of places visited or the frequency of visits to each place unless some arrange- 
ment is made which will enable me to devote at least a portion of days other than 
Sundays to the work. i 

My work during the past year has been confined almost exclusively to Albany 
and Troy and the cities of the Mohawk Valley, not from any lack of appreciation 
of the needs of other parts of the Diocese, but because the necessity of being back 
in Albany early Monday morning has precluded any extended journeys. However, 
even this restricted field has furnished opportunities for more work than, in the 
limited time at my disposal, could well be attended to, The interest of the deaf 
has continued unabated and the attendance has been very gratifying even in places 
where the services have long since lost the attraction of mere novelty. There is 
no question that the work has taken a very strong hold upon the minds and hearts 
of the deaf. 

Services have been held as follows: At Albany, 19; at Troy, 18 (including 
one celebration of the Holy Eucharist); at Johnstown, 8; at Sehenectady, 6; at 
Amsterdam, 4; at Herkimer, 3 (all combined); at Ilion, 1 (combined); at Duanes- 
burgh, 1 (combined); total, 60. ‘the Rev. John Chamberlain, D. D., of New 
York, has lectured once at Albany, the Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, D. D., has 
lectured once at Albany and once at Troy, and I have lectured once at 
Albany. On October 24th the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet celebrated the Holy Communion 
at Troy, and ten deaf communicants received the Sacrament. The number would 
have been considerably larger had earlier notice of the Celebration been given. I 
have also made oral addresses before the Archdeaconry of Albany, and in St. 
George's, Schenectady; St. Augustine’s, Ilion; and Christ Church, Duanesburgh. 
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The organization of the work in Albany and Troy has claimed a great deal of my 
time and attention, and the progress made is such as to justify the hope that ulti- 
mately an organized Mission can be formed, in the former city at least. An exceed- 
ingly useful adjunct to the work in Albany is a worling-people’s club organized 
last June, which has for its objects the moral, social and literary advancement 
of its members. It meets weekly and draws to its meetings a large proportion 
of the deaf people of the city. In July the club gave an informal reception, at 
which 38 deaf persons were present, and in September, in conjunction with the 
deaf of ‘I'roy, a picnic was held at Kinderhook Lake at which over forty were 
present. ‘The club has held sixteen meetings and promises to do a great deal of 
good by reaching some who could not be reached by the services. 

There have been three baptisms, two at Troy and one at Herkimer. Five 
candidates were prepared for Confirmation, three at Ilerkimer, one at Little Falls 
and one at Schenectady, and arrangements were made for Confirmation service in 
Albany. Atthe last moment the service was very reluctantly abandoned, it being 
found impossible to assemble a class from such various and widely separated points. 
The candidates will be confirmed in the course of the Bishop’s regular visitations 
in the spring, but the credit for their confirmation will properly belong to this 
year’s work. ‘ 

I have made between thirty and forty personal visits to the deaf at their 
homes, and on several occasions have been able to give counsel and assistance. 
In two instances I have been able to secure employment for young men. 

In October, by invitation of the Rev, Dr. Gallaudet, I visited the Gallaudet 
Home for Blind, Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, at Wappingers Falls, near 
Poughkeepsie. In this excellent Church Home there are now 22 unfortunate deaf 
people, who, either by loss of sight or limbs, or by age or disease, have been 
incapacitated from earning a livelihood. Two of the inmates are former residents 
of this Diocese. The Home is a most deserving institution, and should have the 
Sympathy and support of Churchmen in general. I hope to secure the admission 
of an aged deaf woman nowin one of our county poor houses, whom I visited 
once during the past year. On the Sunday succeeding my visit to the Home, in 
Dr. Gallaudet’s absence and at his request, I read Evening Prayer for the deaf in 
the Church of St. John the Evangelist, in New York City. 

I have also visited the Albany Home School for the Deaf on two occasions, 
and was much’ pleased with the home-like surroundings of the children and evident 
attention given to their moral training and physical comfort. 

My receipts from all sources have been $250.00, and my expenditures for 
travelling expenses, postage, stationery, etc., $85.20. The offerings of the deaf at 
the services amounted to $42.66. 

Through the courtesy of the Deaf-Mutes’ Register, published at the school 
for the deaf at Rome, the last annual report of the Commission was printed in 
Pamphlet form, and the general circulation of the report has unquestionably done 
much to interest Church people in the work among the deaf. I desire also to grate- 
fully acknowledge the kindness of the Register and the Deaf-Mutes’ Journal in pub- 
lishing notices of services. I am also indebted to St. Paul’s Parish, Troy, for the 
gift of a cassock.  - : 

In concluding I desire to express my grateful appreciation of the kindness of 
which I have been the recipient, not only from the members of the Commission, 
but from all the Clergy and Church people with whom I have come in contact.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society, designed to promote the 
temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 
Its central office shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 


Its members shall consist of the Trustees and such contributors to its support 
as may be elected to the Society at its annnal meeting. 

The Trustees shall also have power to elect members of the Society at a 
regular meeting. 

Any person paying One Hundred Dollars at one time shall be eligible to life 
membership. 


ARTICLE III. 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction, management and 
control of a Board of twenty-five Trustees, the Bishop of New York being 
ex-officio the President. 

The remaining twenty-four members of the Board shall be divided into 
three classes of eight each. The members of each class shall hold office for the 
term of three years and until their successors are appointed. Eight Trustees to 
be elected annually by ballot. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, the Bishop of New 
York ex-officio; two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer and a Secretary, who shall be 
elected at the annual meeting of the Society, and shall hold office for one year 
and until the appointment of their successors. The elective officers of the 
Society shall be chosen from the Trustees. The officers of the Society. shall also 
be the officers of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE V. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Monday evening of November. 
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The order of proceedings shall be as follows : 
I. Devotions. : 
2. Reading the minutes of the preceding annual meeting and all 
special meetings. 
3. Election of Members and Life Members. 
4 Reports of Officers and Committees. 
5. Report of the Trustees for the year ending October 1 (Art. VI. 
Sec. 5). 


6. Election of Trustees. 
7. Election of two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 
8. Appointment of Standing Committees. 
9. Miscellaneous business. 
to. Adjournment. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees shall hold regular meetings at least 
four times a year, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. Seyen 
Trustees shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, but no pur- 
chase, lease or sale of real estate shall be made unless two-thirds of the whole 
number of Trustees shall be present at the meeting at which it is ordered. 


Src. 2. The Board of Trustees shall haye power to make By-Laws for its 
own government and for the government of its officers, to alter and amend the 
same and to fill temporarily and until the next annual election, any vacancy which 
may occur in the Board or among its officers. 


SEc. 3. Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called by 
the President or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of the 
Trustees. Such call to be in writing and filed with the Secretary. 


Sec. 4. When such special meetings are called the members shall be notified 
of the time and place of meeting and the subject proposed to be considered. No 
other subject shall be discussed or acted upon at such meeting. 


Sec. 5. The Trustees shall present to the Society at its annual meeting, a 
report of their proceedings during the previous year, a full statement in relation 
to the funds and property of the Society, and information relative to the objects 
of the Society which may be of interest to its members. 


ARTICLE VII. 


This Constitution shall not be altered or amended unless it be at an annual 
meeting of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present consenting 
thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 
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BY-LAWS 


OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


1. The President, two Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer, shall faith- 
fully perform duties usually entrusted to such officers. 


2. The four stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held on the 
Second Monday evenings in November, February, April, and June. 


3. With the consent of ‘the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen of 
St, Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes in the City of New York,” the meetings of 
the Trustees shall be held in said Church. 


4. The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall be to 
oversee the various departments of work which shall be adopted to improve the 
temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes; appoint assistants to the 
General Manager, and fix the salaries of the officers referred to in this section. 


5. The General Manager and his assistants shall be subject to such regula- 
tions as the Trustees may adopt for their guidance, and shall present writren 
reports of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 


6. The Trustees shall appoint a Standing Committee on the’ Gallaudet 
Home, and such other Standing and Special Committees as may be necessary to 
accomplish effectually the objects of the Society. 


7. The Standing Committee on the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes shall 
have power to manage its affairs. They shall present written reports of their 
work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 


8. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Board of Lady Managers, whose 
duty it shall be, under the direction of the Standing Committee on the Gallaudet 
Home, to appoint a Matron for the Home, and to conduct its internal affairs. 
Said Board of Lady Managers shall present written reports of their work to the 
Standing Committee monthly. 
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9. At the meeting of the Trustees the order of business shall be as follows : 


Devotions. 

Reading of the minutes. 

Communications from the Officers. 

Reports of the General Manager and Assistants. 
Reports of the Standing Committees. 

Reports of Special Committees. 

Miscellaneous business. 

Adjournment.

yHIS HOME which was founded December, 1885, by 


The Church Mission to Deal Mutes, 


is admirably situated in the centre of a fine farm of one hundred and fifty-six 
acres, extending from the turnpike between New Hamburgh and Poughkeep- 
sie, to the banks of the Hudson river. 

The Farm is enclosed by a substantial stone wall, and is in a high state 
of cultivation—its products finding a ready sale in Wappinger’s Falls and 
Poughkeepsie. 

On entering the gate from the road, and crossing a creek of never failing 
pure water, there is seen on a high knoll, the farm-house with its surrounding 
barns, stables, carriage-house, cattle yard, etc. A broad macadamised avenue, 
bordered with pines and other trees, forming a shady arch, winds through 
the farm to the circle at the Mansion. ( See Photograph.) 

This is a commodious edifice substantially built of stone and brick] 
with a chapel, library, dining-room and ,several large dormitories. 
This handsome building covered with vines, and surrounded by trees, is situ- 
ated on a high bluff, overlooking the Hudson. The view from the front, over 
the lawn, and down the river towards Newburgh, the Storm King and 
Anthony's Nose, is romantic in the extreme, and breathes of peace and rest, 
from the trials, tribulations, and cares of this world 

The bluff on the river, with its valuable limestone quarries, is covered by 
severa: acres of woodland, Across the railroad track is an eligible water- 
front, with a conyenient dock, where supplies can be delivered by boat; and 
the Railroad Company contemplate establishing a station, within five minutes’ 
walk of the mansion, at Clinton Point. 

In this Retreat, a‘ St. Johnland”' for deaf mutes, it is proposed to gather 
the aged and infirm, and such others as may need fostering care after they 
leave school. 1t1s expected that most of the inmates will be able to work on 
the farm, or in shops at various trades, thus contributing to the support of 
the Home. There will be frequent sign services in the chapel, and constant 
efforts put forth to lead these ‘ children of silence" to believe in Him who said 
* EPHPHATHA” to the man that was deaf and had an impediment in his 
speech 

The object of this Home should be borne in mind, by all who desire that 
the Deaf Mutes should be made as happy and useful as may be consistent with 
their great deprivation. Itis a Charity that appeals to the generous sympathy

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THE TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF 
THE CHURCH MISSION TO DEAF-MUTES, 


Fork THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, 1808. 


Our Society was incorporated in 1872, to promote the temporal 
and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 

We have striven to fulfill the trust committed to us in three 
ways : first, in holding as many religious services as possible ; 
second, in relieving the cases of distress to which the attention of 
our missioniares is constantly called ; and, third, the mainten- 
ance of our Home for aged and infirm deaf-mutes in the State of 
New York. 

In the field for which we are now responsible, our missionaries, 
the Rev. Drs. Gallaudet and Chamberlain, and three deaf-mute 
laymen, Messrs. S. M. Brown, C. Q. Mann and W. G. Gilbert, 
hold stated Sunday services for deaf-mutes in Trinity Church, 
Newark ; St. Mark’s Church, Brooklyn; St. John’s Church, 
Yonkers ; Church of the Good Shepherd, Newburgh ; St. Mark’s, 
Church, Tarrytown ; St. Peter’s Church, Port Chester ; St. Paul’s 
Church, Bridgeport ; St. Paul’s Church, New Haven ; St. Paul’s 
Church, Paterson ; and occasionally in other churches. 

This missionary work has led many to Baptism, Confirmation, 
and Holy Comniunion. Marriages and burials have been per- 
formed several times. 

Among those who gather around our missions in pastoral 
relations, and also among those of various creeds and nationali- 
ties, there are daily calls from the sick and poor for relief. It is 
necessary to aid some in funeral expenses. Some out of work 
are helpled till they find situations again. Our representatives 
are constantly engaged in efforts to get work for the unemployed. 
This is the greatest charity we can render them. 

The following incident (many similar ones have occurred in 
the history of our society), shows the importance of having a

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special agency to which deaf-mutes in trouble may apply. A 
few weeks ago, a police officer directed a deaf-mute man to 
our General Manager. He and his deaf-mute wife and two 
children, hearing and speaking, had come from Illinois. The 
man expected to get work as a machinist, and had brought 
about $130, on which to live till he found a situation. His 
money had been stolen or lost. The woman and children 
were kindly received into St. Barnabas House and the man pro- 
vided with lodgings at the Mills Hotel, No. 1. Our General 
Manager wrote a letter to the Superintendent at the office of the 
Commissioners of Charity, stating the case clearly and strongly. 
Free transportation was promptly provided, and soon this be- 
wildered family were on their way to relatives and friends in 
their western home. 

The Gallaudet Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes is an 
important department of our Mission to the silent people. This 
Home, beautifully situated on a farm of 156 acres by the Hudson 
River, between New Hamburgh and Poughkeepsie, is now held 
by our Society free from encumbrance, the mortgage of 
$7,500 having recently been paid. We were enabled to take this 
step by receiving two-thirds of the $10,000 legacy of Miss Mary 
A. Edson, $6,666.66 (less 407.50 legal expenses), and by borrow- 
ing the rest from the Endowment Fund. It is hoped that this 
loan may soon be returned. For further details in relation to the 
Home, we refer to the reports of the Standing Committee, the 
Board of Lady Managers, ‘and the Treasurer. Legacies should 
be left to ‘‘ The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes,’’ incorporated 
in 1872 under the general laws of the State of New York, in trust 
for ‘‘ The Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes. The legacy of Miss 
Catharine A. C. Comstock, of $5,000, has been added to the En- 


dowment Fund of the Home, making the total somewhat over 


$20,000.

ISAAC LEWIS PEET, LL.D. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes has sustained a great 
loss in the death of Dr. Isaac Lewis Peet, in New York City, 
on December 27th, 1898, in the 75th year of his age. 

After his graduation at Yale College, in 1845, he spent the 
rest of his long life in connection with the New York Insti- 
tution for the Deaf and Dumb, first as a teacher and then as 
the Principal. He mastered the various methods of instruct- 
ing the deaf, and won the distinction of an international re- 
putation as an educator. He was able to express his ideas 
clearly and vigorously, and contributed many valuable articles 
to the literature of the profession which he adorned. He 
was always conspicuous in the conventions of the teachers of 
the deaf and dumb. In the busy life thus briefly sketched, he 
found time to take an interest in the welfare of his pupils 
who had left the Institution. He became one of the first 
Trustees of this Society and a member of its Standing Com- 
mittee of the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes. He was wise 
in counsel and encouraging in his influence, assuring his co- 
workers that they had in hand a most important mission to 
the children of silence. On Sunday, December 4th, Dr. Peet at- 
tended the first service in the new St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes and received the Holy Communion with its clergy 
and people. He thus most touchingly commemorated the 
74th anniversary of his birth. On December 1oth, he made an 
eloquent address at the 111th anniversary of the birth of Dr. 
Thomas H. Gallaudet, the founder of the first Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb in the United States. How little did our 
venerable friend realize that he was thus leaving behind him 
very tender remembrances as preparations for his departure to 
Paradise. ‘The end came peacefully, and he found rest through 
the Saviour in whom he had trusted. 
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The impressive funeral service was held in the New York In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb, on Friday afternoon, December 
goth. The burial was in the family plot, at Spring Grove Ceme- 
tery, Hartford, Conn. Dr. Peet has left to his widow and chil- 
dren a rich legacy in his life and character, and to all his co- 
workers and friends the example of a courteous Christian 
gentleman, devoting his talents to promote the happiness of 
his fellow pilgrims in the mysterious journey of life. 

Deaf-mutes have lost friends in the deaths of the Rev. J. 
Livingston Reese, D.D., for many years Rector of St. 
Paul’s Church, Albany, in which services for deaf-mutes 
were held; and of General George S. Greene, for a long 
time a devout communicant of old St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, which opened the way for the founding of our 
Society. 

Dr. Isaac Lewis Peet left a legacy of $100, to be called the 
Peet Fund for the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes, two- 
thirds of the interest to be added to the principal and one 
third to go to the Home. This legacy was placed in the 
Excelsior Savings Bank, New York, April 25th, 1899, in trust 
for the Peet Fund, by Thomas Gallaudet.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
OF THE GALLAUDET HOME FOR DEAF-MUTES, 


For THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, 1898. 


Under the direction of the Board of Lady Managers, 
several changes have taken place in the Domestic Depart- 
ment, but nothing has interfered with the efficient manage- 
ment of the Home. The annnal report of the Ladies shows 
what kind attention they have given to promote the comfort 
and happiness of the twenty-six inmates—thirteen women and 
thirteen men. ‘Three are deaf and dumb and blind, and sev- 
e. have imperfect sight. Sign services are conducted in the 
Chapel every Sunday, the Holy Communion being celebrated 
once a month. The family come together daily for prayers, 
nd the Heavenly Father’s blessing is asked for every meal.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 
OF THE 


BOARD OF LADY MANAGERS OF THE GALLAUDET HOME. 


The Annual Meeting of the Board of Lady Managers of 
the Gallaudet Home was held in the Home, October 6th, at 
which the Secretary rendered the following annual report :— 


Madam President and Ladies of the Board : 

We are once more permitted to come together and render 
our yearly report of the workings of this Home for Aged and 
Infirm Deaf-Mutes. Although there have ‘been obstacles to 
struggle against they have been overcome, and we congratulate 
ourselves upon the tangible proof of the sympathy of many 
friends, who have lightened the burden and helped to sustain 
this Christian refuge for God’s silent people. 

Our circle of Lady Managers remains the same in number, 
but we have missed at our monthly meetings the encouraging 
presence of both Mrs. Stanley Bartlette and Mrs. D. Porter 
Lord; however, we still recognize them as associates of 
sterling worth, wise in counsel, and interested advisers and 
workers. 

The Home family includes to-day twenty-six—thirteen men 
and thirteen women—three of whom have been received this 
summer. Frequent applications have been made to admit 
others. It was saddening to refuse, and the Board has, as 
heretofore, regretted not having the means to assume the 
maintenance of a larger family. We believe that the marvelous 
freedom from any serious illness among the inmates, has been 
due, under Providence, to the Matron, Mrs. Edith Davis, who 
combines with other good qualities, an intelligent knowledge 
of nursing and watchful care. 

During the year, daily morning and evening prayer has been 
offered in the Home chapel by one of the inmates; the Holy 
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Communion has been celebrated monthly, and frequent services 
conducted by the Rev. Drs. Gallaudet and Chamberlain, the 
Rev. Mr. Turner, Mr. Mann, Mr. Lewis and Mr. Isaac 
Gardner. 

The Matron reports the number of visitors during the year 
as three hundred and fifty-two. The house is always open, and 
we hope the public will avail themselves of every opportunity 
to visit the family and note what is being done in the way of 
cheer and comfort. 

The important aid which has replenished our treasury and 
store room for many years at Thanksgiving and Easter, has be- 
come an established and beautiful custom with benevolent people 
in Poughkeepsie, Hyde Park and Wappinger’s Falls, acknow- 
ledging their own blessings by remembering with a liberal hand 
this Home for the Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes. A number of 
societies share largely in our gratitude to-day: the Girls’ Guild 
of Zion Church, Wappinger’s Falls; the Ladies’ Benevolent So- 
ciety of Sparkenkill; the Sunday School of the Holy Comforter 
Church, Poughkeepsie; the Girls’ Friendly Society of St. 
Matthew’s Church, New York; the ‘‘ Judge Not’’ Circle, and 
the “‘ Silent Helpers’’ of the Rome Institution ; besides many in- 
dividuals, all of whom have remembered the Home with gifts of 
money, clothing, groceries and reading matter. 

It was a source of gratification that the weather on June ist, 
the day of the Lawn Party, was perfect, and everything con- 
spired to make the occasion enjoyable. Financially, it did not ap- 
proach the standard of last year, but the net proceeds of $167.50 
Was a fair showing, considering the serious stress of our 
country at that time, with the heavy cloud of war over- 
shadowing it. As to the condition of our treasury, for the 
first time in its history, it has money to burn. I should speak 
more advisedly and seriously, and say that to-day the Gallaudet 
Home is free from debt, two-thirds of the Edson legacy has 
been paid in and appropriated towards cancelling the 
mortgage, and we have a small balance to our credit. 

All this prosperity, we may believe, comes in direct answer 
to the faithful, unceasing prayer of the saintly Dr. Thomas 
Gallaudet, whose name this Home is proud to bear. May it 
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ever be perpetuated, free from debt, as a monument to his 
loving memory, and a refuge to those burdened with the sad 
affliction of knowing neither sound nor speech. 

Many pleasant acts of thoughtfulness have brightened the 
lives of the inmates, and our thanks are due to the Girls’ 
Guild of Zion Church, Wappinger’s Falls, who, accompanied 
by Mrs. Prescott Evarts, and Mr. and Mrs. John Goring, gave 
them an enjoyable broom drill and stereopticon exhibition, 
followed by cake and lemonade. Also at Christmas each man 
and woman was remembered with special gifts from the Lady 
Managers. Episodes like these dispel the old idea of monoton- 
ous institution life. 

To the Poughkeepsie newspapers we are ever grateful for 
kind mention gratuitously given. 

It has become necessary to accept the resignation of the 
Matron, Mrs. Davis, who has been at the Home for over three

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER 
For Oct., Nov. AND DEc., 1897, AND JAN, 1808. 


I held Sunday services for deaf-mutes three times in the 
Church of St. John the Evangelist, N. Y., and seven times 
in St. Matthew’s Church, New York. I celebrated the Holy 
Communion twice at our Home for Deaf-Mutes. I held ser- 
vices in St. Paul’s Church, Troy, and St. Paul’s Church, 
Albany, being assisted by the lay-missionary, Mr. H. Van 
Allen; also in St. Andrew’s Mission, Boston, being assisted 
by Rev. S. Stanley Searing and Mr. E. W. Frisbee. On 
the afternoon of that day, November 14th, I conducted ser- 
vice in the Hall used by the Salem deaf-mutes, and in the 
evening, Rev. Mr. Huiginn and I had a combined service in 
St. Peter’s Church, Beverly. 

On Sunday afternoon, October 3d, in St. John the Evan- 
gelist’s Church, I referred to the 25th anniversary of St. 
Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes. We had our last service for 
Deaf-Mutes in St. John the Evangelist’s Church on Sunday 
afternoon, November 21st. I expressed our hearty thanks 
for the hospitality we had received, and the rector, Rev. Dr. 
De Costa, made a touching farewell address, which I inter- 
preted. 

St. Matthew’s Church and St. Ann’s Church haying form- 
ed a new parish to continue the work among the silent peo- 
ple, and to build and support St. Ann’s Church for Deaf- 
Mutes for their exclusive use, with a pastor of their own, we 
held our first service for deaf-mutes in the new St. Mat- 
thew’s Church, west 84th Street, near Central Park, on the 
afternoon of the first Sunday in Advent, November 28th. 
The Holy Communion was celebrated. ‘The rector, Rev. Dr. 
Krans, officiated, and I interpreted. 

I had opportunities for speaking of our Mission in St. 
Mark’s Church, St. Luke’s Church and Holy Trinity 
Church, Brooklyn, also in Christ Church and the Church 
of the Holy Comforter, Poughkeepsie, and St. Matthew's 
Church, New York. 
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On the Fourth Sunday in Advent, December rgth, the 25th 
Anniversary of our Society was held in St. Bartholomew’s 
Church, Rey. Dr. Greer, Rector. The Bishop of the Diocese 
presided. Rev. Drs. Krans and Chamberlain were present. I 
interpreted the service and Dr. Chamberlain interpreted the state- 
ment which I read. This statement was published in many 
newspapers of this city and elsewhere. 

I delivered lectures to deaf-mutes in Troy, Albany, Boston, 
Beverley, Brooklyn and New York. I attended several social 
gatherings of deaf-mutes. I made an address at the com- 
memoration of my father’s birthday, December roth, and also 
at the Christmas Tree Festival, which the Rector and Ladies 
of St. Matthew’s Church provided for our silent friends. 

I married three couples of deaf-mutes. I visited several 
sick and needy, and gave the Holy Communion to an aged 
man in Brooklyn a short time before he died. 

I interpreted in two legal cases where deaf-mutes were in- 
terested. ; 

I visited two deaf-mutes in the State Hospital at Pough- 
keepsie. 

On Thanksgiving Day and Christmas Day, at the morning 
services in St. Matthew’s Church, I interpreted for deaf- 
mutes.

I visited the New York Institution for Deaf-Mutes and at- 
tended several meetings of the Directors. 

I attended one meeting of our Standing Committee of the 
Home, and our Trustee meeting and Annual Meeting in No- 
vember. 

I sent the annual report of our Home to the Board of Charities. 

I prepared the 25th Annual Report of our Society and placed it 
in the hands of the printers. 

I conducted a large correspondence in relation to our work. 
I helped quite a number of deaf-mutes to get situations. 

The Rev. Dr. Chamberlain, our lay-missionaries, Messrs. 
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Brown and Mann, and I, are able to maintain services for 
deaf-mutes in New York, Brooklyn, Newark, Yonkers, New- 
burgh, Tarrytown, Port Chester, Bridgeport, New Haven, 
Paterson, and our Home for the Aged and Infirm. 

I can report much encouragement for the growth of the 
Mission we are maintaining. 

On Wednesday, December 8th, I was present at the fun- 
eral of Mr. Charles H. Contoit, in Trinity Chapel. He gave 
liberally to aid us during his life, and left a will, which, in 
due time, will place a large sum in the hands of the Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mutes. His name will be remembered as 
one of our greatest benefactors.

FOR JUNE, JuLY, AUGUST AND SEPTEMBER, 1808. 


I held services for deaf-mutes in New Vork, Brooklyn, New- 
ark and the Home, for two months and upwards. ‘hen I be- 
eame so disabled with rheumatism that I had to give up all 
work. By the kindness of a friend, I spent the month of 
September at the Virginia Hot Springs and began to recuperate. 

I married four couples of deaf-mutes and baptized two chil- 
dren—each having deaf-mute parents. On Sunday evening, 
August 7th, at 24 West 130th Street, I officiated at the funeral 
of Mrs. Ann Maria Fitzgerald, one of the first deaf-mute com- 
municants of St. Ann’s Church. After a long life, in which she 
won the love and esteem of a large number of relatives and 
friends, she peacefully departed to join her husband in Paradise. 

On Wednesday, June ist, I attended the Lawn Party at the 
Home for Deaf-Mutes, and was gratified to see the deep interest 
which it received from the Board of Lady Managers, who had 
this annual festival in charge. 

On Sunday, June roth, at All Souls’ Church for the Deaf, in 
Philadelphia, Rev. J. M. Koehler, Pastor, I assisted the Right 
Rey. Bishop Whitaker at the ordination of Mr. Oliver J. Whil- 
din to the Diaconate. I preached the sermon. 

On Saturday, August 6th, the Feast of the Transfiguration of 
Christ, [ laid the cornerstone of the new St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, as a chapel of St. Matthew’s Church, on 148th 
Street, West of Amsterdam Avenue. I was assisted by Rev. 
Messrs. True, Sherman, Homans and Koehler, 

T endeavored to keep up my work by consultations with Rev.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT GENERAL MANAGER. 


New York, February 14, 1898. 
To the Trustees of the Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes : 


GENTLEMEN: The month of October, 1897, I spent in 
vacation. During November and December, 1897, and January, 
1898, I held Sunday services for deaf-mutes as follows: 
Three times each in the Church of the Intercession, New 
York City ; Trinity Church, Newark, N. J.; and the chapel of 
the Gallaudet Home; twice each in St. Mark’s Church, 
Brooklyn, and St. Matthew’s Church, New York City; and 
once each in St. John the Evangelist’s Church, New York 
City ; the Church of the Good Shepherd, Newburgh, N. Y.; 
and in St. Paul’s Church, Bridgeport ; and St. Paul’s Church, 
New Haven, Conn. At ten of these services, the Holy 
Communion was celebrated, and in the Church of the Good 
Shepherd, Newburgh, I explained our work to the hearing 
congregation, who gave an offering for our benefit.

It is much to be desired that 
means be found for the preparation and ordination, as soon as 
possible, of at least one more clergyman, in order to make more 
effective the work already in hand and to meet enlarging op- 
portunities.

THE REPORT OF THE REV. C. ORVIS DANTZER. 
EXTRACT FROM THE EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT. 

During the year just past, Ihave held 151 services, celebrated 
the Holy Communion 29 times, baptized 4, brought 5 to con- 
firmation. Besides this I have performed much other unrecord- 
ed work, such as visiting the sick and the distressed at home and 
in the large centers as well as a few in the outlying places. 
About five hundred of the two thousand deaf-mutes in the two 
dioceses are reached in the course of the year—some more 
regularly than others. Of these 121 are communicants. It will 
not be neccessary for me to repeat what I have said before, that 
the work requires much travel ; still I am at times able to spend 
a few days at home for much needed study or rest. During the 
year, the following places in the two dioceses have been visited 
for services :—Buffalo, Jamestown, Lockport, Albion, Rochester, 
Geneva, Watkins, Auburn, Oswego, Syracuse, Oneida, Rome, 
Utica, Binghamton, Owego and Elmira. On invitation, I have 
also visited and preached in the following parishes outside of 
my field :—Gallaudet Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, 
Wappingers Falls, N. Y.; Church of St. John the Evangelist, 
New York City ; Christ Church, Williamsport, Pa. ; St. John’s, 
Carlisle, Pa. ; Trinity Mission, Steelton, Pa.; St. John’s, York, 
Pa.; St. James’ Lancaster, Pa.; St. Lukes’, Lebanon, Pa. ; 
All Souls’ Church for the Deaf, Philadelphia, Pa.; St. John

FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON 
CHURCH WORK AMONG THE DEAF AND 
DUMB IN THE DIOCESE OF ALBANY. 


The Commission on Church Work among the Deaf and Dumb 
in the Diocese of Albany present herewith their fourth annual 
report : 

Mr. Harry Van Allen has continued during the past year to 
serve as the Lay-Missionary to the Deaf, and has in this capacity 
been of much assistance in furthering both the spiritual and 
material interests of his deaf brethren. We commend his well- 
digested report, which accompanies this report, to the careful 
perusal of the Clergy and lay people of the Diocese, feeling sure 
that the record contained thérein will help to increase the inte- 
rest that has been slowly but surely growing in this Mission to 
the Deaf. 

Seventy-three services have been held, two persons have been 
baptized, three have been confirmed, and five other candidates 
for Confirmation await the visitation of the Bishop in their re- 
spective parishes. 

We have reason to hope that the work will receive a decided 
impetus after the Ordination of Mr. Van Allen, which is expect- 
ed to take place some time during the coming month, probably 
at the Advent Ember season.

It is estimated that there are considerably more than six hun- 
dred deaf people within the limits of the Diocese of Albany, 
whom the Church is, by ordinary methods, unable to reach. 

The deaf are too 
few for denominational divisions and too poor and too widely 
scattered to form self-supportiug religious organizations of their 
own. The work is purely a mzsston and must always remain 
so. The deaf do what they can to support it, but outside assis- 

tance is absolutely necessary. 

There are deaf people in nearly every parish, and this Mission 
appeals in a peculiar manner for the sympathy and support of 
_all of the parishes of the Diocese alike. Will you not assist in 
carrying on the work? 
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REPORT OF THE LAY-MISSIONARY. 


To the Commission on Church Work Among the Deaf and Duméb 
in the Diocese of Albany + 


GENTLEMEN :—The work of the Mission to the Deaf and 
Dumb inthis Diocese has been carried on during the past year 
as effectively as the exceptional difficulties under which I have 
labored would permit, and it gives me pleasure to report that, in 
spite of the fact that I have been able to give the work only a 
small part of the attention which its importance demands, there 
has been a steady and substantial growth in all directions, a 
deeper and more practical interest has been manifested by the 
deaf themselves, and the outlook has constantly become more 
encouraging. As heretofore, I have been able to devote only 
Sundays and occasional week-day evenings to the work, and for 
this reason the field of my operation has been for the most part 
restricted to the cities of Albany and Troy, and their immediate 
vicinity. I was also unavoidably compelled to spend most of 
the summer outside of the Diocese, and the present report covers 
a period of but little more than nine months of actual work. In 
my last report, where I reported a total of sixty services held 
during the preceding year, I expressed the opinion that this was 
practically the maximum of what could be done under existing 
conditions, and the correctness of this estimate is shown by the 
record of the year just completed, the total number of services 
having been seventy-three. I hope, however, that the coming 
year will witness the removal of the most serious obstacles to the 
work, and that it will then be possible to realize what has been 
so long and so earnestly desired—the holding of regular services, 
at intervals of not more than a month, in all of the important 
cities and villages of the Diocese.

In addition to the above, the Rev. A. W. Mann, General 
Missionary to the Deaf and Dumb in the Mid-Western Dio- 
ceses, has held two services at Ogdensburg; and, upon the 
invitation of the Rector, I have read prayers once at Dalton, 
in the Diocese of Massachusetts. 

The working people’s club, connected with the Mission in 
Albany, has held 24 meetings. Although the club has not 
entirely attained its object of uniting the deaf of all creeds 
and professions in an organization for mutual improvement, 
its meetings have been very well attended, and I have hopes 
that its influence will largely increase in the future. During 
the past year, in addition to the ordinary meetings, the Rev. 
J. M. Koehler, of Philadelphia, has delivered an interesting 
and instructive lecture, and I have also lectured on one oc- 
casion. In August, the club, in conjunction with the people, 
of Troy, held a picnic at Averill Park, at which sixty deaf 
people were present, many coming considerable distances. 
On December goth, the anniversary of the birth of Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet, the first educator of the deaf in this 

country, was appropriately celebrated, and in June, the Rev. 
F. G. Jewett, Jr., of St. Paul’s, Albany, gave an informal re- 
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ception to the deaf of Albany and Troy, at which thirty-five 
were present. 

During the year, I have made three oral addresses—in 
Trinity Church, Watervliet, in St. Gabriel’s Chapel, Water- 
vliet, and before the Archdeaconry of Albany, in Christ 
Church, Herkimer. I have interpreted in the sign language 
two Confirmation services and two Baptisms. I now have a 
class of five persons preparing for Confirmation, who will be 
presented to the Bishop in the spring, in their respective par- 
ishes, if sufficient opportunity is afforded for their prepara- 
tion. 

There has been much work of a character, which scarcely 
admits of an adequate summary within the limits of a brief 
report like this. I have acted as a friend and adviser to 
very many deaf people, and, I venture to believe, have been 
able to be of considerable assistance to them. I have made 
over fifty personal calls upon deaf people at their homes, and 
in some few instances, have been able to relieve cases of 
genuine distress. I am glad to say, however, that the deaf, 
as a rule, are independent, self-supporting and fairly provi- 
dent, and calls of this kind are not numerous. I have secur- 
ed the admission to a hospital of one sick woman, and have 
been able to assist several young men to obtain employment. 

My receipts from all sources have been $286.56, and my 
expenditures, for traveling expenses, postage, stationery, etc., 
$79.81. The offerings of the deaf during the year amounted 
to $39.38. 

During the summer I visited the Central New York In- 
stitution for the Instruction of Deaf-Mutes, at Rome, and 
was pleased to note the numerous improvements which have 
recently been made in the school. Through the courtesy of 
the Deaf-Mutes’ Register, published at this school, the last 
report of the Commission was printed in convenient form and 
widely circulated in the Diocese. I am also indebted to the 
Register and to the Deaf-Mutes’ Journal, of New York City, 
for many courtesies, they having very cheerfully published 
notices of services and items in regard to the work. 

Much work, which it was hoped to accomplish during the

year, was necessarily postponed until a more favorable time. 
However, the results of the work, thus far, I venture to be- 
lieve, amply show that this peculiar field of missionary effort 
is a very important and promising one. ‘To carry on the 
work effectively, it should receive the entire time and un- 
divided attention of the missionary, and I cannot too ‘earnest- 
ly urge that steps be taken to bring this about. 

In concluding my report, I desire to express my personal 
appreciation of the many and great kindnesses of which I have 
been the recipient, not only from the members of the Com- 
mission, but also from the Clergy and Church people of the 
Diocese in general.

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CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORATION 


OF 


THE CHURCH MISSION TO DEAF-MUTES. 


In conformity with the provisions of the Act entitled ‘‘ An 
Act for the Incorporation of Benevolent, Charitable, Scientific 
and Missionary Societies,’’ passed the 12th day of April, 1848, 
and the several Acts amendatory thereof and supplementary 
thereto, the subscribers, of full age, citizens of the United 
States and of the State of New York, and residents within the 
City of New York in said State, being desirous to associate 
themselves together for the purpose of promoting the tem- 
poral and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes, and to be a body 
politic and corporate for that purpose, do hereby make and sign 
this certificate. 


1. The name or title by which said Society shall be known 
in law shall be ‘‘ THe CHuRcH Mission To DEAF-Mu‘TEs.”’ 


2. The particular business and objects of said Society shall 
be the promoting of the temporal and spiritual welfare of 
adult deaf-mutes. 


3. The number of Trustees to manage the said Society 
shall be twenty-five. 


4. The names of the Trustees of the said Society for the 
first year of its existence are: Horatio Potter, John T. Hoff- 
man, D. Colden Murray, Orlando L. Stewart, Isaac H.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes is a Society, designed to promote 
the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes. 
Its central office shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 


Its members shall consist of the Trustees and such contributors to its 
support as may be elected to the Society at its annual meeting. 

The Trustees shall also have power to elect members of the Society at 
a regular meeting. 

Any person paying One Hundred Dollars at one time shall be eligible 
to life membership. 


ARTICLE III, 


The affairs of the Society shall be under the direction, management 
and control of a Board of twenty-five Trustees, the Bishop of New York 
being ea--officio the President. 

The remaining twenty-four members of the Board shall be divided into 
three classes of eight each. The members of each class shall hold office for 
the term of three years and until their successors are appointed. Eight 
Trustees to be elected annually by ballot. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, the Bishop of New 
York, ea-officio ; two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer and a Secretary, who shall 
be elected at the annual meeting of the Society, and shall hold office for 
one year and until the appointment of their successors. The elective 
officers of the Society shall be chosen from the Trustees. The officers of 
the Society shall also be the officers of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE V. 


The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, in the City of New York, on the last Monday evening of 
November. 
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The order of proceedings shall be as follows : 


1. Devotions. 

2. Reading the minutes of the preceding annual meeting and all 
special meetings. 

3. Election of Members and Life Members. 

4. Reports of Officers and Committees. 

5. Report of the Trustees for the year ending October 1 (Art. VI., 

Sec. 5). 

6. Election of Trustees. 

7. Election of two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 

8. Appointment of Standing Committees. 

9g. Miscellaneous business. 

o. Adjournment. 


ARTICLE VI. 


SEcTION 1. The Board of ‘Trustees shall hold regular meetings at 
least four times a year, and may hold adjourned meetings when necessary. 
Seven Trustees shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but no purchase, lease or sale of real estate, shall be made unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of Trustees shall be present at the meeting 
at which it is ordered. 


Src. 2. The Board of Trustees shall have power to make By-Laws 
for its own government and for the government of its officers, to alter 
and amend the same and to fill temporarily and until the next annual 
election, any vacancy which may occur in the Board or among its officers. 


SEc. 3. Special meetings of the Board and of the Society may be called 
by the President or one of the Vice-Presidents, or on requisition of five of 
the Trustees. Such call to be in writing and filed with the Secretary. 


Src. 4. When such special meetings are called, the members shall be 
notified of the time and place of meeting and the subject proposed to be 
considered. No other subject shall be discussed or acted upon at such 
meeting. 


Src. 5. The Trustees shall present to the Society at its annual meet- 
ing, a report of their proceedings during the previous year, a full state- 
ment in relation to the funds and property of the Society, and information 
relative to the objects of the Society which may be of interest to its 
members, 


ARTICLE VII. 


This Constitution shall not be altered or amended unless it be at an an- 
nual meeting of the Society, and two-thirds of the members then present 
consenting thereto, on previous recommendation of the Board of Trustees. 
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BY-LAWS 


OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


1. The President, two Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer. shall 
faithfully perform duties usually entrusted to such officers. 


2. The four stated meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be held on 
the Second Monday evenings in November, February, April, and June. 


3. With the consent of ‘‘the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen 
of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes in the City of New York,” the meet- 
ings of the Trustees shall be held in said Church. 


4, The Trustees shall appoint a General Manager, whose duty it shall be 
to oversee the various departments of work which shall be adopted to im- 
prove the temporal and spiritual welfare of adult deaf-mutes; appoint as- 
sistants to the General Manager, and fix the salaries of the officers referred 
to in this section. 


5. The General Manager and his assistants shall be subject to such re- 
gulations as the Trustees may adopt for their guidance, and shall present 
written reports of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 


6. The Trustees shall appoint a Standing Committee on the Gallaudet 
Home, and such other Standing and Special Committees as may be neces- 
sary to accomiplish effectually the objects of the Society. 


7. The Standing Committee on the Gallaudet Home for Deaf-Mutes 
shall have power to manage its affairs. They shall present written reports 
of their work at the stated meetings of the Trustees. 


8. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Board of Lady Managers, whose 
duty it shall be, under the direction of the Standing Committee on the 
Gallaudet Home, to appoint a Matron for the Home, and to conduct its in- 
ternal affairs. Said Board of Lady Managers shall present written reports. 
of their work to the Standing Committee monthly.
